REMARKS. 

The  business  of  the  office  for  the  past  year  has  increased  very 
much,  particularly  in  the  District  and  Probate  Courts. 

The  receipts  from  the  Courts  and  other  sources  are  considerably 
in  excess  of  former  years,  and  the  office  comes  nearer  being  self- 
sustaining,  notwithstanding  that  all  the  expenses  for  books, 
stationery,  etc.,  for  the  eight  Courts  and  the  Judges  thereof,  the 
expenses  for  stationery  and  clerical  labor  in  preparing  the  Ward 
Registers,  under  the  amended  codes,  are  all  charged  to  the 
County  Clerk. 

I  have  nearly  completed,  under  the  requirements  of  the  new 
law,  all  the  Ward  Registers,  and  at  this  date  have  registered 
thereon  about  29,000  names,  together  with  the  respective  entries 
opposite  each  name  appearing  on  the  Great  Register. 

My  department,  in  all  its  branches,  is  in  good  condition  and 
the  work  well  up  in  every  place.

GENTLEMEN — In  conformity  to  Resolution  7,518,  adopted  by 
your  Honorable  Body  on  July  3d,  1875,  I  hereby  beg  leave  to 
submit  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Office  of  City  and  County 
Assessor  for  the  Fiscal  Year  ending  June  30th,  1875.

In  compliance  with  law  I  delivered  to  your  Honorable  Body,  on 
the  first  Monday  in  June  last,  the  Assessment  Roll  of  Personal 
Property,  comprising  eight  (8)  volumes,  amounting  to  $148,657,- 
785 ;  and  on  the  third  day  of  July  following,  the  Real  Estate  Roll  in 
twenty-one  (21)  volumes,  amounting  to  $170,653,648.  The  total 
Rolls  aggregating  $319,311,343.  In  addition  thereto  you  have 
received  two  (2)  volumes  of  Assessments  for  the  opening  of 
Montgomery  Avenue;  two  (2)  volumes  of  alphabetical  index;  the 
Military  Roll;  and  nineteen  (19)  volumes  of  Block  Books,  con- 
taining maps  and  diagrams  of  all  Real  Estate  within  the  limits 
of  the  County. 
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By  a  comparison  of  the  Assessment  Rolls  of  this  year  with 
those  of  the  preceding  year,  there  is  an  increase  of  $51,438,697. 

Notwithstanding  this  marked  increase  in  the  Real  and  Personal 
Rolls,  the  reductions  made  by  your  Honorable  Body,  while  sitting 
as  a  Board  of  Equalization,  (other  than  those  made  on  mortgages) 
were  not  in  excess  of  those  of  previous  years,  and  the  number 
of  applicants  for  reduction  less  than  one-half  of  the  previous 
year,  and  the  general  sustaining  of  my  assessments  is  a  matter  of 
congratulation  to  me.  In  regard  to  the  assessments  on  mortgages, 
the  Assessor  finds  it  utterly  impossible,  as  your  Honorable  Body 
is  well  aware,  to'  arrive  at  correct  results,  as  the  records,  the  only 
source  of  information  on  the  subject,  contain  a  large  number  of 
mortgages,  either  in  part  or  wholly  satisfied  and  paid,  but  not 
cancelled  of  record,  and  many  others  are  rendered  void  by 
reason  of  foreclosure  or  sale  and  for  various  reasons  the  mort- 
gage left  unsatisfied.  In  this  connection,  I  hope  and  believe 
that  the  next  Legislature  will  take  proper  steps  to  repeal  the  law 
making  mortgages  taxable,  striking  from  our  statute  books  the 
odious  law  that  legalizes  (?)  the  assessment  of  property,  two, 
three  and  often  four  times,  while  the  State  or  municipality  derives 
little  or  no  tax  therefrom,  the  acknowledged  injustice  of  the  law 
making  it  inoperative  and  only  a  trouble  and  annoyance  to  the 
Assessors  and  the  assessed. 

When  I  was  elected  to  the  position  of  Assessor  by  your  Honor- 
able Body,  and  suddenly  called  upon  to  assume  the  responsible 
duties  of  this  office,  the  time  at  which  it  became  incumbent  upon 
the  Assessor  to  make  up  the  Annual  Assessment  Roll  was  so  close 
at  hand  that  it  was  necessary  for  me  to  enter  at  once  upon  the  dis- 
charge of  my  duties,  with  all  possible  vigor  and  energy,  and  un- 
der the  circumstances  I  have  been  unable  to  make  an  assessment 
that  is  as  satisfactory  to  myself  as  it  would  have  been  had  the 
time  for  preparation  been  longer.  In  a  general  manner  I  have 
corrected  the  errors  of  previous  years  and  equalized  the  assess- 
ments in  as  equitable  a  manner  as  the  limited  time  would  allow. 

It  is  next  to  impossible  for  the  Assessor  to  do  justice  to  the  tax- 
payers unless  he  has  a  year  wherein  to  examine  personally  each 
subdivision  of  real  estate  and  the  improvements  on  the  same. 
The  employment  of  a  large  force  of  men  for  this  purpose,  how- 
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ever  competent,  only  confuses  matters,  for  each  has  a  different 
idea  of  values,  and  a  Roll  made  up  in  this  manner  will  present 
many  unavoidable  irregularities. 

I  ain  gratified  at  the  approbation  I  have  received  from  tax- 
payers generally  who  own  property  in  locations  where  I  have  had 
time  to  personally  examine  and  fix  the  assessment,  and  although 
the  increase  has  been  very  great  in  many  cases,  they  have 
acknowledged  the  justice  of  the  same  and  made  no  effort  for  re- 
duction before  the  Board  of  Equalization. 

The  amount  collected  from  Poll  Taxes  from  July  1st,  1874,  to 
July  1st,  1875,  is  ninetj'-two  thousand  four  hundred  and  ninety- 
two  dollars  ($92,492) — a  very  large  increase  over  the  previous 
year.  Of  this  amount  about  twenty-four  thousand  dollars 
($24,000)  was  collected  by  my  predecessor  in  office,  and  over 
sixty-eight  thousand  dollars  ($68,000)  by  me,  which  latter  amount' 
collected  in  four  months  exceeds  the  entire  collections  of  the 
previous  year. 

Annexed  I  beg  leave  to  submit  for  the  approval  of  }7our 
Honorable  Body  my  Annual  Report  to  the  Surveyor-General  of 
the  State,  together  with  the  Statistics  of  the  Mechanical  and 
Manufacturing  industries  of  this  City  and  County.

To  the  Honorable  the  Board  of  Supervisors 

of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  : 

GENTLEMEN— In  making  iny  annual  report  it  is  not  necessary 
that  I  should  enlarge  upon  the  very  bad  condition  of  the  streets 
at  the  time  I  received  them,  as  every  one  who  was  in  the  city  then 
knows  that  there  was  hardly  a  single  block  that  was  passable. 
Their  present  condition,  as  compared  with  that  of  December, 
1873 — although  not  now  as  good  as  I  would  like  to  have  it — I  leave 
for  you  and  the  public  to  judge  for  yourselves.  Whether  or  not 
they  have  been  improved  during  my  administration  you  can 
readily  determine. 

The  adoption  of  stone-block  pavement  is  good.  It  is  undoubt- 
edly the  best  adapted  to  this  climate  of  any  pavement  yet  laid. 
As  much  has  been  said  about  "  foundation,"  I  will  give  my  rea- 
sons for  not  having  laid  a  more  expensive  one.  First,  the  gas 
and  water  companies  were  established  in  an  early  day,  when  the 
demand  was  small,  and,  like  all  companies,  they  expended  the 
smallest  amount  of  money  possible  to  start  with,  laying  the 
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smallest  mains  that  would  supply  the  demand.  In  consequence 
of  the  rapid  growth  of  the  city,  the  demand  for  water  and  gas 
has  increased  to  such  an  extent  that  these  companies  are  con- 
stantly replacing  their  mains  and  pipes  with  larger  ones,  to  do 
which  it  is  often  necessary  to  tear  up  paved  streets.  Second,  we 
have  not  a  single  block  in  the  city  which  is  permanently  built  up 
with  modern  style  buildings.  All  this  work  tends  to  destroy  the 
pavements,  and  until  the  city  is  much  older  there  is  110  reason 
why  we  should  add  any  further  expense  to  our  block  pavement. 
My  experience  with  the  stone  is  that  the  granites  are  the  best. 
We  have  the  finest  basalt  in  the  world,  but  the  best  quality  is  too 
hard  and  will  soon  wear  smooth  and  slippery.  ' '  Cobbles  "  are  not 
adapted  to  this  climate.  No  amount  of  care  in  laying  them  can 
make  them  stand.  In  summer  the  sand  becomes  dry  for  at  least 
twelve  inches  down,  the  strong  wind  blows  it  out,  and  the  stones 
become  loose,  so  that  it  requires  constant  labor  to  keep  them  in 
repair.  This  is  shown  from  the  fact  that  upwards  of  $25,000  of 
the  $63,000  expended  in  ' '  repairs  on  accepted  streets  "  was  on  the 
cobble  pavements.  Both  the  il  carbolized  brick"  and  "  Zadig  " 
pavements  seem  to  have  some  merit,  but  caution  should  be  used 
not  to  lay  too  much  of  either  until  they  have  been  well  tested. 
No  doubt  both  will  do  well  on  many  streets  where  the  travel  is 
in  light  vehicles.  I  can  refer  to  Mission  street,  from  Third  to 
Eighth  street,  with  pleasure,  it  being  one  of  the  best  streets  in 
the  city  and  a  fair  sample  job  of  stone-block  paving.  Several 
blocks  have  been  done  on  Kearny  street,  but  the  grades  are  such 
in  many  of  them  that  the  street,  as  a  whole,  does  not  make  so 
fine  an  appearance  as  Mission  street.  Montgomery  street  has 
been  repaved  throughout  and  is  now  in  very  good  condition. 
All  wood  pavement  should  be  removed  as  fast  as  means  will 
allow,  and  replaced  with  stone  blocks.  After  this  is  done  I 
would  recommend  the  removal  of  ' '  cobbles  "  from  the  business 
streets  and  the  replacing  them  with  stone  blocks,  unless  some 
more  acceptable  pavement  may  be  discovered. 

The  brick  sewers  and  cesspools  are  all  in  good  repair,  except 
the  McAllister  street  and  some  portions  of  the  Eleventh  street 
sewers,  which  are  considerably  strained,  and  in  a  very  wet  winter 
may  collapse.  The  McAllister  street  sewer  is  not  large  enough 
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for  the  work  it  has  to  do  and  its  outlet  is  very  bad.  McAllister 
street  should  be  raised,  so  that  the  water  in  the  sewer  would 
either  go  down  Sixth  street  or  Market  street.  The  McAllister 
street  sewer  is  the  main  artery  of  that  large  portion  of  the  city 
bounded  by  Jackson  street  on  the  north,  Haight  street  on  the 
south,  Cemetery  Avenue  on  the  west,  and  Octavia  street  on  the 
east,  or  an  area  of  over  1,000  acres.  It  will  have  to  be  rebuilt, 
and  should  be  much  larger.  Seventh  street  should  be  sewered 
through  from  Market  street  to  the  bay.  The  wooden  sewers  in 
the  lower  part  of  the  city,  both  south  and  east,  are  in  very  bad 
condition.  Having  been  built  many  years  and  on  a  mud  foun- 
dation, they  have  settled  far  below  their  proper  depth,  and  are 
now  filled  with  filth  which  can  only  be  removed  upon  their 
reconstruction.  I  have  introduced  a  new  style  of  manhole  for 
sewers,  with  a  cesspool  or  catch-basin  six  feet  in  diameter  inside, 
and  about  two  feet  below  the  bottom  of  the  sewer.  These  basins 
can  be  cleaned  out  at  intervals  without  going  into  the  sewer  for 
that  purpose.  In  my  opinion  too  much  cement-pipe  sewer  is 
being  laid.  Much  sand  and  dust  is  continually  being  blown  on 
the  streets  in  the  summer,  and  in  winter  more  or  less  of  it  is 
washed  into  the  sewers,  often  choking  the  pipes.  In  the  cement 
pipes  there  can  be  no  remedy  except  to  dig  them  out  from  the 
top  of  the  street.  Most  of  these  sewers  are  petitioned  for  by 
property-owners. 

The  Chinese  portions  of  the  city,  in  the  neighborhood  of  Jack- 
son, Washington,  Dupont  and  Stockton  streets,  and  the  alleys 
within  those  blocks  are  in  a  very  filthy  condition — not  so  much 
for  want  of  sewerage  as  that  the  population  is  too  great  for  the 
space  occupied. 

The  water  front  has  been*  very  much  improved.  Within  the 
past  year  about  $15.000  has  been  expended.  The  water  front 
streets  are  one  hundred  and  fifty  feet  wide.  The  inner  seventy- 
five  feet  is  kept  in  repair  jointly  by  the  city  and  the  property- 
owners,  the  outer  half  by  the  Harbor  Commissioners.  I  would 
recommend  that  an  effort  be  made  to  secure  an  amendment  to 
the  law,  so  that  a  portion  of  the  revenue  received  from  the 
wharves  may  go  into  the  city  treasury  and  form  a  fund  to  assist 
in  paying  city  front  expenses. 
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The  street  railways,  like  the  streets,  were  in  very  bad  condition 
twenty  months  ago.  During  that  time  they  have  been  vastly 
improved.  The  old.  T  rail  on  Market  street  has  been  removed  as 
far  out  as  Fifth  street  and  replaced  with  flat  rails.  The  different 
companies  have,  on  the  whole,  complied  with  my  notices  as  well 
as  could  be  expected. 

Finally  :  the  street  laws,  as  you  or  any  persons  acquainted  with 
them  are  well  aware,  are  in  many  respects  defective,  Many 
portions  being  inoperative  the  tax  is  unequal  and  unjust.  There 
should  be  a  Board  of  Public  Works,  but  not  on  the  plan  adopted 
in  many  eastern  cities — New  York,  for  instance.  The  reconstruc- 
tion of  our  sewers,  making  them  large  enough  to  carry  the  gas 
and  water  mains,  and  the  reconstruction  of  streets  and  railway 
tracks,  with  all  modern  improvements,  should  be  seriously  con- 
sidered. These  would  require  a  change  of  our  street  laws.  I 
have  a  plan  of  revising  the  entire  system  and  laws  of  street  work, 
but  it  would  occupy  too  much  space  in  this  report.  If  desired, 
I  will,  at  the  proper  time,  give  my  views. 

The  accompanying  "  tables"  and  ''notes"  show  in  extenso  the 
operations  of  the  Street  Department  for  the  year  just  ended.

Herewith  I  beg  leave  to  submit  my  annual  report  of  estates 
which  have  come  into  my  hands,  the  value  of  the  same,  the 
amount  of  money  in  each  estate,  the  expenditures  made,  and  the 
balance  of  money  and  other  property  remaining  in  the  several 
estates. 

In  all  cases  of  administration  upon  the  estates  of  persons  dying 
intestate  the  law  gives  to  the  heirs  and  creditors  of  the  decedent 
a  preferred  right  over  the  Public  Administrator  in  the  grant  of 
letters  of  administration,  but  in  many  of  the  cases  herein  reported 
this  preferred  right  has  been  waived  in  my  favor,  and  letters  have 
been  issued  to  the  Public  Administrator  with  the  consent  of  those 
having  priority. 

During  the  year  ending  July  1,  1875,  the  Probate  Court  issued 
to  me  letters  of  administration  on  sixty-seven  estates,  of  the 
^aggregate  value  of  $98,294.66. 

Special  letters  of  administration  were  granted  in  seven  cases 
where  no  general  letters  were  issued  to  me.  Such  special  letters 
were  issued  for  the  purpose  of  protecting  property  from  loss  and 
inj  ury  until  the  heirs  or  their  appointees  qualified  as  administra- 
tors, when  they  took  possession  of  the  estates. 

The  aggregate  value  of  property  taken  in  charge  in  such  cases 
was  $5,750.

To  the  Honorable  the  Board  of  Supervisors 

Of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco: 

GENTLEMEN — In  compliance  with  your  Kesolution  No.  7,518 
(new  series)  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  my  official  report  for  the 
year  ending  June  30,  1875. 

Accompanying,  as  part  of  the  report,  you  will  please  find 
tabulated  statements  of  the  movements  of  all  vessels  entering 
the  port  of  San  Francisco  during  the  year,  as  well  as  occurring 
casualties,  arranged  under  proper  headings. 

Extensive  improvements  have  been  made  by  the  Honorable 
Board  of  State  Harbor  Commissioners  during  the  year  ;  still,  the 
rapidly  increasing  business  of  the  port  imperatively  calls  for 
increased  accommodations  and  shadows  the  necessity  of  contin- 
uing the  Bulkhead,  or  Sea-wall,  north  of  Pacific  street  and  south 
of  Howard  street.  Between  Pacific  and  Howard  streets  the  Sea- 
wall embankment  is  completed,  and,  so  far  as  I  can  judge,  is  a 
perfect  protection  to  the  harbor  between  those  points.  The 
property  adjacent  to  it  has  been  filled  in  and  can  now  be  safely 
and  permanently  improved. 

North  of  Pacific  street,  and  more  particularly  north  and  west 
of  Montgomery  street,  the  city  front  is  exposed  to  the  destructive 
action  of  the  sea,  and  any  attempt  to  reclaim  property  in  that 
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direction  results  in  great  loss  to  the  owners  and  serious  injury  to 
the  harbor. 

A  large  proportion  of  the  material  used  for  filling  is  washed 
into  the  bay  and  sooner  or  later  finds  its  way  into  the  slips  and 
sheltered  coves  along  the  city  front,  thus  entailing  an  unnecessary 
expense  to  property  owners  and  rendering  constant  dredging 
imperative,  to  accommodate  the  shipping  in  the  port.  The 
grading  of  streets,  excavation  of  cellars,  construction  of  sewers, 
etc.,  furnish  a  large  excess  of  material,  which  can  now  be 
profitably  employed  in  filling  lots  upon  the  city  front.  Such 
improvements  should  receive  every  encouragement,  as  it  is  very 
evident  that  if  some  protection  is  not  provided  the  harbor  will 
receive  an  irreparable  injury  from  this  source. 

While  the  wharves  and  docks  are  under  the  direct  supervision 
and  control  of  State  officers,  the  city  has  a  paramount  interest  in 
the  protection  of  the  harbor  and  in  any  improvements  that  are 
calculated  to  furnish  additional  facilities  for  the  legitimate 
commerce  of  the  port.  I  would  therefore  respectfully  recommend 
that  the  city  authorities  should  use  every  possible  effort  to  secure 
the  necessary  legislation  to  have  the  Sea-wall  extended  entirely 
around  the  city  front. 

In  my  last  annual  report  I  referred  to  the  importance  of 
modifying  the  harbor  lines  in  accordance  with  the  plan  proposed 
by  T.  J.  Arnold,  Esq.,  the  engineer  of  the  Board  of  State  Harbor 
Commissioners. 

It  is  understood  that  the  United  States  Commissioners,  who 
were  appointed  to  locate  the  new  lines,  will  make  a  report  to  the 
Legislature  at  its  next  session.  The  city  should  not  lose  sight  of 
this  important  work. 

During  the  year  the  main  channel  from  the  ends  of  the  piers, 
for  a  distance  of  five  hundred  yards,  have  been  kept  open  at  all 
times  and  the  ferry  routes  kept  clear  that  regular  trips  might  be 
accomplished  without  delay  and  free  from  the  obstruction  of 
vessels  anchored  in  the  stream.  To  accomplish  this  I  have 
caused  to  be  removed  and  properly  stationed  vessels  to  the 
number  of  one  hundred  and  sixty-four  (164).  There  have  also 
been  picked  up  and  returned  to  owners  eighteen  (18)  boats  and 
lighters,  as  well  as  occasional  lots  of  piles,  floating  lumber,  etc. 

: 
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The  following  casualties  have  occurred  to  vessels  arriving  and 
departing  from  this  port  during  the  year  : 

June  18,  1875 — Ship  Champlain  went  ashore  on  the  North 
Farallones.  Two  lives  lost  and  vessel  a  total  wreck. 

July  18,  1874 — Schooner  Falmouth  sunk  at  sea  eighteen  miles 
south-west  of  Point  Sur.  All  hands  saved. 

July  19,  1874 — British  ship  Warrior  Queen  run  ashore  five 
miles  north  of  Point  Eeyes.  No  lives  lost.  Vessel  a  total 
wreck. 

July  27,  1874 — Ship  Governor  Morton,  hence  June  15,  while 
in  latitude  11°  30'  south,  longitude  127°,  sprung  aleak  and 
returned  to  port. 

August  17,  1874 — Schooner  J.  E.  Haskin  lost  off  Point  Reyes. 
Crew  saved. 

September  11,  1874 — Schooner  Klaskonine  went  ashore  near 
Point  Diablo  and  badly  damaged.  Drifting  off  the  rock  she  was 
taken  in  tow  by  the  tug  Lookout  and  towed  back  to  the  city. 

September  17,  1874 — Schooner  Phil  Horn  was  run  into  and 
sunk  by  the  steamer  Mary  Taylor,  off  Bodega.  Crew  all  saved. 

October  3,  1874 — Tug  Rescue  ran  ashore  on  the  North  Head. 
Vessel  a  total  loss.  Lad  named  Thomas  Markey  drowned. 

January  7,  1875 — Stern-wheel  steamer  Reform  sunk  through 
collision  with  steamer  Yosemite. 

January  7,  1875 — Steamer  Yosemite  collided  with  the  bark 
Nicholas  Thayer,  lying  in  the  stream  at  anchor. 

January  7.  1875 — Schooner  Osceola  capsized  in  Timber  Cove. 
Crew  saved.  Vessel  a  total  loss. 

January  7,  1875 — Schooner  Nor' wester  went  ashore  at  Rogue 
River  and  is  a  total  loss.  Crew  saved. 
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January  10,  1875 — Schooner  Matilda  Heron  went  ashore  six 
miles  north  of  Stewart's  Point.  Vessel  lost.  Crew  saved. 

January  16,  1875 — Fire  broke  out  in  the  hold  of  the  British 
ship  Respigadera  while  lying  at  anchor  off  Meiggs  Wharf.  The 
ship  was  towed  on  to  the  mud-flats  off  Third  street  and  saved  by 
the  prompt  use  of  pumps. 

January  20,  1875 — The  brig  .Curlew  was  abandoned  at  sea 
while  in  a  sinking  condition.  The  crew  was  taken  on  board  the 
schooner  Eclipse  and  landed  at  Humboldt. 

February  28,  1875 — Schooner  Venus  reported  ashore  at  Point 
Arena. 

April  3,  1875 — Steamer  Eastport  struck  on  Duxbury  Reef. 
Carried  away  her  rudder  and  returned  to  port. 

November  20,  1874 — Schooner  Emily  K.  Farnham  sailed  for 
Crescent  City  and  has  not  been  reported.  In  addition  to  her 
crew  she  had  six  passengers. 

April  20,  1875 — The  steamer  Ventura  struck  a  rock  off  Point 
Sur  and  was  a  total  loss. 

May  7,  1875  —  Schooner  Glenarm  went  ashore  at  Russian 
River.  Captain  lost  and  vessel  a  total  wreck. 

May  18,  1875 — Pilot  boat  J.  C.  Cousins  went  ashore  on  the 
ocean  beach.  Badly  damaged.  Hauled  off  by  tugs  and  towed 
to  port. 

June  2,  1875— The  bark  W.  H.  Gawley  struck  on  Anita  Rock. 
Was  hauled  off  by  tugs  without  material  damage. 

June  10,  1875 — Schooner  Alice  Haake  went  ashore  near  the 
mouth  of  the  Amoor  river.  Crew  saved.  Vessel  a  total  loss. 

June  15,  1875 — Schooner  Sarah  Louise  dragged  her  moorings 
and  went  ashore  at  Fish  Rock.  Crew  saved.  Vessel  a  total 
loss.

PARK  COMMISSIONERS'  REPORT. 


OFFICE  OF  THE  PARK  COMMISSION,  }

To  the  Honorable  the  Board  of  Supervisors 

of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco: 

GENTLEMEN  :  —  The  Park  Commissioners  have  the  honor  to 
submit  their  annual  report  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30, 
1875. 

In  May  last,  Mr.  S.  F.  Butterworth,  one  of  the  most  efficient 
of  the  Commissioners,  died.  He  was  associated  with  the  Park 
from  its  inception,  and  his  loss  is  deeply  felt. 

Mr.  Louis  McLane  was  elected  to  fill  the  vacancy  for  the 
unexpired  term  of  Mr.  Butterworth  on  the  29th  instant. 

The  Board,  as  now  constituted,  stands  as  follows  :  President, 
E.  L.  Sullivan  ;  Commissioners,  E.  L.  Sullivan,  William  Alvord, 
and  Louis  McLane. 


RECEIPTS. 

At  the  date  of  the  last  report  to  your  Honorable  Body  —  that 
for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1874 — the  Park  Improvement 
Fund  stood,  as  per  Exhibit  "A,"  hereunto  appended,  with  a  cash 
balance  on  hand  of  $43,741.77. 

By  virtue  of  the  provisions  of  the  several  Acts  of  the  Legislature 
of  the  State  of  California,  which  have  from  time  to  time  author- 
ized their  issue,  three  hundred  and  fifty  Park  Bonds,  of  the 
denomination  of  $1,000,  had  been  sold,  realizing  $327,977.50, 
which,  together  with  small  amounts  from  other  sources  of  revenue 
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(as  per  exhibit),  made  the  total  receipts  of  this  Board  to  that 
date,  $331,770.86. 

During  the  past  year,  in  further  compliance  with  the  law,  the 
Mayor,  Auditor,  and  Treasurer  of  the  city  and  county,  at  the 
request  of  this  Board,  have  sold  125  more  bonds — the  balance 
authorized  under  existing  statutes  —  of  $1,000  each,  realizing 
$114,600.  This,  with  the  balance  above  mentioned  and  small 
sums  from  other  sources  of  revenue,  as  per  Exhibit  "  B,"  have 
made  the  total  amount  of  funds  -at  the  disposal  of  this  Board  for 
the  past  fiscal  year,  $159,541.53  ;  of  which  $97,898.62  has  been 
expended,  leaving  a  cash  balance  on  hand  of  $61,642.91.  At  the 
present  date  the  full  number  of  Park  Bonds,  to  issue  which 
authority  has  been  given  by  legislative  enactment,  have  been 
disposed  of,  viz  :  475  of  $1,000  each,  for  which  the  sum  of 
$442,577.50  has  been  received  since  the  organization  of  this  Board 
in  the  Spring  of  1870.  Other  small  amounts  bring  the  total 
receipts,  as  per  Exhibit  "  C,"  to  $447,570.62.  The  total  amount 
expended  upon  the  Parks  and  Avenue  is,  therefore,  $385.927.71. 

The  balance  of  cash  on  hand  is  just  sufficient  to  continue  the 
limited  works  of  improvement  and  maintenance  already  begun 
until  the  Spring  of  1876.  Of  the  other  sources  of  revenue 
mentioned  the  amount  denominated  "  Street  Account,"  is  the 
property  owners'  proportion  of  certain  street  improvement  work 
paid  into  the  Park  Improvement  Fund  as  under  the  law  provided. 
That  called  "  Interest "  is  the  sum  received  as  interest  on  deposits 
of  Park  moneys  with  the  former  Treasurer  of  this  Board.  That 
headed  "Police  Account"  represents  the  amount  collected  as 
Police  Court  fines  imposed  upon  offenders  against  the  ordinances 
of  the  Board.  The  amount  designated  as  "Pound  Account" 
represents  the  aggregate  of  fees  collected  from  owners  of  animals 
found  trespassing  upon  the  Parks,  as  the  legal  penalty  for  such 
trespass.  The  receipt  denominated  "  Park  Improvements  "  rep- 
resents the  sum  derived  from  the  sale  of  lupine  seed  to  property 
owners  for  use  on  the  sands  outside  of  the  Park  Eeservation. 

DISBURSEMENTS. 

The  principal  items  of  expense  during  the  past  year  have  been 
the  completion  of  the  Park  Lodge  (the  Keeper's  house  and  office 
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at  the  junction  of  the  Avenue  with  the  Park)  ;  the  continuation 
of  the  work  of  reclamation  on  the  sands  ;  horticultural  work  ; 
construction  of  a  large  rustic  pavilion  in  the  picnic  grounds,  and 
the  maintenance  of  the  Parks  and  Avenue.  The  Mountain  Lake 
Park  Reservation,  placed  in  charge  of  this  Board  by  enactment 
of  the  last  session  of  the  Legislature,  has  been  taken  possession 
of  and  securely  fenced,  at  a  cost  of  $397.92.  Of  the  $385,927.71 
shown  by  Exhibit  "  C"  as  the  amount  disbursed  by  this  Board 
since  its  organization,  $363,052.29  is  represented  by  actual  work 
performed  upon  the  grounds  in  its  charge,  and  material  and 
merchandise  employed  upon  or  in  such  work.  This  includes  also 
the  expense  of  all  preliminary  surveys,  all  engineering,  survey- 
ing and  superintending,  and  salaries,  except  the  salary  of  the 
Secretary. 

The  next  account  under  the  head  of  disbursements,  viz  : 
"  Street  Account,"  was  incurred  under  authority  of  legislative 
enactment  to  expend  moneys  from  the  Park  Improvement  Fund 
for  the  construction  of  approaches  to  the  Park  at  a  time  when  it 
was  almost,  inaccessible,  and  the  amount  was  paid  for  the 
improvement  of  streets  leading  immediately  to  the  eastern  end 
of  the  Avenue  and  the  opening  of  First  Avenue,  on  the  north  of 
the  Golden  Gate  Park  Reservation. 

The  heavy  item  of  "  Advertising"  is  made  necessary  by  com- 
pliance with  the  law  in  advertising  the  sale  of  Park  Bonds  in 
New  York  and  publishing  the  ordinances  for  the  government  of 
the  Parks. 

"Printing  and  Lithographing"  comprise,  as  the  principal 
item,  the  lithographing  of  Park  bonds,  together  with  printing 
the  reports  of  this  Board  to  the  Legislature  in  pamphlet  form, 
with  accompanying  maps,  as  well  as  all  other  printing  of  the 
necessary  blank  forms,  notices,  etc.,  required  in  the  office  and  in 
the  improvement  and  maintenance  of  the  Park  itself. 

"Interest "  represents  the  amount  paid  as  such  on  the  tempo- 
rary loan  principally,  as  explained  in  the  last  report  of  this 
Board. 

The  other  accounts  explain  themselves. 

The  amount  actually  expended  upon  the  Parks  as  given  above, 
embracing  the  items  mentioned  in  general  terms,  it  must  be 
16 
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remembered,  also  includes  the  expense  of  fencing  the  Buena 
Vista  and  Mountain  Lake  Parks,  and  making  large  plantations 
on  the  former  reservation,  so  that,  deducting  the  expense  of  the 
preliminary  topographical  survey  of  Golden  Gate  Park  and  the 
amount  of  the  items  of  expense  upon  the  two  other  reservations, 
the  cost  of  improvement  and  maintenance  of  the  Park,  as  seen 
by  ordinary  visitors,  has  been  during  the  past  four  years  about 
$355,800.  Of  this  about  $60,000  is  chargeable  to  maintenance, 
which  makes  the  total  cost  of  improving  Golden  Gate  Park  and 
Avenue,  including  all  plans  therefor  and  superintendence  of  the 
work  and  reclamation  of  sands,  $295,800. 

MAINTENANCE. 

This  item  has  now  become  large  in  proportion  to  the  state  of 
the  Park  improvement.  According  to  accurate  accounts  kept, 
during  the  past  year  it  has  amounted  to  $21,441.18,  including 
Park  Keeper's  pay,  guard  and  police  duty,  cleaning  and  repairing 
drives,  watering  and  sprinkling  drives,  watering  trees  and  shrubs, 
grass  maintenance,  plantation  attendance,  miscellaneous  duty  and 
sundry  other  items  of  expense.  Were  the  amount  expended  on 
actual  improvement  twice  as  great  as  it  really  is,  this  maintenance 
account  would  not  be  materially  increased,  for  the  heavier  items 
of  guard  duty  and  attendance  upon  the  drives  would  remain  the 
same,  and  much  of  the  work  could  be  maintained  at  less  expense 
if  it  were  in  a  finished  state  than  it  can  be  in  its  present  rude 
condition. 

It  maybe  remarked  also  that  the  sum  given  as  the  total  amount 
expended  upon  the  improvement  of  Golden  Gate  Park  includes 
about  $10,000  invested  in  work  horses,  rolling  stock,  and  heavy 
implements  used  upon  works  of  maintenance  as  well  as  improve- 
ment, and  worth  now  within  a  small  percentage  of  their  original 
cost.  It  having  been  found  by  carefully-kept  accounts  that  the 
dost  of  a  team  of  two  horses  and  vehicle,  when  owned  and  kept  at 
the  Park,  with  driver,  is  less  than  $4  per  day,  while  the  rate  paid 
for  such  service  for  hired  teams  ranges  from  $5.50  to  $7,  this 
investment  has  proven  a  great  economy,  as  it  is  a  convenience 
and  satisfaction  on  account  of  much  of  the  duty  required  in 
maintenance  being  at  odd  hours  —  some  through  the  night, 
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rendering    it    almost   impossible  to  hire  animals   for   the    ser- 
vice. 

* 

RECLAMATION    WORKS. 

Notwithstanding  several  unfortunate  circumstances  which  have 
transpired  during  the  past  season,  we  have  reason  to  be  much 
encouraged  at  the  present  condition  of  the  work  of  reclaiming 
the  sands  on  the  western  division  of  the  Golden  Gate  Park 
Reservation,  for  though  the  bushes  of  the  primary  plantations  of 
lupine  have  been  seriously  injured  by  the  swarms  of  caterpillars 
which  have  infested  them  during  the  past  and  present  summers, 
and  though  the  rains  of  the  last  season  were  most  unevenly 
distributed,  and  accompanied,  as  well  as  preceded  and  succeeded, 
by  unusually  severe  winds  (circumstances  very  trying  to  planta- 
tions on  drifting  sands),  considerable  progress  has  been  made, 
especially  in  the  way  of  successful  plantations  of  young  trees  of 
various  kinds,  which  by  their  present  thriving  condition  in  the 
midst  of  an  apparently  barren  sand-waste,  where  they  have  been 
planted  in  the  cheapest  and  simplest  manner,  living  and  growing 
luxuriantly  as  they  do,  without  artificial  irrigation,  prove  beyond 
a  doubt  the  entire  feasibility  of  making  this  portion  of  the 
reservation  a  thriving  forest  park,  at  small  expense  and  within  a 
few  years. 

Furthermore,  the  practical  demonstration  of  the  feasibility  of 
checking  the  encroachment  of  sands  from  the  beach,  which  is 
now  in  successful  operation,  according  to  plans  heretofore 
mentioned  in  the  reports  of  this  Board,  is  in  every  way  satisfac- 
factory. 

During  the  Winter  last  past,  17,504  young  trees  and  shrubs  of 
various  kinds  were  planted  in  this  western  sand  district, 
comprising  several  varieties  of  pine,  cypress,  eucalyptus,  and 
acacia,  together  with  broom,  leptospurnum,  tamarix,  gorse,  etc. 
Of  these  all  the  varieties  may  be  said  to  have  done  well,  except 
the  cypress,  while  a  majority  have  exceeded  all  expectation,  in 
that  they  have  not  only  lived  but  are  thriving  through  this  their 
season  of  trial — their  first  Summer  out  without  water.  The 
grasses  with  which  experiments  have  been  made  are  proving 
themselves  valuable  also. 
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It  is  the  intention  of  this  Board  to  set  out  a  large  number — 
perhaps  forty  or  fifty  thousand  plants,  in  the  sands  during  the 
approaching  season,  which,  together  with  those  already  in 
position,  will  assuredly,  in  the  course  of  a  very  few  years,  work 
a  wonderful  change  in  the  appearance  of  this  now  forbidding 
landscape. 

HORTICULTURAL    WORK. 

The  work  of  planting  trees  was  continued  during  the  Winter 
of  1874-5,  and  the  result  has  been,  as  heretofore,  satisfactory. 
In  the  eastern  division  of  Golden  Gate  Park — that  portion  not  in 
the  sands — and  the  Avenue,  7,934,  and  in  Buena  Vista  Park  5,687 
plants  were  set  out.  These,  with  the  number  planted  in  the 
western  division  of  Golden  Gate  Park,  heretofore  mentioned, 
make  the  total  planting  for  the  season,  31,125  trees  and  shrubs. 

Two  very  considerable  items  of  expense  incurred  within  the 
past  year  must  be  mentioned,  the  more  particularly  seeing  that 
they  do  not  as  yet  show  any  results.  These  are  :  hauliDg  a  large 
amount  of  soil  from  without  the  Park  for  the  lawn  and  other 
plats,  and  making  several  thousand  cubic  yards  of  compost 
(composed  of  stable  and  cow  manure,  leaf  mold,  road  scrapings, 
and  soil),  for  use  in  the  planting  operations  of  the  approaching 
season.  These  expenses  will  bear  their  first  fruits  in  the  Spring 
of  1876,  when  the  largely  increased  area  of  green  grass  and 
number  of  shrubs  and  flowering  plants  to  be  seen  will  be  the 
return  which  they  have  secured. 

Now  that  the  heavier  plantations  of  strong  growing  trees  are 
well  advanced,  attention  will  be  paid  to  the  minutiae  of  beautifying 
the  grounds  and  making  them  pleasurable  to  foot-passengers,  as 
well  as  to  those  who  drive  and  ride  upon  the  roads. 

It  is  hoped  that  our  street  railway  companies  will  no  longer 
delay  the  construction  of  their  lines  of  track  to  the  Park,  and 
that  the  next  year  will  witness  throngs  of  people  on  foot  deriving 
their  share  of  the  benefits  from  the  Park  improvement. 

The  water  used  upon  the  Park  is  taken  from  the  Spring  Yalley 
Water-works.  From  65,000  to  75,000  gallons  are  used  daily 
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during  the  summer  months,  and  from  5,000  to  8,000  gallons  per 
day  during  the  rainy  season. 

In  Exhibit  "D"  we  present  statistical  matter  of  interest, 
which  we  hope  will  be  recognized  as  the  best  proof  of  the  popular 
acceptance  of  the  Park  as  a  pleasure  resort.  When  we  consider 
that  the  546,833  visits,  shown  upon  this  exhibit,  were  paid  to  the 
Park  without  railroad  communication  between  it  and  the  city,  the 
conclusion  is  inevitable  that  the  improvement  is  supplying  a 
popular  want. 

In  addition  to  the  six  ordinances  passed  by  this  Board  prior 
to  its  last  report,  and  at  that  time  transmitted,  Ordinance  No.  7 
has  been  since  passed  and  a  copy  is  hereunto  annexed.

OEDINANCE  No.  7. 

PARK  COMMISSIONERS'  ORDINANCE  No.  7. 

SECTION  1.  The  object  of  this  ordinance  is  to  regulate  the  rate  of  speed  at 
which  it  may  be  lawful  to  ride  or  drive  upon  the  roads  within  the  grounds 
known  as  the  Golden  Gate  Park  and  the  avenue  leading  thereto. 

SEC.  2.  All  persons  are  hereby  prohibited  from  riding  or  driving  upon  the 
said  roads  at  a  rate  of  speed  exceeding  that  of  a  mile  in  six  (6)  minutes,  or 
ten  (10)  miles  per  hour. 

SEC.  3.  The  Secretary  'of  said  Board  shall,  within  five  days  after  the 
passage  of  this  ordinance,  make  and  certify  to  an  accurate  copy  of  the  same,

To  the  Honorable  the  Board  of  Supervisors 

of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  : 

GENTLEMEN  —  In  accordance  with  Resolution  No.  7.518  (new 
series)  passed  by  your  Honorable  Body,  July  3d,  1875,  herewith 
is  presented  the  Coroner's  Report  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June 
30th,  1875. 

Entering  upon  the  duties  of  this  office,  December  8th,  1874, 
my  report  embraces  not  only  the  transactions  during  the  past 
seven  months  but  also  of  the  five  previous  months  as  exhibited 
by  the  records  of  my  predecessor. 

The  number  of  deaths  reported  to,  and  investigated  by  the 
Coroner,  during  the  whole  year,  is  two  hundred  and  ninety-seven 
(297).  Of  this  number  an  inquest  was  required  and  held  in  two 
hundred  and  ten  (210)  cases.  The  remainder  dying  from  natural 
causes  were  buried  on  a  certificate,  as  to  cause  of  death,  being 
given  by  the  attending  physician  or  by  the  Coroner,  after  an  in- 
spection or  autopsy. 

In  all  cases  where  doubts  existed  as  to  cause  of  death,  an 
autopsy  has  been  ordered.  Also  in  all  cases  where  there  was  a 
suspicion  of  crime,  in  order  that  in  the  one  case  a  proper  certifi- 
cate could  be  given,  and  in  the  other  that  the  fullest  evidence 
possible,  as  to  cause  of  death,  might  be  at  the  disposal  of  the 
courts  of  justice. 

The  accompanying  tables  will  exhibit: 

FIRST. — The  number  of  deaths  reported  and  inquests  held 
during  each  mouth  of  the  year.  (The  greatest  number  occurring 
during  the  month  of  April,  1875,  and  the  largest  number  ever 
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occurring  during  any  preceding  month  in  San  Francisco  of  which 
we  have  record.) 

SECOND. ^The  birth-place  in  each  case  as  far  as  could  be  ascer- 
tained. 

THIKD. — The  cause  of  death  in  each  case,  and  the  nature  of  the 
crime  charged,  if  any. 

Also,  accompanying  will  be  found  a  schedule  exhibiting  the 
property  found  with  or  upon  the  bodies  of  deceased  persons, 
taken  by  the  Coroner,  and  the  final  disposition  of  the  same.  The 
amount  has  been  considerable,  and  has  been  disposed  of  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  law — being  delivered  to  a  legal  representative, 
the  Public  Administrator  or  the  City  Treasurer — and  in  each  case 
a  receipt  for  the  same  taken  and  filed  in  this  office. 

The  property  consisted  of  money  to  the  amount  of  ($6.315.04) 
six  thousand  three  hundred  and  fifteen  dollars  and  four  cents; 
jewelry,  clothing,  furniture,  pictures,  books,  stocks,  notes  of 
hand,  horses,  wagons,  and  all  sorts  of  personal  effects — value 
unknown. 

In  the  prosecution  of  the  duties  of  this  oifice  the  following 
expenses  have  been  incurred  during  the  year,  demands  upon  the 
City  Treasurer  have  been  made  for  the  same,  certified  by  the 
Coroner  and  approved  by  your  Honorable  Body : 

Autopsies,  127  cases $2,540  00 

Chemical  analyses,  6  cases 300  00 

Eewards,  bodies  recovered  from  the  Bay  of  San  Fran- 
cisco, 43  cases 430  00 

Medical  expert  testimony , 20  00 


Total $3,290  00 

In  suits  against  the  Sheriff,  fees  have  been  collected  by  the 
Coroner  and  paid  over  to  the  City  Treasurer  in  accordance  with 
the  law,  amounting  to  $126.10. 

In  conclusion,  I  beg  to  state  that  my  thanks  are  due  and  are 
most  heartily  tendered  to  Mr.  John  O.  Phelps,  Deputy  Coroner, 
for  the  faithful  and  indefatigable  manner  in  which  he  has  per- 
formed the  duties  of  his  office;  also  to  Mr.  D.  A.  Smith, 
Coroners  Messenger.  To  Dr.  John  T.  Crook  and  Mr.  Louis 
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Falkenau,  the  thanks  of  this  City  as  well  as  my  own  are  due  for 
the  valuable  service  they  have  rendered,  the  autopsies  and  chem- 
ical analyses  being  in  many  cases  the  only  evidence  as  to  cause  of 
death. 

To  Chief  of  Police  Cockrill,  and  force;  Sheriff  McKibbin 
and  deputies,  I  am  under  great  obligations  for  hearty  co-operation 
and  aid  in  the  discharge  of  my  official  duties.

From  the  foregoing  account  of  expenditures  it  will  be  seen 
that  the  cost  per  capita  is  somewhat  higher  this  year  than  last, 
with  the  exception  of  provisions,  which  is  less.  This  is  explained 
by  the  fact  that  while  the  number  of  inmates  has  decreased 
twenty  per  cent,  the  cost  for  such  items  as  fuel,  lights,  salaries, 
feed  for  stock,  and  miscellaneous  expenses  remains  about  the 
same.  Had  I  adopted  a  system  of  management  with  the  primary 
object  of  making  the  best  possible  exhibit  at  the  close  of  the 
year,  I  might  have  kept  up  the  number  of  boys  at  a  much  higher 
average,  and  thus  have  materially  reduced  the  per  capita  of  cost. 

This  course,  however,  I  considered  as  tending  to  defeat  the 
purpose  for  which  the  Institution  was  organized,  as  well  as  a 
manifest  injustice  to  the  inmates.  I  therefore  came  to  the  con- 
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elusion,  when  a  boy  showed  unmistakable  evidence  of  reformation 
and  self-control,  the  wisest  course  would  be  to  afford  such,  an 
opportunity  of  earning  their  own  living,  especially  when  favor- 
able openings  presented  themselves  for  sending  such  boys  away 
from  the  city  and  their  former  surroundings. 

Acting  on  this  principle,  and  aided  and  encouraged  by  the  kind 
co-operation  of  the  Industrial  School  Committee,  I  have  secured 
positions  for  a  large  number  of  inmates  during  the  past  year. 
Most  of  these  were  boys  who,  being  without  parents,  friends,  or 
homes  of  any  kind,  had  been  allowed  to  remain  in  the  school  for 
years,  until  hope  of  release,  and  consequently  all  ambition  with 
regard  to  the  future  had  died  within  them.  During  the  past 
year,  besides  those  granted  leave  of  absence  and  discharged  at 
the  solicitation  of  parents  and  guardians,  fifty-eight  boys  have 
been  placed  with  farmers  and  tradesmen  ;  seventeen  have  been 
shipped  into  the  naval  service  of  the  United  States,  and  five  on 
board  merchant  vessels.  I  am  in  constant  receipt  of  letters  from 
these  boys  which  breathe  ,  a  spirit  of  thankfulness  for  the  past 
and  a  cheering  hopefulness  for  the  future.  (Copies  of  some  of 
these  letters  will  be  found  elsewhere.) 

By  this  course  I  feel  that  I  have  best  subserved  the  interests 
of  the  Institution  and  the  inmates,  and  trust  my  action  will  meet 
the  approval  of  your  Honorable  Board  and  the  community  at 
large. 

During  the  past  year  the  old  barns  and  stable  have  been  re- 
moved to  make  way  for  the  new  House  of  Correction,  and  other 
buildings  erected  to  supply  their  places.  The  new  barn  is  em- 
inently adapted  to  the  uses  for  which  it  is  intended,  and  is  a 
great  improvement  on  the  old  one,  both  as  regards  construction 
and  location.  The  grading,  excavating,  etc.,  for  this  and  other 
improvements,  has  required  the  removal  of  4,500  cubic  feet  of 
ground,  a  great  portion  of  which  was  rock. 

At  the  time  Mr.  Wilkie,  the  contractor,  turned  over  the  barn 
to  the  city  and  county,  there  still  remained  a  large  amount  of 
necessary  work  to  be  done,  such  as  road  building,  fencing,  the 
erection  of  out-houses,  drainage,  etc.  ;  all  these  conveniences 
have  been  finished,  so  that  the  building  is  now  complete  in  every 
respect. 
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Having  made  application  to  the  Honorable  Park'Commissioners 
for  some  of  their  surplus  ornamental  trees,  they  generously 
donated  to  the  Institution,  three  hundred  or  more  Monterey 
Cypress  trees  ;  these  I  have  planted  along  the  fences  of  the 
garden. 

On  the  brow  of  the  hill,  above  the  School,  I  have  in  course  of 
construction  a  reservoir,  which  would  now  be  completed  could  I 
have  secured  a  prompt  supply  of  the  right  kind  of  bricks.  This 
basin  is  over  seventy  feet  in  diameter  and  fourteen  feet  deep, 
with  a  capacity  of  more  than  four  hundred  thousand  gallons. 
When  finished,  it  will  not  only  remedy  the  great  disadvantage 
under  which  the  School  has  always  labored  from  an  inadequate 
supply  of  water,  but  will  also  furnish  an  abundance  of  this 
necessary  element  for  the  House  of  Correction  now  being  built. 
These  water-works  will  also  prove  a  great  safeguard  in  case  of 
fire,  and  afford  ample  means  of  irrigation  for  the  garden  and 
grounds  of  both  institutions.  The  labor  of  excavating  this  im- 
mense cistern  has  been  performed  by  inmates  of  the  School,  and 
would  have  cost  more  than  the  appropriation  of  $1,000  if  hired 
out. 

The  selection  of  a  site  for  the  House  of  Correction  rendered  it 
necessary  to  remove  the  vegetable  garden  from  the  northeast  to 
the  southeast  of  the  school  inclosure.  This  arrangement  caused 
some  loss  and  inconvenience  with  regard  to  garden  produce,  and 
obliged  me  to  purchase  vegetables  for  several  months,  until  a 
new  supply  could  be  planted  and  matured.  This  difficulty  no 
longer  exists.  A  new  garden  has  been  laid  out  and  planted,  and 
is  now  furnishing  a  bountiful  supply  for  all  our  wants,  and  will 
produce  sufficient  vegetables  of  a  superior  quality  for  both  insti- 
tutions. In  order  to  protect  the  garden  from  stray  animals,  I 
have  built  a  picket-fence  along  the  Ocean  House  road  and  a 
board-fence  on  the  northern  boundary,  as  an  inclosure  and  pre- 
tection  from  the  winds.  For  the  purposes  of  irrigation,  hydrants 
have  been  placed  at  convenient  points,  and  four  hundred  feet  of 
pipe  laid  to  convey  the  water  to  them.  All  these  improvements 
have  been  carried  out  without  extra  expense  to  the  city  and 
county  for  labor.  I  have  utilized  the  labor  of  the  boys  in  various 
other  ways.  Many  of  them  having  served  some  time  at  trades, 
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I  have  taken  advantage  of  this  and  employed  them  in  painting 
the  building,  wagons,  etc.,  and  in  making  other  requisite  im- 
provements and  repairs. 

As  the  shoe  and  tailor  shops  afford  the  only  means  of  learning 
the  boys  a  regular  trade,  I  have  given  special  attention  to  these 
departments.  The  former  now  turns  out  as  good  an  article  of 
common  shoes  as  can  be  purchased  anywhere.  After  supplying 
the  inmates,  the  surplus  manufactured  finds  ready  sale  at  a  fair 
profit. 

Although  some  kind  of  labor  is  considered  of  primary  impor- 
tance as  a  reformatory  process,  yet  no  more  work  is  exacted  than 
is  healthful  for  the  inmates.  I  have  at  all  times  endeavored  to 
have  work,  school,  and  recreation  judiciously  blended. 

The  Band  of  the  institution,  consisting  of  nineteen  boys,  has 
made  great  improvement  during  the  year,  and  is  a  pleasing  fea- 
ture of  the  School,  having  an  elevating  and  humanizing  influence 
on  the  inmates.  Some  of  these  boys  are  developing  into  first- 
class  musicians,  and  will  doubtless  adopt  music  as  a  profession. 
For  some  time  past  the  Band  has  given  open-air  concerts  in 
Union  Square  each  Saturday  afternoon  from  two  to  four  o'clock 
P.  M.,  the  music  always  attracting  a  concourse  of  appreciative 
listeners.  Its  cost  to  the  city  and  county  is  nothing  beyond  the 
salary  of  the  teacher,  the  boys  themselves  having  earned  the 
money  to  pay  for  their  instruments,  an  omnibus  for  the  purpose 
of  travel,  and  all  concurrent  expenses. 

For  particulars  and  statistics  regarding  the  educational  or 
School  department,  I  must  refer  your  Honorable  Board  to  the 
report  of  the  principal  teacher,  accompanying  this. 

As  there  is  much  misconception  in  the  community  with  regard 
to  the  Industrial  School,  it  may  be  well  to  say  a  few  words  in 
explanation  of  the  character  of  the  institution  and  its  discipline. 

In  this  connection  I  may  state,  that  since  I  assumed  the  man- 
agement it  has  not  been  a  place  of  indiscriminate  punishment, 
nor  a  prison,  but  a  reform  school,  where  the  inmates  receive 
such  instruction  and  training  as  are  best  adapted  to  form  and 
perpetuate  a  good  character,  to  establish  habits  of  industry,  and 
to  advance  them  in  those  branches  of  knowledge  which  are 
taught  in  the  public  schools  of  our  city. 
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They  are  accordingly  provided  with  a  home  and  all  necessary 
comforts  ;  are  furnished  with  a  certain  amount  of  daily  employ- 
ment of  some  kind — as  many  as  possible  being  kept  at  work 
which  will  enable  them  to  support  themselves  when  discharged. 

They  have  appropriate  seasons  of  recreation,  are  well  fed  and 
clothed,  and  when  sick  are  attended  by  the  physician  of  the 
institution  and  carefully  nursed  ;  are  regularly  gathered  into 
their  class-rooms  at  certain  hours  on  five  days  of  the  week,  and 
on  the  Sabbath  are  furnished  with  suitable  moral  and  religious 
instructions. 

Parents  and  friends  of  the  inmates  are  permitted  to  visit  them 
on  the  last  Thursday  of  each  month.  They  are  also  allowed  to 
write  letters  to  their  friends,  and  receive  them  in  return  ;  all  such 
correspondence,  as  a  measure  of  precaution,  passing  through  the 
office. 

Under  proper  regulations  they  have  the  use  of  the  library  of 
the  school,  which,  thanks  to  the  liberality  of  friends,  now  num- 
bers about  eight  hundred  volumes  of  valuable  books. 

In  case  of  the  serious  illness  of  any  boy,  his  friends  are  at  once 
advised  of  his  condition  and  allowed  to  come  to  him.  The 
inmates  are  also  given  a  measure  of  personal  freedom,  by  the 
exercise  of  which  it  is  endeavored  to  impress  their  minds  with  a 
degree  of  self-reliance  and  self-respect. 

The  question  is  often  asked,  What  proportion  of  the  boys 
graduating  from  the  School  are  reformed  ?  This  is  more  easily 
asked  than  answered.  Without,  however,  being  definite  as  to 
the  percentage  fully  reformed,  I  mast  insist  that  every  boy  com- 
mitted to  the  institution  and  subjected  to  its  discipline  for  six 
months  or  a  year — where  everything  is  systematic,  where  habits 
of  neatness  are  inculcated,  cleanliness  of  person  encouraged, 
order  and  good  deportment  required,  and  habits  of  industry 
enforced — must  have  been  benefited  and  improved  by  being  here. 
Just  what  proportion  of  these  will  become  honest  and  respecta- 
ble citizens,  however,  depends  as  much  on  the  treatment  they 
receive  and  their  surroundings  outside,  as  to  their  training  while 
inmates  of  the  School. 

It  is  to  be  regretted  that  from  time  to  time  boys  are  committed 
to  the  School  who  appear  to  have  deliberately  made  up  their  minds 
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to  lead  a  life  of  dishonesty,  and  who  may  be  classed  as  criminals 
in  every  sense  of  the  word,  with  whom  the  mild  discipline  of  the 
School  is  not  vigorous  enough  to  contend  successfully,  and  whose 
reformation  must  be  left  for  other  methods.  The  pernicious  in- 
fluence of  this  class  has  always  been  a  great  drawback  on  the  use- 
fulness of  the  institution,  especially  as  there  are  no  facilities  for 
grading  and  segregating  the  inmates.  This  evil  will,  however, 
be  remedied  to  a  great  extent  when  the  House  of  Correction  is 
finished. 

It  is  this  class  of  boys  who,  as  a  rule,  on  leaving  the  School, 
return  to  their  vicious  habits  and  evil  associates,  and  when  some 
act  of  ruffianism  is  committed  by  one  of  them  it  is  blazoned 
abroad  that  the  culprit  is  a  graduate  of  the  Industrial  School, 
leading  many  unreflecting  people  to  imagine  this  the  general  re- 
sult. That  such  is  not  the  case,  however,  the  hundreds  of  boys 
who  have  left  the  School  and  settled  quietly  down  to  the  duties 
and  responsibilities  of  life,  and  are  a  credit  to  themselves  and  the 
community,  will  abundantly  prove.  These  are  the  ones  the  gen- 
eral public  never  hear  from,  as  they  attend  to  their  own  business 
and  do  not  come  within  reach  of  the  criminal  law. 

In  conclusion,  gentlemen,  I  desire  to  return  my  grateful  thanks 
to  the  Committee  on  Industrial  School  of  your  Honorable  Board 
for  their  uniform  courtesy  and  kind  cooperation.  If  the  past  year 
bears  evidence  of  any  improvement  in  the  School,  or  any  success 
attained,  it  is  chiefly  due  to  their  wise  and  judicious  counsels. 

Although  I  regret  having  to  report  two  deaths  during  the  year, 
I  am  happy  to  say  the  general  health  of  the  inmates  has  been 
extremely  good.  I  am  grateful  to  Dr.  Benjamin  D.  Dean,  the 
visiting  physician,  for  his  unremitting  attention  to  all  cases  of 
sickness,  and  for  his  prompt  and  cheerful  response  whenever 
called  upon,  whether  by  day  or  night. 

To  the  officers  of  the  institution,  who  have  all  taken  a  lively 
interest  in  their  duties,  and  who  have  faithfully  seconded  my 
efforts  in  carrying  out  the  wishes  of  your  Committee,  I  am  under 
many  obligations.

REPORT    OF   THE    PRINCIPAL    OF   THE    EDUCATIONAL    DE- 
PARTMENT. 

To  D.  C.  Woods,  Esq.,  Superintendent  of  the  Industrial  School 

of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco : 

DEAR  SIR — Allow  me  to  present  to  you  this,  my  first  annual  report  of  the 
Educational  Department  of  this  institution  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1875. 
We  have  two  school  sessions  daily:  from  1  to  3:30  P.  M.,  and  from  6:15  to  7:30 
in  the  evening.  The  latter  session  during  the  winter  months  is  from  5 :15  to  7 
o'clock.  The  text-books  employed  are  similar  to  those  used  in  the  public  schools 
of  this  State,  with  the  single  exception  of  geographies.  Some  of  the  books  now 
in  use  have  been  in  the  school  a  long  time,  which  might  well  and  profitably  give 
place  to  others.  There  are  eight  grades  in  the  school,  classified  as  follows:  the 
first,  second,  and  third  grades  belonging  to  the  first  class;  the  fourth  and  fifth 
to  the  second,  and  the  sixth,  seventh,  and  eighth  to  the  third  class.  The  first 
grade  pupils  pursue  the  study  of  Quackenboss's  Larger  History  of  the  United 
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States,  Eclectic  Geography  No.  2,  Robinson's  Progressive  Higher  Arithmetic, 
Brown's  First  Lines  of  English  Grammar,  Willson's  Larger  Speller,  and  the 
National  System  of  Penmanship,  which  is  taught  throughout  the  school. 
Only  four  boys  belong  to  this  grade.  The  second  has  the  same  studies,  ex- 
cept Kobinson's  Progressive  Practical  Arithmetic,  instead  of  the  higher. 
Thirty-one  belong  to  this  grade.  The  third  grade  has  McGuffey's  Fifth  Reader, 
instead  of  History,  and  Robinson's  Rudiments  of  Arithmetic.  The  other 
studies  are  identical.  Ten  in  this  grade.  Total  in  first  class,  forty-five. 

The  fourth  grade  is  the  advanced  division  of  the  second  class.  The  follow- 
ing are  the  books  used:  Quackenboss's  Primary  History  of  the  United  States, 
Eclectic  Geography  No.  1,  Robinson's  Rudiments  of  Arithmetic,  Willson's 
Larger  Speller  and  copy-book.  Twenty-seven  are  in  this  grade.  The  fifth 
grade  pursue  the  same  studies  but  are  less  advanced.  Thirty  are  in  this  grade. 
Total  in  the  second  class,  fifty-seven. 

There  are  nineteen  boys  belonging  to  the  sixth  grade,  using  McGuffey's 
Third  Reader,  Eclectic  Geography  No.  1,  Robinson's  Rudiments  of  Arithme- 
tic, Willson's  Primary  Speller  and  copy-books.  Twenty-one  belong  to  the 
seventh  grade,  who  read  in  McGuffey's  Second  Reader,  not  having  geography. 
The  other  studies  are-the  same.  Twenty  belong  to  the  eighth  grade,  reading 
in  McGuffey's  First  Reader,  with  Mental  Arithmetic.  Other  studies  the  same 
as  those  of  the  seventh  grade.  Total  in  third  class,  sixty.  Whole  number 
attending  school  June  30,  1875,  one  hundred  and  sixty-two.  Saturday  and 
other  holiday  evenings  are  employed  in  declamation,  instructive  reading,  and 
in  giving  familiar  topical  and  object  lessons  to  the  entire  school.  The  classes 
are,  and  have  been  during  the  entire  year,  closely  graded.  The  order  of  exer- 
cises is  systematically  arranged,  with  a  view  to  economize  time  and  preserve 
order  and  harmony  as  much  as  possible.  There  has  been  much  interest  mani- 
fested by  the  boys  in  each  class  throughout  the  year,  consequently  much  ad- 
vancement has  been  made  by  them,  as  the  large  number  of  promotions  given 
in  the  statistics  below  plainly  indicate.  Nearly  sixty  per  cent,  of  the  boys 
received  are  placed  in  the  third  class,  many  of  whom  only  remain  a  short 
time;  otherwise,  although  they  improve  rapidly,  our  list  of  those  advanced 
to  the  higher  class  would  be  considerably  augmented.  Most  inmates,  how- 
ever, when  first  received,  have  a  strong  aversion  to  study,  which  is  not  strange 
considering  from  what  haunts  and  scenes  of  excitement  and  crime  they  come. 
This  is  overcome  only  by  a  continued  effort  on  the  part  of  the  teacher,  who 
usually  succeeds  after  a  few  weeks  to  enlist  the  sympathies  and  interest  of 
such  pupils,  who,  when  having  taken  one  step  in  the  right  direction,  do  well 
in  their  studies— many  of  them  as  well  and  even  better  than  they  would  at 
other  schools  where  discipline  is  not  made  a  specialty.  In  perhaps  no  other 
class  of  schools  is  a  teacher  called  upon  to  employ  the  same  discretion, 
patience,  energy  and  firmness,  tempered  with  kindness,  as  in  this.  Their 
duties  only  commence  in  the  school-room,  as  they  have  the  detailing  of  boys, 
charge  of  .several  of  the  work  squads  for  cleaning  and  putting  the  building 
in  order,  of  their  bathing,  washing,  hair-cutting,  dining,  clothing,  and  general 
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personal  appearance.  They  also  have  charge  of  the  two  classes — Protestants 
aud  Roman  Catholics  —  during  church  and  Sunday  School  services.  It  is 
evident  that  by  a  judicious  management  of  the  boys  at  all  times  and  in  all 
places  they  should  be  improved  by  the  force  of  example,  and  the  best  possible 
discipline  maintained. 

The  library  has  been  made  more  attractive  by  the  recent  additions  of  many 
more  interesting  and  instructive  works.  It  is  highly  appreciated  by  the  boys, 
who  are  allowed  the  use  of  twenty  volumes  per  week.  These  are  carefully 
examined  when  given  out  and  when  returned  to  the  library  ;  each  boy's  name 
is  taken  and  the  number  of  the  book.  But  very  few  cases  have  occurred 
where  they  have  been  found  neglectful  of  their  care. 

All  in  all,  the  year  has  been  one  marked  by  constant  improvement,  and  at 
no  time  during  my  connection  with  the  institution  has  this  dep  trtment  been 
in  a  more  prosperous  condition.

HEALTH  OFFICER'S  REPORT. 


HEALTH  OFFICE, 
San  Francisco,  August,  1875. 

To  the  Honorable  the  Board  of  Supervisors 

of  the  City  and  -County  of  San  Francisco  : 

GENTLEMEN  : — I  herewith  transmit  the  annual  reports  of  this 
office,  including  statistical  tables,  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June 
30,  1875. 

It  would  seem  appropriate  that,  as  in  other  cities,  the  Health 
Office  should  be  made  the  repository  of  the  records  of  marriages 
as  well  as  of  births  and  deaths.  The  duty  of  preserving  such 
records  in  San  Francisco,  however,  devolves  upon  the  County 
Recorder,  hence  no* particulars  are  presented  here.  Although 
this  is  the  case,  it  may  be  stated  that  two  thousand  two  hundred 
and  sixty-three  (2,263)  marriage  licenses  were  issued  by  the 
County  Clerk  during  the  fiscal  year.  As  it  is  to  be  presumed 
that  the  object  for  which  the  licenses  were  issued  was  accom- 
plished in  almost  every  case,  the  number  of  licenses  may  be 
fairly  assumed  to  indicate  the  number  of  marriages. 

There  is  even  more  difficulty  in  arriving  at  an  opinion  as  to 
the  number  of  births  which  have  taken  place  during  the  year. 
In  the  whole  period  there  were  but  eight  hundred  and  three  (803) 
reported,  which  is  probably  not  more  than  fifteen  per  cent,  of 
the  total.  Judging  from  the  increase  in  the  number  of  children 
under  five  years  of  age  (1,853)  and  of  those  between  five  and 
seventeen  years  of  age  (2,926),  as  shown  by  the  recent  school 
census,  it  is  probable  that  there  were  between  5,500  and  6,000 
births,  exclusive  of  still-born. 

Considerable  effort  has,  from  time  to  time,  been  made  to  obtain 
fuller  returns  in  this  respect,  but  without  result.  A  law  for  the 
accomplishment  of  such  purpose  has  been  in  existence  for  years, 
but  has  signally  failed,  so  far  as  San  Francisco  is  concerned. 
Early  in  the  year,  under  the  impression  that  something  might  be 
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accomplished  under  the  law,  a  large  number  of  blank  slips  were 
printed  and  thoroughly  distributed  to  physicians  and  mid  wives, 
with  the  request  that  they  be  handed  to  parents  to  be  filled  up  by 
them  and  returned  to  the  Health  Office.  For  a  few  weeks  the 
result  was  very  encouraging.  While  in  former  months  but 
twenty  or  thirty  births  had  been  reported,  there  were  now  as 
many  as  a  hundred  and  seventy.  This  favorable  aspect,  how- 
ever, disappeared  with  the  first  month.  The  relapse  was  as  sud- 
den as  the  increase,  and  now  we  have  almost  returned  to  the  old 
state  of  affairs.  It  seems  conclusive  that  no  method  of  collecting 
birth  statistics  will  prove  effective,  unless  it  provides  that  the 
returns  shall  be  made  by  the  parents  or  a  near  relative,  who 
shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  for  non-compliance.  A  law  of  this 
character  exists  in  Paris.  It  would  require  but  few  convictions 
under  it  to  insure  its  observance. 

As  in  the  report  a  year  ago,  a  condensed  statement  of  the 
mortality  for  the  calendar  year  (1874)  is  given,  to  assist  in  the 
more  ready  comparison  of  the  statistics  of  our  city  with  those  of 
other  cities.  This  abridged  report  (Table  I)  shows  a  mortality 
of  4,044,  or  only  forty-two  more  than  in  1873.  The  statistics  of 
the  Chinese  are  presented  separately,  as  heretofore,  the  principal 
table  (III)  including  only  whites,  negroes,  and  Indians,  the  num- 
ber of  the  latter  being  very  insignificant.  The  propriety  of  thus 
separating  the  Chinese  decedents  needs  no  argument.  When  it 
is  stated  that  of  four  hundred  and  fifty-three  deaths  among  this 
class  of  our  inhabitants  in  only  ninety  cases  was  any  cause  as- 
signed, and  in  many — nay,  nearly  all — such  cause  was  arrived  at  by 
surmise  rather  than  through  positive  knowledge,  there  is  sufficient 
justification  for  this  procedure.  It  may  be  added  that  the  Chinese 
are  almost  universally  attended  by  their  own  physicians,  whose 
certificates  of  death  —  even  could  they  be  read  —  are  not  and 
would  not  be  accepted.  The  certificate  of  the  City  Physician,  or 
some  other  recognized  practitioner  who  has  examined  the  body, 
is  required  to  provide  in  a  measure  against  foul  play  or  the  spread 
of  contagion. 

During  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1875,  there  were  four 
thousand  one  hundred  and  sixty-three  deaths  (Chinese  included) 
in  San  Francisco,  or  but  one  hundred  and  fifty  more  than  during 
the  previous  corresponding  period.  The  marked  improvement 
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over  the  preceding  year  is  at  once  manifest  when  it  is  recollected 
that  while  the  mortality  has  increased  less  than  four  percent., 
the  population  has  increased  fully  fifteen  per  cent.  Had  the 
mortality  kept  pace  with  the  population  there  would  have  been 
nearly  four  thousand  eight  hundred  deaths.  In  the  first  six 
months  of  the  fiscal  period  there  were  two  thousand  and  fifty- 
six  deaths  ;  in  the  balance  of  the  year  two  thousand  one  hundred 
and  seven,  a  slight  increase — much  more  than  compensated  for 
by  the  augmentation  in  population. 

The  following  table,  showing  the  annual  mortality  in  San 
Francisco  since  1850,  is  reproduced  from  my  previous  report- 
Still-births  are  included  up  to  1866-7 :

A  careful  estimate  from  statistics  collected  in  and  prior  to 
March.  1875,  as  presented  by  Mr.  Langley  in  his  City  Directory, 
places  the  population  of  San  Francisco  at  230,132,  of  which 
19,000  are  Chinese.  This  indicates  an  increase  of  fifteen  per 
cent,  in  the  white  and  of  over  double  this  rate  in  the  Chinese 
population,  several  large  ship-loads  of  the  latter  having  arrived 
within  a  few  weeks  of  each  other.  Notwithstanding  this  large 
increase  of  the  Chinese,  the  school  census  for  1875  gives  but 
855  under  seventeen  years  of  age,  against  1,286  in  1874.  There 
appears  to  be  an  error  somewhere.  That  the  influence  of  the

This  table  shows  that  the  mortality  rate  was  18.1  per  thou- 
sand, or  nearly  two  per  thousand  less  than  the  year  before. 
But  it  also  shows  a  higher  rate  among  the  Chinese,  though  not 
the  great  disparity  that  existed  in  1873-4.  Again,  it  is  seen  that 
our  total  mortality  rate  is  very  decidedly  augmented  in  conse- 
quence of  the  Chinese  population,  the  death-rate  of  those  over 
seventeen  years  of  age  being  greatly  in  excess  of  that  of  the 
same  class  of  whites. 

The  following  table  has  been  enlarged  and  corrected  with  con- 
siderable care  and  affords  an  opportunity  of  judging  of  the  com- 
parative healthfulness  of  cities,  not  only  of  our  own  country  but 
of  various  parts  of  the  world.  As  the  population  of  nearly  all 
the  cities  was  estimated,  and  as  a  few  of  the  weekly  reports  from 
which  the  yearly  mortality  for  1874  was  calculated  were  missing, 
requiring  an  estimation  of  the  week's  mortality,  there  may  be 
some  little  error  in  the  death-rates,  but  this  must  be,  in  most 
instances,  slight.  In  the  United  States  the  rate  in  all  the  cities 
is  lower  than  in  1873,  hence  the  average  is  also  materially  less. 
In  the  towns  of  Great  Britain  the  reverse  is  the  case,  while  in 
the  large  cities  of  Continental  Europe  in  1874  there  was  the 
lowest  mortality  for  several  years.  London  and  Philadelphia 
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still  preserve  their  reputation  for  low  death-rates,  and  Paris, 
since  the  war,  is  likely  to  divide  the  honors  with  them.  The 
most  remarkable  feature  of  the  table  is  the  extraordinarily  low 
rate  of  St.  Louis,  which  is  the  more  noticeable  as  it  is  not  con- 
fined to  one  year.  It  will  be  observed  that  the  death-rate  is 
uniformly  greater  in  sea-ports  than  in  inland  cities,  hence  the 
low  mortality  in  San  Francisco  is  more  creditable  than  at  first 
appears.

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BATIO    OF    DEATHS    IN    DIFFERENT    WARDS. 

It  has  been  impossible  to  arrive  at  any  reliable  estimate  of  the 
adult  population  of  the  various  wards.  The  school  census,  how- 
ever, offers  a  means  of  determining  their  relative  healthfulness 
as  regards  children  under  five  years  of  age  and  between  five  and 
seventeen  years  of  age.  The  following  table  (which  does  not 
include  Chinese)  has  additional  value  in  affording  a  means  of 
demonstrating  the  changes  which  have  taken  place  since  my  last 
report :

These  may  first  be  considered  as  regards  population.  There 
was  an  increase  in  the  number  of  children  under  five  years  of 
age  in  all  the  wards  but  the  Seventh,  Eighth,  and  Tenth,  the 
decrease  in  the  Tenth  being  decided.  The  greatest  increase  was 
in  the  Eleventh  and  Twelfth,  amounting  to  over  twenty-seven  per 
cent,  in  the  former  and  to  nearly  fifteen  per  cent,  in  the  latter. 
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The  increase  for  the  entire  city  was  nine  per  cent.  An  increase 
in  the  number  of  children  between  the  ages  of  five  and  seven- 
teen years  occurred  in  all  the  wards  except  the  Fifth  and  Sixth, 
but  it  was  very  large  in  the  Eleventh  and  Twelfth — that  is,  seven 
per  cent,  in  the  former  and  twenty-two  per  cent,  in  the  latter,  the 
entire  increase  for  the  city  being  eight  per  cent.  As  regards 
mortality,  there  were  only  two  more  deaths  in  the  aggregate  of 
children  under  five  years  of  age,  which  makes  the  rate  nearly  five 
per  thousand  less  than  that  of  the  previous  year.  These  deced- 
ents were  distributed  to  the  wards  in  very  similar  proportion  to 
that  which  has  obtained  heretofore,  the  smallest  being  in  the 
Twelfth  ward,  and  the  rate  increasing  in  the  wards  in  the  follow- 
ing order  .  Twelfth,  Eleventh,  Eighth,  Fourth,  Ninth,  Sixth, 
Second,  First,  Tenth,  and  Seventh.  The  Fifth  and  Third  con- 
tain so  large  a  transient  population,  and  so  small  a  number  of 
children,  that  it  seems  proper  to  exclude  them  from  comparison. 
Leaving  these  out,  then,  we  find  the  Tenth  and  Seventh  wards 
to  be  the  least  healthful,  as  was  the  case  last  year. 

A  somewhat  different  arrangement  of  wards  in  the  order  of 
least  mortality  among  those  between  five  and  seventeen  is 
required,  the  Twelfth,  however,  beginning,  and  the  Seventh  end- 
ing the  sequence,  as  before.  In  all  the  wards  there  were  but 
one  hundred  and  ninety-five  deaths  of  children  between  these 
ages,  or  less  than  half  of  one  per  cent.,  while  the  rate  for  the 
city  and  for  all  ages  was  over  four  times  as  great.  This  shows 
how  healthful  is  the  period  of  existence  between  five  and  seven- 
teen years.  If  we  take  the  aggregate  deaths  of  all  under  seven- 
teen years  of  age  we  find  a  mortality  of  nearly  twenty-two  per 
thousand — decidedly  less  than  a  year  ago.  But  we  also  find  that 
in  the  Twelfth  ward  the  mortality  was  only  fourteen  per  thou- 
sand, or  one-third  less.  The  Eleventh,  Fourth,  and  Eighth  also 
make  an  excellent  showing,  while  the  Seventh,  as  usual,  has 
nearly  double  the  average  rate.  In  the  Tenth  there  is  a  great 
improvement  since  last  report.  The  wards  may  be  named  in 
order  of  healthfulness  as  follows  :  Twelfth,  Eleventh,  Fourth, 
Eighth,  Sixth,  Ninth,  Tenth,  Second,  First,  Seventh. 

These  statistics  of  the  wards  are  certainly  very  interesting  and 
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instructive.  The  results,  to  be  sure,  are  precisely  what  were  to  be 
expected,  but  they  are  none  the  less  valuable  for  being  definite 
and  positive.  The  absence,  too,  of  any  epidemic  during  the 
year  renders  the  comparisons  more  just  than  those  instituted 
before.  Let  us  see  what  may  be  learned  by  comparing  one  set 
of  wards  with  another  : 

The  Eleventh  and  Twelfth  wards  include  a  vast  extent  of  terri- 
tory— indeed,  all  the  western  and  southern  portions  of  the  city 
and  county.  They,  together  with  the  Eighth  ward,  are  almost 
entirely  upon  elevated  ground,  susceptible  of  good  drainage; 
they  are  by  no  means  crowded  in  any  part ;  they  contain,  in  the 
main  the  best  portion  of  our  population.  In  these  wards  are 
30,696  children  under  seventeen  years  of  age,  or  very  nearly  one- 
half  of  this  part  of  our  population.  The  deaths  among  them 
were  but  five  hundred  and  twenty-one,  or  about  seventeen  per 
thousand.  On  the  other  hand,  wards  One,  Seven,  Nine,  and  Ten 
comprise  nearly  all  of  the  level  lands  of  the  city,  the  first  three 
constituting  the  water  front,  and  a  large  part  of  each  being 
made-land.  The  Tenth,  especially,  is  thickly  settled — no  spot  in 
the  city  more  so — while  in  all  are  found  the  poorer  classes  in 
abundance.  These  wards  contain  21,922  children  under  seven- 
teen years  of  age,  among  whom  six  hundred  and  eight  deaths 
occurred,  or  twenty-eight  per  thousand.  Comment  is  unneces- 
sary. 

DEATHS    BY    CLASSES. 

Below  is  reproduced  the  table  compiled  last  year,  with  suita- 
ble additions.  It  is  not  pretended  that  this  table  is  exact,  but 
that  it  will  present  an  approximation  to  the  truth  and  assist  in 
an  easy  comparison  of  year  with  year.  It  may  be  added,  in  sup- 
port of  the  plan,  that  even  if  serious  errors  exist,  they  are  likely 
to  be  repeated  in  like  manner  each  year,  hence  the  comparison  of 
year  with  year  will  not  be  materially  affected.

It  will  be  observed  that  there  was  a  large  decrease  in  the  mor- 
tality from  zymotic  diseases  in  1874-5.  This  was  to  be  expected, 
as  scarlatina  abated  rapidly  after  the  year  began.  The  deaths 
from  constitutional  diseases  were  but  fifteen  more  than  in 
1873-4.  From  local  diseases  the  increase  in  deaths  was  decided, 
but  from  developmental  diseases  it  was  quite  marked.  No  doubt 
many  cases  in  this  class  should  be  included  among  zymotic  dis- 
eases, the  debility,  inanition,  marasmus,  etc.,  which  are  so  often 
given  as  causes  of  death  resulting  from  some  miasmatic  disor- 
der not  stated.  It  is  thought  best,  however,  to  continue  to 
include  all  these  cases  under  diseases  of  nutrition,  as  they  can- 
not well  be  separated.  The  increase  in  deaths  from  violence  is 
large  —  larger  indeed  than  can  be  accounted  for  by  the  increase 
in  population,  and  unknown  deaths  were  in  greater  number  than 
heretofore,  though  only  ten  of  them  were  whites — Chinese  con- 
stituting the  balance. 

In  order  to  show  approximately  the  proportion  of  the  diseases 
of  the  different  classes  in  various  cities,  and  to  submit  such  cities 
to  comparison  in  these  respects,  the  subjoined  table  is  presented, 
giving  the  per  cent,  of  deaths  from  each  class  in  1874.  The  per- 
centages for  San  Francisco  are  calculated  for  both  the  calendar 
and  fiscal  years,  and  with  and  without  Chinese.  The  average 
for  nine  years  is  also  given. 
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Our  table  shows  a  decided  diminution  in  the  ratio  of  death 
from  zymotic  causes  in  San  Francisco  in  the  fiscal  year  1874-5 — 
two  per  thousand  less  even  than  for  the  calender  year  1874.  The 
ratio  is  less  than  that  noted  for  any  other  city  except  Philadel- 
phia, which  was  also  the  case  last  year.  It  is  less,  too,  than  the 
average  in  San  Francisco  for  nine  years,  but  it  is  less  also  than  it 
actually  should  be  in  consequence  of  the  large  number  of  deaths 
from  unknown  causes  among  the  Chinese.  As  shown  in  the  col- 
umn from  which  the  Chinese  are  excluded,  the  rate  should  be  two 
per  thousand  higher;  but  even  this  increase  does  not  alter  the 
position  that  San  Francisco  holds  in  the  list  of  cities.  The 
deaths  per  ten  thousand  inhabitants  from  this  class  of  diseases 
is  given  below:  Philadelphia,  37;  San  Francisco,  43;  (in  1874-5, 
38);  Washington,  44;  Boston,  57;  Milwaukee,  59;  Baltimore,  60; 
Kichmond,  64;  Chicago,  66;  Cincinnati,  66;  Newcastle,  67; 
Brooklyn,  82;  Pittsburgh,  86;  New  York,  93;  Liverpool,  95. 

It  is  proper  to  state  of  New  York  that  a  large  number  of 
deaths  from  "  debility  "  and  like  causes,  which  elsewhere  are 
included  in  the  developmental  class,  are  in  this  city  placed  in 
the  zymotic,  thus  unduly  increasing  the  rate  of  the  latter  and 
diminishing  that  of  the  former,  for  purposes  of  comparison; 
besides,  in  New  York,  Brooklyn,  Cincinnati,  Pittsburgh,  Liver- 
pool, and  Newcastle  scarlatina  and  measles  prevailed  extensively 
during  the  year. 

The  proportion  of  deaths  from  constitutional  causes  in  1874, 
in  San  Francisco,  was  .precisely  the  same  as  the  average  for  nine 
years.  It  was  almost  the  same,  too,  as  those  of  Philadelphia, 
Brooklyn,  Baltimore,  and  Richmond.  It  was  smaller  than  those 
of  New  York,  Boston,  and  Washington,  but  much  larger  than 
the  rates  in  Chicago,  Cincinnati,  Pittsburgh,  Liverpool,  Newcas- 
tle, and  Milwaukee.  This  class  of  diseases  is  always  attended 
with  a  large  mortality  in  Boston,  where  for  every  thousand  of 
the  population  there  are  five  deaths  from  them.  In  Washing- 
ton the  prevalence  of  consumption  among  the  negroes  doubtless 
accounts  for  the  high  rate.  Although  the  rates  in  Liverpool  and 
Newcastle  are  so  low,  there  were  really  more  deaths  in  propor- 
tion to  the  population  in  these  cities  than  in  San  Francisco,  and 
the  same  method  of  comparison  will  show  less  disparity  in  regard 
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to  other  cities.  For  each  ten  thousand  inhabitants  the  deaths 
from  constitutional  diseases  were:  Milwaukee,  21;  Chicago,  28; 
Cincinnati,  31;  San  Francisco;  35;  Philadelphia,  36;  Baltimore, 
36;  Pittsburgh,  39;  Washington,  40;  Liverpool,  44;  Newcastle, 
44;  Richmond,  45;  Brooklyn,  48;  Boston,  54;  New  York,  58. 

From  thirty  to  forty-five  per  cent,  of  all  deaths  were  due  to 
local  diseases,  and  while  this  proportion  often  varies  largely, 
according  to  the  prevalence  or  otherwise  of  epidemics,  it  never- 
theless bears  a  very  constant  ratio  to  the  population.  It  will  be 
seen  that,  judged  by  the  population,  some  cities  do  not  appear 
so  favorably  as  when  the  rates  in  the  table  are  compared.  For 
each  ten  thousand  inhabitants  the  deaths  from  local  diseases 
numbered:  Washington,  68;  Baltimore,  71;  San  Francisco,  72; 
Richmond,  74;  Cincinnati,  75;  Chicago,  81;  Philadelphia,  83; 
Pittsburgh,  83;  Milwaukee,  86;  Brooklyn,  86;  Boston,  86;  New 
York,  96;  Newcastle,  122;  Liverpool,  127. 

In  no  class  are  the  differences  so  great  as  in  the  developmental. 
Without  doubt  this  is  due  largely  to  variations  in  classifications 
as  well  as  to  greater  or  less  exactness  in  the  certificates  of  phy- 
sicians. About  one-eighth  of  the  deaths  in  San  Francisco  are 
classed  under  this  head;  in  New  York  about  half  as  many;  in 
the  other  cities  from  eight  to  seventeen  per  cent. 

The  increased  proportion  of  deaths  from  violence  noted  last 
year  has  continued  through  the  one  now  in  question.  It  is  de- 
cidedly higher  than  the  average  for  nine  years,  and  according  to 
the  total  mortality  is  higher  than  any  other  city  except  Pitts- 
burgh, although  several  other  cities  have  higher  rates,  if  popu- 
lation be  taken  as  the  criterion.  For  each  ten  thousand  inhabit- 
ants the  deaths  from  violence  were  as  follows:  Washington,  6; 
Baltimore,  6;  Brooklyn,  6;  Chicago,  7;  Philadelphia,  8;  Milwau- 
kee, 8;  Richmond,  8;  Cincinnati,  9;  Boston,  9;  San  Francisco, 
10;  New  York,  12;  Liverpool,  12;  Newcastle,  13;  Pittsburgh,  13. 
This  comparison,  which  must  be  recognized  as  the  fairest  that  can 
be  instituted,  as  far  as  classes  are  concerned,  gives  our  city  rather 
an  unenviable  prominence,  which  must  be  still  further  increased 
when  the  fact  is  known  that  of  the  two  hundred  and  twenty-two 
violent  deaths  thirty-seven  were  homicides. 

It  is  a  constant  source  of  regret  that  so  large  a  number  of  de- 
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cedents  in  our  city  have  no  cause  of  death  assigned.  The  evil  is 
unavoidable  and  must  continue  to  exist  while  the  Chinese  form 
part  of  our  population.  As  exhibiting  how  much  the  value  of 
statistics  is  influenced  thereby  the  following  is  presented:

SPECIAL  DISEASES. 


SCARLATINA,    SMALL-POX,    MEASLES,  ETC. 

Scarlatina,  which  proved  such  a  fatal  epidemic  in  1873-4,  and 
which  was  abating  at  the  writing  of  the  last  annual  report,  con- 
tinued in  this  course  through  the  balance  of  1874,  so  that  by 
January  it  had  almost  disappeared.  Indeed,  but  nineteen  of  the 
one  hundred  and  twenty-five  deaths  from  it  occurred  in  the  last 
half  of  the  year.  The  disease  seems  to  have  lingered  pretty 
faithfully  in  the  wards  in  which  it  most  prevailed  at  the  start — 
more  than  a  third  of  the  deaths  being  credited  to  the  Seventh, 
Ninth,  and  Tenth.  The  Eleventh  also  had  a  large  proportion — 
over  one-fifth.  While  scarlatina  prevailed  so  extensively,  measles 
was  almost  unknown,  but  as  the  former  was  about  disappearing 
the  latter  commenced  to  spread.  The  type,  however,  has  not 
been  severe,  only  twenty-eight  deaths  taking  place  during  the 
year,  half  of  which  were  in  March  and  May.  The  mortality 
from  small-pox  was  so  insignificant  as  to  require  little  comment. 
A  comparison  of  the  mortality  from  several  of  the  zymotic  dis- 
eases, in  different  years,  may  be  readily  made  by  reference  to  the 
subjoined  table.  It  may  be  mentioned  as  a  singular  fact  that  the 
female  decedents  outnumbered  the  males  with  regard  to  all  the 
diseases  named  except  small-pox. 
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From  the  six  diseases  named  in  the  table  the  mortality  has 
been  so  small  that  we  should  feel  more  than  satisfied,  for  while 
San  Francisco  has  been  faring  so  well  other  cities  have  been 
greatly  afflicted,  as  may  be  seen  below.  Cyphers  indicate  that 
no  deaths  from  the  disease  occurred;  blanks  show  that  the 
deaths  were  too  few  to  record,  except  in  the  case  of  Newcastle, 
from  which  city  no  return  was  obtained.  The  deaths  from 
whooping-cough  are  not  included  in  the  figures  for  New  York. 
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The  figures  above  given  show  how  wide-spread  has  been  the 
epidemic  of  scarlatina.     In  Cincinnati,  Pittsburgh,  and  Provi- 
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dence,  of  our  own  country,  and  in  Liverpool  and  Newcastle,  in 
England,  the  mortality  was  very  large.  A  year  ago  San  Fran- 
cisco had  nineteen  deaths  from  scarlatina  for  each  ten  thousand 
of  population.  In  half  a  dozen  of  the  cities  small-pox  made  no 
appearance  at  all;  in  nearly  as  many  more  the  deaths  were  ex- 
tremely few.  New  York,  indeed,  is  the  only  place  where  the 
disease  prevailed  in  sufficient  extent  to  cause  alarm.  The  other 
diseases  have  caused  deaths  iu  very  different  proportions,  although 
in  New  York  and  Brooklyn  the  mortality  is  particularly  noticea- 
ble. While  San  Francisco  does  not  present  the  smallest  aggre- 
gate, there  are  very  few  cities  which  make  a  more  satisfactory 
exhibit. 

SMALL-POX. 

During  the  fiscal  year  there  were  but  twenty-three  cases  of 
small-pox  reported  at  the  Health  Office,  or  about  one-seventh  as 
many  as  in  the  year  previous.  One  of  these  was  a  Chinaman, 
not  reported  until  after  death;  nine  were  Germans,  of  whom 
two  died;  two  were  Swedes,  and  both  died;  nine  were  natives 
of  the  United  States,  and  four  died.  Of  the  whole  number 
nineteen  were  sent  to  the  Small-pox  Hospital.  There  appear  to 
have  been  no  cases  of  the  disease  among  the  Chinese,  if  we  ex- 
cept the  one  reported  at  the  beginning  of  the  year.  I  am  con- 
vinced that  the  disease  does  not  now  exist  among  this  people. 
Fortunately  no  cases  have  arrived  from  China  to  propagate  it 
among  them.  Nearly  all  the  cases  that  have  been  reported  dur- 
ing the  year  have  either  just  arrived  overland,  or  have  been  in 
contact  with  the  disease  in  persons  who  have.  One  family  of  a 
mother  and  three  young  children  had  the  disease  and  recovered, 
three  of  them  contracting  it  from  the  fourth,  who  evidently  ab- 
sorbed the  poison  while  in  Virginia  City,  Nevada.  Evidently 
little  attention  has  been  paid  to  vaccination.  It  is  altogether 
probable  that  but  a  moiety  of  the  children  born  during  the  year 
have  received  this  protection.  If  we  consider  the  large  number 
of  children  of  a  larger  growth  who  are  yet  unvaccinated  we  may 
comprehend  how  vast  an  amount  of  food  is  already  prepared  for 
the  dreaded  scourge,  when  other  propitious  circumstances  shall 
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favor  its  spread.  The  statistics  of  the  cases  in  the  Small-pox 
Hospital,  under  the  care  of  the  Kesident  Physician,  Dr.  N.  P. 
Foster,  are  given  hereafter. 

CEREBRO-SPINAL   MENINGITIS. 

Twenty-five  deaths — against  nineteen  for  the  previous  year — 
are  credited  to  cerebro-spinal  meningitis.  The  disease  appears 
not  to  have  been  epidemic  in  any  part  of  our  country,  although 
deaths  from  it  occurred  in  all  the  cities  except  Milwaukee.  The 
largest  proportional  number  of  deaths  was  in  Chicago.  In  the 
eastern  cities  the  mortality  was  not  near  so  large  as  in  1873. 

TYPHUS  AND  TYPHOID  FEVERS. 

There  were  one  hundred  and  thirty-nine  deaths  from  these 
diseases  in  1874-5,  which  is  many  more  than  for  the  previous 
year.  Three,  only,  were  reported  "typhus."  Sixty-four  were 
under  twenty  years  of  age,  and  the  same  number  were  foreign 
born.  Males  preponderated.  Nearly  two-thirds  of  the  deaths 
occurred  in  the  six  months  ending  with  December.  The  Autumn 
is  indeed  the  season  when  typhoid  fever  is  most  prevalent. 
Thirty-two  took  place  in  public  institutions,  and  eighteen  in  the 
Ninth  ward  alone.  But  it  must  be  remembered  that  this  ward 
borders  on  the  filthy  Mission  Creek  and  bay,  and  is  largely  com- 
posed of  made-land,  with  very  inefficient  drainage. 

Of  all  the  towns  in  the  following  list  Pittsburgh  suffered  most 
from  these  fevers,  and  Brooklyn  least.  Baltimore,  Richmond, 
Liverpool,  and  Rome  alone  had  higher  rates  than  San  Francisco: 
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DIARRHEA,  CHOLERA  INFANTUM,  ETC. 

Precisely  the  same  number  (sixty)  of  deaths  from  diarrhea  and 
dj'sentery  occurred  in  1874-5  as  in  1873-4 — two-thirds  each  year 
being  under  five  years  of  age.  But  there  were  nearly  twice  as 
many  deaths  from  cholera  infantum  in  the  former  as  in  the  lat- 
ter period,  the  majority  of  them  being  females.  In  the  Sum- 
mer months  the  mortality  from  this  disease  is  always  greatest, 
July  being  the  month  of  greatest  fatality  here  as  elsewhere. 
Two-sevenths  of  the  deaths  were  in  July.  While  the  propor- 
tionate mortality  from  this  cause  is  fortunately  so  small  in  San 
Francisco,  in  the  eastern  cities  it  often  rises  to  something  posi- 
tively enormous.  Thus  in  Chicago,  usually  one-sixth  of  all 
deaths  are  from  cholera  infantum.  The  rate  given  to  New  York 
is  larger  than  it  should  be,  as  all  deaths  from  diarrhea  under  five 
years  of  age  are  included,  the  number  from  cholera  infantum 
alone  not  being  obtainable.  In  several  of  the  cities  the  rate  is 
less  than  in  1873. 
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CONSUMPTION    AND    DISEASES    OF    THE    LUNGS. 

Of  the  five  hundred  and  fifty-five  deaths  from  consumption 
reported  during  the  year  thirty-nine  were  of  Chinese.  Hence, 
five  hundred  and  sixteen  were  among  whites,  negroes,  and  In- 
dians, against  four  hundred  and  sixty-nine  in  the  year  previous, 
an  increase  of  ten  per  cent. ,  which  far  exceeds  the  ratio  of  total 
increase.  Of  these  five  hundred  and  sixteen  decedents  but  twen- 
ty-eight were  under  fifteen  years  of  age;  nearly  two- thirds  were 
males;  nearly  two-thirds  were  foreign  born,  and  over  two-fifths 
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died  in  the  public  and  private  hospitals.  These  were  the  pro- 
portions that  existed  last  year.  The  large  number  of  deaths  in 
institutions  is  noticeable.  It  but  proves  the  well-known  fact 
that  our  city  is  the  refuge  of  the  sick  of  the  whole  State,  who 
come  here  to  die  and  to  swell  our  mortality  rate.  In  the  follow- 
ing table  comparisons  are  made  of  our  own  mortality  with  that 
of  other  cities.  It  is  seen  that  San  Francisco  holds  a  middle 
position,  while  in  St.  Louis,  Chicago,  and  Milwaukee  the  rate  is 
extremely  low,  and  in  New  York,  Boston,  Richmond,  Paris,  and 
Rome  it  is  high.  By  the  table,  comparison  may  be  also  made  of 
the  mortality  from  pneumonia  and  bronchitis.  It  would  have 
been  better  to  include  all  lung  diseases,  but  the  data  could  not 
be  obtained  in  every  instance,  and  the  omission  does  not  very 
greatly  vary  the  result.

San  Francisco  stands  with  the  cities  which  have  the  lowest 
mortality  from  lung  diseases  in  proportion  to  the  population, 
but  according  to  the  percentages  there  are  seven  presenting  a 
more  favorable  record.  This  same  idea  is  strikingly  exemplified 
with  the  statistics  of  Paris,  Liverpool  and  Rome.  The  percent- 
ages give  Paris  the  greatest  mortality,  whereas  there  were  many 
more  deaths  in  Liverpool  and  Rome,  m  proportion  to  population, 
than  in  Paris. 
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CANCER. 

Sixty-eight  deaths  from  cancer  were  reported.  More  than  two- 
thirds  of  the  decedents  were  foreign  born.  In  sixteen  cases  the 
seat  was  the  uterus,  in  sixteen  the  stomach,  and  in  seven  the 
breast.  The  females  exceeded  the  males.  In  many  cities  the 
mortality  from  this  disease  was  greater  than  in  San  Francisco  ; 
in  a  few  it  was  less. 


INFANTILE    CONVULSIONS    AND    INFANTILE    MORTALITY. 

One  hundred  and  thirty-one  deaths  of  children  under  five 
years  of  age  resulted  from  convulsions.  The  males  slightly  ex- 
ceeded the  females.  One-half  of  the  deaths  occurred  in  the 
Tenth,  Eleventh,  and  Twelfth  wards.  In  comparison  with  other 
cities  San  Francisco  has  the  lowest  rate  except  Providence. 
Chicago  and  Rome  have/bitr  times  as  many  deaths  in  proportion 
to  their  population,  and  Milwaukee  has  over  six  times  as  many.

With  reference  to  children  under  five  years  of  age,  it  will  be 
seen  that  San  Francisco  has  a  smaller  mortality  than  has  any  city 
with  which  it  is  compared.  Many  of  the  cities  have  nearly  or 
quite  doable  that  which  obtains  in  our  own.  In  Milwaukee 
nearly  two-thirds  of  all  the  decedents  were  under  five  years  of 
age,  and  Chicago  and  Pittsburgh  were  not  far  behind.  In  New 
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York,  Baltimore,   Cincinnati,   and   Liverpool,  about  half  were 
under  this  age. 

ANEURISM    AND    HEART    DISEASES. 

There  was  but  slight  increase  in  the  mortality  from  aneurism 
and  heart  diseases  over  that  of  1873-4.  As  heretofore,  the  males 
largely  predominated,  and  more  than  half  were  foreign  born. 
Nearly  a  third  of  the  deaths  occurred  in  the  hospitals.  The 
number  of  female  decedents  from  aneurism  is  unprecedented. 
Our  table  shows  that  San  Francisco  has  a  very  high  rate  of  mor- 
tality from  this  order  of  diseases,  Liverpool  alone  having  a  higher 
rate,  while  Chicago,  Baltimore,  Cincinnati  and  Washington  have 
but  half  the  proportion. 
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ATROPHY,    INANITION,    AND    OLD    AGE. 

Three  hundred  and  sixty-two  certificates  with  the  above  or 
similar  causes  of  death  assigned  were  received  during  the  year. 
Two  hundred  and  sixty-eight  of  the  decedents  were  under  a  year 
old,  and  a  large  number  of  them  had  but  one  day  assigned  as  the 
age.  It  is  probable  that  most  of  the  latier  were  actually  still- 
born, but  that  they  might  receive  burial  in  consecrated  ground 
were  supposed  to  have  lived  a  few  seconds  or  minutes.  A  large 
number  of  the  deaths  were  undoubtedly  due  to  the  inability  to 
digest  the  substitutes  for  the  mother's  milk,  rendered  necessary 
for  various  reasons.  Ninety-six  died  in  the  foundling  or  other 
institutions.  Fifty  deaths  of  persons  over  seventy  years  of  age 
occurred,  and  of  these,  four  were  over  a  hundred  years  old. 
Some  of  the  particulars  of  the  latter  may  prove  of  interest.  .  • 
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1.  Patrick  Manning,  native  of  Ireland.     Died  October  26, 
1874,  aged  101  years. 

2.  Mrs.  Mary  Michon,  colored,  claims  to  have  been  born  in 
New  Orleans  in  1766,  and  that  she  was  eight  or  ten  years  old  at 
the  time  of  the  Declaration  of  Independence.     She  had  been  a 
slave  for  sixty  years.     One  daughter  only  is  living — a  woman 
probably  of   sixty  years  of   age.     I  think  it   doubtful   if   Mrs. 
Michon  was  as  old  as  claimed. 

3.  Patrick  Fitzpatrick,  native  of  Ireland.     Was  a  man  during 
the  troubles  of  '98,  and  participated.     Married  late  in  life — was 
called  an  old  bachelor.     A  daughter,  if  living,  would  now  be  fifty- 
nine  years  old.     From  these  facts  and  repeated  statements  dur- 
ing life  he  was  believed  to  be  one  hundred  and  four  years  of 
age. 

4.  Mrs.  Jane  Henderson,  native  of  Scotland.     Died  in  June, 
aged,  as  supposed,  one  hundred  and  nine  years.     Doubtful  if  as 
old. 

SUICIDES   AND   HOMICIDES. 

The  suicides  (sixty-four)  were  but  three  more  than  last  year; 
one  only  was  a  Chinaman.  Five  were  females  and  forty  were 
foreign  born.  There  was,  however,  an  enormous  number  of 
homicides  (thirty-seven)  during  the  year,  and  of  these  seven  were 
Chinese,  five  were  women,  and  twenty-three  were  foreign  born. 
San  Francisco,  unfortunately,  exceeds  every  other  city  in  the 
number  of  suicides,  her  proportion  being  from  two  to  six  times 
greater,  while  there  is  but  one  city  (Richmond)  that  has  had  any- 
thing like  as  many  homicides  in  proportion  to  population. 

NATIVITIES. 

It  is  well  known  that  a  very  large  part  of  our  population  is 
foreign  born,  but  what  proportion  it  bears  to  the  native  popula- 
tion we  have  no  means  of  knowing.  The  school  census  shows 
that  the  children  of  native  born  parents  are  in  a  very  small  mi- 
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nority,  and  it  is  no  doubt  true  here,  as  elsewhere,  that  the  fami- 
lies of  foreigners  average  a  much  greater  number  of  children 
than  those  of  natives.  Some  effort  has  been  made  to  ascertain 
the  mortality  rates  of  these  two  classes  of  our  people,  but  the 
statistics  are  not  yet  sufficiently  full  to  base  much  remark  upon . 
The  following  table  gives  the  number  of  deaths  of  children  of 
native,  foreign  and  mixed  parentage,  together  with  the  number 
for  which  no  report  was  received.

Assuming  our  table  to  be  correct — and  it  cannot  be  far  wrong — 
it  is  shown  that  whereas  less  than  twenty-one  per  thousand  of 
those  of  native  parentage  have  died,  of  the  children  of  foreign 
and  mixed  parentage  the  mortality  has  been  over  twenty-seven 
per  thousand.  In  the  following  statement  it  appears  that  San 
Francisco  far  exceeds  all  other  places  in  the  proportion  of  foreign 
born  decedents. 
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DEATHS   IN   INSTITUTIONS. 

Twenty-one  per  cent.,  or  nearly  one-quarter  of  all  the  deaths, 
took  place  in  the  public  and  private  hospitals  and  asylums. 
One-fifth  of  the  decedents  were  under  five  years  of  age,  and 
three-fifths  •  were  between  twenty  and  fifty,  or  in  the  prime  of 
life.  The  vast  majority  were  males,  and  of  the  adults  three- 
fourths  were  foreigners. 

METEOROLOGICAL   TABLES. 

The  meteorological  tables  presented  in  last  report  have  been 
revised  for  the  present  year.  Although  no  provision  is  made  for 
the  collecting  of  such  statistics  by  the  Health  Office,  it  was  felt 
that  they  were  so  essential  to  the  thorough  understanding  of  our 
mortality  that  a  request  to  prepare  them  was  made  of  Dr.  H. 
Gibbons,  Sr.,  who  has  added  some  interesting  remarks  regarding 
the  climate  of  the  city  and  State. 


SEWERS. 

Citizens  who  consider  the  subject  intelligently  should  certainly 
be  gratified  at  the  progress  made  in  sewer  construction  during 
the  year.  Much  has  been  done;  much  remains  to  be  accom- 
plished in  this  direction.  In  the  last  fiscal  year  (1873-4)  nearly 
twice  as  many  feet  of  sewers  were  constructed  as  in  any  one  of 
the  three  previous  years.  In  the  present  year  (1874-5)  the  num- 
ber of  feet  is  nearly  double  that  of  1873-4;  there  were,  in  fact, 
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eight  miles  of  sewers  built.  So  large  has  been  the  increase  of 
houses  in  the  Western  Addition,  Hayes  Valley,  and  beyond  Six- 
teenth street,  that  serious  consequences  might  have  resulted  had 
not  this  work  been  prosecuted  with  vigor,  and  to  the  Committee 
on  Streets  and  Highways  and  the  Superintendent  of  Streets 
much  commendation  is  due  for  their  interest  in  the  matter. 
Three  of  the  four  large  streets  leading  to  the  southwestern  part 
of  the  city  are  now  well  sewered.  Folsom  street  yet  remains  to 
be  provided  for.  The  construction  of  the  large  Channel  street 
sewer  has  been  commenced,  and  its  completion  must  be  followed 
by  incalculable  advantage  to  that  section  of  the  city.  Mission 
Creek,  so  filthy  and  disgusting,  will  then  be  obliterated;  the 
large  pond  between  Eighteenth  and  Nineteenth  streets  can  be 
drained  and  the  contiguous  low  lands  be  also  relieved.  Another 
excellent  work  that  is  almost  accomplished  is  the  continuation 
of  the  sewer  in  Fillmore  street,  through  Sutter  and  Steiner,  to 
the  old  block  of  the  Real  Estate  Associates  and  to  Tucker's 
Block. 

There  are  two  localities  that  will  need  the  earnest  attention  of 
the  authorities  at  any  early  day.  These  are  the  portion  of  the 
city  lying  north  and  west  of  Washington  and  Leavenworth 
streets,  and  that  beyond  Twenty-second  street.  The  former  has 
many  blocks  of  sewers  which  have  no  outlet  save  into  the  lagoon 
known  of  old  as  Washerwoman's  Bay.  A  sewer  is  urgently  need- 
ed in  Lombard  street  from  Octavia  street  to  the  Bay,  to  drain 
the  lagoon  and  to  provide  for  the  increasing  wants  of  this  part  of 
the  city.  Lombard  street  is  now  being  graded,  possibly  with 
this  object  in  view.  Twenty-second  street  is  the  highest  street 
in  its  region  of  the  city,  hence  the  grade  beyond  it  is  to  the 
south  and  must  have  an  entirely  separate  system  of  sewers. 
What  few  sewers  now  exist  there  empty  into  Precita  Creek, 
which  promises  to  become  a  second  Mission  Creek  in  time.  It 
would  appear  to  be  the  wise  part  to  forestall  such  an  occurrence, 
by  constructing  a  main  sewer  as  soon  as  possible;  and  this  should 
be  done  by  the  city. 

Unfortunately  our  sewer  system  is  very  objectionable,  crude, 
and  expensive,  and  all  works  of  magnitude,  however  urgent,  are 
liable  to  delay  from  opposition  of  property-holders.  It  does 
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not  seem  just  that  one  property-owner  should  be  charged  a  hun- 
dred dollars  for  what  another  has  to  pay  but  twenty,  yet  such  is 
the  operation  of  the  present  system.  Undoubtedly  the  tubular 
or  pipe  sewer  might  be  adopted  in  many  cases  in  which  the  brick 
sewer  is  now  considered  necessary,  but  these  matters  should  be 
under  the  direct  supervision  of  an  engineer  specially  appointed 
for  the  purpose.  The  tubular  system  has  been  adopted  in  twen- 
ty-eight of  the  principal  cities  and  towns  of  Great  Britain. 
There  is  one  great  disadvantage  in  the  present  system  of  laying 
cement-pipe  drains  to  connect  houses  with  main  sewers,  which 
constantly  gives  rise  to  nuisances  often  difficult  to  trace  and  ex- 
pensive to  remedy.  I  allude  to  the  failure  of  the  workmen  to 
make  the  joints  between  the  sections  of  pipe  secure.  Two  evils 
may  arise  from  this  neglect.  In  the  first  place,  the  foul  water 
may  escape  and  leak  into  the  same  or  adjoining  premises.  In 
the  second  place,  the  openings  may  give  exit  to  sewer  gases  and 
endanger  an  entire  household.  There  should,  without  doubt,  be 
a  sewer  inspector;  and  there  should  be  a  law  providing  that  no 
cement-pipe  or  other  drains  should  be  covered  in  until  properly 
examined  by  such  officer.  The  record  of  sewer  construction  is  as 
follows:  The  aggregate  is  74.37  miles,- but  as  in  several  cases 
reconstructions  are  included,  it  may  be  assumed  that  seventy 
miles  is  nearer  the  actual  amount.

NUISANCES SANITARY   INSPECTORS. 


San  Francisco  has  a  population  of  two  hundred  and  thirty 
thousand  and  covers  forty-two  square  miles.     The  settled  por- 
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tion  is  a  rectangle  measuring  about  three  by  six  miles.  To 
examine  all  the  nuisances  which  may  occur  in  this  large  area  are 
provided  two  sanitary  inspectors.  These  inspectors  are  expected 
not  only  to  examine  and  see  to  the  abatement  of  all  nuisances, 
but  to  carry  into  court  all  cases  in  which  their  demands  are 
resisted,  even  though  the  detention  keep  them  for  days  at  a  time 
from  the  performance  of  their  legitimate  duties.  The  certainty 
of  such  detention  has  tended  to  induce  an  avoidance  of  a  resort 
to  courts  and  a  reliance  upon  argument  and  persuasion  to  accom- 
plish the  result — at  the  risk  sometimes,  it  is  true,  of  longer  con- 
tinuance of  the  nuisance,  but  to  the  saving  of  much  time  to 
devote  to  other  cases.  Again,  the  long  distances  the  inspectors 
are  often  obliged  to  travel  to  fill  their  duties  in  attending  simply 
to  those  cases  reported  to  the  office  so  absorbs  their  time  that  it 
is  almost  impossible  to  take  up  any  special  line  of  investigation, 
and  utterly  impossible  to  attempt  anything  like  house  to  hou^se 
inspection.  It  is  a  source  of  constant  regret  that  so  little  can  be 
accomplished  in  the  Chinese  quarter,  in  consequence  of  this  inad- 
equacy of  force.  This  part  of  the  city  alone  would  furnish 
ample  work  for  one  inspector,  and  I  am  convinced  that  more 
might  be  accomplished  in  the  direction  of  improvement  of  quar- 
ters and  health  by  detailing  a  health  inspector  for  the  work  than 
by  any  other  means.  As  indicating  our  needs  in  this  respect  it 
may  be  mentioned  that  New  York  and  Philadelphia,  each,  has  a 
corps  of  twenty  6r  twenty-five  health  inspectors  and  assistants  ; 
that  Cincinnati  and  Baltimore  each  has  seven  ;  that  New  Orleans 
and  Pittsburgh  each  has  six  ;  that  Washington  has  nine  and 
Richmond  three. 

WATER-TANKS    ON    THE    HOOFS    OP   HOUSES. 

During  the  latter  part  of  the  year  the  condition  of  the  small 
supply-tanks  on  the  roofs  of  houses  was  investigated.  These 
tanks  are  required  to  regulate  the  supply  and  pressure  of  water 
in  such  houses  as  are  furnished  with  boilers  for  hot  water.  They 
are  objectionable,  inasmuch  as  they  accumulate  the  mineral  and 
vegetable  materials  of  the  water,  and  thus  form  a  soil  in  which 
the  lower  forms  of  vegetable  life  grow.  In  many  instances  the 
bottom  and  sides  of  the  tank  are  coated  to  the  depth  of  half  an 
21 
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inch  or  more  with  the  deposit,  which  from  time  to  time  partially 
detaches  itself  from  the  sides  and  hangs  in  long  shreds.  Minute 
germs,  carried  by  the  air  or  water,  soon  find  lodgment  in  the 
deposit  at  the  level  of  the  water  and  speedily  cover  the  surface 
with  a  green  coating.  These  conditions  may  be  found  in  nearly 
all  tanks  which  have  not  been  disturbed  within  six  months.  It 
is  manifest  that  in  aggravated  cases  they  are  liable  to  originate 
disease,  and  that  they  must  be,  to  a  considerable  extent,  detri- 
mental to  health.  When  the  subject  was  first  investigated  it  was 
urged  that  house-owners  should  examine  and  clean  their  tanks  at 
short  intervals — say  every  three  months — this  being  apparently 
all  that  the  Health  Office  could  accomplish  in  the  matter.  It  is 
doubtful  if  the  recommendation  has  resulted  in  any  improve- 
ment. Since  this  action,  however,  the  Messrs.  Morris,  of  this 
city,  have  invented  and  patented  a  water-supply  regulator,  to 
take  the  place  of  the  tanks,  which,  if  generally  used,  must  en- 
tirely obviate  all  the  evils  complained  of.  By  an  ingenious 
arrangement  an  air-tight  reservoir  is  kept  supplied  with  water, 
but  is  never  permitted  to  become  more  than  two-thirds  full.  At 
the  same  time  this  reservoir  acts  as  a  condenser  for  the  steam 
from  the  boiler,  as  in  the  low-pressure  steam-engine.  No  part 
of  the  interior  of  the  apparatus  communicates  with  the  exterior, 
hence  it  is  impossible  for  vegetation  to  take  place.  Several  of 
the  regulators  are  now  in  operation,  and  should  experience  dem- 
onstrate that  they  possess  the  advantages  claimed  for  them  —  it 
can  scarcely  be  otherwise — the  invention  must  prove  one  of  great 
utility. 

PONDS. 

Quite  a  number  of  ponds  of  stagnant  water  have  from  time  to 
time  come  under  the  supervision  of  the  inspectors.  They  are 
generally  made  by  the  collection  of  rain-water  in  hollows  left 
after  raising  the  grade  of  streets,  and  are  often  of  considerable 
size.  The  lots  they  cover  being  generally  owned  by  several  par- 
ties their  filling-in  is  usually  attended  with  much  trouble  and 
delay.  I  have  suggested — but  it  has  not  met  with  encourage- 
ment —  that  contractors  be  compelled  to  put  in  culverts  in  all 
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cases  where  grading  is  likely  to  leave  cavities  for  the  collection 
of  water. 

SLOPS   AND    GARBAGE. 

In  many  of  the  eastern  cities  contracts  are  entered  into  by  the 
cities  for  the  removal  of  slops  and  garbage,  owners  or  tenants  of 
houses  being  required  to  furnish  them  at  specified  times  to  the 
collectors.  A  law  to  this  effect  should  certainly  exist  in  Sari 
Francisco.  From  want  of  means  of  disposing  of  these  refuse 
materials  they  are  distributed  over  yards,  vacant  lots,  cellars, 
alleys,  and  streets,  to  the  great  detriment  of  health  and  manifest 
discomfort  of  the  senses.  The  very  nature  of  the  nuisance  often 
prevents  its  permanent  abatement  by  the  inspector,  who,  having 
no  evidence  as  to  the  parties  committing  it,  is  put  to  considera- 
ble trouble  to  little  purpose. 

VACANT    LOTS. 

Vacant  lots,  as  in  other  cities,  are  frequently  sources  of  com- 
plaint. They  are  made  the  receptacles  of  all  manner  of  filth, 
the  dumping-places  for  manure,  the  depositories  of  cast-off 
clothing  and  bedding,  the  burial-grounds  for  dead  animals,  etc. 
All  this  might  be  prevented  were  the  owners  of  such  as  are  in 
the  thickly  settled  parts  of  the  city  required  to  fence  them. 
Certainly,  these  owners  have  no  more  right  to  permit  their  lots 
to  become  eye-sores  to  their  neighbors  and  dangerous  to  the 
public  health  than  they  have  to  themselves  establish  nuisances. 
A  court  in  Philadelphia  decided  that  the  authorities  were  justified 
in  ordering  that  vacant  lots  be  fenced  to  prevent  them  becoming 
nuisances,  and  in  one  case  compelled  an  owner  to  carry  out  the 
order  of  the  Health  Officer  to  this  effect. 

UNTENANTABLE    HOUSES. 

There  are  in  our  city  many  shanties  totally  unfit  for  the  lower 
animals  to  live  in,  but  which  are  tenanted  by  human  beings. 
This  is  notoriously  the  case  concerning  the  Chinese,  but  is  not 
confined  wholly  to  them.  Legislation  seems,  thus  far,  unable  to 
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reach  the  matter,  though  there  must  be  some  way  out  of  the  diffi- 
culty. In  Washington  it  has  been  solved,  at  all  events,  for  in  one 
year  the  Board  of  Health,  which  is  accorded  much  greater  power 
than  ours,  condemned  three  hundred  and  eighty-nine  houses  as 
unfit  for  human  habitations,  and  caused  them  to  be  destroyed  or 
repaired.  It  is  suggested  that  it  be  made  a  criminal  offense  for 
landlords  to  rent  untenantable  houses.  House  to  house  inspec- 
tion might  accomplish  much  improvement  in  this  direction,  here. 

DISINFECTION. 

Two  years  ago  I  recommended  the  construction  of  a  large  oven 
or  heating-room  at  the  Pest  House,  where  clothing,  bedding,  etc., 
might  be  subjected  to  a  high,  dry  temperature,  and  thus  be  thor- 
oughly disinfected.  This  plan  would  obviate  the  destruction  of 
much  valuable  material  and  be  far  more  thorough  and  effectual 
than  any  other.  By  the  last  report  of  the  Health  Officer  of  Liv- 
erpool, Dr.  W.  S.  Trench,  I  learn  that  two  such  apparatus  have 
been  in  successful  operation  in  that  city  for  some  years.  Dr. 
Trench  says  the  plan  "  has  successfully  stood  the  test  of  several 
epidemics  of  typhus  fever,  cholera,  relapsing  fever,  ^.scarlatina, 
and  small-pox/'  I  again  earnestly  recommend  the  construction 
of  a  large  oven  for  this  city. 

It  has  been  the  constant  rule  to  subject  apartments,  whence 
sinall-pox  patients  have  been  removed,  to  the  action  of  concen- 
trated fumes  of  chlorine  gas  for  several  days,  the  clothing  and 
bedding  being  removed  subsequently  and  washed  or  destroyed. 
By  this  means,  in  part,  it  is  believed  that  small-pox  has  been 
prevented  from  spreading. 

SLAUGHTER   HOUSES. 

An  excellent  work  was  undoubtedly  done  when  the  slaughter 
houses  were  removed  from  old  Butchertown  to  their  present  loca- 
tion in  South  San  Francisco.  But  this  latter  locality  is  fast  be- 
coming as  great  a  nuisance  as  the  former,  and  will  soon  render 
action  of  some  kind  imperative.  Butchertown  is  built  on  piles 
over  the  shallow  shore  of  the  bay  and  the  marsh.  A  vast  amount 
of  blood  and  offal  is  thrown  directly  into  the  bay,  rendering  its 
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waters,  the  mud  beneath,  and  the  marshes  adjoining,  inky  black 
with  filth,  and  odoriferous  with  the  putrifying  animal  materials. 
The  whole  locality  is  offensive  at  all  times,  but  when,  on  warm 
days,  the  tide  is  low,  the  stench  is  intolerable.  Some  law  provid- 
ing for  the  suitable  disposition  of  these  animal  materials  seems 
imperative,  and  it  appears  to  me  that  it  might  be  so  framed  as  to 
be  of  pecuniary  advantage  to  the  butchers  themselves,  as  well  as 
of  great  benefit  to  the  health  and  comfort  of  the  community. 

MEAT    INSPECTION. 

Persons  conversant  with  the  readiness  with  which  meats  and 
vegetables  spoil  in  the  eastern  cities  will  be  surprised  to  note  the 
small  amount  of  these  articles  condemned  by  the  Market  In- 
spector. In  the  eastern  States  meat  must  be  eaten  almost  as 
soon  as  killed  in  Summer,  and  cannot  be  kept  many  days  in 
Winter,  or  it  will  become  putrid.  In  San  Francisco  this  is  never 
the  case.  It  is  rare  for  beef  to  be  eaten  within  a  week  of  the 
killing,  and  often  it  is  kept  ten  days  or  longer,  thus  enabling  it 
to  become  more  tender  and  palatable.  Butchers  with  ordinary 
foresight  rarely  sustain  damage.  It  is  only  on  the  very  occa- 
sional warm  days,  when  a  large  supply  of  meat  has  accumulated, 
that  they  are  liable  to  loss. 

SWILL   MILK.  . 

The  use  of  distillery  swill  for  cow-feed  is  much  more  exten- 
sive than  most  persons  are  aware  of.  One  distillery  alone  sup- 
plies the  nineteen  hundred  cows  of  twenty-five  different  estab- 
lishments, mis-named  "  dairies."  From  the  large  tanks  at  the 
distillery  the  slops  are  carried  in  permanent  troughs  perched 
upon  stilts,  to  a  dozen  or  more  different  stables,  some  of  which 
are  two  blocks  distant.  The  stables  are  mostly  long,  low  wooden 
buildings,  with  two  rows  of  stalls  placed  so  that  one  row  of  cows 
faces  the  other.  A  passage-way  is  left  between  the  rows  that  the 
animals  may  the  more  readily  be  supplied  with  hay  which  is 
given  with  the  swill.  In  front  of  each  row  of  cows  is  a  trough 
extending  the  length  of  the  building  and  connecting  with  those 
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from  the  distillery.  Some  of  the  stables  are  kept  quite  clean 
and  well  ventilated  ;  in  others  the  atmosphere  is  extremely  offen- 
sive and  sickening.  The  cows  are  confined  most  of  the  time — 
some,  as  I  was  informed,  twenty  out  of  the  twenty-four  hours  ; 
others,  a  shorter  period.  The  general  good  appearance  of  the 
cows  in  these  establishments  is  to  that  extent  favorable,  and 
simply  shows  that  their  food  is  not  so  bad  or  their  confinement 
so  close  as  in  the  case  of  the  cows  in  New  York  at  the  time  of 
the  Frank  Leslie  exposure.  No  stump-tailed  or  diseased  cows 
were  seen.  Let  it  be  understood,  however,  that  the  difference 
in  the  two  cases  is  not  in  kind  but  in  degree.  Efforts  are  now 
being  made  to  stop  the  business,  but  they  will  meet  with  deter- 
mined opposition.  It  rests  very  largely  with  consumers  whether 
the  continued  sale  of  swill  milk  shall  be  profitable  or  otherwise. 
Adulteration  of  milk,  except  with  water,  is  presumed  to  be 
comparatively  rare.  "Water  is  generally  added  in  the  proportion 
of  a  quart  to  three  gallons  of  milk.  Occasionally  a  little  burnt 
sugar  or  salt  may  be  used.  The  water,  of  course,  does  not  add 
any  injurious  constituent  to  the  milk ;  it  simply  dilutes  it. 
But  one  prefers  paying  his  water  bill  to  the  water  company,  and 
not  to  his  milkman.

DEAR  SIR:  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  during  the  year  ending  June 
30th,  1875,  there  arrived  at  this  port  992  vessels  subject  to  Quarantine  fees, 
from  which  -was  collected  and  turned  into  the  City  Treasury,  $2,174.25,  being 
an  increase  over  the  previous  year  of  $123.50.  This  amount  would  have 
been  much  larger,  but  for  the  fact  that  many  of  the  foreign  vessels  came  in 
ballast,  and  were  under  the  law  exempt  from  dues. 

There  has  been  no  arrival  of  epidemic,  contagious  or  pestilential  disease 
whatsoever,  and  consequently  no  lengthy  report  is  required.

The  unabated  nuisances,  with  the  exception  of  a  pool  of  stagnant  water  on 
the  southwest  corner  of  Buchanan  and  Filbert  streets,  are  of  that  class  need- 
ing public  sewers,  as  follows  :  Jackson  street,  between  Leavenworth  and 
Hyde  ;  Chestnut  street,  between  Stockton  and  Powell ;  Sansome  Street,  be- 
tween Sacramento  and  Commercial ;  Morse  street,  between  Bush  and  Pine  ; 
Oregon  street,  between  Front  and  Davis  ;  Filbert  street,  between  Hyde  and 
Larkin  ;  Bush  street,  between  Webster  and  Fillmore.  The  nuisances  will 
soon  be  abated  in  Morse  street  and  in  Bush  street,  between  Webster  and  Fill- 
more,  as  sewers  have  been  ordered,  and  in  Jackson  street,  between  Leaven- 
worth  and  Hyde,  as  soon  as  the  crossing  is  constructed  at  the  intersection  of 
Jackson  and  Hyde  streets,  now  ordered. 

The  pool  of  water  referred  to  above,  I  have  reason  to  believe,  will  soon  be 
abated,  as  the  owner— a  non-resident — has  been  heard  from. 
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x". 

Number  of  lineal  feet  of  drains  I  have  caused  to  be  constructed  in  abating 
nuisances  as  follows  :

Wooden  drains ..  1,905 


Total 5,068 

I  have  caused  forty-five  privies  to  be  connected  with  street  sewers  by  proper 
drains  —  mostly  patent  closets.  I  have  tried  to  discourage  the  connection  of 
open  privy  vaults  with  street  sewers,  as  they  cause  much  bad  odor,  from  the 
fact  that  house-drains  are  run  in  to  keep  them  clear,  thereby  causing  a  con- 
stant ferment. 

Complaints  of  foul  water  flowing  into  the  streets  from  house-drains  are 
growing  much  less  numerous,  owing  to  the  construction  of  a  large  number  of 
main  sewers  during  the  past  year.  I  think  the  health  of  the  city  is  much 
improved  thereby.  It  is  gratifying  to  say  that  many  more  sewers  are  ordered 
and  under  way. 

I  would  respectfully  suggest  to  the  Honorable  Board  of  Health  to  take  such 
steps  as  may  be  necessary  to  have  a  law  passed  to  make  the  property  of  non- 
residents responsible  for  infractions  of  the  health  laws  of  this  city,  in  such 
cases  as  require  immediate  abatement.  Great  hardship  and  much  suffering  are 
caused  by  the  lack  of  power  on  the  part  of  the  Health  Officers  to  abate  nui- 
sances when  the  owner  o'f  the  property  complained  of  is  absent  from  the 
State  The  responsibility  of  agents  for  absent  owners  should  be  fixed  by 
law.  It  is  frequently  the  case  that  nuisances  that  should  be  abated  in  a  few 
days,  at  least,  must  be  allowed  to  pass  for  months,  uutil  the  owner  can  be 
heard  from. 

I  have  caused  two  arrests  to  be  made  for  failure  to  abate  nuisances,  which 
were  followed  by  conviction  and  fine.

In  regard  to  the  unabated  cases  I  have  to  make  the  following  remarks  : 

Seven  cases  are  of  the  nature  of  foul  water  flowing  into  the  street,  and  can- 
not be  abated  until  public  sewers  are  constructed. 

Four  cases  are  caused  by  the  bad  condition  of  the  Fifth  street  sewer,  and 
will  be  abated  as  soon  as  the  contemplated  repairs  of  said  sewer  have  been 
completed. 

Four  cases  refer  to  the  well  known  pools  on  Eighteenth  street,  between 
Guerrero  and  Dolores.  There  were  originally  eighteen  distinct  lots  covered 
with  water,  of  which  fourteen  have  already  been  filled,  and  within  a  short 
time  the  whole  work  will  be  completed. 

Of  the  other  unabated  cases,  eight  in  number,  I  can  safely  say  that  they 
will  be  disposed  of  within  a  reasonable  time. 

In  order  to  abate  certain  nuisances  the  construction  of  private  sewers  and 
drains  was  necessary.  The  number  of  lineal  feet  so  constructed  is  shown  by 
the  following  statement : 

Wooden  sewers 4,496 

Cement  pipes 2,380 

Tin  pipes  and  gutters 180 

Total 7,056 

I  also  caused  sixty-eight  privy  vaults  to  be  connected  with  the  street  sewers, 
and  had  nine  hundred  and  forty-five  feet  of  fence  put  up,  in  order  to  prevent 
parties  from  dumping  manure  or  garbage  upon  vacant  lots. 

Before  I  close  my  report,  allow  me  to  suggest  to  you  to  recommend  to  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  the  passage  of  the  following  ordinances  : 

First — An  ordinance  for  the  removal  of  garbage  by  the  city,  as  done  in 
many  cities  in  the  eastern  States  and  Europe.  This,  in  my  opinion,  would 
obviate  a  great  many  troubles  which  in  this  respect  we  now  have  to  contend 
with.  People  could  be  compelled  to  place  their  refuse  matter  in  boxes  or 
barrels  out  on  the  sidewalk,  and  have  it  taken  away  before  business  hours. 
At  present,  the  filling  up  of  vacant  lots,  cellars,  privies,  and  sewers  with  gar- 
bage, etc.,  is  a  daily  occurrence,  and  the  consequences  oftentimes  are  very 
serious.  This  field  of  operation  alone,  under  the  present  laws,  in  order  to 
do  justice  to  the  subject,  would  require  double  the  force  we  now  have  at  our 
command. 

Second — An  ordinance  prohibiting  plumbers  and  others  from  connecting 
sinks  or  privies  with  the  sewers  without  the  proper  safeguards  to  protect  the 
health  of  the  public.  There  are  many  complaints  from  defective  sewers, 
mostly  from  improper  connections  upon  an  economical  scale,  without  being 
properly  trapped.  Some  owners  or  agents  of  property  only  deem  it  necessary 
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to  connect  a  sink  or  privy  by  pipes  with  the  sewer  for  the  escape  of  excre- 
ment, etc.,  without  considering  the  damaging  influence  of  the  escape  of  sewer 
gas  in  houses. 

Third— An  ordinance  to  define  the  rights  of  landlords  and  tenants  as  regards 
the  sanitary  condition  of  tenement  houses .  Too  often  the  necessary  protec- 
tion is  not  afforded  to  the  poor  until  the  public  attention  is  aroused  to  its 
importance  by  some  terrible  disease  breaking  out  in  such  localities  and  car- 
rying death  throughout  the  community. 

As  real  estate  increases  in  value  in  cities  the  effect  is  to  crowd  every  availa- 
ble space  with  buildings  to  increase  the  productive  value  of  property.  In 
districts  occupied  by  the  dwellings  of  the  poor  this  practice  is  often  carried 
to  a  great  extreme,  without  the  slightest  regard  for  the  health  and  comfort  of 
the  occupants.  I  therefore  respectfully  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that 
our  own  city  is  not  altogether  free  from  this  evil,  although  it  may  not  be  con- 
sidered conspicuous. 

In  conclusion,  I  will  say,  in  reference  to  our  own  duties,  that  they  are  of  a 
double  nature.  We  are  not  to  content  ourselves  with  merely  regulating  the 
contentions  of  neighbors  about  privies  and  pig-styes,  but  our  responsibilities 
cover  a  far  more  extended  field.  When  the  public  comes  to  recognize  the  vast 
importance  of  the  Health  Department,  as  in  time  they  certainly  will,  we  shall 
be  expected  not  only  to  direct  in  matters  affecting  public  health,  but  also 
become  a  source  of  information  in  regard  to  all  questions  relating  thereto.

States  and  by  our  own  investigations  add,  if  possible,  to  the  common  stock 
of  practical  knowledge.

Thirty-three  complaints  against  parties  for  keeping  hog-ranches  have  been 
investigated.  In  twenty-seven  instances  the  parties  were  required  to  remove 
to  the  locality  provided  by  law,  or  to  sell  their  hogs  and  retire  from  the  busi- 
ness. The  other  cases  were  dismissed,  as  the  law  permits  the  keeping  of  five 
hogs  within  the  city.

APPENDIX  TO  HEALTH  OFFICER'S  REPORT. 


REMAKES  ON  THE   CLIMATE  OF  SAN  FKANCISCO,  WITH  METE- 
OKOLOGICAL  TABLES. 

BY  HENRY  GIBBONS,  SB.,  M.  D. 

JULY,  1874. — Highest  temperature,  73°.  Alight  shower,  with 
lightning  and  thunder  on  the  9th.  Thunder-storms,  with  heavy 
rains,  at  Prescott,  Arizona,  during  the  first  week.  Cloud-burst 
in  Nevada,  24th.  A  "permanent  electric  condition"  of  the  air 
in  Nevada  in  the  latter  part  of  the  month.  This  month  was 
noted  as  the  "water-spout  epoch,"  in  consequence  of  sudden 
deluges  of  rain  in  many  localities — in  Arizona,  Nevada,  Mexico, 
western  Pennsylvania,  and  in  Europe.  By  some  the  phenomena 
were  ascribed  to  the  comet  of  Coggia,  which  passed  near  the 
earth. 

AUGUST. — Not  a  single  warm  day,  the  mercury  rising  to  68°  as 
its  maximum.  On  the  16th,  17th,  and  18th  cloud-bursts  in  Ari- 
zona and  Nevada. 

SEPTEMBER. — The  warmest  month  of  the  year,  as  usual.  On 
the  2d  the  thermometer  reached  89°,  the  warmest  day  since  1867. 
On  the  3d  a  thunder-shower.  Lightning  was  again  visible  on 
the  29th  ;  and  on  the  30th  there  was  the  most  notable  display  of 
atmospheric  electricity  since  the  settlement  of  the  State.  For 
two  hours,  in  the  evening,  the  lightning  and  thunder  were  inces- 
sant. A  remarkable  wind-storm  visited  San  Kafael  on  the  8th. 

OCTOBER. — This  month  was  rendered  re  narkable  by  the  advent 
of  the  rainy  season,  which  began  on  the  8th,  a  month  before  the 
earliest  previous  accession.  More  or  less  rain  fell  on  twelve  days 
during  the  month,  the  whole  quantity  being  2.75  inches.  The 
highest  temperature  was  78°,  and  the  month  was,  as  usual,  the 
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warmest  one  of  the  year  except  September.     The  tendency  to 
electric  disturbance  continued,  lightning  appearing  on  five  days. 

NOVEMBER.— Warmest  noon-day,  72°  ;  coldest  morning,  44°. 
Several  light  frosts  occurred  in  the  third  week,  followed  on  the 
23d  by  a  rain  of  twenty-four  hours,  seldom  equaled,  and  causing 
destructive  freshets. 

• 

DECEMBER. — The  extremes  of  temperature  were  65°  and  34°. 
Scarcely  any  rain  fell.  Pasture  was  everywhere  abundant  at  the 
beginning  of  the  month,  and  there  was  no  frost  to  kill  tender 
vegetation  till  the  17th.  Much  of  the  weather  of  December 
would  have  done  credit  to  May. 

JANUARY,  1875. — The  weather  of  the  first  two  weeks  was  clear 
and  calm,  with  light  frosts.  In  the  third  week  was  a  rain-storm, 
extending  all  over  the  State,  with  inundations  at  Marysville  and 
other  places.  Simultaneously,  the  weather  east  of  the  Rocky 
Mountains  and  in  Oregon  was  intensely  cold.  The  most  violent 
norther  for  many  years  swept  over  the  State  on  the  26th,  doing 
much  damage  to  the  shipping  in  the  bay.  During  this  month  an 
influenza  prevailed  extensively  on  the  Pacific  Coast,  the  produc- 
tion of  which  was  favored  by  the  cold,  dry  air  and  northerly 
winds. 

FEBRUARY. — A  pleasant  month,  without  rain.  The  lowest  tem- 
perature, 43°  ;  highest,  68°. 

MARCH.  —  Lowest  temperature  40°  ;  highest  69°.  Weather 
pleasant,  interspersed  with  an  occasional  windy  day.  About  the 
18th,  Utah  was  visited  with  severe  snow-storms  and  snow-slides. 
The  last  week  of  the  month  was  stormy  throughout  the  Pacific 
slope,  particularly  in  Nevada  and  Oregon. 

APRIL. — The  barometer  on  the  1st  rose  to  30.43  in. — the  high- 
est elevation  for  many  years.  This  was  followed  by  a  high  wind 
from  northwest  and  severe  cold,  the  thermometer  on  the  7th  fall- 
ing to  33°,  which  was  the  greatest  cold  of  the  whole  winter. 
From  the  4th  to  the  7th  there  were  frosts  throughout  the  State, 
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which,  destroyed  great  quantities  of  fruit  and  early  vegetables. 
On  the  6th  snow  fell,  mingled  with  rain,  for  nearly  an  hour. 
Warm  weather  followed,  the  mercury  reaching  84°  on  the  12th. 
At  Chicago,  on  the  17th,  the  thermometer  stood  at  0°.  About 
the  same  time,  and  subsequently,  occurred  the  great  ice-floods, 
which  obstructed  travel  and  destroyed  much  property  in  the  East. 

MAY. — A  pleasant  month,  in  the  main,  the  extremes  of  temper- 
ature being  48°  and  70°.  A  few  light  rains  fell,  but  the  promise 
held  out  by  the  early  setting  in  of  the  rains  was  not  realized.  It 
is  worthy  of  note  that  the  drought  of  this  Winter  extend- 
ed along  the  Pacific  Coast  to  Panama  and  to  Peru.  The  New 
York  canals  were  not  open  to  travel  till  the  18th. 

JUNE. — The  month  began  with  a  ncrther  in  the  interior,  which 
injured  the  grain  crops  materially.  It  was  scarcely  felt  at  San 
Francisco.  In  fact,  our  locality  is  almost  exempt  from  those 
desiccating  and  pernicious  blasts.  There  were  several  warm 
days  in  June,  the  mercury  reaching  76°  as  the  highest.  The 
minimum  temperature  was  50°.  This  month  was  rendered  mem- 
orable by  the  unprecedented  rain-storm  which  continued  from 
the  10th  to  the  16th,  more  or  less  rain  falling  every  day.  The 
whole  amount  was  1.40  inches.  Though  too  late  for  the  wheat, 
it  was  very  beneficial  to  many  other  crops. 

The  year  just  passed  has  not  only  been  extraordinary  in  its 
climatic  relations,  but  it  is  rendered  the  more  memorable  by  its 
animal  plagues.  There  is  scarcely  an  animal  capable  of  becom- 
ing a  pest  to  man  but  has  made  its  destructive  visitations, 
especially  in  the  Atlantic  and  central  regions.  Caterpillars, 
army-worms,  grasshoppers,  locusts,  crickets,  potato-bugs,  have 
multiplied  and  flourished.  Even  the  lady-bird  (coccinella  sep- 
tem-punctatim),  whose  larva  is  a  natural  enemy  of  the  plant-louse, 
became,  by  its  numbers  and  its  liking  for  cherries,  a  serious 
detriment  to  that  fruit  in  some  quarters  of  the  State. 

We  are  yet  to  discover  the  relations  which  exist  between  gen- 
eral climatic  conditions  and  perturbations  on  the  one  hand,  and 
on  the  other  the  occasional  increase  of  insect  and  animal  pests, 
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the  spread  of  epizootic  diseases  among  brutes,  and  the  develop- 
ment of  epidemics  in  the  human  family.  That  such  relations  do 
exist  is  a  reasonable  presumption.  The  truth  can  be  ascertained 
only  through  careful  observation  and  record  of  all  climatic  phe- 
nomena in  connection  with  everything  unusual  in  the  vegetable 
and  animal  kingdoms,  and  particularly  the  prevailing  diseases, 
both  in  man  and  the  lower  animals.

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STEWARD'S  REPORT. 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Health  of  the  City  of  San  Francisco : 

GENTLEMEN — I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  my  report  as  Steward  of 
the  City  and  County  Hospital  for  the  year  ending  June  30th,  1875 . 

It  includes  all  expenditures  outside  of  the  Apothecary's  Department.  It 
comprises  a  statement  of  the  quantities  of  all  the  principal  articles  consumed 
in  the  institution  during  the  year,  and  the  cost  of  the  same,  and  by  an  exam- 
ination of  tables  Nos.  1  and  2  you  will  find  that  we  compare  favorably  with 
other  similar  institutions  in  regard  to  the  quantity  consumed,  and  that  we  run 
far  below  them  in  the  cost  per  capita  of  each  inmate  on  an  average  of  not  less 
than  fifty  (50)  per  cent. 

IMPKOVEMENTS   AND   REPAIRS. 

While  our  expenditures  for  improvements  and  general  repairs  are  probably 
greater  than  they  will  be  in  the  future  —  this  being  a  new  institution  and 
improvements  are  being  made  that  will  not  have  to  be  renewed  yearly — yet, 
by  an  examination  of  the  reports  of  the  old  and  established  institutions,  here- 
with submitted,  you  will  find  that  we  run  below  them  in  these  items  of 
expenditure.  For  instance,  while  Philadelphia,  for  general  repairs,  expends 
$2,664,  Pennsylvania  State  Hospital,  $6,854,  Boston,  $8,886,  Cincinnati, 
$3,358,  New  Orleans,  $1,478,  New  York  Asylum,  $3,948,  San  Francisco 
expended  for  the  year  only  $1,059. 

This  discrepancy  is  no  doubt  caused  by  our  admirable  system  of  utilizing 
the  labor  of  convalescents  ;  in  fact,  nearly  all  the  improvements  and  repairs 
have  been  done  by  this  labor,  the  city  only  paying  for  the  material.  With 
this  labor  we  have  built  all  the  surface-drains,  laid  all  the  water-pipe,  carrying 
the  water  to  every  part  of  the  grounds,  laid  out  and  improved  the  grass-plats, 
macadamized  and  graveled  half  the  drives  and  walks,  set  out  eight  hundred 
(800)  eucalyptus  trees,  two  hundred  and  fifty  (250)  cypress,  seventy-five  (75) 
Monterey  pine,  fifty  (50)  acacias,  and  more  than  two  thousand  (2,000)  flow- 
ering plants,  vines,  and  ornamental  shrubs,  comprising  more  than  a  hundred 
varieties.  We  have  also  built  a  conservatory  and  stocked  it  with  more  than  a 
thousand  (1,000)  tropical  plants  and  flowers.  And  under  the  supervision  of 
our  efficient  Engineer  we  have  done  all  the  plumbing  and  gas-fit'ting  of  the 
institution,  kept  one  hundred  and  twenty  (120)  water-closets  in  constant 
repair  and  good  working  order  (this  item  of  expenditure  alone  would  cost  the 
city  not  less  than  two  thoiisand  dollars  ($2,000)  per  annum,  were  they  to  hire 
it  done),  without  it  costing  the  city  one  dollar,  except  for  the  material.  And 
25 
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in  addition  to  all  this,  we  have  raised  all  the  garden  vegetables  consumed  in 
the  institution  for  ten  months  in  the  year. 

It  is  hardly  necessary  to  add  that  this  labor  is  not  compulsory,  but  optional 
with  the  patient.  And  to  their  credit,  we  can  revert  to  many  cases  where 
patients  having  been  treated  in  the  Hospital,  in  gratitude,  have  offered,  by 
their  labor,  to  contribute  something  to  the  public  for  their  bountiful  charity. 


Our  cost  for  fuel  is  necessarily  very  great,  owing  to  the  manner  in  which 
the  building  is  constructed,  there  being  no  general  system  for  heating  the 
buildings,  but  every  fire  is  run  separately.  •  Our  engine  for  supplying  hot 
water  to  the  buildings  consumes  about  half  a  ton  of  coal  per  dajr,  and  the 
kitchen  and  bakery  as  much  more,  while  in  Winter  and  wet  weather  we  are 
compelled  to  have  not  less  than  fifty  fires  in  the  wards,  offices,  and  other  por- 
tions of  the  buildings.  This,  taken  with  the  high  price  we  are  compelled  to 
pay  for  coal,  necessarily  makes  our  fuel  a  large  item  of  expenditure.  But 
still,  by  referring  to  the  statistics,  we  compare  favorably  with  other  institu- 
tions. Philadelphia  Hospital  expends  for  fuel  $4,500  ;  Philadelphia  Insane 
Asylum,  $6,272  ;  Cincinnati,  $10,946  ;  New  Orleans,  $4,420  ;  New  York  State 
Asylum,  $10,469  ;  St.  Louis,  $5,551,  while  San  Francisco  expended  $6,040. 
It  is  true  the  institutions  referred  to,  have  a  colder  climate  and  necessarily 
consume  more  fuel,  but  we  have  to  pay  more  than  double  the  price  per  ton. 

In  regard  to  other  subdivisions  of  expenditure  contained  in  this  report, 
you  will  find  we  compare  favorably  with  other  institutions,  and  only  exceed 
them  in  the  items  of  salaries  and  stable  expenses. 

Appended  to  this  report  you  will  find  the  diet  table  of  the  institution,  to 
which  I  respectfully  call  your  special  attention.

Of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  : 

GENTLEMEN — The  undersigned  respectfully  begs  leave  to  sub- 
mit to  your  Honorable  Body  the  following  report  of  the  condition 
and  affairs  of  the  City  and  County  Alms  House  for  the  Fiscal 
Year  ending  June  30th,  1875 : 

The  Alms  House  is  situated  about  six  miles  from  the  City 
Hall,  upon  what  is  known  as  the  San  Miguel  Bancho,  and  in 
view  of  Lake  Honda.  It  was  opened  on  the  12th  day  of  Sep- 
tember, A.  D.  1867.  The  entire  frontage  of  the  building  is  187 
feet,  the  wings  north  and  south  each  being  44  by  73 J  feet;  the 
height  of  building  is  66  feet,  divided  into  four  stories,  with  bath 
rooms  (hot  and  cold  water)  and  water  closets  on  each  floor,  and 
accommodations  in  sleeping  rooms  for  about  500  inmates. 

From  the  opening  of  the  Alms  House  to  the  present  date, 
3,586  persons  have  been  admitted  and  have  been  provided  with 
a  comfortable  home,  through  the  noble  charity  of  the  citi- 
zens of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco.  For  the 
fiscal  year  1871  and  1872,  upon  the  recommendation  of  your 
Honorable  Body,  the  Honorable  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
adopted  a  segregated  schedule,  which  was  awarded  to  the  lowest 
bidder,  in  detail  for  each  subdivision.  This  proved  to  be  the 
cheapest  schedule  the  institution  ever  had.  The  cost  of  food 
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under  this  schedule,  for  an  average  of  314  inmates  per  day, 
amounted  for  the  year,  to  $27.650.69.  From  this  amount,  de- 
ducting the  sum  of  $1,677.92,  the  amount  realized  from  the  sale 
of  potatoes  and  hogs  raised  on  the  farm  during  the  year  (the 
same  having  been  paid  into  the  City  and  County  treasury),  leaves 
the  actual  disbursements  $25,972.77. 

The  cost  per  diem  for  each  inmate  for  food  was  22f  cents. 
Although  there  were  85  inmates  more  per  day  to  feed,  the  dis- 
bursement was  $3,748.92  less  for  food  than  for  the  fiscal  year 
prior  to  the  administration  of  your  Honorable  Board,  and  being 
13  cents  per  day  less  per  inmate. 

Regardless  of  the  savings  in  favor  of  the  city  and  county,  as 
above  shown,  and  of  the  economy  of  the  system,  the  Honora- 
ble the  Board  of  Supervisors  set  aside  the  segregated  schedule 
and  let  the  contract  for  food  out  at  24J  cents  per  capita  per  day 
for  the  inmates,  and  paying  the  same  for  the  employees. 

Under  the  segregated  schedule  there  was  no  charge  made  for 
the  employees,  it  being  included  in  the  22f  cents  per  inmate. 
This  system  (per  capita)  opened  wide  the  door  for  swindling, 
and  the  contractor  was  not  slow  in  attempts  to  take  advantage  of 
its  looseness.  For  example,  under  the  former  schedule,  the  con- 
tractor would  bring  the  full  amount  ordered,  as  it  was  to  his 
interest  to  do  so,  he  being  paid  so  much  per  pound  for  such 
articles  as  he  delivered,  and  if  the  quality  was  not  good  and 
acceptable  it  was  at  once  condemned  and  other  supplies  were 
purchased  instead,  and  neither  the  City  and  County,  nor  the 
inmates,  could  suffer  by  reason  of  it.  But  under  the  per  capita 
plan,  the  contractor  attempted  to  bring  short  weight  and  bad 
food.  When  the  Clerk  of  the  Honorable  the  Board  of  Super- 
visors made  up  his  account  for  four  months  (1872  and  1873)  he 
found  the  contractor  in  one  article  of  food  (beef)  short  in  weight 
about  six  thousand  pounds,  and  so  also,  proportionally,  in  other 
articles,  for  which  deficiencies  the  contractor  did  not  wish  to 
allow  the  city  and  county  one  cent. 

Attempts  were  made  in  this  manner  to  cheat  the  poor  inmates 
out  of  half  their  rations.  So  bad  did  it  become  that  I  had  to 
buy,  or  half  starve  them,  or  feed  them  on  unwholesome  food. 
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The  per  capita  system  was  again  adopted  for  1873  and  1874, 
at  22f  cents  per  inmate.  This  year,  the  present,  the  Honorable 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  set  aside  the  per  capita  system  and 
adopted  the  segregated  schedule.  It  commenced  on  August 
18ths  1874,  and  from  that  to  June  30th,  1875,  the  total  amount 
paid  for  food  and  light  for  that  time  was  $19,417.74.  The  total 
number  of  inmates  and  employees  for  the  above  time  was  one 
hundred  and  thirty-one  thousand  one  hundred  and  seventy-four, 
which  number  would  equal  the  amount  of  rations  under  the  per 
capita  system. 

The  daily  cost  for  each  inmate  and  employee  would  be  14| 
cents. 

The  cost  of  vegetables  and  milk  furnished  by  the  Alms  House, 
as  per  contract  prices:  Total  amount,  two  thousand  four  hun- 
dred and  nineteen  dollars  and  thirty-eight  cents.  This  makes 
the  total  for  food  and  light  $21,837.12  for  the  above  time. 

Cost  per  day  for  each  inmate  and  employee,  16f  cents. 

The  cost  for  each  inmate,  under  the  per  capita  system  for 
1872  and  1873,  was  24f-  cents,  being  8-J-  cents  more  per  day,  and 
the  saving  in  the  year,  for  city  and  county,  on  the  total  number 
of  inmates,  was  $10,657.88.  In  1873  and  1874,  the  cost  was  22f 
cents  per  inmate,  being  5  11-12  cents  more  per  day,  and  the 
saving  in  the  year  for  City  and  County,  on  the  total  number  -of 
inmates,  was  $7,761.14. 

According  to  the  Auditor's  Report,  the  total  amount  paid  out 
for  this  fiscal  year  is  £57,621.46.  Deducting  amount  paid  to  the 
treasury  from  the  Alms  House,  $1,224.98,  total  amount  dis- 
bursed, $56,396.48.  Daily  cost  of  each  inmate,  40J  cents. 
According  to  the  Auditor's  Eeport  for  1869  and  1870,  the  total 
amount  paid  out  for  expenses  for  the  Alms  House  was  $61,023.19, 
with  only  an  average  of  229  inmates.  This  was  the  year  before 
your  Honorable  Board  took  charge  of  the  institution.  The  total 
disbursement  for  the  past  year  is  $4,626.67  less  than  the  above 
mentioned  year,  and  you  have  had  a  daily  average  of  381  in- 
mates, or  152  more  per  day  to  feed.  The  total  disbursement  for 
the  past  year  is  also  less  than  any  charitable  institution  under 
the  City  Government  for  the  same  number  of  inmates. 
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Four  hundred  trees  (the  gift  of  the  Honorable  Park  Commis- 
sioners, for  which  I  return  my  thanks)  have  been  planted  during 
the  year  on  both  sides  of  a  new  road  made  by  inmates,  which 
runs  from  the  Ocean  Road  to  the  Park,  adding  greatly  to  the 
beauty  of  the  place. 

During  the  year  sufficient  hay  and  vegetables  to  supply  the 
institution  have  been  raised  on  the  farm.  The  potatoe  blight 
totally  destroyed  the  crop  this  year,  and  thereby  caused  a  loss 
to  the  City  and  County  of  not  less  than  $3,500. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  most  respectfully  recommend  that  the 
Honorable  the  Board  of  Supervisors  and  "your  Honorable  Body, 
apply  to  the  next  Legislature  for  an  appropriation  toward  de- 
fraying the  expenses  of  the  institution,  for  the  reason  that  half 
of  those  admitted  as  inmates  within  the  last  five  years  have 
been  from  the  State  at  large,  and  not  residents  of  the  city  and 
county  for  thirty  days  prior  to  their  admission.  Some  of  them 
had  not  been  in  the  city  longer  than  three  or  four  days  before 
entering.  This  is  an  unjust  levy  upon  the  generosity  of  our 
citizens,  that  the  balance  of  the  State  should  not  impose.  I 
would  further  suggest  that  your  Honorable  Body  and  said  Hon- 
orable Board  of  Supervisors,  should  ask  for  power  to  purchase 
five  hundred  acres  (more  or  less)  of  land,  to  be  added  to  the 
farm  already  held,  so  that  by  the  efficient  management  and  cul- 
ture of  the  same  the  institution  could  be  made  almost  self-sus- 
taining, and  relieve  the  tax-payers  of  the  City  and  County  of 
some  of  their  burdens,  and  add  much  to  the  usefulness  of  the 
institution.

REPORT  OF  CHIEF  OF  POLICE. 


OFFICE  OF  THE  CHIEF  OF  POLICE, 
SAN  FRANCISCO,  August  1st,  1875. 

To  the  Honorable  the  Board  of  Supervisors 

of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco: 

GENTLEMEN — In  response  to  Resolution  No.  7,518  of  your 
Honorable  Board,  I  submit  my  Report  of  the  Police  Department 
for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1875. 

Schedule  "A." — Exhibits  the  number  and  tabulated  statement 
of  the  arrests  made  by  the  Police  during  the  year,  with  the  dis- 
position of  the  cases  in  the  Police  Judge's  Court. 

Schedule  "  B." — Shows  the  number  of  arrests  by  and  strength 
of  the  Police  Force  for  thirteen  years  preceding  June  30,  1875. 

Schedule  "C." — Cash  received  during  the  year  from  Sheriffs 
of  other  counties,  Masters  of  vessels,  and  others,  for  keeping  of 
prisoners  in  the  City  Prison. 

Schedule  "D" — Exhibits  value  of  property  reported  as  lost 
or  stolen  during  the  year,  and  amount  recovered  by  the  Police. 

Schedule  "  E." — Exhibits  the  number  of  witnesses  subpoenaed 
for  the  Police  Judge's  Court,  nuisances   and  street  obstructions

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abated,  and  lost  children  restored  to  parents  and  guardians  by 
the  Police  during  the  year.

THE    OPERATIONS    OF    THE    POLICE   DEPARTMENT 

have  during  the  past  year  been  reasonably  successful.  Murder- 
ers, robbers,  burglars,  forgers  and  thieves,  have  found  the  Police 
force  ready  at  all  times  to  lay  hands  upon  them,  and  bring  them 
into  Court  to  answer  for  their  crimes. 

GAMBLING 

has  been  kept  in  check  with  a  steady  hand,  and  the  club-rooms 
suspected  of  being  gambling  resorts  have  been  subjected  to  con- 
stant visitation  by  the  Police  for  the  purpose  of  preventive 
justice. 

PROSTITUTION 

has  been  kept  in  check  so  as  not  to  outrage  public  decency,  and 
when  houses  of  ill-fame  have  been  opened  or  found  on  any  street 
where  they  have  given  offense  to  orderly  persons,  either  residing 
in  the  neighborhood  or  using  the  street  as  a  thoroughfare,  they 
have  been  abated  by  the  Police  by  notification  to  remove,  or  by 
a  prosecution  in  the  Police  Court. 

VICES    OF   THE    CHINESE. 

The  Chinese  inhabitants  have  not  been  allowed  to  keep  brothels 
on  the  main  thoroughfares  of  the  City,  and  the  streets  on  which 
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the  street  railroads  run  have  been  kept  free  from  the  contamina- 
tion of  their  presence. 

The  passion  for  gambling  exists  in  great  strength  in  a  majority 
of  our  Chinese  in  habitants,  and  the  united  efforts  of  the  Police 
Department,  even  if  discharged  of  all  other  duty,  would  fail  to 
eradicate  this  desire  or  prevent  its  gratification,  in  some  form. 

The  duties  of  our  Police  force  are  too  many  and  various,  and 
the  public  interests  confided  to  their  care  are  too  important  to 
permit  the  entire  energy  of  the  force  to  be  devoted  to  the  cor- 
rection of  a  vice,  so  deeply  seated,  in  so  numerous  a  class  of  our 
inhabitants. 

THE    GAME    OF    TAN, 

as  played  with  copper  cash,  has  been  broken  up  wherever  found, 
and  has  been  discontiuued;  but  the  same  kind  of  game  has  been 
played,  in  several  instances,  with  beans,  buttons,  or  other  similar 
devices.  With  the  change  of  implements  the  difficulty  of  con- 
victing offenders  is  greatly  increased. 

If  persons  are  found  using  certain  devices  which  are  used  for 
gambling,  and  not  used  for  any  other  purpose,  a  strong  pre- 
sumption arises  that  such  persons  are  gambling,  but  if  the  same 
persons  are  found  using  beans,  buttons,  or  other  similar  devices 
which  are  well  known  to  have  innocent  uses,  (although  they  can 
be  used  for  a  guilty  purpose)  the  presumption  that  such  persons 
are  gambling  is  much  weaker. 

The  Chinese  gamblers  are  not  willing  to  gamble  in  the  presence 
of  Police  officers,  and  the  Chinese  patrons  of  the  game  are  not 
willing  to  give  evidence  on  which  to  convict  their  countrymen  of 
this  offense 

Our  Criminal  Code  invests  every  accused  person  with  a  mantle 
of  innocence  of  which  his  accusers  must  disrobe  him  before  the 
law  will  punish  his  guilt.  The  wisdom,  humanity,  and  beauty 
of  this  provision  needs  no  encomium  from  me.  The  sure  pro- 
tection of  the  innocence  of  the  many  cannot  be  sacrificed  for  the 
sake  of  reaching  a  few  who  find  under  it  a  precarious  shelter 
from  a  punishment  deserved  by  their  guilt,  but  which  the  law 
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will  not  visit  until  that  guilt  is  judicially  proved.  The  exercise 
of  arbitrary  power  and  illegally  assumed  authority  have  been 
forbidden  by  the  strongest  guarantees  which  the  wisdom  of  the 
present,  aided  by  the  experience  of  the  past,  could  devise  or 
suggest.  And  the  law  which  is  no  respecter  of  persons  will  not 
permit  its  ministers  to  invade  the  habitation  of  the  poor  under 
circumstances  other  than  those  which  authorize  the  visitation  of 
the  dwellings  of  the  noblest  and  the  best  of  those  whom  our 
citizens  delight  to  honor.  If  the  games  for  ten  cent  stakes, 
played  by  the  Chinamen,  with  beans  or  buttons,  cannot  be  com- 
pletely suppressed  without  the  use  of  illegal  means,  and  the  as- 
sumption of  unauthorized  arbitrary  power  by  officers  who  are 
sworn  to  obey,  and  who  should  not  violate  the  laws,  it  is  better, 
far  better,  that  a  few  such  offenders  should  pass  unpunished  for 
a  misdemeanor,  than  that  justice  should  be  wounded  in  her  temple 
by  those  who  are  appointed  to  minister  before  her  altars. 

Considering  the  difficulty  of  procuring  the  evidence  requisite 
for  conviction  in  such  cases,  and  the  inconsiderable  character  of 
the  crime,  the  Department  has  done  all  that  duty  required  in 
suppressing  and  punishing  this  class  of  crime,  and  the  numerous 
arrests  made  therefor  show  that  the  Police  have  not  been 
inactive. 

GAMBLING   IMPLEMENTS. 

The  "  Order"  passed  by  your  Honorable  Board,  at  the  solicit- 
ation of  the  Police  department,  to  prohibit  the  unlawful  posses- 
sion of  gambling  implements,  has  been  found  exceedingly  useful 
in  preventing  and  punishing  gambling,  and  several  convictions 
have  been  taken  under  it,  in  cases  which  would  have  gone  unpun- 
ished were  it  not  for  the  adoption  of  this  "  Order." 

CONCEALED    WEAPONS. 

The  passage  of  the  "  Order"  to  prohibit  the  carrying  of  con- 
cealed weapons  in  accordance  with  a  communication  addressed 
by  me  to  your  Honorable  Board,  has  proved  very  salutary,  and 
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will  be  effectual  to  prevent  much  bloodshed,  while  the  wise  ex- 
ceptions made  in  the  "  Order  "  give  ample  protection  to  all  peace- 
able persons  who  need  to  carry  arms  for  their  own  protection. 

THE    POLICE    TELEGRAPH 

has  worked  usually  well  from  the  same  stations  as  last  year, 
namely: 

Harbor  Station,  corner  of  Pacific  and  Davis. 
Burke  Station,  corner  Hayes  and  Laguna. 
Crowley  Station,  corner  Fourth  and  Harrison'. 
Center  Station,  corner  Sixteenth  and  Folsom. 
Cockrill  Station,  corner  Tenth  and  Howard. 

CONCLUSION. 

The  operations  of  the  Police  Department  in  its  numerous  and 
varied  branches  of  service  have  been  generally  successful;  its 
discipline  is  good,  its  morale  is  high,  its  efficiency  great — and, 
improved  by  just  criticisms — unsoiled  by  the  many  which  were 
incorrect  it  has  moved  steadily  forward  in  the  discharge  of  its 
ceaseless  and  sleepless  tour  of  duty.

GENTLEMEN — In  conformity  with  Resolution  ISo.  7,518,  adopt- 
ed by  your  Honorable  Body,  the  Board  of  Fire  Commissioners 
submit  this  their  Ninth  Annual  Report  of  the  condition  and 
workings  of  the  Fire  Department  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  during  the  Fiscal  Year  ending  June  30th,  1875. 

The  Board  at  present  consists  of  William  Ford,  Gordon  E. 
Sloss,  Charles  B.  Edwards,  Edward  Flaherty,  and  James  L. 
King. 

The  Department  at  present  consists  of  eleven  (11)  Steam  Fire 
Engines,  sixteen  (16)  Horse  Hose  Reels,  three  (3)  Hook  and 
Ladder  Carriages,  and  Horses,  together  with  the  necessary 
equipments. 

The  Department  as  now  organized  is  entitled  to  two  hundred 
and  thirty-six  members,  including  the  Board  of  Engineers,  Clerk 
of  the  Board  of  Fire  Commissioners,  Messenger  of  the  Board  of 
Fire  Commissioners,  Veterinar}-  Surgeon,  and  men  employed  at 
the  Corporation  Yard,  divided  as  follows :  One  (1)  Chief  Engi- 
neer, four  (4)  Assistant  Engineers,  one  (1)  Clerk  to  the  Board  of 
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Fire  Commissioners,  one  (1)  Messenger  to  the  Board  of  Fire 
Commissioners,  one  (1)  Superintendent  of  Steam  Fire  Engines, 
one  (1)  Assistant  Superintendent  of  Steam  Fire  Engines,  one  (1) 
Corporation  Yard  Keeper,  one  (1)  Corporation  Yard  Drayman, 
two  (2)  Hydrantmen,  eleven  (11)  Enginemen,  eleven  (11)  Fire- 
men, nineteen  (19)  Drivers,  five  (5)  Stewards,  and  three  (3)  Til- 
lermen,  who  are  permanently  employed.  These,  together  with 
the  Veterinary  Surgeon,  who  gives  his  attention  to  the  Horses 
of  the  Department  and  renders  professional  services  whenever 
required,  and  one  hundred  and  seventy-four  (174)  members,  who 
do  duty  only  when  alarmed,  constitute  the  entire  Department.

REPORT  OF  THE  CHIEF  ENGINEER 


FRANCISCO  FIRE  DEPARTMENT. 


To  the  Honorable  the  Board  of  Fire  Commissioners 

of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco:  . 

GENTLEMEN—  In  conformity  with  custom  and  a  rule  of  your  Honorable 
Body,  I  have  the  honor  to  present  to  you  this  the  Ninth  Annual  Keport  of 
the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  San  Francisco  Paid  Fire  Department. 

The  report  embraces  a  detailed  statement  of  the  condition  of  the  Depart- 
ment at  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year,  and  the  workings  of  the  Department  for 
the  fiscal  year  just  closed.  In  it  will  be  found  a  complete  Roll  of  the  Depart- 
ment, including  number  of  badge,  name,  position,  residence,  and  occupation 
of  every  man  attached  to  the  Department  proper,  a  list  of  the  men  employed  at 
the  Corporation  Yard  of  the  Department  and  their  respective  position,  together 
with  a  statement  of  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1875,  and  a  detailed  state- 
ment of  the  property  in  possession  of  the  Department,  including  Engine, 
Hose-Reel,  Hook  and  Ladder  Carriages  and  appurtenances  thereto,  Hose 
Houses  and  property  at  the  Corporation  Yard;  also,  the  number  of  Hydrants, 
and  a  list  of  the  number,  location  and  capacity  of  cisterns,  together  with  a 
list  of  the  number  and  location  of  Signal  Boxes;  a  statement  of  the  losses  by  fire 
during  the  year,  amount  of  insurance  on  property  damaged  or  destroyed,  and 
amount  of  insurance  paid;  the  number  of  alarms  responded  to  by  each  Com- 
pany, number  of  times  in  service,  and  time  at  work  on  fires. 


In  another  portion  of  this  report  will  be  found  a  statement  of  the  quantity, 
quality,  and  condition  of  all  the  Hose  in  possession  of  the  Department,  and 
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available  for  fire  purposes,  and  how  and  where  distributed;  also,  a  statement 
of  the  quantity  of  Hose  iu  the  possession  of  private  parties,  the  names  of 
said  parlies,  and  where  the  Hose  is  kept. 


In  another  portion  of  this  report  will  be  found  a  tabular  statement  of  the 
number,  location,  and  capacity  of  Cisterns  from  which  the  Department  can, 
in  case  of  need,  obtain  a  supply  of  water. 

HYDRANTS. 

The  number  of  Hydrants  erected  prior  to  the  30th  of  June,  1874,  was  one 
thousand  and  seven  (1,007) ;  during  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1875,  the 
number  erected  was  (66),  making  a  total  of  one  thousand  and  seventy-three 
(1,073)  now  available  for  the  purpose  of  extinguishing  fires. 

DEPAKTMENT   APPARATUS. 

The  Apparatus  of  the  Department,  with  the  exceptions  noted  in  the  several 
recommendations  pertaining  thereto  embodied  in  this  report,  is  in  very  good 
condition,  especially  the  Engines,  which  have  been  thoroughly  overhauled 
and  placed  in  first-class  working  condition. 

DEPARTMENT   HOUSES. 

The  Houses  occupied  by  the  Department,  with  the  one  exception  noted  in 
the  recommendations  under  the  head  of  Houses,  are  in  good  condition  and 
comfortably  furnished. 

FIRE    STATISTICS. 

The  following  table  will  show  the  losses  by  fire  for  each  month  during  the 
year,  and  the  number  of  buildings  burned,  together  with  the  amount  of  insur- 
ance paid,  for  which  I  am  indebted  to  John  L.  Durkee,  Esq.,  Fire  Marshal, 
who  has  kindly  furnished  me  with  the  necessary  data. 
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FIRE  STATISTICS.

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HOUSES. 

I  would  recommend  that  a  lot  be  selected  and  a  house  erected  thereon, 
without  delay,  for  the  Hose  company  recently  organized  by  the  Board  of  Su- 
pervisors, upon  the  recommendation  of  your  Honorable  Body,  for  service  in 
the  Western  Addition.  I  would  again  urge  upon  your  Honorable  Body  the 
necessity  of  securing  action  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  the  matter  of  a 
new  house  for  Engine  Company  No.  8.  The  house  now  occupied  by  the  com- 
pany is  poorly  adapted  to  the  wants  of  the  company,  being  almost  unfit  for 
occupancy  in  the  wet  season,  and  lacking  in  room  and  accommodations  re- 
quired to  enable  the  company  to  be  as  prompt  and  efficient  as  it  should  be. 
A  new  house  should  be  erected  without  delay,  as  no  amount  of  alterations  or 
repairs  will  make  it  what  an  Engine  House  should  be  ;  and  I  would  recom- 
mend that  the  new  house  be  erected  on  the  Fire  Department  lot  on  Pacific 
street,  near  Polk,  a  location  which  is,  in  my  opinion,  more  central  and  conve- 
nient for  the  company  than  its  present  station,  as  it  will  give  the  company 
command  over  a  greater  portion  of  the  district  and  afford  security  greater  to 
the  whole  district  covered  by  this  company. 

WATEB  SUPPLY. 

I  would  call  the  attention  of  your  Honorable  Body  to  the  fact  that  the  wa- 
ter supply  on  East  street  and  along  the  city  front  is  wholly  inadequate  to  the 
wants  of  the  Department.  Larger  mains  should  be  substituted  for  the  pres- 
ent mains,  as  they  do  not  insure  a  sufficient  supply  of  water  for  the  extin- 
guishment of  fires.  I  consider  it  absolutely  necessary  to  have  a  stronger 
pressure  of  water  than  we  have  at  present  in  this  locality,  so  that  hydrant 
streams  will  be  effective  when  a  fire  occurs  at  a  time  when  the  tide  is  low  and 
difficulty  is  experienced  in  obtaining  water  from  the  bay  by  the  delay  occa- 
sioned in  getting  a  sufficient  head  of  steam  on  the  engine  to  force  water. 

I  would  recommend  a  light-draught  fire  boat,  .with  a  capacity  for  throwing 
from  four  streams  with  the  same  complement  of  men  allowed  to  an  En- 
gine Company.  This  addition  to  the  Department  would  afford  protection  to 
the  shipping,  if  a  fire  should  occur  when  the  tide  was  low  and  ths  vessels  in 
the  immediate  vicinity  of  the  wharves  could  not  be  reached,  as  was  the  case 
quite  recently  when  the  bark  Milan  was  burned  off  the  foot  of  Second  street, 
and  the  Department  was  powerless  to  prevent  the  total  destruction  of  the  ves- 
sel. Again,  if  the  vessels  moored  at  any  wharf  where  a  fire  might  be  raging 
were  aground  and  could  not  be  moved  to  a  place  of  safety,  this  boat  could  be 
used  to  very  great  advantage  and  assist  the  Department  in  preventing  the 
spread  of  the  fire  to  the  shipping.  I  believe  the  expense  necessary  to  procure 
the  boat  and  man  her  would  be  but  trifling  compared  with  the  benefits  to  be 
derived  from  having  her  in  service  and  ready  for  action  at  all  times. 

I  would  recommend  that  Engines  4,  6,  9  and  10  be  supplied  with  heaters 
for  generating  steam,  so  that  the  Engine  can  have  from  twenty-five  to  thirty 
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pounds  of  steam  on  at  all  times.  This  will  enable  them  to  throw  a  powerful 
stream  of  water  on  fires  occurring  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  their  respec- 
tive houses  and  check  them  in  their  incipiency.  The  advantage  gained  by 
this  improvement  will  be  very  great,  as  the  localities  in  which  these  com- 
panies are  situated  are  occupied  to  a  great  extent  by  mills,  foundries,  machine 
shops,  etc.,  all  built  of  inflammable  material,  which  affords  excellent  opportu- 
nities for  extensive  and  destructive  conflagrations,  and  render  it  necessary  to 
have  a  full  supply  of  water  ou  the  start  of  a  fire,  which  is  not  now  afforded 
by  the  hydrant  pressure  in  the  section  of  the  city  covered  by  the  companies 
designated 

I  would  recommend  the  purchase  of  a  large  size  Chemical  Engine  for  ser- 
vice in  the  lower  portion  of  the  City,  where  fires  occur  frequently  in  the 
upper  stories  of  buildings  filled  with  valuable  goods,  and  the  danger  of  dam- 
age by  water  is  great,  when,  as  at  present,  it  is  necessary  to  run  a  line  of  hose 
to  the  upper  floors  and  turn  on  water,  which  necessarily  causes  more  or  less 
damage  to  goods  on  the  lower  floors.  This  Engine  could  be  used  to  advan- 
tage in  these  cases,  and  the  damage  to  stock  greatly  lessened,  if  not  wholly 
prevented.  The  force  required  to  man  the  Engine  will  be  a  Foreman,  Driver, 
and  two  permanent  Hosemen. 

I  would  recommend  the  purchase  of  a  new  Truck,  latest  style,  for  the  use 
of  Hook  and  Ladder  Company  No.  3,  as  the  Truck  now  run  by  this  Company 
is  in  poor  condition  and  too  heavy  for  service  in  the  district  in  which  the  Com- 
pany is  located.  This  would,  with  the  new  Truck  recently  ordered  for  Hook 
and  Ladder  Company  No.  2,  place  this  arm  of  the  Department  in  a  very  effi- 
cient condition. 

I  would  recommend  the  purchase  of  a  four  wheeled  Hose  Carriage 
(Amoskeag  pattern)  for  the  use  of  the  Hose  Company  recently  organized  by 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  for  service  in  the  Western  Addition.  This,  with 
the  one  ordered  from  the  East  for  Hose  Company  No.  2,  will  place  this  divis- 
ion of  the  Department  in  very  good  condition. 

I  would  recommend  the  purchase  of  a  Fuel  Cart  for  the  Department,  to  be 
used  for  supplying  Engines  with  fuel  when  at  work  on  fires  requiring  consid- 
erable time  to  extinguish,  as  the  Engines  have  carrying  capacity  for  only  a 
small  quantity  of  fuel,  and  it  frequently  happens  that  valuable  time  is  lost  in 
obtaining  an  additional  supply.  An  ample  supply  could  be  kept  at  the  Cor- 
poration Yard,  from  which  to  draw  when  occasion  requires,  if  the  Department 
is  furnished  with  a  Fuel  Cart  to  be  used  for  hauling  it  to  the  Engines  at  any 
point  they  might  be  at  work.  I  think  it  should  be  obtained  without  delay. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  compliment  the  officers  and  members  of  the  De- 
partment for  their  promptness  and  efficiency  at  all  times  during  the  year.  I 
deem  it  but  justice  to  them  to  say  that  the  confidence  which  is  reposed  in 
them  by  the  Board  of  Underwriters  has  not  been  misplaced,  as  is  proven  by 
the  record  for  the  past  year,  the  officers  and  men  having  proved  equal  to  the 
emergency  upon  all  occasions  when  their  efficiency  wras  tested,  and  I  believe 
the  Department  is  to-day  fully  up  to  to  the  standard  and  equal  to  any  of  its 
size  in  the  country. 
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I  wish  to  tender  my  thanks  to  the  Honorable  the  Mayor,  the  Board  of  Su- 
pervisors, and  the  Fire  and  Water  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors, 
for  their  cordial  support  and  prompt  and  cheerful  response  to  all  requests 
made  to  them  to  provide  for  the  Department  and  increase  its  efficiency,  to 
which  hearty  co-operation  on  their  part  is  due  in  a  great  measure  the  suc- 
cess of  the  Department  in  staying  fires  that,  without  Hose  and  apparatus  in 
good  condition,  and  the  means  at  hand  to  use  promptly  and  effectively  all  the 
appliances  required  by  the  Department,  to  respond  promptly  and  battle  suc- 
cessfully with  the  enemy  when  called,  would  have  proved  disastrous  to  the 
City. 

To  Chief  Cockrill  and  his  Department,  for  the  prompt  and  cheerful  manner 
in  which  they  have  always  responded  when  called  upon  to  assist  the  Depart- 
ment. 

To  Fire  Marshal  Durkee  and  his  assistants,  for  valuable  services  rendered 
promptly  and  cheerfully  on  all  occasions,  which  have  aided  the  Department 
materially. 

To  Captain  White,  of  the  Fire  Patrol  and  his  company,  for  their  hearty 
co-operation  with  the  Department  since  the  date  of  their  entry  into  active 
service.  I  am  fully  convinced  of  the  great  value  of  this  auxiliary  to  the  D.e- 
partment,  and  in  the  short  time  that  it  has  been  in  service  have  had  ample 
proof  of  its  efficiency  in  the  field  of  its  operation;  a  field  that  will  extend 
steadily  and  render  the  organization  of  incalculable  value. 

To  the  Superintendent  of  the  Fire  Alarm  Telegraph  and  his  assistants,  for 
the  promptness  and  efficiency  displayed  by  them  in  their  Department. 

To  MrLohse,  Assistant  Superintendent  of  the  Spring  Valley  Waterworks, 
for  the  prompt  and  efficient  manner  in  which  he  has  performed  his  duties  in 
connection  with  the  care  and  repair  to  waterpipes  and  hydrants,  which  he  has 
kept  in  excellent  condition,  thereby  enabling  the  Department  to  obtain  a 
supply  of  water  without  unnecessary  delay  at  all  times. 

In  conclusion,  allow  me  to  return  my  sincere  thanks  to  your  Honorable 
Body,  for  your  able  and  untiring  efforts  to  maintain  discipline  and  efficiency 
in  the  department,  and  aid  me  in  the  discharge  of  my  duties.  It  shall  be  my 
sole  aim  in  the  future  to  prove  by  watchfulness  and  untiring  zeal  that  I  ap- 
preciate fully  your  efforts  in  behalf  of  the  Department,  and  I  promise  that 
in  the  future  no  effort  on  my  part  will  be  spared  to  make  the  Department 
more  efficient,  and  its  work  satisfactory  to  your  Honorable  Body  and  citizens 
of  San  Francisco,  who  have  expressed  their  approval  of  the  result  of  its  labor 
for  the  past  two  years.

REMARKS. 

The  attention  of  the  Honorable  members  of  the  Board  is  respectfully 
called  to  the  urgent  necessity  of  making  extensive  repairs,  reconstruction  and 
extensions  of  the  wires  and  machinery  of  the  Fire  Alarm  and  Police  Tele- 
graph, to  keep  pace  with  the  rapid  growth  of  the  City. 

All  the  wires  reported  as  over  three  years  old,  should  be  replaced  with  new 
wire,  and  wherever  practicable  it  should  be  transferred  to  poles. 

Much  of  the  old  machinery  is  unreliable  at  times,  particularly  the  crank 
boxes,  which  have  been  entirely  discarded  in  other  cities,  and  replaced  by 
Automatic  Non-interference  Boxes,  of  which  there  are  now  in  use  on  our 
circuits,  13.  That  portion  of  the  City  lying  south  of  Market  and  east  of 
Fourth  streets  should  be  entirely  equipped  with  the  improved  boxes,  as  it  is 
the" quarter  in  which  the  most  alarms  originate  and  where  the  greatest  dam- 
age is  possible. 

An  Automatic  Repeater  is  very  much  needed  at  the  Central  office.  The  old 
repeater  is  only  designed  to  strike  numbers  below  one  hundred,  and  as  nearly 
one-half  our  boxes  are  numbered  above  ninety-five,  we  are  in  continual  dan- 
ger of  giving  the  wrong  number  to  the  Fire  Department.

GENTLEMEN — I  have  the  honor  to  present  the  following  report 
of  the  condition  and  management  of  the  Public  Schools  for  the 
fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1875. 

The  year  has  been  marked  by  unusual  prosperity  in  our 
schools.  Through  the  liberality  and  wisdom  of  our  citizens,  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  and  the  Board  of  Education  have  been 
enabled  to  erect  eight  new  school  buildings,  with  ample  accom- 
modations for  nearly  six  thousand  pupils. 

Our  teachers  have  labored  with  renewed  interest  in  the  dis- 
charge of  their  difficult  duties,  which  should  entitle  them  to  our 
warmest  thanks  and  highest  consideration. 

The  increased  attendance  of  our  schools  has  fully  kept  pace 
with  the  rapid  increase  of  population  in  our  city.  This  will  be 
apparent  from  the  following  statistics,  which  have  been  carefully 
compiled  from  the  records  of  the  School  Department:

Since  the  total  expense  of  conducting  the  Department  during 
the  year  is  $40,527.14  less  than  the  estimate  of  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee, the  foregoing  exhibit  of  the  expenditures  of  the  Public 
Schools  is  encouraging,  and  shows  that  the  public  funds  have 
been  wisely  disbursed. 

While  the  whole  number  of  pupils  in  attendance  at  the  Public 
Schools  has  increased  during  the  year  1,697,  the  current  ex- 
penses of  the  Department  for  the  same  time  has  been  $7,832.03 
less  than  they  were  last  year. 

It  affords  me  great  pleasure  to  be  able  to  report  a  balance  to 
the  credit  of  the  school  fund  at  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year  of 
$90,680.39.  This  balance  will  be  ample  to  enable  the  Board  to 
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erect  the  Bryant  Street  School-House,  the  Boys'  High  School 
building,  and  to  raise  and  enlarge  the  Spring  Valley  Grammar 
School  building.

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COST    OF    INSTRUCTION. 

The  appendix  to  this  report  contains  the  average  daily  attend- 
ance and  the  cost  of  tuition  per  pupil  in  each  school  during  the 
year.  The  cost  per  capita  includes  the  teachers'  and  janitors' 
salaries  for  December,  1874,  and  is  found  by  dividing  this 
amount  by  the  average  daily  attendance  for  the  year.  I  have 
also  computed  the  average  cost  of  tuition  in  all  of  our  public 
schools,  including  the  High,  Grammar,  Primary  and  Evening- 
Schools.  These  figures  are  based  upon  the  teachers'  and  jan- 
itors' salaries,  rents,  lights,  fuel,  books  and  supplies,  repairs, 
and  incidentals 

These  items  for  the  year  amount  to  $669,386.14,  which,  divided 
by  22,447,  the  average  number  of  pupils  belonging  to  the  public 
schools,  gives  $29.82  for  the  tuition  of  each  pupil. 

The  whole  number  of  pupils  who  have  been  enrolled  for  a 
longer  or  shorter  period  is  31,128.  This  number  has  been  edu- 
cated at  an  entire  expense  (not  including  the  appropriations  for 
buildings  and  purchasing  lots)  of  $669,386.14,  which  is  an  av- 
erage of  $21.50.  This  is  $1.81  per  pupil  less  •  than  the  amount 
expended  last  year. 

The  following  table  is  a  statement  of  the  yearly  expenditures 
of  the  School  Department  since  1852;  also  the  total  expenditure 
of  the  city  since  1860.  This  amount  includes  the  entire  ex- 
penses of  the  School  Department,  such  as  current  expenses,  the 
purchase  of  school  sites,  the  erection  and  repair  of  school- 
houses,  etc.

ATTENDANCE. 

The  statistics  of  the  Principals  and  the  Census  Marshals  are 
gratifying,  and  show  a  large  increase  over  the  attendance  last 
year. 

The  whole  number  enrolled  in  the  public  schools  for  a  longer 
or  shorter  period  was  31,128;  the  average  number  belonging  was 
22,447.  The  whole  number  of  children  in  the  city  between  six 
and  seventeen  years,  the  legal  age  to  attend  school,  was  37,583. 
This  shows  that  over  82  per  cent,  of  all  the  children  of  the  city 
have,  some  time  during  the  year,  attended  the  public  schools,  and 
that  the  average  number  belonging  was  59  per  cent.

CITY    BOARD    OF    EXAMINATION. 

The  City  Board  of  Examination  of  candidates  for  certificates 
to  teach  in  our  Public  Schools,  consists  of  Messrs.  A.  Herbst, 
J.  K.  Wilson,  John  Swett,  Mrs.  A.  E.  Du  Bois,  and  James  Den- 
man,  Superintendent  of  Public  Schools. 

All  applicants  except  for  special  certificates  to  teach  music, 
drawing,  French  and  German,  Latin,  Greek,  and  to  teach  in  the 
High  Schools,  were  examined  in  arithmetic,  both  oral  and 
written;  grammar,  both  oral  and  written;  and  by  written  ques- 
tions in  algebra,  history  of  the  United  States,  geography,  spell- 
ing and  defining,  reading,  word  analysis,  physiology,  natural 
philosophy,  natural  history,  music,  drawing,  penmanship,  com- 
position, school  law  of  California,  Constitution  of  the  United 
States  and  of  California. 

Four  hundred  and  fifty  applicants  have  been  examined  during 
the  year,  of  whom  one  hundred  and  ninety-seven  have  received 
certificates,  viz:  thirty -five  first  grade,  forty-three  second  grade, 
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sixty  third  grade,  twenty-three  special  certificates  to  teach 
French,  twenty-three  to  teach  German,  six  to  teach  music,  five 
to  teach  drawing,  one  to  teach  English  in  the  High  Schools,  and 
one  to  teach  Latin  and  Greek. 

Two  hundred  and  fifty-three  applicants  failed  to  receive  cer- 
tificates. 

The  following  certificates  have  been  renewed:  five  first  grades, 
nineteen  second  grades,  and  three  special  certificates  to  teach 
French. 

According  to  an  Act  of  the  last  Legislature  the  State  Board  of 
Examination  is  required  to  prepare  all  the  written  questions  for 
the  examination  of  teachers  for  English  certificates.  As  I  pre- 
dicted in  my  last  report  this  change  requiring  the  questions  to 
be  prepared  and  printed  in  Sacramento  for  all  the  counties  of 
the  State,  has  not  worked  well  in  San  Francisco.  The  questions 
have  not  been  well  adapted  to  test  the  qualifications  of  teachers 
for  the  different  positions  in  our  graded  schools.  Many  ladies 
who  cannot  pass  in  algebra,  philosophy  and  physiology,  may  be 
peculiarly  fitted  to  teach  in  the  lower  grades  of  the  primary 
schools.  It  is  also  a  well  known  fact  that  some  of  the  applicants 
can  always  secure  the  questions  in  advance,  which  is  a  fraud  and 
an  outrage  upon  those  who  enter  these  competitive  examinations 
to  obtain  their  certificates  by  honest  merit. 

This  will  always  be  the  case  so  long  as  every  County  Board  is 
compelled  by  law  to  receive  questions  which  have  been  printed 
so  long  in  advance  at  the  State  Printer's  office  at  the  Capital. 

The  city  Board  of  Examination  has  adopted  the  maximum  per 
cent,  established  by  the  State  Board  of  Education,  viz:  85  per 
cent,  for  first  grade,  80  for  second  grade,  and  75  for  third  grade 
certificates.  The  State  Board  of  Education  has  also  adopted  60 
per  cent,  as  the  minimum  standard  in  arithmetic,  grammar  and 
spelling,  for  granting  first  and  second  grade  certificates,  and  50 
per  cent,  for  third  grade  certificates.  County  Boards  are  re- 
quired to  examine  the  candidates  in  these  studies  first,  and  at 
once  excuse  from  further  examination  all  who  fall  below  50  per 
cent.  This  wise  provision  has  saved  the  Examiners  and  the  can- 
didates much  unnecessary  labor,  as  those  who  fall  below  50  per 
cent,  in  these  important  studies  are  not  prepared  to  be  instruc- 
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tors  of  youth,  and  the  time  of  the  Examining  Board  should  not 
be  occupied  in  uselessly  crediting  their  papers. 

By  an  Act  of  the  last  Legislature  neither  the  State  nor  the 
County  Boards  are  allowed  to  renew  third  grade  certificates. 
This  change  will  compel  over  one  hundred  lady  teachers  in  our 
Public  Schools  either  to  forfeit  their  positions  or  to  pass  another 
examination  when  their  certificates  shall  expire.  Many  of  these 
teachers  are  the  most  valuable  and  successful  instructors  in  the 
Department.  I  therefore  recommend  the  next  Legislature  to 
repeal  this  law  which  unjustly  discriminates  against  many  of 
our  best  teachers. 

NEW    BUILDINGS    ERECTED    DURING    THE    YEAR. 

At  the  close  of  the  last  school  year  the  Board  of  Education 
provided  accommodations  for  4,271  pupils  in  thirty-five  different 
rented  buildings,  with  eighty  class-rooms,  at  an  annual  rental  of 
$18,912.  Many  of  these  rooms  were  in  low  dark  and  damp  base- 
ments or  in  small  and  poorly  ventilated  apartments,  entirely  un- 
fit for  the  accommodations  of  sensitive  children.  To  provide 
suitable  accommodations  for  this  large  number  of  pupils  in  rent- 
ed rooms,  the  last  Legislature  authorized  the  Board  of  Supervi- 
sors to  issue  $200,000  of  bonds,  from  the  sale  of  which  the  city 
realized  $188,250. 

The  Board  of  Supervisors  has  expended  most  of  this  fund  in 
the  erection  of  the  following  school  buildings : 

GREENWICH    STREET    PRIMARY    SCHOOL. 

A  large  and  pleasant  building  has  been  erected  for  this  school 
which  will  accommodate  720  Primary  pupils.  It  is  situated  on 
the  south  side  of  Greenwich  street,  on  a  fifty -vara  lot  in  the  mid- 
dle of  the  block  between  Taylor  and  Jones  streets.  The  build- 
ing has  a  frontage  of  51f  feet  and  a  depth  of  79  7-12  feet.  There 
is  a  wing  projecting  from  each  side,  13  feet  by  35  feet  in  depth, 
for  halls  of  entrance  and  teachers'  rooms.  It  is  three  stories 
high  and  has  a  large  basement  for  janitor's  and  storage  rooms, 
etc.  The  session  rooms  on  the  first  and  second  floors  are  33  feet 
by  24f  feet,  and  14  feet  in  height.  The  front  rooms  on  the  third 
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floor  are  33  by  24f  feet,  and  the  two  rear  rooms  are  43  by  24§ 
feet,  and  16  feet  in  height.  They  are  so  arranged  by  means  of 
sliding  doors  that  they  can  all  be  thrown  into  one  large  session 
room  for  purposes  of  general  exercises.  The  rooms  are  all  well 
arranged  for  light  and  ventilation,  and  are  cheerful  and  commo- 
dious. Fresh  air  is  admitted  through  ventilators  near  the  floors 
and  ceiling,  and  the  circulation  is  regulated  by  sliding  registers. 
The  halls  of  entrance  are  large  and  well  arranged  for  the  rapid 
and  safe  ingress  and  egress  of  little  children. 

The  improved  accommodations  for  this  district  have  already 
produced  a  favorable  influence  upon  the  character  and  progress 
of  this  school,  which  has  so  long  suffered  for  want  of  a  suitable 
building.  This  building  was  erected  by  Thomas  Noble  &  Co., 
under  the  supervision  of  Mr.  J.  P.  Gaynor,  architect.  The  con- 
tract price  was  $29,500. 

SOUTH    COSMOPOLITAN    GRAMMAR    SCHOOL. 

A  large  eighteen-class  edifice  has  been  erected  for  this  school, 
on  the  south  side  of  Eddy  street,  on  a  fifty-vara  lot  in  the  mid- 
dle of  the  block  between  Polk  street  and  Van  Ness  avenue.  The 
building  fronts  5 If  feet  on  Eddy  street,  and  has  a  depth  of 
79  7-12  feet.  It  has  a  wing  on  each  side  38  by  35  feet  for  teach- 
ers' and  recitation  rooms,  and  halls  of  entrance.  The  building 
is  three  stories  high,  and  has  a  large  basement  for  storage  rooms, 
etc. 

The  rooms  on  the  first  and  second  stories  are  33  by  24f  feet, 
and  are  14  feet  in  height.  Four  rooms  on  the  third  floor  are  33 
by  24f  feet,  and  two  are  43  by  24f  feet.  The  four  rooms  in  the 
main  part  of  the  building  are  so  arranged  by  means  of  sliding 
doors  that  they  can  be  thrown  into  one  large  hall  for  general  ex- 
ercises, exhibitions,  etc.  The  rooms  are  large,  cheerful  and  well 
ventilated.  The  building  will  seat  about  1,000  Grammar  and 
Primary  pupils,  which  will  afford  ample  accommodations  for  this 
growing  section  of  the  city.  This  building  was  erected  by  Col. 
M.  C.  Smith,  under  the  supervision  of  Mr.  J.  P.  Gaynor,  archi- 
tect. The  contract  price  was  $37,000. 
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MISSION    SCHOOL. 

The  old  Mission  School-House,  on  the  north  side  of  Mission 
street,  between  Fifteenth  and  Sixteenth  streets,  has  been  moved 
to  the  rear  portion  of  the  lot  and  thoroughly  repaired  for  the  use 
of  the  Primary  department.  A  new  building  has  been  erected 
fronting  on  Mission  street,  for  the  use  of  the  Grammar  depart- 
ment. It  is  a  twelve-class  building,  of  the  same  size  and  model 
as  the  Greenwich  Street  Primary  building. 

This  building,  with  the  eight  rooms  of  the  old  school-house, 
will  seat  about  1,200  Grammar  and  Primary  pupils.  It  was  esti- 
mated that  this  would  afford  ample  accommodations  for  this  se^- 
tion  of  the  city  for  several  years,  but  the  rapid  increase  of  the 
juvenile  population  in  this  vicinity  has  already  filled  nineteen  of 
the  twenty  rooms,  and  further  accommodation  will  be  required 
before  the  close  of  another  year.  This  building  was  also  erected 
by  Thomas  Noble  &  Co.,  under  the  supervision  of  Mr.  J.  P. 
Gaynor,  architect.  The  contract  price  was  $28,000. 

GEARY    STREET    SCHOOL. 

A  new  edifice  has  been  erected  on  a  portion  of  Hamilton 
Square,  fronting  on  Geary  street,  between  Pierce  and  Scott 
streets.  The  building  has  a  frontage  of  5  If  feet  and  a  depth  of 
79  7-12  feet.  A  wing  projects  from  each  side,  13  feet  by  35  feet 
in  depth,  for  halls  of  entrance  and  for  teachers'  rooms.  It  is 
three  stories  high  and  has  a  basement  for  storage  rooms,  etc. 

The  rooms  are  all  33  by  24§  feet,  except  the  two  rear  rooms  on 
the  third  floor,  which  are  43  by  24§  feet.  The  ceiling  of  the 
first  and  second  floors  are  14  feet  in  height,  and  on  the  third 
floor  they  are  16  feet.  The  rooms  of  the  upper  floor  are  so  ar- 
ranged by  sliding  doors  that  all  can  be  thrown  into  one  large 
hall  for  general  exercises,  exhibitions,  etc.  This  lot,  which  was 
dedicated  to  the  use  of  the  School  Department  by  the  Board  of 
Supervisors,  is  200  feet  on  Geary  street  by  137J  feet  in  depth. 
It  affords  ample  yard-room  for  recreation  for  the  boys  and  girls. 

The  building  has  twelve  class  rooms,  which  will  accommodate 
700  grammar  and  primary  pupils.  It  was  estimated  that  this 
building  would  afford  ample  accommodations  for  several  years 
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for  tliis  sparsely  settled  district,  but  the  rapid  increase  of  fami- 
lies in  this  beautiful  valley  of  the  Western  Addition  during  the 
year,  crowded  every  room  with  pupils  during  the  first  week  after 
the  opening  of  the  school.  This  building  was  also  erected  by 
Thos.  Noble  &  Co.,  under  the  supervision  of  J.  P.  Gaynor,  archi- 
tect. The  cost  of  the  building,  out-houses,  fences,  and  plank- 
ing the  yard  was  $26,500. 

RINCON    SCHOOL. 

In  order  to  provide  suitable  accommodations  for  the  large 
number  of  pupils  in  the  Bincon  district  attending  school  in 
rented  rooms  on  Silver  street,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  moved 
the  old  Bincon  building  to  the  western  portion  of  the  lot,  fac- 
ing on  Everett  street.  It  was  raised  one  story,  making  it  a 
twelve-class  building,  capable  of  seating  700  primary  pupils. 

A  new  edifice  has  also  been  erected  on  this  lot  fronting  on  Sil- 
ver street.  The  building  is  three  stories  high,  and  the  main  por- 
tion is  48  by  78  J  feet  in  size.  A  wing  for  halls  of  entrance  and 
teachers'  rooms  projects  from  each  side  of  the  building,  13  feet 
by  35  feet  in  depth.  The  rooms  are  also  22 j  by  33  feet  in  size, 
except  the  two  front  ones  on  the  third  floor,  which  are  22£  by  43 
'feet.  All  the  rooms  on  the  upper  floor  can  be  thrown,  by  the 
means  of  sliding  doors,  into  one  large  hall  for  exhibitions  and 
general  exercises. 

The  rooms  are  all  large  and  well  ventilated,  and  will  be  a  great 
improvement  upon  the  small  rooms  of  the  old  building  in  which 
the  young  ladies  have  been  crowded  so  many  years.  The  twenty- 
four  rooms  in  the  two  buildings  on  this  lot  will  comfortably  seat 
about  1,300  pupils,  which  will  hardly  accommodate  all  the  chil- 
dren in  this  vicinity.  This  new  building  was  erected  by  Messrs. 
McGowan  &  Butler,  under  the  supervision  of  Mr.  J.  P.  Gaynor, 
architect,  and  cost  $31,937.  The  expense  of  moving  the  old 
building  and  adding  another  story,  was  $3,990. 

LINCOLN    PRIMARY    SCHOOL. 

Under  the  provisions  of  an  Act  of  the  Legislature,  approved 
March  30th,  1874,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  leased  a  portion  of 
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the  Lincoln  School  lot,  fronting  275  feet  on  Market  street  by  100 
feet  in  depth,  on  which  the  Lincoln  Primary  School  was  located. 
This  compelled  the  Board  of  Education  to  secure  a  new  site  for 
this  school  in  the  southern  part  of  the  city.  A  pleasant  and 
central  location  was  finally  secured  on  Bryant,  near  Sixth  street. 
The  lot  has  a  frontage  of  90  feet  and  a  depth  of  275  feet. 

Upon  this  lot  the  Board  of  Education  has  erected  an  elegant 
twelve-class  edifice  similar  to  the  Eincon  Grammar  building.  It 
is  placed  on  the  rear  portion  of  the  lot,  so  as  to  leave  ample 
room  for  the  erection  of  a  large  Grammar  building  on  Bryant 
street,  which  will  soon  be  demanded  to  meet  the  wants  of  the 
rapidly  increasing  population  in  this  part  of  the  city.  The 
building  is  three  stories  high  and  will  comfortably  seat  720  Pri- 
mary pupils.  The  rooms  are  large,  sunny  and  pleasant,  and 
will  be  ample  for  the  present  wants  of  this  thickly  settled  dis- 
trict. The  building  was  erected  by  Mr.  Wm.  F.  Curtis,  under 
the  supervision  of  Mr.  E.  T.  Eaun,  the  architect  of  the  Board  of 
Education.  The  cost  of  erecting  the  building,  sheds,  fences,  and 
of  planking  the  yards,  was  $28,794.  The  purchase  price  of  the 
lot  was  $20,000. 

BOYS'    HIGH    SCHOOL. 

In  accordance  with  the  recommendation  in  my  last  report,  the 
Board  of  Education  has  erected  a  plain  but  substantial  and  com- 
modious edifice  on  a  fifty-vara  lot,  on  the  north  side  of  Sutter 
street,  in  the  middle  of  the  block  between  Gough  and  Octavia. 

The  location  is  central,  and  the  view  is  one  of  the  most  pleas- 
ant and  picturesque  in  the  city.  The  building  is  three  stories 
high  and  will  afford  spacious  accommodations  for  the  school  for 
several  years.  The  main  building  has  a  frontage  of  51  7-12  feet, 
and  a  depth  of  79  1-12  feet.  A  wing  for  halls  of  entrance  and 
teachers'  rooms  projects  from  each  side  12  9-12  feet  by  39  7-12 
feet  in  depth.  The  session  rooms  are  all  24  7-12  by  33  feet. 
All  the  session  rooms  of  the  third  story  can  be  thrown  by 
means  of  sliding  doors  into  one  large  hall,  for  general  exer- 
cises, etc. 

This  building  was  erected  by  Mr.  Cornelius  Collins,  under  the 
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supervision  of  Mr.  E.  T.  Raun,  architect.  The  contract  price 
for  erecting  the  building,  grading  the  lot,  fencing  and  planking 
the  yard,  was  $37,400. 

SPRING    VALLEY    GRAMMAR    SCHOOL. 

Owing  to  the  crowded  condition  of  this  school,  the  Board  of 
Education  has  raised  the  old  building  on  Broadway  and  added 
another  story,  so  as  to  give  four  more  rooms  to  accommodate  the 
large  number  of  pupils  in  rented  buildings.  This  improvement 
will  hardly  accommodate  the  pupils  now  in  attendance.  Anoth- 
er building  will  soon  be  required  to  accommodate  the  large  in- 
crease of  the  juvenile  population  in  this  district.  The  cost  of 
raising  the  building,  grading  the  yard  and  erecting  the  bulkhead, 
was  $11,525. 

NEW    PRIMARY    SCHOOL    ON    JACKSON    STREET. 

At  the  opening  of  the  public  schools  in  July,  the  pupils  of  the 
Pine  Street  School  were  transferred  to  the  new  building  on 
Geary  street.  This  enabled  the  Board  of  Education  to  remove 
the  old  building  on  Pine  street  to  the  fifty-vara  lot  on  the  north 
side  of  Jackson  street,  between  Webster  and  Fillmore  streets. 
The  building  has  been  refitted  for  a  Primary  School,  to  accom- 
modate the  little  children  of  the  seventh  and  eighth  grades,  who 
are  too  young  to  walk  over  the  sand-hills  to  the  Spring  Valley, 
or  the  Geary  Street  schools. 

NOE    AND    TEMPLE    STREET    SCHOOL. 

During  the  year  the  Board  has  completed  the  new  building  on 
the  corner  of  Noe  and  Temple  streets.  It  is  a  plain  but  sub- 
stantial one-story  building,  with  four  pleasant  and  capacious 
rooms  capable  of  accommodating  240  Primary  pupils.  The 
building  was  constructed  on  the  same  plan  as  the  Greenwich 
Street  and  Mission  Primary  Schools,  so  that  it  can  be  easily 
raised  to  add  two  more  stories  as  soon  as  the  increasing  popula- 
tion of  this  portion  of  the  city  shall  demand  more  room. 

The  school  was  opened  in  this  building  on  the  llth  of  Feb- 
ruary, 1875.  There  are  now  three  classes,  with  one  hundred  and 
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twelve  pupils  in  attendance.  The  building  was  erected  by  Mr. 
W.  E.  Boone,  under  the  supervision  of  Mr.  E.  T.  Raun,  archi- 
tect. The  entire  cost  of  constructing  the  building,  out-houses, 
and  fences  was  $7,297.50. 

NEW   BUILDING   FOE    THE    MODEL    SCHOOL. 

The  Board  of  Education  has  resolved  to  erect  a  new  seventeen 
class  building,  on  the  south  side  of  Geary  street,  between  Jones 
and  Leavenworth  streets,  on  the  lot  lately  purchased  by  the 
Board  of  Supervisors,  for  the  accommodation  of  the  large  num- 
ber of  pupils  of  the  Model  School  now  attending  school  in 
crowded  and  dismal  rooms  in  the  basements  of  the  synagogues 
on  Mason  and  Taylor  streets.  This  lot  has  a  frontage  of  11  \ 
feet  by  137J  feet  in  depth,  and  cost  the  city  $21,000.  When  the 
building  shall  be  completed  it  will  furnish  ample  accommoda- 
tions for  this  thickly  settled  portion  of  the  city. 

SAN    BEUNO    SCHOOL. 

In  order  to  accommodate  the  large  number  of  pupils  attend- 
ing the  San  Bruno  School  in  rented  rooms,  the  Board  of  Educa- 
tion has  resolved  to  erect  a  twelve  class  building  on  Columbia 
street,  between  Twenty-fifth  and  Twenty-sixth  streets.  This 
building  is  an  exact  model  of  the  Bryant  Street  Primary,  and 
when  completed  will  seat  720  pupils,  which  will  be  ample  to 
accommodate  the  present  wants  of  this  rapidly  increasing  por- 
tion of  the  city. 

NEW  SCHOOL  ON  SIXTEENTH  STREET,  NEAR  SANCHEZ  STREET. 

The  Board  of  Supervisors  has  resolved  to  expend  the  balance 
of  the  school  building  fund  under  its  control,  amounting  to 
$6,241,  in  the  erection  of  a  four  class  school  house  on  the  lot 
belonging  to  the  School  Department,  on  Sixteenth  street,  be- 
tween Sanchez  and  Noe  streets,  to  accommodate  the  large  num- 
ber of  families  settling  in  the  beautiful  valley  at  the  foot  of  the 
Mission  hills,  back  of  the  old  Mission  church. 
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NEW    SCHOOL    HOUSES. 

During  the  term  of  the  present  Board  of  Education  one  hun- 
dred and  twelve  additional  class  rooms  have  been  provided, 
capable  of  accommodating  six  thousand  seven  hundred  grammar 
and  primary  pupils. 

Five  school  buildings,  the  Greenwich  Street  Primary,  the 
Geary  Street  Primary,  the  Mission  Primary,  the  Bincon  Gram- 
mar, and  South  Cosmopolitan  School  on  Eddy  street,  have  been 
erected  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  with  funds  raised  from  the 
lease  of  a  portion  of  the  Lincoln  School  lot.  These  buildings 
will  seat  about  4,050  grammar  and  primary  pupils,  and  have  cost 
the  city  $156,427. 

The  Board  of  Education  also  constructed  three  new  buildings 
and  enlarged  those  already  erected  by  the  Department,  so  as  to 
furnish  44  additional  rooms,  which  will  accommodate  2,640  Pri- 
mary pupils.  They  have  cost,  including  the  purchase  of  the  lot 
for  the  Bryant  Street  Primary,  about  $101,719. 

Notwithstanding  the  large  increase  in  the  attendance  of  our 
public  schools  during  the  last  two  years,  the  Board  of  Education 
has,  by  wise  and  economical  management,  been  enabled  to  defray 
this  extra  expense  from  the  income  for  current  expenses,  and  to 
leave  a  large  balance  with  which  to  erect  the  San  Bruno  and 
Model  School  buildings. 

WOODEN   BUILDINGS. 

It  is  the  policy  of  the  city  to  erect  wooden  buildings  for  the 
use  of  the  public  schools.  They  are  cheaper  and  much  more 
pleasant  and  healthy  than  brick  ones.  They  are  generally  lo- 
cated in  the  center. of  large  lots,  which  renders  them  as  free  from 
fire  as  if  they  were  constructed  of  brick  or  stone.  There  is  also 
less  fear  of  panics  from  earthquakes  in  wooden  buildings  than 
there  is  in  brick  and  stone  ones,  which  is  an  important  consid- 
eration in  San  Francisco,  where  these  convulsions  of  nature  are 
so  frequent.  The  danger  from  this  source  alone  should  prevent 
the  city  from  erecting  brick  buildings  for  the  use  of  the  School 
Department.

To  the  Honorable  the  Board  of  Supervisors 

of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  : 

GENTLEMEN — I  herewith  submit  the  following  report  of  surveys 
made  and  certificates  of  street  work  issued  by  this  office  for  the 
fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1875: 

Number  of  surveys 1,000 

Number  of  certificates 394 

As  the  Legislature  will  meet  in  a  few  months,  and  as  my  atten- 
tion has  been  called  more  closely  than  ever  (if  it  could  be)  to 
the  necessity  of  a  proper  system  of  sewerage  for  this  city,  by 
having  in  charge  the  construction  of  the  large  sewer  in  Channel 
street,  I  would  respectfully  and  urgently  call  your  attention  to 
that  matter,  so  that  power,  with  proper  restrictions,  could  be 
obtained  from  the  Legislature  to  allow  this  city  to  prepare  and 
adopt  a  system  of  sewerage,  not  only  for  the  streets,  but  also 
for  house  sewerage  and  a  proper  ventilation  of  the  same. 

I  have  for  ^ears  advocated  before  the  Legislature  the  creation 
of  a  Board  of  Engineers,  who  should  prepare  a  proper  system 
of  sewerage,  laying  down  on  their  maps  the  size  of  each  and 
every  sewer,  which  size  should  be  determined  by  the  water-shed, 
the  inclination  of  the  sewer,  and  the  amount  of  house  sewerage; 
also  a  system  of  ventilation — for  it  has  been  found  in  cities  in 
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Europe  where  complete  systems  of  sewerage  have  been  estab- 
lished, and  the  ventilation  neglected,  that  malignant  fevers  fol- 
lowed, which  upon  close  examination  by  commissions  appointed 
for  that  purpose,  were  found  to  be  caused  by  the  want  of  proper 
ventilation;  that  being  provided  for,  the  fevers  ceased,  and  those 
places  are  now  among  the  healthiest  in  Europe. 

I  do  not  propose  to  enter  into  details  of  any  particular  plan  at 
present,  but  I  do  know  that  all  the  property  east  of  Montgomery 
street  can  have  deeper  and  dryer  cellars,  and  better  sewerage 
than  they  now  have — thereby  increasing  the  value  of  the  property 
greatly  without  raising  the  buildings,  and  that  good  sewerage 
can  be  given  to  the  property  south  of  Market  street  without  that 
excessive  fill,  so  advocated  by  many. 

Having  watched  the  difficulties  of  the  sewerage  of  the  city  for 
the  past  twenty-two  years,  I  have  sought  for  their  solution  the 
experience  and  practice  not  only  of  the  cities  in  the  East,  but  of 
several  in  Europe,  and  have  now  in  my  library  the  result,  showing 
by  reports  that  places  with  greater  sewerage  difficulties  than 
San  Francisco  have  been  successfully  combatted,  and  if  so,  then 
why  not  here  ?

The  importance  of  securing  an  abundant  supply  of  pure  fresh  water  for 
the  use  of  the  inhabitants  of  this  city  and  county,  has  been  a  subject  that  has 
engaged  the  attention  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  during  the  last  six  or  seven 
years,  it  being  the  prevailing  opinion  that  the  city  should  acquire  and  own 
the  water-works,  and  such  supplies  of  water  as  would  meet  the  present  and 
future  wants  for  the  next  fifty  years,  not  alone  for  all  classes  of  our  popula- 
tion, but  for  cleansing  our  sewers,  watering  streets,  and  for  fire  extinguishing 
purposes. 

It  may  be  a  matter  of  surprise  that  so  important  a  want,  so  great  a  necessity 
as  a  bountiful  cheap  supply  of  pure  fresh  water,  should  not  have  demanded 
and  secured  that  attention  and  legislation  necessary  to  have  enabled  the  city 
and  county  to  have  acquired  and  had  water-works  in  operation  prior  to  this 
time,  and  before  speculators  had  operated  and  acquired  a  title  to  the  many 
available  sources  of  supply. 

In  the  year  1871  a  Special  Committee  of  the  Board,  consisting  of  Super- 
visors A.  B.  Forbes,  Stewart  Menzies,  and  Alex.  Badlam,  Jr.,  was  appointed 
to  examine  and  report  upon  the  various  available  sources  of  water  supplies, 
and  after  an  examination  and  consideration  of  these,  and  of  various  proposi- 
tions that  had  been  submitted  to  the  Board  by  private  parties  to  bring  from 
distant  points  supplies  of  water,  and  after  consultations  with  B.  S.  Alexander, 
Lieutenant-Colonel  of  Engineers,  Brevet  Brigadier-General  U.  S.  A.,  and 
Professor  Geo.  Davidson,  Superintendent  of  the  U.  S.  Coast  Survey,  as  to 
the  water  supply  of  the  peninsula  of  San  Francisco,  presented  a  report  on 
December  llth,  of  that  year,  of  which  the  following  is  the  summary  and 
recommendations  made: 

"Your  Committee  are  of  opinion:  That  there  is  an  abundant  supply  of 
good  fresh  water  on  this  peninsula,  available  at  sufficient  elevation  and  within 
a  reasonable  distance  from  this  city,  to  meet  all  the  wants  of  any  population 
San  Francisco  will  probably  have  within  the  next  fifty  years;  and,  therefore, 
it  is  unecessary  to  look  for  a  supply  to  distant  sources,  entailing  a  large  out- 
lay, with  serious  difficulties  to  overcome,  and  liable  to  frequent  accidental 
interruptions. 

"  That  the  cost  of  works  to  introduce  the  water  supply  from  this  peninsula 
will  not  be  excessive,  but  in  the  absence  of  any  special  survey  for  this  pur- 
pose, only  an  approximate  estimate  of  such  cost  can  now  be  reached;  a 
detailed  survey  of  route  should  be  made,  including  the  necessary  examina- 
tion of  sites  for  reservoirs;  the  flow  of  water  from  the  various  streams  gauged; 
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plans  and  specifications  of  the  works  prepared,  and  cost  of  the  right  of  way 
and  lands  required  for  reservoirs  ascertained. 

"That  as  an  increase  of  population  in  future  years  may  demand,  the  line 
of  works  can  then  be  extended  to  utilize  the  supply  from  more  distant  streams 
on  the  peninsula,  so  that  the  present  generation  will  not  be  taxed  to  provide 
water  supply  for  the  next. 

' '  That  the  city  should  own  the  water- works,  and  have  control  of  the  whole 
water  supply. 

"  That  no  time  should  be  lost  by  the  city  in  taking  favorable  action  on  this 
important  question  of  public  interest. 

"  That  we  recommend  the  city  make  application  to  the  State  Legislature, 
now  in  session,  to  secure  the  proper  legislation,  giving  authority  (to  the  city) 
to  provide  funds  to  carry  out  these  measures,  which,  we  believe,  are  of  vital 
importance  to  the  health  and  comfort  of  the  people,  and  necessary  to  the 
actual  existence  of  the  city  itself." 

Subsequently  said  Committee  introduced  a  bill  for  presentation  to  the  Leg- 
islature, for  the  approval  of  the  Board,  providing  for  the  establishment  of  a 
system  of  water-works,  which  was  passed  for  printing  on  December  18th,  but 
in  consequence  of  a  difference  of  opinion  as  to  the  sources  from  whence  water 
should  be  taken,  the  bill  was  not  finally  passed  and  approved. 

No  further  steps  were  taken  in  the  matter  until  the  organization  of  the 
present  Board,  when  the  Special  Committee  on  Amendments  to  the  City 
Charter,  consisting  of  Supervisors  Jas.  B.  Roberts,  Stewart  Menzies,  and  M. 
Lynch,  prepared  and  presented  for  the  consideration  of  the  Board,  on  January 
19,  1874,  a  bill  to  authorize  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  to  provide 
and  maintain  public  water-works,  etc.,  and  on  their  recommendation  due 
publicity  was  given  by  publication  of  the  same. 

At  the  same  meeting,  on  motion  of  Supervisor  Scott,  Resolution  No.  4,787 
was  adopted,  reciting  that  there  was  a  growing  necessity  and  anxiety  in  the 
community  looking  to  an  adequate  supply  of  water  for  future  necessities,  and 
that  the  city  should  own  and  control  water-works,  and  providing  for  the 
appointment  of  a  committee  of  five  members  to  examine  into  the  subject  and 
report  to  the  Board.  On  February  2,  1874,  the  Mayor  appointed  Supervisors 
Deering,  Lynch,  Scott,  Macdonald,  and  Ebbets,  as  a  Special  Committee  011 
Water  Supply,  and  on  that  date  the  committee,  by  Supervisor  Deering,  reported 
back  the  bill  introduced  on  January  19th,  with  amendments,  which  was  passed 
to  print,  and  on  the  9th  of  February  the  bill  was,  on  the  recommendation  of 
the  committee,  finally  passed  with  Resolution  No.  4,837,  which  requested  our 
delegation  to  procure  its  passage  by  the  Legislature. 

The  bill,  as  prepared  by  the  Board,  was  amended  in  several  particulars 
and  passed  by  the  Legislature,  receiving  the  approval  of  the  Governor  on 
the  30th  day  of  March,  1874.  The  following  is  the  Act  referred  to. 
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AN    ACT 

TO  AUTHORIZE  THE  CITY  AND  COUNTY  OF  SAN  FRANCISCO  TO  PROVIDE  AND 
MAINTAIN  PUBLIC  WATER-WORKS  FOR  SAID  CITY  AND  COUNTY,  AND  TO 
CONDEMN  AND  PURCHASE  PRIVATE  PROPERTY  FOR  THAT  PURPOSE. 

[Approved  March  30,  1874.] 

The  People  of  the  State  of  California,  represented  in  Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 

-  SECTION  1.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  are  hereby 
authorized  and  empowered  to  take  all  necessary  steps  to  provide  and  supply  said  city  and 
county,  and  the  inhabitants  thereof,  and  manufacturing  establishments  therein,  with  a 
sufficient  and  abundant  supply  of  pure,  fresh  water,  at  the  lowest  possible  rates,  and  to 
secure  an  abundant  supply  for  their  future  wants  ;  and  to  that  end,  and  for  that  purpose, 
they  are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  construct,  appropriate,  and  acquire,  or  to 
purchase  and  hold  the  necessary  real  estate,  water-works,  reservoirs,  distributing  mains, 
pipes,  flumes,  ditches,  water  and  water  rights,  creeks,  ponds,  springs,  and  sources  of  supply 
pertaining  thereto,  in  this  State  ;  and  to  contract  with  any  person  or  persons,  corporation  or 
corporations,  to  construct  and  put  in  operation  the  necessary  machinery,  water-works,  reser- 
voirs, aqueducts,  ditches,  and  flumes,  and  to  lay  down  distributing  mains  and  pipes  through 
the  streets  of  said  city  and  county,  for  supplying  the  same,  for  the  above  and  all  other 
useful  purposes,  and  to  do  and  perform  all  such  acts  and  make  and  enter  into  all  such 
agreements  and  contracts  as  may  be  necessary  and  proper  to  carry  the  objects  and  purposes 
of  this  Act  into  operation  and  effect.  Nothing  in  this  Act  contained  shall  authorize  the 
appropriation  or  condemnation  of  any  water  or  water  rights  in  the  counties  of  Santa  Clara, 
Tulare,  or  Kern,  nor  shall  anything  in  this  Act  contained  be  so  construed  as  to  authorize 
the  condemnation  of  water  already  appropriated  for  mining  purposes  and  necessary 
therefor. 

SEC.  2.  Should  said  Board  of  Supervisors,  after  a  careful  examination,  determine  that  it 
is  expedient  and  proper,  and  for  the  interest  of  said  city  and  county,  and  its  inhabitants,  to 
acquire  for  said  city  and  county  the  water-works,  reservoirs,  pipes,  flumes,  ditches,  distrib- 
uting mains,  water,  water  rights,  and  real  estate,  owned  by  the  corporation  known  as  the 
"  Spring  Valley  Water- Works,"  or  by  any  other  corporation  or  person  in  this  State,  or  the 
water  of  Laguna  de  la  Merced,  and  the  real  estate  connected  therewith,  with  all  the  water 
rights,  creeks,  springs,  and  sources  of  supply  pertaining  thereto,  or  any  or  either,  or  any 
part  of  any  or  either  of  them,  or  any  running  streams,  or  other  sources  of  supply  of  fresh 
water  that  can  be  made  available  for  the  use  of  said  city  and  county,  whether  the  same  is 
owned  or  claimel  by  any  person  or  persons,  firm,  company,  corporation  or  corporations ; 
then  and  in  that  case,  said  Board  of  Supervisors  are  authorized  and  empowered  to  purchase 
the  same,  or  so  much,  and  such  parts  and  parcels  thereof,  as  they  shall  deem  advisable  and 
necessary,  at.and  for  such  price  or  prices  as  may  be  agreed  upon  between  said  city  and 
county,  represented  by  a  committee  consisting  of  the  Mayor,  Auditor,  and  City  and  County 
Attorney,  acting  on  its  behalf,  and  the  owner  or  owners,  respectively,  of  the  real  estate, 
water,  and  property  so  sought  to  be  acquired ;  but  before  any  contract  to  purchase  shall  be 
entered  into  by  said  Board,  or  by  the  committee  herein  named  on  behalf  of  the  city  and 
county  to  negotiate  a  purchase,  or  before  they  shall  proceed  in  that  behalf,  either  to  purchase 
any  water-works  or  source  of  water  supply,  or  to  contract  for  or  with  any  person  or  corpora- 
tion for  a  supply  of  water  for  said  city  and  county,  or  to  construct  any  works  for  the  purpose 
of  supplying  said  city  and  county  with  water  from  any  source  whatever,  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  said  Board  of  Supervisors  to  appoint  a  competent  civil  engineer,  have  made  the 
survey  hereinafter  required  and  have  on  file  in  their  office  his  report,  showing  all  such  mat- 
ters and  things  as  are  hereinafter  mentioned  as  necessary  to  be  shown.  It  shall  be  the  duty 
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of  said  engineer,  under  the  direction  of  said  Board  of  Supervisors,  as  soon  as  practicable 
after  his  appointment,  to  make  full  and  accurate  examinations  and  surveys  of  all  real  estate, 
water-works,  reservoirs,  distributing  mains,  pipes,  ditches,  flumes,  water  and  water  rights, 
creeks,  ponds,  springs,  and  sources  of  supply  of  water  which  it  is  contemplated  to  purchase, 
and  prepare  and  file  with  his  report  accurate  maps  of  the  same.  As  soon  as  he  has  completed 
his  examinations,  surveys,  and  maps,  he  shall  make  a  full  and  complete  report  in  writing  to 
said  Board,  of  the  result  of  his  labor,  which  must  show  substantially  the  following 
matters  : 

First.    A  particular  description  of  each  piece  or  parcel  of  real  estate  proposed  to  be  pur- 
chased and  directed  to  be  surveyed. 

Second.    The  alleged  amount  of  daily  supply  of  water  and  the  estimate  of  daily  supply 
made  by  said  engineer. 

lldrd.    The  source  or  sources  of  water  supply  and  a  particular  description  of  the  water 
rights  appertaining  thereto. 

Fourth.    The  size  and  capacity  of  all  reservoirs. 

Fifth.    The  length,  size,  and  condition  of  all  flumes,  tunnels,  pipes,  mains,  and  distribu- 
ting pipes. 

Sixth.    An,  estimate,  in  detail,  of  the  cost  and  present  value  of  all  said  property. 
.     Seventh.    An  estimate,  in  detail  (as  near  as  may  be),  of  operating  said  works  and  main- 
taining them. 

Eighth.    A  statement  of  such  other  matters  as  said  Board  of  Supervisors  may  direct,  or 
said  engineer  may  deem  proper  to  present  to  the  public  concerning  the  matter. 

The  salary  of  said  engineer,  and  the  compensation  of  his  assistants,  and  all  other  incidental 
expenses  necessarily  connected  with  the  proceedings,  shall  be  fixed,  allowed,  and  ordered 
paid  by  said  Board  of  Supervisors,  and  the  same  shall  be  audited,  allowed,  and  paid  out  of 
the  general  fund  of  said  city  and  county.  After  the  report  of  said  engineer  has  been  filed 
with  said  Board  of  Supervisors,  they  shall  carefully  examine  and  consider  the  same,  and 
if,  after  a  thorough  examination  thereof,  they  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  property  described 
therein,  or  any  part  of  the  same,  should  be  purchased  and  owned  by  said  city  and  county, 
they  shall  pass  a  resolution  to  that  effect,  designating  generally  therein  the  property  designed 
to  be  purchased,  which  resolution  must  be  approved  by  th<^  Mayor  before  it  takes  effect. 
Thereafter  the  committee  representing  the  said  city  and  county  as  herein  named,  shall  pro- 
ceed to  view  and  carefully  examine  each  piece  or  parcel  of  real  estate,  all  water- works,  res- 
ervoirs, flumes,  ditches,  and  sources  of  water  supply,  and  all  other  property  contemplated 
by  said  resolution  to  be  purchased,  and  after  having  made  such  personal  examination  they 
shall  prepare  and  report,  in  writing,  to  said  Board,  the  result  of  said  examination  and  their 
conclusions  thereon,  based  upon  their  own  observations  and  the  surveys  and  estimates  of 
said  engineer,  giving  in  the  same  manner  as  said  engineer,  a  full  and  detailed  estimate  of 
said  property,  and  the  price  at  which  it  can  be  purchased.  Whenever  the  said  last  men- 
tioned report  has  been  made  and  filed,  or  whenever  the  award  of  commissioners  shall  be 
made  and  filed,  said  Board  of  Supervisors  shall  immediately  cause  the  material  parts  thereof 
(except  maps  and  surveys)  to  be  published  in  three  daily  newspapers  published  in  said 
city  and  county  for  the  period,  of  thirty  days.  On  a  careful  examination  of  said  report, 
should  it  meet  the  approval  of  said  Board,  and  they  deem  it  for  the  interest  of  said 
city  and  county  to  purchase  the  property  described  therein,  at  the  price  named  in 
said  report,  they  shall  submit  it  to  the  qualified  electors  of  said  city  and  county,  at  the  next 
general  election  to  be  held  thereafter ;  but  should  said  committee  be  unable  to  agree,  with 
the  owner  or  owners  of  any  property  sought  to  be  acquired,  on  a  price  to  be  paid  therefor, 
then  the  price  or  prices  to  be  paid  therefor  shall  be  ascertained  and  awarded  as  hereinafter 
provided ;  but  in  case  said  committee  unanimously  agree  with  such  owners  on  such  price, 
said  city  and  county  shall  not  be  bound  thereby  until  after  their  award  and  appraisement 
shall  have  been  submitted  to  a  vote  of  the  qualified  electors  of  said  city  and  county  as  herein 
provided,  and  shall  have  received  a  majority  of  said  votes  at  said  election. 

SEC.  3.    In  order  to  procure  the  condemnation  and  appropriation  of  the  real  estate  refer- 
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red  to  in  the  preceding  section,  or  any  part  or  portion  thereof,  and  such  other  real  estate  and 
water  rights  as  may  be  deemed,  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  said  city  and  county,  neces- 
sary for  an  additional  supply  of  pure,  ;resh  water;  and,  in  order  further  to  ascertain  the 
true  value  of  such  real  estate,  water  works,  and  appurtenances,  the  Mayor,  Auditor  and  City 
and  County  Attorney  of  said  city  and  county  are  hereby  appointed  to  represent  said  city  and 
county  as  of  the  one  part,  and  the  owner  or  owners  of  the  real  estate  and  water  rights  thus 
sought  to  be  condemned  and  appropriated  to  public  use,  of  the  other  part,  shall  each  have 
the  right  to  appoint  three  citizens  of  this  State,  who  shall  be  entirely  disinterested  and  un- 
connected with  any  one  who  may  be  interested  in  the  subject  matter,  and  those  appointed 
to  represent  said  city  and  county  shall  also  be  residents  and  freeholders  of  said  city  and 
county,  and  the  court  of  the  Twelfth  Judicial  District  in  and  for  said  city  and  county,  upon 
the  application  and  petition  of  the  Mayor,  Auditor  or  City  and  County  Attorney,  on  behalf 
of  said  city  and  county,  or  of  any  of  the  parties  interested  in  such  lands  or  water  sought  to 
be  acquired,  shall  appoint  the  seventh  Commissioner,  of  like  qualifications,  and  who  shall 
be  a  resident  and  freeholder  in  said  city  and  county,  and  said  Commissioners,  so  appointed, 
shall  severally  take  and  subscribe  an  oath  that  he  will  perform  the  duties  of  such  Commis- 
sioner without  fear,  favor,  or  partiality,  and  to  the  best  of  his  ability  ;  he  will  endeavor  to 
ascertain  and  report  the  true  value  of  each  and  every  piece  and  parcel  of  property  and  right 
of  property,  sought  to  be  appropriated  by  these  proceedings  to  the  public  use,  and  that  he 
will  do  equal  and  exact  justice  to  the  whole  subject  matter  committed  to  him. 

SEC.  4.  Should  the  owner  or  owners  of  any  property  sought  to  be  condemned  and  appro- 
priated to  public  use,  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  neglect  or  refuse,  for  the  period  of 
thirty  days,  to  appoint  Commissioners  on  their  behalf,  as  hereinbefore  provided,  after  hav- 
ing been  requested,  in  writing,  by  said  committee  representing  the  city  and  county  so  to  do: 
then  and  in  that  case,  the  Commissioners  appointed  by  said  city  and  county  shall  proceed 
and  make  the  appraisement  of  the  property,  and  report  as  in  other  cases.  In  case  of  a  va- 
cancy or  vacancies  in  the  office  of  any  of  said  Commissioners  by  death,  resignation  or  other- 
wise, the  same  shall  be  filled  in  like  manner  as  in  the  former  instance. 

SEC.  5.  That  the  said  Commissioners  shall,  immediately  after  their  appointment  and 
qualification,  as  aforesaid,  proceed  to  view  and  examine  each  and  every  parcel  of  property, 
real,  personal,  and  mixed,  sought  to  be  condemned  and  appropriated  by  the  proceedings  by 
which  they  are  appointed,  and  after  viewing  and  examining  the  same,  they  shall  appoint  a 
time  and  place,  in  said  city  and  county,  when  and  where  they  shall  hear  the  evidence,  and 
take  the  proofs  of  all  parties  and  persons  interested,  as  to  the  ownership  and  value  of  said 
property.  They  shall  publish,  in  three  daily  newspapers  in  said  city  and  county,  notice  of 
the  time  and  place  of  such  meeting,  with  a  brief  description  of  the  property  sought  to  be 
acquired,  for  ten  days  prior  to  the  same  ;  and,  after  the  publication  as  aforesaid,  said  Com- 
missioners shall  have  jurisdiction  to  hear  and  determine,  as  hereinafter  provided.  The 
Commissioners  may  then  commence  to  take  evidence  and  proofs,  and  may  continue  the  same 
from  day  to  day,  until  each  and  every  party  to  said  proceedings  have  had  an  opportunity  of 
producing  such  testimony  as  the  parties  in  interest  may  deem  necessary  to  establish  the 
value  of  said  property  ;  and  said  Commissioners  are  empowered  to  employ  counsel  to  aid 
them  in  conducting  the  proceedings,  and  also  to  employ  a  short-hand  reporter  to  take  the 
testimony  in  short-hand,  and  transcribe  the  same  into  long-hand.  The  Commissioners  are 
hereby  authorized  to  administer  oaths  to  each  and  every  witness  brought  before  them,  and 
to  issue  subpoenas  for  witnesses;  and  any  person,  on  being  subprened  to  attend  before  them 
as  a  witness,  and  failing  so  to  do,  may  be  punished  by  said  court  for  contempt.  Said  Com- 
missioners shall,  within  six  months  subsequent  to  their  appointment  and  qualification,  file 
with  the  County  Clerk  of  said  city  and  county,  their  report,  which  shall  contain  a  descrip- 
tion of  all  the  real  estate,  property,  water,  water-works,  and  all  appurtenances  sought  to  be 
appropriated  to  public  use  by  such  proceedings  ;  and  also  the  amount  that,  in  the  judgment 
of  the  Commissioners,  should  be  paid  by  said  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco  to  the  owner, 
or  several  owners,  of  the  said  property,  as  their  just  compensation  therefor.  The  report 
shall  also  name  the  owner  and  owners  of  the  property  described  in  the  report,  together  with 
a  statement  of  the  interest  of  each  therein,  so  far  as  the  same  can  be  ascertained  from  the 
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Recorder's  office  of  the  county  in  which  the  property  shall  be  situated  ;  and  if  there  is  any 
lien  or  mortgage  upon  any  of  the  said  property,  the  amount  of  the  same,  and  to  whom 
payable. 

SEC.  6.  The  report  shall  be  agreed  and  subscribed  to  by  at  least  five  members  of  the  seven 
comprising  said  Commission.  Not  less  than  two  of  such  five  shall  be  of  those  appointed  on 
behalf  of  the  city  and  county,  except  when  said  Commission  consists  of  three  members  as 
hereinbefore  provided,  and  in  that  case  it  shall  be  agreed  and  subscribed  to  by  a  majority  of 
them.  They  shall  transmit  with  their  report  a  copy  of  all  the  evidence  and  proofs  taken  by 
them  in  the  course  of  the  discharge  of  their  duties  as  Commissioners,  and  file  the  same  with 
said  County  Clerk.  Upon  the  filing  of  the  report  the  Clerk  of  said  County  shall  cause  a  notice 
of  the  filing  of  the  same  to  be  published  for  ten  days,  daily,  in  three  daily  newspapers  pub- 
lished in  said  city  and  county  ;  and  within  twenty  days  after  the  first  publication  of  such 
notice,  any  party  or  parties  interested,  or  any  tax-payer  of  the  said  city  and  county,  may  file 
his  or  their  objections,  in  writing,  against  the  confirmation  of  the  report  of  said  Commis- 
sioners ;  and  if,  at  the  expiration  of  said  twenty  dayd,  no  objections  are  filed,  the  Judge  of 
the  Twelfth  District  Court  shall,  in  his  discretion,  make  and  enter  an  order  confirming  said 
report ;  but  if  such  objections  are  filed,  the  said  District  Court  shall  appoint  a  day  for  the 
hearing  of  the  same^  and  upon  the  day  designated,  or  other  day  or  days  to  which  the  hearing 
of  the  same  may  be  adjourned,  the  said  court  shall  proceed  to  hear  the  allegations  and 
proofs  of  the  respective  parties,  and  may  confirm,  reject  or  modify  the  report  of  said  Com- 
missioners, in  whole  or  in  part,  as  to  all  the  property  sought  to  be  condemned,  or  as  to  any 
part  thereof,  or  refer  the  same  back,  in  whole  or  in  part,  to  the  said  Commissioners,  for  fur- 
ther action,  who  shall  report  upon  the  matters  which  said  Commissioners  are  required  to 
report  upon,  in  pursuance  of  instructions  to  be  given  by  said  court ;  and  the  report  of  five 
of  said  Commissioners  as  hereinbefore  provided  in  one  case,  and  a  majority  of  the  three  in 
the  other  as  to  the  lands,  waters,  water-rights  and  right  of  way  sought  to  be  condemned  and 
as  to  the  price  to  be  paid  therefor  when  the  same  is  confirmed  by  said  District  Court,  shall 
be  final  and  conclusive,  and  binding  upon  said  city  and  county,  and  the  owners  of  the  prop- 
erty (unless  set  aside  for  actual  fraud) ;  provided,  that  the  said  report  and  appraisement 
shall  be  stibrnitted  to  a  vote  of  the  qualified  electors  of  the  said  city  and  county,  at  the  next 
general  election  to  be  held  thereafter.  At  said  election  the  question  to  be  voted  for  shall  be : 
"  Shall  said  report  and  appraisement  be  adopted?  "  and  if  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast  are  in 
favor  of  said  report  and  appraisement,  then  the  said  city  and  county  shall  take  and  pay  for 
said  property,  as  by  said  award  and  report  determined.  But  in  case  a  majority  of  said  votes 
are  against  said  report,  appraisement,  and  award,  then  said  city  and  county  shall  pay  all  the 
expenses  of  said  Commission  approved  and  allowed  in  the  premises  ;  and  the  city  shall  not 
take  or  pay  for  such  pi-operty,  and  from  thenceforth  said  Commission  shall  be  terminated 
and  discharged,  and  said  city  and  county  be  relieved  from  all  further  obligation  or  liability 
in  the  matter  or  proceeding.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  shall  make  all  necessary  provision 
and  regulation  for  the  election  herein  provided,  which  shall  be  conducted  and  governed  by 
the  General  Election  Laws  of  this  State,  so  far  as  the  same  are  applicable  thereto. 

SEC.  7.  In  the  order  of  the  said  court,  confirming  the  report  of  said  Commissioners,  the 
said  court  shall,  so  far  as  practicable,  order  and  decree  to  whom  the  compensation  awarded 
for  any  piece  or  parcel  of  the  real  estate,  water  and  water-rights  described  in  the  report, 
shall  be  paid  ;  and  when  the  same  is  directed  to  be  paid  to  more  than  one  person,  the  said 
order  shall  state  the  amount  to  which  each  is  entitled  ;  and  the  said  order  shall  direct  that 
upon  the  payment  of  the  several  sums  awarded  as  compensation  for  the  property  so  sought 
to  be  appropriated  to  public  use  by  said  city  and  county,  a  good  and  sufficient  deed  of  bar- 
gain and  sale  as  to  which  or  for  which  said  compensation  has  been  awarded,  must  be  signed, 
sealed,  and  delivered  by  the  owner  and  owners  of  said  real  property  ;  and  in  case  of  neglect 
or  refusal  to  execute  said  deed,  fhe  said  District  Court  may  appoint  a  Commissioner,  with 
full  power  to  convey  to  said  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco  all  right,  title,  and  interest 
which  said  owner  and  owners  and  claimants  may  have  in  said  real  estate,  property,  water, 
\vater  rights,  and  appurtenances;  and  the  said  District  Court  may  direct  the  proper  sheriff 
to  place  said  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco  in  the  possession  of  the  property  as  to  which 
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payment  has  been  made  or  tendered;  and  as  soon  thereafter  as  practicable,  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  of  said  city  and  county  may  employ  a  competent  and  skillful  engineer  or 
engineers,  under  whose  supervision  and  direction  the  said  Board  of  Supervisors  may  at 
once  commence  to  erect  works,  reservoirs,  flumes,  distributing  pipes,  and  all  things 
necessary  for  distributing  an  additional  supply  of  pure,  fresh  water  to  the  inhabitants  of 
said  city  .and  county  of  San  Francisco,  from  any  of  the  sources  of  supply  appropriated  to 
the  public  use  by  these  proceedings. 

SEC.  8.  The  Commissioners  appointed  under  and  by  virtue  of  this  Act  shall  not  be  enti- 
tled to  any  compensation  for  their  services,  but  shall  be  allowed  the  actual  expense  incur- 
red under  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  but  not  to  exceed  the  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars,  the 
amount  to  be  settled  and  certified  to  by  said  District  Court,  and  to  be  taxed  by  said  court  as 
a  part  of  the  expenses  of  the  proceedings,  and  to  be  paid  by  said  city  and  county. 

SEC.  9.  In  order  to  raise  means  necessary  to  carry  into  effect  the  provisions  of  this  Act, 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  said  city  and  county  shall  be,  and  they  are  hereby  fully  author- 
ized to  issue  bonds  of  the  said  city  and  county  of  Sail  Francisco,  as  hereinafter  provided. 

SEC.  10.  Said  bonds  shall  be  issued  in  sums  of  one  thousand  dollars  each,  and  shall 
draw  interest  at  the  rate  of  six  per  cent  per  annum  from  the  date  thereof;  and  the  prin- 
cipal thereof  shall  be  made  payable  at  a  specified  day,  to  be  named  iu  said  bonds,  which 
shall  be  thirty  years  after  their  date,  at  the  office  of  the  Treasurer  of  said  city  and  county, 
both  principal  and  interest  to  be  payable  only  in  gold  coin  of  the  United  States.  The  in- 
terest accruing  on  said  bonds  shall  be  due  and  payable  semi-annually,  on  the  first  day  of 
January  and  the  first  day  of  July  of  each  year,  at  said  Treasurer's  office.  Said  bonds  shall 
be  signed  by  the  Mayor  and  Auditor  of  said  city  and  county,  and  registered  in  numerical 
order,  in  books  to  be  kept  for  that  purpose,  by  the  Mayor,  the  Auditor,  and  the  Treasurer  of 
said  city  and  county,  respectively;  and,  when  so  signed,  shall  be  presented  by  the  Mayor  to 
the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  said  city  and  county,  who  shall,  in  the  presence 
of  the  Mayor,  countersign  the  same  as  such  Clerk,  impress  the  corporate  seal  on  each,  and 
redeliver  them  to  the  Mayor,  who  shall  thereupon  report  to  said  Board  of  Supervisors,  at  a 
meeting  thereof,  the  number,  date,  and  amount  of  each  bond  so  signed  and  countersigned, 
which  report  shall  be  entered  upon  the  journals  of  said  Board.  Said  bonds  shall  only  be 
issued  or  disposed  of  in  the  order  in  which  the  same  shall  be  numbered.  Said  bonds,  or 
any  portion  thereof,  may,  on  a  vote  of  a  majority  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  and  approval 
of  the  Mayor,  be  sold,  at  not  less  than  par,  from  time  to  time,  as  said  bonds  shall  be  re- 
qiiired  to  pay  for  the  property  purchased,  and  to  extend,  repair,  and  improve  the  water- 
works hereby  contemplated.  The  total  of  such  bonds  to  be  issued,  shall  be  fixed  by  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  of  said  city  and  county. 

SEC.  11.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  .of  said  city  and  county  shall,  by  order,  from  time  to 
time,  fix  the  rates  to  be  paid  by  consumers  of  water,  which  rates  shall  never  exceed  an 
amount  sufficient  to  pay  interest  on  said  cost  of  acquiring  the  real  estate,  water,  and  water 
rights  hereby  authorized  to  be  acquired,  at  the  rate  of  six  per  cent,  per  annum,  and  interest 
on  the  cost  of  laying  down  mains  and  building  reservoirs,  and  also  the  actual  annual  cost 
of  keeping  the  same  in  repair,  and  the  actual  cost  of  managing  said  works,  and  the  Sinking 
Fund  in  this  Act  mentioned;  provided,  that  such  Sinking  Fund  shall  not  be  created  until 
ten  years  after  the  issuance  of  the  first  of  said  bonds. 

SEC.  12.  Coupons  for  the  interest  shall  be  attached  to  each  bond,  so  that  the  coupon  may 
be  removed  without  mutilation  of  the  bond;  and  said  coupons  shall  be  signed  by  the 
Treasurer  of  said  city  and  county.  When  any  interest  shall  be  paid  on  any  bond  issued 
under  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  the  said  Treasurer  of  said  city  and  county  shall  detach 
the  coupons  for  the  interest  then  due  and  paid,  and  cancel  and  deliver  the  same  to  the 
Auditor,  taking  his  receipt  therefor;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Auditor  to  file  the  same 
in  his  office,  and  to  make  a  report  thereof  at  the  next  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

SEC.  13.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  said  city  and  county,  prior 
to  the  making  up  of  the  general  assessment  roll  for  said  city  and  county,  to  levy  each  year 
at  the  time  of  levying  other  municipal  taxes,  a  tax,  to  be  styled  "  The  Water-works  Tax," 
sufficient  to  raise  any  deficiency  for  interest  required  to  be  paid  each  year  upon  said  bonds, 
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and  the  Sinking  Fund  hereinafter  mentioned,  after  applying  the  net  proceeds  or  income 
from  -water  rates  thereto;  but  no  tax  for  said  Sinking  Fund  shall  be  levied  until  after  ten 
years  from  the  time  of  issuance  of  the  first  of  said  bonds.  Said  tax  shall  be  levied  and 
collected  in  the  same  manner  as  the  general  taxes  for  city  and  county  purposes,  and  when 
collected,  shall  be  paid  to  the  Treasurer  of  said  city  and  county,  and  shall  form  a  part  of 
the  Water- works  Fund,  and  the  money  in  said  fund  shall  be  applied  by  said  Treasurer  to 
the  purposes  of  this  Act: 

First— To  the  payment  of  the  interest  on  said  bonds,  as  the  same  shall  fall  due. 

Second— To  the  redemption  of  said  bonds,  as  hereinafter  provided.  Said  bonds  shall, 
until  paid,  be  a  lien  upon  all  real  estate,  water,  water  rights,  and  property,  acquired  under 
the  provisions  of  this  Act. 

SEC.  14.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  pay  the  interest  on  said  bonds,  out  of 
the  money  in  the  Water-works  Fund,  when  due;  and  whenever  at  any  time  there  shall  be  in 
said  Water-works  Fund  a  sum  of  money  amounting  to  twenty  thousand  dollars,  or  upwards, 
over  and  above  what  shall  be  required  for  the  payment  of  the  interest  for  the  then  fiscal 
year,  the  said  Treasurer  shall  advertise,  for  two  weeks,  in  two  daily  newspapers  published 
in  said  city  and  county,  for  sealed  proposals  for  the  redemption  of  said  bonds;  and  ten 
days  after  the  expiration  of  the  time  of  such  publication,  he  shall,  in  the  presence  of  the 
Mayor  and  Auditor  aforesaid,  open  siK-h  sealed  proposals,  and  shall  pay  and  liquidate,  so 
far  as  the  money  on  hand  and  applicable  thereto  shall  extend,  such  bonds  so  presented 
under  said  proposals,  as  shall  have  been  offered  at  the  lowest  price  or  prices;  provided,  the 
same  shall  not  be  for  more  than  par  value  thereof.  And,  whenever  any  of  the  said  bonds 
shall  have  been  paid  by  said  Treasurer,  he  shall  mark  the  same  "  Canceled,"  over  his  own 
signature,  and  note  such  cancellation  upon  the  register  of  such  bonds  kept  in  his  office, 
and  immediately  deliver  the  same  to  the  Auditor  of  said  city  and  county,  taking  his  receipt 
therefor;  and  the  said  Auditor,  on  receiving  such  canceled  bonds  shall  file  them  in  his 
office,  and  also  note  such  cancellation  upon  the  register  of  such  bonds  kept  in  his  office. 
The  Treasurer  shall  continue  to  comply  with  the  requirements  of  this  Act,  until  all  the 
bonds  and  coupons  issued  for  the  objects  and  purposes  herein  mentioned  shall  be  paid  and 
liquidated  in  full. 

SEC.  15.  The  Mayor  of  said  city  and  county  shall  have  power  to  appoint  three  Commis- 
sioners, without  salary,  for  the  term  of  four  years,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors,  who  shall  have  full  and  complete  management  and  control  of  all  the  real 
estate,  water,  and  waterworks,  provided  for  and  acquired  under  this  Act,  who  may  appoint 
competent  and  reliable  persons  to  supervise  and  manage  the  same,  to  the  best  possible  ad- 
vantage to  the  inhabitants  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  and  may  fix  the  salary 
and  term  of  office  of  such  employees,  under  such  orders  and  resolutions  as  the  Roard  of 
Supervisors  of  said  city  and  county  may  from  time  to  time  adopt. 

SEC.  16.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  of  said  city  and  county  may,  by  ordinance,  pass  such 
rules  and  regulations  as  may  be  proper,  in  the  judgment  thereof,  to  provide  for  the  collec- 
tion of  water  rates  and  water  dues;  to  cut  off  the  supply  of  water  from  consumers  who 
shall  make  default  in  the  payment  thereof;  to  prevent  any  interference  with  the  mains, 
reservoirs,  sources  of  supply,  and  pipes  of  the  waterworks;  to  prevent  any  impure,  delete- 
rious, or  foul  material  from  being  thrown  or  dumped  in  any  watercourse  or  water  supply 
connected  with  such  waterworks,  or  the  conduct  of  any  business,  art,  or  trade,  which,  by 
drainage,  may  injuriously  affect  the  water  supply. 

SEC.  17.  Said  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  shall  not  be  permitted  to  take  posses- 
sion, unless  with  consent  of  the  owner  or  owners,  of  any  real  estate,  water,  or  water  rights, 
hereby  authorized  to  be  acquired,  until  the  compensation  agreed  upon  or  determined,  as 
hereinbefore  provided,  shall  have  been  paid  either  to  the  person,  persons,  or  corporations 
determined  to  be  entitled  thereto,  or  deposited  with  the  Treasurer  of  said  city  and  county 
of  San  Francisco,  who  shall  hold  the  same  subject  to  an  order  of  the  Judge  of  the  Twelfth 
Judicial  District  Court  to  pay  the  amount  so  deposited  to  the  party  or  parties  entitled 
thereto. 
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SEC.  18.  Said  city  and  county  is  authorized  to  lay  down  and  maintain  mains,  or  water 
pipes,  in  the  streets  and  highways  of  said  city  and  county,  and  also  in  any  county  or 
counties  of  this  State. 

SEC.  19.    This  Act  shall  take  effect  on  and  after  its  passage. 

On  the  13th  of  April,  1874,  the  Board,  011  motion  of  Supervisor  Ebbets,  adopted 
a  Kesolution  (No.  5,024)  requesting  the  Mayor  to  appoint  a  special  committee 
of  five  members  to  consider  and  recommend  such  action  to  be  taken  by  the 
Board,  on  the  future  supply  of  water  for  use  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  city 
and  county,  as  contemplated  by  the  provisions  of  the  aforesaid  Act  of  the 
Legislature,  in  order  to  furnish  a  sufficient  and  abundant  supply  of  pure, 
fresh  water.  On  the  twentieth  day  of  the  same  month,  Supervisors  Deering, 
Lynch,  Scott,  Macdonald,  and  Ebbetts,  were  appointed,  and  thereafter  pro- 
ceeded personally  to  view  and  examine  the  various  sources  of  water  supply, 
visiting  for  that  purpose  the  Blue  Lakes,  Clear  Lake,  the  Calaveras  Valley  and 
water  sources,  the  Spring  Valley  Water-Works  and  sources,  the  waters  of  the 
Laguna  de  la  Merced,  and  all  the  other  sources  and  water  sheds  on  the  penin- 
sula. On  the  3d  day  of  August,  1874,  T.  E.  Scowden,  Esq.,  was  elected  by  the 
Board  as  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Water  Supply,  for  which  position  he  was 
reputed  peculiarly  fitted  from  his  ability  and  experience  in  the  successful 
construction  of  water-works  in  the  East,  and  other  engineering  works  of  mag- 
nitude. 

In  view  of  the  criticism  on  the  proceedings  attending  the  surveys  and  re- 
ports made,  the  reply  of  T.  E.  Scowden,  Esq.,  accepting  the  position  of 
engineer,  is  herewith  presented: 

SAN  FKANCISCO,  August  24,  1874. 
To  the  Honorable  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco: 

GENTLEMEN— Permit  me  to  acknowledge  the  honor  that  you  conferred  upon  me  on  the  3d 
inst.,  by  electing  me  to  the  office  of  Engineer,  to  make  the  required  examinations,  surveys, 
and  report  in  the  matter  of  providing  an  ample  supply  of  pure  fresh  water  for  the  city  and 
county  of  San  Francisco,  which  office  I  hereby  thankfully  accept. 

In  accepting  this  highly  important  and  responsible  trust,  I  recognize  the  evidence  of  your 
confidence  and  expectations,  which  I  highly  appreciate  and  will  try  to  fulfill. 

With  regard  to  the  various  schemes  of  water  supply  proposed,  to  which  your  own  and 
public  attention  has  been  called,  I  have  formed  no  opinions  or  prejudices,  I  have  no  prefer- 
ence for  places  nor  persons  interested  in  them.  My  duty  as  Engineer  is  a  plain  one  ;  be- 
sides, my  election  to  an  office  unsought,  places  me  in  an  attitude  before  your  Honorable 
Body  wholly  free  to  serve  the  city  alone  to  the  best  of  my  experience  and  ability.  I  am  un- 
pledged to  any  party  or  interest  whatever. 

In  the  selection  of  sources  and  sites  designated  for  works,  it  is  clear  that  but  one  of  the 
many  proposed  can  be  adopted.  Hence  the  plan  or  system  of  water  supply  which,  after 
careful  examination,  surveys  and  comparison,  I  may  find  combines  the  advantages  of  an 
abundant  and  uninterrupted  supply  of  pure  and  wholesome  water,  with  simplicity  of  con- 
struction and  economy  of  cost,  and  which,  when  finished  and  put  in  operation,  can  be  at 
the  least  trouble  and  expense  maintained  in  good  action  and  repair,  will  be  recommended 
by  me. 

An  enterprise  of  such  magnitude  and  importance  as  the  one  in  contemplation,  involving 
as  it  does  an  outlay  of  millions  in  its  accomplishment,  as  well  as  the  comfort,  cleanliness 
and  health  of  the  citizens,  intended  also  to  protect  the  property  and  lives  of  the  inhabitants 
from  fire  and  promote  the  growth  and  general  prosperity  of  the  city,  commends  itself  not 
only  to  your  attention,  but  to  the  property-owners,  tax-payers  and  whole  community. 
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From  these  considerations  I  have  no  doubt  that  your  Board  will  adopt  the  very  best  of  all 
he  plans  submitted  and  reported  upon  to  supply  the  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco  with 
water. 

In  entering  upon  my  duties  which  I  am  prepared  under  your  instructions  to  commence,  I 
do  not  expect  to  inspire  confidence  by  promises.  I  only  expect  to  do  so  by  performances. 
But  I  may  be  pardoned  for  assuring  you  th  at  my  whole  thought  and  skill  will  be  centered 
in  my  work.  During  its  progress' I  feel  that  I  shall  need  your  good  counsels  and  support. 
Thus  sustained,  I  confidently  expect  to  discharge  the  duties  of  my  office  faithfully  and  with 
impartiality  to  all.

On  the  24th  of  August,  1874,  on  motion  of  Supervisor  Deering,  the  follow- 
ing Resolution  (No.  6,298)  was  adopted: 

Resolved,  That  the  Engineer,  in  the  matter  of  providing  water- works  and  water  supply  for 
this  city  and  county,  be  and  he  is  hereby  directed  to  proceed  with  such  assistance  and 
equipments  as  he  may  deem  necessary,  to  examine  the  following  designated  sources  of  wa- 
ter supply,  any  one  or  more  of  which  may  be  hereafter  deemed  proper  to  acquire  for  the  use 
of  this  city  and  county,  to  wit :  Blue  Lakes,  Clear  Lake,  the  Calaveras  Valley  and  its  water 
sheds  and  sources,  Lake  de  la  Merced,  the  Spring  Valley  Water  Works  and  sources,  and  Pe.s- 
cadero  Creek.  Also  to  institute  such  measurements  or  gaugings  and  to  procure  such  sam- 
ples of  water  from  the  different  sources  during  the  present  dry  season  as  to  determine  the 
minimum  supply  and  the  quality  of  the  water  furnished  by  each;  also  to  make  the  required 
surveys  and  estimates,  accompanied  by  such  plans,  plats,  maps  and  descriptions  as  to  clear- 
ly define  the  character,  capacity  and  cost  of  works  to  connect  with  each  source  and  deliver 
at  the  city  an  ample  supply,  to  meet  the  present  and  future  demands  of  said  city,  and  to 
submit  a  full  and  complete  report  upon  the  same  to  this  Board  at  the  earliest  period  prac- 
ticable. 

Supervisors  Pease,  Kenney,  Ebbets,  Sims,  Deering,  Block,  Scott,  Hewston, 
Lynch,  and  Macdonald  voting  for,  and  Supervisor  Menzies  against,  the  pas- 
sage of  the  resolution,  Supervisor  Roberts  absent,  Supervisor  Menzies 
changing  his  vote  for  the  purpose  of  moving  a  reconsideration  of  the  vote 
whereby  the  resolution  was  passed,  which  motion  was  made  at  the  next  meet- 
ing and  lost,  Supervisors  Meuzies,  Kenney,  Eoberts,  and  Hewston  voting  for. 
and  Supervisors  Sims,  Deering,  Block,  Scott,  Lynch,  and  Macdonald  against, 
the  reconsideration,  Supervisors  Pease  and  Ebbets  absent. 

This  action  was  followed  by  Resolution  No.  6,342,  introduced  by  Supervisor 
Deering,  which  was  finally  passed  on  August  31st,  to- wit: 

Resolved,  That  it  is  expedient  and  proper  and  for  the  interest  of  the  city  and  county  •.  >i 
San  Francisco  and  its  inhabitants,  to  acquire  for  said  city  and  county,  the  water,  water 
rights,  real  estate,  reservoirs,  ditches,  flumes,  pipes,  distributing  mains,  and  water-works 
of  the  Clear  Lake  Water  Company,  of  the  Blue  Lakes,  of  the  Calaveras  Valley  Water  Com- 
pany, of  the  San  Francisco  Water  Company,  of  the  Spring  Valley  Water  Company,  and  the 
water  of  Laguna  de  la  Merced,  either  or  all,  and  the  real  estate  connected  therewith,  with 
all  the  water  rights,  creeks,  springs,  and  sources  of  supply  pertaining  thereto,  or  any  or 
either,  or  any  part  of  any  or  either  of  them. 

Supervisors  Pease,  Kenney,  Sims,  Deering,  Eoberts,  Block,  Scott,  Lynch, 
and  Macdonald  voting  for,  and  Supervisors  Menzies  and  Hewston  against  its 
passage,  Supervisor  Ebbets  absent. 
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On  September  7,  1874,  the  Board,  by  Resolution  No.  6,371,  fixed  the  salary 
of  the  chief  engineer  at  $750  per  month,  the  first  assistant  engineer  at  $250 
per  month,  the  assistant  engineers  at  $150  each  per  month,  and  rodmen  and 
chainmen  and  other  employees  at  $75  each  per  month,  Supervisor  Menzies 
voting  against  the  passage  of  the  resolution. 

On  October  12,  1874,  a  further  Resolution  No.  (6,550)  was  passed,  directing 
the  engineer  to  proceed  to,  and  make  surveys  of  Clear  Lake  and  the  route  to 
this  city,  and  report  thereon  to  the  Board. 

In  order  that  no  delay  might  be  had  to  prevent  the  people  from  consider- 
ing and  passing  upon  the  merits  of  the  various  projects,  the  engineer,  T.  R. 
Scowden,  Esq.,  prepared  and  filed  the  following  report  prior  to  the  comple- 
tion of  the  mapping  out  of  the  various  surveys,  which  report  was  presented 
by  Supervisor  Deering  and  received  on  the  19th  day  of  April,  1875,  and 
referred  to  the  Special  Committee  on  Water  Supply. 


REPORT  OF  ENGINEER. 

To  the  Honorable  the  Mayor  and  Board  of  Supervisors 

of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco: 

GENTLEMEN — For  the  purpose  of  providing  an  unfailing  and  plentiful  sup- 
ply of  pure,  fresh  water  for  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  the 
sources,  water-sheds,  and  streams  connected  with  the  Blue  Lakes,  Clear  Lake, 
Lake  Merced,  the  Valley  of  the  Calaveras,  the  Spring  Valley  WTater- Works, 
and  Pescadero  Creek,  have  been  explored  and  surveyed  in  accordance  with 
your  instructions. 

The  cost  of  works  adapted  to  the  necessities  of  each  case  has  been  carefully 
estimated;  also  the  cost  of  a  receiving  reservoir,  located  within  the  city 
limits,  and  the  cost  of  a  complete  system  of  pipes  for  distributing  the  water 
throughout  the  streets  and  alleys  of  the  whole  city,  as  shown  011  the  official 
plat  of  San  Francisco. 

I  recognize  the  magnitude  and  importance  of  the  duties  that  fell  to  my  lot 
when  your  honorable  Board  appointed  me  to  the  post  of  Chief  Engineer  of 
Water  Supply.  Your  confidence  in  my  ability  to  fulfill  the  obligations  im- 
posed by  the  acceptance  of  the  office,  has  been  constantly  manifested  by  aii 
entire  absence  of  interference  in  any  course  I  have  seen  fit  to  adopt  within 
your  general  directions.  No  member  of  your  Board  has  sought  to  delay  or 
hasten  my  labors,  nor  to  warp  them  into  any  channels  inconsistent  with  the 
public  good.  I  acknowledge,  therefore,  that  the  responsibility  rests  upon  me 
alone  for  all  the  plans  of  water  supply  for  the  City  and  County  of  San  Fran- 
cisco, that  may  be  presented  to  your  Board  by  your  appointee.  I  seek  this 
occasion  to  make  emphatic  mention  of  the  faithful  and  valuable  services,  ren- 
dered by  my  first  assistant,  G.  F.  Allardt,  and  the  efficient  corps  of  engineers, 
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who  have  been  with  me  both  in  the  field  and  in  the  office.  It  gives  me  pleas- 
ure to  acknowledge  their  ability,  energy  and  fidelity. 

To  arrive  at  the  character,  capacity,  cost,  and  relative  merits  of  the.  different 
schemes  presented,  I  desire  to  state  that  each  plan  has  been  carefully  studied 
and  that  the  facts  stated,  and  the  figures  herein  contained  will  go  far  in  aid  of 
just  conclusions.  That  plan  in  which  rest  the  essential  elements  of  simplicity, 
thorough  efficiency,  and  economy  of  cost  and  maintenance,  is  herein  unhesi- 
tatingly recommended  to  your  honorable  Board  for  selection  and  adoption. 

On  Friday,  the  5th  of  September  last,  a  corps  of  engineers,  with  Assistant 
Allardt  and  myself,  left  the  city  for  the  Sierra,  and  upon  our  arrival  com- 
menced the  reconnoissance  and  surveys  connected  with  the  Blue  Lakes  water 
scheme.  Since  then  the  reconnoissance  and  surveys  of  the  Clear  Lake,  Lake 
Merced,  Calaveras,  Spring  Valley,  and  Pescadero  water  schemes  have  been 
made,  together  with  the  computation,  mapping,  and  plotting,  not  only  of  the 
general  plans,  but  of  the  details  connected  with  each,  such  as  reservoirs, 
canals,  tunnels,  flumes,  and  pipe  lines  for  delivery  at,  and  distribution  of 
water  through  the  city,  with  estimates  of  cost  and  reports  upon  the  same. 

One  of  the  lines  of  survey  is  nearly  two  hundred  and  twenty  miles  in 
length.  There  has  been  but  little  more  than  an  average  month  of  time  con- 
sumed in  the  investigation  and  survey  of  each  of  these  six  schemes,  and 
when  it  is  considered  that  to  study  and  mature,  as  well  as  to  project  the  plans, 
mostly  on  an  extensive  and  necessarily  costly  scale  (exc  pting  the  Spring- 
Valley  Water-Works,  which  are  built  and  in  operation),  it  will  be  seen  that 
the  efforts  of  parties  in  the  field  and  in  the  office  have  been  severe  and  con- 
stant. All  the  vahiable  and  important  interests  above  designated  are  com- 
peting ones,  but  one  only  of  the  number  has  been  recommended  by  me  for 
your  adoption.  These  interests  are  so  conflicting  that  no  engineer  can  recon- 
cile them,  however  able  or  astute  he  may  be;  still,  as  stated  in  my  letter  of 
acceptance  of  the  office  I  now  hold,  whatever  complaints  may  be  made  con- 
cerning, or  faults  found  with  what  I  have  attempted  to  do,  I  shall  rest  content 
with  having  discharged  my  duty  faithfully  and  with  impartiality  toward  all. 

So  much  has  been  said  with  regard  to  natural  reservoirs  or  lakes,  as  con- 
trasted with  artificial  ones,  on  account  of  the  supposed  liability  to  accident, 
from  the  breaking  away  of  the  dams  or  retaining  embankments,  either  of  stone 
or  earth,  that  it  is  thought  proper  here  to  remark,  that  none  of  the  proposed 
schemes  would  be  without  lakes  or  reservoirs  e-nclosed  partly  or  in  whole  by 
dams.  The  water  so  walled  in  is  supplied,  in  every  case,  from  the  same 
source,  namely,  the  clouds,  and  falling  in  the  form  of  rain  or  snow  on  the 
contiguous  water- shed  is  collected  and  stored  in  lakes  and  reservoirs.  No 
method  has  been  proposed,  nor  is  it  even  considered  practicable,  with  our 
present  light  on  civil  engineering,  to  build  water-works  without  dams  to  retain 
the  water  collected  and  stored  in  the  reservoirs,  whether  supplied  from  pumps 
or  water-sheds.  In  this  respect  all  water  schemes  are  subject  to  similar  ob- 
jections, and  liable  to  the  same  contingency  of  accident.  Substantial  work, 
faithfully  constructed,  is  the  only  remedy — the  only  safeguard.  Works  of  this 
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character  throughout  are  made  the  subject  of  this  report,  and  for  which  esti- 
mates of  cost  are  rendered. 

Respecting  the  quality  of  water  from  the  different  sources  proposed,  infil- 
tration by  seepage  or  percolation  through  sand,  gravel,  or  rocky  formations, 
clarifies,  but  does  not  purify  water,  except  so  far  as  it  is  vitiated  by  matter 
held  in  suspension,  but  does  not  remove  any  impurities  held  in  chemical  com- 
bination. Hence  the  idea  that  water  contained  in  a  natural  reservoir  pos- 
sesses superior  qualities  to  that  contained  in  an  artificial  one,  is  not  supported 
by  the  well  known  facts  of  the  case.  It  may  be  gratifying,  however,  to  the 
citizens  to  learn  that  the  quality  of  the  water  from  any  of  the  proposed 
sources  of  supply,  as  determined  by  chemical  analysis,  is  in  no  way  impaired 
by  impurities;  these  analyses,  together  with  the  chemist's  certificates,  may  be 
found  annexed  to  this  report. 

For  the  present  and  the  coming  ten  years,  the  quantity  of  water  contem- 
plated to  be  delivered  to  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  having  a 
prospective  population  of  500,000,  is  100  gallons  per  diem  to  each  inhabitant, 
or  50,000,000  gallons  in  every  24 hours;  for  the  second  decade  a  supply  at  the 
same  rate,  for  a  population  of  one  million,  another  plan  is  provided  and  rec- 
omended  near  the  conclusion  of  this  report.  The  Croton  aqueduct  brings 
to  each  inhabitant  of  New  York  City  80  gallons  per  diem,  and  it  is  a  city  con- 
sidered to  be  amply  supplied  with  water.  By  the  plan  herein  contemplated 
for  San  Fraacisco,  each  of  its  inhabitants  will  have  100  gallons  per  diem,  it 
being  necessary  to  make  provision  for  a  more  abundant  supply,  because  of 
the  absence  of  rain-fall  during  nearly  six  months  of  the  year.  In  New  York, 
during  the  summer  months  especially,  heavy  thunder  showers  prevail,  which 
serve  to  wash  to  absolute  cleanliness  its  streets  and  alleys,  to  flush  the  sewers, 
and  irrigate  its  parks,  gardens,  and  public  grounds.  These  benefits  the  citi- 
zens of  San  Francisco  can  enjoy  every  day  throughout  the  year,  by  the  use  of 
the  surplus  amount  of  water  provided  for  them  over  that  furnished  in  New 
York. 

The  canals,  tunnels  and  flumes  for  each  system  of  supply  are  estimated 
for,  to  convey  100,000,000  gallons  every  twenty-four  hours.  But  at  the  start  the 
syphons  and  one  pipe  line  (there  being  two  contemplated;,  extending  from 
the  end  of  the  canal  to  the  distributing  reservoir  in  the  city,  will  be  of  a  size 
sufficient  to  deliver  50,000,000  gallons  every  twenty-four  hours.  Suitable 
attachments  are  provided  at  the  terminus  of  the  canal,  and  at  the  reservoirs 
to  connect  the  second  pipe  line,  when  necessity  requires.  Your  careful  con- 
sideration is  especially  directed  to  the  important  matter  of  water  rights  in 
examining  the  question  of  cost  as  exhibited  by  the  engineer's  estimate,  in 
which  the  price  of  water  rights  does  not  appear;  it  being  withheld  by  the 
parties  interested,  to  be  settled  by  negotiation  with  the  city  after  some  one  of 
the  plans  recommended  is  adopted. 

It  will  be  observed  that  all  the  work,  material  and  labor,  used  in  the  con- 
struction of  the  contemplated  work,  are  estimated  and 'measured  by  the  same 
standard.  For  example:  one  price  has  been  established  for  each  item  or

article  running  through  all  the  estimated  of  cost  classified  as  follows,  namely : 
reservoir  embankments  or  dams,  earth  excavations,  masonry,  lumber,  labor, 
tunnels,  flumes,  iron  pipe,  etc,  The  thickness  and  weight  of  iron  pipe  is 
proportioned  to  the  head  of  water  or  pressure  sustained,  and  the  diameter 
due  to  the  delivery  of  a  given  volume  of  water,  time  and  distance  being  con- 
sidered. In  like  manner  a  standard  has  been  adopted  for  measurement  and 
utilization  of  snow  and  rainfall,  collected  from  watershed  and  stored  in  lakes 
or  reservoirs,  estimated  at  50  per  centum  of  that  indicated  by  rain  gauge 
measurement.  In  establishing  this  co-efficient  of  50  per  cent,  for  the  effective 
utilization,  the  loss  of  eight  inches  per  month  from  the  surface  of  the  water 
stored,  due  to  evaporation  and  absorption,  has  not  been  considered. 

Although  the  prices  fixed  for  material  and  work  are  approximate,  not  abso- 
lute, and  may  vary  in  different  places,  from  convenience  to  market,  it  became 
necessary  to  establish  a  uniform  basis  for  calculation  that  would  work  no  in- 
jury, but  operate  equitably  and  impartially,  as  a  standard  for  comparing  the 
cost  and  economy  of  the  different  works  proposed,  and  this  is  the  one  adopted. 
It  is  worthy  of  notice  that  dams  of  stone  or  earth  built  to  retain  water  stored 
in  reservoirs  are  frequently  condemned  from  fear  of  accident,  but  it  was  not 
deemed  expedient  even  by  the  parties  in  interest  to  use  even  lakes,  or  so 
called  natural  sources,  without  dams  to  increase  their  depth  and  storage 
capacity,  thus  exhibiting  a  confidence  in  dams.  The  prejudice  against  dams 
for  water  works  purposes,  arises  from  their  supposed  insecurity,  or  liability 
to  break,  and  thus  interrupt  the  supply  of  water  to  the  city;  but  in  the  con- 
struction of  the  works  in  view,  security  must  be  guaranteed  by  the  use  of 
good  material  and  the  requirement  of  skillful  and  faithful  workmanship, 
without  which  all  construction  fails. 

The  principal  advantage  which  large  lakes,  such  as  Clear  Lake  or  Lake 
Tahoe,  gains  over  an  artificial  reservoir,  consists  chiefly,  if  not  wholly, 
in  their  storage  capacity,  to  carry  a  supply  of  water  over  consecutive 
seasons  of  dryness.  But  in  that  particular,  all  the  water  schemes  proposed 
are  provided  with  storage  capacity  sufficient  to  meet  the  contingency  of  dry 
seasons.  Even  the  lakes  require  dams,  for  Clear  Lake  has  been  known  to 
fall  eighteen  inches  below  its  outlet  into  Cache  Creek;  the  Blue  Lakes  also, 
have  been  known  to  fall  below  their  outlets.  These  two  last  statements  are 
very  sufficient  arguments  in  favor  of  dams,  both  for  lakes  and  reservoirs,  to 
retain  their  surplus  water,  and  thus  render  the  lakes  and  their  sources  inex- 
haustible. 

The  Spring  Valley  Water  Works  for  many  years  in  operation  and  supplying 
the  city  with  water,  have,  and  the  Calaveras  and  Pescadero  are  intended  to 
have,  reservoirs  formed  by  strong  dams,  built  across  their  respective  streams 
and  valleys,  for  the  storage  of  rainfall  collected  from  the  adjacent  watershed. 
Hence  all  these  sources,  whether  formed  by  art  or  nature,  are  nevertheless, 
reservoirs  formed  in  part  or  in  whole  by  the  use  of  dams,  and  are  subject 
more  or  less,  to  the  same  contingencies.  Lakes  are  natural  reservoirs  sup- 
plied from  their  contiguous  watei sheds,  as  are  also  artificial  reservoirs  con- 
nected with  gravitation  works. 
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If  there  exists  a  prejudice  against  using  water  from  the  artificial  lake,  a 
like  prejudice  should  obtain  against  using  water  supplied  by  a  natural  lake. 
All  things  being  equal,  your  engineer  firmly  believes  that  the  water  derived 
from  one  is  just  as  good,  just  as  pure,  and  just  as  healthful  as  that  derived 
from  the  other. 

All  the  plans  proposed  are  to  be  gravitation  works  excepting  that  of  Lake 
Merced,  where  pumping  works  are  required— here  the  estimate  is  made  for 
machinery  with  the  latest  improvements  in  all  its  appointments,  to  com- 
pare favorably  in  efficiency  and  economy  with  the  best. 

The  Blue  Lakes,  Clear  Lake,  and  Calaveras  water  supply  will  flow  into  the 
high  service  reservoir,  hereafter  described;  Pescadero,  the  Spring  Valley  and 
Lake  Merced  supply  into  the  low  service  reservoir. 

The  present  charge  for  delivering  water  in  the  city  to  consumers  may  be 
considered  high.  In  order  that  the  water  rate  may  be  reduced  so  that  the 
consumer  may  have  it  at  as  low  a  price  as  it  is  delivered  in  our  Eastern 
cities,  and  that  he  may  be  certain  that  his  outlay  is  only  a  fair  first  cost 
for  this  great  necessity  of  life,  it  seems  essential  that  the  city  should  own 
and  control  the  works  of  supply. 

The  estimates  of  cost  to  build  new  works  are  based  upon  the  current  rates 
for  material  and  labor,  which  vary  according  to  supply  and  demand.  The 
prospective  rise  in  the  price  of  iron,  which  figures  largely,  may,  and 
probably  will,  during  the  next  twelve  months,  enhance  the  estimated  cost  of 
some  of  those  schemes  very  considerably. 

It  should  be  borne  in  mind  in  reading  the  following,  that  the  elevation  of 
any  water  source,  or  surface  of  any  lake  or  reservoir,  refers  to  the  official 
base  of  levels  at  San  Francisco,  which  is  about  six  feet  above  high  tide. 


BLUE  LAKES. 

The  Blue  Lakes,  three  in  number,  are  centrally  situated  in  Alpine  county, 
Cal.,  on  the  summit  of  the  Sierra  Nevada  Mountains.  The  first  has  an  alti- 
tude of  eight  thousand  one  hundred  and  nine  feet  above  city  base,  and  an 
available  capacity  of  3,000,000,000  gallons.  The  second,  distant  one  and  a 
half  miles  southerly  from  the  first,  has  an  altitude  of  eight  thousand  and 
twelve  feet  and  an  available  capacity  of  1,777,000,000  gallons.  The  third,  dis- 
tant three-quarters  of  a  mile  westerly  from  the  second,  has  an  altitude  of  .eight 
thousand  one  hundred  and  twenty-one  feet  and  an  available  capacity  of  585,- 
000,000  gallons.  The  first  and  third  of  these  lakes  discharge  their  contents 
by  connecting  canals  into  the  second  or  lowest  one;  from  the  latter  the  water 
flows  through  a  natural  channel  for  a  distance  of  three  and  a  half  miles  to 
Deer  Valley  reservoir,  altitude  7,527  feet,  with  a  capacity  of  2,860,000,000 
gallons. 

The  supply  to  these  bodies  of  water  is  derived  from  a  great   portion  of  a 
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catchment  area,  varying  in  width  from  one  to  five  miles  and  extending  in  a 
southerly  direction  some  forty  miles,  of  a  granite  formation,  and  admirably 
suited  to  the  purposes  of  water  supply.  The  surplus  from  the  catchment  area, 
after  filling  the  lakes  and  Deer  Valley  reservoir,  would  be  discharged  into  Deer 
Creek,  and  flow  two  and  a  quarter  miles  to  its  junction  with  Highland  Creek, 
the  outlet  of  Hermit  Valley,  a  point  suitable  for  a  reservoir  50  feet  deep,  with 
an  area  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  acres,  and  would  then  flow  down  the  natural 
channel  of  the  north  fork  of  the  Mokelumne,  for  a  distance  of  thirty-one  and 
three-quarter  miles,  through  an  immense  canon  or  chasm  of  solid  granite,  one 
thousand  to  fifteen  hundred  feet  deep,  the  walls  sometimes  nearly  vertical, 
while  the  bed  of  the  stream  in  many  places  is  not  more  than  twenty  feet  wide, 
to  a  dam  thrown  across  the  river  at  an  elevation  of  2,880  feet  above  base,  where 
the  water  is  directed  to  a  canal.  By  the  accession  of  the  following  streams, 
viz. :  Summit  City  Fork,  Gold  Run,  Otter  Creek,  Grizzly  Kun  and  Bear  River 
on  the  north,  and  Snow  Creek  and  Moon  Creek  on  the  south,  the  Mokelumne 
is  swollen  into  a  mountain  river  at  the  dam. 

The  dividing  ridge  of  the  Sierra,  the  summit  of  which  is  sixty  feet  above, 
and  adjacent  to  the  lakes,  sheds  the  water  in  an  easterly  direction  into  the 
Carson  Kiver,  and  westerly  into  the  Mokelumne,  which  is  the  outlet  of  the 
Blue  Lakes. 

The  melting  snow,  varying  in  depth  from  five  to  twenty  feet,  portions  of 
which  never  wholly  disappear,  and  the  copious  springs  and  streams  on  the 
water-shed,  furnish  a  continual  supply  of  water,  which,  from  its  altitude,  the 
geological  conformation  of  the  country,  being  sparsely  wooded  and  limited  in 
soil  and  vegetation,  beyond  the  possibility  of  agriculture  or  manufacturing 
operations,  and  far  above  the  mineral  belt,  must  remain  forever  pure. 

The  canal  which  receives  its  water  from  the  Mokelumne  Biver  at  the  afore- 
said dam,  thirty-nine  miles  below  the  Blue  Lakes,  extends  for  a  short  distance 
along  the  southerly  bank  of  the  river  to  the  mouth  of  Blue  Creek,  a  tributary 
which  furnishes  water  from  nearly  fifty  square  miles  of  catchment  area. 

From  Blue  Creek  the  canal  extends  along  a  ridge  to  the  middle  fork  of  the 
Mokelumne  River,  thence  through  a  country  which  partakes  of  the  character 
usually  met  along  mountain  streams,  a  portion  of  which  is  solid  granite,  gen- 
erally broken  and  rough  ;  from  the  middle  fork  of  the  Mokelumne  Biver  the 
canal  extends  through  a  tunnel  sixteen  hundred  feet  in  length,  then  drops  its 
waters  with  a  fall  of  three  hundred  feet,  into  the  Licking  Fork  of  the  Mokel- 
umne, thence  along  the  natural  channel  of  the  same  to  a  point  where  the  wa- 
ters are  again  directed  into  a  canal.  This  canal  extends  to  Rich  Gulch,  where 
a  storage  reservoir  would  be  located  at  an  altitude  of  2,063  feet,  and  of  175,- 
000,000  gallons  capacity.  At  an  intermediate  point  a  branch  of  the  canal  taps 
the  south  fork  of  the  Mokelumne,  which,  with  all  its  branches,  contributes 
largely  to  the  main  supply. 

The  water-shed  source  and  supply  of  the  Blue  Lakes  and  the  Mokelumne, 
comprising  an  area  of  four  hundred  square  miles,  end  at  Rich  Gulch.  From 
here  the  canal  runs  along  a  sloping  country  to  the  terminal  or  Butte  Valley

reservoir,  a  distance  of  seventeen  and  seven-eighths  miles,  thence  three  miles 
to  the  terminus,  and  there,  at  an  elevation  of  1,206  feet,  connects  with  the 
pipe-line  or  conduit.  The  single  pipe-line  would  have  a  capacity  of  50,000,- 
000  gallons  daily,  to  meet  the  city's  requirements  for  the  present  decade. 

Attachments  would  be  provided  at  the  end  of  the  canal  to  connect  another 
pipe,  of  the  same  carrying  capacity  as  the  first,  when  the  demands  of  an  in- 
creased population  require  a  further  supply.  The  grade  of  the  canal,  from 
its  beginning  at  the  dam  to  the  conduit,  a  distance  of  51%  miles,  will  be  6.40 
feet  per  mile,  and  its  carrying  capacity  125,000,000  gallons  per  24  hours.  The 
minimum  supply  from  all  the  sources  at  and  below  the  dam,  in  the  months  of 
September,  October,  and  November,  1874,  as  observed  and  measured  by  the 
engineers  in  the  field,  was  found  to  be  32,237,000  gallons  daily. 

The  Blue  Lakes  and  reservoirs,  located  along  the  line  of  the  work,  having 
an  aggregate  capacity  of  8,969,000,000  gallons,  will  be  held  in  reserve,  and 
onljT  drawn  upon  during  the  dry  season,  when  the  various  sources  and  streams 
run  low,  which  occurs  every  year  during  a  term  of  about  four  months;  after 
that  period,  and  until  the  first  of  April  following,  rains  prevail,  and  the 
streams  and  tributaries  of  the  Mokelumne  are  flooded  with  water,  so  that  the 
main  river  supplies  a  quantity  greatly  in  excess  of  the  maximum  daily  supply 
of  100,000,000  gallons. 

At  every  point  along  the  line  of  the  canal,  and  in  proximity  to  the  reser- 
voirs (which  will  be  inclosed  by  substantial  fences)  slope  ditches  or  drains 
built  of  stone  will  be  provided  to  carry  off  the  washings  from  the  wagon 
roads,  cattle  trails,  and  the  general  drainage.  The  earthy  portion  of  the  canal 
will  be  paved  with  stone,  no  wood  or  perishable  material  to  be  used  in  the 
construction  of  the  work.  During  the  winter  months  the  supply  would  be 
drawn  from  the  Mokelumne  River,  at  and  below  the  dam,  as  the  lakes  and 
reservoirs  in  the  summit  of  the  Sierra  would  be  frozen  and  inaccessible. 

The  conduit  mentioned,  of  60  and  66  inches  diameter  and  126  %  miles  in 
length,  would  extend  from  the  end  of  the  canal  down  the  slopes  of  the  foot- 
hills into  the  plains,  passing  under  the  San  Joaquin  River,  near  Johnson's 
Ferry,  thence  across  Livermore  Pass  and  through  Livermore  Valley,  and  un- 
der San  Francisco  Bay  near  Eavenswood,  thence  along  the  westerly  side 
of  the  bay  to  the  City  of  San  Francisco,  and  there  deliver  the  supply  at  the 
high  service  reservoir  for  distribution.  A  branch  from  the  conduit  at  Liver- 
more  Pass  would  connect  with  an  additional  storage  reservoir  of  738  feet  alti- 
tude and  230,000,000  gallons  capacity. 

The  usual  attachments,  such  as  water-gates  for  turning  off  and  on  the 
water  when  occasion  requires,  will,  at  intervals,  be  provided,  on  this  extended 
line  of  pipe.  These,  and  all  other  details  connected  with  the  reservoir  and 
work,  though  omitted  here,  are  embraced  in  the  following  estimate  of  cost, 
the  object  of  the  parties  in  interest  being  to  preserve  an  uninterrupted  and 
pure  supply  of  water,  and  desiring  the  whole  work  to  be  of  an  unexceptiona- 
ble and  enduring  character : 
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RECAPITULATION. 

Total  distance  from  upper  Blue  Lake  to  reservoir  in  city.

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CLEAE  LAKE. 

Clear  Lake,  drained  by  Cache  Creek,  is  one  of  the  sources  examined  to 
supply  the  city  with  water,  and  is  situated  in  the  central  part  of  Lake  County, 
California,  at  an  elevation  of  1,317  feet  above  the  city  base.  The  character 
of  the  adjacent  country  is  mountainous  and  broken,  exposing  a  surface  gen- 
erally timbered,  with  a  lack  of  good  soil.  This  locality  is  distinguished  alike 
for  minerals  and  excessive  rainfall,  and  is  the  source  of  several  large  streams, 
some  of  which  flow  into  the  lake,  and  others  into  distant  plains,  and  finally 
discharge  into  the  Sacramento  River.  The  catchment  area,  or  water-shed, 
embraces  some  400  square  miles;  the  average  rainfall,  as  taken  from  records 
of  different  measurements  and  observations,  from  1867  to  1873,  was  found  to 
be  34.4  inches  per  annum,  fifty  per  cent,  of  which  for  utilization  would 
amount  to  119,565,000,000  gallons  per  annum,  or  327,000,000  gallons  daily. 

The  lake  is  of  varied  width,  and  26  miles  in  length,  comprising  an  area  of 
82  square  miles;  the  depth  in  many  places  was  found  by  sounding  to  be  50 
feet,  and  the  average  depth  is  nearly  40  feet. 

With  regard  to  the  quality  of  the  water  of  Clear  Lake,  which  has  given  rise 
to  much  comment,  and  various  theories,  the  appended  analysis  will  give  its 
chemical  character.  The  water  has  a  peaty  and  rather  unpleasant  flavor, 
supposed  by  some  to  arise  from  several  hundred  acres  of  tules  growing  at  the 
head  and  foot,  and  along  the  margin  of  the  lake,  and  by  others  accounted  for 
by  the  location  of  the  lake  in  a  mineral  region  abounding  with  sulphur  and 
quicksilver  deposits  ;  and  where  borax  and  soda  springs  drain  into  and  rise 
from  the  bottom  of  the  lake.  In  this  connection,  Capt.  Fraser,  who  is 
familiar  with  the  lake  and  the  surrounding  country,  and  in  whose  steamer  the 
exploration  of  the  lake  was  made,  politely  furnished  us  with  extracts  from  his 
carefully  kept  log  book.  He  stated  that  the  maximum  rise  and  fall  of  the 
lake  was  about  8  feet;  and  this  immense  accumulation  over  82  square  miles 
of  surface,  which  occurs  even  with  the  constant  and  great  outflow  through 
Cache  Creek,  amounts  to  136,795,963,392  gallons,  without  the  dam,  which 
would  be  built  under  the  contemplated  plan  of  the  works,  to  arrest  and  store 
the  water,  to  draw  from  the  above  amount  the  100,000,000  gallons  required 
daily,  would  supply  the  city  for  1,367  days.  Capt.  Fraser  also  stated  that  the 
water  is  most  discolored,  and  has  the  strongest  taste,  when  the  sun  is  hottest, 
and  the  evaporation  and  fall  of  the  lake  greatest.  This  is  during  the  months 
of  June  and  July.  That  the  observed  daily  fall  of  the  lake,  caused  by  the  out- 
flow and  evaporation  after  the  rainy  season,  was  from  %  to  1%  inches  per 
day,  and  that  the  lake  has  been  known  to  fall  2  feet  below  the  outlet,  at  which 
time  Cache  Creek,  the  natural  channel  of  outflow,  was  for  several  miles  from 
its  source,  entirely  dry.  But  according  to  the  testimony  of  old  residents, 
this  is  a  rare  occurrence. 

It  appears  from  the  experience  had  with  the  boiler  of  the  steamer  referred 
to,  that  after  three  months  use  no  incrustation  or  deposit  of  a  mineral  or 
sedimentary  nature  was  found,  nor  any  injurious  effects  to  the  iron;  which 
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has  weight,  and  speaks  well  of  the  water  for  steaming  purposes.  Following 
the  rains  in  the  month  of  March,  the  water  is  clearest,  but  after  that  period 
the  turbulence  increases  to  that  degree  at  times  as  to  create  a  film  over  the 
lake's  surface  (probably  from  floating  vegetation)  so  as  to  leave  a  plainly 
marked  track  after  the  steamer,  and  the  water  so  affected  is  flocculent  with 
matter  in  suspension  to  a  great  depth.  Further,  that  after  the  rains,  and  during 
the  highest  etages  of  the  lake,  when  the  water  is  most  palatable,  and  appar- 
ently purest,  say  from  May  to  July  inclusive,  the  fish  are  known  to  die  in 
large  numbers.  Our  party,  in  making  the  exploration  in  October  last,  observed 
that  the  condition  of  the  water  differed  in  the  upper  and  lower  portions  of 
the  lake;  the  former  being,  at  particular  places,  highly  discolored,  while  in 
the  latter  it  was  comparatively  clear,  but  at  all  points  it  appeared  charged, 
more  or  less,  with  matter  in  suspension.  We  also  observed  dead  fish  floating 
here  and  there,  and  a  few  apparently  dying,  especially  about  the  middle  and 
lower  portions  of  the  lake,  and  over  the  deepest  places.  We  drank  of  the 
water  near  the  spot,  and  in  many  places,  but  could  perceive  only  a  slight 
difference,  if  any,  in  the  taste. 

To  speak  of  the  character  of  the  water  in  definite  terms,  and  of  the  causes 
to  which  the  phenomena  described  may  be  attributed,  would  be  hypothetical, 
and  would  far  exceed  the  limits  of  this  report.  It  is  the  opinion  of  the 
chemist  who  analyzed  the  water,  that  though  it  is  unpalatable,  it  is  not  un- 
wholesome ;  furthermore,  it  has  been  suggested  that  the  destruction  to  fish 
may  be  owing  to  the  inhalation  of  gases,  which  escapes  from  the  bottom  of 
the  lake,  and  which  may  be  seen  at  adjacent  places  bubbling  from  springs. 
It  is  remarkable,  however,  that  the  crew  of  the  steamer,  and  the  residents 
along  the  border  of  the  lake,  drink  the  water  with  impunity;  hence  there  is  no 
evidence  from  the  facts  in  the  case  that  the  water  is  unwholesome.  Moreover, 
it  is  stated  by  unquestionable  authority,  that  the  water  after  flowing  several 
miles  from  the  outlet,  becomes,  by  percipitation  of  the  suspended  matter  and 
aeration,  clarified  and  palatable.  It  is  soft  water,  and  appears  from  all  that  is 
known  chemically,  to  be  well  adapted  to  domestic  and  industrial  purposes. 

The  water  of  Clear  Lake  will  be  raised  6  feet  by  building  a  dam  39  feet 
high  across  Cache  Creek,  5  miles  below  the  lake,  where  the  stream  turns 
abruptly  into  a  deep  mountain  gorge,  and  passes  on  to  the  fertile  valleys 
below.  The  construction  of  the  proposed  work  for  supplying  the  city  with 
water,  begins  at  this  dam,  where  the  water  taken  from  the  lake  would  be 
diverted  into  a  canal  (having  a  grade  of  6.33  feet  per  mile),  and  flow  1,100  feet 
to  a  tunnel  2.9  miles  in  length,  thence  down  the  bed  of  a  Soda  Creek  1.15 
miles  to  a  point  where  it  will  be  again  diverted  into  a  canal,  extending  11.31 
miles,  to  a  point  where  its  contents  would  be  discharged  into  Coyote  Valley 
reservoir.  Within  this  distance  are  two  syphons,  679  feet  in  length,  and  a 
tunnel  948  feet  in  length.  The  latter  would  pierce  Eagle  Eyrie,  and  connect 
with  the  canal  resumed. 

This  reservoir  is  admirably  located,  as  it  commands  an  elevation  of 
1,015  feet  above  city  base,  with  an  approximate  area  of  10%  square 
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miles,  and  a  storage  capacity  of  52,000,000,000,000  gallons  ;  to  this  add 
the  available  supply  of  102,584,000,000  gallons  from  Clear  Lake  to  draw 
upon  when  necessary,  and  the  quantity  aggregates  154,584,000,000  gallons, 
which  represents  the  annual  quantity  of  water  utilized  and  stored  in  these 
two  immense  reservoirs,  less  the  evaporation  and  absorption— a  quantity 
sufficient  during  a  perfect  drought,  (considered  as  an  extreme  case)  and 
without  being  replenished,  to  supply  San  Francisco  with  100,000,000  gallons 
daily,  during  a  period  of  some  three  years.  It  might  be  a  longer  or  a  shorter 
time,  as  the  elements  of  absorption  and  evaporation,  influenced  by  uninter- 
rupted drought  are  involved,  and  in  the  absence  of  statistical  data,  render 
computation  difficult.  In  California,  however,  partial,  not  complete,  drought 
should  be  considered,  and  a  plentiful  supply  for  that  contingency  only  pro- 
vided for  ;  in  that  respect  it  is  safe  to  say,  that  these  sources,  even  for  a 
population  of  1,000,000,  would  be  practicably  inexhaustible. 

.The  Coyote  reservoir  would  be  formed  by  building  two  dams,  one  across 
Putas  Creek  Canon,  and  one  across  Willow  Slough  105  feet,  and  84  feet  high, 
respectively.  This  reservoir  would  derive  its  supply  in  part  from  Clear  Lake 
and  in  part  from  its  own  water-shed,  embracing  St.  Helena  and  Cobb  moun- 
tains, and  having  an  area  of  about  124  square  miles,  with  an  average  annual 
rain-fall  of  31.32  inches,  constituting  the  prolific  source  of  Putas  Creek,  a 
formidable  mountain  stream,  from  whence  would  be  collected  67,380,000,000 
gallons  annually,  50  per  cent,  utilization  of  which  represents  33,690,000,000 
gallons,  reservoir  storage,  for  the  supply  of  the  city;  the  deficiency,  if  any  in 
quantity,  would  be  drawn  from  Clear  Lake,  a  constantly  replenishing  source. 

The  chief  object  in  mingling  the  water  from  these  sources,  in  Coyote  reser- 
voir, would  be  to  effect  purification  by  the  process  of  dilution  and  precipita- 
tion, and  thereby  remove  the  prejudice  against  Clear  Lake  alone  as  a  source  of 
supply.  In  this  connection,  the  eradication  of  tule  growth  from  the  lake,  by 
dredging,  would  also  improve  the  quality  and  taste  of  the  water. 

The  reservoir  at  its  southerly  extremity  would  be  tapped  by  a  tunnel  1.67 
miles  long,  passing  under  Butte  Pass,  from  whence  the  water  would  flow  into 
a  canal,  extending  along  Butte  Canon  4.95  miles,  to  a  divide  between  that 
canon  and  Pope  Valley. 

Intermediate  on  this,  line,  a  syphon  1,232  feet  in  length  would  convey  the 
water  across  the  north  fork  of  Butte  Creek,  and  another  syphon,  1,774  feet  in 
length,  would  further  conduct  the  water  across  the  main  Butte  Creek.  Con- 
tinuing the  supply  line,  the  above  mentioned  divide  would  be  pierced  by  a 
tunnel,  2,794  feet  in  length,  conveying  the  water  into  the  canal  resumed  in 
Pope  Valley;  thence  along  the  northerly  slope  of  the  valley  the  canal  would 
terminate  and  discharge  its  contents  into  head  works,  connected  with  the  pipe 
line  or  conduit,  64  inches  in  diameter,  and  extending  87.36  miles  to  the  city. 
From  the  initial  point  of  the  conduit,  at  an  elevation  of  896  feet  above  city 
base,  the  same  would  extend  to  Chiles'  Valley  and  canon,  6.5  miles,  to  a 
divide,  through  which  it  would  pass  in  a  tunnel,  3.1  miles  in  length;  thence 
to  Yountville;  thence  along  the  Napa  Valley  Railroad  to  North  Vallejo;  thence 
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to  Dillon's  Point,  a  distance  of  42.06  miles.  From  the  last  named  place  the 
conduit  would  pass  under  Carquinez  Straits,  following  the  curvature  of  the 
bottom,  2,800  feet  to  the  opposite  shore;  thence  along  and  over  the  adjacent 
heights  2.1  miles,  to  Carquinez  reservoir,  where  it  would  deliver,  for  the 
present,  50,000,000  gallons  of  water  daily.  Provision  would  be  made  for  attach- 
ing another  conduit  when  the  wants  of  a  greater  population  would  demand  it. 
The  Carquinez  reservoir  would  be  formed  by  building  a  dam  194  feet  high 
across  the  valley  of  one  of  the  tributaries  of  Rodeo  Creek,  with  an  elevation  of 
629  feet  above  city  base,  and  a  capacity  of  504, 555, 000  gallons;  thence  the  con- 
duit would  extend  along  the  southerly  foothills  and  valleys  to  the  San  Pablo 
Road;  thence  to  Peralta  street  in  the  City  of  Oakland;  thence  to  Railroad 
avenue;  thence  to  Oakland  Point;  thence  passing  under  the  Bay  of  San 
Francisco  for  26,328  feet,  would  emerge  from  the  water  and  enter  the  city  at 
the  intersection  of  South  and  Water  Front  streets,  in  Mission  Bay;  thence 
along  South  street  to  Center  street;  thence  along  Center  street  to  Market 
street,  and  along  Market  to  Seventeenth  street;  and  thence  to  Rock  Creek 
reservoir,  the  terminus  of  this  and  the  Blue  Lakes  conduit,  distant  32.22 
miles  from  Carquinez  reservoir,  and  87.36  miles  from  the  initial  point  of 
the  conduit,  making  the  total  line  of  works  from  Clear  Lake  to  San  Francisco 
127.23  miles  in  length.

Commencing  at  terminus  of  canal,  896  feet  above  base,  the  initial  point  of 
conduit  above  described,  the  original  survey  was  continued  along  the  northerly 
slopes  of  Pope  Valley,  a  distance  of  8.99  miles,  to  the  terminus  of  the  canal 
by  this  route,  near  the  mouth  of  Pope's  Creek.  Here  the  conduit,  at  its  ini- 
tial point  would  connect  with  the  canal,  at  an  elevation  of  836  feet  above 
base,  and  extend  along  the  slope  of  the  hill  to  the  mouth  of  Pope's  Creek; 
thence,  entering  Beryessa  Valley,  would  extend  along  the  valley  to  and 
through  Putas  Canon;  thence  through  Seaman's  Valley;  thence  through 
Pleasant  Valley;  thence  through  Vaca  Valley;  thence  through  Suisun  Valley; 
thence  across  the  mouth  of  Green  Valley;  thence  along  the  foot-hills  skirt- 
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ing  the  tule  swamps,  passing  to  the  north  and  west  of  Bridgeport  and  Benicia 
to  Dillon's  Point;  thence  across  the  Straits  of  Carquinez  to  the  opposite 
shore;  thence  along  ascending  ground  to  the  Carquinez  reservoir,  a  distance 
of  59.15  miles  from  the  initial  point  of  conduit.  From  Carquinez  reservoir 
to  Kock  Creek  reservoir  in  the  city,  the  water  would  be  conducted  by  conduit 
along  the  same  route,  and  in  the  same  manner,  as  that  described  for  the  other 
conduit.

LAGUNA  DE  LA  MERCED. 

Laguna  de  la  Merced  is  situated  on  the  peninsula,  about  six  miles  in  a  south- 
westerly direction  from  the  new  City  Hall  of  San  Francisco,  and  nearly  a  quar- 
ter of  a  mile  from  the  Pacific  coast.  It  comprises  two  bodies  of  water,  con- 
nected by  a  narrow  neck  or  channel,  through  which  the  more  southerly  and 
larger  body  is  continually  flowing  into  the  smaller  one,  with  a  moderate  cur- 
rent. This  body  has  a  general  northwesterly  direction,  and  at  its  southern 
extremity  crosses  the  southern  boundary  of  the  city  and  county  of  San  Fran- 
cisco. 

The  smaller  lake,  from  whose   northerly  extremity  the   common  effluence 
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for  the  two  lakes  occurs,  which  is  the  only  outlet,  has  a  general  easterly  dir«-- 
tion.  On  the  banks  of  this  body  of  water,  and  on  that  arm  of  the  lake  near- 
est to  the  city,  it  is  proposed  to  erect  the  necessary  punip-house  and  works, 
thus  securing  the  shortest  pipe-line  for  conveying  the  water  to  the  reservoir. 

The  banks  of  both  divisions  of  Laguna  Merced  are  generally  abrupt  and 
high,  though  the  westerly  shore  of  the  larger  division  descends  in  an  easy 
slope  from  the  coast-range  of  hills,  which  shut  the  lake  in  from  the  sea,  and 
forms  a  barrier  to  any  ingress  of  salt  water. 

The  subsoil  cropping  out  around  the  lakes,  where  the  bluff  banks  occur,  is 
of  an  indurated,  sandy  character,  suitable  for  the  punip-house  foundations, 
without  the  usual  cost  of  piling  and  other  artificial  means  for  securing  solid- 
ity and  permanence. 

The  water-shed,  or  that  area  of  the  adjacent  country,  the  slopes  of  which 
convey  the  rain-fall,  either  by  surface  drainage  or  absorption,  and  subsequent 
percolation,  to  the  lakes,  is  nearly  seven  and  a  half  square  miles,  as  taken 
from  the  U,  S.  Coast  Survey. 

The  source  from  which  the  lake  receives  its  supply  is,  as  in  other  cases,  ac- 
counted to  the  rain-fall  on  the  water-shed,  which  from  the  very  porous  nature 
of  the  soil  at  once  finds  its  way  to  the  water-bearing  stratum,  and  thence  by  a 
constant  and  slow  process  filters  through  to  the  lake,  and  may,  in  part,  be 
seen  at  all  times  oozing  out  from  the  banks  at  and  above  the  edge  of  the  wa- 
ter at  many  places  around  the  shores  ;  though  the  water  suspension  through- 
out districts  of  this  nature,  even  at  great  levels  above  the  common  reservoir  of 
drainage  (which  would  indicate  an  entire  saturation  of  the  whole  body  of  land 
included  within  the  water-shed,  and  maybe  attributed  to  capillary  attraction), 
must  offer  a  constant  resistance  to  the  process  of  percolation  ;  and  this  satu- 
ration may  be  observed  at  slight  distances  below  the  surface  after  a  long-con- 
tinued drought. 

The  supply  of  water  to  the  lakes,  which  under  the  varying  influence  of  the 
seasons,  obtains  a  sensible,  though  small  change,  bears  a  certain  ratio  to  the 
entire  rain-fall.  To  determine  the  amount  of  rain-fall  by  the  common  means 
of  gauge  is  easy.  The  effective  supply  was  obtained  by  accurate  weir  meas- 
urements of  the  outflow,  which,  while  the  water  level  in  the  lake  remains  un- 
changed, expresses  both  the  daily  influence  and  effluence  of  water.  The  dif- 
ference between  the  rain-fall  and  the  outflow  fixes  the  loss  the  rain-fall  suffers 
in  reaching  the  lake,  and  the  ratio  of  the  discharge  to  the  rain-fall  establishes 
the  co-efficient  of  utilization  during  the  period  of  weir  observations. 

The  actual  mean  rain-fall  on  this  water-shed  of  seven  and  a  half  square 
miles,  taking  the  average  of  twenty-five  years'  observations  at  San  Francisco, 
23.9  inches  (vide  Teunent's  Nautical  Almanac),  to  be  true  for  the  Laguna 
Merced  district,  was  found  equal  to  3,115,140,000  gallons  per  annum,  or  8,534.- 
630  gallons  per  day. 

The  weir  measurements  for  obtaining  the  minimum  flow  from  Laguna  Mer- 
ced, conducted  under  the  past  investigation,  were  begun  early  in  September 
of  1874,  and  continued  through  a  short  period,  under  very  annoying  disturb- 
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ances.  The  minimum,  mean,  and  maximum  of  these  observations  were  ob- 
served. The  maximum,  which  corresponds  closely  with  the  daily  storage,  as 
deduced  from  the  mean  annual  rain-fall  of  23.9  inches,  noted  above,  should 
be  accepted  as  approximating  the  mean  daily  flow  throughout  the  year,  and 
equals  5,680,434  gallons  per  day.  The  utilization  of  the  rain-fall  equals  the 
ratio  of  the  observed  outflow  to  the  mean  daily  rain-fall,  8^34^30>  or  66  per  cent. ; 
but  since  the  maximum  measurement  for  the  rainy  season  could  not  be  ob- 
tained, owing  to  the  disturbances  spoken  of,  and  the  final  malicious  destruc- 
tion of  the  weir,  the  true  daily  mean  would  doubtless  approximate  very  closely 
to  the  maximum  of  these  observations,  so  as  to  safely  make  the  utilization  66 
per  cent,  of  the  rain-fall,  furnishing  a  mean  supply  of  5,632,856  gallons  per 
day;  this  excess  of  utilization  evidently  being  due  to  the  cause  of  a  surround- 
ing indurated  water-bearing  basin,  which  renders  its  whole  percolation  of  the 
rain-fall  to  the  lake,  excepting  that  portion  lost  by  evaporation;  making  this 
an  exceptional  case,  as  the  loss  by  absorption  in  others  is  here  obviated  by 
the  character  of  the  sub-conformation. 

The  true  mean  supply  could  only  be  ascertained  by  continued  observations, 
running  through  a  series  of  years.  Still,  for  the  purposes  of  comparison,  the 
50  per  cent,  utilization,  as  in  other  cases,  is  adhered  to,  which  would  give,  an 
available  supply  of  4,267,315  gallons  per  day.  The  question  of  evaporation, 
in  this  case,  it  is  unnecessary  to  discuss,  as  the  utilization  for  minimum  sup- 
ply to  the  city  was  measured  by  the  weir. 

It  is  said  that  by  lowering  the  level  of  water  in  the  lakes,  and  so  diminish- 
ing the  column  of  water  opposed  to  the  channels  of  percolation,  the  supply 
may  be  increased,  but  would  this  not  be  temporary  merely?  Would  this  re- 
duce the  causes  of  loss,  such  as  evaporation  and  absorption?  Would  not  the 
remarkable  uniformity  of  flow  now  observed  throughout  the  year,  though  the 
influence  of  seasons  varies  considerably,  be  disturbed  only  by  this  change  in 
the  relations  of  the  column  of  water?  Would  not  the  present  relation  of  the 
saturation  of  the  water-shed  and  the  water  level  in  the  lake  after  a  temporary 
increase  of  drainage,  again  obtain  after  the  relief  to  the  column  of  water  sus- 
pended in  the  hills  had  been  exhausted?  It  is  believed  that  it  would  be. 

The  storage  capacity  of  the  lake  may  be  increased  by  dredging  out  the 
ravines  which  have  evidently  been  filled  by  the  wash  of  soil  from  the  hills, 
and  the  decomposition  of  weeds  and  other  vegetable  matter.  To  remove  this 
and  the  tules  with  which  the  lake  abounds,  would  clarify  and  improve  the 
water,  though  the  quality  is  good  (see  analysis).  This  work  would  add  an 
element  of  cost  not  estimated. 

The  pump  house  to  be  located  as  mentioned,  on  one  of  the  arms  of  the 
smaller  lake. 

The  foundations  for  pump  house  and  engine  to  be  built  of  substantial  stone 
masonry,  laid  in  hydraulic  cement.  The  pump  well  to  be  provided  with  a 
water-gate  for  letting  on  and  shutting  off  the  water  that  it  may  be  emptied  as 
occasion  requires.  The  excavation  for  the  foundations  to  be  carried  down 
to  a  point  at  least  five  feet  below  low  water  mark.  The  walls  to  be  generally

rubble  and  the  exposed  front  to  be  rock-faced  masonry,  and  capped  with  a 
hammer  dressed  water  table,  the  whole  to  be  designed  with  a  view  to  perma- 
nence and  solidity. 

An  aqueduct  or  canal  built  of  brick  masonry  laid  in  hydraulic  cement  to 
be  connected  with  the  foundations,  for  conducting  the  water  from  the  lake  to 
the  pump  well,  to  be  provided  with  a  strainer  for  preventing  any  accumula- 
tion of  weeds  in  the  pump  well. 

The  superstructure  or  engine  house  to  be  built  of  brick  masonry,  consist- 
ing of  a  main  building  for  the  engines,  and  two  wings  for  the  boilers  and 
furnaces,  also  two  brick  smoke-stacks.  The  door  and  window  sills  a  ad  cap  < 
to  be  of  iron.  The  whole  to  be  covered  with  an  iron  truss  roof,  slated,  to 
render  the  building  as  fire-proof  as  practicable.  To  be  two  tenement 
houses,  one  for  the  engineer,  the  other  for  the  fireman  and  watchman.  The 
grounds  to  be  improved  in  the  way  of  fencing,  walks,  etc.,  at  a  moderate  cost. 

The  engines,  of  which  there  will  be  two,  to  be.  of  the  Worthington  duplex 
pattern,  these  works  might  be  started  with  one  engine,  but  I  would  not 
recommend  the  measure,  as  past  experience  has  proved  the  policy  and 
economy  to  be  bad.  The  money  expended  in  two  engines  instead  of  one,  is 
the  best  investment  in  the  construction  of  the  works,  as  in  the  event  of  acci- 
dent to  one  engine  there  would  be  a  duplicate  to  continue  and  keep  up  unin- 
terrupted supply  of  water  which  would  otherwise  be  for  a  long  time  sus- 
pended while  making  repairs.  Water  works  should  be  of  such  character  and 
capacity  as  to  maintain  an  uninterrupted  supply  of  water,  by  placing  them 
as  nearly  as  possible  beyond  the  contingency  of  accident.  Each  of  these 
engines  to  have  a  capacity  of  5,000,000  gallons  per  twenty-four  hours. 

The  growing  preference  for  these  engines  for  water  works  purposes,  and 
their  continued  favorable  comparison  with  the  best  pumping  machinery  m 
use  strongly  recommends  their  adoption;  many  of  them  are  in  practical  opera- 
tion and  have  been  thoroughly  tested  for  the  past  sixteen  years.  It  is  con- 
ceded by  competent  and  impartial  judges  of  the  performance  and  merits  of 
machinery,  that  the  duplex  engine,  for  their  efficiency,  economy  of  working 
and  required  attendance  is  unsurpassed.  As  an  example  of  their  perform- 
ance, the  following  is  an  extract  from  a  "Report  of  Experts  and  Engineers 
appointed  to  test  the  duty  and  capacity  of  the  Worthington  pumping  engine 
at  Belmont."  The  tests  were  of  two  kinds.  First.  —  The  duty  test,  by  which 
is  meant  the  ability  of  the  engine  to  perform  a  given  amount  of  work,  and  is 
expressed  in  the  usual  way,  of  pounds  raised  one  foot  high,  with  one  hun- 
dred pounds  of  coal.  Second.  —  The  capacity  test,  or  actual  discharge  at  the 
reservoir  ;  this  is  expressed  in  cubic  feet  or  gallons,  and  the  amount  by  which 
this  falls  short  of  the  theoretic  of  calculated  capacity  of  the  pumps,  repre- 
sents the  amount  lost  by  leakage  through  the  pump  valves,  plunger,  etc. 
Duty  calculated  from  actual  evaporation.

On  the  basis  of  an 
evaporation  of  9%  pounds  of  water  with  one  pound  of  coal,  which  the  con- 
tract with  Mr.  Worthington  allows,  the  duty  would  be  63,120,707  pounds, 
or  an  excess  of  26  -ffa  per  cent,  over  the  contract  requirement. 

The  quantity  of  water  discharged  at  the  reservoir  was  measured  over  a 
weir,  carefully  constructed  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  T.  Risdon,  a  gentleman 
practically  acquainted  with  the  mode  of  measuring  water.  Under  his  direc- 
tions, also,  the  observations  and  calculations  were  made.  From  these  it  ap- 
pears that  the  pumps  delivered  into  the  reservoir  in  48  hours  and  20  minutes 
1,500,584.52  cubic  feet  of  water,  equal  to  11,225,122  gallons,  or  at  the  rate  of 
5,513,853  gallons  in  twenty-four  hours,  being  ll^Vb  per  cent,  in  excess  of 
5,000,000  gallons  guaranteed  by  the  contract. 

The  discharge  of  the  pumps  calculated  from  the  displacement  of  the 
plunger  was  5,795,200  gallons  in  twenty- four  hours,  being  more  than  that 
determined  by  weir  measurements  of  3  -,a,j  per  cent.  It  will  not  be  correct  to 
assume  that  the  whole  of  this  difference  is  due  to  leakage  by  and  through 
the  pump,  and  in  order  to  ascertain  as  nearly  as  possible  the  amount  due  to 
that  cause  it  may  be  observed  that  during  the  whole  test  some  portion  of  the 
injection  water  for  the  condenser  was  taken  from  the  pump  main;  the  suc- 
tion injection  At  the  high  temperature  of  the  river  not  furnishing  sufficient. 

This  quantity  was  not  less  than  100  gallons  per  minute,  which  would  make 
the  loss  by  leakage  through  the  pump  not  exceeding  %  per  cent. 

Cost  of  pumping  Jive  million  gallons  per  diem  from  Laguna  Merced  to  the  distribut- 
ing reservoir. — At  the  Belmont  works  in  Philadelphia  the  cost  of  raising  one 
million  gallons  one  foot  high  by  the  Worthington  duplex  pumps,  was  found, 
in  1871,  to  be  eight  and  one-half  cents.  The  coal  used  was  the  best  quality 
of  anthracite — average  cost  six  dollars  per  ton.  At  San  Francisco,  the  same 
coal  would  cost  at  least  fifteen  dollars  per  ton,  and  assuming  all  other  expenses, 
such  as  labor,  repairs,  etcs  to  be  the  same  as  at  Philadelphia,  then  the  cost  of 
raising  one  million  gallons  one  foot  high  would  not  be  less  than  seventeen  cents. 
The  cost  of  raising  five  million  gallons  340  feet  high  would  therefore  be: 
5  X  17  X  340  =  $289  per  day,  or  $105,485  per  annum. 

The  Forcing  Main  to  be  circular,  of  wrought  plate  iron,  twenty-four  inches 
diameter,  connected  with  the  pumps  and  extending  to  the  reservoir  5,865 
feet  long,  of  sufficient  strength  and  capacity  to  convey  the  water  under  a 
pressure  of  340  feet  head. 

The  Reservoir  to  be  located  near  the  old  Ocean  House  road,  about  half  a  mile 
westerly  from  the  Industrial  School,  its  elevation  to  be  340  feet  above  city 
base,  and  its  capacity  100,000,000  gallons.  The  construction  of  the  reservoir 
will  consist  of  throwing  up  embankments,  and  such  division  embankments 
as  may  be  determined  upon,  suitable  influent  and  effluent  chambers  to  be 
provided,  also  means  for  draining  and  cleaning.  The  tops  of  the  embank- 
ments to  be  laid  out  in  walks,  protected  by^  appropriate  fencing.  The  outside 
slopes  to  be  sown  in  grass,  and  the  inside  slopes  to  be  well  paved  or  shingled. 
The  slopes  to  be  three  horizontal  to  one  vertical.  The  whole  to  be  so 
arranged  with  pipes  as  to  facilitate  the  storage  and  distribution  of  water.

WATER  SUPPLIES.  643 


CALAVEEAS  VALLEY, 

Calaveras  Creek  is  the  principal  south  fork  of  Alameda  Creek,  and  takes  its 
rise  in  the  most  elevated  regions  of  the  Mount  Diablo  range.  Its  general 
course  is  northwesterly,  and  its  length  is  about  38  miles.  It  is  proposed  to 
collect  and  store  the  waters  of  the  Calaveras  Creek,  together  with  the  waters 
of  its  largest  tributary,  the  Arroyo  Honda,  in  an  immense  reservoir,  covering 
the  entire  Calaveras  Valley,  by  means  of  a  dam  or  embankment  thrown  across 
the  narrow  canon  at  the  outlet  of  the  valley,  and  thus  form  a  reservoir  in 
which  would  be  water  stored  with  head  and  force  sufficient  to  flow  by  gravi- 
tation to  the  distributing  reservoir  in  the  City  of  San  Francisco. 

The  Calaveras  reservoir  would  be  tapped  at  its  westerly  side  by  means  of 
an  outlet  tunnel,  perforating  the  hills  lying  between  the  Calaveras  Valley  and 
San  Jose  Valley;  the  water  drawn  thence  would  flow  in  a  wrought-iron  con- 
duit 60  inches  diameter,  and  45.58  miles  in  length  to  the  Eock  Creek  or  main 
distributing  reservoir  in  San  Francisco. 

The  area  of  the  watershed  of  Calaveras  Creek  above  the  point  selected  for 
the  embankment,  is  101.28  square  miles;  of  the  Arroyo  Honda,  38.20  square 
miles;  total  watershed,  139.48  square  miles,  of  which  16.79  square  miles  are 
situated  in  Alameda  county,  and  122.69  square  miles  in  Santa  Clara  county. 
With  the  exception  of  Calaveras  Valley  the  country  is  extremely  precipitous, 
unfit  for  cultivation,  and  covered  for  the  greater  part  with  dense  masses  of 
chemisal,  interspersed  with  forests  of  pine  and  oak.  The  hills  bordering  the 
San  Jose  Valley  directly  east,  consist  of  sandstone  only  slightly  metamor- 
phic  and  contain  numerous  fossils,  mostly  in  a  bad  state  of  preservation, 
sufficient,  however,  to  fix  the  age  as  tertiary.  Passing  easterly  after  cross- 
ing the  valley  at  its  easterly  base,  there  is  a  region  of  highly  metamorphic 
rock,  which  in  places  might  be  termed  slate.  On  the  easterly  side  of  this  is  a 
deep  valley  (the  site  for  reservoir),  and  crossing  this  strikes  Calaveras  Creek 
and  ridge,  which  leads  to  the  summit  of  Mt.  Hamilton,*  located  centrally 
within  the  Calaveras  watershed,  in  a  direction  nearly  transverse  to  the  main 
chain,  or  northeast  and  southwest.  This  ridge  is  of  metamorphic  sandstone, 
although  not  so  highly  altered  as  are  portions  of  the  great  mountain  mass  to 
the  east,  and  the  strata  are  much  broken  and  often  standing  nearly  vertical. 

Mount  Hamilton,  the  highest  point  of  the  group,  and  the  highest  peak 
north  of  San  Carlos  extending  as  far  as  Clear  Lake,  is  4,448  feet  above  the 
level  of  the  sea.  From  its  summit,  which  is  of  easy  access,  there  is  a  fine 
view,  not  only  of  the  beautiful  and  fertile  valley  of  San  Jose,  but  of  the  wild, 
and  entirely  uninhabited  and  unknown  region  to  the  east,  northeast,  and 
southeast  of  the  Calaveras  and  Arroyo  Honda. 

With  regard  to  reservoir  sites  within  the  boundaries  of  the  Calaveras  water- 
shed, there  are  three  besides  the  main  storage  reservoir  in  the  valley;  one  site 
on  the  Arroyo  Honda  for  a  reservoir  at  an  elevation  of  800  feet  above  base,  of 
404,000,000  gallons  capacity;  another  site  still  higher,  the  elevation  of  which 
was  not  exactly  determined,  is  near  the  mouth  of  Smith's  Creek,  a  tributary 

*  This  mountain  has  been  selected  for  the  Bite  of  the  Lick  Observatory. 
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of  the  Calaveras,  of  1,500,000,000  gallons  capacity;  another  near  the  base  of 
Mount  Hamilton  of  800,000,000  gallons  capacity,  higher  than  the  former; 
lastly,  in  Santa  Isabel  Valley,  near  the  head-waters  of  the  Calaveras,  at  an  el- 
evation of  over  2,500  feet,  there  is  a  fine  site  for  a  reservoir  of  9,000,000,000 
gallons  capacity.  This  watershed,  comprising  nearly  140  square  miles,  is 
for  adaptability,  freedom  from  contamination,  and  for  excellence  of  water, 
one  of  the  best  that  can  be  found  in  the  country. 

From  observations  made  in  Calaveras  Valley,  we  find  that  the  rainfall  is 
substantially  the  same  as  at  San  Francisco,  where  the  annual  average  is  23.9 
inches.  In  the  more  elevated  regions  the  rainfall  is  undoubtedly  much 
greater.  At  Colfax,  for  instance,  on  the  Central  Pacific  Railroad,  the  altitude 
of  which  is  2,422  feet,  or  about  the  average  altitude  of  the  Calaveras  water- 
shed, the  mean  rainfall  exceeds  50  inches,  or  more  than  double  that  of  San 
Francisco;  yet,  to  be  within  absolutely  safe  limits,  24  inches  has  been  adopted 
as  the  average  annual  rainfall.  Then  the  total  annual  amount  of  water  fall- 
ing on  the  watershed  above  described,  namely  on  an  area  of  139  48  square 
miles,  equals  58,175,666,600  gallons.  As  in  other  cases,  take  one-half  as  the 
percentage  of  utilization,  that  is,  29,087,833,300  gallons,  which  gives  an  avail- 
able daily  supply  of  79,692,690  gallons,  leaving  a  surplus  of  nearly  30,000,000 
gallons  per  day  more  than  sufficient  to  supply  100  gallons  to  each  inhabitant 
for  a  population  of  500,000,  which  surplus  may  be  used  to  supply  San  Jose, 
Milpitas,  and  all  the  towns  along  the  line  of  the  conduit  from  Calaveras  Val- 
ley to  the  city  of  San  Francisco. 

THE  RESERVOIR. — To  provide  for  unusually  wet  seasons,  the  capacity  of  the 
reservoir  is  made  to  exceed  somewhat  the  required  average  storage,  above 
deduced,  by  an  increased  depth  of  10  feet.  Its  surface,  when  full,  will 
then  be  100  feet  above  the  center  line  of  the  outlet  tunnel,  and  765  feet  above 
the  city  b  se  of  levels.

To  convey  the  water  of  the  Arroyo  Honda  to  the  reservoir,  will  require  a 
canal  18,000  feet,  or  3.41  miles  in  length,  which  will  enter  the  reservoir  from 
its  eastern  slope. 

The  site  or  basin  referred  to  has  a  well  defined  and  prominent  rim,  stand- 
ing at  points  from  300  to  1,000  feet  above  the  capacious  basin  or  valley.  Evi- 
dently the  basin  was  once  a  lake,  through  the  side  of  which  the  abrasion  of 
water  and  sediment  flowing  over  it  from  the  creek  for  an  indefinite  period, 
has  cut  a  narrow  gap  from  the  top  to  the  bottom  of  the  basin  at  its  present 
outlet.  It  is  proposed  to  restore  this  basin  to  its  ancient  or  original  form  by 
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stopping  up  the  gap,  or  canon,  by  means  well  known  to  practical  and  experi- 
enced engineers. 

The  site  selected  for  the  embankment  is  extremely  favorable,  being  located 
in  Alarneda  county,  near  the  lower  end  of  Calaveras  Valley,  where  it  becomes 
a  steep  and  narrow  canon.  The  length  of  the  embankment  would  be  1,080 
feet  ;  width  on  top,  50  feet  ;  slopes,  1  vertical  to  4  horizontal.  Suitable  ma- 
terial for  making  the  embankment  is  found  in  great  abundance,  and  within 
easy  hauling  distance. 

THE  CONDUIT. — The  route  of  the  conduit  is  as  follows:  beginning  at  the  west- 
erly end  of  the  outlet  tunnel,  thence  southwesterly  descending  into  the  San 
Jose  Valley,  passing  through  the  town  of  Milpitas,  and  extending  around  the 
Bay  of  San  Francisco,  near  Alviso;  thence  northwesterly  over  level  ground,  and 
nearly  in  a  straight -line,  to  the  county  road  at  Menlo  Park  ;  thence  northerly 
along  and  in  the  county  road  to  the  Twelve-mile  Farm,  or  Baden  Station,  on  the 
Southern  Pacific  Eailroad  ;  thence  in  a  straight  line  to  Abbey  Summit  in  the 
city;  thence  to  a  point  near  San  Miguel  Station;  thence  in  a  straight  line, 
passing  between  the  Industrial  School  and  the  Kailroad,  to  its  terminus  in 
Tlock  Creek  Reservoir,  which  it  enters  at  its  southern  end,  at  an  elevation  of 
450  feet  above  city  base.  Length  of  conduit,  45.58  miles.

SPKING  VALLEY  WATER  WORKS. 


In  due  course  the  sources,  watersheds,  and  streams  of  the  Spring  Valley 
Water  Works  were  reached,  and  made  the  subject  of  inquiry.  These  works 
are  in  operation  and  supply  the  city  with  water.  They  combine  gravitation 
works  with  pumping  service ;  the  latter,  however,  only  to  a  limited  extent,  for 
supplying  the  upper  portion  of  the  city,  where  water  from  the  sources  can 
not  flow  by  gravitation. 

The  Pilarcitos  reservoir,  or  Lake  Pilarcitos,  has  an  elevation  of  696  feet 
above  base,  and  a  storage  capacity  of  1,180,000,000  gallons,  which  is  supplied 
from  a  watershed  of  3.75  square  miles,  and  an  average  annual  rainfall 
of  58  inches,  yielding  3,770,000,000  gallons,  50  per  cent,  of  which  is  1,885,- 
000,000  gallons,  and  a  daily  average  supply  of  5,160,000  gallons. 

The  San  Andres  reservoir,  or  Lake  San  Andres,  has  an  elevation  of  438 
feet  above  base,  and  a  storage  capacity  of  4,530,000,000  gallons ;  by  increasing  the 
height  of  the  dam  16  feet,  a  work  now  in  progress,  and  which  will  be  finished 
during  the  coming  season,  the  storage  capacity  will  be  increased  to  6,500,- 
000,000  gallons.  The  watershed,  including  Lock's  Creek,  San  Mateo,  and 
lower  Pilarcitos,  and  the  waste  water  of  the  upper  Pilarcitos,  supplying  the 
San  Andres  reservoir,  has  an  area  of  10.81  square  miles,  as  now  used,  and  an 
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annual  rainfall  of  51.7  inches,  which  yields  an  average  daily  supply  of 
13,304,000  gallons.  It  is  proper  here  to  state,  that  for  the  purpose  of  com- 
parison, 50  per  cent,  of  the  rainfall  on  the  watersheds  of  all  the  plans  con- 
sidered, has  been  adopted  as  the  available  supply,  though  the  percentage 
could  with  propriety  and  justice  be  increased  to  60  per  cent,  in  this  case, 
from  the  fact  that  the  watershed  on  the  peninsula,  from  the  influence  of 
prevailing  fogs,  and  consequent  dampness  and  less  evaporation,  yields  a 
larger  percentage  of  the  rainfall  than  the  localities  farther  inland,  still  the 
rule  or  scale  which  governs  all,  has  been  strictly  adhered  to  here. 

By  careful  measurement,  the  water  flowing  into  the  Pilarcitos  and  San  An- 
dres reservoirs,  during  the  dryest  season,  was  found  to  be  1,575,000  gallons 
daily  as  the  minimum  supply. 

Mountain  Lake  and  Lobos  Creek  furnish  a  part  of  the  supplies  to  the 
Spring  Valley  Water  Works.  The  water  is  conveyed  by  flume  from  these 
sources  to  the  delivery  well  at  the  pumping  house.  The  pumping  service 
coasists  of  two  condensing  expansive  engines  of  200  horse  power  each,  so 
arranged  as  to  work  in  combination  or  separately.  To  each  engine  a  double- 
acting  pump  is  attached,  which  daily  forces  through  two  10-inch  and  two 
12-inch  mains  2,250,000  gallons  into  upper  Russian  Hill,  lower  Eussian  Hill, 
and  Clay  street  reservoirs,  at  an  elevation  of  300,  140,  and  353  feet  above  city 
base,  respectively. 

The  buildings  and  general  appointments  of  these  works  are  considered 
good,  the  pumping  machinery  was  found  in  excellent  condition,  and  working 
well.  The  best  plan  of  works,  however,  for  supplying  water  to  a  city,  should 
be  one  entirely  on  the  gravitation  principle  (the  kind  which  has  been  recom- 
mended), and  wholly  divested  of  pumping  machinery,  thus  simplifying  the 
works  and  lessening  first  cost  and  maintenance.  The  Blue  Lakes,  the  Clear 
Lake,  and  the  Calaveras  Valley  sources,  would  afford  head  of  water  and  force 
sufficient  at  Eussian  Hill,  by  simply  attaching  hose  to  the  water  pipes,  to  ex- 
tinguish fire  without  the  aid  of  fire  engines. 

With  the  view  of  enlarging  and  extending  the  Spring  Valley  Water  Works, 
the  company  propose  to  annex  the  watersheds  of  the  Canada  Raymundo,  em- 
bracing 22%  square  miles,  a  part  of  which  is  now  occupied,  and  on  the  site 
work  is  commenced,  preparatory  to  building  the  Crystal  Springs  reservoir. 
This  reservoir  when  built  will  have  an  elevation  of  310  feet  above  base,  and  a 
capacity  of  40,000,000,000  gallons. 

The  present  storage  capacity  of  all  the  reservoirs  connected  with  the  Spring 
Valley  Water  Works,  without  the  city,  is  5,700,000,000  gallons,  and  within  the 
city  as  follows:  Upper  Eussian  Hill,  3,750,000,  elevation  300 feet;  Lower  Rus- 
sian Hill,  6,750,000,  elevation  140  feet;  Market  street  reservoir  2,250,000,  ele- 
vation 200  feet;  Clay  street  tank,  140,000,  elevation  353  feet;  Brannan  street, 
400,000,  elevation  85  feet;  College  Hill  reservoir,  15,000,000,  elevation  255 
feet;  Laguna  Honda,  33,000,000,  elevation  377  feet,  which  constitutes  an  ag- 
gregate storage  of  5,771,290,000  gallons.  Add  to  this  40,000,000,000  gallons, 
the  capacity  of  the  proposed  Crystal  Springs  reservoir,  and  it  gives  a  prospec- 
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live  total  of  45,771,290,000  gallons.  The  available  supply  under  the  present 
condition  of  the  works  is  '20,714,000  gallons  daily;  to  which  also  add 
the  probable  future  condition  of  the  works,  by  the  annexation  of  the  Canada 
Eaymundo  watershed,  on  which  falls  annually  34  inches  of  rain,  supplying 
Crystal  Springs  reservoir,  which  would  yield,  on  the  basis  of  the  50  per  cent, 
co-efficient  of  availability  6.647,000,000  gallons  per  annum,  and  the  whole 
would  thus  yield  a  total  of  36,655,000  gallons  daily. 

The  20,714,000  gallons,  present  availability  of  the  works  as  here  shown,  is 
not  the  quantity  found  daily  flowing  from  the  reservoirs  to  the  city,  the  latter 
being  only  the  quantity  which  is  furnished  the  consumer  of  water,  the  rest 
remains  stored  in  the  several  reservoirs.  How  much  more  supply  and  storage 
the  company  propose  to  acquire,  if  any,  by  the  extension  and  enlargement  of 
their  works  on  the  Peninsula,  has  not  transpired,  but  if  all  that  is  available 
were  collected  and  utilized,  it  is  obvious  that  the  quantity  would  be  large. 
Still  on  the  gravitation  plan  of  works,  it  would  not  answer  as  a  supply  to  the 
upper  portion  of  the  city,  from  want  of  head,  and  would  render  pumping  ser- 
vice necessary.  This,  if  possible,  should  be  avoided,  as  it  involves  a  mixed  and' 
more  expensive  system  of  supply  than  gravitation  works,  such  as  the  Clear 
Lake,  Blue  Lakes,  and  Calaveras  Valley  sources  would  furnish.  With  regard 
to  the  Duality  of  water  collected  from  the  catchment  and  sources  of  the 
Spring  Valley  Water  Company,  it  is  sufficient  to  say  that  it  is  derived  from 
rainfall  flowing  over  an  unobjectionable  watershed. 

WATEB  SOURCES   AND   EOUTES  TO   THE   CITY. 

LOCK'S  CHEEK. — Commencing  at  Lock's  Creek,  which  has  a  watershed  of 
1,800  acres,  at  an  elevation  of  505  feet  above  base,  and  a  mean  annual 
rainfall  of  58  inches,  furnishing  a  supply  of  3,883,435  gallons  daily.  The 
water  from  the  creek  is  conveyed  by  alternate  flumes,  syphons  and  a  conduit, 
a  distance  of  17.42  miles  to  San  Andres  reservoir,  there  being  some  800,000 
gallons  daily  running  to  waste,  which  may  yet  be  utilized.

The  water  of  San  Andres  is  conveyed  to  College  Hill 
reservoir  in  San  Francisco  by  the  following  means:  by  tunnel,  (with  gate  and 
shaft)  250  feet;  thence  by  tunnel  to  sand  and  screen  box,  2,820  feet;  thence  by 
30-inch  main  to  College  Hill  reservoir  64,000  feet;  thence  by  22- inch  main  to 
Market  and  Potter  streets,  18,480  feet;  thence  by  16-inch  main  to  Market 
street  reservoir.

The  initial  tunnel  above  mentioned  conveys  also  waste  water  from  Lake 
Pilarcitos  into  San  Andres  reservoir.  The  surplus  water  which  the  capacity 
of  this  tunnel  will  not  admit,  will  find  its  way  by  natural  channel,  to  the 
Crystal  Springs  reservoir,  elsewhere  spoken  of. 

SAN  MATEO  CREEK.  —  Has  a  watershed  of  2%  square  miles,  with  a  mean 
annual  rainfall  of  54  inches,  giving  a  daily  available  supply  of  3,213,827 
gallons.  The  water  is  conveyed  by  a  flume  (6  feet  by  2%  feet)  600  feet; 
thence  by  Pilarcitos  tunnel  No.  2,  3,420  feet;  thence  by  22-  inch  main  6,000 
feet,  thence  by  4-foot  flume  4,000  feet,  into  Lake  San  Andres.  In  case  of  a 
flow  of  water  in  excess  of  the  capacity  of  this  main  and  flume,  provision  has 
been  made  to  carry  such  excess,  by  other  mains  to  San  Andres,  the  aggre- 
gate capacity  of  the  mains  being  44,000,000  gallons  per  day. 
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Lower  Pilarcitos  has  a  water  shed  of  1%  square  miles,  with  a  mean  annual 
rainfall  of  54  inches,  giving  a  daily  available  supply  of  1,928,327  gallons. 
The  water  of  Lower  Pilarcitos,  as  well  as  the  waste  of  Upper  Pilarcitos,  are 
conveyed  by  flume  (5  feet  by  3  feet),  4,300  feet  into  Lock's  Creek  tunnel, 
thence  into  Lake  San  Andies,  as  described.

MOUNTAIN  LAKE  AND  LOBOS  CREEK.— These  sources  are  found  near  Pre- 
sidio Reservation  in  San  Francisco,  and  yield  2,250,000  gallons  daily.  The 
water  is  delivered  by  flume  to  point  Lobos  Pumps,  thence  forced  through  two 
12-inch  and  two  10-inch  mains  into  the  several  reservoirs,  viz:  Lower  Russian 
Hill,  Upper  Russian  Hill,  or  Clay  street  tank. 

To  make  explorations,  surveys  and  estimates  preparatory  to  the  building 
of  water  works,  with  the  way  clear,  and  a  wide  and  unoccupied  field  to  operate 
in,  and  select  sites  from,  is  comparatively  an  easy  matter,  but  not  so  with 
regard  to  works  such  as  the  Spring  Valley  Water  Works,  already  built  and  in 
operation;  here  difficulties  are  encountered  not  easily  overcome.  Concerning 
these  works,  careful  inspection  and  inquiry  was  instituted,  but  nothing  of 
their  whole  construction  excepting  the  exterior,  exposed  to  view,  could  be 
examined.  The  whole  internal  arrangements,  such  as  details  of  reservoirs, 
foundations,  superstructures,  pipe  system,  &c.,  &c.,  from  being  in  use  and 
covered  by  water,  or  hidden  under  ground,  precluded  the  possibility  of  a 
critical  inveatigation,  upon  which  correct  estimates  of  cost  could  be  predicated. 
To  accomplish  that  end  access  to  the  books  and  accounts  of  the  Company  be- 
came necessary.  A  statement  of  the  case  was  made  to  the  President,  Charles 
Webb  Howard,  Esq.,  which  resulted  in  his  readily  granting  the  privilege  desired. 
The  intricacies  of  book-keeping,  not  familiar  to  an  engineer,  rendered  it 
necessary  to  engage  the  services  of  an  expert.  Solon  Pattee,  Esq.,  well-known 
for  his  ability  as  an  accountant,  was  employed,  who  examined  the  books  of 
the  Company  and  found  that  the  expenditures  for  franchises,  construction 
and  maintenance  had  been  $8,746,928.12,  which  is  represented  by  the  follow- 
ing schedule  of  property.

The  cost  of  construction  of  the  reservoirs,  flumes,  conduits,  and  all  appli- 
ances for  conveying  the  water  supplied  from  the  sources  owned  and  controlled 
by  the  Spring  Valley  Water  Company,  as  described  above,  are  included  in 
the  estimate  furnished  by  Mr.  Pattee.  Also,  the  distribution  system  in  the 
city,  which  consists  of  15  miles  of  3-inch  pipe,  4%  miles  of  4-inch  pipe,  43% 
miles  6-inch  pipe,  25  miles  8  inch  pipe,  2%  miles  10-inch  pipe,  11 /^  miles  12- 
inch,  4%  miles  16-inch  pipe,  %  mile  20-inch  pipe,  and  1%  miles  22-inch  pipe, 
or  a  total  of  145  miles  of  pipe,  with  the  appurtenances  and  attachments 
thereto  belonging. 


PESCADERO  CREEK. 

Pescadero  Creek  takes  its  rise  in  the  Santa  Cruz  range  of  mountains  in  San 
Mateo  County,  and  flows  westwardly  through  a  densely  wooded  country  with 
very  abrupt  slopes,  to  the  ocean.  It  is  proposed  to  divert  its  waters,  at  a  point 
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about  one-fourth  of  a  mile  below  Peters'  Fork,  where  an  embankment  90  feet 
in  height,  thrown  across  Pescadero  Creek,  will  raise  the  water  to  an  elevation 
of  410  feet  above  the  city  base,  and  form  a  reservoir  with  a  capacity  of  600,- 
000,000  gallons. 

From  this  reservoir  the  water  is  to  be  conveyed  to  the  main  storage  reser- 
voir in  the  Canada  Eaymundo,  by  means  of  an  aqueduct  and  tunnel  along 
the  route  of  which  the  head-waters  of  San  Gregorio,  Bogas  Alamo,  and  Tuni- 
tas  Creeks,  will  be  taken  up. 

The  fall  of  the  aqueduct  will  be  2.27  feet  per  mile,  and  its  length  22  miles, 
consisting  of  5%  miles  of  open  canal  and  15%  miles  of  tunneling. 

The  diameter  of  the  tunnels  will  be  10  feet  in  the  clear,  lined  with  brick; 
the  canal  9  feet  wide  at  the  bottom,  21  feet  at  the  top,  and  6  feet  in  depth. 
These,  when  full,  will  convey  125,000,000  gallons  in  24  hours. 

The  Canada  Kaymundo  is  situated  about  two  miles  southeast  of  the  old 
Crystal  Springs  Hotel,  and  forms  the  main  southerly  fork  of  San  Mateo  Creek. 
The  height  of  the  proposed  reservoir  is  to  be  340  feet  above  city  base,  and  the 
greatest  height  of  embankment  129  feet.  The  capacity  of  this  reservoir  is 
more  than  sufficient  to  store  all  the  waters  that  can  be  brought  through  the 
aqueduct,  and  the  waters  flowing  into  it  from  its  own  watershed  of  18  square 
miles. 

From  this  main  storage  reservoir  the  water  is  to  be  conveyed  to  distributing 
reservoirs  in  the  city  in  a  wrought-iron  conduit,  55  inches  in  diameter,  with 
a  carrying  capacity  of  30,000,000  gallons  in  24  hours.  Length  of  conduit 
18.21  miles,  with  a  total  head  of  50  feet.  Two  distributing  reservoirs  have 
been  located  near  San  Miguel  station,  at  an  elevatiou  of  250  feet  above  city 
base,  with  an  aggregate  capacity  of  86,000,000  gallons,  and  are  intended  for 
the  low-service  supply  only,  that  is,  for  that  part  of  the  city  lying  below  an 
elevation  of  200  feet. 

THE  SUPPLY. — The  minimum  discharge  of  Pescadero  Creek  at  the  site  of 
the  embankment,  as  determined  by  weir  measurements  made  in  January  last, 
was  2,434,120  gallons,  and  of  San  Gregorio  creek,  its  principal  tributary, 
1,415,200  gallons  in  24  hours.  This  was  after  a  drouth  of  six  weeks,  and  may 
be  considered  a  fair  average  for  the  summer  months.  No  measurements  were 
made  of  the  other  creeks  along  the  route  of  the  aqueduct,  but  by  comparison 
with  the  Pescadero  and  San  Gregorio,  based  upon  their  respective  watersheds, 
we  arrive  at  a  close  estimate  of  their  daily  discharge,  and  obtain  the  follow- 
ing results: 

Pescadero  Creek 2,434,100  gallons. 

San  Gregorio  Creek 1,415,200  gallons. 

Bogas  and  Alamo  Creeks 486,800  gallons. 

Tunitas  Creek. . , 486,800  gallons. 

Total  minimum  daily  supply 4,822,900  gallons. 
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The  discharge  of  these  creeks  during,  and  immediately  after,  a  heavy  rain 
is  largely  in  excess  of  the  carrying  capacity  of  the  aqueduct,  and  owing  to 
the  steep  slopes  and  the  absence  of  sites  for  storage  resorvoirs  along  the  route, 
by  far  the  greater  portion  of  the  storm  waters  must  necessarily  run  to  waste 
and  be  lost.  Without  a  series  of  systematic  observations  on  the  rainfall  and 
the  resulting  discharge,  extending  over  at  least  one  entire  season,  no  reliable 
estimate  of  the  amount  that  can  be  intercepted  by  the  aqueduct  can  be  made. 

At  all  events  it  may  be  assumed  that  the  aqueduct  will  run  to  its  full  ca- 
pacity— that  is  125,000,000  gallons  in  twenty-four  hours— during  a  rain,  and 
for  a  few  hours  thereafter.  There  are,  on  an  average,  62  rainy  days  in  the 
year,  which  will  therefore  furnish  an  aggregate  of  7,750,000,000  gallons. 

During  the  remainder  of  the  year  the  daily  supply  will  vary  from  125,000,000 
to  5,000,000,  but  for  eight  months  of  the  year  not  more  than  an  average  of 
5,000,000  gallons  per  day  may  be  relied  upon. 

The  watershed  pertaining  to  the  Canada  Raymundo  reservoir,  comprises 
an  area  of  18  square  miles,  and  will  furnish  an  additional  average  supply  of 
about  15,000,000  gallons  per  day. 

It  will  be  observed  that  part  of  the  water  shed  and  reservoir  site  claimed 
by  the  Spring  Valley  Water  Company,  comprising  the  lands  and  streams  (or 
a  considerable  portion  of  them)  lying  within  the  limits  of  the  Canada  Ray- 
mundo, are  also  claimed  by  the  parties  interested  in  the  Pescadero  scheme, 
which  conflict  of  title  may  in  some  manner  be  reconciled  by  the  parties  in  in- 
terest. But  the  question  of  title  or  legal  rights  of  corporations  or  individu- 
als are  matters  we  do  not  propose  to  discuss  or  settle  here.  It  is  simply  pro- 
posed to  state  how  much  water  each  designated  source  will  supply,  where  it 
is  to  be  found,  and  what  it  will  cost  to  erect  works  to  utilize  it.  Nothing 
more. 

The  estimates  made  exhibit  the  cost  of  building  works  deriving  their  supply 
from  the  sources  of  the  Pescadero  and  intermediate  streams.  The  catchment 
and  streams  below  the  line  of  tunnel  will  continue  to  shed  large  quantities  of 
water  to  waste,  until  provision  is  made  to  collect  and  store  it.  This  may  be 
accomplished  by  means  of  an  intercepting  canal  and  storage  reservoir  located 
at  a  slight  elevation  above  base,  near  the  ocean  coast,  from  which  the  water 
may  be  elevated,  by  powerful  pumping  engines,  to  supply  some  one  of  the 
reservoirs  on  the  easterly  slope  of  the  Peninsula.  It  is  evident  that  to  effect 
the  perfect  utilization  of  the  waters  of  the  Peninsula,  pumping  machinery 
must  ultimately  be  brought  into  requisition.

DISTRIBUTION. 

DISTRIBUTING   BESEBVOIB   FOB   HIGH  SEBVICE. 

This  reservoir  would  be  used  for  receiving  and  distributing  the  water  brought 
to  the  city  through  the  conduits  from  distant  places.  One  of  these  would 
occupy  the  highest  available  site  within  the  city,  at  the  head  of  Rock  creek, 
where  the  supply  from  the  Blue  Lakes,  Clear  Lake  and  Calaveras  Valley 
sources  would  be  delivered. 

This  reservoir  stands  in  common  to  each  of  these  schemes,  and  has  an  ele- 
vation of  450  feet  above  base,  and  a  capacity  of  247,760,000  gallons.  The 
water  would  be  drawn  in  larger  or  smaller  quantities  to  meet  the  demands  of 
the  population,  through  two  40-inch  mains,  connecting  with  the  pipe  system 
for  distributing  water  throughout  the  city,  at  high  elevations. 

DISTEIBUTING   BESEBVOIB   FOB  LOW   SEBVICE. 

A  lower  reservoir,  disconnected  from  the  first,  would  occupy  a  site  at  the 
head  of  Islais  creek,  to  the  east  of  the  San  Jose  Railroad,  at  an  elevation  of 
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250  feet  above  the  base  of  levels,  and  have  a  capacity  of  16,000,000  gallons. 
It  would  receive  its  supply  for  distribution  from  a  condiiit  extending  to  and 
connecting  with  the  Pescadero  source  of  supply.  This  reservoir  should  be 
considered  apart  from  (although  it  might  have  pipe  communication  with)  any 
proposed  plan  for  Laguna  Merced,  or  Spring  Valley  Water  Works  reservoir, 
and  be  used  in  common  to  supply  the  lower  level  of  the  city. 

PIPE  SYSTEM. 

The  pipe  system  for  distributing  water  through  the  streets,  alleys  and 
public  grounds  of  the  city,  will  derive  its  supply  from  the  two  reservoirs 
above  described,  and  be  divided  into  an  upper  and  lower  service,  having  suita- 
ble attachments  to  open  and  close  a  connection  between  them  at  pleasure. 
For  the  most  part  this  communication  will  be  closed,  to  open  only  in  the  con- 
tingency of  fire,  or  in  the  event  of  accident,  which  from  any  cause  may  in- 
terrupt the  supply  of  water  to  the  lower  service.  This  separation  of  the  two 
services  becomes  especially  necessary,  owing  to  the  head  from  the  upper  res- 
ervoir— 450  feet  above  sea  level — being  too  great  for  the  lower  service  to  bear 
under  constant  use.  The  upper  service  would  receive  its  supply  of  water 
from  the  higher  reservoir  for  distribution  in  all  localities  at  and  over  200  feet 
above  tide  ;  and  the  lower  service  for  distribution  receive  its  supply  from  the 
lower  reservoir  250  feet  above  tide  ;  the  lower  distributing  pipes  to  extend 
from  sea  level  to  the  aforesaid  connection  of  the  two  services. 

To  make  this  water  supply  a  popular,  as  well  as  remunerative  measure,  at 
least  so  far  as  to  avoid  a  direct  tax  for  its  support,  the  necessity  of  extending 
the  pipe  lines  as  far  as  possible,  should  be  kept  in  view,  that  the  benefits  and 
security  from  water  supply  may  be  felt  by  all. 

It  is  comparatively  easy  to  compute  the  cost  of  water  works,  of  any  given 
capacity  and  extent,  but  not  so  of  the  revenue  to  be  derived  from  them,  as  it 
is  impossible  to  foresee  how  generally  the  citizens  will  take  the  water,  or  what 
price  it  will  command.  A  safe  estimate  of  the  net  earnings  may  be  made  by 
comparison  with  the  rates  at  which  other  cities  furnish  water.  It  is  a  bad  policy 
to  curtail  the  water  pipe  extension  for  the  purpose  of  lessening  the  first  cost, 
as  this  is  cutting  off  the  revenue  of  the  works  which  supports  them,  without 
taxing  those  situated  beyond  the  limits  of  supply.  While  an  exact  revenue 
from  the  works  cannot  be  determined,  it  would  be  a  satisfaction  to  the  citizens 
to  know,  that  by  building  and  owning  their  own  works,  and  after  defraying 
the  expense  of  maintenance  and  setting  aside  an  amount  sufficient  as  a  sink- 
ing fund  to  pay  the  principal  and  interest,  they  would  get  the  water  at  cost. 

PIPE   DISTKIBUTION. 

The  two  services,  upper  and  lower,  before  described,  will  start  from  effluent 
chambers,  constructed  in  the  bottom  of  the  respective  reservoirs;  and  through 
the  embankment  of  each  reservoir  there  will  extend  the  before  mentioned  two 
mains  of  40  inches  diameter,  and  1,000  feet  in  length,  each  terminated  with  a 
water-gate;  one  of  these,  for  the  present,  at  each  reservoir,  to  be  connected 
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by  means  of  a  reducer,  with  a  main  30  inches  diameter,  for  conveying  the 
water  to  the  city  for  distribution,  and  the  other  to  be  held  in  reserve  for 
future  use. 

The  30-inch  main,  in  the  upper  service,  will  extend  from  the  connection 
with  the  40-inch  main  along  Diamond  street  to  Seventeenth;  thence  to  Cas- 
tro; to  Eidley;  to  Devisadero;  to  Jackson;  to  corner  of  Jackson  and  Jones 
streets;  the  total  length  being  21,400  feet,  or  about  4  miles. 

The  30-inch  main  in  the  lower  service  will  extend  from  the  40-inch  connec- 
tion along  old  San  Jose  Road  to  Valencia  street;  thence  to  corner  of  Valencia 
and  Market;  the  total  length  being  24,500  feet,  or  4.6  miles,  and  here  the 
communicating  pipe  between  the  systems  is  connected,  and  extends  along 
Market  street  to  its  junction  with  the  30-inch  of  the  upper  service.  A  water- 
gate  in  this  connecting  line,  operated  at  pleasure,  opens  a  communication 
between  the  upper  and  lower  service  as  described;  these  form  the  principal 
arteries  of  supply,  and  the  rest  of  the  pipes  of  different  diameters  and  extent 
for  distribution  through  the  city,  would  be  laid  in  the  following  order :

RECOMMENDATION. 

These  investigations,  as  understood  and  aimed  to  be  earned  out  by 
your  engineer,  are  intended  as  an  inquiry  to  ascertain  by  what  method  the 
cheapest  and  best  water  works  could,  by  purchase  or  by  building,  be  provided, 
owned,  and  controlled  by  the  city. 

The  question  of  water  supply  alone,  irrespective  of  ownership,  or  the  in- 
terest of  individuals  or  corporations,  has  been  considered,  and  the  facts  in 
the  case  reported  in  plain  but  respectful  terms,  leaving  the  main  question, 
that  of  purchasing  or  building  works,  as  the  case  may  be,  to  be  determined 
by  your  Honorable  Board. 

After  careful  examination,  computation,  and  comparison  of  the  different 
plans  of  works,  your  engineer  has  selected  and  respectfully  recommends 
the  adoption  of  that  plan  which  will  derive  its  supply  from  the  Calaveras 
Valley  and  sources,  for  the  following  reasons,  namely: 

First. — Because  works  built  on  this  plan  would  meet  every  requirement  to 
furnish  100  gallons  of  water  per  diem  to  each  inhabitant  of  a  population  of 
500,000,  or  50,000,000  gallons  delivered  at  the  city  every  24  hours. 

Second. — Because  these  works  require  no  canal  or  ditch,  no  syphons  or  pipe 
inverts,  to  carry  water  from  one  point  to  another  under  canons  or  valleys,  no 
flumes  of  wood  (to  decay  and  be  removed)  to  pass  precipitous  places  of  diffi- 
cult access  and  repair,  nor  any  expensive  cuts  of  earth  or  stone,  nor  work 
exposed  to  hillside  slides,  to  carry  it  away  and  interrupt  the  supply  of  water, 
nor  walls  of  masonry,  or  trestle  of  timber  to  retain,  protect,  or  support  the 
water  channel,  conduit,  or  flume,  but  which  obtain  in  all  other  plans  to  a 
greater  or  less  extent. 
43 
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Third. — Because  no  portion  of  the  conduit  is  rendered  inaccessible  by  pass- 
ing under  river  or  bay,  or  subject  to  the  action  of  salt  water  and  corrosion  to- 
hasten  its  destruction ;  but  it  presents  a  direct,  unbroken,  and  well  protected 
line  from  end  to  end,  extending  along  a  comparatively  level  country,  close  to 
a  public  highway,  with  a  railroad  accessible  at  every  point,  so  that  in  the 
event  of  accident  a  large  force  of  men  and  necessary  materials  and  imple- 
ments could  be  concentrated  in  a  given  time,  to  dispatch  repairs,  than  by  any 
other  plan. 

Fourth. — Because  only  one  reservoir  without  the  city,  of  unquestionable 
capacity,  instead  of  many,  is  required,  from  which,  owing  to  its  great  depth, 
capacity,  and  limited  water  surface,  there  will  be  less  loss  by  evaporation 
than  from  the  several  reservoirs  connected  with  each  of  the  other  systems. 

Fifth. — Because  the  works  suggested  (as  also  the  Blue  Lakes  and  Clear 
Lake  plans)  would  flow  the  water  by  gravitation  alone,  and  consequently 
without  the  necessity  of  pumping  machinery,  at  least  100  feet  higher  than 
Russian  Hill,  or  than  is  now  supplied,  and  it  is  in  all  other  respects  the  best 
and  simplest  system  of  works  and  less  liable  to  get  out  of  order  than  any 
other. 

The  single  consideration  of  the  conduit  passing  around,  instead  of  under, 
the  bay,  is  of  the  utmost  importance,  thus  avoiding  a  complex  and  inaccessi- 
ble adjunct,  requiring  pipe  with  flexible  or  compound  joints,  very  difficult 
and  expensive  to  lay,  and  always  imperiled,  in  whatever  manner  laid,  by  pre- 
senting an  obstacle  to  the  anchorage  of  the  bay,  and  its  valuable  uses  as  a 
harbor,  as  which  it  should  be  guarded  with  great  care,  as  also  should  the  sup- 
ply of  water  to  a  city  be  guarded  from  interruption  by  accident,  to  which  it 
would  be  liable  by  laying  the  conduit  under  the  bay. 

With  reference  to  the  Calaveras,  Clear  Lake,  and  Pescadero  schemes,  the 
point  likely  to  attract  most  attention  lies  in  the  unusual  height  of  the  dam  to 
be  built  across  the  narrow  gap  or  canon  which  forms  the  outlet  of  the  Calav- 
eras valley,  in  one  case,  being  196  feet  high;  and  that  built  across  the  valley 
which  is  to  form  the  Carquinez  reservoir  being  189  feet  high;  in  another  case, 
and  lastly,  that  across  the  Pescadero,  being  95  feet  high. 

Some  writers  have  ventured  to  fix  a  limit  to  the  height  of  dams  or  embank- 
ments for  retaining  water,  to  exceed  which,  they  affirm,  would  endanger  the 
structure.  It  is  admitted  that  heavy  dams  with  straight,  rigid,  iron  outlet 
pipes  laid  in  them  when  built,  while  undergoing  the  slow  but  irresistible  pro- 
cess of  settling,  to  which  they  are  subjected  for  a  long  period  of  years,  bend 
the  pipes,  and  this  starts  leaks  at  the  joints,  or  perhaps  fractures  the  pipes* 
and  by  the  consequent  escape  of  water  under  pressure  which  follows,  finally 
softens  and  destroys  the  structure.  Heavy  dams  are  more  liable  to  accident 
from  this  cause  than  lighter  ones;  but  the  principle  does  not  apply  to  all 
heavy  dams,  and  especially  to  any  of  the  cases  in  question,  as  the  outlet  pipes 
are  severally  conducted  through  the  side  of  the  reservoir  or  natural  embank- 
ment, where  the  load  will  be  comparatively  light,  and  no  possibility  of 
settling. 
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To  entirely  obviate  the  difficulty,  the  outlet  for  the  Calaveras  reservoir  will 
be  a  tunnel,  cut  through  a  ridge  of  solid  rock,  and  to  this  tunnel  the  conduit 
to  carry  water  to  the  city,  will  be  attached. 

Because  a  few  badly  constructed,  and  therefore  insufficient  and  weak  dams 
have  failed  in  the  past,  which  are  the  exception  and  not  the  rule,  it  should 
not  be  inferred  from  these  failures,  and  the  disasters  attending  them,  that  a 
perfectly  built  and  properly  placed  dam,  such  as  the  one  under  consideration, 
would  fail.  It  would  be  inconsistent  to  hold  that  because  an  improperly  built 
bridge  fails  that  all  bridges  would  fail,  and  should  therefore  be  condemned. 

If  it  were  proposed  to  build  at  the  narrow  canon  or  outlet  of  the  Calaveras 
valley  or  the  wider  one  at  the  Carquinez  valley,  a  dam,  for  instance,  one  mile 
wide  to  resist  the  pressure  of  water  191  feet  deep,  the  absurdity  of  such  a 
proposition  would  strike  the  common  sense  of  every  man;  if  the  width  then 
were  reduced  to  even  half  a  mile  it  would  appear  equally  ridiculous.  How 
much  less  than  half  a  mile  it  would  do  to  make  the  width  of  the  dam  to  with- 
stand the  pressure  of  water  against  it  with  safety,  is  the  province  of  an  engi- 
neer to  determine. 

If  a  dam  of  50  feet  or  more  in  height  has  been  built  and  used,  as  has  been 
with  safety,  why  not  build  and  use  a  dam  100  feet  or  200  feet  or  even  more, 
in  height,  if  required,  with  safety.  To  say  that  dams  are  limited  to  given 
heights,  beyond  which  they  cannot  be  built,  is  to  say  that  the  skill  of  engineer- 
ing is  prescribed  to  this  limit,  and  this  is  absurd.  We  see  instances  among 
the  mountain  reservoirs  or  lakes,  of  dams  or  natural  embankments  sustaining 
a  head  of  500  to  1,000  feet,  or  more. 

The  public  are  licensed  to  speculate  on  disasters,  and  the  causes  attending 
the  failures  of  structures  of  all  kinds,  and  condemn  them  with  impunity;  but 
it  is  hazardous  for  an  engineer  to  do  so.  It  is  no  compliment  to  the  profes- 
sion to  which  he  belongs  to  reject  any  untried  and  apparently  feasible  project 
(in  this  enlightened  and  progressive  age),  or  say  that  he  cannot  do  anything 
that  is  possible,  and  it  would  be  humiliating  to  confess  his  inability  to  build 
a  safe  and  strong  dam,  at  any  of  the  places  mentioned. 

In  conclusion,  it  is  proper  to  state  that  the  selection  and  recommendation 
of  the  plan  of  works  proposed  should  not  be  construed  in  disparagement  or 
in  condemnation  of  other  plans  for  purposes  of  water  supply,  as  their  merits 
are  only  treated  comparatively.  No  one  more  highly  appreciates  the  value 
and  importance  of  the  different  plans  submitted  to  your  Engineer  than  he 
does,  as  water  schemes,  to  be  brought  in  requisition  at  later  periods,  or  when 
the  sources  on  the  peninsula  (which  includes  those  of  the  Spring  Valley 
Water  Co.)  and  the  Calaveras  fail  to  supply  the  city  with  sufficient  water. 
They  are  also  valuable  for  purposes  of  irrigation,  to  which  they  might  be 
applied  with  great  success  and  profit. 

Believing  it  is  best  to  secure  and  utilize  all  the  sources  of  supply  by  gravi- 
tation on  the  peninsula  after  that  of  the  Calaveras,  I  do  not  hesitate  to 
recomemend  for  your  adoption  all  these  supplies,  commencing  at  the  city  and 
extending  to  and  including  the  Pescadero. 
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There  undoubtedly  can  be  found  more  than  enough  water,  if  properly 
collected  and  husbanded,  from  the  sources  above  recommended,  to  furnish 
San  Francisco  with  water  for  every  useful  purpose,  to  and  beyond  the  close  of 
the  present  century;  when,  after  this  period,  it  may  reasonably  be  supposed 
that  your  city  will  have  a  population  of  more  than  a  million  of  inhabitants, 
and  increasing  rapidly,  it  will  become  necessary  to  consider  from  what  source 
beyond  the  peninsula  and  the  Calaveras  an  additional  supply  of  water  can  be 
obtained. 

There  are  cogent  reasons  for  adopting  the  sources  above  recommended,  not 
only  those  arising  from  economy  of  cost  and  maintenance  of  works  close  at 
hand,  but  as  a  means  of  public  security  against  external  disturbances  ;  such 
as  were  witnessed  by  your  engineer  during  the  late  civil  war,  when  the  army 
of  the  South  threatened  destruction  to  the  Cincinnati  and  Louisville  Water 
Works.  As  a  case  in  point,  a  plan  submitted  by  your  engineer  for  the 
enlargement  and  extension  of  the  Cincinnati  Water  Works,  having  their 
source  of  supply  in  the  State  of  Kentucky,  was  rejected,  and  a  plan  for  water 
supply,  the  source  of  which  was  within  the  State  of  Ohio,  was  adopted  for 
the  reason  recited  above,  although  at  least  doubling  the  cost  of  construction. 

There  is  no  foreseeing  the  dissensions  that  may  sever  the  State,  and  leave 
remote  water  sources  without  her  boundary  and  beyond  her  control ;  or  what 
invading  army  may  in  time  of  war,  in  a  spirit  of  vandalism,  destroy  her 
lengthy  conduits,  cut  off  the  supply  of  water,  and  inflict  upon  San  Francisco 
the  greatest  calamity  that  could  befall  a  city.  Hence  the  necessity  that  may 
be  deemed  absolute  in  providing  a  plentiful  supply  of  water  near  at  hand 
to  guard  against  any  possible  contingency. 

These  are  some  of  the  considerations  which  have  influenced  your  engineer 
in  selecting  the  plans  of  works  recommended  to  your  Honorable  Body. 

For  the  purpose  of  comparing  the  different  schemes  by  the  same  standard, 
the  full  size  of  a  single  line  of  pipe  (of  sheet  or  plate  iron  rivited)  to  deliver 
50,000,000  gallons  of  water  daily  from  the  sources  to  the  city,  has  been 
adopted.  In  practice,  however,  it  would  be  better  to  commence  with  onev 
conduit  to  deliver  half  that  quantity,  and  add  the  other  when  required.  The 
cost  would  be  somewhat  greater,  but  the  plan  would  have  the  compensating 
advantage  of  a  duplicate  to  furnish  a  partial  supply  from  one  conduit  in  the 
event  of  an  accident  to  the  other. 

The  wrought  plate  conduits  and  invert  syphons  proposed  for  the  several 
schemes,  (and  so  commonly  used  in  California  for  water  works  and  mining 
purposes,  with  uniform  success  and  satisfaction)  should  be  made  of  iron  of 
the  highest  grade  and  tensile  strength,  tested  at  fully  55,000  Ibs.  to  the 
sectional  square  inch,  the  thickness  to  increase  or  diminish  with  varying  head 
or  pressure.  In  the  foregoing  estimates  the  thickness  was  computed  at  double 
the  thickness  at  which  it  would  be  torn  asunder.  Considering  the  action  of 
the  elements  inducing  corrosion  and  wear,  as  also  the  strain  from  shocks  to 
which  all  water  pipes  are  subjected,  it  was  not  deemed  advisable  or  safe  to 
reduce  this  standard  of  thickness.  Instead  of  less,  it  should  for  perfect 
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safety  and  durability  be  more,  but  as  iron  enters  largely  into  the  construc- 
tion of  these  works,  this  item  has  from  motives  of  economy,  both  in  respect 
to  diameter  and  thickness,  been  estimated  as  close  to  the  limit  of  safety  and 
capacity  as  possible. 

THE  CONTINGENCY  or  FIRE  CONSIDERED. — San  Francisco  has  had  her  confla- 
grations; she  may  have  another;  the  same  cause  is  likely  to  produce  the  same 
effect.  The  next  conflagration  may  prove  to  be  more  disastrous  than  the  last, 
or  like  that  at  Chicago,  especially  if  fire  should  happen  during  an  interrup- 
tion to  the  supply  of  water  (the  danger  to  which  could  be  made  less  imminent 
by  adopting  a  simple  plan  of  works,  having  its  source  near  by  and  fewer 
contingencies  of  accident),  with  a  fierce  gale  of  wind,  if  no  longer  than  for  a 
single  hour,  it  would  spread  beyond  control,  and  the  whole  city  soon  laid  in 
ashes.  To  restore  it  from  such  ruins,  to  say  nothing  of  the  destitution,  and 
the  suffering  thousands  rendered  homeless  thereby,  the  expense  would  proba- 
bly exceed  millions,  many  times  told,  the  cost  of  building  reliable  and  efficient 
works,  that  would  drench  the  city  with  water  at  a  moment's  notice. 

The  sanitary  question,  in  connection  with  the  water  supply,  is  one  of  vital 
importance  to  San  Francisco.  It  is  one  that  deserves  the  serious  attention  of 
the  citizens,  and  would  well  repay  the  city  to  appoint  a  special  commission, 
including  the  highest  medical  authority  in  the  country,  to  thoroughly  inves- 
tigate and  treat  it  at  length.  Districts  abounding  with  malaria  arising  from 
stagnant  pools  and  bad  drainage,  and  which  are  known  to  be  the  prolific  cause 
of  intermittent  and  typhoid  fevers,  and  other  malignant  diseases,  need  exam- 
ination. Also,  sewerage,  a  subject  of  great  importance  and  of  such  intimate 
relation  to  water  supply  in  its  sanitary  bearing,  that  the  omission  of  one  would 
render  the  other  futile. 

We  cannot,  of  course,  here  enter  into  the  details  or  elaboration  of  a  general 
plan  of  drainage  for  the  city,  as  it  is,  when  fully  treated,  the  subject  of  a  very 
lengthy  report.  As  a  preparatory  step,  however,  a  thorough  system  of  levels 
should  be  established,  showing  street  intersections  by  profiles  and  town  plats, 
and  accurate  contour  lines  starting  from  a  given  base.  The  report  should  em- 
body information  with  regard  to  the  shape  and  capacity  of  the  various  drains 
or  sewers  required  for  an  entire  system  of  drainage,  as  well  as  the  materials 
to  be  used  in  their  construction;  also,  explanations  with  regard  to  necessary 
foundations  adapted  to  the  different  natural  and  artificial  foundations  through 
which  this  system  of  drains  and  sewers  may  pass.  Also,  to  add  the  most  ap- 
proved contrivances  in  use  (as  demonstrated  by  practical  experience),  such  as 
gully  gratings,  stench  traps,  house  drains,  sewer  ventilation,  and  sluice-gates, 
including  specifications,  and  all  useful  information  necessary  for  constructing 
any  part  of  the  work;  the  whole  to  be  submitted  to  the  proper  authorities  for 
approval,  before  any  of  the  work  should  be  contracted  for  or  allowed  to  be 
built. 

The  systems  of  water  supply  and  sewerage  combined  should  ultimately  be 
conducted  by  one  Board  of  Control,  as  they  are  almost  inseparable,  and 
equally  conducive  to  comfort  and  health,  and  mutually  eificacious  in  the  re- 
moval of  filth  and  foul  emanations  from  sewerage,  one  of  the  most  unwhole- 
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some  elements  of  diseases  in  any  city,  and  this  removal  would  afford  the 
advantage  of  cleanliness  to  every  person  and  habitation.  These  are  means 
of  public  purification,  supplying  pure  air  and  water  in  abundance,  and  there 
is  no  reason  why  San  Francisco,  with  plenty  of  water  and  proper  attention  to 
her  sanitary  condition,  should  not  be  one  of  the  most  healthy  cities  in  the 
world. 

An  inestimable  benefit  would  be  conferred  by  showering  water  plenteously 
upon  the  streets  and  alleys  of  the  city,  and  abate  a  great  public  nuisance  in 
laying  the  dust;  and  when  thrown  unsparingly  on  the  gardens,  lawns,  and 
public  grounds,  and  thrown  in  jets  and  spray  from  fountains,  as  it  should  be, 
would  give  the  city  a  bright  and  cheerful  appearance,  and  render  the  air  pure 
and  refreshing. 

The  salutary  influence  of  water  would  not  only  tend  to  promote  the  comfort 
and  enjoyment  of  the  citizens  and  diminish  disease,  but  it  would  lessen  mor- 
tality; matters  far  beyond  any  consideration  of  money  when  so  easily  pro- 
cured. Aside,  however,  from  the  foregoing  considerations,  as  a  measure  of 
economy  it  would  be  sensibly  felt;  the  risk  and  premium  on  insurance  against 
fire  would  be  lessened,  and  thus  reduce  a  burdensome  tax;  property  anywhere 
in  the  city  limits  would  be  enhanced  in  value,  as  it  invariably  is  where  water 
pipes  are  laid,  so  that  the  advantage  derived,  when  well  considered,  would  be 
found  fully  commensurate  with  the  cost. 

Another  great  advantage  will  be  derived  from  the  profuse  supply  of  water 
under  pressure,  by  furnishing  motive  power  for  driving  printing  presses,  the 
use  of  elevators,  and  workshops,  in  short,  for  driving  all  light  machinery  at 
less  cost  than  coal  alone  to  produce  the  same  results,  and  this  without  the 
danger  of  fire  or  explosion.  Afterwards  the  same  wrater  remaining  pure  may 
be  utilized  for  other  purposes. 

A  city  built  of  light,  combustible  material  and  exposed  to  the  high  winds 
that  prevail  in  San  Francisco,  should  be  provided  with  ample  means  for 
speedy  and  effective  extinguishment  of  fire.  To  that  end  a  well  distributed 
system  of  street  or  underground  cisterns,  of  10,000  or  20,000  gallons  capacity 
each,  connected  with  the  water  pipes  and  constantly  kept  full,  should  be 
established  throughout  the  city;  and  be  under  the  immediate  control  of  the 
Chief  of  the  Fire  Department.  Instead  of  drawing  all  the  water  from  fire 
plugs,  four  fire  engines  may  be  located  at  right  angles  around  one  of  these  cis- 
terns, and  four  around  another,  and  so  on  until  every  engine  in  the  service 
may  center  its  hose  and  jets  on  a  single  fire  (street  mains  discharging  their 
full  capacity  into  the  reservoirs),  and  thus  with  amazing  execution  and  dis- 
patch, quench  the  flames.  When  fire  obtains  the  mastery,  the  efforts  of  the 
Fire  Department  become  futile;  hence  the  necessity  of  extending  the  fostering 
aid  of  the  authorities  by  providing  every  useful  device  to  perfect  the  system 
referred  to,  and  strengthen  the  already  efficient  Fire  Department,  of  which 
San  Francisco  has  every  reason  to  be  proud.

Groups  I  and  II  comprise  the  substances  which  render  water  hard.  I — Consisting  prin- 
cipally of  carbonates  of  lime  and  of  magnesia  held  in  solution  as  bicarbonates.  II — Of 
sulphate  of  lime  (gypsum)  with  traces  of  alumina,  iron,  etc.  Ill — Not  precipitable  by  ex- 
posure to  the  atmosphere  or  partial  evaporation  of  the  water,  consists  of  chloride  of  sodium 
and  other  easily  soluble  salts. 

All  the  samples  naturally  contain  carbonic  acid  gas,  and  more  or  less  organic  matter,  the 
latter  apparently  not  of  an  objectional  character.    To  determine  quality  and  quantity  of 
organic  constituents,  larger  samples  would  be  required.

The  following,  in  addition  to  the  preceding  report  of  analyses,  may  be  of 
interest : 


T.  E.  SCOWDEN,  ESQ., 

Chief  Engineer  City  Water  Supply  .- 

SIR  :  In  connection  with  the  report  of  analyses  of  waters  received,  I  would  state  some 
points  that  might  tend  to  make  more  clear  the  practical  value  of  the  figures  there  given. 
In  waters  intended  for  technical  and  domestic  use,  the  total  amount  of  fixed  ingredients 
may  vary  from  10  (or  less)  in  100  parts  to  every  100,000  parts.  The  water  of  the  Thames, 
for  instance,  contains  from  29.69  to  40.84  in  every  100,000  parts.  The  water  of  London 
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artesian  wells,  from  50.06  to  99.15  in  100,000.    While  the  Croton  water  of  New  York  con- 
tains from  6  to  7  parts  in  100,000. 

These  fixed  ingredients  must  not  be  regarded  as  impurities,  as  no  natural  water,  excepting 
rain  water,  is  entirely  without  them.  Besides  rendering  the  water  more  .palatable,  they 
make  it  aJso  more  wholesome. 

The  samples  analyzed  were  taken  under  disadvantageous  circumstances,  viz. :  before 
the  beginning  of  the  rainy  season,  being  the  time  when  they  contain,  by  reason  of  evapo- 
ration during  the  dry  season,  a  greater  amount  of  fixed  ingredients  to  a  given  weight  of 
water. 

To  obtain  accurate  figures,  large  samples  (about  five  gallons)  should  be  taken  at  different 
seasons,  then  subjected  to  full  analysis,  and  an  average  taken  of  the  results.  The  samples 
analyzed  by  me  were  too  small  to  allow  of  exact  determination,  therefore  the  results 
obtained  are  simply  approximate.

On  the  26th  day  of  April,  1875,  the  following  propositions  to  bring  water 
from  Lake  Tahoe,  and  from  the  Blue  Lakes  in  Alpine  and  Calaveras  counties, 
were  received,  read  and  referred  to  the  Special  Committee  on  Water  Supply  : 

LAKE  TAHOE. 

PROPOSITION  OP  THE  LAKE  TAHOE  AND  SAN  FRANCISCO  WATER  WORKS. 

To  the  Honorable  the  Mayor  and  Board  of  Supervisors 

of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  : 

GENTLEMEN  :  I  am  authorized  and  directed  by  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Lake  Tahoe 
and  San  Francisco  Water  Works  to  make  to  your  Honorable  Body  the  following  proposition, 
viz: 

The  said  Lake  Tahoe  and  San  Francisco  Water  Works  propose  to  enter  into  a  contract 
with  your  Honorable  Body  to  supply  to  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  from  Lake 
Tahoe,  via  Auburn,  Sacramento,  Straits  of  Carquinez  and  Oakland,  sixty  million  (60,000,000) 
gallons  of  pure  fresh  water  per  day,  of  twenty-four  hours;  said  amount  of  water  to  be 
delivered  at  an  elevation  not  to  exceed  three  hundred  and  seventy  (370)  feet  above  the  city 
base,  in  such  reservoir  as  the  city  may  construct  for  the  reception  of  said  supply,  for  the 
sum  of  thirteen  millions  three  hundred  and  seventy  thousand  nine  hundred  and  thirty 
dollars  ($13,370,930)  in  gold  bonds  of  said  city  and  county,  payable  in  forty  years;  said  bonds 
to  bear  interest  at  the  rate  of  six  per  ceut.  per  annum  ;  said  amount  to  be  paid  to  said  com- 
pany in  the  following  manner,  to- wit  :  seventy-five  per  cent,  of  the  contract  price  as  the 
work  progresses,  as  hereafter  mentioned,  the  balance  of  the  contract  price  to  be  paid  when 
the  work  is  completed  ;  the  entire  work  to  be  completed  within  five  years  from  the  date  of 
signing  the  contract. 

Said  company  further  proposes  that,  upon  the  completion  and  fulfillment  of  said  contract, 
it  will  assign,  convey  and  turn  over,  for  the  above  mentioned  amount,  all  the  works  as 
completed,  property  and  franchises  of  said  company  complete  in  all  respects  from  Lake 
Tahoe  to  said  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  placing  the  absolute  ownership  of  entire 
works,  rights, .franchises  and  property  of  said  company  in  said  city  and  county. 
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Payments  by  issuance  of  bonds  will  be  required  in  about  the  following  proportions,  viz  : 

The  first  year $1,000,000 

The  second  year 2,000,000 

The  third  year 3,000,000 

The  fourth  year 4,000,000 

The  fifth  year 3,370,930 

Total $13,370,930 

The  said  Lake  Tahoe  and  San  Francisco  Water  Works  is  prepared  to  enter  into  any 
reasonable  amount  of  bonds  that  may  be  required  for  the  faithful  performance  of  the 
work  proposed,  or  to  make  such  other  arrangements  with  your  Honorable  Board  as  shall 
appear  for  the  best  interests  of  this  city. 

In  connection  with  this  proposition  I  beg  to  call  your  attention  to  the  accompanying 
report  and  estimates  of  the  work  in  detail.

REPORT. 

SOURCES   OF   SUPPLY. 

Lake  Tahoe,  the  main  source  of  supply  of  the  Lake  Tahoe  and  San  Francisco  Water 
Works,  is  located  in  the  Sierra  Nevada  Mountains,  at  an  elevation  of  6,220  feet  above  the 
level  of  the  sea,  and  covers  an  area  of  two  hundred  and  forty  square  miles.  Its  greatest 
depth  is  1,500  feet. 

The  quality  of  the  water  is  probably  the  purest  of  any  in  the  world,  being  produced  from 
melting  snows  and  mountain  streams.  The  surrounding  mountains  are  mostly  of  granite 
formation. 

The  only  outlet  of  the  lake  is  the  Truckee  Riyer,  which  flows  during  the  dryest  times  of 
the  year,  in  ordinary  seasons,  800,000,000  gallons  of  water  per  diem,  and  for  some  months, 
during  the  floods,  more  than  three  times  that  quantity. 

To  guard  against  dry  seasons,  a  dam  has  been  constructed  by  the  company,  on  the  Truckee 
River  at  the  outlet  of  the  lake,  with  suitable  gates,  for  the  purpose  of  storing  the  water,  by 
preventing  the  floods  from  escaping  out  of  the  lake  and  running  to  waste,  at  the  same  time 
allowing  the  necessary  amount  of  water  to  flow  down  the  Truckee  River  for  the  use  of 
mills  and  manufactories.  The  lake  will  fill  to  the  capacity  of  this  dam  in  one  ordinary 


The  quantity  of  water  thus  stored  will  be  immense,  and  will  be  better  understood  by 
stating  that  one  foot  of  water  drawn  from  this  lake  in  a  year  will  give  one  hundred  and 
thirty-seven  million  gallons  per  day. 

The  lake  will  be  raised  by  said  dam  six  feet  above  low  water  mark,  or  about  one  foot  above 
high  water  mark  ;  it  will  then  give  six  times  137,000,000  gallons,  or  822,000,000  gallons  per 
diem,  without  interfering  with  the  natural  or  ordinary  flow  of  the  Truckee  River,  that  is, 
after  the  lake  is  once  filled  to  the  height  of  the  dam. 

A  second  dam  has  been  constructed  on  the  Truckee  River,  at  a  point  three  and  three- 
quarters  miles  below  the  dam  at  the  lake,  at  which  second  dam  the  water  is  diverted  from 
the  river  and  taken  into  a  canal. 

Independent  of  the  lake,  there  are  several  creeks  or  streams  which  the  company  can  draw 
water  from  during  the  rainy  season,  and  while  the  snow  is  melting  in  the  spring  of  the 
year,  namely  :  Bear  Creek,  Squaw  Valley  Creek,  Deer  Creek,  and  Hardscramble  Creek  ;  all 
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of  these  streams  are  on  the  east  side  of  the  mountains,  and  are  tributaries  of  the  Truckee 
River  below  the  lake. 

On  the  west  side  of  the  Sierras,  the  company  has  several  tributaries  of  the  American 
River,  which  afford  quite  a  large  supply  of  water  in  the  spring  and  early  summer  months. 
It  will  therefore  be  understood  that  water  from  Lake  Tahoe  will  only  be  drawn  when  these 
streams  fail  to  supply  the  amount  of  water  required.  It  is  estimated  that  the  company 
will  only  require  to  draw  from  Lake  Tahoe  about  eight  months  out  of  the  twelve. 

TITLE. 

The  company's  title  and  ownership  to  the  waters  and  right  of  way  is  acquired  and  con- 
firmed under  and  by  virtue  of  the  Incorporation  Laws  of  the  State  of  California,  and  by 
an  Act  of  Congress  of  the  United  States,  passed  July  26,1866,  entitled  "An  Act  granting 
the  right  of  way  to  ditch  and  canal  owners  over  the  public  lands,  and  for  other  purposes." 

LINE   OF   WORKS. 

To  make  the  waters  of  Lake  Tahoe  available,  the  following  work  is  necessary  to  be  done: 
The  water  from  the  dam  at  the  outlet  of  the  lake  will  flow  down  the  Truckee  River,  three 
and  three-quarter  miles  to  the  company's  second  dam  on  the  river,  at  which  point  it  is 
diverted  from  the  river  into  a  canal  to  be  constructed  six  miles  long,  through  which  it 
flows  to  the  entrance  of  the  proposed  tunnel  at  Hardscramble  Creek,  through  the  Sierra 
Nevada  Mountains.  The  tunnel  by  this  Hardscramble  Creek  route  is  26,400  feet,  or  five 
miles  long.  The  water  from  the  said  canal  enters  and  flows  through  this  tunnel,  coming 
out  on  the  west  side  of  the  mountains  at  a  point  a  short  distance  above  the  Soda  Springs 
(so  called)  on  the  South  Fork  of  the  North  Fork  of  the  American  River. 

Several  other  routes  for  a  tunnel  have  been  surveyed;  that  at  the  head  of  Cold  Stream, 
surveyed  for  railroad  tunnel,  is  24,172  feet  long,  with  an  open  cut  half  a  mile  long,  of  an 
average  depth  of  20  feet.  To  reach  the  entrance  of  this  railroad  tunnel  it  would  require  nine 
miles  more  canal  on  the  east  side  of  the  mountains,  making  15  miles  of  canal  from  said 
second  dam  to  entrance  of  tunnel  or  cut.  I  am  therefore  of  opinion  that  the  Hardscramble 
route,  although  longer  than  some  of  the  other  lines,  is  by  far  the  most  preferable.  So  far 
as  can  be  seen  and  judged  of,  from  the  surface  of  the  ground,  the  Hardscramble  route  is 
apparently  free  from  granite,  the  rock  appears  to  be  a  volcanic  stone,  called  by  some  cement 
rock.  It  works  and  stands  well 

The  lines  of  the  company's  works  from  the  tunnel  will  be  as  follows: 
For  the  supply  of  towns  and  cities,  the  water  after  leaving  the  tunnel  at  or  near  Soda 
Springs,  on  the  west  side  of  the  mountain,  will  flow  down  the  granite  bed  of  the  American 
River  about  12  miles,  where  it  will  be  taken  from  the  river  and  conducted  in  a  suitable  canal 
a  distance  of  about  40  miles,  to  a  point  near  Auburn,  in  Placer  County,  at  which  point  it 
will  enter  a  reservoir  of  convenient  size,  to  be  constructed  for  that  purpose.  Leaving  this 
reservoir  the  water  will  enter  a  large  wrought  iron  pipe,  and  by  that  means  be  conducted  to 
the  City  of  San  Francisco,  via  Sacramento,  Fairfield,  Vallejo  and  Oakland. 

The  canal  to  Auburn  will  have  capacity  to  carry  100,000,000  gallons  per  day.  The  length 
of  pipe  from  Auburn  to  San  Francisco  will  be  about  one  hundred  and  twenty  miles,  making 
the  total  distance  of  actual  line  of  works  to  be  constructed  to  reach  San  Francisco,  one 
hundred  and  seventy-one  miles. 

ESTIMATED   COST. 

I  have  estimated  the  cost  of  tunnel  through  the  Sierra  Nevada  Mountains  as  follows,  viz: 

Circular  tunnel  ten  feet  diameter,  with  a  fall  of  ten  feet  to  the  mile,  the  contents  of  which 

are  78,539  cubic  feet  to  each  foot  in  length— or  2.9  cubic  yards  to  each  running  foot— the 
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length  of  tunnel  is  26,400  feet,  multiplied  by  2.9  gives  76,560  cubic  yards,  at  $10.86%  per 

yard,  or  26,400  feet  at  $31.50  per  foot,  gives $831,600 

Add  contingent  expenses  thereon,  say  25  per  cent ...        207,900 

Total  cost  of  tunnel. $1,039,500 


The  cost  of  ditch  or  canal  I  estimate  as  follows : 

East  of  Sierra  Nevada  Mountains,  six  miles  at  $20,000  per  mile $120,000 

West  of  mountains,  forty  miles  at  $20,000  per  mile 800,000

From  Auburn  to  San  Francisco,  120  miles,  by  means  of  wrought  iron  boiler 
plate  pipes,  averaging  one-quarter  inch  in  thickness  : 

To  carry  60,000,000  gallons  of  water  per  day  of  twenty-four  hours,  and  deliver 
same  into  a  reservoir  three  hundred  and  seventy  feet  above  city  base,  requires  a 
pipe  sixty  inches,  or  five  feet  in  diameter,  with  a  fall  of  ten  feet  to  the  mile. 
To  make  one  mile  of  this  pipe,  it  requires  84,480  square  feet,  which  being  multi- 
plied by  ten  pounds  to  the  square  foot,  gives  844,800  pounds  to  the  mile  ;  this 
multiplied  by  120  miles,  makes  101,376,000  pounds,  or  50,688  tons,  which  at  5 

cents  per  pound,  or  $100  per  ton,  would  be $5,068,800

PROPOSITION   OF   MB.    CLARK. 

April  26,  1875. 
To  J.  H.  DEEEING,  ESQ., 

Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Water  Supply: 

SIR  :  The  report  of  Col.  T.  R.  Scowden  havingbeen  submitted  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors, 
and  the  cost  of  furnishing  the  city  with  an  abundant  supply  of  good  water  being,  according 
to  his  estimate  far  beyond  what  was  generally  anticipated,  and  far  in  excess  of  what  other 
engineers  have  estimated  the  probable  cost  to  be,  I  will,  as  a  friend,  and  one  of  the  legal 
advisers  of  Mr.  Clark,  who  proposed  the  Blue  Lakes  of  Alpine  and  Calaveras  counties  as  a 
source  of  supply,  say  in  his  behalf, 

First — That  he  would  not  like  to  compete  with  city  contractors  and  manufacturers  for 
the  job  of  constructing  reservoirs  and  laying  pipe  in  the  city.  That  work  has  been  estimated 
by  your  engineer  to  cost  less  than  three  millions  of  dollars. 

Second — Mr.  Clark  will,  for  the  sum  of  twelve  millions  of  dollars,  convey  to  the  city  all  his 
canals,  water-rights,  dams,  reservoirs,  etc.,  which  he  now  has  in  Alpine  and  Calaveras  coun- 
ties. He  will  also  purchase  at  his  own  cost  all  rights  of  way,  all  necessary  lands  for  reser- 
voirs, etc .,  and  convey  the  same  to  the  city,  so  far  as  they  can  be  procured  without  condemna- 
tion. Those  that  have  to  be  condemned  by  legal  proceedings,  he  will  pay  for.  He  will  f  ar- 
nish  all  the  necessary  reservoirs  to  hold  in  storage  eighteen  billions  (French  computation) 
and  two  hundred  and  fif  y  millions  of  gallons  of  water  (18,250,000,000),  or  fifty  millions  a 
day  for  one  entire  year,  if  there  was  not  a  drop  of  water  running  more  than  sufficient  to 
supply  evaporation  and  leakage.  He  will  construct  a  canal  in  every  respect  as  described 
in  Col.  Scowden's  report,  capable  of  carrying  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  millions  of 
gallons  a  day.  From  the  end  of  the  canal  he  will  carry  the  water  to  the  city  reservoirs  in 
a  pipe  of  ample  strength  to  last  for  fifty  years  without  material  repairs,  and  of  sufficient 
capacity  to  deliver  at  the  reservoir  fifty  millions  of  gallons  a  day.  In  fine,  for  this 
twelve  millions  of  dollars,  he  will  vest  in  the  city  a  complete  title  to  the  necessary  water- 
rights,  dams,  ditches,  aqueducts,  reservoirs,  pipes,  etc.,  necessary  to  furnish  fifty  millions 
of  gallons  a  day  for  the  present,  and  capable  of  being  increased  at  any  time  to  one  hundred 
or  two  hundred  millions  a  day  if  desired  by  the  city.  In  addition  to  furnishing  the  city 
with  this  water  at  the  price  named,  he  will,  for  the  use  of  the  surplus  water  in  the  canal, 
as  long  as  the  city  only  wants  the  fifty  millions  of  gallons  a  day,  keep  all  pipes,  dams, 
reservoirs,  aqueducts,  etc.,  outside  of  the  city,  in  repair  at  his  own  expense. 

He  will  agree  to  have  the  full  supply  in  the  city  within  three  years  after  the  contract  is 
signed. 

ADVANTAGES   OF   THIS   OFFER. 

To  your  Committee  who  visited  the  north  fork  of  the  Mokelumne  Eiver  and  the  Blue 
Lakes  last  August,  I  need  not  say  a  word  about  the  quantity  or  quality  of  the  water.  I 
am  sure  that  you,  and  each  of  you,  would  say  from  your  own  observation  that  the  quality 
was  equal  to  any  water  in  the  world,  and  the  quantity  almost  inexhaustible.  The  interest 
on  the  cost  of  fifty  millions  of  gallons  per  day  of  the  best  quality  of  water  would  be  only 
nine  hundred  thousand  dollars  a  year,  about  what  is  paid  in  water  rates  for  the  use  of  less 
than  ten  millions  a  day  of  not  very  good  water. 

The  water  comes  from  mountain  streams,  which,  for  seven  or  eight  months  of  any  year, 
and  for  twelve  months  of  an  ordinary  season,  would  afford  an  ample  supply  without  storage. 

Mr.  Clark's  scheme  embraces  the  building  of  one  large  reservoir  at  Livermore  Pass,  and 
one  or  more  at  or  near  the  end  of  his  canal,  but  the  water  of  these  reservoirs  would  never  be 
used  except  in  case  of  accident  or  stoppage  of  the  water  above  for  cleaning  or  repairing  the 
canal.  All  the  water  ordinarily  used  for  city  purposes  would  come  from  living  streams 
and  the  lake  reservoirs,  more  than  7,500  feet  above  the  level  of  the  sea,  where  the  water, 
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by  means  of  melting  snows,  is  always  kept  at  a  temperature  only  a  little  above  the  freezing 
point,  and  never  becomes  stagnant  or  offensive  to  taste,  sight  or  smell.  I  make  the  following 
quotation  from  your  engineer's  report  as  to  the  quality  of  water  :  "  The  melting  snow, 
varying  in  depth  from  5  to  20  feet,  portions  of  which  never  wholly  disappear,  and  the 
copious  springs  and  streams  on  the  watershed,  furnish  a  continual  supply  of  water,  which, 
from  its  altitude,  the  geological  conformation  of  the  country  being  sparsely  wooded  and 
and  limited  in  soil  and  vegetation  beyond  the  possibility  of  agriculture  or  manufacturing 
operations,  being  far  above  the  mineral  belt,  must  remain  forever  pure." 

No  one  who  has  seen  or  tasted  this  water  can  doubt  its  superiority  over  water  caught  and 
stored  up  after  hard  rains,  which  wash  from  the  surface  all  the  offensive  matter  found  on 
lands  in  a  country  extensively  pastured,  and  having  many  inhabitants.  None  of  Mr.  Clark's 
embankments  would  be  more  than  thirty  to  forty  feet  in  height,  the  danger  of  breaking 
would  be  much  less  than  a  dam  from  100  to  200  feet  high,  and  if  one  of  his  dams  did 
break,  the  consequences  would  not  be  disastrous.  The  channel  of  the  Mokelurnne  River 
would  be  large  enough  to  carry  off  the  surplus  water,  if  it  is  deemed  unsafe  to  carry  the 
water  pipe  across  the  bay  at  Ravenswood ;  for  a  slight  additional  cost  it  could  be  taken 
around  the  head  of  the  bay  at  Alviso.  If  these  propositions  should  meet  the  views  of  the 
Board,  Mr.  Clark  would  doubtless  be  willing  to  enter  upon  the  discussion  of  the  details  of 
the  contract,  and  I  believe  could  satisfy  your  Honorable  Board  that  he  could  give  sufficient 
guaranty  for  the  performance  of  his  part  of  the  contract. 

Further  legislation  might  be  required  this  winter  before  the  contract  could  be  closed.  An 
Act  of  Congress  ought  also  to  be  procured,  vesting  the  absolute  ownership  of  the  soil  cov- 
ered by  the  lakes,  reservoirs,  etc.,  in  the  City  of  San  Francisco.

After  the  filing  of  the  report  of  Chief  Engineer  T.  R.  Scowden,  it  was 
deemed  for  the  public  interest  by  the  Committee  on  Water  Supply  to  give 
an  opportunity  to  parties  who  possessed  water-right  interests  to  submit 
propositions  in  relation  to  them,  with  estimates  of  the  cost  of  the  necessary 
works  to  convey  water  from  the  different  sources  to  the  city  ;  in  accordance 
with  which  Supervisor  Deering,  on  April  26,  1875,  introduced  a  resolution 
(No.  7,240)  which  was  adopted,  inviting  all  parties  owning  or  interested  in 
water-rights,  on  or  before  May  3d,  to  present  estimates  and  proposals  to 
furnish  the  city  with  water,  embracing  all  details  as  to  quantity  to  be  fur- 
nished, the  cost,  length,  size  and  thickness  of  pipe,  together  with  the  time 
required  to  complete  their  works.  On  May  3d,  the  following  additional 
propositions  were  received  and  referred  to  the  Special  Committee  on  Water 
Supply  : 

THE  CLEAE  LAKE  WATER  WORKS. 

To  the  Honorable  the  Mayor  and  the  Board  of  Sufervis(rs 

of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Frandeco  .• 

GENTLEMEN  : — In  accordance  with  your  resolution  of  April  26th,  1875,  inviting  proposals 
for  water  supply  for  the  city  of  San  Francisco,  the  Clear  Lake  Water  Works  respectfully  sub- 
mit the  following  proposition  : 

The  Clear  Lake  Water  Works  will  build,  in  a  substantial  and  workmanlike  manner,  and 
fully  complete  water- works  of  capacity  sufficient  to  deliver  in  the  city  and  county  of  San 
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Francisco,  for  the  use  of  the  inhabitants  thereof,  at  such  reservoir  as  the  city  may  designate 
and  provide  for  that  purpose,  at  an  elevation  not  exceeding  370  feet,  50,000,000  gallons  per 
day  of  good,  pure,  fresh  water. 

The  Clear  Lake  Water  Works  will  also  construct  the  conduit  from  the  source  of  supply  to 
the  heights  north  of  Benicia  of  sufficient  capacity  to  carry  100,000,000  gallons  daily.  The 
length  of  pipe  from  said  heights  will  be  thirty-nine  miles ;  the  size  of  main  pipe  will  be 
sixty  inches  diameter  ;  Carquinez  Straits  and  the  Bay  of  San  Francisco  to  be  crossed  by  three 
pipes  of  forty  inches  diameter. 

The  maximum  thickness  of  pipe  shall  be  %  inch,  the  minimum  thickness  will  be  such 
as  the  minimum  depression  below  the  hydraulic  grade  will  admit  of  with  safety. 

The  length  of  time  required  for  said  works  to  be  fully  completed,  conveyed  and  delivered 
to  the  city  shall  not  exceed  three  years  from  the  date  of  signing  the  contract  therefor. 

The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  in  consideration  of  the  building,  equipping,  fur- 
nishing and  delivering  to  said  city  and  county  said  water-works  and  said  water  as  before 
mentioned,  shall  pay  to  said  Clear  Lake  Water  Works  the  sum  of  $9,650,000,  as  follows  :  9,650 
bonds  of  said  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  of  the  denomination  of  $1,000  each,  payable 
in  30  years  from  the  date  thereof,  and  bearing  interest  at  the  rate  of  six  per  cent,  per  annum, 
payable  semi-annually,  on  the  first  day  of  January  and  July  in  each  year  ;  principal  and  in- 
terest payable  in  gold  coin  of  the  United  States ;  said  bonds  to  be  delivered  as  the  work 
progresses  as  follows  :  said  works  shall  be  divided  into  sections  as  may  be  hereinafter  agreed 
upon  and  specified  in  the  contract,  and  when  each  section  of  said  works  shall  be  completed, 
he  Clear  Lake  Water  works  shall  receive  75  per  cent.,  of  such  proportion  of  said  $9,650,000  of 
bonds  as  such  section  shall  bear  to  the  whole  number  of  sections  in  said  works.  The  bal- 
ance of  25  per  cent,  on  each  section  to  be  paid  when  said  works  shall  be  finally  completed, 
and  delivered  to  and  accepted  by  the  city. 

All  work  which  may  be  done  pursuant  to  the  foregoing  proposition  to  be  subject  to  the 
approval  of  such  engineer  as  the  authorities  of  said  city  and  county  may  appoint  for  that 
purpose,  and  no  payment  to  be  made  until  such  engineer  shall  certify  that  such  wo"rks  have 
been  constructed  in  accordance  with  contract,  plans  and  specifications. 

The  title  to  the  works,  right  of  way>  and  right  to  use  and  appropriation  of  the  water,  shall 
be  perfect  and  free  from  all  encumbrance  when  the  same  is  delivered  and  conveyed  to  said 
city  and  county. 

If  the  above  proposition  is  accepted,  the  Clear  Lake  Water  Works  will  give  satisfactory 
bonds  for  the  faithful  execution  of  the  terms  thereof,  and  of  the  contract  to  be  entered  into 
in  pursuance  therewith.

THE  MOUNT  GEEGOEY  WATEE  AND  MINING  COMPANY.

GENTLEMEN — The  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Mount  Gregory  Water  and  Mining  Company 
propose  to  enter  into  a  contract  with  your  honorable  body  to  construct  a  system  of  water 
works,  consisting  of  reservoirs  and  aqueducts,  to  supply  the  city  of  San  Francisco  with 
water,  and  to  transfer  to  you  the  same,  with  the  right  and  title  to  the  sources  of  supply,  on 
the  following  plan  and  conditions: 

To  conduct  to  the  city  of  San  Francisco,  in  each  day  of  twenty-four  hours,  60,000,000 
gallons  of  water  from  the  Rubicon  River  (which  is  the  south  fork  of  the  middle  fork  of  the 
American  River) ,  at  a  pressure  that  will  raise  the  same  to  an  elevation  of  five  hundred  feet 
above  tide  water  in  this  city. 

The  aqueduct  to  be  all  iron  pipe,  commencing  at  or  near  a  point  where  the  Rubicon  River 
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crosses  the  line  of  Range  12  east  of  Monte  Diablo  meridian,  according  to  the  U.  S.  land 
surveys,  and  delivering  the  same  from  a  continuous  iron  pipe  at  or  near  Hunter's  Point.  The 
pipe  to  be  of  the  best  boiler  sheet  iron,  and  made  in  a  first-class  and  workmanlike  manner, 
and  all  to  be  tested  at  one  and  one-half  the  known  constant  pressure  contained  when  filled. 
These  pipes  are  to  be  coated  with  asphaltum,  and  provided  with  the  most  approved  gates, 
air-chambers,  drains,  stops,  etc. 

Also,  to  construct  three  reservoirs ;  one  to  be  located  at  the  head  of  the  pipe  line  on  the 
Eubicon  River,  another  to  be  located  in  El  Dorado  County,  at  an  elevation  of  fifteen  hundred 
feet  above  tide  water,  and  another  in  Alameda  County,  at  an  elevation  of  six  hundred  feet 
above  tide  water.  The  two  last  having  a  storage  capacity  of  200,000,000  gallons  each,  in  addi- 
tion to  the  large  quantity  held  in  the  lake  reservoirs.  The  iron  pipe  will  take  the  water 
pure  and  clear  directly  from  the  river  reservoir,  at  an  elevation  of  over  3,000  feet  above  sea 
level,  and  will  cross  the  north  fork  of  the  American  River  near  Folsom  ;  thence  to  the  Sac- 
ramento  river  in  the  vicinity  of  Sacramento  City,  crossing  the  Sacramento  River  near  the 
city  ;  thence  following  near  the  general  route  of  the  California  Pacific  Railroad  to  South 
Vallejo;  thence  crossing  the  Straits  of  Carquiuez  and  as  direct  as  possible  to  Alameda;  thence 
across  the  bay  of  San  Francisco  to  Hunter's  Point,  a  total  distance  of  150  miles,  more  or 
less. 

The  above  system  of  conduits  and  reservoirs,  constructed  in  the  most  approved  and  work- 
manlike manner,  together  with  the  water  rights  to  the  waters  of  the  Rubicon  River,  the  Mount 
Gregory  Water  and  Mining  Company  will  transfer  and  sell  to  the  city  of  San  Francisco,  for 
the  sum  of  ten  millions  of  dollars,  in  the  bonds  of  said  city  and  county,  payable  in  forty 
years,  with  interest  at  the  rate  of  six  per  cent,  per  annum,  said  amount  to  be  paid  to  said 
company  as  follows,  to  wit :  seventy -five  per  cent,  of  the  price  as  the  work  progresses,  payable 
upon  the  completion  of  each  twenty  miles  of  pipe  laid.  The  balance  to  be  paid  on  comple- 
tion of  the  work.  The  whole  to  be  completed  within  two  years  from  the  date  of  the  signing 
of  contract.  Further,  the  Mount  Gregory  Water  and  Mining  Company  will  sell  and  transfer 
their  water  right  to  the  city  of  San  Francisco  for  the  sum  of  five  hundred  thousand  dollars. 

The  said  Mount  Gregory  Water  and  Mining  Company  is  prepared  to  enter  into  any  required 
amount  of  bonds  for  the  faithful  performance  of  said  contract,  ro  to  make  arrangements 
with  your  honorable  body  as  shall  appear  for  the  best  interest  of  the  city. 

The  company  has  a  canal  in  part  constructed,  eighteen  miles  of  which  is  completed,  with 
a  capacity  of  conveying  3,500  inches,  or  60,000,000  gallons  of  water  per  diem,  for  mining  pur- 
poses, on  Mount  Gregory  ridge,  in  El  Dorado  County,  California.  This  part  of  the  water 
of  the  Rubicon  will  be  thus  applied  unless  diverted  as  herein  proposed. 

The  source  proposed  is  the  Rubicon  River,  being  the  south  or  main  branch  of  the  middle 
fork  of  the  American  River.  This  stream  is  made  by  two  main  branches  and  in  other 
streams  which  spread  out  like  a  fan,  one  coming  in  from  the  north  and  the  other  from  the 
south,  and  thus  gathering  the  water  from  the  snow-covered  granite  ridges  of  the  high  Sierra, 
embracing  an  area  of  from  four  to  five  hundred  square  miles.  In  this  region  the  snowfal 
is  excessive  and  is  never  seriously  affected  by  the  most  extreme  seasons  of  drought.  When 
the  valleys  of  California  and  the  Coast  Range  are  desolate  and  barren  for  want  of  moisture, 
the  rocky  peaks  and  deep  canons  of  the  Rubicon  are  stored  with  the  everlasting  snow.  The 
annual  fall  of  rain  and  snow  in  the  region  of  drainage  is  equal  to  a  fall  of  100  inches  of 
water.  It  may  be  well  to  state  that,  as  a  general  rule,  more  water  falls  in  elevated  than  in 
low  regions.  Were  it  possible  to  store  and  utilize  the  large  quantity  of  water  from  this 
watershed  a  daily  supply  of  2,000,000,000  gallons  could  be  furnished  during  the  year. 

The  pure  water  is  therefore  abundant  for  any  demand  that  can  be  made  upon  it.  The 
region  abounds  in  most  beautiful  and  romantic  lakes,  there  being  some  thirty  of  them  of 
various  areas,  lock-bound  and  fed  by  the  never  failing  snow  which  here  lies  in  the  secluded 
canons  throughout  the  year.  These  lakelets  could  very  easily  be  made  reservoirs  if  at  some 
future  time  the  demands  for  water  made  it  necessary.  At  the  elevation  where  they  lie, 
frosts  prevail  every  night  throughout  the  year,  keeping  the  water  cool  and  pure. 

The  amount  of  sixty  million  gallons  per  day  is  mentioned,  as  that  amount  would  flow  in 
the  dryest  season  without  a  reservoir,  and  as  it  is  six  times  the  amount  now  furnished  by 
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the  Spring  Valley  Company,  and  is  one-third  the  amount  supplied  London  with  its  four 
millions  of  inhabitants,  it  is  deemed  sufficient  for  many  years  to  come.  The  amount  could 
be  greatly  increased  by  extending  and  increasing  the  pressure  on  the  receiving  pipe,  or  at 
some  future  time  a  parallel  line  of  pipe  could  be  laid. 

The  pipe  proposed  in  this  construction  is  of  rolled  iron,  No.  3,  Birmingham  gauge,  for 
the  lower  levels,  and  No.  6,  the  same  gauge,  for  the  upper  levels.  The  length  of  the  pipe 
will  be  one  hundred  and  fifty  miles,  more  or  less. 

The  work  to  be  finished  within  two  years  from  the  date  of  contract.  We  respectfully 
suggest  that  in  the  contract  a  line  of  telegraph  be  constructed  along  the  line  of  the  work. 
It  will  be  of  immense  benefit  in  the  construction  and  future  operation  of  the  work  when 
completed. 

The  company's  title  and  ownership  to  the  waters  and  right  of  way  is  acquired  and  con- 
firmed under  and  by  virtue  of  the  laws  of  the  State  of  California,  and  by  Act  of  Congress, 
passed  July  26,  1866,  entitled  "An  Act  granting  the  right  of  way  to  ditch  and  canal  owners 
over  the  public  lands,  and  for  other  purposes,"  and  by  actual  appropriation  of  the  same 
since  1871,  and  there  is  no  conflicting  title  whatever,  we  being  the  only  claimants  on  record 
in  El  Dorado  County  to  the  said  water  right. 
The  above  report  and  estimates  are  most  respectfully  submitted,

THE  EL  DOKADO  WATEK  AND  DEEP  GKAVEL  MINING  COMPANY. 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Supervisors 

of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  : 

GENTLEMEN  :— While  the  time  allowed  by  the  resolution  of  your  honorable  body  on  Mon- 
day evening  last,  inviting  proposals  for  the  supplying  of  the  city  of  San  Franciseo  with 
water,  is  too  limited  to  prepare  the  specifications  with  the  minuteness  of  detail  required  by 
said  resolution,  yet  the  undersigned  desire,  in  behalf  of  the  El  Dorado  Water  and  Deep 
Gravel  Mining  Company,  to  submit  for  your  consideration  the  following  general  statement 
concerning  their  water  rights,  and  to  invite  such  an  examination  of  the  advantages  pos- 
sessed by  this  company  for  supplying  the  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco  with  pure  water, 
as  you  may  deem  expedient  to  institute.  This  company  was  incorporated  by  a  number  of 
leading  citizens  of  San  Francisco,  September  4, 1873,  for  the  purpose,  among  other  things, 
of  supplying  "  pure,  fresh  water  to  the  public,  and  to  any  city,  city  and  county  and  town 
in  the  State  of  California."  Its  water  rights  consist  of  all  the  water  of  the  South  fork  oi 
the  American  River  and  its  numerous  tributaries,  together  with  a  number  of  lakes  on  the 
summit  of  the  Sierras,  ranging  from  7,000  to  8,000  feet  elevation,  all  fed  by  the  heavy  rains 
and  deep  snows  of  a  watershed  of  500  square  miles  in  extent. 

The  four  principal  lakes  alone  aggregate  an  area  of  over  10  square  miles,  and  have  at 
present  a  storage  capacity  equal  to  a  supply  of  115,000,000  gallons  daily  for  365  days,  and 
which  can  be  greatly  increased  at  a  merely  nominal  expense.  In  addition  to  these  lakes  the 
watershed  embraces  numerous  advantageous  sites  for  artificial  reservoirs,  which  can  be 
made  to  more  than  double  the  storage  capacity  of  the  lakes  themselves,  thus  making  the 
water  supply  practically  unlimited. 
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Mr.  F.  A.  Bishop,  the  engineer  of  this  company,  who  has  been  familiar  with  these  water 
rights  for  the  past  twenty  years,  from  long  personal  observation,  and  the  known  rain  and 
snow  fall  of  this  region,  estimates  that  the  water  passing  at  the  point  where  we  tap  the 
South  Fork,  some  4,000  feet  above  tide  water,  is  equal  to  60,000  miner's  inches  daily,  and 
which  is  equivalent,  in  round  numbers,  to  1,000,000,000  gallons,  of  which,  if  we  take  only  50 
per  cent.,  we  shall  have  a  daily  supply  of  100  gallons  per  capita  for  5,000,000  inhabitants. 

This  company  and  its  predecessors  have  expended  within  the  past  twenty  years  over 
$1,200,000  in  maintaining  and  utilizing  these  waters,  and  have  been  engaged  for  the  past 
twelve  months  in  the  construction  of  a  canal  and  the  necessary  reservoirs  to  deliver  in  the 
neighborhood  of  Placerville,  within  the  present  year,  100,000,000  gallons  daily. 

For  comparatively  a  small  additional  outlay  this  water  can  be  brought  and  reservoired  in 
the  neighborhood  of  Latrobe,  which  affords  ample  elevation  to  deliver  the  water  at  any 
desirable  point  within  the  county.  From  the  Latrobe  reservoir  it  is  proposed  to  pipe  the 
water  to  San  Francisco,  a  distance  of  about  130  miles,  where  it  would  again  be  stored.  But 
for  obvious  reasons,  of  both  economy  and  convenience,  it  has  been  suggested  by  our  engineer 
that  this  should  be  only  done  as  required  by  actual  consumption,  that  therefore  much 
smaller  pipes  can  be  employed  than  those  upon  which  the  estimates  have  been  usually  based 
in  connection  with  this  question.  From  the  preliminary  estimates  of  Mr.  Bishop,  we  are 
entirely  confident  that  100,000,000  gallons  of  water  can  be  delivered  at  San  Francisco  at  a 
cost  not  exceeding  $10,000,000. 

The  advantages,  then,  of  this  scheme  over  all  others  yet  proposed,  consist : 

First.— Of  its  ample  capacity  for  supplying  all  future  wants,  and  the  extent  of  the  natural 
storage  afforded. 

Second. — That  while  it  affords  an  ample  supply  for  San  Francesco  for  all  time  to  come , 
with  but  small  additional  expense,  the  cities  of  Sacramento,  Stockton,  Han  Jose,  Oakland 
and  Alameda  can  be  supplied  simultaneously ;  and  therefore  it  is  highly  probable,  if  not 
absolutely  certain,  that  these  cities  would  sooner  or  later  join  San  Francisco  in  the  expense 
of  increasing  the  supply  as  it  might  be  needed  from  time  to  time  by  increase  of  population. 

Third. — The  much  smaller  cost  to  the  city  than  any  other  scheme  yet  proposed,  which  at 
all  approaches  it  in  magnitude  or  other  natural  advantages. 

fourth.— That  the  unequalled  purity  of  the  water,  which,  by  a  careful  and  thorough 
analysis  made  from  a  sample  taken  at  our  dam  on  the  south  fork,  is  shown  to  contain  only 
1%  grains  of  solid  matter  to  the  gallon,  composed  of  1%  grains  of  carbonate  of  lime,  the 
balance  consisting  of  the  salts  of  soda  and  potassa,  and  as  the  intervening  country  over  which 
it  has  to  be  conducted  is  of  a  granite  and  slate  formation,  its  purity  cannot  be  impaired 
by  foreign  substances. 

While,  therefore,  as  before  stated,  the  time  allowed  is  too  limited  to  enable  us  to  make  a 
definite  proposition,  as  contemplated  by  your  resolution,  if  your  Honorable  Body  will 
institute  such  an  examination  of  our  property  as  may  be  necessary  to  verify  these  general 
statements,  we  shall  be  happy  to  submit  a  more  definite  proposition  than  we  are  now  able 
to  make.

Of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco.- 

GENTLEMEN— In  accordance  with  your  resolution  inviting  all  parties  owning  or  interested 
in  water  rights  to  present  to  your  Board  estimates  and  proposals  to  furnish  the  city  with 
water,  etc.,  etc.,  the  undersigned  beg  to  submit  for  your  consideration  the  following  facts  in 
relation  to  the  water  rights  and  works  belonging  to  the  Amador  Canal  and  Mining  Com- 
pany. 

The  works  of  this  company  are  located  in  Amador  County.  It  lays  claim  to  all  the  waters 
of  the  north  fork  of  the  Mokelumne  River,  and  has,  at  an  outlay  of  nearly  $600,000,  diverted 
the  waters  of  said  stream.  The  main  canal  is  45  miles  long,  and  runs  from  its  head  to  its 
distributing  reservoir  in  the  direction  of  San  Francisco.  The  distributing  reservoir  covers 
three  acres  of  ground,  and  is  situated  above  and  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  Sutter  Creek, 
in  Amador  County.  It  is  1,370  feet  above  tide-water,  and  less  than  100  miles,  in  a  direct 
line,  from  San  Francisco.  Five  miles  above  the  distributing  reservoir  the  company  are 
now  constructing,  and  will  have  completed  by  the  1st  of  July  next,  a  reservoir  of  a  capacity 
of  800,000,000  gallons  of  water.  The  present  carrying  capacity  of  the  canal  is  5,943  cubic 
feet  per  minute,  or  64,016,640  gallons  in  24  hours.  At  the  head,  the  canal  receives  the  water 
of  the  river  in  such  a  manner  as  to  avoid  the  necessity  of  a  dam,  always  liable  to  be  swept 
away  or  damaged  by  floods. 

That  your  honorable  body  may  the  better  judge  of  the  magnitude  of  this  work,  the  char- 
acter of  the  water  and  its  abundance,  extracts  from  the  reports  of  the  different  engineers  who 
have  examined  and  reported  on  this  work,  and  a  pamphlet  containing  the  reports  of  A.  C. 
Austin,  C.  E.;  of  General  B.  S.  Alexander,  U.  S.  Engineer;  of  C.  A.  Pudington,  canal  builder 
and  engineer;  of  W.  L.  McKim,  Engineer  of  Sutter  Canal  and  Depi  ty  United  States  Survey- 
or, and  of  General  Sherman  Day,  late  United  States  Surveyor-General,  are  herewith  sub- 
mitted. The  last  report. was  made  in  1874,  and  all  the  former  ones  in  1871. 

General  B.  S.  Alexander,  in  reporting  on  this  work,  says:  "  The  elevation  at  this  point  of 
the  river  (which  is  the  head  of  your  canal)  is  1,894  feet  above  tide-water.  The  elevation  of 
your  distributing  reservoir  above  tide-water  is  1,370  feet.  Your  canal  is  eight  feet  wide  on 
the  top,  five  feet  wide  on  the  bottom,  and  three  feet  deep,  vith  a  grade  of  eight  feet  to  the 
mile.  The  capacity  of  your  canal,  when  full  of  water,  will  be  64,016,640  gallons  in  twenty- 
four  hours.  In  conclusion,  I  will  observe  that  I  have  no  doubt  of  the  sufficiency  of  the  sup- 
ply of  water  in  the  Mokelumne  River,  at  all  seasons,  even  in  the  driest  year,  to  furnish  ycur 
new  canal  with  all  the  water  it  can  convey,  even  were  it  enlarged  to  twice  its  present  capa- 
city. It  is  a  fine  mountain  stream  of  clear  water,  running  over  a  granite  bed.  When  the  demand 
for  water  increases  so  as  to  justify  the  enlargement  of  your  canal,  its  carrying  capacity  may 
be  increased  50  per  cent,  at  a  very  small  cost.  This  can  be  done  by  merely  making  it  six 
inches  deeper.  The  capacity  of  your  canal  would  then  be  fully  100,000,000  gallons  per  day, 
enough  to  supply  all  the  mines  of  the  Mother  Lode  of  Amador  County  with  all  the  water 
they  can  use,  and  irrigate  30,000  or  40,000  acres  of  land  to  an  average  depth  of  two  feet  in 
the  year,  or  to  supply  a  large  city  with  water." 

A.  C.  Austin  says:  "  In  regard  to  the  general  character  of  the  work,  it  is  one  of  very  great 
magnitude,  and  will  compare  most  favorably  with  any  work  of  the  kind  I  have  ever  exam- 
ined." 

C.  A.  Pudington  reports:  "  I  think  there  need  not  be  any  fear  as  to  having  a  good  supply 
And  in  conclusion,  I  must  draw  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  this  season  is  unusual,  and 
cannot  be  taken  as  a  sample  by  any  means;  for  streams  that  afforded  water  heretofore  at  th's 
time  are  dry.  I  think  the  day  is  not  far  distant  when  it  will  be  found  that  the  water  from 
this  canal  will  be  taken  to  Stockton,  if  not  to  San  Francisco." 

Sherman  Day  says:  "  The  canal  takes  its  water  from  the  north  or  main  fork  of  the  Mokel- 
umne River,  about  three  or  four  miles  above  West  Point.  The  river  flows  over  a  bed  of 
solid  granite  and  heavy  granite  boulders,  with  precipitous  rapids.  I  made  two  visits  to 
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the  head  of  the  canal  during  the  last  week  iu  August,  to  determine  whether  sufficient  water 
was  flowing  to  fill  the  canal.  The  main  body  of  snow  in  the  mountains  had  been  melted 
some  weeks  since,  and  the  water  in  this  river  and  in  all  the  neighboring  region  was  said  to 
be  lower  than  it  had  been  for  several  years."  After  making  accurate  measurements  of  the 
water  in  the  river,  he  says:  "  I  judge,  therefore,  that  in  this  dry  season  of  a  very  dry  year, 
the  river  is  flowing  enough  to  fill  the  canal." 

The  Amador  Canal  and  Mining  Company  claims  to  possess  the  finest  water  privilege  and 
works  in  the  State.  No  purer  or  sweeter  water  can  be  found  in  the  world.  The  supply  is 
inexhaustible.  The  watershed,  reaching  from  the  summit  of  the  Sierras  to  the  point  on  the 
river  tapped  by  the  canal  extending  for  miles  on  either  side,  covers  a  greater  area  than  the 
watersheds  of  the  Lake  Tahoe,  Blue  Lakes,  Calaveras  and  Spring  Valley  water  schemes  com- 
bined. 

It  is  a  noticeable  fact  that  the  mountain  ranges  in  Amador  county  extend  further  into  the 
valley  than  the  ranges  of  the  other  counties  north  and  south  of  it.  This  explains  the  short- 
ness of  this  route — 151  miles—and  makes  Amador  county  the  natural  source  of  water  sup- 
ply for  San  Francisco.  Your  engineer,  in  recounting  the  advantages  of  the  Calaveras 
scheme,  makes  the  novel  assertion  that  in  case  of  civil  war  the  supply  from  a  mountain 
source  would  be  endangered.  Mr.  Scowden  forgets  that  a  foreign  war,  the  most  likely  to 
occur,  will  most  endanger  those  works  situated  nearest  the  ocean. 

Estimated  cost  of  enlarging  the  canal  to  carry  125,000,000  gallons  of  water  each  day,  $6,000 
per  mile,  $270,000.  From  Sutter  the  canal  can  be  continued  toward  lone,  a  distance  of  six 
miles.  Estimated  cost,  $20,000  per  mile,  $120,000.  From  vicinity  of  lone  to  San  Francisco, 
100  miles,  by  means  of  wrought  iron  boiler  plate  pipes,  averaging  one-quarter  of  an  inch  in 
thickness  and  60  inches  in  diameter,  capable  of  carrying  50,000,000  gallons  of  water  every  24 
hours,  delivered  into  a  reservoir  at  the  necessary  height,  $6,600,000.  To  construct  the  nec- 
essary reservoirs  above  the  head  of  the  canal,  with  storage  capacity  of  18,500,000  gallons  of 
water,  including  reservoirs  near  San  Francisco,  $800,000.  Contingent  and  other  expenses, 
$1,458,000.  Present  works,  including  canal,  reservoirs,  franchises  and  water  rights,  $1,- 
500,000. 

RECAPITULATION.— Enlarging  old  canal,  $270,000  ;  constructing  new  canal,  $120,000  ;  pipe 
from  vicinity  of  lone  to  San  Francisco,  $6,600,000 ;  reservoirs,  $300,000 ;  contingent  and 
other  expenses,  $1,458,000  ;  total,  $8,748,000  ;  present  works,  franchise  and  water  rights, 
$1,500,000.  Grand  total,  $10,248,000. 

The  Amador  Canal  and  Mining  Company  will,  for  the  use  of  all  surplus  water,  keep  all 
the  works  constructed  by  said  Company  for  the  city,  in  repair  at  its  own  expense. 

It  will  agree  to  have  the  full  supply  in  the  city  within  two  years  and  six  months  after  the 
signing  of  the  contract.

BLUE  LAKE  PROPOSITION. 

To  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  San  Francisco  County  : 

I  hereby  propose  to  your  honorable  body  to  ratify  and  confirm  the  proposal  heretofore 
made  on  my  behalf  by  my  counsel,  H.  O.  Beatty.  But  as  that  proposition  was  not  as  full  as 
IP  necessary  to  explain  the  details  of  my  scheme,  I  make  the  following  specifications  : 

The  lakes  are  on  the  summit  of  the  Sierra  Nevada  mountains,  in  the  counties  of  Alpine 
and  Calaveras,  State  of  California. 

The  supply  will  always  come  from  an  altitude  above  sea  level  of  7,000  to  10,000  feet. 
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For  eight  months  of  the  year  the  natural  flow  of  the  river  from  four  hundred  square 
miles  of  melting  snow  gives  the  supply. 

Four  months  of  the  driest  season  a  portion  of  the  supply  will  be  taken  from  lakes  and 
springs  that  percolate  from  granite  peaks  and  perpelual  snows  8,000  and  10,000  feet  high. 

I  refer  to  the  report  of  Col.  Scowden  as  to  the  quantity,  quality,  etc.,  of  water. 

The  canal,  when  not  excavated  out  of  rock,  shall  be  stone-lined. 

Water,  in  time  of  rain,  running  from  roads,  trails,  lands  improved,  and  ravines,  and  all 
water  carrying  impurities,  will  be  conducted  over  the  canal.  No  wood  will  be  used  in  any 
portion  of  the  whole  system. 

Iron  pipes  will  be  used  to  cross  sags,  gulches,  and  streams. 

The  canal  shall  have  a  grade  of  6.40  feet  per  mile. 

The  canal  is  to  be  12  feet  top,  8  feet  bottom,  6  feet  deep. 

Capacity  in  cross  section,  60  cubic  feet. 

Delivery,  228,096,000  gallons  in  24  hours  at  the  end  of  the  canal,  with  a  flow  of  four  miles 
per  hour. 

Evaporation,  absorption,  and  leakage  allowed,  will  deliver  at  the  entrance  of  pipe  200,- 
000,000  gallons  per  day. 

All  tunnels  will  be  lined  with  masonry  when  not  excavated  in  solid  rock. 

Stone  arches  for  road  warp  and  farm  crossings. 

Inverts  will  rest  on  masonry  and  be  protected  by  side  walls. 

All  trees  will  be  felled  that  will  reach  the  canal  by  falling. 

All  trees  standing  within  the  margin  of  the  overflow  of  the  lakes  will  be  removed,  root 
and  branch. 

The  increased  storage  of  water  in  the  lakes  will  be  by  embankment,  constructed  of  earth 
and  stone,  over  which  the  water  will  never  be  allowed  to  flow. 

The  waste  weirs  not  already  formed  by  natural  outlet,  will  be  cut  through  solid  rock  or 
be  protected  by  walls  of  stone. 

The  outlet  for  supply  will  be  by  gate  placed  at  a  proper  point  in  a  tunnel  constructed 
through  solid  rock,  having  no  connection  with  the  embankment  or  protection  walls. 

I  will  furnish  storage  capacity  to  the  extent  of  ten  billions  gallons  in  the  upper  lakes,  the 
lowest  to  be  over  7,500  feet  above  the  sea-level.  The  pressure  of  water  against  the  artificial 
dams  in  no  case  to  exceed  fifty  feet.  This  ten  billions  of  gallons  can  be  readily  doubled 
when  the  future  growth  of  the  city  shall  make  a  greater  supply  necessary. 

Altitude  at  dam,  3,000  feet.  Altitude  at  the  end  of  canal  or  commencement  of  pipe,  1,450 
feet.  Altitude  connection  with  the  main  pipe  from  Butte  Valley  reservoir,  1,350  feet. 

The  water  will  flow  directly  from  the  river  and  mountain  streams  through  the  canal  and 
into  the  pipe  to  San  Francisco  without  entering  any  reservoir,  and  arrive  for  distribution 
as  fresh  and  pure  and  almost  as  cold  as  when  rippling  down  from  the  summit  snows. 

A  reservoir  will  be  constructed  at  the  summit  of  Livermore  Pass,  near  Altamont,  from 
which  the  supply  may  be  drawn  at  an  elevation  of  700  feet  above  sea  level.  Another  reser- 
voir will  be  constructed  in  Livermore  Valley,  one  mile  northeast  of  the  town,  at  an  eleva- 
tion of  550  feet  above  sea  level,  with  a  superficial  area  of  2,460  acres,  having  a  capacity  of 
over  fifteen  and  a  half  billions  of  gallons,  or  a  supply  of  50,000,000  of  gallons  a  day  for 
over  300  days.  These  two  reservoirs  will  be  filled  and  drawn  from  by  side  gates. 

A  stream  will  constantly  flow  from  the  main  pipe  into  these  reservoirs  sufficient  to  keep 
the  water  fresh  and  pure. 

No  supply  will  be  needed  or  used  from  any  of  the  reservoirs  except  in  case  of  accident. 

I  refer  to  the  Engineer's  report  as  to  the  distance  by  natural  flow,  canal  and  pipe  to  the 
San  Francisco  reservoir. 

I  propose  to  lay  the  pipe  around  the  bay  by  way  of  Alviso,  adding  the  increased  distance 
to  the  length  of  pipe,  and  thereby  avoid  the  objections  to  crossing  the  bay. 

Gates  and  man-holes  will  be  placed  at  proper  points  from  end  to  end. 

The  pipe  will  ba  coated  inside  and  out  with  asphaltum. 

The  pipe  will  be  double  line  riveted  horizontally,  and  single  line  vertically. 

The  pipe  will  be  trenched  and  covered,  and  protected  by  parallel  ditch. 
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The  crossing  of  the  San  Joaquiu  river  will  be  passed  by  tunnel,  under  the  river,  lined 
with  hard  brick,  laid  in  cement,  ten  feet  in  diameter. 

The  thickness  of  iron  necessary  to  sustain  the  pressure  and  carry  its  strength  for  a  long 
period  of  time  is  classed  as  follows  : 

From  the  inlet  to  600  feet  below  the  Livermore  Summit,  one-quarter  of  one  inch  thick? 
below  six  to  seven  hundred  feet,  five-sixteenths ;  at  seven  hundred  to  seven  hundred  and 
fifty,  three-eighths  of  one  inch  thick.  That  portion  under  the  San  Joaquin  River  one-half 
an  inch  thick  boiler  plate,  and  all  to  be  of  the  best  quality  of  iron. 

The  size  of  pipe  at  inlet  will  be  seven  feet  in  diameter,  gradually  diminishing  down  to 
forty-eight  inches  in  diameter,  when  it  will  carry  the  same  diameter  to  the  summit  at 
Livermore  Pass.  From  the  summit  at  Livermore  Pass  down  to  six  hundred  feet  pressure 
above  sea  level,  the  size  will  be  gradually  diminished  to  forty- four  inches  in  diameter, 
and  continue  at  that  size  to  the  end,  or  to  the  entrance  of  reservoir  at  San  Francisco,  with 
a  delivery  of  fifty  millions  of  gallons  per  day. 

The  whole  estimated  cost  of  the  iron  piping  is  ten  millions  of  dollars,  or  at  the  rate  of 
two  hundred  thousand  dollars  per  each  million  of  gallons  per  diem.  As  your  engineer  esti- 
mates that  it  will  require  a  larger  pipe  to  deliver  fifty  millions  of  gallons  per  day  than  I 
estimate  for  the  same  purpose,  I  will  agree,  that  if  the  pipe  I  propose  to  use  falls  short  of 
fifty  millions  of  gallons  a  day,  I  will  deduct  from  the  price  two  hundred  thoiisand  dollars 
for  each  million  of  gallons  of  deficiency.  If,  on  the  other  hand,  it  exceeds  that  quantity, 
the  city  shall  either  pay  me  two  hundred  thousand  dollars  for  each  million  gallons  of  the 
excess,  or  regulate  the  flow  so  as  only  to  get  fifty  millions  of  gallons  a  day,  and  allow  me  to 
dispose  of  the  surplus  at  Livermore  Valley,  or  at  any  other  place,  until  the  city  needs  this 
extra  water,  when  the  same  is  to  be  paid  for  at  the  rate  of  two  hundred  thousand  dollars 
per  million  gallons  of  daily  supply. 

It  will  be  perceived  that  my  detailed  offer  adds  about  one  Imndred  millions  per  day  to  the 
carrying  capacity  of  the  canal,  about  twenty  billions  to  th^storage  capacity  of  the  reser- 
voirs, and  about  ten  miles  additional  iron  pipe  beyond  the  original  offer  made  for  me  by 
H.  O.  Eeatty,  with  only  one  million  dollars  increase  in  cost.

At  a  meeting  of  the  Board  held  on  the  17th  day  of  May,  1875,  Supervisor 
Deeiing  presented  the  following  supplemental  report  of  the  engineer,  con- 
taining estimates  of  cost  aud  description  of  real  estate,  water-rights,  etc.,  con- 
nected with  the  Calaveras  Valley  water  supply;  also  estimates  of  cost  of  con- 
veying said  water  to  the  city,  operating  and  maintaining  the  works  as  contem- 
plated; also  presented  maps  of  the  Calaveias  Division  of  the  city  water  supply, 
showing  the  reservoir  and  watershed,  and  map  showing  the  lands  claimed  by 
the  Alarneda  Water  Company,  situated  in  the  counties  of  Alameda  and  Santa 
Clara. 

FIRST  SUPPLEMENTAL  REPORT. 

To  the  Honorable  the  Mayor  and  Board  of  Supervisors 

of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  : 

GENTLEMEN  :  I  beg  leave  to  submit  herewith  the  maps,  plats  and  description 
of  property  and  plan  of  works  known  as  the  Calaveras  Water  Supply,  recom- 
mended by  me  to  furnish  San  Francisco  with  an  ample  supply  of  pure  and 
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wholesome  water,  and  designed  to  furnish  one  hundred  gallons  of  water  per 
diem  to  each  inhabitant  of  a  population  of  half  a  million.  Owing  to  a 
pressure  of  office  and  field  work  at  the  time  the  engineer's  report  was  sub- 
mitted, the  maps,  plats,  estimates  of  cost  of  real  estate,  ad  all  water-rights, 
titles  and  interests,  which  the  law  required  to  accompany  the  report,  could 
not  be  had  in  readiness,  but  have  since  been  prepared,  as  also  the  estimates 
of  cost  of  maintaining  the  proposed  works  in  operation  and  repair,  which 
works  and  interests  the  parties  owning  and  contrpling  the  same  would  be 
required  to  convey  to  the  city  in  the  event  of  sale  thereof. 

Kef  erring  to  the  above  mentioned  maps  and  plats,  it  will  be  seen  that  the 
real  estate  described  comprises  4,879  45-100  acres  of  land,  which  embrace  the 
site  for  the  main  storage  reservoir  and  all  parts  and  parcels  of  land  appertain- 
ing to  the  Calaveras  Water  Supply,  described  as  follows  :

My  attention  has  been  called,  by  your  Committee  on  Water  Supply,  to  the 
several  proposals  lately  submitted,  to  supply  the  city  and  county  with  water, 
by  the  Mount  Gregory,  Amador  Canal,  El  Dorado,  Lake  Tahoe,  Clear  Lake  and 
Blue  Lake  companies,  and  I  am  requested  to  investigate  and  report  upon  the 
same.  In  reply,  I  desire  to  say  that  in  looking  over  these  proposals  I  discover 
that  they  are  not  in  conformity  with  the  law,  which  requires  that  the  engineer 
appointed  by  your  honorable  body  shall  make  accurate  examinations  and  sur- 
veys of  all  the  plans  proposed  and  which  the  city  may  coutemplate  to  pur- 
chase, and  to  prepare  and  file  with  his  report,  correct  maps  of  the  same, 
which  have  not,  nor  at  this  late  date  can  be  made  and  prepared  in  time  to 
vote  upon  at  the  coming  election.  The  legal  difficulties  here  interposed  by 
the  act  of  the  Legislature  render  the  entertaining  of  these  proposals  by  your 
Board,  or  any  negotiation  for  their  purchase,  impracticable.  It  may  also  be 
stated  with  regard  to  these  proposals,  that  they  are  not  accompanied  by  the 
necessary  plans  and  specifications  from  which  correct  estimates  of  their  re- 
spective values  can  be  determined,  also  required  by  law. 

It  is  evident  that  the  basis  of  computation  adopted  was  from  a  much  lower 
standard  than  that  used  in  making  the  estimates  of  cost  of  the  Calaveras  and 
other  works  reported  upon  by  your  engineer.  As  illustrative  of  the  effect  of 
computing  by  different  standards,  your  Board  is  cited  to  that  adopted  for 
Lake  Tahoe,  as  compared  with  that  for  the  Calaveras  scheme,  which  will  apply 
to,  and  suffice  for,  all  the  proposals  made.

Here  it  is  shown  that  by  reducing  the  standard  adopted  for  estimating  the 
cost  of  the  Calaveras  scheme  to  that  by  which  the  cost  of  the  Lake  Tahoe 
scheme  was  estimated,  the  former  would  be  reduced  from  $11,8U5,052.00  to 
$6,096,666.90,  while  the  price  of  the  property  and  water  rights  owned  by  the 
vendors  of  the  Calaveras  project  would  be  unaffected  by  the  change.  Works 
built  upon  a  plan  deficient  in  requisite  strength  of  parts,  and  subject  to  con- 
tinued accident  and  necessary  repairs  such  a  change  would  involve,  besides 
lacking  head  of  water  (the  reservoir  head  being  reduced  from  450  feet  to  370 
feet,  a  difference  of  80  feet),  would,  in  the  opinion  of  your  engineer,  render 
the  Calaveras  project  for  serving  the  high  levels  of  the  city  entirely  inefficient. 
Works  should  be  built  that  would  insure  utility  and  reliability  as  well  as  du- 
rability, and  of  such  a  character  as  to  place  them  beyond  the  probable  con- 
tingency of  accident,  and  thus  provide  an  unfailing  supply  of  water.  Such 
works  are  the  cheapest  in  the  end  and  the  best  that  can  be  built.  As  between 
efficient  and  permanent  works  and  those  that  are  temporary  and  unreliable, 
the  former  would  receive  the  unqualified  approval,  and  the  latter  the  unquali- 
fied condemnation,  of  your  engineer. 

After  carefully  comparing  the  several  proposals  made  and  plans  reported 
upon  with  the  Calaveras  scheme,  and  taking  time  to  reconsider  the  water 
question  in  all  its  aspects  and  bearings,  your  engineer  still  adheres  to  the 
plan  of  works  recommended  by  him,  without  any  reason  that  he  can  conceive 
to  alter  it  in  any  respect.

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The  Special  Committee  on  Water  Supply,  by  Supervisor  Deering,  presented 
the  following  Report,  on  May  17th,  1875,  recommending  the  Calaveras  Valley 
as  the  most  available  locality  for  securing  the  necessary  water  supply: 

KEPORT  OF  SPECIAL  COMMITTEE  ON  WATER  SUPPLY. 

To  His  Honor  the  Mayor  and  the  Board  of  Supervisors: 

GENTLEMITN — Your  Committee  on  Water  Supply  for  the  City  and  County  of 
San  Francisco,  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  report: 

In  order  to  obtain  all  useful  and  necessary  knowledge  of  the  respective  ad- 
vantages and  disadvantages  connected  with  the  different  sources  of  water  sup- 
ply, we  visited  the  valley  of  Calaveras,  and  examined  in  sequence  thereafter, 
Clear  Lake,  the  Blue  Lakes,  Pescadero  Creek,  the  Spring  Valley  Water  Works 
and  the  Laguna  de  la  Merced. 

We  thus  became  familiar  with  the  localities  containing  the  sources  of  water 
supply,  the  character  of  the  water,  the  relative  distances  from  the  city,  and 
the  nature  of  the  intervening  obstacles  and  engineering  difficulties  to  be  over- 
come. On  some  of  the  longest  lines  of  canal  and  conduit  for  bringing  water 
to  the  city,  the  question  of  cost  and  contingencies  of  accident  and  interruption 
of  the  supply,  as  compared  with  the  shorter  lines  of  canal  and  conduit,  the 
diminution  of  cost  and  fewer  contingencies,  and  consequently  more  permanent 
and  reliable  supply,  are  the  grave  ones  to  be  taken  into  consideration  by  this 
Board. 

The  advantages  of  securing  a  good  quality  and  ample  quantity  of  water  for 
all  needful  purposes,  throughout  the  year,  and  from  year  to  year,  will  assert 
supremacy  in  your  minds,  as  they  have  in  the  minds  of  your  committee. 

To  provide  works  that  will  furnish  a  bountiful  supply  of  water  to  house- 
holders and  the  general  consumers  of  water,  at  the  least  possible  cost,  and  in 
a  great  measure  remove  other  vexatious  taxes  in  the  form  of  insurance  on  per- 
ishable property,  and  those  arising  from  the  causes  of  sickness  and  mortality, 
as  shown  by  the  Engineer's  report,  would  be  conferring  the  greatest  benefit 
our  Board  could  bestow  on  this  community.  We  believe  that  you  will  have 
little  hesitancy  in  proposing  to  the  people  of  San  Francisco  the  locality  which 
has  been  found  at  a  comparatively  short  distance  from  the  city  for  their  favor- 
able consideration.  We  respectfully  refer  this  Board  to  the  detailed  state- 
ment made  in  the  report  of  the  Chief  Engineer  of  Water  Supply  for  full  infor- 
mation upon  this  subject  and  other  important  matters  connected  with  water 
supply. 

The  scheme  proposed,  and  which  is  so  clearly  and  strongly  recommended 
for  your  careful  consideration,  with  respect  to  the  valley  of  the  Calaveras,  as 
the  most  desirable  source  of  supply,  all  things  considered,  is  supported  by 
facts  and  reasons  to  our  minds  convincing  and  irresistible,  confirming,  as  they 
do,  our  own  information  and  conclusions.  We  cannot  refrain  as  an  act  of 
duty  from  strongly  urging  the  acceptance  and  adoption  of  the  recommenda- 
tion of  our  Engineer  in  his  report  to  the  Board,  designating  the  Calaveras 
Valley  as  the  most  available  locality  for  securing  the  necessary  supply  of  wa- 
ter for  the  city  and  county. 
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Your  committee  find  that  under  the  resolutions  of  the  ' '  water  enactment ' 
they  are  powerless  to  enter  into  any  negotiations  as  to  proposals  to  supply  the 
city  with  water  from  points  that  have  not  been  visited  by  them,  and  reported 
on  by  our  Engineer. 

If  we  had  any  grave  reason  for  differing  with  Mr.  Scowden's  conclusions, 
we  should  avail  ourselves  of  this  opportunity  to  offer  them ;  but  his  greater 
knowledge  and  experience  in  so  important  a  matter  as  furnishing  our  citizens 
with  an  abundant  supply  of  pure,  fresh  water,  which  he  has  imparted  to  us. 
removes  any  doubts  in  oar  minds  as  to  the  course  we  should  pursue. 

In  this  matter  we  have  moved  cautiously  and  considerately,  and  after  care- 
ful examination  of  the  various  plans  presented  and  reported  upon,  we  feel 
confident  that  we  have  recommended  the  most  feasible  proposition  of  the 
many  presented  to  us  for  consideration. 

Experience  has  demonstrated  the  futility  of  all  temporary  works  for  supply- 
ing water  to  a  city.  We  therefore  conclude  that  the  interest  of  the  city  is  best 
subserved  by  erecting  or  purchasing  works  of  a  permanent  and  enduring  char- 
acter, such  as  are  recommended  by  the  Engineer.  Every  citizen  of  San  Fran- 
cisco, whether  capitalist,  business  man,  mechanic,  or  laborer,  who  is  taxed  for 
water,  is  deeply  interested  in  and  impressed  with  the  necessity  of  a  cheap  and 
abundant  supply  of  good,  wholesome  water,  as  one  of  the  great  necessaries  of 
life. 

The  present  size  and  population  of  our  city,  as  compared  with  what  it  prob- 
ably will  be  twenty-five  years  hence,  when  the  heights  and  non-occupied  por- 
tions will  be  covered  by  the  habitations  of  a  crowded  city,  render  it  necessary"*- 
to  now  provide  liberally  and  amply  for  its  great  and  growing  wants. 

To  accomplish  the  ends  in  view,  bonds  would  have  to  be  issued  in. conform- 
ity with  the  Act,  payable  in  thirty  years,  the  interest  accruing  being  at  the 
rate  of  six  per  cent,  per  annum,  and  the  sinking  fund  not  being  levied  or  created 
until  ten  years  after  the  issuance  of  said  bonds,  would  create  an  indebtedness 
that  would  not  be  burdensome  to  the  citizens  and  consumers  of  water,  as  the 
revenue  of  the  works,  when  built,  would,  in  the  opinion  of  your  committee, 
pay  the  interest  on  the  bonds  from  the  start,  and  in  a  short  period  be  suffi- 
cient, even  at  a  very  low  price  for  water,  to  create  a  sinking  fund  to  pay  the 
principal  when  due. 

Our  people  would  no  longer  complain  of  short  allowance  and  high  price 
for  water,  but  could  enjoy  all  the  luxury,  comfort  and  benefits  derived  from 
water  supplies,  in  quality  unexceptionable  and  in  quantity  without  stint,  at 
the  lowest  cost  of  obtaining  it.

pertaining  thereto,  as  shown  by  the  reports  and  surveys  filed  of  T.  K.  Scowden,  Engineer  of 
Water  Supply,  and  owned  by  said  Alameda  Water  Company .  Also,  to  contract  with  said 
corporation  to  furnish,  construct  and  put  in  operation  the  necessary  reservoirs,  distributing

At  the  same  meeting,  the  resolution  introduced  on  the  17th  inst.,  providing 
for  the  purchase  of  the  water-rights  and  property  of  the  Alameda  Water 
Company,  was  taken  up  and  indefinitely  postponed.  The  Special  Committee* 
on  Water  Supply  then  presented  a  map  of  the  Spring  Valley  Water  Works, 
showing  the  reservoirs,  watershed,  etc.,  and  a  map  showing  the  profile  of  the 
Spring  Valley  Water  Company's  aqueduct,  which  were  received  and  placed 
on  file.  Further  presented  the  following  resolution  declaring  it  to  be  expedient 
and  proper  to  purchase  the  water,  water-rights  and  property  of  the  Spring 
Valley  Water  Works,  including  the  water,  water-rights,  and  property  re- 
cently owned  by  the  Alameda  Water  Company,  which  was  passed  for  printing :

by  T.  R.  Scowden,  Engineer  of  Water  Supply,  and  owned  by  said  Spring  Valley  Waterworks, 
in  order  to  furnish  this  city  and  county  with  an  abundant  supply  of  pure,  fresh  water,  as 
empowered,  contemplated  and  provided  in  an  Act  of  the  last  Legislature,  approved  March 
30, 1874. 

Resolved,  That  the  committee,  consisting  of  the  Mayor,  Auditor,  and  City  and  County  At- 
torney be,  and  is  hereby,  authorized  and  empowered  to  view  and  carefully  examine  the 
property  hereinbefore  mentioned,  and  to  enter  into  negotiations  with  the  corporation  known 
as  the  Spring  Valley  Water  Works,  and  to  contract  with  and  purchase  from  said  corporation 
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their  water-works,  reservoirs,  distributing  mains,  pipes,  flumes,  tunnels,  ditches,  property 
and  water  rights  owned  and  claimed  by  said  corporation,  as  hereinbefore  mentioned,  and 
the  real  estate  connected  therewith,  to  furnish  an  abundant  supply  of  pure,  fresh  water, 
and  report  the  result  to  this  Board  as  soon  as  practicable. 

Supervisors  Pease,  Kenney,  Ebbets,  Sims,  Deering,  Roberts,  Scott,  Lynch 
and  Macdonald,  voting  for,  and  Supervisors  Menzies,  Block  and  Hewston 
against  the  passage  to  print  of  the  resolution. 

On  June  7th,  the  foregoing  resolution  came  up  on  final  passage.  The  wa- 
tershed and  sources  of  the  Calaveras  Valley,  with  the  site  of  the  reservoir  for 
the  storage  of  water,  the  property  of  the  Alameda  Water  Company,  being 
principally  in  Santa  Clara  County,  opinions  of  the  City  and  County  Attorney 
were  obtained  and  presented  to  the  Board  by  Supervisor  Block,  reciting  that 
by  reason  of  a  provision  of  an  Act  of  the  Legislature,  approved  March  30, 
1874,  there  could  be  no  appropriation  or 'condemnation  of  any  water  or  water 
rights  in  the  counties  of  Santa  Clara,  Tulare,  or  Kern,  by  or  on  behalf  of 
the  city  and  county;  also,  that  the  Board  of  Supervisors  had  not  the  right  to 
purchase  or  authorize  the  purchase  of  any  land  in  Santa  Clara  County,  for 
the  purpose  of  securing  or  holding  for  the  city  and  county  any  water  or  water 
rights  in  the  County  of  Santa  Clara,  and  had  not  the  right  to  purchase  or 
authorize  the  purchase  of  any  sources  of  water  supply  in  said  county;  also, 
that  the  water  of  all  streams  in  Santa  Clara  County  may  at  any  time  be 
condemned  for  public  use  in  that  county. 

The  resolution  was  then  amended  by  striking  out  the  words  "including 
the  water  works,  reservoirs,  pipes,  flumes,  ditches,  with  water  rights  and  real 
estate  owned  by  the  Alameda  Water  Company,"  Supervisors  Menzies,  Pease, 
Ebbets,  Deering,  Block,  Scott,  Hewston,  and  Macdonald  voting  for,  and  Su- 
pervisors Kenney,  Sims,  Roberts,  and  Lynch  against,  the  amendment,  and  as 
amended  the  resolution  passed  for  printing,  Supervisors  Menzies,  Pease,  Ken- 
ney, Ebbets,  Sims,  Deering,  Block,  Scott,  Lynch,  and  Macdonald  voting  for, 
and  Supervisors  Roberts  and  Hewston  against  its  passage  to  print. 

On  June  14th,  the  Special  Committee,  by  Supervisor  Deering,  reported  hav- 
ing filed  the  map  showing  the  survey  of  the  Xiaguna  de  la  Merced  property; 
also,  that  all  maps  showing  surveys  of  other  water  sources  and  property,  made 
by  the  engineer,  not  heretofore  presented,  would  be  filed  prior  to  the  next 
meeting  of  the  Board,  and  presented  an  opinion  of  the  City  and  County  At- 
torney, that  it  was  the  duty  of  the  committee  consisting  of  the  Mayor,  Auditor, 
and  City  and  County  Attorney,  to  proceed  to  view,  examine,  and  report  to  the 
Board,  upon  and  with  reference  to  the  Spring  Valley  Water  Works,  mentioned 
in  the  resolution  before  the  Board,  in  the  event  of  its  passage ;  also,  and  upon 
and  with  reference  to  the  waters  of  the  Laguna  de  la  Merced,  and  the  real 
estate  connected  therewith,  or  any  other  source  of  supply  that  had  been  visi- 
ted by  the  Board,  and  reported  upon  by  the  engineer,  provided  a  reference  be 
made  thereto  in  said  resolution  by  an  amendment  thereof,  or  a  new  resolution 
be  passed  with  reference  to  such  water  sources  and  property,  in  accordance 
with  form  of  resolution  prepare:!  and  heretofore  submitted;  also,  that  said 
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committee  had  no  power  to  proceed  at  all  with  respect  to  airy  property  not 
mentioned  in  a  resolution  of  the  Board,  and  upon  the  coming  in  of  the  report 
of  the  committee,  it  was  to  be  passed  upon  and  approved  or  dropped  by  the 
Board.

Resolved,  That  the  committee,  consisting  of  the  Mayor,  Auditor,  and  City  and  County  At- 
torney be,  and  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered,  to  view  and  carefully  examine  the 
property  hereinbefore  mentioned,  and  to  enter  into  negotiations  with  the  corporation 
known  as  the  Spring  Valley  Water  Works,  and  to  contract  with  and  purchase  from  said 
owners  their  water-works,  reservoirs,  distributing  mains,  pipes,  flumes,  tunnels,  ditches, 
property  and  water  rights  hereinbefore  mentioned,  and  the  real  estate  connected  therewith, 
to  furnish  an  abundant  supply  of  pure,  fresh  water,  and  report  the  result  to  this  Board  as 
soon  as  practicable. 

Supervisors  Menzies,  Pease,  Kenney,  Ebbets,  Sims,  Deering,  Block,  Scott, 
Lynch,  and  Macdonald  voting  for,  and  Supervisors  Roberts  and  Hewston 
against  its  passage  ;  said  resolution  receiving  the  approval  of  the  Mayor  on 
the  24th  inst. 

At  the  same  meeting,  on  June  14th,  a  resolution  was  introduced  by  and  on 
motion  of  Supervisor  Lynch  passed  for  printing,  declaring  it  to  be  expedient  and 
proper  to  purchase  the  water,  water-rights,  and  property  known  as  ^the  Laguna 
de  la  Merced,  and  the  real  estate  connected  therewith,  Supervisors  Menzies, 
Pease,  Kenney,  Deering,  Block,  Lynch  and  Macdonald  voting  for,  and  Super- 
visors Ebbets,  Sims,  Roberts,  Scott  and  Hewston  against  its  passage,  which 
resolution  c;tme  up  on  final  passage  on  June  21st,  and  was  lost  ;  Supervisors 
Menzies,  Pease,  Block,  Hewston  and  Lynch  voting  for,  and  Supervisors 
Kenney,  Ebbets.  Sims,  Deering,  Roberts,  Scott  and  Macdonald  against  its 
final  passage. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Board  held  on  June  28th,  1875,  a  resolution  was  intro- 
duced and  passed  to  print  declaring  it  to  be  expedient  and  proper  to  purchase 
the  water,  water-rights  and  property  connected  with  the  Clear  Lake,  Blue 
Lakes,  Laguna  de  la  Merced,  and  the  Pescadero  Creek,  any  or  either  of  them, 
and  empowering  the  Mayor,  Auditor  and  City  and  County  Attorney  to  vie\v 
and  carefully  examine  the  propertj7,  and  enter  into  negotiations  with  the 
owners,  and  report  the  result  to  the  Board.  Supervisors  Menzies, 
Sims.  Deering,  Block,  Hewston,  Lynch  and  MacDonald  voting  for,  and

Supervisors  Pease,  Kenney,  Ebbets,  Roberts  and  Scott  voting  against  its 
passage  to  print.  On  July  6th,  after  consideration,  the  resolution  was  lost, 
on  final  passage;  Supervisors  Menzies,  Sims,  Block,  Hewston,  Lynch  and 
Macdonald  voting  for,  and  Supervisors  Pease,  Kenney,  Ebbets,  Deering, 
Roberts  and  Scott  voting  against  its  final  passage.  At  the  next  meeting,  held 
on  July  12th,  separate  resolutions  were  introduced  by  Supervisor  Lynch,  em- 
bracing and  declaring  it  to  be  expedient  and  proper  to  acquire  the  several 
sources,  etc.,  of  water  supply  named,  which,  after  discussion,  were  not 
passed.  The  following  is  the  vote  had  on  each  of  the  propositions  re- 
ferred to,  on  the  motion  of  Supervisor  Lynch  to  pass  the  resolutions  to  print. 
Supervisor  Block  absent: 

Hewston  and  Lynch  voting  for, 
and  Supervisors  Pease,  Kenney,  Ebbets,  Deering,  Roberts,  Scott  and 
Macdonald,  against. 

PESCADERO  CREKK — Supervisors  Pea-e,  Sims,  Hewston  and  Lynch  voting 
for,  and  Supervisors  Menzies,  Kenney,  Ebbets,  Deering,  Roberts,  Scott  and 
Macdonald,  against. 

LAGUXA  DE  LA  MERCED — Supervisors  Meuzies,  Pease,  Sims,  Hewston.  Lynch 
and  Macdonald  voting  for,  and  Supervisors  Keuney,  Ebbets,  Deering,  Rob- 
erts and  Scott,  voting  against. 

BLUK  LAKES — Supervisors  Sims,  Hewston,  Lynch  and  Macdonald  voting 
for,  and  Supervisors  Menzies,  Pease,  Kenney,  Ebbets,  Deering,  Roberts  and 
Scott,  against. 

On  July  26th,  1875,  the  Special  Committee  on  Water  Supply,  by  Supervisor 
Deering,  presented  the  following  supplemental  report  on  Spring  Valley  and 
Calaveras  sources  of  water  supply: 

SECOND    SUPPLEMENTAL    REPORT. 

To  the  Honorable  the  Mayor  and  Board  of  Supervisors 

of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco: 

GENTLEMEN — Having  discharged  the  duties  assigned  me  as  Engineer  ap- 
pointed by  your  Board  to  examine  certain  designated  sources  of  water  sup- 
ply, any  one  of  which  might  hereafter  be  deemed  advisable  to  acquire  to 
furnish  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  with  pure  fresh  water,  and  as 
the  surveys,  estimates,  and  report  upon  the  same  have  been  made  and  sub- 
mitted, I  desire  to  deliver  to  your  Honorable  Body  the  property  belonging  to 
the  city,  consisting  of  instraments,  camp  and  office  equipments,  and  in  doing 
so,  respectfully  tender  my  rt  signation,  to  take  effe.t  on  the  first  of  August 
next. 
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So  much  has  been  said  by  the  press  and  private  parties  opposed  to  the 
Calaveras  water  scheme,  recommended  by  me,  that  your  Honorable  Board 
will  undoubtedly  expect  your  Engineer,  about  retiring  from  office,  to  make  a 
supplemental  report,  that  may  throw  any  light  upon  the  water  question, 
and  be  of  service  to  the  Commissioners  and  your  Board,  in  disposing 
of  it.  With  that  view,  I  have  carefully  considered  the  reviews,  criticisms, 
and  objections  urged  against  the  Peninsula  and  Calaveras  water  schemes,  and 
have,  with  like  care,  reviewed  the  whole  subject  of  my  report,  but  have  failed, 
in  any  degree,  to  discover  any  admissible  points  made  by  the  futile  arguments 
and  pains-taking  estimates,  intended  to  disprove  the  report,  or  the  facts  therein 
contained. 

It  recently  devolved  upon  your  Engineer,  and  First  Assistant  Allardt,  to  ac- 
company the  Commissioners  on  their  tour  of  exploration  and  investigation  on 
the  Peninsula  and  the  Calaveras,  looking  to  the  purchase  of  the  Spring  Val- 
ley Water  Works,  which,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Engineer,  are  the  two  natu- 
ral sources  of  supply  from  which  to  obtain  abundance  of  water  for  this  city; 
but  as  the  Spring  Valley  Water  Works  alone,  at  present,  are  to  be  consid- 
ered, that  subject  will  be  treated  first,  and  the  Calaveras  afterward. 

From  want  of  time  and  pressure  of  business,  the  details  with  regard  to  the 
supplies  and  construction  of  the  Spring  Valley  Water  Works  were  not  pre- 
pared for  the  Engineer's  first  report.  It  was  not  then  known  how  much  more 
water  would  be  acquired  by  those  works;  but  it  was  said,  that  if  all  on  the 
Peninsula  was  collected  and  utilized  the  supply  would  be  large.  Since  then, 
the  full  resources  of  the  works  have  been  made  public  by  the  reports  of  the 
President  and  Engineer  of  the  company.  In  addition  to  the  water  supplies 
and  property  owned  and  controlled  by  the  company  since  my  first  report 
was  made,  the  Company  has  included  the  contiguous  watersheds  and  streams 
lying  between  the  San  Gregorio  and  Pilarcitos  on  the  Ocean  slope  of  the 
Peninsula;  and  also  the  inland  Calaveras,  now  made  tributary  to,  and  part  of 
the  Spring  Valley  Water  Works,  as  shown  in  a  plan  recently  reported  to  the 
company  by  Mr.  H.  Sch ussier,  their  Engineer. 

Within  the  compass  of  the  works  proposed,  an  ample  and  unfailing  supply 
of  pure  and  imexceptionable  water  may  be  furnished  San  Francisco,  with  five 
times  its  present  population.  Nothing  here  said  is  assumed,  as  all  opinions 
and  estimates  are  based  upon  facts,  actual  observation,  and  experience,  and  I 
desire  in  that  connection  to  state  that  in  the  investigations,  surveys,  and 
inquiries  which  have  been  made  with  regard  to  the  sources  and  water  supplies 
on  the  Peninsula,  I  am  indebted  to  Mr.  Schussler  for  valuable  statistical 
information,  the  result  of  practical  experience  running  through  a  period  of, 
eight  years.  It  is  proper,  however,  to  mention  that  his  ratio  of  the  utiliza- 
tion of  rainfall,  being  35  per  cent,  of  that  falling  on  a  given  area,  is  adopted 
in  all  computations  of  the  peninsula  supply. 

Referring  to  the  last  annual  report  of  the  Spring  Valley  Water  Company, 
it  appears  from  their  records  that  the  available  annual  supply  of  the 
present  works  is  3,628,000,000  gallons,  a  quantity  somewhat  larger  than 
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estimated  by  Mr.  Schussler,  as  it  accounts  for  losses  sustained  by  water  now 
running  to  waste;  but  it  is  available,  and  will  undoubtedly  be  utilized.  The 
annual  supply  from  39  square  miles  of  watershed  with  40  inches  of  rainfall 
due  the  Crystal  Springs  reservoir  when  finished,  is  9,488,000,000  gallons,  and 
that  due  the  San  Gregorio,  with  a  watershed  of  30  square  miles  and  a  rain- 
fall of  45  inches,  is  8,275,000,000  gallons.  This  embraces  all  the  gravitation 
supplies  on  the  peninsula  at  present  owned  and  controlled  by  the  Spring 
Valley  Water  Company.  The  last  named  supply  will  be  derived  from  the 
sources  of  the  San  Gregorio  and  intermediate  streams  by  a  proposed  line  of 
aqueduct  and  tunnels  extending  to  the  Crystal  Springs  reservoir.  The  ag- 
gregate of  all  the  supplies  furnished  by  gravitation  is  therefore  21,391,- 
000,000  gallons  per  annum,  to  which  add  the  730,000,000  gallons  furnished 
by  the  Lobos  Creek  pumping  works,  making  a  total  annual  supply  of  22,121,- 
000,000  gallons.  But  this  does  not  embrace  all  the  available  sources.  There 
is  a  watershed  on  the  ocean  slope  of  the  peninsula,  adjacent  to  and  below 
that  described  and  controlled  by  the  Spring  Valley  Water  Company,  namely, 
a  belt  of  land  bounded  on  the  east  by  the  aqueduct  and  tunnel  line,  on  the 
west  by  the  ocean,  and  extending  from  San  Gregorio  Creek  to  Pilarcitos 
Creek.  Its  area  is  47  square  miles,  average  rainfall  45  inches,  and  the  annual 
supply,  available  by  pumping,  of  12,864,000,000  gallons. 

To  utilize  this  large  pumping  supply,  it  is  proposed  to  build  an  open,  in- 
tercepting aqueduct,  commencing  on  the  San  Gregorio  and  running  parallel 
to  and  distant  about  one  mile  from  the  ocean  shore,  and  extending  northerly 
to  Pilarcitos  Creek,  near  Spanishtown.  By  means  of  dams,  side  branches, 
and  headworks,  the  waters  from  intermediate  streams  will  be  led  into  the 
intercepting  aqueduct,  the  whole  to  be  conveyed  to  a  capacious  storage  reser- 
voir on  the  Pilarcitos,  of  sufficient  capacity  to  hold  a  year's  supply.  The 
dam  for  this  purpose  would  be  raised  to  a  height  sufficient  to  back  the  accu- 
mulated waters  to  the  foothills  at  a  point  suitable  for  pumping  the  water  into 
a  tunnel  discharging  into  Crystal  Springs  reservoir.  As  no  accurate  surveys 
were  made  in  connection  with  this  project,  the  estimates  of  cost  are  omitted, 
the  object  being  merely  to  show  the  feasibility  of  the  scheme  and  the  extent 
of  the  available  supply  on  the  peninsula  by  gravitation  and  pumping  com- 
bined. The  resources  of  the  Spring  Valley  Water  Works,  as  now  enlarged 
and  described,  are  then  as  follows: 

By  the  present  works,  per  annum,  by  gravitation 3,628,000,000  gallons. 

By  works  in  progress,  Crystal  Springs,  by  gravitation. .  9,488,000,000  gallons. 
By  contemplated  works,  San  Gregorio,  by  gravitation..  8,275,000,000  gallons. 

Total  per  annum,  by  gravitation 21,391,000,000  gallons. 

By  pumping  works  at  Lobos  Creek,  per  annum 730,000,000  gallons. 

By  proposed  ocean  slope  pumping  works,  per  annum.  .12,864,000,000  gallons. 

Total  by  gravitation  and  by  pumping 34,985,000,000  gallons. 

This  total  of  peninsula  supply  is  exclusive  of  Pescadero  (which  is  available

and  undoubtedly  will,  in  time,  be  used),  and  is  equal  to  96,000,000  gallons 
per  diem.  But  as  pumping  on  the  peninsula,  as  elsewhere,  would  be  found 
expensive  and  burdensome,  it  would  be  policy  and  good  economy,  before  at- 
tempting to  pump  water  from  the  ocean  slope,  to  adopt  the  gravitation  sup- 
plies of  the  Calaveras,  now  belonging  to  the  Spring  Valley  Water  Company. 
The  expense  of  raising  12,864;000,000  gallons  annually,  250  feet  high,  and 
discharging  the  same  into  the  Crystal  Springs  reservoir,  would  be  $798,211.20, 
computed  on  the  basis  of  17  cents  per  1,000,000  gallons  raised  one  foot  high 
(price  of  coal  delivered  $15  per  ton),  whereas  a  much  larger  quantity,  viz.: 
29,087,000,000  gallons,  could  be  brought  from  the  Calaveras  to  the  Crystal 
Springs  reservoir  by  gravitation,  at  an  annual  expense  not  exceeding  $10,000, 
comprising  salaries  of  reservoir  keepers,  section  men,  and  supervision,  the 
first  cost  of  construction  not  being  considered  in  either  case;  though  it  is  evi- 
dent that  the  ocean  slope  aqueduct  and  pumping  works  would  cost  more 
than  the  Calaveras  works.  This  comparison  clearly  shows  the  great  economy 
of  gravitation  over  pumping  works,  and  proves  the  wise  policy  and  great  sav- 
ing to  the  city  of  securing  the  Calaveras  supply.  The  only  argument  in 
favor  of  first  obtaining  the  Spring  Valley  Works  being,  that  they  are  already 
in  operation  and  supply  water  which  may  be  furnished  at  reduced  rates  to 
the  citizens  until  the  works  are  enlarged,  or  extended  to  other  sources. 

By  gravitation  alone,  the  united  supplies  of  the  Spring  Valley  and  Cala- 
veras schemes  would  furnish  50,478,000,000  gallons  annually,  or  138,000,(;00 
gallons  per  diem,  sufficient  for  a  population  of  1,380,000,  or  100  gallons  daily 
to  every  man,  woman  and  child.  The  capacity  of  the  Spring  Valley  reser- 
voirs, as  proposed  and  completed,  will  be  about  48,000,000,000  gallons,  and 
that  of  the  Calaveras  reservoir,  according  to  your  Engineer's  report,  34,589,- 
000,000  gallons,  giving  an  aggregate  storage  capacity  of  82,589,000,000  gallons. 
Works  of  such  character  and  capacity,  so  near  at  home,  almost  in  sight  and 
everywhere  accessible,  and  the  cheapest  and  best  that  can  be  had,  will  cer- 
tainly be  appreciated  by  the  disinterested  and  impartial  people  of  San  Fran- 
cisco. 

It  is  here  proper  to  add  that  in  making  examinations  of  the  Spring  Valley 
Water  Works,  in  company  with  the  Commissioners,  the  works  were  critically 
inspected,  and  found  in  successful  operation  and  good  repair.  With  regard 
to  the  general  character  of  the  works,  their  performance  and  construction, 
they  appear  in  all  respects  well  designed,  and  the  work  on  them  faithfully 
executed.  For  supply  of  excellent  water,  simplicity,  utility,  and  efficiency, 
the  Spring  Valley  Water  Works  will  compare  favorably  with  any  in  the  coun- 
try. 

But  the  gravitation  supplies  here  enumerated,  within  reach  and  easy  access, 
are  not  all  that  may  be  obtained.  Recent  explorations  and  surveys  have  dis- 
closed the  fact  that  an  extensive  watershed,  adjacent  to  and  lying  east  of  the 
Calaveras,  embracing  San  Antonio  Creek,  Arroyo  Valle  and  Arroyo  Mocho, 
may  be  acquired,  arid  largely  increase  the  supplies  of  the  Calaveras,  to  which 
they  would  be  conveyed  by  aqueduct,  and  all  made  tributary  to  the  Spring 
Valley  Water  Works. 
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The  route  of  the  proposed  aqueduct  would  be  as  follows:  Beginning  at  a 
point  on  the  Arroyo  Mocho  near  the  corner  to  sections  5,  6,  7  and  8,  in  Town- 
ship 4  south,  "Range  3  east,  at  an  elevation  of  942  feet  above  city  base;  thence 
southerly  by  tunnel  8,200  feet;  thence  by  open  aqueduct  14,687  feet  to  a  dam 
across  the  Arroyo  Valle ;  thence  by  open  aqueduct  along  the  westerly  slopes  of 
the  Arroyo  Valle  22,795  feet;  thence  southwesterly  by  tunnel  9,845  feet  to  the 
watershed  of  San  Antonio  Creek;  thence  westerly,  by  open  aqueduct  and  two 
tunnels  of  760  and  1,400  feet  length,  crossing  the  several  forks  of  San  Antonio 
Creek,  80,000  feet  to  the  easterly  slopes  of  Calaveras  Creek;  thence  by  open 
aqueduct  southerly  and  southeasterly  along  the  easterly  slopes  of  Calaveras 
Creek,  55,034  feet  to  the  proposed  timber  dam  on  the  Arroyo  Honda,  hereto- 
fore referred  to  in  this  report.  Total  distance,  191,503  feet,  or  36.27  miles; 
grade  of  aqueduct  and  tunnels  4  feet  to  the  mile.  Thence  by  open  aqueduct, 
already  estimated  for,  18,000  feet  to  the  Calaveras  reservoir. 

The  watershed  tributary  to  this  line  of  aqueduct  comprises  an  area 
of  189  square  miles,  which  added  to  that  of  the  Calaveras,  gives  a  total 
of  329  square  miles.  It  is  estimated  that  the  ratio  of  rainfall  on  the 
189  square  miles  will  average  about  three-fourths  of  that  falling  at  Calaveras 
Valley,  or  17.9  inches  per  annum.  Assuming  the  minimum  utilization 
at  35  per  cent.,  or  6.2  inches,  the  189  hquare  miles  will  yield  20,500,- 
000,000  gallons  per  annum.  Add  to  this  the  29,000,000,000  gallons  of 
the  Calaveras  proper,  and  the  21,391,000,000  gallons  of  the  Spring  Valley  or 
peninsula  supply,  and  we  have  a  grand  total  of  70,891,000,000  gallons  per  an- 
num, or  an  average  available  supply  of  190,000,000  gallons  per  diem. 

ESTIMATE  OF  COST. — The  cost  of  the  above  descnbed  aqueduct  and  tunnels 
was  approximately  determined  by  comparison  with  similar  works  already  esti- 
mated upon  in  the  report  on  the  Clear  Lake  and  Blue  Lakes  schemes,  and 
found  to  be  as  follows :

PERCENTAGE  OF  UTILIZATION.  —  The  percentage  of  utilization  of  rain  and 
snowfall  on  the  watershed  of  the  Calaveras  was  definitely  settled  during  the 
past  season  by  careful  measurements,  not  alone  of  the  utilization  due  to  the 
lower  valley  and  site  of  the  main  storage  reservoir,  but  that  due  to  the  rain 
and  snowfall  on  the  entire  watershed  of  140  square  miles,  with  altitudes 
ranging  from  600  to  4,000  feet.  It  was  observed  in  taking  the  measurements 
that  the  maximum  outflow  in  one  day  was  3,360,980,000  gallons.  It  is  evi- 
dent from  this  result  that  much  heavier  rain  and  snowfall  prevail  on  the  up- 
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per  slopes  of  the  Calaveras  watershed  than  at  the  valley  below,  but 
the  average  of  the  higher  and  lower  appears  to  correspond  very  nearly  with 
the  mean  rainfall  at  San  Francisco. 

As  evidence  of  the  quantity  and  ample  supply  of  water  from 'this  source,  I 
desire  to  call  your  attention  to  the  following  carefully  prepared  tables,  which 
will  serve  to  establish  plain  self-evident  facts,  and  refute  the  assertions  and 
arguments  by  which  the  engineer's  report  has  been  so  unjustly  and  wantonly 
assailed.

DESCRIPTION   OF   TABLES. 


Table  I— Gives  the  rainfall  in  Calaveras  Valley  from  October  20,  1874,  to 
March  28,  1875,  inclusive,  as  determined  by  a  rain  gauge  kept  at  the  site  of  the 
proposed  reservoir.  The  total  rainfall  was  17.04  inches,  as  against  17.22 
inches  of  rainfall  at  San  Francisco  during  the  same  period. 

Table  II — Shows  the  daily  outflow  or  discharge  of  Calaveras  Creek  ascer- 
tained by  instrumental  measurements  and  daily  observations  on  a  carefully 
established  water  gauge  near  the  site  of  the  reservoir.  The  record  embraces 
a  period  of  four  months,  from  December  2,  1874,  to  March  31,  1875,  and 
gives  a  total  discharge  of  12,347,000,000  gallons,  or  an  average  exceeding 
one  hundred  million  gallons  per  day.  The  rainfall  during  that  time  amounted 
to  8.37  inches.  A  simple  calculation  will  show  that  over  60  per  cent,  of  the 
rainfall  on  the  140  square  miles  of  catchment  area  of  the  Calaveras  was 
actually  discharged.  It  follows  that  had  the  dam  been  built,  this  60  per  cent, 
of  rain  would  have  been  retained  and  stored  in  the  reservoir;  but  in  order  to 
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be  entirely  on  the  safe  side,  only  fifty  per  cent,  was  adopted  in  the  report  as 
the  percentage  of  utilization,  leaving  10  per  cent,  of  the  entire  rainfall  to 
cover  evaporation  from  the  surface  of  the  reservoir,  which  somewhat  exceeds 
8  inches  per  month  during  the  dry  season. 

Table  III — Exhibits  the  amount  «f  water  that  would  be  contained  in  the 
reservoir  during  a  consecutive  series  of  years,  based  on  the  rainfall  at  San 
Francisco  for  the  past  twenty-five  years;  and  assuming  that  the  reservoir 
would  be  full  at  the  start,  and  that  50,000,000  gallons  would  be  drawn  out 
•daily.  It  will  be  seen  that  even  after  the  driest  season  on  record,  there 
would  have  been  a  surplus  of  6,485,000,000  gallons  in  the  reservoir. 

In  taking  leave  of  your  Honorable  Body,  I  respectfully  request  permission 
be  granted  First  Assistant  Allardt,  and  the  employees  now  engaged  in  the 
office,  to  remain  and  complete  the  unfinished  work  on  the  maps  and  plans, 
which  will  require  most  of  the  coming  month.  Whatever  service  of  mine 
may  be  necessary  by  way  of  attention  or  advice  in  the  execution  of  this  work, 
will  be  rendered  without  charge.  These  maps  and  plans  have  been  so  far 
prepared  with  care,  and  when  finished  will  be  of  great  value  by  way  of  refer- 
ence and  guidance  in  the  future.

The  following  report  of  the  Committee,  consisting  of  the  Mayor,  Auditor 
and  City  and  County  Attorney,  as  to  their  examination  of  the  property  be- 
longing to  the  Spring  Valley  Water  Works,  and  the  price  at  which  said 
company  would  sell  and  convey  the  same  to  the  city  and  county,  was  pre- 
sented to  the  Board  on  July  30th,  1875,  at  a  meeting  convened  by  his  Honor, 
Mayor  Otis,  for  that  purpose:

To  the  Hon.  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco: 

GENTLEMEN — Under  Act  of  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  California,  au- 
thorizing the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  to  provide  and  maintain 
public  water  works  for  said  city  and  county,  and  to  condemn  and  purchase 
private  property  for  that  purpose,  approved  March  30th,  1874,  and  acting 
under  resolution  of  your  Honorable  Board  (No.  7448,)  relative  thereto,  the 
Committee  named  in  said  Act — the  Mayor,  Auditor  and  City  and  County  At- 
torney, beg  leave  to  report: 

That  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  said  Act,  they  have  visited 
the  works  of  the  Spring  Valley  Water  Works,  and  made  a  careful  and  per- 
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sonal  examination  of  the  same,  assisted  by  the  Engineer  and  assistant  on  the 
part  of  the  city,  together  with  the  President,  Engineer,  and  Superintendent 
of  Construction  of  the  Company. 

We  found  the  works  in  efficient  order,  numifesting  skill  and  ability  in  their 
construction,  and  economy  and  fidelity  iiPtheir  management.  After  further 
examination  into  the  cost  and  expenses  ificumbent  upon  the  management  of 
the  works,  and  several  interviews  and  consultations  with  the  President  and 
Engineer  of  the  company,  on  the  22d  instant  we  addressed  a  letter  to  the 
President  of  the  company  (copy  of  which  herewith),  asking  him  to  name  the 
lowest  price  which  the  company  proposed  to  take  for  their  entire  property,  and 
requesting  at  the  same  time  that  he  furnish  us  a  schedule  of  the  same,  to 
which,  on  the  26th  instant,  he  replied  (copy  herewith,  with  schedule)  in  this 
letter:  the  piice  named  for  the  property  known  as  the  Spring  Valley  Water 
Works,  proper,  as  per  schedule,  is  fourteen  million  five  hundred  thousand 
dollars,  to  be  free  and  clear  of  all  encumbrances.  For  the  Calaveras  property 
the  sum  of  one  million  dollars  is  named.  This  was  a  higher  figure  than  the 
Committee  had  anticipated,  and  after  still  further  examination  into  the  cost 
of  the  construction  of  the  works,  expenses  and  revenue,  on  the  29th  we  again 
addressed  a  communication  to  the  President  of  the  company  (copy  enclosed), 
requesting  a  statement  of  the  monthly  or  annual  expenses  of  the  manage- 
ment, and  also  asking  him  if  he  was  disposed  to  name  any  lower  price,  to 
which  he  replied  this  day  (as  herewith),  stating  expenses  in  round  numbers 
to  be  one  hundred  thousand  dollars  per  annum,  and  that  he  was  not  disposed 
to  name  any  lower  price . 

Thereupon,  upon  further  consideration  and  further  consultation,  the  Com- 
mittee decided  not  to  accept  the  terms  offered,  and  are  obliged  to  report  to 
your  Honorable  Board  that  we  cannot  agree  upon  the  price.  We  have  de- 
layed making  any  report,  under  the  hope  that  the  company  might  so  shape 
its  action  in  the  matter  of  purchase  money  that  a  negotiation  might  be 
effected,  and,  under  your  approval,  the  people  be  allowed  to  express  their 
opinion  at  the  next  general  election  in  September. 

We  decline  the  offer,  on  the  ground  that  the  price  named  is  much  in  excess 
of  the  true  cost  of  the  works,  as  shown  by  their  own  books;  and  also  in  excess 
of  real  value  to-day.  Also  that  the  amount  named  is  but  a  portion  of  the 
real  sum  necessary  to  provide  the  annual  and  daily  supply,  as  estimated  in 
the  report  of  their  Engineer,  as  well  as  in  that  of  Mr.  Scowden.  To  make 
available  all  the  sources  of  supply  set  forth  in  their  several  reports,  an  esti- 
mated expenditure  of  seven  millions  of  dollars  would  be  required,  making  a 
total  of  twenty-two  millions  five  hundred  thousand  dollars,  which,  before 
completion,  with  renewal  of  pipes  and  aqueducts,  would  not  fall  short  of 
twenty-five  millions,  or  more. 

We  believe  it  would  be  in  the  interest  of  the  people  that  still  further  inqui- 
ries and  explorations  should  be  made,  as  to  other  sources  of  supply,  the  short 
time  allowed  not  having  been  long  enough  for  a  proper  and  thorough  search 
for  water  in  never-failing  abundance,  and  of  good  quality. 
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We  believe,  however,  that  some  restrictions  should  be,  by  legislative  action, 
placed  upon  the  private  company,  not  only  as  to  rates,  as  to  proper  pipes  in 
all  streets  to  properly  supply  us  in  case  of  fire;  also  to  furnish  necessary 
water  for  flushing  sewers,  watering  streets,  as  well  as  to  an  extension  of  pipes 
to  supply  the  whole  population. 

We  believe,  however,  in  the  principle  that  the  city,  in  proper  time,  should 
own  and  have  control  of  its  own  water  works;  that  water  should  be  provided 
to  all;  that  to  the  poor,  or. those  who  cannot  pay,  it  should  be  given  free,  if 
from  sanitary  motives  only. 

For  all  statistics  as  to  the  various  sources  of  supply,  and  more  particularly 
as  to  that  of  the  Spring  Valley  Water  Works,  we  would  refer  to  the  reports 
of  the  City  Engineer,  Mr.  Scowden,  and  to  the  accompanying  report  of  the 
officers  of  the  Spring  Valley  Company.

MY  DEAR  SIR— I  have  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  your  communication  of  the  22d  in- 
viting me  to  communicate  in  writing  to  your  Committee  a  statement  of  the  lowest  price  at 
which  the  Spring  Valley  Water  Works  will  sell  and  convey  to  the  city  and  county  of  San 
Francisco  its  property  as  contemplated  in  the  resolution  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  said 
city  and  county,  No.  7,448,  and  in  reply  thereto  I  have  to  say  that  the  Spring  Valley  Water 
Works  will  sell  the  same  for  $14,500,000,  with  the  understanding  that  the  city  shall  fulfill 
all  of  the  obligations  of  the  Spring  Valley  Water  Works  for  supplying  water.

These  lands  are  held  under  titles  acquired  direct  from  the  United  States  or  the  State  of 
California,  and  upon  them  is  situate  the  Pilarcitos  Reservoir.  Running  with  the  land  is 
also  the  right  to  take  and  divert  the  waters  of  the  Pilarcitos  Creek,  acquired  by  grant  from 
the  riparian  owners,  from  the  dam  down  to  the  sea;  also  the  right  of  way  for  the  tunnels, 
flumes,  pipes  and  aqueducts  as  now  established,  from  the  reservoir  to  the  city. 

XIV.  LOCK'S  CREEK  PROPERTY — This  property  embraces  a  tract  of  land,  including  1,150 
acres,  title  acquired  in  part  from  the  United  States  and  in  part  from  the  State  of  Califor- 
nia, and  running  with  it  is  the  right  to  take  and  divert  the  waters  of  Lock's  Creek,  acquired 
by  grant  from  the  riparian  owners,  and  the  right  of  way  for  flume  and  pipe  line,  as  now 
established  and  used  for  the  diversion  and  appropriation  of  said  waters. 

XV.— SAN  ANDRES  RESERVOIR  PROPERTY.— This  is  a  tract  of  land  in  one  compact  body, 
commonly  called  the  San  Andres  Reservoir  Tract,  upon  which  the  San  Andres  lake  is  situ- 
ate. It  includes  something  over  1,500  acres,  and  was  acquired,  by  purchase,  in  a  large 
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number  of  small  parcels,  part  of  it  coming  from  the  different  subdivisions  of  the  L'urri 
Burri  rancho,  part  of  it  from  the  San  Pedro  rancho,  and  part  of  it  from  the  public  domain, 
through  patents  from  the  United  States  and  the  State  of  California.  Running  with  the 
land  is  the  right  from  the  riparian  owners  to  divert  the  waters  of  the  San  Andres  creek, 
and  the  right  of  way  for  the  flumes,  pipes  and  aqueducts,  as  now  established,  from  the  lake 
to  the  city. 

XVI.— CRYSTAL  SPRINGS  RESERVOIR  TEACT.— Of  the  real  estate  necessary  to  carry  out  the 
project  for  the  establishment  of  the  Crystal  Springs  reservoir,  now  in  the  course  of  con- 
struction, this  corporation  has  acquired,  and  includes  in  this  offer,  the  title  to  the  follow- 
ing named  tracts  of  land,  to  wit  :

In  addition  to  which  the  corporation  has  a  contract  for  the  purchase  of  the  Maynard 
tract,  of  496  acres,  which  will  be  assigned.  To  carry  out  the  project,  it  will  be  necessary  to 
acquire  not  exceeding  900  acres  more,  and  for  all  that  it  is  necessary  so  to  acquire,  the  cor- 
poration now  has  proceedings  pending  to  condemn. 

Note. — The  descriptions  of  the  tracts  of  land  in  San  Mateo  county  so  far  mentioned,  if 
given  by  metes  and  bounds,  as  found  in  our  conveyances,  would  be  found  too  voluminous 
for  any  of  the  purposes  for  which  a  description  is  now  needed.  We  have  therefore  de- 
scribed them  by  their  common  designation  and  name,  adding  a  statement  of  quantity  and 
location  as  above,  and  will  furnish  such  further  description  as  may  be  required,  when  need- 
ed, accompanied  with  our  evidence  of  title.

These  lots  are  each  one  hundred  feet 
square,  and  were  purchased  in  order  to  get  a  pipe  line  through  the  Abbey  homestead  prop- 
erty. 

XIX. — SAN  GREGORIO  WATER  RIGHTS. — The  right  acquired  by  grant  from  the  several  own- 
ers of  the  lands  in  the  San  Gregorio,  and  of  other  lands  which  would  be  affected  thereby, 
to  take  and  divert  the  waters  of  the  San  Gregorio  and  Tunitos  creeks,  and  to  appropriate 
said  waters  for  the  purpose  of  supplying  the  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco,  and  the  in- 
habitants thereof,  with  a  right  of  way  across  the  San  Gregorio  rancho  for  the  necessary 
flume,  pipe  or  aqueduct,  and  to  construct  and  maintain  the  necessary  dams  for  the  diver- 
sion of  said  waters. 
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Lock's  Creek  line,  commencing  with  a  stone  dam  on  Lock's  Creek,  on  the  southeast 
quarter  of  Section  6,  Township  5  south,  Range  5  west;  thence  by  aflunie  7,050  feet  along  the 
southwest  bank  of  said  creek;  thence  by  a  wrought  iron  pipe  22  inches  in  diameter  1,595 
feet;  thence  by  a  flume  along  the  east  bank  of  said  creek  8,100  feet  long;  thence  by  a  flume 
1,300  feet  preceded  by  a  wrought  iron  pipe  22  inches  in  diameter  1,515  feet  long;  thence 
again  by  a  22-inch  wrought  iron  pipe  across  Appolonia  Creek,  the  outlet  of  which  pipe  is 
joined  by  a  flume  10,000  feet  long,  that  takes  the  water  of  Appolonia  Creek  at  a  stone  dam 
about  the  center  of  Section  9  in  Township  5  south,  Range  5  west.  From  the  junction  of 
this  flume  and  pipe  a  flume  continues  2,400  feet  long;  thence  by  a  22-inch  wrought  iron  pipe 
1,961  feet  across  M'Peak's  Creek;  thence  by  a  flume  6,800  feet,  and  thence  by  a  22-inch 
wrought  iron  pipe  1,662  feet;  thence  by  a  flume  3,350  feet;  thence  by  a  22-inch  wrought  iron 
pipe  across  two  small  gulches,  one  being  925  and  the  other  1,170  feet  in  length,  with  a  short 
flume  between  the  two  300  feet  long;  thence  by  flume  5,850  feet;  thence  by  a  22-inch  wrought 
iron  pipe  985  feet  across  Pilarcitos  Creek;  thence  by  a  flume  6,500  feet  in  length  to  the  inlet 
of  Lock's  Creek  Tunnel,  where  it  joins  flume  4,300  feet  long,  bringing  the  water  from  the 
large  stone  dam  below  Pilarcitos  Lake;  thence  through  said  tunnel,  which  is  3,200  feet 
long,  lined  with  brick  and  cement;  thence  by  a  flume  1,265  feet;  thence  by  a  37Jg-inch 
wrought  iron  pipe  across  San  Mateo  Creek  1,050  feet;  thence  by  a  flume  1,450  feet,  thence 
by  a  37% -inch  wrought  iron  pipe  2,614  feet  across  San  Andres  Creek;  thence  by  a  flume  24,- 
000  feet  that  discharges  into  the  San  Andres  Lake. 

Side  flume  at  Pilarcitos  commences  on  the  west  side  of  the  Pilarcitos  Creek,  at  a  gulch  in 
Section  3,  Township  5  south,  Range  5  west,  extending  five  miles  in  a  northwesterly  direc- 
tion, picking  up  all  of  the  creeks  on  that  slope,  and  emptying  into  Pilarcitos  Lake,  the  dam 
forming  Pilarcitos  Lake,  with  its  waste  weir,  gate-house,  etc.  From  this  gate-house  a  tun- 
nel 1,600  feet  in  length,  lined  with  brick  and  cement,  extends  to  San  Mateo  Creek ;  thence 
by  a  flume  about  300  feet  to  inlet  of  tunnel  No.  2,  where  it  is  joined  by  a  flume  bringing  the 
waters  of  San  Mateo  Creek  thereto;  thence  by  a  tunnel,  lined  with  brick  and  cement,  3,420 
feet  in  length;  thence  by  a  flume  2,900  feet  in  length,  discharging  into  a  sand  and  screen 
box,  from  which  the  Pilarcitos  conduit,  consisting  of  a  30-inch  wrought  iron  pipe  68,150  feet 
in  length,  takes  the  water  and  delivers  it  into  the  Ocean  House  flume,  which  is  5,350  feet 
long;  thence  through  a  30-inch  wrought  iron  pipe  900  feet  across  the  Ocean  House  road  and 
the  gulch  immediately  north  of  it,  to  the  inlet  of  the  Lake  Honda  tunnel,  which  is  2,820  feet 
long  and  lined  with  brick  and  cement,  delivering  the  water  into  a  large  screen  tank,  from 
which  a  30-inch  wrought  iron  pipe  1,600  feet  in  length  conducts  the  water  to  and  through 
Lake  Honda,  where  it  has  two  16-inch  outlets,  one  for  each  compartment  of  the  lake;  thence 
through  2,244  feet  of  heavy  22-inch  wrought  iron  pipe;  thence  through  9,700  feet  of  22-inch 
cast  iron  pipe  to  and  along  Haight  street  to  the  crossing  of  Fillmore  street,  where  it  divides 
into  two  pipes,  one  16-inch,  extending  through  the  higher  parts  of  the  Western  Addition,  to 
the  Russian  Hill  reservoir,  and  supplying  the  entire  districts  above  the  same  ;  the  other 
branch  running  from  the  crossing  of  Fillmore  and  Haight  streets  to  the  Market  street 
reservoir. 

San  Andres  dam,  waste  weir,  gate-house,  etc.,  outside  of  the  Lock's  Creek  line.  This 
reservoir  has  a  feeder  consisting  of  a  combined  pipe  line  and  flume  nearly  two  miles  long, 
which  delivers  the  surplus  water  of  San  Mateo  Creek,  by  means  of  tunnel  No.  2  and  the 
2,900  feet  of  flume  mentioned  in  connection  with  the  Pilarcitos  line,  into  the  San  Andres 
Lake.  The  water  from  the  San  Andres  is  taken  through  the  so-called  Bald  Hill  tunnel, 
which  is  2,800  feet  long,  lined  with  brick  and  cement,  to  a  screen  tank,  from  which  it  is 
conducted  through  a  30-inch  wrought-iron  pipe  6,400  feet  to  Chenery  street,  in  the  Fair- 
mount  tract ;  thence  by  a  22-inch  pipe,  with  a  branch  leading  and  discharging  into  College 
Hill  reservoir— extending  along  the  Mission  Road  to  its  intersection  with  Valencia  street ; 
thence  along  Valencia  to  Market,  to  Potter,  where  it  connects  with  a  lower  pipe  system,  and 
with  Market  street  reservoir.

A  dam  eighty  feet  high  can  be  built  in  the  Crystal  Spring  Valley,  not  more  than  one-half 
mile  north  from  the  place  where  the  hotel  stood,  that  would  make  a  reservoir  that  will 
contain  more  than  twice  as  much  as  the  Pilarcitos  Lake.  The  upper  Crystal  Spring  reser- 
voir, now  in  process  of  construction,  when  completed,  will  contain  about  15,000,000,000  gal- 
lons ;  the  lower  Crystal  Spring  reservoir  will  contain  about  25,000,000,000  gallons,  and  thus 
give  us  a  storage  capacity  of  48,144,272,000  gallons,  independent  of  the  Calaveras,  which 
would  practically  add  40,000,000,000  gallons  thereto. 

CITY  ENGINE  AND  PUMPS. 

The  pumping  works  are  situated  at  Black  Point,  on  the  50-vara  lot  at  the  southeast  corner 
of  Beach  street  and  Van  Ness  avenue.  The  50-vara  lot  on  the  northeast  corner  of  Beach  street 
and  Van  Ness  avenue  is  used  as  a  wharf  for  landing  coal.  The  pumping  works  consist  of 
two  condensing  engines  of  250  horse-power  each  ;  four  pumps,  double  acting.  Size  of  en- 
gine— 40  inch  bore,  4  feet  stroke  ;  size  of  pumps — two  14-inch  bore,  7  feet  stroke,  and  two 
12-inch  bore,  5  feet  stroke  ;  capacity  of  pumps,  75  gallons  to  each  revolution  of  the  engine. 


There  are  four  boilers,  52  inches  diameter,  15  feet  long,  sixty-seven  3-inch  tubes  ;  steam 
drums,  3  feet  diameter,  4  feet  high  ;  evaporative  power,  10  36-100  pounds  of  water  for  every 
pound  of  coal.  Smoke-stack  is  built  square  and  of  brick,  is  116  feet  high.  Its  inside  area  is 
larger  at  the  top  than  at  the  bottom,  the  top  being  7}£  feet  square  inside,  and  the  bottom  5 
feet.  The  engines  are  so  arranged  that  but  one  is  used  at  a  time,  and  run  by  two  boilers. 
In  fact  everything  is  in  duplicate,  so  that  in  case  of  any  accident  the  pumps  will  not  have 
to  be  stopped.

Total,  779,294  feet,  or  14=7 
miles,  3,124  feet.

This,  although  the  most  valuable  single  piece  of  property  connected  with  the  Calaveras 
scheme,  has  but  a  small  area,  and  it  was  necessary  to  acquire  it  on  account  of  the  water- 
rights  connected  with  it. 

Running  with  these  lands  is  the  right,  acquired  by  deed,  as  against  nearly  all  me  riparian 
owners  who  will  or  can  be  effected  thereby,  to  take  and  divert  the  waters  of  Alameda  Creek 
and  its  feeders  and  tributaries,  so  far  as  they  can  be  taken  by  means  of  a  dam  erected  on 
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Section  13  above  mentioned,  and  to  appropriate  the  same  for  the  purpose  of  supplying  the 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  and  the  inhabitants  thereof.  The  point  of  diversion  is 
in  the  County  of  Alameda,  so  that,  though  the  reservoir  will  extend  up  into  the  County  of 
Santa  Clara,  it  is  not  proposed  to  divert  any  of  the  water  of  the  latter  county,  but  only  to 
take  it  after  it  has  flowed  down  in  its  natural  course  to  the  County  of  Alameda. 

To  carry  out  this  project,  it  will  never  be  necessary  to  acquire  more  than  440  acres  of  land 
in  addition  to  those  here  offered.

OF  THE  PRESIDENT,  CHIEF  ENGINEER,  CITY  SUPERINTENDENT,  AND  SECRETARY 
OF  THE  SPRING  VALLEY  WATER  WORKS. 

REPORT  OF  THE  PRESIDENT. 

To  the  Stockholders  of  the  Spring  Valley  Water  Works  .- 

GENTLEMEN— On  the  fifteenth  of  December  last  I  was  elected  and  assumed  the  duties  of 
President  of  your  company. 

Its  policy  since  that  time  has  been  to  protect  the  works,  and  make  them  adequate  for  the 
present  and  future  wants  of  our  rapidly  growing  city,  by  guarding  against  droughts,  having 
from  two  to  five  years'  supply  on  hand, 

To  that  end  we  have  completed  the  San  Andrei  dam,  which  gives  us  a  total  storage  capa- 
city of  more  than  eight  thousand  million  gallons,  in  nine  different  reservoirs,  the  elevations 
and  capacities  of  which  you  will  find  in  the  report  of  the  City  Superintendent. 

We  are  having  a  wrought  plate  22-inch  main  manufactured.  It  will  be  completed  and 
laid  within  the  coming  three  weeks,  extending  from  the  College  Hill  Reservoir  to  and 
through  Valencia,  and  to  and  through  Market  to  Potter  street,  where  it  will  branch  into 
two  12-inch  cast  iron  pipes,  one  going  on  down  Market,  the  other  going  down  Potter  to  and 
through  Mission  to  Spear  street. 

We  have  commenced  the  building  of  a  dam  eighty-six  and  a  half  feet  high  at  the  Crystal 
Springs  Reservoir.  It  will  be  carried  up  fifty  feet  this  year,  resting  on  a  base  of  five  hun- 
dred and  ninety-three  feet,  with  an  outward  slope  of  three  to  one,  and  an  inward  slope  of 
three  and  a  half  to  one.  and  thus  add  fifteen  square  miles  to  our  watershed,  and  make  a 
reservoir  that  will  contain  seven  thousand  million  gallons,  which,  with  the  eight  thousand 
already  completed,  will  give  us  a  storage  capacity  of  fifteen  thousand  million  gallons,  in 
which  to  store  the  rainfall  of  the  coming  winter. 

We  will  commence  the  next  rainy  season  with  about  two  thousand  million  gallons  on 
hand. 

The  addition  of  fifteen  square  miles  thereto,  as  above  related,  more  than  doubles  our 
watershed,  and  puts  beyond  question  the  fact  that  an  average  rainfall  this  coming  winter 
will  give  us  a  three  years'  supply. 

We  will  complete  the  Upper  Crystal  Springs  Reservoir  next  year,  and  obtain  thereby  an 
additional  storage  capacity  of  eight  thousand  million  gallons,  making  a  total  of  twenty- 
three  thousand  millions  (upwards  of  seventy-five  millions  per  day  for  three  hundred  days) , 
and  an  ample  supply  for  foiir  years,  allowing  for  the  increased  population. 

We  have  two  30-inch  mains  conveying  water  to  the  city  from  the  San  Andres  and  Pilar- 
citos  reservoirs ;  they  have  a  capacity  of  twenty-one  millions  per  day.  When  they  become 
too  small  for  the  requirements  of  the  city,  we  will  build  a  substantial  conduit  of  brick  and 
cement  from  the  Crystal  Springs  Reservoir  to  the  city,  crossing  the  ravines  and  gulches 
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•with  wrought  plate  pipes.  It  will  be  about  thirty  miles  long,  large  enough  to  transport  one 
hundred  millions  daily,  will  bring  the  water  into  the  city  at  an  elevation  of  one  hundred 
and  seventy  feet  above  tide  water,  from  which  elevation  more  than  three-quarters  of  the 
entire  city  can  be  supplied,  leaving  the  Pilarcitos  and  San  Andres  waters  exclusively  for 
the  higher  elevations.  The  completion  of  this  conduit  will  cost  about  one  million  dollars, 
will  give  an  ample  supply  for  the  next  twelve  years,  and  enable  us  to  have  from  four  to  five 
years'  supply  on  hand  during  that  time  without  any  further  expense  for  construction. 

We  will  then  build  the  Lower  Crystal  Springs  Dam,  which  will  add  ten  and  six-tenths 
square  miles  to  our  watershed,  and  make  a  reservoir  that  will  contain  twenty-three  thou- 
sand million  gallons,  at  a  cost  of  about  five  hundred  thousand  dollars.  We  will  then  add 
the  fifty  miles  of  watershed  connected  with  the  San  Gregorio,  Purissima,  and  other  streams 
belonging  to  the  company,  by  bringing  them  into  the  Crystal  Springs  Reservoir,  at  a  cost 
not  exceeding  one  million  of  dollars,  and  thus  put  beyond  question  the  capacity  of  our 
watershed  to  so  replenish  our  reservoirs,  as  that  they  will,  for  a  great  many  years,  contain 
from  four  to  five  years'  supply,  allowing  for  the-  increased  population,  and  when  filled, 
would  contain  forty-six  thousand  million  gallons,  more  than  one  hundred  and  twenty-five 
millions  per  day  for  three  hundred  and  sixty-five  days. 

At  the  same  time  being  fully  impressed  with  the  idea  that  this  is  to  be  a  very  large  city, 
and  that  it  may  grow  more  rapidly  than  any  of  us  anticipate,  we  have  thought  it  advisable 
to  acquire  the  next  most  available  supply  to  be  found,  which  is  the  Calaveras  Valley  and 
its  one  hundred  and  forty  miles  of  watershed.  It  is  only  about  twenty-eight  miles  distant 
from  our  Upper  Crystal  Springs  Reservoir,  can  be  effectually  connected  therewith  in  two 
years'  time,  at  a  cost  of  three  and  one-half  million  of  dollars,  so  as  to  add  twenty  thousand 
million  gallons  per  annum  to  our  supply,  which  would  then  give  the  works  a  storage  capa- 
city of  sixty-eight  thousand  million  gallons,  an  ample  supply  for  thirty  years. 

The  Croton  Water  Works,  supplying  New  York  city,  has  a  capacity  of  one  hundred  and 
fifteen  millions  per  day,  and  is  supplying  one  hundred  and  four  millions.  It  has  cost  twen- 
ty-five million  dollars,  and  on  the  first  day  of  April  last,  the  Croton  water  debt  outstanding 
was  sixteen  million  two  hundred  and  seventy  thousand  one  hundred  and  fifty-five  dollars. 

Now,  by  expending  six  and  one-half  millions  of  dollars  on  our  works,  during  the  next 
twelve  or  fifteen  years,  for  the  completion  of  the  Crystal  Springs  dam  and  aqueduct,  and 
bringing  in  the  San  Gregorio  and  other  streams,  as  also  the  Calaveras,  we  can  obtain  a  run- 
ning supply  of  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  millions  per  day  perpetually,  and  that,  too, 
with  a  completed  water  works  equal  to  the  best  in  America. 

So  much  has  been  said  derogatory  and  abusive,  without  cause,  in  relation  to  the  present 
management  of  this  company,  that  I  deem  it  not  out  of  place  to  say  that  we  did  not  em- 
bark in  this  enterprise  for  any  other  purpose  than  that  of  obtaining  a  piece  of  property  at 
the  rate  of  nine  and  one-half  million  dollars,  which  we  thought  worth  a  great  deal  more 
money,  had  cost  in  the  vicinity  of  fifteen  million  dollars,  would  improve  in  value  every 
year,  and  would  very  soon  pay  a  fair  rate  of  interest  on  its  cost. 

A  careful  examination  into  the  affairs  of  the  company  after  we  had  made  the  purchase, 
confirmed  our  anticipations  concerning  its  value  :  they  disclose  that  the  money  received 
from  assessments,  water  rents,  and  all  other  sources,  with  simple  interest  added  at  the  rate 
of  ten  per  cent,  per  annum  from  the  time  it  was  received  up  to  the  thirty-first  day  of 
March,  1875,  was  twenty-two  million  four  hundred  and  fifty-eight  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  eighty-three  dollars  and  seventy-nine  cents.  This  sum  includes  all  the  money  that  the 
San  Francisco  City  Water  Works,  and  the  Spring  Valley  Water  Works,  had  received  from 
all  sources  on  the  thirty-first  day  of  March  last,  including  ten  per  cent,  simple  interest 
thereon  from  the  time  it  was  received  to  that  date. 

The  dividends  paid  by  the  said  companies,  together  with  interest  added  at  the  same  rate, 
from  the  time  they  were  paid  to  the  said  thirty-first  day  of  March  last,  amounts  to  six  million

My  predecessor  having  in  view  the  fact  that  our  works  were  soon  to  require  heavy 
and  expensive  outlays,  very  wisely  sent  our  Engineer,  Mr.  Schussler,  on  a  tour  of  inspec- 
tion through  the  Eastern  cities  and  Europe,  to  acquire  a  thorough  knowledge  of  all  matters 
concerning  sewerage,  paving  of  streets  and  everything  pertaining  to  the  construction  of 
water- works  suitable  for  supplying  a  large  city  with  water,  so  as  to  enable  us  to  profit  by 
the  experience  of  others  who  have  been  engaged  in  enterprises  of  this  kind  on  the  largest 
scale.  He  has  nearly  completed  a  very  interesting  report,  which  will  be  printed  in  a  few 
days,  and  which  I  recommend  to  the  careful  perusal  of  every  person  interested  in  these 
subjects.  It  can  be  obtained,  as  also  the  report  of  the  Secretary  and  City  Superintendent, 
which  are  submitted  herewith,  by  application  to  the  Secretary. 


EEPOKT  OF  H.  SCHUSSLER,  CHIEF  ENGINEER  SPRING  VALLEY 
WATER  WORKS. 

CHARLES  WEBB  HOWARD,  ESQ., 

President  Spring  Valley  Water  Works: 

MY  DEAR  SIR— Agreeably  with  your  request  I  hand  you  a  report  on  the  condition  and  ca- 
pacity of  the  works  of  the  company  and  their  future. 

The  Spring  Valley  Water  Works,  which  furnish  the  city  of  San  Francisco  with  water,  de- 
rive their  supply  from  streams  situated  in  the  mountains  of  San  Mateo  county  ;  they  are 
parallel  to  the  coast  and  vary  in  elevation  from  six  hundred  to  twenty-five  hundred  feet 
above  the  ocean. 

The  range  nearest  to  the  ocean  being  the  highest,  its  crest  forms  an  eddy  when  the  west- 
erly and  southwesterly  winds  drive  the  rain-charged  clouds  over  it,  thus  discharging  boun- 
tifully into  the  valleys  immediately  east  of  it. 

This  seems  to  be  the  cause  of  the  annual  rainfall  in  these  mountains,  being  nearly  one 
hundred  per  cent,  larger  than  that  in  the  valley  of  the  bay.

Being  aware  of  the  fact  that  a  district  thickly  woode !  furnishes  a  more  regular  supply 
of  water  than  a  barren  one,  partly  on  account  of  its  soil  longer  retaining  its  moisture,  and 
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partly  on  account  of  the  ground  being  shaded,  thus  diminishing  evaporation,  the  company 
have  made  it  a  rule  to  retain  their  forests  in  their  virgin  state  over  their  entire  watershed. 

For  the  purpose  of  equally  distributing  the  winter's  water  over  the  entire  year,  a  series 
of  reservoirs  have  been  built  at  different  elevations  and  of  different  capacities. 

When  the  Crystal  Springs  Lake  is  completed  the  system  of  the  Spring  Valley  Water  Works 
will  be  divided  into  three  branches,  as  follows  : 


No.  1,  UPPER  CITY  SUPPLY. 


PILABCITOS   LAKE, 

Elevation  696  feet  above  tide  water ;  capacity,  ten  hundred  and  eighty  million  gallons. 
It  is  connected  with  the  city  by  an  aqueduct  consisting  of  three  tunnels,  lined  with  brick 
and  cement,  having  an  aggregate  length  of  seventy-eight  hundred  and  seventy  feet ;  sixty- 
nine  thousand  three  hundred  and  thirty-six  feet  of  30-inch  wrought  iron  pipe,  and  eighty- 
three  hundred  feet  of  flume. 

This  aqueduct  brings  the  water  to  the  Laguna  Honda  reservoir,  built  of  mason  work  and 
having  a  capacity  of  thirty -three  million  gallons,  at  an  elevation  above  tide  water  of  three 
hundred  and  seventy-seven  feet.  From  here  a  22-inch  pipe  delivers  the  water  to  the  highest 
part  of  the  city  in  the  Western  Addition. 

No.  2,  MIDDLE  CITY  SUPPLY. 

SAN   ANDRES   LAKE. 

Elevation  four  hundred  and  fifty-five  feet  above  tide  water,  and  a  capacity  of  seven 
thousand  million  gallons.  It  is  connected  with  the  city  by  an  aqueduct  consisting  of  three 
thousand  and  seventy  feet  of  tunnel,  lined  with  brick  and  cement,  and  sixty-four  thousand 
feet  of  30-inch  wrought  iron  pipe  leading  into  College  Hill  reservoir  near  St.  Mary's  College. 

The  elevation  of  this  latter  reservoir  is  two  hundred  and  fifty-three  feet,  and  its  capacity 
fourteen  million  gallons.  The-  water  is  carried  thence  eighteen  thousand  four  hundred  and 
eighty  feet  to  the  middle  pipe  system  through  a  22-inch  pipe,  which  connects  with  the 
Market  Street  reservoir. 

San  Andres  Lake  has  the  following  additional  feeders.  The  Lock's  Creek  line,  seventeen 
miles  in  length,  composed  of  thirty-seven  hundred  and  eighteen  feet  of  37^ -inch  pipe, 
eleven  thousand  nine  hundred  and  two  feet  of  22-inch  pipe,  thirty-three  hundred  feet  of 
tunnel,  lined  with  brick  and  cement,  and  the  balance  being  a  flume.  This  aqueduct  brings 
the  water  of  Lock's  and  Appalonia  Creeks  and  of  the  lower  Pilarcitos  into  the  San  Andres 
Lake.  Another  feeder  to  this  lake  is  an  aqueduct,  one  and  one-half  miles  long,  and  brings 
the  waters  of  San  Mateo  Creek  through  Tunnel  No.  2,  of  the  Pilai-citos  line. 

These  two  systems— the  upper  and  middle  city  supply — can  be  supplemented  by  two 
two  hundred  and  fifty  horse  power  engines  and  four  pumps  at  Black  Point,  delivering  the 
two  million  gallons  of  water  per  day  furnished  by  the  Lobos  Creek  aqueduct  into  the  two 
Russian  Hill  reservoirs. 

The  daily  capacity  of  the  Pilarcitos  and  the  San  Andres  aqueducts  leading  into  the  city  is 
nearly  twenty-one  million  gallons. 


No.   3,   LOWER    CITY    SUPPLY. 

CRYSTAL   SPRINGS    LAKE. 

*Elevation  three  hundred  and  five  feet  above  tide  water.    The  capacity  of  the  reservoir 
now  being  constructed  will  be  fifteen  thoiisand  million  gallons.    When  the  lower  main  dam 
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is  completed,  its  capacity  will  be  forty  thousand  million  gallons;  it  is  to  be  connected  with 
a  reservoir  near  the  Industrial  School,  of  a  capacity  of  two  hundred  million  gallons,  and 
at  an  elevation  of  one  hundred  and  seventy  feet  above  tide  water,  by  an  aqueduct,  thirty 
miles  in  length,  having  a  daily  capacity  of  one  hundred  million  gallons. 

A  pipe  of  five  feet  diameter  will  conduct  the  water  from  this  distributing  reservoir  through 
the  deep  railroad  cut  and  along  Mission  street  to  the  city  front,  branching  off  at  each  cross- 
ing, and  so  supply  the  entire  lower  business  portion  of  the  city,  both  north  and  south  of 
Market  street. 

CITY   PIPE   SYSTEM. 

For  the  purpose  of  distributing  the  water  through  the  city,  there  are  laid  in  the  streets 
one  hundred  and  forty-seven  3,124-5,280  miles  of  cast-iron  pipes,  ranging  from  twenty-two 
inches  down  to  three  inches  in  diameter,  being  connected  respectively  with  the  upper  and 
middle  supply  with  the  seven  city  distributing  reservoirs,  which  have  an  aggregate  capacity 
of  sixty  and  three-quarter  million  gallons. 

On  account  of  the  rapid  increase  of  consumption  of  water,  the  company  is  now  engaged 
in  laying  large  circulating  mains,  the  present  one  being  twenty-two  inches  in  diameter,  for 
the  purpose  of  increasing  and  better  distributing  the  pressure  all  over  the  city. 

THE  HEAL  ESTATE   OF  THE   SPRING   VALLEY   WATER  WORKS 

consists  of  thirty- four  50-vara  lots  in  San  Francisco,  and  lot  23x137 %  on  California  street, 
between  Kearny  and  Montgomery  streets.  At  Lake  Honda  sixty-three  acres.  At  College 
Hill  eight  and  one-quarter  acres.  At  Mountain  Lake  and  Lobos  Creek  fifty-two  and  one- 
half  acres.  In  San  Mateo  County:  at  Pilarcitos,  fifty-three  hundred  and  thirty-four  acres  : 
at  San  Andres,  fifteen  hundred  acres  ;  at  Lock's  Creek,  eleven  hundred  and  fifty  acres,  and 
at  Crystal  Springs,  fifty- two  hundred  and  eighty-five  acres.  Total  in  San  Mateo  County, 
thirteen  thousand  two  hundred  and  sixty-nine  acres. 

WATERSHED. 

From  the  first  of  January,  1868,  to  the  first  of  January,  1875,  the  average  rainfall  over  the 
the  entire  available  watershed  of  the  Spring  Valley  Water  Works,  was  three  hundred  and 
five  and  one-half  inches,  which  furnished  over  and  above  the  total  evaporation,  for  these 
seven  years,  six  and  one-seventh  million  gallons  of  water  for  every  square  mile  of  water- 
shed for  every  inch  of  rainfall. 

By  constructing  the  lower  Crystal  Springs  dam  we  will  have  a  watershed  of  thirty-nine 
square  miles,  which  is  fully  three  times  the  area  of  the  watershed  available  heretofore. 

We  shall  postpone  the  immediate  construction  of  the  lower  Crystal  Springs  reservoir,  and 
build  the  so-called  upper  reservoir,  which  will  give  us  a  total  of  twenty-eight  and  four- 
tenths  square  miles. 

Estimating  only  forty  inches  of  annual  rainfall  (although  the  average  for  seven  years  as 
before  stated  was  forty-three  and  one-half  inches)  on  twenty-eight  and  four-tenths  square 
miles,  it  will  yield  sixty-nine  hundred  and  sixty-six  million  gallons  per  annum,  which  is  at 
the  rate  of  six  million  one  hundred  and  thirty-two  thousand  gallons  annually  per  square 
mile  per  inch  of  rainfall,  actually  caught  and  utilized.

This  table  shows  that  from  the  first  December,  1875,  to  the  first  June,  1885,  a  total  of  sev- 
enty-one thousand  six  hundred  and  sixty  million  gallons  will  have  been  caught,  and  during 
the  same  period  there  will  have  been  supplied  to  the  city  of  San  Francisco,  sixty-eight 
thousand  two  hundred  million  gallons,  leaving  a  balance  on  hand  of  thirty-four  hundred 
and  sixty  million  gallons,  which  at  the  rate  of  thirty  million  gallons  per  day  (which  is  the 
estimated  daily  consumption  in  1885)  would  only  last  one  hundred  and  fifteen  days. 

It  is  therefore  evident  that  during  the  year  1883  the  construction  of  the  large  dam  at  Crys- 
tal Springs  must  be  commenced,  that  it  may  be  completed  by  the  beginning  of  the  rainy 
season  of  1885-86,  to  catch  the  waters  of  the  ten  and  six-tenths  additional  square  miles  for 
the  seasons  of  1883-84  and  1884-85,  which  will  give  June  1st,  1885,  as  the  result  of  these  two 
seasons' storage  ( estimating  forty  inches  annual  average  of  rain)  twenty-six  hundred  mil- 
lion gallons  per  annum,  making  fifty -two  hundred  million  gallons  for  the  two  years'  supply, 
in  addition  to  the  seventy-one  thousand  six  hundred  and  sixty  million  gallons  caught  dur- 
ing the  last  ten  years.  It  should  be  understood  that  by  constructing  the  lower  dam  the 
tipper  reservoir  will  become  a  part  of  the  whole,  their  two  surfaces  being  on  the  same  level.

The  above  table  shows  that,  owing  to  the  rapid  increase  of  consumption,  the  waters  of 
the  thirty-nine  square  miles  alone  will  not  be  equal  to  the  demand  in  1888.  For  this  reason 
the  resources  of  the  company  must  be  increased,  and  the  necessary  works  be  commenced, 
by  the  year  1885. 

The  nearest  supply  at  hand  is  that  furnished  by  the  coast  streams,  viz  :  San  Gregorio, 
Purissima,  and  other  streams  on  the  ocean  slope  on  one  side,  and  the  Calaveras  with  its 
branches  on  the  other. 

To  make  the  former  available,  the  waters  of  the  neigboring  streams  can  be  conveyed  by 
aqueducts  and  short  tunnels  into  the  bed  of  San  Gregorio  Creek,  whence,  at  an  elevation  of 
about  four  hundred  feet,  the  water  can  be  conducted  through  a  tunnel  about  four  miles  in 
length  to  a  point  in  Bear  Gulch,  near  Searsville,  and  thence  by  a  short  aqueduct  OArer  the  low 
divide  between  the  San  Francisquito  Creek  and  the  Canada  Eaymundo  into  the  Crystal 
Springs  reservoir.  By  means  of  this  tunnel  about  sixty  square  miles  of  watershed,  having 
an  average  annual  rainfall  of  about  forty-five  inches,  would  be  brought  into  use,  represent- 
ing a  capacity  of  sixteen  thousand  five  hundred  and  fifty  million  gallons  per  annum. 

To  make  Calaveras  practically  available  for  the  purposes  of  the  Spring  Valley  Water 
Works,  a  dam  of  about  one  hundred  and  ten  feet  in  height,  which  is  only  sixteen  feet 
higher  than  our  present  San  Andres  dam,  should  be  built  in  the  narrow  gorge  below  Cala- 
veras Valley,  thus  making  a  reservoir  that  will  contain  about  twenty  thousand  million 
gallons,  and  its  base  will  be  at  an  elevation  (Aneroid  measure)  of  five  hundred  and  sixty  feet 
above  tide  water. 

A  tunnel  two  miles  in  length  will  conduct  the  water  through  the  ridge  from  a  point  in 
the  reservoir  at  a  low  depression  south  of  Capt.  Ellis'  house  to  a  gulch  east  of  Milpitas,  its 
inlet  being  located  forty  feet  above  the  bed  of  the  creek  to  allow  for  the  accumulation  of 
sediment,  there  being  an  available  depth  of  sixty-five  feet  of  water  above  the  inlet  of  the 
tunnel;  the  entire  length  of  the  tunnel  to  be  bricked  in  cement.  On  the  border  of  the  lake 
a  shaft  of  masonry  will  be  sunk  down  to  the  tunnel,  containing  the  gates  for  regulating 
the  flow  of  the  water,  as  also  fish-screens  and  charcoal  filters.  At  this  shaft  a  pipe  five  feet 
in  diameter  starts  and  extends  the  entire  length  of  the  tunnel  (thereby  utilizing  the  sixty- 
five  feet  of  water  pressure  in  the  lake) ;  thence  descending  on  a  gentle  slope  into  the  Santa 
Clara  Valley;  thence  with  a  gentle  southerly  sweep  past  Milpitas  and  Alviso  around 
the  head  of  the  bay,  avoiding  the  marsh  lands,  and  thence  to  a  prominent  knoll  on  the 
northern  bank  of  the  San  Francisquito  Creek,  having  an  elevation  of  five  hundred  feet 
above  the  bay;  the  pipe,  including  the  piece  in  the  tunnel,  forming  a  huge  inverted  syphon 
of  twenty-two  miles  in  length. 

The  water  is  received  at  the  outlet  of  the  pipe  by  an  aqueduct  having  a  grade  of  two  feet 
per  mile,  and  running  first  in  a  westerly,  and  then  in  a  northwesterly  direction  along  the 
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eastern  side  of  the  Canada  Kayinundo,  to  the  San  AndreB  reservoir,  where  it  would  dis- 
charge its  full  capacity  over  the  top  of  the  dam,  and  when  not  required  in  the  San  Andres, 
could  be  diverted  into  the  Crystal  Springs  reservoir  by  simply  opening  a  waste  gate  in  the 
side  of  the  aqueduct  at  that  point. 

When  the  surface  of  Calaveras  Lake  is  at  high  water  mark,  the  pipe  will  carry  fifty-three 
and  one-half  million  gallons  every  tweaty-four  hours;  and  when  it  is  at  its  lowest  level,  so 
that  it  freely  runs  into  the  tunnel  without  a  head,  the  pipe  will  carry  forty-one  and  a  half 
million  gallons,  making  the  average  capacity  forty-seven  and  a  half  million  gallons  per  day. 

Counting  only  five  and  eight-tenths  million  gallons  caught  annually  per  inch  of  rain  per 
square  mile  in  Calaveras,  instead  of  six  and  one-seventh  million  gallons,  which  we  obtain 
on  the  other  side  of  the  bay,  (which  reduction  fairly  allows  for  the  extra  evaporation  in  the 
Calaveras  District,)  we  will  have  an  annual  yield  of  twenty  thousand  one  hundred  and 
fifty-five  million  gallons,  which  is  about  the  capacity  of  the  proposed  Calaveras  reservoir, 
with  twenty-five  inches  average  annual  rainfall,  which  is  below  the  average  of  the  last  three 
years. 

At  its  average  of  forty-seven  and  a  half  million  gallons  per  day,  the  pipe  would  deliver 
seventeen  thousand  three  hundred  and  thirty-seven  and  a  half  million  gallons  per  annum 
which  would  be  discharged  into  either  the  San  Andres  or  Crystal  Springs  reservoirs,  leaving 
over  twenty-eight  hundred  million  gallons  in  the  Calaveras  reservoir  annually;  but  as  we 
shall  construct  a  lower  outlet  for  Crystal  Springs  reservoir  separately,  the  daily  capacity  of 
the  pipe  would  rise  to  sixty-four  and  a  half  million  gallons,  or  twenty-three  thousand  five 
hundred  and  forty-two  and  a  half  millions  annually.  Therefore  the  pipe's  annual  discharge 
into  San  Andres  alone  being  seventeen  thousand  three  hundred  and  thirty-seven  and  a  half 
million  gallons,  and  its  annual  discharge  into  the  Crystal  Springs  reservoir  alone  being 
twenty-three  thousand  five  hundred  and  forty-two  and  a  half  million  gallons,  its  average 
annual  discharge  would  be  twenty  thousand  four  hundred  and  forty  million  gallons,  or 
fully  the  product  of  an  entire  average  rainy  season  at  Calaveras. 

The  Calaveras  system,  with  proper  development,  will  furnish  the  nearest  large  reservoir 
to  be  found,  that  is  available  for  your  purposes,  in  which  to  store  the  product  of  large 
freshets,  and  thus  enable  us  to  gradually  distribute  the  water  through  the  dry  seasons. 

Upon  close  examination  I  have  found  the  rock  in  the  range  dividing  the  Calaveras  from  the 
Santa  Clara  Valley  to  be  of  such  a  character  as  to  admit  of  no  seepage  or  leakage  into  the 
latter,  a  fact  which  the  two  miles  of  tunnel  diagonally  through  this  very  range  will  prove  to 
your  full  satisfaction. 

As  mentioned  above,  about  the  year  1885  the  construction  of  additional  works,  either  San 
Gregorio  or  Calaveras,  will  have  to  be  commenced,  in  order  to  keep  up  with  the  rapidly 
growing  supply.  Should  the  San  Gregorio  be  selected,  it  will  furnish  sixteen  thousand  five 
hundred  and  fifty  million  gallons,  provided  the  whole  could  be  caught,  or  forty-five  and 
one-fourth  millions  daily.  The  Calaveras  would  furnish  through  five-foot  pipe  all  its 
water,  or  twenty  thousand  one  hundred  and  fifty  million  gallons  annually,  or  fully  fifty- 
five  million  gallons  daily;  while  the  original  Spring  Valley  would  furnish  nine  thousand 
five  hundred  and  sixty-six  million  gallons  annually,  or  twenty-six  and  one-fourth  million 
gallons  daily. 

This  would  give  us  for  Spring  Valley  and  San  Gregorio  connected,  twenty-six  thousand 
one  hundred  and  sixteen  million  gallons  annually,  or  seventy-one  and  one-half  million  gal- 
lons daily,  while  if  all  three  schemes  are  connected,  we  should  have  the  following  supply:

If  an  annual  supply  of  twenty-six  thousand  one  hundred  and  sixteen  million  gallons, 
comprising  Spring  Valley  and  San  Gregorio  and  adjoining  streams,  should  be  furnished 
from  June  1st,  1887,  to  June  1st,  1899,  we  should  have  caught  for  these  twelve  years  twelve 
times  tweoty-six  thousand  one  hundred  and  sixteen  million  gallons,  or  three  hundred  and 
thirteen  thousand  three  huudred  and  ninety-two  million  gallons  in  addition  to  the  ninety- 
five  thousand  nine  hundred  and  ninety-two  million  gallons,  making  a  total,  June  1st,  1899, 
of  four  hundred  and  nine  thousand  three  hundred  and  eighty-four  million  gallons,  while  up 
to  that  date  there  was  consumed  a  total  of  three  hundred  and  ninety-two  thousand  one  hun- 
dred and  ninety-eight  million  gallons,  leaving  a  surplus  in  the  reservoirs  of  seventeen  thou- 
sand one  hundred  and  eighty-six  million  gallons.  There  being  no  suitable  reservoir  sites 
on  the  coast  streams  of  sufficient  dimensions  to  catch  the  bulk  of  the  waters  furnished  by 
freshets,  the  aqueduct  from  these  will  have  to  be  very  large  in  order  to  catch  the  amount  of 
water  alluded  to  in  these  calculations,  as  otherwise  during  a  freshet  a  great  deal  of  water 
will  run  to  waste  into  the  ocean  after  the  aqueduct  is  running  full. 

The  advantage  that  the  Calaveras  has  over  the  San  Gregorio  is  the  large  compensating  res- 
ervoir which  would  store  the  product  of  the  freshets  and  allow  it  to  be  evenly  distributed 
over  the  summer  season. 

Much  has  been  said  of  late  against  the  watershed  or  catchment  system,  and  in  favor  of 
nmning  rivers,  but  during  my  late  trip  through  the  East  and  Europe,  I  became  convinced 
that  water  drawn  from  natural  lakes  or  from  large  and  deep  artificial  reservoirs,  was  more 
suitable  for  city  supply,  and  purer  than  that  drawn  from  rivers,  however  large,  which  drain 
extensive  areas  of  agricultural  and  manufacturing  districts,  and  which  hold  in  suspension 
a  great  deal  of  vegetable  and  mineral  impurity.  Examples  of  this  may  be  seen  in  the  water 
furnished  to  some  of  our  Eastern  cities,  and  also  in  that  supplied  to  London  and  Paris. 

The  city  of  Glasgow,  in  Scotland,  on  the  other  hand,  being  the  best  supplied  city  in  the 
world,  draws  a  large  and  never-failing  supply  from  Loch  Katrine,  a  clear  and  extensive 
mountain  lake  at  a  high  elevation,  comparatively  near  the  city. 

We  have  lakes  similar  to  Loch  Katrine  iu  our  own  State,  but  it  would  cost  an  outlay  of 
from  twenty-five  to  forty  million  dollars  to  bring  from  them  to  San  Francisco  a  sufficient 
supply  of  water  for  the  next  fifteen  years,  or  say  fifty  millions  per  day. 

The  mountains  in  the  vicinity  of  the  coast  at  a  short  distance  from  San  Francisco,  being 
of  sufficient  height,  and  having  a  proportionately  large  rainfall  and  admirable  reservoir 
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sites,  the  company  have  accomplished  the  next  best  thing  to  a  natural  lake  supply,  by  mak- 
ing large  artificial  lakes,  and  thus  retaining  the  water  which  would  otherwise  be  running 
to  the  sea. 

The  Canada  Raymundo  seems  to  have  been  originally  a  lake  of  large  extent,  until  the 
water  rose  to  such  a  height  that  it  forced  an  outlet  near  the  old  Crystal  Springs  Hotel. 
Gradually,  perhaps  during  thousands  of  years,  this  channel  was  worn  down  to  its  present 
level,  the  San  ilateo  creek. 

Supposing  that  the  natural  barrier  which  in  ancient  times  formed  this  lake  in  the  Can- 
ada Raymundo  was  intact  at  the  present  day,  forming  a  large  lake  of  nine  or  ten  miles  in  ex- 
tent, and  containing  forty  to  fifty  thousand  millions  gallons  of  water,  it  would  be  folly  not  to 
avail  of  it  for  supplying  San  Francisco,  and  go  hundreds  of  miles  into  the  Sierra  Xevadas 
for  the  purpose  of  getting  a  so-called  running  supply  from  one  of  the  mountain  streams  at 
an  immense  expense,  simply  for  the  purpose  of  having  running  water  in  preference  to 
stored  water. 

I  simply  cite  this  Canada  Raymundo  to  show  what  the  company  has  been  doing  during 
the  past  year  at  Pilarcitos  and  San  Andres,  and  intend  to  do  at  Canada  Raymundo  and  Cal- 
averas,  and  that  is  to  replace  in  a  very  substantial  manner  the  barriers  that  originally 
formed  the  lakes,  and  add  thereto  safe  waste  weirs  of  cast  iron  and  mason  work,  so  as  to  con- 
trol the  freshete  during  the  time  the  lakes  are  filled.

There  were  laid  during  the  year  ending  May  31,  1875,  9,490  feet  of  8-inch  pipe,  13,961  feet 
of  6-lnch  pipe,  7,826  feet  of  4  inch  pipe,  and  2,790  feet  of  3-inch  pipe,  making  an  aggregate 
of  33,986  feet,  or  6  miles,  2,306  feet  of  pipe  laid  during  the  year.

NEW  MAIN  FROM  VALENCIA  STREET  AND  MARKET  TO  POTTER. 

There  is  now  being  manufactured  at  the  San  Francisco  Boiler  Works,  9,500  feet  of  22-inch 
heavy  wrought  iron  pipe  ;  it  will  be  laid  during  the  coming  month  on  Valencia  street, 
from  between  Twenty-sixth  and  Twenty-fifth  streets  to  Market  street,  and  on  Market 
street  from  Valencia  to  Potter  streets,  branching  then  into  two  12-inch  mains  on  Mar- 
ket and  Potter  streets  ;  also,  connecting  on  several  other  streets  on  the  way.  The  16- 
inch  pipe  on  Valencia  street  can  be  taken  up  and  laid  on  Fourteenth  street  to  Harrison 
street,  and  on  Harrison  street,  say  to  Fifth  or  Fourth  street,  which  will  greatly  add  to  the 
pressure  in  all  the  mains  in  the  lower  part  of  the  city.  The  pipe  is  being  made  equal  to 
the  best  boiler  work,  and  tested  by  water  pressure. 

The  Pilarcitos  or  San  Andres  conduits  are  in  as  perfect  condition  as  they  were  on  the  day 
they  were  laid.  The  Lobos  Creek  pipe  line  (36-inch  cement  pipe) .

CITY  ENGINE  AND   PUMPS. 

The  pumping  works  are  situated  at  Black  Point,  on  the  50-vara  lot  S.  E.  corner  of  Beach 
and  Van  Ness  avenue.  The  50-vara  lot  N.  E.  corner  of  Beach  and  Van  Ness  avenue,  is  used 
as  a  wharf  for  landing  coal.  The  pumping  works  consist  of  two  condensing  engines  of  250- 
horse  power  each ;  four  pumps,  double-acting,  made  to  run  one  revolution  to  the  en- 
gine, 4.37. 

Size  of  engine — 40-inch  bore,  4-feet  stroke. 

Size  of  pumps — two  14-inch  bore,  7-feet  stroke. 

Size  of  pumps — two  12-inch  bore,  5-feet  stroke. 

Capacity  of  pumps — 75  gallons  to  each  revolution  of  the  engine. 

Duty  of  engine  with  anthracite  coal — 406,000  Ibs.  of  water  raised  one  foot  high  with  each 
pound  of  coal  consumed.

BOILEBS. 

There  are  four  boilers,  52  inches  diameter,  15  feet  long,  67  3-inch  tubes  ;  steam  drums,  3 
feet  diameter,  4  feet  high.  Evaporative  power,  10.36  Ibs.  of  water  for  every  pound  of  coal. 

Smoke-stack  is  built  square  and  of  brick,  is  116  feet  high  ;  its  inside  area  is  larger  at  the 
top  than  at  the  bottom,  the  top  being  1%  feet  square  inside,  and  the  bottom  5  feet. 

The  engines  are  so  arranged  that  but  one  is  used  at  a  time,  and  run  by  two  boilers.  In 
fact,  everything  is  in  duplicate  so  that  in  case  of  any  accident  the  pumps  will  not  have  to 
be  stopped.

President  Spring  Valley  Water  Works: 

MY  DEAR  SIR — Since  the  last  annual  meeting,  the  increase  of  the  business  of  the  company 
has  been  very  gratifying.  My  experience  with  the  company  dates  from  its  incorporation, 
and  the  past  year  has  been  the  largest  yearly  increase  that  we  have  had.  The  large  number 
of  houses  erected,  together  with  the  large  number  in  process  of  erection,  has  made  it  nec- 
essary to  increase  our  force  in  all  the  various  city  departments.  We  have  doubled  the  force 
in  the  service  connection,  or  tapping  department,  and  still  it  is  difficult  at  times  to  accom- 
modate the  applicants  as  speedily  as  they  desire.

The  company  has  fur- 
nished 3,605  gallons  of  water  for  every  dollar  that  it  has  received  during  the  year  for  water 
rents.  The  present  monthly  expense  for  maintenance  and  the  running  of  the  works  is 
about  $8,300.  The  total  receipts  from  all  sources  have  been  $1,397,729  41.  The  total  dis- 
bursements have  been  $1,603,859  73.  The  floating  debt  of  the  company  is  $387,559  90,  occa- 
sioned by  the  purchase  of  land  for  the  Crystal  Springs  reservoir  and  the  work  thereon,  as 
also  the  completion  of  the  San  Andres  dam. 

The  stock  of  the  Spring  Valley  Water  Works  has  never  been  watered,  unless  it  can  be  said 
to  have  been  in  March,  1868,  when  it  was  increased  20,000  shares,  and  divided  pro  rata 
among  the  stockholders,  who  paid  ?5S  per  share  for  it,  the  $1,160,000  obtained  thereby  hav- 
ing been  expended  in  the  construction  of  the  works.

On  the  reading  of  the  foregoing  report  from  the  Committee,  the  following 
Resolution  (No.  7,645),  was  introduced  by  and  on  motion  of  Supervisor 
Lynch,  unanimously  adopted: 

Resolved,  That  the  Report  of  the  Committee  consisting  of  the  Mayor,  Auditor  and  City 
and  County  Attorney,  in  the  matter  of  the  purchase  of  the  Spring  Valley  Water  Works,  and 
their  action  and  recommendations  thereon,  presented  and  read  at  this  meeting,  as  to  the 
price  demanded  by  said  corporation  for  their  property,  meets  the  entire  approval  of  this 
Board. 

It  being  the  expressed  opinion  of  the  members  of  the  Board,  as  stated  in 
the  report  submitted,  that  the  price  named  was  much  in  excess  of  the  true  cost 
of  the  works  and  in  excess  of  their  real  value.  ^ 

At  the  same  meeting,  July  30,  1875,  on  motion  of  Supervisor  Block,  the 
resignation  of  T.  A.  Scowden,  Esq.,  Engineer  in  the  matter  of  water  supplies, 
was  accepted  to  take  effect  August  1st,  and  a  Resolution  introduced  by  Super- 
visors Hewston  and  Block,  providing  for  repealing  Resolution  No.  7,448, 
whereby  it  was  declared  to  be  expedient  and  proper  to  purchase  the  water, 
water  rights,  and  property  of  the  Spring  Valley  Water  Works  was,  after 
discussion,  withdrawn  in  order  to  obtain  the  opinion  of  the  City  and  County 
Attorney  as  to  the  power  of  the  Board  in  the  premises. 

On  August  2,  1875,  a  communication  from,  with  opinion  of  the  City  and 
County  Attorney,  was  received,  stating  that  in  reference  to  the  report  of  the 
committee  in  the  matter  of  the  purchase  of  the  Spring  Valley  Water  Works, 
•the  Act  of  March  30,  1874,  required  that  when  the  report  of  the  committee 
had  been  made  and  filed,  it  became  the  duty  of  the  Board  to  cause  the 
material  parts  thereof  (except  maps  and  surveys)  to  be  published  in  three 
daily  newspapers  for  thirty  days;  also,  desired  to  give  further  consideration 
before  expressing  an  opinion  upon  the  question,  as  to  whether  the  Board  had 
power  to  repeal  Resolution  No.  7,448,  and  the  effect  of  such  proposed  repeal 
if  such  power  existed. 

On  the  llth  of  October,  1875,  the  opinion  of  the  City  and  County  Attorney 
was  received  in  reference  thereto,  in  which  he  states  that  as  "to  the  power  of 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  repeal  Resolution  No.  7,448,  whereby  it  was 
declared  to  be  expedient  and  proper  to  purchase  the  water,  water  rights  and 
property  of  the  Spring  Valley  Water  Works,  I  beg  to  state  that  the  repeal  by 
47 
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the  Board  of  that  resolution  would  have  no  effect  to  stop  the  proceedings  pre- 
scribed by  statute,  to  be  pursued  after  and  consequent  upon  the  passage  of  the 
resolution.  The  statutes  very  plainly  lays  down  the  several  steps  to  be  taken 
by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  and  other  Boards  of  officers  after  the  passage  of 
such  a  resolution  as  the  one  above  mentioned,  but  I  can  no  where  find  any 
power  conferred  upon  that  Board  (of  Supervisors)  to  stop  the  proceedings 
by  a  repeal  of  the  original  resolution  or  otherwise,  after,  as  in  this  instance, 
there  shall  be  an  inability  on  the  part  of  the  committee  consisting  of  the 
Mayor,  Auditor  and  City  and  County  Attorney,  to  agree  with  the  owner  or 
owners  of  the  property  sought  to  be  acquired.  The  next  step  prescribed  is 
the  publication  of  the  material  parts  of  the  report  of  that  committee,  pursuant 
to  section  two  of  the  Act  of  March  30,  1874." 

The  Board  in  declaring  it  to  be  expedient  and  proper  to  purchase  the  Spring 
Valley  Water  Works  was  under  the  impression,  as  expressed  by  the  members 
that  the  property  and  works  and  water-rights  of  said  corporation  could  be 
purchased  by  the  city  at  a  fair  and  reasonable  figure,  and  on  the  report  of 
the  Committee  consisting  of  the  Mayor,  Auditor  and  City  and  County  Attor- 
ney, being  made  as  to  the  price  demanded,  the  members  unanimously  sustained 
the  report  as  to  the  excessive  valuation  placed  by  the  Spring  Valley  Water 
Works  on  their  property;  and  by  omitting  to  further  perform  the  acts  required 
by  the  Act  of  the  Legislature  on  the  coming  in  of  said  report,  virtually  announced 
that  it  was  not  expedient,  advisable  or  proper  to  purchase  said  works,  either 
at  the  price  named,  or  by  proceeding  to  condemn  the  said  property,  the  mode 
as  prescribed  by  said  Act  of  the  Legislature  on  the  appointment  of  Commis- 
sioners and  in  the  concurrence  required,  not  being  apparently  in  the  judgment 
of  the  Board  a  guarantee,  that  any  better  result  for  the  city  as  to  the  value 
could  be  arrived  at,  than  determined  by  the  Spring  Valley  Water  Works, 

G.  F.  Allardt,  Esq.,  Assistant  Engineer  of  Water  Supplies,  with  several 
employees,  were  retained  by  the  Special  Committee  until  October  llth,  1875, 
to  complete  the  maps,  profiles,  etc.,  of  the  various  surveys.  On  that  date, 
the  following  communication  announcing  the  completion  of  the  work  was 
presented  by  Supervisor  Deering,  to-wit:

DEAR  SIR:  I  beg  leave  to  report  to  your  Honorable  Committee  that  I  have  this  day  com- 
pleted all  the  maps,  profiles  and  field  notes  pertaining  to  the  surveys  of  the  City  Water 
Supply,  and  have  deposited  the  same,  together  with  the  surveying  and  drafting  instruments, 
in  the  Mayor's  office  for  safe  keeping.  The  tents,  camping  material  and  surveying  tools  are 
stored  in  a  small  building  on  the  new  City  Hall  lot,  and  the  keys  of  this  office  are  in  the 
hands  of  Mr.  Hatherton,  City  Hall  Architect.

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GAS  SUPPLIES. 


The  question  of  the  supply  of  gas  for  use  of  the  city  and  county  and  its 
inhabitants,  has  been  one  that  has  lately  elicited  much  comment  and  differ- 
ence of  opinion  as  to  whether  or  not  it  would  be  advisable,  or  for  the  public 
interests  that  the  city  and  county  should  own  and  possess  the  works  neces- 
sary to  manufacture  and  supply  gas  sufficient  for  the  public  wants,  for  light- 
ing streets,  public  buildings,  and  for  the  use  of  all  other  consumers. 

The  first  contract  entered  into  by  the  city,  through  the  Common  Council,  was 
with  Jas.  Donahue  &  Co.,  on  the  16th  day  of  August,  1852,  to  furnish  and  light 
the  streets  with  gas  within  the  boundaries  of  California,  Dupont  and  Jackson 
streets  and  the  water  front,  within  a  period  of  two  years  from  date  of  the 
contract,  at  the  rate  of  32%  cents  per  lamp  per  night.  Under  this  contract 
the  streets  were  first  lighted  with  gas  on  the  14th  day  of  February,  1854. 

The  contract  so  made  was  for  a  term  of  fifteen  years,  and*  the  price  named, 
32%  cents  per  lamp  per  night,  was  agreed  upon  for  the  first  term  of  five 
years,  and  at  the  expiration  of  the  first,  and  also  of  the  second  term,  the 
rates  to  be  charged  were  determined  for  the  next  term  by  Commissioners  ap- 
pointed in  the  manner  as  provided  in  the  existing  contract. 

On  the  organization  of  the  first  Board  of  Supervisors  under  the  Consolida- 
tion Act,  in  November,  1856,  there  were  erected  and  in  use  514  street  lamps  ; 
the  number  of  lamps  were  then  reduced  by  order  of  the  Board  from  514  to 
94,  on  account  of  the  Board  being  unable  to  order  paid  the  past  and  accruing 
indebtedness  to  the  Gas  Company.  Under  an  Act  of  the  Legislature,  passed 
in  1858.  a  compromise  was  effected  and  a  settlement  made  with  the  Gas  Com- 
pany, the  successors  of  Jas.  Donahue  &  Co.,  the  company  waiving  all  claims 
to  damages  for  the  reduction  of  the  number  of  lamps. 

The  contract  was  renewed  from  the  14th  day  of  February,  1859,  for  a  second 
term  of  five  years,  at  the  following  rates  :  500  lamps  or  less,  26  cents  per 
lamp  per  night  ;  exceeding  500  and  not  exceeding  750,  25  cents  per  lamp  per 
night ;  exceeding  750  and  not  exceeding  1,000,  24  cents  per  lamp  per  night ; 
exceeding  1,000  and  not  exceeding  1,250,  23  cents  per  lamp  per  night ;  exceed- 
ing 1,250  and  not  exceeding  1,500,  22  cents  per  lamp  per  night,  and  exceed- 
ing 1,500,  21  cents  per  lamp  per  night.  On  the  1st  of  January,  1862,  there 
were  278  street  lamps  in  use,  and  on  a  recommendation  of  a  committee  of  the 
Board  that  the  number  of  lamps  be  increased,  especially  at  the  intersections 
of  streets,  the  company  agreed  to  reduce  the  price  to  24  cents  per  lamp  per 
night,  on  the  number  of  lamps  being  increased  to  500,  and  when  increased 
over  that  number,  then  at  23  cents  per  lamp  per  night. 
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The  contract  was  renewed  for  the  third  term  of  five  years  from  February  14, 
1864,  at  the  following  rates  :  1,750  lamps  or  less,  21%  cents  per  lamp  per 
night,  and  when  exceeding  1,750  lamps,  20  cents  per  lamp  per  night.

Resolved,  That  Supervisors  Cavallier,  Ashbury,  and  Shattuck  be,  and  they  are  hereby  ap- 
pointed a  Special  Committee  to  confer  with  the  San  Francisco  Gas  Company,  to  ascertain 
and  report  to  this  Board,  at  their  earliest  convenience,  the  terms  at  which  said  company 
will  furnish  gas  for  the  streets  and  public  buildings,  on  a  renewal  of  their  contract,  the 
present  contract  expiring  on  the  14th  of  February  ensuing.

GENTLEMEN — Your  Committee  appointed  to  confer  .with  a  Committee  of  the  Trustees  of 

the  San  Francisco  Gas  Company,  would  respectfully  report  that,  after  consultation^  with 

Messrs.  Donohoe  and  Eastland,  Committee  on  the  part  of  the  San  Francisco  Gas  Company 

they  received  the  following  propositions  : 
The  Gas  Company  will  light  and  maintain  the  street  lights,  as  at  present,  for  fifteen  years, 

at  following  rates  : 

For  the  first  five  years,  until  the  number  of  lamps  reaches  3,000 19      cents. 

Afterward,  until  the  number  reaches  3,500 18%  cents. 

Afterward,  until  the  number  reaches  5,000 18     cents. 

Any  number  of  lamps  more  than  5,000 17%  cents. 

The  last  number,  it  is  thought,  will  be  reached  long  before  the  five  years  expire. 

For  the  second  and  third  terms,  of  five  years  each,  the  rates  to  be  fixed  at  the  commence- 
ment of  each  term  by  a  commission  of  three  persons  ;  one  to  be  chosen  by  the  city,  one  by 
the  company,  and  the  two  to  choose  a  third. 

Posts  and  lamps  to  be  kept  in  repair  at  reduced  rates. 

Your  committee  directed  the  chairman  to  address  the  following  note  to  Messrs.  Donohoe 
and  Eastland  :

To  Messrs.  DONOHOE  and  EASTLAND  : 

GENTLEMEN — The  committee  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  confer  with  a  com- 
mittee of  the  San  Francisco  Gas  Company,  wishes  to  know  if  the  San  Francisco  Gas  Com- 
pany could  make  in  writing  a  statement  of  the  price  at  which  they  could  furnish  the  gas  to 
the  city :  First,  for  five  years  ;  Second,  for  ten  years ;  Third,  for  fifteen  years.  And  the 
committee  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  wishes,  if  possible,  to  receive  said  communication 
before  Saturday  next,  February  13th,  1869.

J.  B.  E.  CAVALLIER,  ESQ.,  Chairman  Committee  Board  of  Supervisors: 

SIR— In  reply  to  your  note  of  this  date,  inquiring  at  what  rates  this  company  will  furnish 
the  gas  necessary  for  street  lighting,  we  beg  leave  to  reply  as  follows,  regarding  each  of  the 
terms  mentioned  by  you  : 

First.— For  Five  Years.— The  Company  will  furnish  street  lights,  as  at  present,  for 
twenty  cents  each  per  night. 

Second.— For  Ten  Years.— The  company  will  furnish  street  lights  for  the  first  two  and  a 
half  years  at  the  rate  of  nineteen  cents  for  each  lamp  per  night.  For  the  second  term  of 
two  and  a  half  years,  at  the  rate  of  eighteen  and  one-half  cents  each  per  night ;  and  for  the 
remaining  five  years,  at  the  rate  of  eighteen  cents  each  per  night. 

Third.— For  Fifteen  Years.— This  is  the  term  of  the  existing  contract,  and  the  company 
will  supply  the  street  lights  at  the  following  rates,  including,  as  do  the  foregoing  offers,  the 
expense  of  lighting,  cleaning,  etc.; 

For  the  first  five  years,  for  any  number  of  lights  less  than  3,000,  19  cents  per  night.  For 
any  number  of  lights  more  than  3,000  and  less  than  3,500, 18%  cents  per  night.  For  any 
number  more  than  3,500  and  less  than  5,000,  18  cents  per  night;  and  for  any  number  more 
than  5,000,17%  cents  per  night.  At  the  expiration  of  five  years,  the  rates  at  which  the 
lights  are  to  be  furnished  for  the  second  five  years  to  be  fixed  by  three  Commissioners,  one 
to  be  chosen  by  the  City,  one  by  the  Company  and  the  other  two  so  chosen  to  select  a  third, 
and  at  the  termination  of  the  second  term  of  five  years,  the  rates  for  the  third  and  last  term  of 
five  years  to  be  fixed  by  a  commission  similarly  constituted  to  the  above.  Should  the  last

proposition  be  accepted,  the  company  will  agree  to  keep  such  posts,  lamps  and  appur- 
tenances in  repair  for  the  sum  of  two  dollars  ($2)  each  per  annum,  which  is  about  one-third 
less  than  the  amount  paid  by  the  City  in  1868.

Your  committee  after  careful  examination  of  figures  and  prices,  have  come  to  the  con- 
clusion that  the  terms  named  by  the  San  Francisco  Gas  Company  for  a  contract  for  five 
years,  or  for  a  contract  for  ten  years,  were  very  unsatisfactory,  and  they  have  agreed  on  a 
reduced  scale  which,  in  their  opinion,  ought  to  be  satisfactory  to  both  parties,  and  have 
desired  their  Chairman  to  address  the  following  note  to  the  Committee  of  Trustees  of  the 
San  Francisco  Gas  Company: 

SAN  FRANCISCO,  February  13,  1869. 
To  Messrs.  Donolioe  and  Eastland,  Committee,  etc.: 

GENTLEMEN— Your  communication  of  the  12th  inst.  has  been  presented  by  me  to  the  com- 
mittee appointed  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors.  The  committee  wishes  me  to  forward  to 
you  the  following  propositions,  and  in  case  of  your  acceptance  of  the  same,  I  am  at  liberty 
to  say  that  the  committee  will  report  in  favor  of  granting  your  company  a  contract  for 
fifteen  years,  divided  into  three  terms  of  five  (5)  years  each. 

The  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  proposes  for  the  first  term  of  five  years,  the 
following  scale  of  prices,  according  to  the  number  of  lamps,  viz: 

The  price  paid  now  by  the  city  being  20  cents  for  each  lamp,  we  propose  up  to  3,000 
lamps,  19  cents;  from  3,000  to  3,250,  18%  cents;  from  3,250  to  3,500, 18  cents;  from  3,500  to 
3,750,17%  cents;  and  to  remain  at  17%  cents  until  the  number  shall  reach  4,500  lamps. 
Afterwards  at  17  cents,  until  the  expiration  of  the  first  term  of  five  years.  We  propose, 
also  to  insert  into  the  contract  to  be  entered  into  with  your  company,  the  following  clause, 
to- wit:  "And  it  is  further  understood  between  the  city  and  the  San  Francisco  Gas  Company, 
that  at  the  expiration  of  the  first  term  of  five  years,  a  committee,  of  one  appointed  by  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  and  one  by  the  San  Francisco  Gas  Company,  and  in  case  they  disagree 
for  them  to  choose  a  third  to  act  as  umpire,  shall  be  appointed  for  the  purpose  of  fixing 
the  price  for  the  second  term  of  five  (5)  years,  provided,  that  under  no  circumstances  shall 
the  city  be  compelled,  by  said  commissioners  to  pay  more  for  street  lights  than  any  respon- 
sible company  in  operation  and  prepared  to  light  all  the  street  lights,  would  be  willing  to 
contract  for  furnishing  the  gas  for  the  use  of  the  city."  Same  clause  to  operate  when  the 
third  term  of  the  contract  will  have  to  be  acted  upon.  The  Committee  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  accept  your  proposition  to  keep  each  post,  lamp  and  appurtenances  in  repair 
for  the  sum  of  two  dollars  ($2)  each  per  annum.  The  Committee  wishes  the  privilege,  of 
stating  to  the  Board,  and  to  the  public,  your  promise  to  reduce  at  once,  to  the  general  con- 
sumers the  price  of  gas  fifty  cents  per  thousand,  in  case  the  contract  is  granted  for  the  term 
of  fifteen  years,  asked  for  by  your  company.  If  these  propositions  are  accepted  by  your 
company,  an  early  reply  is  necessary,  in  order  to  make  a  proper  report  on  Monday  night, 
February  15th,  1869.

SIB.— Your  letter  of  the  13th  inst.  was  received  this  morning,  and  we  are  authorized  by 
the  Board  of  Trustees  of  this  Company  to  accept  the  proposals  therein  contained,  regarding 
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the  lighting  of  the  street  lights,  and  we  do  hereby  accept  the  same.  We  are  also  authorized 
to  state  that  immediately  upon  the  execution  of  the  contract  upon  the  terms  proposed,  the 
company  will  make  a  reduction  of  fifty  (50)  cents  per  thousand  cubic  feet  to  all  private 
consumers  of  gas.

The  advantages  to  be  derived  for  the  City  from  the  contract  we  recommend,  must  be  very 
easily  understood  by  everybody.    They  are: 
First. — A  reduction  at  once  of  five  per  cent,  on  price  paid  to-day. 

Second.— The  certainty  to  obtain  within  three  years  a  reduction  of  1233  per  cent,  on  price 
now  paid. 

Third. — A  reduction  at  once  of  33  per  cent,  on  price  paid  for  keeping  street  lights  in  repair. 

Fourth.—  The  proviso  accepted  by  the  Gas  Company  leaves  the  door  open  to  any  new 

company  willing  to  come  and  compete  for  furnishing  gas  to  the  City,  and  gives  the 

City,  in  the  face  of  a  contract  for  15  years,  the  possibility  every  five  years  to  obtain  another 

important  reduction. 

Fifth.  —The  committee  will  state  that  the  saving  to  the  City  under  the  new  contract  for 
the  first  term  of  five  years  will  amount  to  $164,500,  equivalent  to  eleven  months  present  rate 
for  nothing.  The  reduction  at  once  of  five  per  cent,  representing  a  gain  of  250  lamps 
lighted  yearly  for  nothing,  and  when  the  figures  will  reach  3,750  lamps,  the  gain  will  be 
12 %  per  cent.,  or  750  lamps  lighted  yearly  for  nothing. 

Consequently,  your  committee  report  unanimously  in  favor  of  entering  into  a  contract 
with  the  San  Francisco  Gas  Company  for  15  years,  on  terms  mentioned  in  our  communica- 
tion to  the  Committee  of  Trustees  of  the  Gas  Company,  dated  February  12th,  1869.

Resolved,  That  the  Judiciary  Committee  be  authorized  and  directed  to  enter  into  a  con- 
tract on  behalf  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  with  the  San  Francisco  Gas  Com- 
pany, to  light  the  streets  of  the  city  in  accordance  with  the  recommendations  of  the  special 
committee  heretofore  appointed  to  confer  with  the  Gas  Company,  except  that  in  place  of 
the  proviso,  "  That  under  no  circumstances  shall  the  city  be  compelled  to  pay  more  for  street 
lights  than  any  responsible  company,  in  operation  and  prepared  to  light  all  the  streetlights' 
would  be  willing  to  contract  for  furnishing  the  gas  for  the  use  of  the  city;"  said  contract 
to  provide  that  at  the  expiration  of  said  first  or  second  terms,  the  lighting  of  the  streets  for 
the  succeeding  term  shall  be  open  to  competition,  and  the  contract  awarded  to  the  lowest 
responsible  bidder  then  fully  prepared  for  lighting  the  streets.

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Now,  THEREFORE,  for  value  received,  and  in  consideration  of  the  premises  and  of  the  mutual 
promises  and  undertakings  hereinafter  expressed,  it  is  hereby  agreed  by  and  between  the 
said  parties  of  the  first  and  second  parts  respectively  (that  is  to  say  the  City  and  County  of 
San  Francisco,  party  of  the  first  part,  and  the  San  Francisco  Gas  Company,  party  of  the 
second  part),  as  follows,  to-wit  : 

First.— The  said  party  of  the  second  part  is  hereby  authorized  to  furnish  and  light  with 
gas  for  the  term  of  five  years  next  ensuing  the  date  hereof,  all  the  streets  of  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco  in  which  the  mains  and  pipes  of  the  said  party  of  the  second  part 
are  now  or  shall  hereafter  be  laid  (and  said  party  of  the  second  part  are  now  or  shall  here- 
after be  laid),  and  said  party  of  the  second  part  may,  at  its  option,  lay  its  pipes  and  extend 
its  service  of  gas  throughout  the  entire  limits  of  said  city  and  county,  and  no  other  pipes  shall 
be  laid  nor  encroachments  made  in  any  manner  within  two  feet  from  the  center  of  such  pipes  ; 
provided,  however,  that  this  shall  not  prevent  the  crossing  of  the  same  whenever  necessary 
or  convenient  by  other  pipes  or  other  public  works  ;  and  provided,  also,  that  the  said  gas 
pipes  may  be  taken  up  whenever  it  may  become  necessary  or  expedient  for  the  construction 
of  street  sewers,  cisterns,  drains,  or  other  public  works  by  the  said  party  of  the  first  part, 
and  in  that  case  the  same  are  to  be  relaid  by  said  party  of  the  first  part  at  its  own  expense. 
And  whenever  the  said  party  of  the  second  part  shall  take  up  any  portion  of  a  street  pave- 
ment, planking,  wharf,  bulkhead,  or  other  public  work,  for  the  purpose  of  laying,  relay- 
ing repairing,  or  tapping  any  main  or  gas  pipe,  said  party  of  the  second  part  shall  replace 
such  street  pavement,  planking,  wharf,  bulkhead,  sidewalk,  or  other  public  work,  in  its 
original  condition. 

Sec<nd. — The  said  party  of  the  first  part  hereby  agrees  to  purchase  and  take  from  the  said 
party  of  the  second  part,  for  the  period  of  five  years  next  ensuing  from  the  date  of  these 
presents,  all  the  gas  which  may  be  used  by  the  city  and  county  corporation  to  light  the 
streets  thereof  within  the  limits  of  said  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  and  for  the  said 
term  shall  purchase  and  take  said  gas  at  the  rates  following  : 

Nineteen  cents  per  lamp  for  each  night  during  any  part  of  which  such  gas  shall  be  so  used 
so  long  as  the  street  lamps  shall  not  exceed  in  number  three  thousand  (3,000) ,  and  there- 
after and  during  such  time  as  they  shall  exceed  in  number  three  thousand  and  shall  not 
exceed  in  number  three  thousand  two  hundred  and  fifty,  at  the  rate  of  eighteen  and  one-half 
(18%)  cents  per  lamp;  and  thereafter  and  during  such  time  as  they  shall  exceed  in  number 
three  thousand  two  hundred  and  fifty,  and  shall  not  exceed  in  number  three  thousand  five 
hundred,  at  the  rate  of  eighteen  cents  per  lamp;  and  thereafter  and  during  such  time  as 
they  shall  exceed  in  number  three  thousand  five  hundred,  and  shall  not  exceed  in  number 
four  thousand  five  hundred  lamps,  at  the  rate  of  seventeen  and  one-half  (17}£)  cents  per 
lamp;  and  thereafter  during  the  time  that  the  number  of  lamps  shall  exceed  four  thousand 
five  hundred  lamps,  and  until  said  term  of  five  years  shall  have  fully  expired,  at  the  rate 
of  seventeen  (17)  cents  per  lamp  for  each  night  during  any  part  of  which  such  gas  shall 
be  used.  The  lamps  to  be  used  in  lighting  said  streets  as  aforesaid  to  consist  of  a  single 
burner  of  the  size  used  in  the  main  thoroughfares  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco, 
and  the  gas  to  be  equal  in  quality  and  brilliancy  to  that  which  is  furnished  by  said  San 
Francisco  Gas  Company  to  private  consumers.  The  party  of  the  second  part  to  furnish  and 
supply  the  lamps,  lamp-posts  and  service  pipes  required  under  this  contract  at  its  own 
expense,  and  street  lights  once  erected  under  the  contract  may  be  discontinued  or  removed 
by  consent  of  both  parties  hereto,  and  upon  such  equitable  terms  as  may  be  agreed  upon. 

It  is  further  agreed  by  and  between  the  said  parties  of  the  first  and  second  part  hereto 
respectively,  that  during  the  whole  period  of  time  for  which  this  contract  shall  remain  in 
force,  and  the  said  party  of  the  second  part  shall  supply  to  the  party  of  the  first  part  gas 
iinder  this  contract,  the  party  of  the  second  part  shall  keep  properly  cleaned  and  in  repair, 
all  the  posts,  lamps  and  appurtenances,  and  shall  be  allowed  and  paid  therefor  by  the  party 
of  the  first  part  the  additional  sum  of  sixteen  and  two-thirds  (16%)  cents  per  month  for 
each  street  light;  provided  that  for  every  street  light  first  put  in  use  after  ttie  fifteenth 
(15th)  of  any  month  the  charge  for  the  same  shall  commence  on  the  first  of  the  succeeding 
month.  The  first  lamp  upon  each  lamplighter's  beat  shall  be  lighted,  say  one-half  hour 
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after  sunset,  or  one  hour  before  the  moon  sets;  and  shall  be  extinguished  one  hour  before 
sunrise,  or  one  hour  after  the  rnoon  rises;  except  during  the  last  quarter,  and  the  first  three 
days  of  the  first  quarter  of  the  moon's  age,  when  the  lamps  shall  be  lighted  and  extinguished 
with  sole  reference  to  the  setting  and  rising  of  the  sun,  and  during  the  nights  of  full 
moon,  and  the  night  preceding  and  the  night  following,  the  lamps  shall  not  be  lighted  at  all. 

In  case  any  increase  over  the  above  schedule  times  of  lighting  be  desired  by  the  city 
authorities,  they  shall  have  the  power  to  increase  the  lighting  hours,  paying  for  such 
increase  for  each  lamp,  a  price  per  hour  equal  to  one-tenth  (1-10)  the  nightly  rate  then  being 
paid. 

Third.— Upon  the  expiration  of  the  term  of  five  years  hereinbefore  limited,  the  party  of 
the  first  part  (unless  it  shall  elect,  and  notify  the  party  of  the  second  part  of  its  election, 
to  advertise  for  proposals  as  hereinafter  provided)  shall  purchase  and  take  from  the  party 
of  the  second  part  all  the  gas  required  for  lighting  said  city  as  aforesaid,  for  another  term 
of  five  years,  dating  from  the  expiration  of  the  term  hereinbefore  limited,  and  pay  therefor 
at  such  rates  as  shall  be  agreed  upon  by  a  majority  of  a  commission  to  be  constituted  as 
follows  : 

One  commissioner  to  be  appointed  by  the  party  of  the  first  part,  one  by  the  party  of  the 
second  part,  and  one  by  the  two  so  appointed. 

Fourth.— Upon  the  expiration  of  the  term  of  five  years  last  hereinbefore  limited,  the 
party  of  the  first  part  (unless  it  shall  elect,  and  give  notice  of  its  election,  to  advertise  for 
proposals  as  hereinafter  provided) ,  shall  purchase  and  take  from  the  party  of  the  second 
part,  all  the  gas  required  for  lighting  said  city  as  aforesaid  for  a  third  term  of  five  years, 
and  will  pay  therefor  such  rates  as  shall  be  agreed  upon  by  a  majority  of  a  commission  to 
be  constituted  as  the  commission  last  hereinbefore  provided  for. 

Fifth. — At  the  expiration  of  the  first  or  second  term  of  five  years  hereinbefore  limited,  the 
party  of  the  first  part  may  elect  to  advertise  for  proposals  for  furnishing  said  gas  and  light- 
ing said  streets,  for  the  succeeding  term  of  five  years;  and  in  such  case  it  will  let  the  con- 
tract therefor  to  the  lowest  responsible  bidder  then  fully  prepared  (except  as  to  the  lamp- 
posts and  lamps),  to  furnish  all  said  gas  and  light  said  streets;  and  in  case  said  contract 
shall  be  let  to  any  other  party,  the  party  of  the  second  part  shall  be  released  from  the  con- 
tract without  in  any  way  losing  or  affecting  the  rights  which  it  now  has,  and  those  which 
are  hereby  granted,  to  erect,  maintain  and  operate  the  necessary  works  and  buildings,  and 
extend  its  pipes  and  other  machinery  or  means  of  serving  gas  to  private  consumers. 

Sixth. — The  party  of  the  second  part  has  accepted  and  does  hereby  accept  the  terms  here- 
inbefore mentioned,  and  has  agreed  and  does  hereby  agree  to  furnish  gas  and  light  said 
streets,  and  keep  in  repair  said  lamp-posts  and  lamps  for  the  compensation  which  the  party 
of  the  first  part  hereinbefore  has  agreed  to  pay,  upon  the  conditions  in  the  agreement 
specified,  and  for  each  of  the  terms  of  five  years  hereinbefore  limited,  unless  the  party  of 
the  first  part  shall  let  the  contract  for  the  second  or  the  third  term  to  another  party  as 
hereinbefore  provided. 

And  it  is  mutually  understood  and  agreed  by  the  parties  hereto  as  follows: 

First— All  payments  shall  be  made  in  gold  coin  of  the  United  States,  excepting  that  the 
said  party  of  the  second  part  shall  receive  and  accept,  without  discount,  five  per  cent,  of 
the  amount  of  each  monthly  bill  due  from  the  party  of  the  first  part  in  the  silver  coin  of 
the  United  States. 

Second— All  bills  of  said  party  of  the  second  part  under  this  agreement,  shall  be  pre- 
sented and  paid  monthly  at  the  end  of  each  calendar  month. 

Third — If  a  commission  shall  be  appointed  to  fix  the  rates  of  compensation  for  the  second 
or  the  third  term  of  five  years,  the  rates  agreed  upon  by  such  commission  shall  become  and 
be  a  part  of  this  agreement,  and  if,  on  the  expiration  of  the  first  or  the  second  term,  the 
party  of  the  first  part  shall  advertise  for  proposals,  and  the  party  of  the  second  part  shall 
present  a  bid,  and  it  shall  be  the  lowest  responsible  bidder,  fully  prepared  as  hereinbefore 
provided,  then  said  bid  shall  become  a  part  of  this  agreement  and  be  the  measure  of  com- 
pensation, and  the  agreement  shall  not  be  otherwise  changed,  modified  or  affected  (except 
by  consent  of  both  parties)  in  any  manner. 
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Fourth — Should  the  fixtures  and  machinery,  or  any  part  thereof  of  the  said  party  of  the 
second  part,  or  the  manufacture  of  gas  in  the  location  chosen  therefor,  hereafter,  by  reason 
of  the  advance  and  improvements  of  the  city,  or  any  other  cause,  be  deemed  by  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  a  nuisance,  and  for  that  cause  necessary  to  be  removed,  under  the  law  or  any 
ordinance  of  the  said  city,  then,  and  in  that  case,  the  said  party  of  the  second  part  shall, 
within  six  months  after  being  notified  thereof,  and  as  often  as  the  same  may  occur,  cause  the 
same  to  be  removed  to  some  suitable  place,  and  shall  be  reimbursed  by  the  said  party  of  the 
first  part,  for  the  actual  expense  of  such  removal ;  but  the  cost  or  lease  of  any  lands  or 
buildings  occupied  by  the  said  fixtures  and  machinery,  shall  not  be  included  in  such  expenses, 
and  the  determination  of  the  said  Board  of  Supervisors  as  to  the  fact  of  such  nuisance  shall 
be  conclusive  thereupon,  between  the  parties  hereto,  for  all  purposes. 

Fifth — In  case  the  party  of  the  first  part  shall  elect  to  advertise  for  proposals  at  the  ex- 
piration of  the  first  term  limited  herein,  the  said  party  of  the  first  part  shall  give  the  party 
of  the  second  part  notice  of  such  intention,  at  least  two  months  prior  to  the  expiration  of 
said  term  so  limited  as  aforesaid. 

Should  the  party  of  the  first  part  not  elect  to  advertise  for  proposals  as  aforesaid,  or  not 
notify  the  parties  of  the  second  part  of  such  election,  then  the  parties  hereto  shall  each 
appoint  one  commissioner,  as  hereinbefore  provided,  for  the  purpose  of  fixing  the  rates  at 
which  the  party  of  the  second  part  shall  perform  such  services,  and  furnish  such  material 
for  the  succeeding  term  herein  provided  for,  at  least  one  month  prior  to  the  expiration  of 
such  term,  and  said  commissioners  shall  immediately  proceed  to  fix  said  rates  in  the  man- 
ner provided  in  this  contract. 

Sixth — The  said  party  of  the  second  part  shall  procure  and  deliver  a  bond  to  the  said 
party  of  the  first  part,  in  a  form,  and  with  principals  and  sureties  to  be  approved  by  the 
Mayor  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  in  the  penalty  of  twenty  thousand 
dollars,  conditioned  for  the  faithful  performance  of  this  contract  by  the  said  party  of  the 
second  part. 

This  agreement  is  executed  on  behalf  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  I-  rancisco,  in  pur- 
suance of  Resolution  Number  9,717,  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  said  city  and  county, 
and  said  J.  B.  E.  Cavallier,  Monroe  Ashbury,  and  Chas.  H.  Stanyan  are  not  to  be  in  any 
manner  individually  or  personally  responsible  for,  or  on  account  of  any  of  the  stipulations 
or  provisions  herein  contained.

truly  to  be  made,  we  hereby  bind  ourselves,  our  heirs,  executors  and  administrators,  jointly 
and  severally,  firmly  by  these  presents.

The  condition  of  the  above  obligation  is  such  that,  whereas,  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco,  through  its  Judiciary  Committee  did,  on  the  19th  day  of  May,  A.  D.  1869,  enter 
into  a  contract  or  agreement  in  writing,  with  the  San  Francisco  Gas  Company,  with  a  refer- 
erence,  among  other  things,  to  lighting  the  streets  of  San  Francisco  with  gas  ;  and,  whereas, 
one  of  the  conditions  of  said  agreement  was  that  the  San  Francisco  Gas  Company  should 
give  a  bond  in  the  penal  sum  of  twenty  thousand  dollars,  conditioned  for  the  faithful  per- 
formance of  said  contract  on  the  part  of  the  said  San  Francisco  Gas  Company.

CONTINUATION  OF  GAS  CONTRACT. 

The  following  proceedings  were  had  on  the  renewal  of  the  gas  contract 
and  in  fixing  the  rates  to  be  paid  for  gas  during  the  second  term  of  five  years: 

OPINION  OF  CITY  AND  COUNTY  ATTORNEY. 
[Filed  February  24,  1874.] 

SAN  FEANCISCO,  February  16th,  1874. 

To  the  Honorable  the  Board  of  Supervisors 

of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  : 

GENTLEMEN:  I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  a  communication  from  your 
Honorable  Board,  dated  the  27th  January,  1874,  stating  that  the  contract  between  the  City 
and  County  of  San  Francisco  and  the  San  Francisco  Gas  Company  had  been  referred  to  me 
by  your  Honorable  Board  for  my  opinion  as  to  the  legality  and  effect  of  that  provision  re- 
quiring the  city  to  take  gas  from  said  company  during  the  term  of  years  therein  mentioned. 

Your  Honorable  Board  having  appointed  a  Special  Committee  to  confer  with  the  Gas 
Company  with  a  view  to  coming  to  an  understanding  regarding  the  terms  upon  which  to 
enter  into  a  contract  for  a  supply  of  gas  for  municipal  purposes,  said  Committee  reported 
to  the  Board  the  terms  as  preliminarily  determined  upon,  and  the  Board  thereupon 
adopted  Order  No.  9,717,  whereby  the  Judiciary  Committee  was  authorized  to  enter  into  a 
contract  in  accordance  with  the  recommendations  of  the  Special  Committee,  with  a  differ- 
ence in  one  particular  set  forth  in  such  Order. 

Among  the  terms  so  reported  as  modified  by  the  letter  of  said  Order  were  the  following: 

"And  it  is  further  understood  between  the  city  and  the  San  Francisco  Gas  Company,  that 
at  the  expiration  of  the  first  term  of  five  years,  a  committee  of  one  appointed  by  the  Board 
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of  Supervisors  and  one  by  the  San  Francisco  Gas  Company,  and  in  case  they  disagree,  for 
them  to  choose  a  third  to  act  as  umpire,  shall  be  appointed  for  the  purpose  of  fixing  the 
price  for  the  second  term  of  five  (5)  years.  And  said  contract  to  provide  that  at  the  expira- 
tion of  said  first  or  second  terms,  the  lighting  of  the  streets  for  the  succeeding  term  shall 
be  open  to  competition,  and  the  contract  awarded  to  the  lowest  responsible  bidder  then 
fully  prepared  for  lighting  the  streets." 

The  written  contract  embodies  the  report  of  said  Special  Committee  and  the  said  Order 
authorizing  the  making  of  the  contract;  but  there  are  set  forth  therein  among  others,  the 
words  following,  viz  : 

"  Upon  the  expiration  of  the  term  of  five  years  hereinbefore  limited,  the  party  of  the  first 
part,  (unless  it  shall  elect,  and  notify  the  party  of  the  second  part  of  its  election,  to  adver- 
tise for  proposals  as  hereinafter  provided)  shall  purchase  and  take  from  the  party  of  the 
second  part  all  the  gas  required  for  lighting  said  city  as  aforesaid,  for  another  term  of  five 
years,  dating  from  the  expiration  of  the  term  hereinbefore  limited,  and  pay  therefor  at  such 
rates  as  shall  be  agreed  upon  by  a  majority  of  a  commission  to  be  constituted  as  follows: 

One  commissioner  to  be  appointed  by  the  party  of  the  first  part,  one  by  the  party  of 
the  second  part,  and  one  by  the  two  so  appointed.  *  *  *  At  the  expiration  of  the 
first  or  second  term  of  five  years  hereinbefore  limited,  the  party  of  the  first  part  may 
elect  to  advertise  for  proposals  for  furnishing  said  gas,  and  lighting  said  streets,  for  the 
succeeding  term  of  five  years;  and  in  such  case,  it  will  let  the  contract  therefor  to  the  lowest 
responsible  bidder  then  fully  prepared  (except  as  to  the  lamp-posts  and  lamps)  to  furnish  all 
said  gas  and  light  said  streets.  ************ 

5th.  In  case  the  party  of  the  first  part  shall  elect  to  advertise  for  proposals  at  the  expira- 
tion of  the  first  term  limited  herein,  the  said  party  of  the  first  part  shall  give  the  party  of 
the  second  part  notice  of  such  intention  at  least  two  months  prior  to  the  expiration  of  the 
term  so  limited  as  aforesaid.  Should  the  party  of  the  first  part  not  elect  to  advertise  for 
proposals  as  aforesaid,  or  not  notify  the  parties  of  the  second  part  of  such  election,  then 
the  parties  hereto  shall  each  appoint  one  commissioner  as  hereinbefore  provided,  for  the 
purpose  of  fixing  the  rates  at  which  the  party  of  the  second  part  shall  perform  such  service, 
and  furnish  such  material  for  the  succeeding  term  herein  provided  for,  at  least  one  month 
prior  to  the  expiration  of  such  term,  and  said  commissioners  shall  immediately  proceed  to 
fix  said  rates  in  the  manner  provided  in  this  contract." 

In  my  opinion  said  contract  is  not  legal  and  binding  upon  the  city  and  county  so  as  to 
require  the  purchase  of  gas  from  said  company  during  the  second  and  third  terms  of  five 
years,  or  either  of  them,  therein  mentioned,  for  the  reasons  following: 

First.— The  proposition  of  the  Special  Committee,  that  "  a  committee  of  one  appointed 
by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  and  one  by  the  Gas  Company,  and  in  case  they  disagree  for 
them  to  choose  a  third  to  act  as  umpire,  shall  be  appointed  for  the  purpose  of  fixing  the 
price  for  the  second  term  of  five  years,"  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  as  one  of  the 
terms  of  the  proposed  contract,  is  wholly  irreconcilable  with  the  following  language  of  the 
contract  as  written  out  and  signed  by  the  Committee,  viz:  "And  pay  therefor  at  such  rates 
as  shall  be  agreed  upon  by  a  majority  of  a  commission  to  be  constituted  as  follows:  one 
commissioner  to  be  appointed  by  the  party  of  the  first  part,  one  by  the  party  of  the  second 
part,  and  one  by  the  two  so  appointed." 

Second. — The  Board  of  Supervisors  have  no  lawful  authority  to  delegate  to  persons  not 
members  of  that  Board,  the  power  to  fix  and  determine  upon  the  amounts  to  be  paid  by  the 
city  and  county  for  gas,  or  to  alienate  from  the  Board  its  power  of  final  determination  with 
respect  to  such  amounts.

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At  a  meeting  of  the  Board,  held  on  May  11,  1874,  a  resolution  was  intro- 
duced by  Supervisor  Macdonald,  providing  for  the  appointment  of  a  member 
of  the  Board  as  a  commissioner  on  behalf  of  the  city  and  county,  to  fix  the 
rates  to  be  paid  to  the  San  Francisco  Gas  Light  Company,  for  furnishing  gas 
and  lighting  the  public  streets,  etc.,  for  the  term  of  five  years  from  May  19, 
1874,  which  was  passed  for  printing  and,  on  motion  of  Supervisor  Menzies, 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Street  Lights,  and  on  May  18th,  1874,  the  Com- 
mittee on  Street  Lights,  by  Supervisor  Kenney,  reported  verbally  in  favor 
of  its  passage,  and  the  resolution  referred  to  was  then  taken  up  and  finally 
passed  by  a  unanimous  vote  and  numbered  6,060;  thereupon  Supervisor 
Roberts  moved  that  Supervisor  Lynch  be  appointed  the  commissioner. 
After  explanatory  remarks  by  Supervisor  Lynch,  Supervisor  Pease  moved 
that  Supervisor  Ebbets  be  appointed  the  commissioner;  whereupon,  on  mo- 
tion of  Supervisor  Scott,  the  Board  resolved  to  proceed  and  appoint  by  ballot 
the  commissioner  required. 

The  following  nominations  were  made :  Supervisor  Lynch  by  Supervisor 
Roberts,  Supervisor  Ebbets  by  Supervisor  Pease.  Supervisors  Block  and 
Roberts  were  appointed  tellers.  On  the  first  ballot  Supervisor  Lynch  received 
five  votes,  Supervisor  Ebbets  received  six  votes,  and  one  blank  vote.  On  the 
second  ballot  Supervisor  Lynch  received  four  votes,  Supervisor  Ebbets  seven 
votes,  and  one  blank  vote.  Supervisor  Ebbets  having  received  the  requisite 
number  of  votes  was  declared  by  the  President  to  be  duly  appointed  a  com- 
missioner to  perform  the  duties  required  by  the  provisions  of  Resolution 
No.  6,060. 

On  June  23,  1874,  Supervisor  Ebbets,  appointed  under  the  provisions  of 
resolution  No.  6,060,  as  a  commissioner  on  behalf  of  the  City  and  County, 
presented  the  following  report,  that  the  San  Francisco  Gas  Light  Company 
had  appointed  Mr.  J.  B.  Haggin  as  a  commissioner;  also,  that  Mr.  Oliver  El- 
dridge  was  elected  as  the  third  commissioner  by  the  two  so  appointed;  also, 
submitted  the  following  agreement  determined  upon  by  the  said  commission, 
fixing  the  price  at  16%  cents  per  lamp  for  each  night  during  any  part  of 
which  such  lamp  shall  be  used,  and  $3.50  for  each  thousand  cubic  feet  of 
gas  used  in  lighting  public  buildings;  which  were  received,  read  and  on  mo- 
tion of  Supervisor  Lynch,  referred  to  the  Judiciary  Committee. 

REPORT. 

To  the  Honorable  the  Board  of  Supervisors 

of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco : 

GENTLEMEN — Under  the  provisions  of  resolution  of  the  Board,  No.  6,060, 
appointing  me  a  commissioner  on  behalf  of  the  City  and  County  to  fix  the 
rates  to  be  paid  to  the  San  Francisco  Gas  Light  Company  for  furnishing  gas 
for  public  buildings,  and  lighting  the  public  streets,  etc.,  for  the  term  of  five 
years,  in  accordance  with  an  agreement  heretofore  entered  into  between  the 
City  and  County  and  the  San  Francisco  Gas  Company,  to  determine  and 
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have  designated,  the  hours  the  street  lamps  are  to  be  lighted,  and  to  obtain  a 
reduction  of  the  rates  from  those  now  charged. 

I  would  respectfully  report,  that  the  San  Francisco  Gas  Light  Company 
appointed  Mr.  J.  B.  Haggiii  a  commissioner  to  represent  said  Company.  We 
met  and  selected  from  a  number  of  well  known  citizens,  Mr.  Oliver  Eldridge, 
to  act  as  the  third  commissioner.  After  several  meetings  we  finally  agreed 
upon  certain  prices  set  forth  in  the  accompanying  agreement,  making  a  saving 
to  the  City  and  County  of  some  $94,200  during  the  coming  term  of  five  years, 
besides  «the  promise  of  a  material  reduction  on  or  about  the  31st  day  of 
December,  1874,  in  the  rate  for  gas  furnished  our  citizens* 

And  I  beg  leave  to  submit  the  proposed  terms  that  the  commissioners  so 
appointed  have  determined  upon,  for  your  approval  and  ratification.

AGREEMENT. 

We,  A.  M.  Ebbets,  J.  B.  Haggin  and  Oliver  Eldridge,  constituting  the 
commission  to  fix  the  price  of  gas  for  the  use  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  for  the  five  years  next  ensuing  the  19th  day  of  May,  1874,  under 
the  terms  and  provisions  of  a  certain  contract,  made  by  and  between  the 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  of  the  first  part,  and  the  San  Francisco 
Gas  Company  of  the  second  part,  said  San  Francisco  Gas  Company  being 
the  assignor  of  the  San  Francisco  Gas  Light  Company,  said  commission 
having  been  constituted  as  follows:  the  said  A.  M.  Ebbets  having  been  ap- 
pointed by  the  party  of  the  first  part  to  said  contract,  the  said  J.  B.  Haggin 
by  the  party  of  the  second  part,  and  the  said  Oliver  Eldridge  by  the  two  so 
appointed,  do  fix  and  agree  upon  the  price  of  gas  to  be  furnished  to  said  City 
for  the  said  five  years  next  ensuing  the  said  19th  of  May,  1874,  under  the 
stipulations  and  provisions  of  said  contract,  as  follows,  to -wit: 

For  all  the  gas  which  may  be  used  by  the  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco 
for  the  said  term  of  five  years  from  and  after  the  19th  of  May,  1874,  to  light 
the  streets  thereof,  within  the  limits  of  said  city  and  county,  16%  cents  per 
lamp,  gold  coin,  for  each  night  during  any  part  of  which  such  gas  shall  be 
used  ;  and  for  all  gas  which  may  be  used  by  said  city  and  county  in  lighting 
its  public  buildings  ($3  50)  three  and  one-half  dollars,  gold  coin,  per  1,000 
cubic  feet,  to  be  measured  by  the  usual  mode  of  measurement. 

In  all  other  respects  the  terms  and  conditions  of  said  contract  for  the  said 
ensuing  term  of  five  years  shall  be,  and  is,  the  same  as  for  the  past  five  years, 
that  is  to  say,  as  to  the  quality  and  capacity  of  lamps  and  burners  to  be  used, 
quality  of  gas,  supply  of  lamps,  lamp-posts  and  service  pipe,  cleaning  and 
repairing  of  lamps,  lamp-posts  and  appurtenances,  and  the  allowance  or  com- 
pensation therefor  to  be  paid  by  the  party  of  the  first  part,  time  and  hours 
for  extinguishing  and  lighting,  time  and  manner  of  payment  of  bills,  etc.,  as 
set  forth  in  said  contract,  and  we  beg  leave  so  to  report  to  the  honorable 
Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  and  to  the  San 
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Francisco  Gas  Light  Company,  the  parties  to  said  contract,  and  submit  the 
same  for  confirmation  by  said  Honorable  Board  of  Supervisors.

On  motion  of  Supervisor  Ebbets,  the  following  resolution  was  passed  for 
printing,  by  a  unanimous  vote,  and  referred  to  the  Judiciary  Committee  : 

Resolved,  That  the  rates  to  be  charged  for  gas  to  be  supplied  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  by  the  San  Francisco  Gas  Light  Company  during  the  term  of  five  years, -from  the 
19th  day  of  May,  A.  D.  1874,  as  fixed  by  the  commission  composed  of  A.  M.  Ebbets,  J.  B. 
Haggin  and  Oliver  Eldridge,  appointed  aud  acting  under  and  in  pursuance  of  the  contract 
existing  between  said  city  and  county  and  the  said  company,  be  and  are  hereby  accepted, 
adopted  and  approved,  and  the  report  of  said  commission  is  hereby  adopted,  ratified  and 
confirmed. 

On  July  28,  1874,  the  Judiciary  Committee,  by  Supervisors  Menzies  and 
Roberts,  presented  the  following  majority  report  which  was  received  and 
placed  on  file : 

MAJOKITY    REPORT. 

SAN  FBANCISCO,  July  27,  1874. 
To  the  Honorable  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the 

City  and  County  of  San  Francisco: 

GENTLEMEN— Your  Committee  on  Judiciary,  to  whom  was  referred  the  report  of  the 
commissioner  appointed  by  this  Board  to  fix  the  price  of  gas,  would  respectfully  report 
that  we  have  had  two  meetings  with  the  representatives  of  the  Gas  Company,  and  have 
been  unable  to  obtain  any  better  or  more  favorable  terms  than  those  reported  to  this  Board 
by  its  representative.  The  company  declining  either  to  establish  an  illuminating  standard, 
or  reduce  its  rate  below  16%  cents  per  lamp  for  the  next  five  years. 

And  believing  that  better  terms  cannot  be  obtained,  there  being  no  competition,  and  that 
it  would  take  at  least  five  years  to  erect  the  necessary  works  and  lay  down  the  mains  and 
pipes  required  for  lighting  this  City  and  the  public  buildings;  we  would,  therefore,  recom- 
mend that  the  price  of  gas  as  fixed  by  the  commissioners  be  ratified. 

STEWART  MENZIES,

Supervisor  Lynch,  of  the  Judiciary  Committee,  presented  the  following  mi- 
nority report,  which  was  received  and  placed  on  file  : 

MINORITY  KEPOBT. 
To  the  Honorable  hoard  of  Supervisors : 

GENTLEMEN — Having  failed  to  agree  with  my  colleagues  of  the  Judiciary  Committee  in 
regard  to  the  character  of  the  report  to  be  made  by  us  on  the  question  at  issue  between  the 
city  and  county  on  the  one  hand,  and  the  gas  company  on  the  other,  I  am  compelled  to  pre- 
sent my  views  through  a  minority  report. 

The  question  involved  is  one  of  great  magnitude,  and  deserving  the  careful  considera- 
tion of  the  members  of  this  Board,  to  the  end  that  the  rights  and  interests  of  the  public 
may  be  properly  protected  without  invading  the  rights  or  doing  an  act  of  injustice  to  the 
gas  company,  and  that  has  been  the  governing  principle  in  my  investigation  of  this  matter. 

The  first  and  most  serious  question  to  be  solved  is  one  entirely  of  law,  and  while  its 
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proper  solution  is  almost  decisive  of  the  entire  case,  in  my  judgment  it  is  neither  doubtful 
or  difficult. 

It  is  alleged  by  the  gas  company  that  they  have  a  written  contract  with  the  city  under 
which  they  alone  have  the  right  to-  furnish  all  the  gas  that  may  be  required  by  the  munici 
pal  government  for  street  lights  and  public  offices  and  buildings  for  the  next  five  years,  and 
which,  subject  to  certain  conditions  and  contingencies,  will  continue  in  force  for  five  years 
more. 

It  will  be  remembered  that  in  1869  the  Board  of  Supervisors  attempted  to  enter  into  con- 
tract with  the  gas  company  to  furnish  all  the  gas  for  the  city  for  fifteen  years,  and  did 
make  a  written  contract  to  that  effect.  But  this  contract,  as  I  shall  presently  show,  was 
made  without  authority  and  in  direct  violation  of  law,  and  has  never  been  ratified  by  the 
Legislature.  And  the  gas  company  not  only  claim  that  said  contract  is  valid  and  binding 
upon  the  city,  but  that  the  report  of  the  commissioners  recently  appointed  to  fix  the  price 
of  gas  and  the  cost  of  lighting  street  lamps,  which  has  been  agreed  to  by  them,  is  final  and 
conclusive  without  the  ratification  or  further  action  of  this  Board. 

If  the  existence  of  a  contract  is  admitted,  it  follows  that  their  claim  in  this  respect  must 
be  admitted  also,  notwithstanding  the  Board,  in  appointing  their  commissioner,  expressly 
reserved  the  right  to  approve  or  reject  his  action,  and  while  himself  and  colleagues  in 
their  report  ask  this  Board  to  approve  the  same,  thus  implying,  at  least,  that  it  is  necessary 
to  get  such  approval.  But,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  I  am  clearly  of  the  opinion  that  there  is  no 
valid  contract  in  existence  between  the  two,  and  in  this  respect  I  am  sustained  by  the  opin- 
ion of  the  City  and  County  Attorney,  who,  on  questions  of  this  character,  is  our  legal  ad- 
viser. No  direct  authority  can  be  found  in  the  Consolidation  Act,  or  the  acts  supplemental 
thereto,  by  which  the  Board  of  Supervisors  had  the  right  to  enter  into  a  contract  with  the 
Gas  Company  for  fifteen  years,  nor  was  it  ever  contemplated  by  the  most  liberal  construction 
of  said  acts,  that  one  Board  of  Supervisors  should  be  allowed  to  enter  Into  a  contract  that 
would  be  binding  upon  the  city  and  their  successors,  so  many  years  after  their  terms  of 
office  expired. 

The  existence  of  such  a  power  is  not  in  harmony  with  the  provisions  or  principles  of  said 
acts,  which  were  intended  to  define  and  restrict  the  powers  of  the  Board,  but  in  direct  con- 
flict with  both,  for  by  it  we  find  the  Board  restricted  from  leasing  property  of  the  city  for 
more  than  three  years,  against  incurring  any  debt  or  liability  without  having  the  money  in 
the  treasury  with  which  to  meet  it,  and,  in  fine,  from  exercising  any  powers,  unless  ex- 
pressly granted  by  said  act  and  amendments. 

The  two  latter  provisions  of  the  law  have  existed  since  long  prior  to  the  making  of  the 
alleged  contract,  and  are  as  follows: 

•'  SEC.  12.  Neither  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  the  Board  of  Education,  nor  any  officer  of 
the  said  city  and  county,  or  of  any  district,  shall  have  any  power  to  contract  any  debt  or 
liability,  in  any  form  whatsoever,  against  the  said  city  and  county  ;  nor  shall  the  people  or 
tax-payers,  or  any  property  therein,  ever  be  liable  to  be  assessed  for,  or  on  account  of,  any 
debt  or  liability  hereafter  contracted,  or  supposed  to  be  contracted,  in  contravention  of 
this  section." 

"  SEC.  67.  *  *  *  The  powers  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  are  those  granted  in  this 
act,  and  they  are  prohibited  to  exercise  any  other." 

Not  only  was  said  contract  made  in  direct  violation  of  these  provisions  of  law,  but  also  in 
violation  of  sound  sense,  public  policy,  and  without  a  precedent.  If  this  contract  could  be 
made  for  a  term  of  fifteen  years,  it  could  have  been  m&de  for  a  term  of  fifty  or  one  hundred 
years  with  equal  propriety.  Or,  if  the  power  existed  to  make  a  contract  for  a  supply  of  gas 
for  fifteen  years,  it  existed  equally  to  make  a  contract  for  a  supply  of  fuel,  wood  and  coal 
for  the  city  for  the  same  period,  or  forage  for  the  Fire  Department,  Industrial  School  and 
Alms  House,  supplies  for  the  County  Hospital,  books  of  record  for  public  offices,  and  sup- 
plies of  various  kinds  required  for  the  city,  too  numerous  to  mention. 

But  who  believes  that  a  contract  entered  into  by  the  same  Board  at  the  same  time,  for 
supplying  either  of  these  other  articles  for  such  a  period,  would  be  deemed  valid  and 
binding.    It  is  doubtful  if  the  person  could  be  found  to  assert  a  claim  of  that  kind;  and 
48 
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yet,  if  the  contract  is  not  good  in  the  one  instance,  it  is  impossible  to  perceive  how  it  can 
be  so  in  the  other.  The  same  law  governs  in  both  cases.  But  without  the  direct  provisions 
of  law  to  sanction  a  contract  of  this  character,  it  must  be  held  to  be  void  as  against  public 
policy,  in  restraint  of  trade,  and  in  violation  of  the  rights  of  citizens,  because  its  effect 
must  be  to  strengthen  and  build  up  a  monopoly  to  the  detriment  of  the  public,  to  prevent 
and  drive  off  competition,  thus  almost  ensuring  in  the  future  the  highest  price  for  the 
poorest  commodity,  a  result  that  could  scarcely  occur  if  the  field  were  open  to  a  fair  busi- 
ness competition  for  the  city's  patronage,  or  the  city  allowed  to  manufacture  and  supply 
her  own  gas,  which  it  is  claimed  by  the  Gas  Company  she  now  has  no  right  to  do.  While  at 
present  it  would  seem  that  the  prospect  of  competition  in  the  matter  of  furnishing  gas  is 
far  from  being  good,  yet  it^hould  not  voluntarily  be  made  worse,  or  be  altogether  prevented 
by  the  city  herself,  and  that  will  certainly  be  the  effect  of  bestowing  the  vast  patronage  of 
the  city  for  a  long  term  upon  the  only  existing  company. 

Fair  competition  with  reasonable  profits  on  the  capital  employed  is  desirable,  and  should 
be  encouraged  by  the  oity  instead  of  being  prevented .  Her  interests  in  this  respect  are 
identical  with  that  of  her  citizens. 

While  decidedly  opposed  to  the  making  of  lengthy  or  exclusive  contracts,  they  might  be 
tolerated  for  a  reasonable  period  were  their  provisions  fair ,  or  did  we  know  that  we  were 
receiving  what  was  contracted  to  be  furnished  and  paid  for,  but  the  contrary  is  the  case  in 
this  instance.  We  are  paying  an  enormous  price  for  the  very  best  article,  and  the  almost 
universal  belief  is,  that  it  falls  very  far  below  that  standard. 

Finding  then  that  no  valid  contract  exists  between  the  city  and  county  and  the  gas  com- 
pany, we  should  avail  ourselves  of  the  present  opportunity  of  securing  a  new  contract, 
reasonable  in  its  provisions  and  fair  to  both  parties,  rather  than  to  take  any  action  calculated 
to  confirm,  or  in  any  way  recognize  the  validity  of  the  one  now  claimed  by  the  gas  company 
to  exist,  for  the  following  among  other  reasons: 

First — The  length  of  time  for  which  said  contract  has  yet  to  run,  either  at  fixed  rates  or 
as  a  variable  contract,  is,  for  the  interest  of  the  city,  altogether  too  long.  The  members  of 
this  Board  should  not  for  a  moment  entertain  any  proposition  on  this  subject,  which  will 
bind  the  city  for  ten  years,  or  even  for  five  years,  unless  far  better  terms  are  secured  than 
have  yet  been  offered  by  the  gas  company,  and  I  entertain  grave  doubts  of  the  propriety  of 
making  a  contract  for  more  than  two  years  as  long  as  there  is  no  competing  company  for 
the  city's  patronage. 

Second— The  price  fixed  in  said  contract  for  gas,  and  the  charge  for  lighting  street  lamps, 
are  both  unreasonably  high  even  at  the  present  time,  and  for  the  latter  item  particularly 
so,  as  will  be  shown  hereafter.  And  as  years  roll  by,  and  the  number  of  street  lamps  increase, 
it  will  become  even  still  more  unreasonable. 

Third — That  by  a  ratification  of  said  contract,  the  organization  or  establishment  of  a 
a  competing  gas  company  (or  companies)  in  this  city,  which  it  should  be  our  policy  to 
encourage,  as  tending  to  secure  a  reduction  of  the  price  of  gas  to  our  city,  and  her  citizens, 
to  a  reasonable  figure,  will  be  greatly  discouraged  if  not  wholly  prevented,  and  the  exacting 
grasp  of  the  present  monopoly  will  thereby  be  the  more  firmly  fastened  upon  us. 

Fourth— That  said  contract  is  highly  objectionable  in  this,  that  no  fixed  standard  is  estab- 
lished therein  for  the  illuminating  power  of  the  gas  to  be  furnished,  and  hence  the  chief 
element  in  calculating  the  value  of  the  article  supplied  under  said  contract  is  wanting.  In 
this  respect  it  is  radically  defective,  and  I  insist  that  no  contract  should  be  made  by  the 
city  for  a  supply  of  gas,  without  having  fixed  definitely  therein  its  illuminating  power. 
Owing  to  the  nature  of  the  article  itself,  there  is  scarcely  another  merchantable  commodity 
so  easy  of  adulteration,  and  so  little  liable  to  detection  as  this. 

Fifth— Said  contract  is  further  objectionable  in  that  it  only  designates  the  time  of  light- 
ing the  jlrtt  street  lamp  upon  each  lamp-lighter's  beat,  which  is  of  slight  consequence; 
whereas,  it  is  of  the  greatest  importance  that  the  time  when  all  the  street  lamps  shall  be 
lighted  shall,  in  any  future  contract,  be  clearly  designated. 

Sixth— That  by  the  ratification  of  said  contract,  the  city  for  the  period  mentioned  therein, 
will  be  deprived  of  the  right  to  manufacture  and  supply  her  own  gas,  had  she  the  desire 
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and  ability  so  to  do,  or  to  take  her  supply  from  any  other  company,  even  at  a  lower  rate, 
should  the  opportunity  offer. 

Seventh — This  contract  is  again  objectionable  in  this,  that  the  street  lamps  are  lighted  and 
extinguished  by  the  employees  of  the  gas  company.  Thus  the  city  is  entirely  dependent 
upon  the  promptness  and  fidelity  of  the  servants  of  that  company  to  see  that  the  terms  of 
the  contract  between  them  is  faithfully  carried  out.  Kather  an  unusual  condition  of  things, 
and  much  against  the  public  interest  it  must  be  confessed.  It  would  be  quite  ae  reasona- 
ble a  proposition  for  the  persons  furnishing  granite  blocks  and  cobble-stones  for  the  streets, 
forage  for  the  Fire  Department,  supplies  of  various  kinds  for  the  hospital,  alms-house,  etc., 
to  appoint  the  persons  to  receive  and  receipt  for  the  articles  furnished  by  them,  as  is  this 
provision  of  said  contract. 

Eighth — Another  grave  objection  to  this  contract,  is  that  it  provides  that  the  city  shall  pay 
so  many  cents  per  lamp  for  each  night  during  any  part  of  which  such  gas  shall  be  used, 
without  any  reference  to  the  length  of  time  used,  whether  it  be  for  an  hour  or  less.  It  is 
clear,  therefore,  that  she  is  compelled  to  pay  for  more  than  she  receives  an  equivalent. 
The  contract  should  provide  for  payment  for  lighting  street  lamps  by  the  hour,  as  in  Boston 
and  other  cities,  and  also  provide  that  they  shall  be  lighted  on  dark,  foggy  and  rainy 
nights,  whether  such  nights  be  designated  in  the  almanac  as  time  of  full  moon  or  other- 
wise. 

Ninth— A.  further  objection  to  said  contract  is,  that  while  it  is  claimed  that  the  city  must 
take  all  her  gas  from  this  company  for  her  street  lamps,  there  is  no  direct  and  positive  pro- 
vision by  which  said  company,  whose  duty  it  is  under  said  contract  to  furnish  and  erect 
street  lamps,  can  be  compelled  to  do  so  until  it  happens  to  suit  their  own  convenience, 
instances  of  which  frequently  occur. 

Tenth — That  the  ratification  of  the  present  contract  by  this  Board,  will  renew  and  con- 
tinue it  in  force,  and  bind  this  city  with  all  its  nefarious  and  unjust  provisions  and  condi- 
tions, not  for  five  years,  but  conditionally  for  ten  years. 

In  respect  to  the  cost  of  lighting  our  streets  under  this  contract,  it  will  be  sufficient  to 
compare  the  same  with  the  cost  in  a  number  of  other  cities  in  various  parts  of  the  country. 
Taking  the  only  data  before  me  at  this  moment,  I  find  that  some  time  during  the  past  win- 
ter there  were  in  this  city  4,223  street  lights.  Taking  the  pj  ice  fixed  at  that  time,  17  %  cents 
per  lamp  for  each  night,  and  putting  the  number  of  nights  in  the  month  for  which  payment 
would  be  required  in  any  month  at  the  lowest  figure  (except  the  month  of  February),  the 
cost  to  the  city  for  one  month  (with  the  cost  of  keeping  the  lamps  in  repair)  would  reach 
about  $58.80  for  each  lamp,  and  hence  for  the  year  the  cost  would  be  about  $248,000.  The 
whole  cost  to  the  city  for  street  lights  and  public  buildings,  taking  the  month  of  December 
last  as  the  average,  will  be  $276,400. 

Our  sister  city  of  Sacramento,  with  only  a  small  number  of  street  lamps  as  compared 
with  this  city,  has  recently  made  a  contract  by  which  she  will  have  her  streets  lighted  for 
the  period  of  four  years,  for  $3.75  per  lamp  per  month,  or  $45  per  annum  for  each  lamp. 

Boston  pays  11-12  of  one  cent  per  hour  for  each  street  lamp  in  the  main  part  of  the  city, 
or  say  one  cent  per  hour.  This  at  the  ontside  will  not  average  the  amount  of  ten  cents  per 
lamp  per  night  the  year  round,  yet  for  convenience  I  will  say  $3  per  month  or  $36  per  year. 

The  City  of  New  Orleans  pays  $32.50  per  annum  in  the  main  portions  of  the  city,  and  some 
$45  or  $47  per  annum  in  the  outskirts  of  the  city. 

Cincinnati,  in  1871.  with  a  population  of  about  219,000,  only  paid  the  sum  of  $loO,70(5  for 
lighting  her  streets.  San  Francisco  has  not  yet  reached  that  population  by  nearly  twenty 
thousand,  and  .as  shown  above,  the  cost  to  her  for  lighting  her  streets  exceeds  that  amount 
by  nearly  one  hundred  thoiisand  dollars. 

The  difference  between  the  amount  this  city  pays  for  her  street  lights  more  than  the  city 
of  Boston  per  hour,  is  clearly  shown  by  one  of  the  provisions  of  said  contract  which  is  as 
follows:  "  In  case  any  increase  over  the  above  schedule  times  of  lighting  be  desired  by  the 
city  authorities,  they  shall  have  the  power  to  increase  the  lighting  hours,  paying  for  such 
increase  for  each  lamp,  a  price  per  hour  equal  to  one-tenth  (1-10)  the  nightly  rate  then 
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being  paid."    This  will  make  one  and  three-quarter  cents  per  hour.    In  Boston  it  is  only 
one  cent  or  less  per  hour. 

Inasmuch  as  the  majority  of  the  committee  have  agreed  upon  and  submitted  their  report 
to-night,  I  am  compelled  to  submit  my  views,  briefly  and  in  an  unfinished  condition,  owing 
to  pressing  engagements  during  the  past  week.

The  following  Resolution  (No.  6,252),  was  then  taken  up  and  finally 
passed;  Supervisors  Pease,  Kenney,  Ebbets,  Deering,  Roberts,  Scott,  Hewston 
and  MacDonald  voting  for,  and  Supervisors  Menzies,  Sims  and  Lynch  voting 
against  the  passage  of  the  resolution,  Supervisor  Block  being  excused  from 
voting.  The  resolution  received  the  approval  of  the  Mayor  on  August  7,  1874. 

Resolved,  That  the  rates  to  be  charged  for  gas  to  be  supplied  the  City  and  County  of 
San  Francisco  by  the  San  Francisco  Gas  Light  Company  during  the  term  of  five  years,  from 
the  19th  day  of  May,  A.  D.  1874,  as  fixed  by  the  commission  composed  of  A.  M.  Ebbets,  J. 
B.  Haggin  and  Oliver  Eldridge,  appointed  and  acting  under  and  in  pursuance  of  the  contract 
existing  between  said  City  and  County  and  the  said  Company,  be  and  are  hereby  accepted, 
adopted  and  approved,  and  the  report  of  said  commission  is  hereby  adopted,  ratified  and 
confirmed. 

At  a  meeting  held  011  August  24,  1874,  his  Honor,  Mayor  Otis,  stated  that  a 
stipulation  was  had  from  the  San  Francisco  Gas  Light  Company,  which  was 
made  in  pursuance  of  a  conference  and  correspondence  had  by  him  with  Mr. 
J.  B.  Haggin  prior  to  his  approving  the  resolution  fixing  the  rates  to  be 
charged  the  city  for  gas  for  the  term  of  five  years  from  May  19,  1874  ;  and 
that  in  addition  to  that  stipulation  the  company  agreed  to  reduce  the  rates  to 
general  consumers  6%  per  cent,  on  or  before  January  1,  1875  ;  also  presented 
and  read  the  following  correspondence  referred  to  :

DEAR  SIR— With  reference  to  the  resolution  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  confirming  and 
adopting  the  report  of  the  commissioners  in  matter  of  the  contract  for  lighting  public 
buildings  and  streets  during  the  five  years  from  May  19th,  1874, 1  would  say  that  it  appears- 
to  me  the  price  for  lighting  public  buildings  should  receive  some  modification.  We  pay 
four  dollars  now,  without  contract,  and  we  should  have  the  benefit  of  any  reduction  that 
might  occur  below  the  rate  of  three  dollars  and  fifty  cents;  with  stipulation  on  part  of  the 
gas  company,  that  the  city  shall  have  the  benefit  of  any  reduction  below  the  price  in  con- 
templated contract,  and  in  no  event  to  pay  higher  rates,  I  see  no  objection  to  confirming 
the  report  and  contract. 

Furthermore,  it  would  be  still  stronger  inducement  to  confirm  the  report*  if  the  company 
would  also  stipulate  to  reduce  the  price  to  private  consumers  to  the  contract  rate  at  least . 
Trusting  the  company  will  find  it  to  their  interest  to  adopt  the  modification  mentioned,

DEAR  SIR— As  commissioner  on  behalf  of  the  San  Francisco  Gas  Light  Company  to  fix  the 
price  of  gas  for  five  years  from  May  19th,  1875,  under  the  contract  with  the  city  of  San  Fran- 
cisco, I  am  authorized  to  state  that  said  company  will  file  with  such  officer  of  the  city  as 
you  may  designate,  a  stipulation  to  the  effect  that  stiould  the  price  of  gas  during  such  five 
years  be  reduced  to  consumers  at  large  below  $3  50  per  thousand  feet,  gold  coin,  that  the 
same  reduction  shall  be  made  to  the  city  for  the  lighting  of  her  public  buildings.  I  have 
also  to  say  that,  touching  the  reduction  of  price  below  the  present  rates  to  consumers  at 
large,  that  on  or  before  January  let,  1875,  a  reduction  will  be  made  of  not  less  than  6%  per 
cent.  Whether  any  further  reduction  will  be  made  or  not,  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Gas 
Light  Company  reserve  to  themselves  the  right  to  determine  ;  but  it  is  the  sentiment  of  the 
Board  to  put  down  the  price  of  gas  to  as  low  a  figure  as  consistent  with  the  interests  of  the 
company.

May  19,  1869,  to  fix  the  rates  to  be  charged  for  gas  supplied  for  the  period  of 
five  years  from  May  19,  1874,  under  said  contract;  also,  stipulating  that  if 
during  said  period  of  five  years,  the  price  of  gas  furnished  by  said  company 
to  consumers  at  large  shall  be  reduced  from  $3.50  per  thousand  cubic  feet, 
that  the  price  shall  also  be  reduced  to  said  City  and  County  for  the  gas  fur- 
nished for  use  in  its  public  buildings,  to  the  rates  charged  to  consumers  at 
large,  which  was  received,  read  and  placed  on  file,  to- wit: 

STIPULATION. 

WHEREAS,  a  commission,  consisting  of  Messrs.  A.  M.  Ebbets,  J.  B.  Haggin 
and  Oliver  Eldridge,  was  appointed  under  the  contract  between  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco  and  the  "San  Franciseo  Gas  Company,"  (the 
assignor  of  the  "  San  Francisco  Gas  Light  Company,")  dated  the  19th  day  of

Whereas,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  said  City  and  County  did.  on  the  28th 
day  of  July,  1874,  pass  a  resolution  ratifying  and  confirming  said  action  of 
said  commissioners,  said  resolution  being  No.  6,252  (new  series).

Now,  THEREFORE,  in  consideration  of  the  above,  and  of  one  dollar  to  the 
San  Francisco  Gas  Light  Company  in  hand  paid,  the  receipt  whereof  is 
hereby  acknowledged,  it  is  stipulated  and  agreed  on  the  part  of  said  company 
that  said  action  of  said  commission  is  ratified  and  approved,  and  that  if 
during  said  period  of  five  years  from  aud  after  said  19th  day  of  May,  1874, 
the  price  of  gas  furnished  by  said  company  to  consumers  at  large  in  said  city 
shall  be  reduced  below  three  dollars  and  fifty  cents  ($3.50)  per  thousand 
cubic  feet,  that  during  any  period  in  which  it  may  be  so  reduced,  the  price 
shall  also  be  reduced  to  said  City  and  County  for  the  gas  furnished  for  use  in 
its  public  bnildings  to  the  rates  charged  to  consumers  at  large.

CHANNEL  STREET  SEWER. 


The  necessity  of  providing  sewerage  for  that  portion  of  the  City  contiguous 
to  Channel  street  and  Mission  Creek,  has  long  engaged  the  attention  of 
owners  of  property,  owing  to  the  large  area  required  to  be  drained. 

An  Act  of  the  Legislature,  approved  April  1,  1872,  provided  for  the  con- 
struction of  an  open  canal  through  Channel  street  and  Mission  Creek  for  the 
purposes  of  drainage  and  for  navigation,  and  for  its  preservation  the  con- 
struction of  a  bulkhead  on  both  sides  of  the  same. 

The  Board  of  Supervisors  authorized  a  survey  of  the  ground  through 
which  it  was  proposed  to  open  a  canal,  detail  maps  and  profiles  were  prepared, 
accurate  soundings  and  examinations  were  made,  and  plans,  specifications  and 
estimates  were  invited  and  received  from  engineers  for  the  construction  of  a 
bulkhead  upon  and  along  both  sides  of  the  proposed  canal,  the  estimate  of 
cost  varying  in  amounts  from  $981,000  to  $1,476,212.84.  The  plans,  specifi- 
cations and  estimates  were  referred  by  the  special  committee  of  the  Board  to 
General  B.  S.  Alexander  and  Calvin  Brown,  Esq.,  to  examine  as  to  the  merits 
or  demerits  of  the  competitive  plans.  The  following  is  an  extract  from  their 
report  bearing  date  of  December  23,  1872  :  "After  a  careful  study  of  these 
plans  with  the  view,  at  first,  of  ascertaining  which  was  the  best  one,  and  af- 
terwards of  discovering  which  one  was  the  least  objectionable,  we  have  been 
driven  to  the  conclusion  that  neither  of  these  plans  possess  sufficient  merit  as 
to  justify  you,  in  our  opinion,  to  recommend  its  adoption  by  the  Board  of 
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Supervisors."  "Some  of  these  plans  would  be  impracticable  in  construc- 
tion ;  others  present  features  which  show  that  they  would  not  stand  an  hour, 
even  if  they  could  be  built  as  designed,  while  the  cost  of  each  of  them,  as 
estimated  by  its  author,  would,  in  our  judgment,  fall  far  short  of  the  actual 
cost,  should  any  one  of  them  be  adopted." 

Further  proceedings  under  the  act  named  were  not  prosecuted,  it  being  the 
opinion  of  scientific  gentlemen,  after  a  thorough  and  careful  examination 
into  the  merits  of  the  proposition,  that  a  canal  as  contemplated,  if  properly 
constructed,  would  cost  about  $3,000,000,  and  eveii  then  would  not  afford  the 
best  means  of  drainage,  but  would  become  an  intolerable  nuisance  from  de- 
posits, besides  requiring  constant  dredging  at  a  large  outlay. 

As  it  was  apparent  that  something  was  necessary  to  be  done  to  provide 
sewerage,  the  channel  of  Mission  creek  becoming  filled  in,  checking  the  flow 
of  the  tide,  the  Legislature,  on  recommendation  of  the  Board,  at  its  last 
session,  passed  the  following  act  : 

AN  ACT  to  confer  additional  powers  upon  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County 
of  San  Francisco,  and  upon  the  Auditor  and  Treasurer  thereof,  and  to  authorize  certain 
appropriations  of  money  by  said  Board. 

(Approved  March  27th,  1874.) 

The  People  of  the  State  of  California,  represented  in  Senate  and  Assembly,  do  enact  as  follows: 
********* 

SECTION  2.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  are  here- 
by further  authorized  and  empowered — 

First — To  receive  and  accept  from  the  owners  or  claimants  of  the  lots  and  lands  lying 
contiguous  to  Channel  street  and  Mission  creek,  from  Ninth  to  Eighteenth  streets  of  said 
city,  a  deed  or  deeds  of  a  tract  of  land  not  less  than  fifty  feet  in  width,  and  without  abrupt 
curves  or  short  angles,  to  be  located  on  a  line  to  be  laid  out  by,  and  to  be  satisfactory  to  said 
Board  of  Supervisors,  for  the  construction  of  a  sewer  therein,  and  for  the  purposes  of  a 
public  street. 

Second — The  said  Board  of  Supervisors  are  hereby  authorized  to  acquire,  by  purchase,  for 
such  considerations  as  to  said  Board  shall  seem  reasonable,  any  of  the  lots  or  lands  herein- 
before described,  for  the  purposes  of  said  sewer  and  street,  as  cannot  be  acquired  by  volun- 
tary gift  or  donation,  and  to  order  payment  of  such  considerations  out  of  the  general  fund 
of  the  treasury  of  said  city  and  county. 

Third— For  the  purpose  of  acquiring  title  to  all  such  portions  of  said  lots  and  lands  as 
may  not  be  acquired  under  the  provisions  of  the  first  and  second  subdivisions  of  this  sec- 
tion, the  said  Board  of  Supervisors  is  hereby  authorized  and  required  to  cause  the  same  to 
be  condemned  and  appropriated  to  public  uses  for  the  purposes  of  said  sewer  and  street. 
The  Mayor,  Auditor,  and  Tax-Collector  of  said  city  and  county  are  hereby  appointed  and 
constituted  commissioners,  with  power  to  ascertain  and  determine  the  value  of  the  lauds, 
and  the  sums  to  be  paid  therefor  to  the  owners  thereof.  In  case  of  a  vacancy  in  said  com- 
mission, by  reason  of  any  member  thereof  being  disqualified  from  acting,  or  for  other 
cause,  the  County  Judge  of  said  city  and  county  shall  fill  such  vacancy  by  appointment  of 
some  competent  and  disinterested  person.  The  moneys  to  be  paid  for  any  lands  under  the 
provisions  of  this  Act,  must  be  paid  out  of  the  general  fund  of  the  treasury  of  said  city  and 
county.  The  said  proceedings  to  acquire  title  to  lands,  except  as  herein  otherwise  pro- 
vided, must  conform  to  the  provisions  of  the  Act  approved  April  first,  eighteen  hundred 
and  seventy-two,  entitled  "  An  Act  to  open  and  establish  a  public  street  in  the  city  and 
county  of  San  Francisco,  to  be  called  Montgomery  avenue,  and  to  take  private  lands  there- 
for," and  to  the  provisions  of  any  other  Act  passed  at  the  present  session  of  the  Legislature 
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defining  the  powers  of  said  Board  of  Supervisors,  which  are  hereby  made  applicable  to  this 
Act,  so  far  as  the  same  are  not  inconsistent  therewith. 

Fourth— The  said  Board  of  Supervisors  are  hereby  authorized  and  required,  under  such 
rules  and  regulations  as  they  may  prescribe,  to  sell  at  public  auction,  to  the  highest  and 
best  bidders,  all  of  said  Channel  street  and  Mission  creek,  from  Ninth  street  to  Eighteenth 
street,  except  such  portions  thereof  as  may  be  required  for  the  purposes  of  the  sewer  and 
street  herein  provided  for.  The  lands  so  offered  for  sale  shall  first  be  surveyed  and  sub- 
divided into  lots  conforming,  as  near  as  may  be  practicable,  in  form  and  size,  to  the  lots 
next  contiguous  thereto ;  streets  in  conformity  to  and  connecting  with  the  streets  laid  clown 
upon  the  official  plan  of  said  city  shall  be  reserved  and  dedicated  to  public  use.  A  deed 
from  the  Mayor  of  said  city  and  county,  executed  to  the  purchaser  of  any  lot  after  full  pay- 
ment therefor  shall  have  been  made,  shall  vest  the  title  of  such  lot  in  such  purchaser.  The 
proceeds  of  said  sales  shall  be  paid  into  the  general  fund  of  the  treasury  of  said  city  and 
county.  The  said  commissioners  shall  receive  for  their  services  such  compensation  as  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  may  allow. 

Fifth—  Whenever  the  said  city  and  county  shall  have  acquired  the  lands  herein  mentioned 
for  said  sewer  and  street,  the  said  Board  of  .Supervisors  are  authorized  to  open  and  im- 
prove said  street,  and  construct  said  sewer  of  such  material  and  capacity  as  said  Board  may 
determine,  and  are  authorized  to  appropriate,  allow  and  order  paid  out  of  the  general  fund 
such  sums  as  may  be  necessary  for  said  purposes. 

SEC.  3.  All  of  said  Channel  street  and  Mission  creek  lying  between  said  Ninth  and  Eigh- 
teenth streets  are  hereby  vacated  as  a  public  street,  highway  or  navigable  stream,  and  all 
acts,  or  parts  of  acts,  so  far  as  they  provide  for  an  open  canal  and  public  street  or  highway 
between  said  Ninth  and  Eighteenth  streets,  are  hereby  repealed,  and  nothing  in  this  Act 
contained  shall  affect  Mission  creek  or  Channel  street  below  the  point  of  intersection  with 
said  Ninth  street.  *  *  *  *  *  *  * 

After  the  passage  of  the  Act,  under  direction  of  the  Board  (Kesolution  No. 
6,040),  the  City  and  County  Surveyor  prepared  a  map  showing  a  tract  of 
land  fifty  feet  in  width,  selected  and  located  by  the  special  committee  of  the 
Board,  consisting  of  Supervisors  Scott,  Menzies,  Macdonald  and  Lynch. 

On  August  24,  1874,  the  Board  (Kesolution  No.  6,307)  accepted  and  adopted 
the  tract  of  land  so  selected  and  delineated  on  said  map,  and  authorized  the 
committee  to  receive  and  accept  deeds  on  behalf  of  the  city  and  county,  of  the 
lots  and  lands  lying  within  said  tract  from  the  owners  or  claimants  of  the 
same,  and  to  ascertain  and  report  the  amount  required  to  purchase  any  and 
all  of  the  lots  or  lands  within  said  tract  that  could  not  be  acquired  by  volun- 
tary gift  or  donation.  As  none  of  the  property  selected  could  be  obtained 
without  purchase.the  special  committee  were  empowered  (Resolution  Jtfo.  6,519) 
to  purchase,  receive  and  accept  deeds  of  the  lots  and  lands  included  in  the 
tract  selected,  excepting  therefrom  those  portions  of  streets  intersecting  there- 
with, dedicated  or  used  as  public  streets,  at  a  price  not  to  exceed  fifty  cents 
per  square  foot.  The  form  of  deed  for  the  purpose  of  receiving  conveyances 
of  the  land,  as  prepared  by  the  City  and  County  Attorney,  was  approved  by 
the  Board  (Kesolution  No.  6,895),  which  provided  for  payment  being 
made  by  .the  city  and  county  for  the  land  within  a  period  of  two  years  from 
date  of  deeds. 

The  deeds  were  received,  with  that  provision  as  to  payment,  conveying  all 
the  following  land  described,  at  a  cost  of  $66,315.31  to  the  city  and  county  of 
San  Francisco  :

Beginning  at  the  intersection  of  the  southern  line  of  New  Sewer  (Channel)  street,  with 
the  easterly  line  of  Hampshire  street,  distant  two  hundred  and  fifty  feet  north  of  the  north- 
erly line  of  Alameda  street ;  thence  easterly  along  the  southerly  line  of  said  Sewer  (Chan- 
nel) street,  and  parallel  to  Alameda  street,  two  hundred  feet  to  the  westerly  line  of  Jersey 
street ;  thence  northerly  along  the  westerly  line  of  Jersey  street  forty-eight  feet  and  six 
inches  to  the  southerly  bank  of  Mission  creek,  S.  82%°  W.  sixty  feet;  thence  along  said 
bank  of  Mission  creek  westerly  sixteen  feet  to  the  intersection  of  the  northerly  line  of

thence  northerly  along  the  westerly  line  of  Utah  street,  fifty  feet  to  the  northerly  line 
of  New  Sewer  (Channel)  street;  thence  westerly  along  the  northerly  line  of  said  Sewer 
(Channel)  street,  two  hundred  feet  to  the  easterly  line  of  Potrero  avenue;  thence  southerly 
along  the  easterly  line  of  Potrero  avenue,  fifty  feet  to  the  place  of  beginning,  containing 
10,000  square  feet;  being  a  portion  of  Potrero  Nuevo  block,  No.  69.  Also, 

Beginning  at  the  intersection  of  the  easterly  line  of  Utah  street  with  the  southerly  line  of 
New  Sewer  (Channel)  street,  distant  two  hundred  and  fifty  feet  north  of  the  northerly  line 
of  Alameda  street;  thence  easterly  on  a  curve  along  the  southerly  line  of  Sewer  (Channel) 
street,  one  hundred  and  fifty-one  feet  to  the  westerly  line  of  Ninth  street  if  projected 
southerly,  the  same  point  beiug  distant  southerly  three  hundred  and  four  feet  from  the 
southwestern  corner  of  Brannan  and  Ninth  streets;  thence  along  the  westerly  line  of  Ninth 
street  if  projected  southerly,  and  running  northerly  eight  feet  to  the  southerly  bank  of 
Mission  Creek;  thence  along  said  bank  of  Mission  Creek  south  68%  deg.  W.,  91  feet;  thence 
N.  63  J£  deg.  W.  61  feet  to  the  intersection  of  the  easterly  line  of  Utah  street  to  a  point  two 
hundred  and  ninety-six  feet  northerly  of  the  northerly  line  of  Alameda  street;  thence 
southerly  along  the  easterly  line  of  Utah  street  forty-six  feet  to  the  place  of  beginning, 
containing  2,430  square  feet,  being  a  portion  of  Potrero  Nuevo  block,  No.  98. 

On  the  reception  of  the  foregoing  deeds,  the  following  Order  was  passed, 
and  approved  on  March  19,  1875,  accepting  and  describing  all  the  land  pur- 
chased, and  designating  the  same  as  Channel  street: 

ORDER  NO.  1,202. 

Accepting  and  declaring  the  land  hereinafter  described  to  be  an  open  public  street,  to  be 
known  and  designated  as  "  Channel  street." 

(Approved  March  19,  1875.) 

The  People  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  do  ordain  as  follows: 
SECTION  1.  The  following  described  tract  of  land,  to-wit:  commencing  at  a  point  on  the 
north  line  of  Eighteenth  street  two  hundred  and  twenty-three  feet  and  one-half  inch 
(223.  J^)  east  of  Folsom  street;  thence  in  a  northeasterly  direction  to  a  point  thirty-five  feet 
and  nine  inches  (35.9)  east  of  the  west  line  of  Columbia  street,  and  eighty-seven  feet  nine 
and  one-half  inches  (87.9^)  south  of  Alameda  street;  thence  on  a  curve  to  the  right  with  a 
radius  of  six  hundred  and  twenty-nine  feet  and  two  inches  (629.2)  to  the  easterly  line  of 
York  street  three  hundred  (300)  feet  north  of  Alameda  street;  thence  easterly  parallel  with 
Alameda  street  to  the  easterly  line  of  Utah  street;  thence  on  a  curve  to  the  left  with  a  radius 
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of  two  hundred  and  seventy-two  feet  eleven  and  one-fourth  (272. 11  %)  inches  to  the  west  line 
of  Ninth  street;  thence  soTitheast  along  Ninth  street  fifty-one  (51)  feet,  more  or  less,  to  a  point 
which  would  be  fifty  (50)  feet  distant  from  the  north  line  of  said  street  on  a  line  at  right 
angles  to  the  same;  thence  westerly  and  southwesterly  at  a  distance  of  fifty  (50)  feet  from 
said  north  line  and  parallel  with  said  north  line  to  the  north  line  of  Eighteenth  street  dis- 
tant two  hundred  and  seventy-five  feet  one  and  one-fourth  inches  (275.154)  easterly  of  the 
easterly  line  of  Folsom  street;  thence  westerly  along  the  line  of  Eighteenth  street  fifty-two 
feet  and  three-fourths  of  an  inch  (52.  %)  to  the  point  of  commencement;  which  said  tract 
of  land  (was  deeded  to  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  by  Leland  Stanford,  Mark 
Hopkins,  C.  P.  Huntington,  and  C.  Crocker,  January  23,  1875;  also,  by  William  J.  Shaw  and 
Joseph  Sedgeley,  January  14,  1875 ;  also,  by  C.  L.  Dingley,  Samuel  F.  Weeks,  February  25, 
1875;  also,  by  Claus  Spreckles,  John  Center,  and  Samuel  Grim,  January  13,  1875;  also,  by 
John  Center,  January  15,  1875;  also,  by  Samuel  Crim  and  John  Center,  January  15,  1875,  in 
accordance  with  an  Act  of  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  California,  entitled  "  An  Act  to 
confer  additional  powers  upon  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco,  and  upon  the  Auditor  and  Treasurer  thereof,  and  to  authorize  certain  appropria- 
tions of  money  by  said  Board,"  approved  March  27,  1874) ,  is  hereby  accepted  and  declared 
to  be  an  open  public  street  to  be  known  aad  designated  as  Channel  street. 

The  necessary  surveys,  map  and  profile  of  the  streets  with  plans,  and  the 
following  specifications  for  the  construction  of  a  sewer  therein  in  four  sections 
were  made  and  prepared  under  direction  of  the  Board  (Resolution  No.  6,934) 
by  Win.  P.  Humphreys,  Esq.,  the  City  and  County  Surveyor. 

SPECIFICATIONS 
For  Construction  of  Sewer  in  Channel  Street,  from  Eighteenth  to  Ninth  Street. 

Specifications  for  a  sewer  in  Channel  street,  beginning  at  a  point  on  the  northerly  line  of 
Eighteenth  street,  distant  253  feet  easterly  from  the  easterly  line  of  Folsom  street,  extending 
thence  northerly  and  easterly  to  westerly  line  of  Ninth  street,  in  the  City  and  County  of 
San  Francisco,  as  hereinafter  more  fully  described. 

Separate  proposals  will  be  received  for  the  construction  of  the  sewer  in  four  sections, 
designated,  respectively,  "  Section  No.  1,"  "  Section  No.  2,"  "  Section  No.  3,"  and  "  Section 
No.  4." 

1.  The  sewer  to  be  constructed  upon  the  lines  indicated  on  the  map  marked  "  Map  of 
Channel  Street,"  marked  'A,'  and  upon  the  grade  and  at  the  depth  below  the  surface  of  the 
ground  shown  upon  the  profile  marked  "  Profile  of  Channel  Street ;"  and  of  the  form  and 
dimensions  shown  upon  the  section  plans,  all  of  which  are  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  City 
and  County  Surveyor. 

Section  No.  1  will  extend  from  the  above  described  point  in  a  northerly  direction  on  a 
curve  of  60  feet  radius  to  the  left  12.30  feet  to  a  point  256.27  feet  easterly  from  Folsom  street; 
thence  on  a  tangent  608.09  feet  to  a  point  427 .04  feet  easterly  from  Folsom  street,  and  will 
be  constructed  of  brick  in  accordance  with  the  following  specifications  : 

The  waters  crossing  Eighteenth  street  from  the  south,  and  flowing  through  the  sewer 
street  must  be  conducted  by  means  of  a  ditch  or  flume  across  Eighteenth  street  and  to  the 
west  of  said  sewer  street,  and  to  discharge  at  a  point  which  shall  insure  the  filling  of  the 
sewer  street  from  any  action  of  said  waters. 

2.  From  the  point  of  commencement  of  the  sewer  in  a  northerly  and  easterly  direction 
for  a  distance  of  220  feet  to  the  firm  ground,  the  sewer  street  wiJl  be  first  graded  for  its 
entire  width  and  in  height  to  the  line  of  fill  as  indicated  on  the  profile  marked  "  Profile  of 
Channel  Street."    After  not  less  than  ten  days  have  elapsed  from  the  completion  of  the 
filling,  the  ground  must  be  excavated  to  a  sufficient  depth  and  width  to  allow  the  construc- 
tion of  a  brick  sewer  which  will  rest  on  a  foundation  of  two  tiers  of  four-inch  redwood 
planks  covered  with  a  bed  of  concrete  which  will  be  laid  to  conform  to  the  shape  of  the 
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invert,  and  be  well  rammed,  and  to  be  not  less  than  six  inches  in  depth  below  the  centre  of 
the  invert. 

3.  For  the  remaining  distance  of  Section  No.  1  (400.39  feet) ,  the  ground  will  be  excavated 
in  open  trenches  to  the  necessary  depth  and  width;  the  bottom  of  the  trench  to  be  of  the 
form  and  dimensions  of  the  sewer  which  will  be  imbedded  in  it,  and  in  exact  accordance 
with  the  grade  furnished  by  the  City  and  County  Surveyor,  and  no  unnecessary  disturbance 
of  the  natural  soil  will  be  permitted. 

4.  In  the  construction  of  the  sewer  none  but  the  best  quality  of  whole  brick,  burnt  hard 
entirely  through  shall  be  used,  the  brick  to  be  thoroughly  wet  with  pure  fresh  water  imme- 
diately before  being  laid,  and  to  be  well  bonded.    Every  brick  is  required  to  have  full 
cement  joints  under  bottom,  sides  and  ends  which  for  each  brick  must  be  formed  at  one 
operation,  and  in  no  case  is  it  to  be  made  by  working  in  cement  after  the  brick  is  laid. 

5.  The  cenieut-mortar  to  be  composed  of  the  best  quality  of  fresh  Benicia  or  Rosendale 
cement,  mixed  in  the  proportion  of  one  barrel  of  cement  to  two  barrels  of  clean,  sharp 
sand,  free  from  loam,  and  no  cement  to  be  used  after  it  has  been  mixed  one  hour. 

6.  Man-holes  to  be  worked  in  the  arch  of  the  sewer  at  places  indicated  on  the  map 
heretofore  referred  to.    The  walls  of  the  man-holes  to  be  of  brick,  eight  inches  in  thickness, 
and  to  be  worked  up  to  the  top  of  the  filling  above  sewer,  where  the  opening  is  to  be  two 
feet  in  diameter  in  the  clear.     The  covers  of  the  man-holes  to  be  of  iron,  and  similar  to 
those  now  in  use  in  other  portions  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco. 

7.  The  inside  of  the  sewer  and  man-holes  to  be  covered  with  one  good  coat  of  Benicia  or 
Rosendale  cement  mortar,  mixed  in  the  proportion  of  one  part  cement  to  one  part  of  clean , 
sharp  sand,  the  plastering  to  be  carefully  floated  and  not  less  than  five-eighths  of  an  inch  in 
thickness. 

8.  The  refilling  in  all  cases  shall  be  either  sand  or  earth  of  wholesome  quality  ;  and  in 
case  of  deficiency  in  such  earth  or  sand  taken  from  trenches,  the  contractor  shall  furnish 
a  sufficient  quantity  of  the  same  to  properly  fill  the  trenches  without  extra  charge. 

9.  The  contractor  shall  at  his  own  expense  pump  out  and  otherwise  remove  any  water 
which  may  exist  in  the  trenches,  and  shall  form  all  dams  or  other  works  necessary  for 
keeping  the  excavation  clear  of  wtter  during  the  progress  of  the  work;  and  in  no  case  will 
water  be  allowed  to  come  in  contact  with  fresh-laid  cement. 

10.  The  sides  of  the  excavation  shall  be  supported  by  suitable  plank  and  shoring  when- 
ever necessary,  and  the  contractor  will  be  held  responsible  for  all  damage  which  may 
happen  to  neighboring  property  during  the  prosecution  of  the  work. 

11.  As  the  trenches  are  filled  in  and  work  completed,  the  contractor  must  cart  away  all 
superfluous  material  as  may  be  required  by  the  engineer. 

12.  In  no  case,  from  the  commencement  to  the  termination  of  the  work,  without  the 
written  permission  of  the  engineer,  shall  more  than  one  block  on  the  line  of  the  trench  be 
opened  in  advance  of  the  complete  construction  of  the  sewer;  and  no  two  streets  crossing 
said  line  shall  ever  be  obstructed  at  the  same  time.    Upon  the  completion  of  each  two 
hundred  feet  of  the  sewer  the  street  shall  be  refilled  to  the  line  of  fill  as  indicated  on  the 
profile,  and  all  surplus  material  and  rubbish  from  that  section  be  immediately  removed. 

13.  In  the  progress  of  the  work  the  contractor  will  be  required  to  preserve  from  obstruc- 
tion, as  far  as  possible,  all  railroad  tracks  which  may  be  affected  by  the  prosecution  of  the 
work  herein  described,  and  also  afford  the  necessary  facilities  to  the  company  or  companies 
owning  said  tracks,  or  their  agents,  for  crossing  the  line  of  the  sewer,  without  extra  charge 
therefor. 

14.  No  material  taken  from  the  trench  shall  be  removed  from  the  line  of  the  work  until 
the  trench  is  refilled  to  the  proper  grade.    In  refilling  the  trench,  care  must  be  taken  to 
pla'.-e  the  material  equally  upon  each  side  apd  over  the  arch,  and  then  tamped  and   solidly 
rammed  down.    Above  the  arch  the  earth  must  te  filled  in  with  layers  six  inches  deep  at  a 
time,  each  layer  being  well  rammed  over  the  whole  surface. 

15.  The  contractor  will  be  required  to  sustain,  by  timbers  or  other  material,  all  the 
water  and  gas  pipes  which  may  be  affected  in  any  manner  by  the  work  herein  described, 
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and  Ms  failure  to  do  so  will  render  him  liable  for  any  loss  or  damage   that  may  resul 
therefrom. 

16.  For  each  and  every  day  that  the  sewer,  or  any  section  thereof,  remains  unfinished 
after  the  time  fixed  in  the  contract  for  its  completion,  the  contractor  will  be  held  in  the 
sum  of  twenty-five  dollars,  United  States  gold  coin,  as  liquidated  damages,  for  each  and 
every  day  until  the  final  completion  thereof,  after  said  time  has  expired,  and  said  sum  or 
sums  due  as  liquidated  damages  shall  be  deducted  from  the  contract  price  on  the  final  pay- 
ment due  on  said  contract. 

17.  If  at  any  time  during  the  progress  of  the  work  the  engineer  and  special  committee 
should  deem  it  necessary  that  in  any  section  of  the  sewer  additional  measures  should  be 
taken  to  make  the  foundation  sufficiently  secure,  then  the  contractor  shall  do  the  work  in 
accordance  with  instructions  of  the  engineer,  who  will  make  an  estimate  of  the  cost  of  said 
work,  which  estimate  shall  be  final  and  conclusive,  and  the  amount  paid  by  the  city. 

18.  It  is  the  object  of  these  specifications  to  include  all  that  is  essential  to  the  comple- 
tion and  successful  operation  of  the  sewer  in  regard  to  materials,  workmanship,  appurte- 
nances and  security  of  foundations  ;  and  should  anything  be  omitted  therein,  which  may 
be  fairly  construed  as  an  accidental  omission,  the  same  shall  be  executed  at  the  expense  of 
the  contractor. 

19.  In  case  any  question  may  arise  as  to  the  interpretation  of  any  part  of  these  specifi- 
cations, the  matter  shall  be  determined  by  the  decision  of  the  engineer,  whose  decision 
thereon  shall  be  final  and  conclusive. 

20.  "Wherever  the  word  engineer  is  mentioned  in  these  specifications,  it  refers  to  the  City 
and  County  Surveyor,  or  one  acting  under  his  authority  ;  and  all  surveys,  lines  and  grades, 
explanations  or  directions  necessary  to  the  carrying  out  and  completing  satisfactorily  the 
different  descriptions  of  work  contemplated  and  provided  for  in  these  specifications  will  be 
given  by  him. 

Section  No.  2  will  extend  from  the  northern  terminus  of  section  No,  1  northerly  on  a  tan- 
gent 1,414  27-100  feet  to  a  point  96  17-100  feet  south  of  the  southerly  line  of  Alameda  street, 
and  15  42-100  feet  westerly  from  the  easterly  line  of  Columbia  street ;  thence  on  a  curve  to 
the  right,  with  a  radius  of  599  17-100  feet,  172  78-100  feet,  and  will  be  constructed  of  brick 
in  accordance  with  the  following  specifications. 

21.  The  ground  to  be  excavated  in  open  trenches  to  the  necessary  depth  and  width  upon 
the  lines  and  grades  shown  upon  the  map  and  profile  heretofore  referred  to,  and  of  the  form 
and  dimensions  shown  upon  the  section  plan  marked  "  Section  No.  2,  Stable  Bottom." 

22.  All  the  provisions  contained  in  paragraph  1  to  20,  inclusive  of  the  specifications  for 
section  No.  1,  are  hereby  made  applicable  to  the  work  of  construction  of  section  No.  2  of 
said  sewer,  and  the  said  paragraphs  shall  be  deemed  to  be  incorporated  in  these  specifica- 
tions for  said  section  No.  2. 

Section  No.  3  will  extend  from  the  northern  terminus  of  section  No.  2,  northerly  on  the 
same  curve  as  Section  No.  2,  598  06-100  feet  to  a  point  on  the  easterly  line  of  York  street  270 
feet  northerly  from  the  north  line  of  Alameda  street;  thence  on  a  tangent  easterly  and 
parallel  to  Alameda  street  860  feet  to  the  east  line  of  Potrero  avenue,  and  will  be  built  of 
brick  and  stone  in  accordance  with  the  following  specifications. 

23.  The  ground  to  be  excavated  in  open  trenches  to  the  necessary  depth  and  width  upon 
the  lines  and  grades  shown  upon  the  map  and  profile  heretofore  referred  to,  and  of  the  form 
and  dimensions  shown  upon  the  section  plan  marked  "  Section  No.  3,  Brick  and  Stone." 

24.  The  abutments  to  support  the  arch  of  the  sewer  will  be  constructed  of  stone  of  the 
nature,  kind  and  quality  of  the  samples  in  the  office  of  the  City  and  County  Surveyor. 
Stone  work  to  be  laid  in  three  courses,  best  side  down.    Beds  and  joints  must  be  worked 
level.    Base  and  cap  stone  to  be  each  in  one  piece,  and  the  upper  surface  of  cap  to  be 
worked  level  to  receive  the  brick  work.    Good  cement  joints  and  no  projection  on  inner 
surface  to  exceed  one  inch,  and  not  more  than  one  vertical  joint  in  middle  course.    Inside 
surface  to  be  scarfed  to  receive  invert,  as  shown  in  section  plans.    From  a  point  ten  feet 
west  of  westerly  line  of  Hampshire  street,  to  a  point  20  feet  east  of  easterly  line  of  Hamp- 
shire street  (a  distance  of  110  feet),  the  arch  will  be  increased  in  thickness  from  twelve  to 
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sixteen  inches.  All  tne  provisions  contained  in  paragraphs  1  to  20  inclusive,  of  the  specifi- 
cations for  section  No.  1  are  hereby  made  applicable  to  the  work  of  constructing  section  No- 
3  of  said  sewer,  and  the  said  paragraphs  shall  be  deemed  to  be  incorporated  in  these  specifi- 
cations for  said  section  No.  3. 

Section  No.  4  will  extend  from  a  point  on  the  easterly  line  of  Potrero  avenue  270  feet 
north  of  the  northerly  line  of  Alameda  street  easterly  and  parallel  to  Alameda  street  280 
feet ;  thence  easterly  on  a  curve  to  the  left,  with  a  radius  of  302  94-100  feet,  135  29-100  feet 
to  the  westerly  line  of  Ninth  street  produced  southerly,  and  will  be  constructed  of  brick 
and  stone,  in  accordance  with  the  following  specifications: 

25.  The  street  will  be  first  graded  for  its  entire  width  and  in  height  to  the  line  of  fill,  as 
indicated  on  the  profile  marked  "  Profile  of  Channel  street."    After  not  less  than  thirty  days 
have  elapsed  from  the  completion  of  the  filling,  the  ground  must  be  excavated  to  the 
necessary  depth  and  width  to  allow  the  construction  of  the  sewer,  and  upon  the  lines  and 
grade  shown  upon  the  map  and  profile  heretofore  referred  to  and  of  the  form  and  dimen- 
sions shown  upon  the  section  plan  marked  "  Section  No.  4.    Brick  and  stone  for  unstable 
bottom." 

26.  The  sewer  will  be  supported  on  five  rows  of  piles  driven  ten  feet  apart  from  center 
to  center;  the  distance  of  the  rows  apart,  transversely  or  across  the  line  of  the  sewer,  to  be 
three  and  one-half  feet  from  center  to  center.    The  piles  will  be  of  Oregon  fir  or  pine,  from 
twelve  to  fourteen  inches  in  diameter  at  the  larger  end,  and  of  such  lengths  that  may  be 
driven  to  a  firm  and  stable  bottom.     The  piles  will  be  capped  longitudinally  with  twelve 
by  twelve  inch  redwood  timbers,  bolted  to  each  pile  with  wrought  iron  bolts  twenty-four 
inches  long  and  one  inch  in  diameter.     Two  tiers  of  four-inch  planks  will  be  securely 
fastened  to  the  caps  with  eight-inch  cut  spikes,  and  upon  these  planks  will  rest  a  bed  of 
concrete,  which  must  be  laid  to  conform  to  the  shape  of  the  invert,  and  be  well  rammed, 
and  to  be  not  less  than  four  inches  in  depth  below  the  center  of  the  invert. 

27.  With  the  exception  of  the  piles,  all  lumber  and  timber  used  in  the  construction  of 
the  foundation  must  be  of  the  best  quality  of  redwood,  free  from  sap,  knots  and  checks. 

28.  The  abutments  to  support  the  arch  of  the  sewer  will  be  constructed  of  stone  of  the 
nature,  kind  and  quality  of  the  sample  in  the  office  of  the  City  and  County  Purveyor. 
Stone  work  to  be  laid  in  not  more  than  three  courses,  best  side  down.    Beds  and  joints  to 
be  worked  level.    Base  and  cap  stones  to  be  each  in  one  piece,  and  the  upper  surface  of  cap 
stone  to  be  worked  level  to  receive  the  brickwork;    good  cement  joints  and  no  projection 
on  inner  surface  to  exceed  one  inch,  and  not  more  than  one  vertical  joint  in  middle  course  ; 
inside  surface  to  be  scarfed  to  receive  invert,  as  shown  in  section  plan.    All  the  provisions 
contained  in  paragraphs  1  to  20  inclusive,  of  the  specifications  for  section  No.  1,  are  hereby 
made  applicable  to  the  work  of  constructing  section  No.  4  of  said  sewer,  and  said  paragraphs 
shall  be  deemed  to  be  incorporated  in  these  specifications  for  said  section  No.  4. 

29.  A  channel  twenty  feet  wide  and  one  foot  below  the  inside  bottom  of  the  sewer  must 
be  excavated  for  a  distance  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  feet,  measured  eastward  from  easterly 
terminus  of  section  No.  4. 

30.  Upon  the  completion  of  each  section  of  the  sewer,  the  refilling  must  be  to  the  height 
of  the  line  of  fill  as  indicated  on  "  Profile  of  Channel  Street,"  and  to  the  following  width  in 
the  different  sections  : 

Section  No.  1,  for  400  39-100  feet,  13  feet. 
Section  No.  2,  14  25-100  feet. 
Section  No.  3, 15  50-100  feet. 

31.  The  grade  line  of  the  inside  bottom  of  the  entire  sewer  must  be  continuous  and  un- 
broken, and  the  connection  of  the  different  sections  will  be  made  as  follows  : 

For  a  distance  of  fifteen  feet  from  the  end  of  section  No.  1,  the  sewer  will  splay  to  meet 
and  connect  with  section  No.  2 ;  and  the  contractor  for  section  No.  1  will  be  required  to 
furnish  and  work  to  a  profile  and  tapered  center,  and  firmly  bond  and  complete  the  connec- 
tion. 

Section  No.  2  will  be  connected  in  the  same  manner  with  section  No.  3,  except  that  the 
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splay  in  section  No.  2  will  commence  twenty  feet  from  the  end  ^>f  section  No.  2,  and  the 
contractor  for  section  No.  2  will  firmly  bond  and  complete  said  connection. 

The  contractor  for  section  No.  3  will  complete  the  connection  of  section  No.  3  with  sec- 
tion No.  4. 

32.  Work  upon  sections  No.  1  and  No.  4  must  be  commenced  within  twenty  days,  and 
upon  sections  No.  2  and  No.  3  within  sixty  days  from  the  date  of  award  of  contract,  and 
the  entire  sewer  must  be  completed  by  October  1,  1875. 

In  all  cases  of  refilling  with  sand  or  earth,  the  same  must  be  well  watered  and  rammed. 

Maps  of  Channel  street  and  section-plans  are  hereby  made  part  and  parcel  of  these  speci- 
cations. 

Estimates  of  the  work  performed  will  be  made  by  the  engineer  every  thirty  days,  and 
upon  these  estimates  and  certificate  of  the  engineer,  payments  will  be  made  to  the  amount 
of  eighty  per  cent,  of  the  contract  price.  Upon  the  completion  and  acceptance  of  the  whole 
work,  the  balance  of  the  contract  price  will  be  paid.  All  payments  for  work  performed 
upon  the  sewer  will  be  made  in  gold  and  silver  coin  of  the  United  States,  and  in  a  manner 
provided  in  section  two  of  an  act  of  the  Legislature  entitled  "  An  Act  to  confer  additional 
powers  upon  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco,"  etc.,  approved 
March  27,  1874. 

33.  Bidders  estimating  for  stone  work  will  be  required  to  furnish  a  sample  of  the  stone 
proposed  to  be  used  by  them  (with  their  name  attached)  at  the  office  of  the  City  and  County 
Surveyor,  prior  to  the  date  of  opening  of  bids.         *  * 

NOTE.— Brick  was  substituted  in  lieu  of  stone  in  the  construction  of  the  foundation  of 
section  No.  3.  Kesolution  No.  7,820. 

Proposals  were  called  for,  and  on  the  17th  of  May,  1875,  contracts  to  con- 
struct said  sewer  were  awarded  as  follows  : 

A.  Rushmore,  Section  No.  1  for  the  sum  of $12,800 

Edwin  Dudgeon,  Section  No.  2  for  the  sum  of. 26,875 

Edwin  Dudgeon,  Section  No.  3  for  the  sum  of 35,750 

Dennis  Jordan,  Section  No.  4  for  the  sum  of 21,544 

Making  the  total  cost $96,969 

The  City  and  County  Surveyor,  under  instructions  of  the  Board  (Resolu- 
tion No.  6,467)  made  the  necessary  surveys,  and  prepared  a  map  showing  the 
tract  of  land  formerly  embraced  in  that  portion  of  Channel  street  and  Mission 
Creek  from  Ninth  to  Eighteenth  street,  which  under  the  Act  was  vacated  and 
ceded  by  the  State  to  the  city  and  county,  on  which  has  been  designated  under 
direction  of  the  Special  Committee,  streets  in  conformity  to  and  connecting 
with  contiguous  streets  as  laid  down  on  the  official  map;  also  the  lots  (num- 
bering 109)  which  it  was  thought  proper  to  subdivide  said  tract,  and  which 
the  Board  were  required  by  the  Act  of  the  Legislature  to  have  sold  at  public 
auction  and  the  proceeds  paid  into  the  General  Fund.  It  is  believed  that 
these  lots  will  realize  a  larger  sum  than  was  contracted  to  be  paid  by  the  city 
for  the  property  purchased. 

A  resolution  introduced  at  a  meeting  held  on  Sept.  27,  1875,  and  passed 
for  printing,  empowering  the  Mayor  to  sell  these  lots  at  public  auction  is  still 
pending  in  the  Board. 

Owing  to  delay  in  the  construction  of  section  No.  4,  none  of  the  sections 
have  as  yet  been  completed,  but  it  is  believed  that  sections  1,  2.  and  3  of  the 
sewer  will  be  completed  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  December,  and  section 
No.  4  soon  after  that  time. 
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SCHOOL    LOT 


SCHOOL    LOT    ON   THE    SOUTHEAST    CORNER   OF   MARKET  AND 
FIFTH  STREETS. 

Under  the  provisions  of  an  Act  of  the  Legislature,  approved  March  30, 
1874,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  was  authorized  to  lease  for  a  term  of  twenty 
years,  that  portion  of  the  one  hundred-vara  lot  No.  128,  on  the  southeast  cor- 
ner of  Market  and  Fifth  streets,  two  hundred  and  seventy-five  feet  on  Market 
street  by  a  uniform  depth  of  one  hundred  feet,  to  be  leased  as  a  whole,  or  to 
be  subdivided  into  lots  as  the  Board  might  determine,  to  the  highest  respon- 
sible bidder  or  bidders.  The  minimum  price  fixed  by  the  Act  for  the  lease  of 
said  lot,  was  $4  per  front  foot  011  Market  street  for  the  first  term  of  five  years; 
$G  per  front  foot  for  the  second  term  of  five  years;  $8  per  front  foot  for  the 
third  term  of  five  years;  and  $10  per  front  foot  for  the  fourth  term  of  five 
years. 

The  Board  made  eleven  subdivisions  of  said  portion  of  School  Lot  No.  128, 
each  with  a  frontage  of  twenty-five  feet  on  Market  street,  with  a  depth  of  one 
hundred  feet,  and  numbered  the  lots  consecutively  from  number  1  to  11,  com- 
mencing with  lot  on  the  southeast  corner  of  Market  and  and  Fifth  streets. 

Proposals  were  called,  observing  the  requirements  of  the  Act,  and  on  the 
20th  day  of  July,  1874,  but  five  sealed  proposals  were  received.  On  Novem- 
ber 23,  1874,  the  Board  awarded  to  the  highest  bidders,  lots  Nos.  1,  2,  3,  7,  9, 
10  and  11,  and  the  remaining  lots  Nos.  4,  5,  6  and  8,  on  January  25th,  1875. 

The  resolutions  awarding  the  leases  provided  that  the  amounts  to  be  paid 
were  to  be  paid  monthly,  in  advance,  to  the  Mayor  of  the  City  and  County: 
the  leases  to  commence  and  the  first  payment  to  be  made  five  months  from 
the  date  possession  of  said  lots  was  given;  also,  authorized  and  empowered 
the  Mayor  to  execute  the  leases  on  behalf  of  the  City  and  County,  under  such 
conditions  and  restrictions  as  might  be  by  him  considered  necessary  and 
proper  to  protect  the  public  interests,  upon  receiving  a  liquidated  damage 
bond,  with  at  least  two  sureties,  in  a  sum  not  less  than  $1,000  for  each  lot, 
conditioned,  that  the  person  to  whom  the  lease  was  awarded,  his  successors  or 
assigns,  should  observe  the  conditions  thereof,  and  pay  the  monthly  rental, 
when  due,  during  the  continuance  of  the  same.

In  addition,  the  Mayor,  Auditor  and  Treasurer  were  authorized  by  the  Act 
to  issue  and  sell  School  Bonds  to  the  amount  of  $200,000,  to  be  payable 
twenty  years  from  July  1,  1874,  said  bonds  to  bear  interest  at  the  rate  of  six 
per  cent,  per  annum,  payable  on  the  first  days  of  July  and  January,  the 
amount  realized  to  constitute  a  Special  School  Fund,  to  be  expended  by  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  for  the  sole  purpose  of  purchasing  school  sites  and 
erecting  school  buildings. 

The  money  to  be  realized  from  the  lease  of  said  School  Lot  was  to  consti- 
tute a  Special  Fund,  to  be  used  for  the  purpose  of  paying  the  principal  and 
interest  of  the  School  Bonds  issued,  a-.d  if  insufficient,  then  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  was  to  pay  the  same  out  of  the  General  Fund,  and  levy  a  tax 
sufficient  to  meet  deficiency. 

Under  Order  No.  1,153  of  the  Board,  the  bonds  were  sold,  after  due  public 
notice,  by  the  Mayor,  Auditor  and  Treasurer,  to  the  highest  bidder,  Charles 
Sutro,  at  the  rate  of  $94  15-100,  realizing  the  sum  of  $188,300. 

On  July  6,  1874,  the  Board  appointed  Mr.  J.  P.  Gaynor  architect  of  the 
school  buildings,  to  prepare  plans  and  specifications,  and  supervise  the  con- 
struction of  the  same,  at  a  salary  of  $200  per  month. 

The  amounts  expended  by  the  Board  in  the  purchase  of  lots  and  the  erec- 
tion of  school  buildings  under  the  Act,  are  as  follows :

On  the  purchase  of  the  last  described  lot  ^$102  was  paid  by  the  city  for 
commission  and  notary  fees. 

Possession  of  the  lots  was  given  to  the  lessees  on  April  1,  1875,  and  the 
leases  were  executed  on  and  before  that  date,  in  each  case  a  liquidated  damage 
bond  was  given  in  the  sum  of  $5,000  for  each  lot,  that  the  terms  and  con- 
ditions would  be  observed  and  performed  by  the  lessees.  The  monthly  pay- 
ments, in  advance,  commenced  on  September  1,  1875.  The  leases  were  made 
to  the  parties  to  whom  the  same  were  awarded  by  the  Board;  in  the  case  of 
Jno.  Brannigan,  to  whom  was  awarded  lots  Nos.  1  and  2,  an  assignment  was 
made  by  him  to  Jno.  Grant,  and  the  lease  recites  that  fact. 

The  monthly  income  from  the  lease  of  this  school  property  is,  for  the  first 
term  of  five  years,  $1,365.00;  for  the  second  term  of  five  years,  $1,890.00, 
for  the  third  term  of  five  years,  $2,490.00,  and  for  the  fourth  term  of  five 
years,  $3,190.00. 


NEW  CITY  HALL. 


As  the  power  conferred  upon  the  Board  of  Supervisors  by  the  Act  of  the 
Legislature,  approved  March  30,  1874,  on  receiving  possession  and  taking 
charge  of  the  City  Hall  property,  was  simply  to  carry  on  and  have  completed 
the  unfinished  contracts  let  by  the  Board  of  City  Hall  Commissioners,  and  to 
expend  a  sum  not  to  exceed  twenty-five  thousand  dollars  for  the  preservation 
and  protection  of  the  building,  nothing  beyond  supervising  the  prosecution  of 
said  contracts  and  the  performance  of  additional  work  required  for  the  pro- 
tection of  said  building  has  been  done. 

The  Appendix  to  the  Municipal  Reports  of  1873-74  contains  an  account  of 
the  progress  of  the  work  and  the  action  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  from  the 
transfer  of  the  property  to  December  21,  1874. 

The  following  is  a  report  of  the  Architect  in  relation  to  the  work  since  that 
time:

SIB:  I  have  the  honor  to  state  that  since  my  last  annual  report  on  the  New  City  Hall 
building,  no  work  has  been  done  on  the  main  portion  of  the  building;  the  contracts  for  that 
part  of  the  work  having  been  at  that  time  all  completed. 
The  work  on  the  Hall  of  Records  has  been  in  progress,  and  is  now  nearly  completed. 
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The  iron  ribs  of  the  dome  are  all  fixed,  and  the  wrought  iron  plate  covering  is  being  put 
ou.  The  contract  for  bi'ickwork  is  completed,  with  the  exception  of  a  little  work  in  repair- 
ing angles  of  projections,  filling  up  putlog  holes,  and  cleaning  off  the  work. 

Bids  have  been  advertised  for,  and  are  about  to  be  received,  for  painting  all  the  the  iron- 
work of  the  building,  and  for  roofing  in  that  portion  of  the  Hall  of  Records  which  is  not 
covered  by  the  dome;  both  of  these  matters  being  considered  necessary  for  the  preservation 
of  the  building.

SUPREME   COURT. 

An  Act  of  the  Legislature,  approved  March  30th,  1874,  amending  section 
fifty  of  the  Code  of  Civil  Procedure,  provided  for  holding  the  January  and 
July  terms  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  State  in  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco,  on  condition  that  the  Board  of  Supervisors  should  accept  the  pro- 
visions of  said  Act,  and  procure  and  maintain,  at  the  expense  of  said  city 
and  county,  rooms  and  furniture  acceptable  to  the  Justices  of  said  Court  for 
the  accommodation  of  its  business  and  officers,  together  with  the  necessary 
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attendants,  fuel  and  lights,  and  in  case  of  acceptance  authorizing  the  expenses 
to  be  paid  out  of  the  general  fund. 

The  Board,,  by  Order  No.  1,143,  on  April  27,  1874,  accepted  the  provisions 
of  said  Act,  and  on  May  25th,  1874,  by  Order  No.  1,150,  authorized  the  Mayor 
to  lease  the  second  story  of  premises  on  the  northeast  corner  of  Clay  and 
Kearny  streets  for  a  term  of  five  years  from  date  of  lease,  at  a  monthly  rental 
of  four  hundred  and  fifty  dollars,  for  use  of  the  Supreme  Court.  The  lease 
was  entered  into  on  June  12th,  1874,  under  the  provisions  of  said  order,  it  be- 
ing distinctly  expressed  therein,  that  the  lessor  or  lessors  therein  shall,  at  his 
or  their  own  proper  cost,  and  without  cost  or  charge  to  the  city  and  county, 
place  the  demised  premises  in  such  repair  and  condition,  and  at  all  times  during 
said  lease,  uphold  and  keep  the  same  in  such  repair  and  condition  as  in  the 
judgment  of  the  Justices  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  this  State  to  afford  proper 
accommodation  for  court  rooms  for  said  Supreme  Court,  chambers  for  the  re- 
spective Justices  thereof,  and  rooms  for  the  accommodation  of  all  officers  and 
attaches  of  said  Supreme  Court,  and  such  other  rooms  and  accommodation 
as  said  Justices  may  deem  necessary  or  proper  for  their  convenience,  and  the 
dispatch  of  public  business*

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IN    MEMORIAM. 

THOMAS   H.  SELBY. 

HON.  THOMAS  H.  SELBY,  one  of  the  representative  men  of  San  Fran- 
cisco, died  on  June  9th,  1875.  He  had  been  connected  with  the  Muni- 
cipal government  as  Assistant  Alderman  and  Alderman  in  the  years  1851, 
1852-53,  and  as  Mayor  of  the  City  and  County  from  December,  1869, 
to  December,  1871,  and  was  widely  known  and  respected  for  his  per- 
sonal worth  and  virtues,  his  enterprise  and  unswerving  integrity,  and 
distinguished  for  his  broad  and  liberal  views  and  his  self-sacrificing 
efforts  in  the  cause  of  good  government. 

At  a  special  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  convened  on  the 
tenth  day  of  June,  1875,  the  sad  event  was  communicated  to  the  Board 
by  his  Honor,  Mayor  Otis,  who  said: 

GENTLEMEN:  It  becomes  my  sad  duty  to  call  you  here  to  day  to  give  some  official 
and  personal  expression  of  our  feelings  in  the  sudden  and  unexpected  bereavement 
which  has  fallen  upon  us. 

One  of  our  best  citizens  is  taken  from  us,  in  the  full  tide  of  his  strength  and 
usefulness — one  who  has  been  identified  with  our  new  community  from  its  early 
growth — one  who  by  his  energy  of  purpose,  his  honor  and  integrity  of  character, 
has  always  been  foremost  in  whatever  advanced  the  welfare  and  prosperity  of  the 
people — an  upright  merchant  and  an  honest  man. 

Whether  in  public  or  in  private,  the  same  purity  of  action  and  of  purpose,  the 
same  unyielding  spirit  for  the  right  and  goodwill  toward  all  men. 

In  the  death  of  our  friend,  THOMAS  H.  SELBY,  our  community  and  ourselves  sus- 
tain a  loss  as  severe  as  it  has  ever  been  our  misfortune  to  bear.  Firm  and  positive 
in  his  opinions,  he  sometimes  was  obliged  to  differ  with  those  who  thought  other- 
wise. But  no  man  can  point  to  any  act  of  his  life  which  was  not  nurtured  and 
carried  out  in  the  full  spirit  of  mankind  and  Christianity.  In  his  memory  we  have 
the  satisfaction  of  a  well  spent  life — the  reward  of  a  kind  father,  a  good  citizen,  the 
friend  of  the  poor  and  of  all  mankind.  A  reputation  that  we  should  all  do  well  to 
imitate. 

Remarks  expressive  of   sorrow  at  the  great  loss  sustained  by  the 
community  were  made  by  Supervisors  Deering,  Roberts,  Hewston  and 
Menzies,    thereupon,   the  following  resolution,    introduced  by  Super- 
visor Roberts,  was  adopted  by  a  unanimous  vote: 
Kesolution  No.  7423  (New  Series.) 

WHEREAS,  Intelligence  has  been  received  by  the  members  of  this  Board  of  the 
death  of  Hon.  THLMAS  H.  SELBY,  and  in  view  of  his  connection  at  different  periods 
with  the  Municipal  government  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  it  is  fit- 
ting to  make  some  formal  record  of  our  sense  of  the  public  and  private  loss  sustained 
by  His  decease;  therefore  be  it 

Resolved — First,  By  the  death  of  Mr.  SELBY  this  community  has  lost  a  citizen  who 
stood  second  to  none  for  all  the  virtues  which  make  the  character  of  an  able  and 
upright  public  officer  and  an  esteemed  and  honored  citizen,  who,  during  his  long 
residence  in  San  Francisco,  in  every  relation  of  life,  has  secured  the  respect  and 
regard  of  all  who  knew  him. 

Second — In  testimony  of  the  valuable  public  services  rendered  by  Mr.  SELBY  as 
member  of  the  City  Council,  and  more  recently  as  Mayor  of  the  city,  it  is  ordered 
that  these  resolutions  be  entered  upon  the  minutes  of  this  Board  and  that  a  copy  of 
the  same  be  transmitted  to  the  family  of  the  deceased. 

Third — That  in  further  testimony  of  respect,  the  members  of  this  Board  will 
attend  the  funeral  in  a  body. 
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ELECTION  MATTERS. 

In  the  amendments  passed  at  the  last  session  of  the  Legislature  in  reference 
to  elections  were  provisions  requiring  Ward  Registers  to  be  prepared,  con- 
taining the  names  of  the  electors  of  each  ward  with  the  entries  appearing  in 
connection  with  their  names  on  the  Great  Register,  and  to  be  used  in  place  of 
the  Great  Register  on  election  day  for  the  purpose  of  determining  the  right 
of  persons  offering  to  vote.  The  County  Clerk  was  required,  for  the  purpose 
of  making  up  said  Ward  Registers,  to  place  thereon  the  names  of  all  persons 
voting  at  the  preceding  General  and  Judicial  Elections,  in  addition  to  those 
persons  who  might  personally  make  application  therefor.  This  entailed  con- 
siderable labor  and  although  all  possible  means  were  taken  to  complete  and 
perfect  said  Ward  Registers  so  as  to  contain  and  include  the  name  of  every 
person  entitled  to  vote,  yet  from  apathy,  inattention  or  ignorance,  a  presum- 
ably large  number  of  electors,  in  addition  to  those  who  had  not  voted  at  the 
preceding  elections,  were  not  on  the  proper  Registers,  and  therefore  lost  the 
right  to  vote.  While  it  is  the  duty  of  all  citizens  to  ascertain  the  law  and 
comply  with  all  its  provisions,  yet  the  details  and  requirements  in  relation  to 
elections  have  been  so  frequently  changed,  that  concessions  and  opportunities 
at  the  time  when  their  attention  and  feelings  are  enlisted,  which  is  on  the 
day  of  election,  ought  to  be  provided  so  as  to  enable  electors  to  exercise  the 
right  to  vote.  As  the  law  now  stands,  the  County  Clerk's  office  is  closed  on 
election  day,  in  common  with  all  other  public  offices,  and  no  means  are  afforded 
to  the  electors  referred  to,  to  exercise  and  perform  one  of  the  most  important 
duties  of  citizenship;  and  in  this  city  and  county  the  County  Clerk's  office 
should  be  kept  open  on  election  day  for  the  sole  and  only  purpose  of  giving 
citizens  a  certificate  of  registration  and  transfer  to  the  ward  they  live  in,  and 
by  this  means  afford  all  citizens  the  right  to  vote,  besides  tending  to  ensure 
more  correct  data  for  the  preparation  of  the  Ward  Registers  for  the  following 
election.  The  want  of  this  facility  being  afforded,  accounts  principally  for 
the  considerable  decrease  in  the  total  vote  at  the  last  elections,  taking  into  con- 
sideration the  large  increase  of  population  and  the  consequent  increase  of 
electors,  the  total  vote  polled  at  the  General  Election  held  in  September,  1873, 
being  26, 198,  while  at  the  General  Election  held  in  September  of  this  year 
only  25,653  persons  voted. 

That  provision  also  should  be  amended  which  requires  the  entries  respec- 
tively appearing  opposite  each  name  on  the  Great  Register  to  be  inserted  on 
the  Ward  Registers,  as  the  residences  of  the  persons  as  they  now  appear  on 
the  Great  Register  are  the  places  where  they  lived  when  they  were  registered, 
and  it  is  presumed  that  one-third  do  not  live  at  the  places  designated,  and  as 
it  now  appears  a  person  whose  name  is  on  a  certain  Ward  Register  entitled  to 
vote  in  said  ward  has,  as  shown  by  the  entry  from  the  Great  Register,  a  resi- 
dence in  another  ward.  The  residences  on  the  Ward  Registers  of  the  persons 
whose  names  appear  thereon  should  be,  as  indicated  on  said  Registers,  the  place 
they  reside,  and  if  the  same  cannot  in  all  cases  be  ascertained  by  the  County 
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Clerk,  it  should  be  left  blank  and  be  filled  in  by  the  Officers  of  Election  at  the 
time  of  receiving  the  vote  from  the  elector.  This  omission  of  residence  would 
probably  only  occur  on  the  preparation  of  the  Ward  Registers  for  the  first 
time,  as  all  persons  changing  their  residences  between  elections,  are  required 
to  give  their  residence  when  having  their  names  transferred  from  one  ward  to 
another.  The  residence  of  each  elector  should  also  be  required  to  be  given 
in  addition  to  his  name  when  presenting  his  vote,  in  order  that  if  a  change 
has  been  made  of  residence  in  the  same  precinct  or  ward  the  Officers  of  Elec- 
tion may  correct  the  entry  in  that  respect.  It  is  also  believed  that  an  im- 
provement could  be  made  in  the  preparation  of  Ward  Registers  by  having 
the  names  of  the  qualified  electors  in  each  precinct  separately  arranged  in 
alphabetical  order  according  to  the  numerical  order  of  said  precincts  in  such 
ward,  and  that  the  entries  should  simply  be  the  number,  name,  age,  residence 
and  date  of  registration  of  the  elector,  which  would  to  some  extent  check 
and  prevent  illegal  voting,  which  might  easily  be  done  under  the  present 
system. 

The  law  at  present  requires  that  there  shall  be  two  tally  lists,  which  lists 
show  the  office,  names  of  candidates,  and  the  number  of  votes  received  by 
each  candidate,  two  lists  of  voters'  names,  and  two  ward  registers,  on  which 
are  checked  the  names  of  the  persons  who  voted.  One  copy  of  each  is  filed 
with  the  County  Clerk  and  the  other  is  retained  by  the  inspector  of  election 
of  each  respective  ward  for  a  period  of  six  months,  open  to  the  inspection  of 
all  electors.  This  provision  should  be  amended,  as  from  the  returns  filed 
with  the  County  Clerk,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  canvass  and  declare  the 
result  of  the  election,  returning  the  same  after  the  canvass  is  made  to  the 
County  Clerk  in  sealed  packages  It  is  suggested  that  in  lieu  of  the  inspector 
of  each  ward  retaining  the  duplicate  copy  of  the  returns  of  his  ward,  these 
lists,  etc.,  should  all  be  filed  in  some  public  office,  and  be  open  to  public 
inspection  immediately  after  the  same  are  made  up,  thus  affording  an  oppor- 
tunity to  ascertain  clearly  from  an  examination,  which  now  cannot  be  had 
without  considerable  trouble,  whether  fraudulent  and  illegal  voting  had  been 
committed,  by  a  comparison  of  all  the  lists. 

While  the  increase  in  the  number  of  officers  of  election  considerably  relieves 
them  from  the  arduous  and  fatiguing  labor  they  were  formerly  subjected  to  in 
making  up  the  returns,  it  has  been  advanced  as  an  improvement  on  the  pres- 
ent manner  of  counting,  that  the  additional  officers,  who  now  commence  duty 
at  the  closing  of  the  polls,  should  go  on  at  the  same  time  as  the  original  offi- 
cers, and  commence  counting  the  ballots  at  the  expiration  of  one  hour  from 
the  opening  of  the  polls,  having  for  that  purpose  two  ballot  boxes,  and  sub- 
stituting one  for  the  other  when  necessary,  checking  by  the  list  of  voters  the 
number  of  ballots  and  numbering  and  marking  the  ballots  before  counting. 
This,  it  is  believed,  would  facilitate  and  expedite  making  the  returns,  without 
in  any  way  delaying  the  reception  of  votes  or  destroying  any  of  the  safeguards. 

By  the  operations  of  the  Act  of  the  Legislature,  passed  in  1871-72,  the 
terms  of  certain  officers  were  extended  so  as  to  allow  of  a  total  change  of  all 
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municipal  officers  including  Supervisors  and  School  Directors,  every  two 
years;  this  provision  is  not  of  any  advantage;  on  the  contrary,  it  is  conceded 
that  if  as  formerly  one-half  of  the  said  officers  held  over,  their  acquired 
knowledge  and  experience  in  the  performance  of  public  duties  would  much 
better  subserve  the  public  interests. 

The  following  tables  show  the  expenses,  the  number  of  votes  polled  in  each 
precinct,  and  the  result  of  the  elections  held,  as  officially  declared  by  the 
Board  of  Supervisors.

ORDER    No.    697 


TO  PKOVIDE  EEGULATIONS  FOE  THE  GOVERNMENT  OF  THE 
CITY  AND  COUNTY  OF  SAN  FRANCISCO,  AND  REVISING  FOR- 
MER ORDERS. 

[Approved  May  4,  1866.] 
The  People  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  do  ordain  as  follows: 

CHAPTER  I. 

[As  Amended  December  31,  1874,  Order  1196.] 
RELATING   TO   THE   POLICE   DEPARTMENT. 

[Permanent  Police  Force.] 

SECTION  1.  The  permanent  Police  Force  shall  consist  of  four  Captains  of 
Police,  and  one  hundred  and  fifty  Police  Officers,  whose  compensation  shall 
be:  For  Captains  of  Police,  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  per  month;  and 
for  Police  Officers,  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  dollars  per  month,  payable 
out  of  the  General  Fund. 

[Police  Office  and  Police  Stations.] 

-  SEC.  2.  The  Chief  of  Police  shall  keep  his  office  in  the  City  Hall.  There 
shall  be  one  Police  Station  at  the  City  Hall,  provided  with  cells  for  the  deten- 
tion and  safe-keeping  of  prisoners.  There  shall  be  a  Police  Station  at  or  near 
the  corner  of  Davis  and  Pacific  streets,  for  the  use  of  the  officers  detailed  for 
Harbor  duty.  There  shall  also  be  a  Police  Station  at  or  near  each  of  the  fol- 
lowing places,  namely:  corner  of  Sixteenth  and  Folsom  streets;  Fourth  and 
Harrison  streets;  Tenth  and  Howard  streets,  and  Hayes  and  Laguna  streets. 

[Register  of  Arrests  and  Entries,  how  made.] 

SEC.  3.  The  Chief  of  Police  shall  provide,  and  cause  to  be  kept,  at  the 
Police  Station  in  the  City  Hall,  by  the  officer  in  charge,  a  Register  of  Arrests. 
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Upon  such  register  there  shall  be  entered,  as  soon  as  an  arrest  shall  be  re- 
ported, a  statement,  showing  in  a  clear  and  distinct  manner,  the  date  and 
hour  of  such  arrest,  the  name  of  the  person  arrested,  the  name  of  the  officer 
making  the  arrest,  the  name  of  the  complaining  witness  and  his  place  of  resi- 
dence, the  offense  charged,  and  a  description  of  any  property  found  upon  or 
in  possession  of  the  person  arrested. 

[Transcript  of  Entries.] 

SEC.  4.  The  Chief  of  Police  shall  cause  to  be  made  out  and  delivered  to 
the  Police  Judge,  at  or  before  nine  o'clock  in  the  forenoon  of  every  day,  Sun- 
days included,  an  exact  transcript  of  all  the  entries  made  in  the  Register  of 
Arrests  since  the  last  preceding  report.  Such  transcript  shall  be  headed 
"  Office  Chief  of  Police— Daily  Report,"  and  shall  be  truly  dated,  and  certified 
by  the  Chief  of  Police,  or  Captain  in  charge,  to  be  correct. 

[Register  in  Police  Office.] 

SEC.  5.  The  Chief  of  Police  shall  keep  in  his  office,  open  to  public  in- 
spection, and  on  a  desk  accessible  to  every  citizen,  a  register,  in  which  shall 
be  transcribed  every  entry  made  in  the  Register  of  Arrests,  within  one  hour 
after  such  entry  shall  have  been  made. 

[Book  for  Entry  of  Nuisances  and  Violation  of  Orders.] 

SEC.  6.  The  Chief  of  Police  shall  provide  and  keep  in  his  office,  a  book 
open  and  accessible  to  every  citizen,  wherein  notice  may  be  given  of  the  ex- 
istence of  any  nuisance,  or  the  violation  of  any  law  or  any  order  of  the  Board 
of  Supervisors. 

[Book  for  Entering  Information  of  Offenses  Committed,  and  to  whom  accessible.] 

SEC.  7.  The  Chief  of  Police  shall  provide  and  keep  in  his  office,  a  book 
wherein  shall  be  entered  daily  all  information  he  may  receive  respecting 
offenses  committed,  of  suspected  persons  or  places,  of  property  stolen,  the 
name  of  the  officer,  if  any,  on  duty  where  any  offense  shall  have  been  com- 
mitted, and  every  other  fact  and  circumstance  that  may  lead  to  the  arrest  of 
criminals  or  the  recovery  of  stolen  property.  Such  book  shall  be  accessible 
only  to  the  Police  Judge,  District  Attorney,  Assistant  District  Attorney,  and 
Mayor. 

[Duty  of  Police  in  Case  of  Fire.] 

SEC.  8.  In  case  of  fire  the  Chief  of  Police  shall  proceed  with  all  the  force 
off  duty,  and  be  vigilant  in  preserving  order  and  preventing  crime,  in  the 
immediate  vicinity  of  the  fire. 

[Police  not  to  Visit  Saloons,  etc.,  while  on  Duty.] 

SEC.  9.  No  Police  Officer  shall,  while  on  duty,  visit  any  drinking  saloon, 
house  of  ill-fame,  theatre,  circus,  or  other  place  of  business  or  amusement, 
except  he  be  in  the  discharge  of  his  duty. 
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[Police  Uniforms  and  Badges.] 

SEC.  10.  .  The  Chief  of  Police  and  all  officers  of  the  permanent  police 
force,  shall  provide  themselves  with  uniforms  and  badges  of  office,  which 
shall  be  worn  by  them  upon  all  occasions,  with  such  exceptions,  on  the  part 
of  officers  performing  detective  duty,  as  may  be  permitted  by  the  Chief  of 
Police. 

[Police  Uniforms  and  Badges  described.] 

SEC.  11.  The  uniform  worn  shall  consist  of  a  single-breasted  coat  of  a 
dark  gray  cloth,  to  button  close  up  to  the  neck,  with  nine  black  buttons  on 
the  breast,  a  turn-down  black  velvet  collar,  the  skirt  of  the  same  extending  to 
the  bend  of  the  knee,  with  pants  and  vest  of  the  same  material  and  color. 
The  Captains  and  Officers  of  Police  shall  wear  the  badges  and  stars  now 
respectively  worn  by  them,  which  badges  and  stars  shall  be  provided  with 
eyes,  and  permanently  stitched  to  the  left  breast  of  the  coat,  at  a  point  oppo- 
site to  the  fourth  button  from  the  top,  and  distant  two  and  one-half  inches 
therefrom.  The  overcoat  must  be  of  the  same  cloth  as  the  uniform,  and 
buttons  the  same  as  the  uniform,  and  be  made  a  plain  sack,  to  reach  just 
below  the  bend  of  the  knee,  with  pockets  in  the  side,  with  flaps  that  may  be 
worn  in  or  outside  the  pockets,  double-breasted,  and  made  so  as  to  button 
close  up  to  the  chin,  with  black  velvet  collar.  The  Captains  and  Officers  of 
the  Police  shall  each  wear  a  black  Alpine  hat,  similar  in  shape  and  style  to 
the  sample  hat  made  for,  and  now  in  possession  of  the  Board  of  Police  Com- 
missioners. 

[False  Representation  of  being  a  Police  Officer  or  Member  of  the  Fire  Department  and 

Penalty.] 

SEC.  12.  No  person  shall  falsely  represent  himself  to  be  a  Police  Captain, 
or  Police  Officer,  or  Member  of  the  Fire  Department,  or  shall  wear  any 
Police  or  Fire  Department  badge,  with  intent  to  deceive,  or  shall  use  any  signs, 
badges  or  devices  used  by  the  Police  Department,  or  by  the  Fire  Department, 
with  the  intent  aforesaid.  Any  person  who  shall  violate  any  of  the  provision 
of  this  section  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor ;  and  upon  conviction 
thereof,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  twenty  dollars  nor  more 
than  five  hundred  dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  County  Jail  not  less 
than  ten  days,  nor  more  than  three  months. 

[Prohibition  against  Police  Discharging  Persons  from  Custody.] 

SEC.  13.  Neither  the  Chief  of  Police,  nor  any  Captain  of  Police,  or  Police 
Officer,  shall  discharge  any  person  arrested,  from  custody,  except  by  order  of 
the  Police  Judge,  or  other  competent  authority. 

[Duties  of  Police  Captains.] 

SEC.  14.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  Police  Captain  to  enter  in  a  book  the 
name  of  each  Police  Officer  under  his  charge;  to  note  with  exactitude  any  and 
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every  absence  from  duty  of  any  policeman;  to  make  a  return  monthly  to 
the  Chief  of  Police  of  the  days  and  nights  which  each  man  has  been  on  duty, 
and  the  days  and  hours  he  may  have  been  absent;  and  to  report  to  the  Chief 
of  Police  any  neglect  of  duty,  and  any  violation  of  the  rules  of  the  depart- 
ment, on  the  part  of  any  Police  Officer. 

'  [Police  Officers  not  to  Solicit  Business  for  Attorneys.] 

SEC.  15.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  Captain  of  Police,  Police  Officer, 
Prison-Keeper,  Local  Police  Officer,  or  any  other  person  connected  with  the 
Police  Department  to  solicit  from  any  person  legal  business,  or  the  defense  or 
prosecution  of,  or  for  any  case  pending,  or  about  to  be  pending  in  any  court 
in  said  city  and  county,  for  any  person  practicing  law;  or  to  urge,  or  recom. 
mend,  or  suggest  to  any  person,  whether  in  legal  detention  or  not,  that  any 
particular  person  practicing  law  should  be  employed  for  the  defence  or 
prosecution  of  such  person  or  any  other  person. 

[Officer  must  enter  name  and  charge  at  once,  and  notify  Attorney  requested  by  Prisoner.] 

SEC.  16.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  Police  Officer  or  person  connected 
with  the  Police  Department,  making  the  arrest  of  any  person,  or  confining 
any  person  in  the  City  or  other  Prison,  to  immediately  enter  or  cause  to  be 
entered  the  name  of  such  person  in  the  Register  of  Arrests  ;  the  charge  upon 
which  such  person  has  been  arrested,  or  is  detained,  and  the  place  and  time 
of  such  arrest,  together  with  the  name  of  the  officer  making  such  arrest,  or 
such  detention,  which  book  shall  be  kept  in  the  main  prison,  and  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  such  officer  or  person  so  making  such  arrest  or  detention,  if  he 
shall  be  requested  so  to  do,  by  the  person  so  arrested  or  detained,  to  notify 
at  once  any  attorney-at-law  designated  by  said  person,  and  having  an  office  in 
said  city  and  county,  that  said  person  so  detained  wants  to  see  him  ;  said  no- 
tification may  be  either  personal  or  by  notice  left  at  the  office  of  said  attorney. 
The  person  so  notified  shall  have  the  right,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
person  having  charge  of  the  place  of  such  detention,  to  permit  such  person 
to  confer  at  once  with  the  person  so  detained  and  who  has  desired  to  see  him. 

[Penalty.] 

SEC.  17.  Any  officer  or  person  mentioned  in  section  15  of  this  chapter, 
who  violates  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  chapter,  is  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor, 
and,  upon  conviction  thereof,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than 
fifty  dollars,  nor  more  than  five  hundred  dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the 
County  Jail  not  less  than  twenty-five  days  nor  more  than  one  hundred  days, 
or  by  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment. 

[Police  Commissioners  must  suspend  and  remove  offending  Officers.] 

SEC.  18.  Upon  information  on  oath  being  laid  before  the  Board  of  Police 
Commissioners  of  said  city  and  county,  that  any  officer  or  person  mentioned 
in  Section  15  of  this  chapter  has  violated  the  provisions  of  this  order,  it  is 
hereby  made  the  duty  of  said  Board  to  at  once  suspend  such  officer  or  person 
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from  duty,  without  pay,  and  to  investigate  the  same  as  soon  as  possible,  and 
if  the  charge  against  such  officer  or  person  be  sustained,  then  the  said  Board 
shall  forthwith  dismiss  said  officer  or  person  from  said  Police  Department, 
and  bring  the  necessary  charges  against  him  in  the  Police  Court. 

[Suspension  of  Police  Officers  by  Chief.] 

SEC.  19.  The  Chief  of  Police  shall  have  power  to  suspend  from  duty  any 
Police  Captain  or  Police  Officer  (regular  or  local)  who  may  be  charged  by  a 
Police  Captain,  in  his  report,  or  by  a  citizen,  in  a  verified  complaint,  with 
neglect  of  duty,  disobedience  of  orders,  inefficiency,  or  official  misconduct. 

In  case  of  charges  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Chief  of  Police  against  any 
Police  Captain  or  Police  Officer  (regular  or  local),  by  any  person,  which,  in 
his  judgment,  do  not  require  the  immediate  suspension  of  the  person  charged, 
he  shall,  within  twenty-four  hours  thereafter,  furnish  to  the  Mayor  and  the 
Police  Judge  copies  of  such  charges,  with  the  name  of  the  person  making  the 
same.  As  soon  thereafter  as  convenient,  they  shall  examine  into  the  truth  of 
said  charges,  if  in  their  judgment  the  circumstances  require  it,  and  if,  on  in- 
vestigation and  trial  of  the  offender  the  charges  be  sustained,  they  shall  in- 
flict such  punishment  as  the  case  may  merit. 

[Suspension  :  Charges  to  be  furnished  and  copy  served  on  Accused.] 

SEC.  20.  In  case  of  the  suspension  of  a  Police  Captain  or  Police  Officer, 
the  Chief  of  Police  shall,  within  twenty-four  hours  after  such  suspension,  fur- 
nish to  the  Mayor  and  the  Police  Judge  written  charges  against  the  Captain 
or  Officer  suspended,  specifying  the  grounds  of  the  suspension  ;  and  within 
the  same  time  shall  cause  to  be  served  upon  the  accused  a  copy  of  such 
charges. 

[Trial  of  Charges  by  Police  Commissioners.] 

SEC.  21.  Within  two  days  after  the  Mayor  and  the  Police  Judge  shall  be 
furnished  by  the  Chief  of  Police  with  written  charges  against  any  Police 
Captain  or  Police  Officer,  the  Police  Commissioners  shall  fix  a  time  for  the 
trial  of  such  charges,  and  notify  the  accused  thereof — which  time  shall  not  be 
less  than  two  days,  nor  more  than  eight  days  thereafter.  At  the  time  ap- 
pointed, the  Police  Commissioners  shall  meet  and  proceed  to  hear,  consider 
and  decide  upon  such  charges,  the  Police  Judge  acting  as  Chairman.  The 
accused  shall  have  the  right  to  defend  in  person  and  by  counsel.  The  Chair- 
man of  the  Board  of  Police  Commissioners  shall  have  power  to  issue  subpoe- 
nas, to  compel  the  attendance  of  witnesses,  to  administer  oaths,  and,  by  and 
with  the  consent  of  the  other  Police  Commissioners,  to  punish  for  contempt. 

[Rendition  of  Decision  upon  Charges.] 

SEC.  22.  Within  three  days  after  the  conclusion  of  the  hearing  provided 
for  in  Section  21,  the  Police  Commissioners  shall  render  their  decision  upon 
the  charges  made  : 
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If  the  accused  be  found  not  guilty  of  any  offense  or  misconduct,  or  any 
inefficiency,  specified  in  the  charges,  he  shall  be  reinstated; 

If  guilty,  he  may  be  suspended  or  removed  from  office,  in  the  discretion  of 
the  said  Commissioners; 

If  he  be  reinstated  by  the  Commissioners,  he  shall  be  entitled  to  his  pay 
the  same  as  if  he  had  not  been  suspended; 

If  he  be  suspended,  he  shall  not  be  entitled  to  pay  during  the  time  his  sus- 
pension shall  continue; 

If  he  be  removed  from  office,  his  pay  shall  cease  from  the  time  of  his 
suspension,  and  he  shall  forever  thereafter  be  ineligible  to  re-appointment. 

[Police  Commissioners  may  Appoint  and  Regulate  Local  Policemen.] 

SEC.  23.  In  addition  to  the  Eegular  Police  Officers  allowed  by  law.  the 
Board  of  Police  Commissioners  are  authorized  and  empowered  to  appoint 
Local  Policemen,  upon  the  petition  of  citizens  and  property-owners  who  may 
desire  their  services,  whenever  in  the  judgment  of  said  Commissioners  the 
necessities  of  said  city  and  county  require  such  appointments  to  be  made, 
and  to  make  and  prescribe  rules  and  regulations  for  their  government,  pro- 
vided they  shall  receive  no  pay  from  said  city  and  county. 


CHAPTER  II. 

[As  amended  December  31,  1874,  Order  1,196.] 
RELATING  TO  THE  CARE   OF  PUBLIC  PBOPEETT. 

[Charge  of  Public  Property— Duty  of  Superintendent  of  Streets.] 

SECTION  1.  The  Superintendent  of  Public  Streets,  Highways  and  Squares, 
shall  have  the  charge  and  supervision,  under  the  direction  of  the  Mayor  and 
Board  of  Supervisors,  of  all  public  buildings,  streets,  highways,  bridges, 
parks,  squares,  lots  and  grounds  ;  and  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  protect  the  same 
against  all  intrusion,  trespass  and  injury,  and  to  make  all  necessary  repairs 
and  improvements  thereon,  not  otherwise  provided  by  law  or  by  order  of  the 
Board  of  Supervisors. 

[Employment  of  Prison  Laborers  and  how  obtained— Escaping,  etc.] 

SEC.  2.  Whenever,  in  the  performance  of  any  of  the  duties  mentioned  in 
Section  1  of  this  chapter,  the  said  Superintendent  shall  be  able  to  employ 
prison  laborers  in  a  manner  profitable  to  the  city  and  county,  he  shall  make 
requisition  upon  the  Chief  of  Police  for,  and  the  Chief  of  Police  shall  fur- 
nish, as  many  such  laborers  as  in  the  judgment  of  the  Superintendent  may 
be  so  employed,  or  as  many  as  may  be  at  the  command  of  said  Chief. 
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The  Chief  of  Police  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed,  whenever  and  as  of- 
ten as  he  shall  deem  necessary,  to  make  requisition  on  the  Sheriff  for  the 
services  of  persons  who  may  be  in  the  County  Jail  under  sentence  of  im- 
prisonment, to  perform  such  labor  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  necessary  in 
the  City  Prison,  including  the  cooking  of  the  food  for  the  prisoners  therein 
confined,  and  the  daily  cleaning  of  said  prison. 

The  Superintendent  of  Public  Streets,  Highways  and  Squares,  is  hereby 
authorized  and  directed  to  make  requisition  on  the  Sheriff  of  said  city  and 
county  for  the  services  of  persons  who  may  be  in  the  County  Jail  under  sen- 
tence of  imprisonment,  to  perform  such  labor  as  may  be  necessary  to  clean 
and  keep  clean  the  public  streets  and  sewers,  and  to  keep  them  in  good  con- 
dition and  repair. 

Said  Sheriff  shall  furnish  as  many  of  said  persons,  under  sentence  of  im- 
prisonment, as  may  from  time  to  time  be  required  by  said  Chief  of  Police 
and  by  said  Superintendent  of  Public  Streets,  Highways  and  Squares, 
and  said  Chief  of  Police  shall  furnish  a  sufficient  force  of  policemen  to 
guard  said  persons  and  prevent  them  from  escaping  while  at  work  on  said 
streets  or  sewers,  and  while  going  to  and  returning  therefrom.  Any  prisoner 
employed  outside  ( f  the  City  Prison  and  County  Jail  on  any  public  work, 
who  escapes  while  so  employed,  or  while  going  to  returning  from  said  public 
work,  is  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor. 

[Walking  upon  or  injuring  grass,  trees,  etc.,  in  Public  Park  or  Plaza,  and  penalty.] 

SEC.  3.  No  person  shall  walk  or  step  upon  any  grass  plat,  or  injure,  re- 
move or  destroy  any  grass,  flowers,  trees  or  shrubbery,  in  any  improved  pub- 
lic park  or  plaza.  Any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  section 
shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  ;  and  on  conviction  thereof,  shall 
be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  one  hundred  dollars,  or  by  imprison- 
ment in  the  County  Jail  not  more  than  three  months. 

[Permitting  clog  to  enter  Park,  and  penalty.] 

SEC.  4.  No  person  owning  or  having  the  care  or  control  of  any  dog,  shall 
suffer  or  permit  such  dog  to  enter  any  improved  public  park  or  plaza.  Any 
person  who  shall  violate  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be  deemed 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanor;  and  upon  conviction  thereof,  shall  be  punished  by 
f  a  fine  of  not  more  than  twenty  dollars.  And  any  policeman  may  kill  a  dog 
found  within  the  inclosure  of  any  such  public  park  or  plaza,  or  such  dog  may 
be  impounded. 

[Public  Squares,  when  open.] 

.4        SEC.  5.     Portsmouth,  Washington,  Union,  and  Columbia  Squares,  shall  be 
opened  at  seven  o'clock  in  the  morning  and  closed  at  sunset  every  day. 

[Placing  Fence  on  Public  Property,  and  penalty.] 

SEC.  6.  No  person  shall  build,  put,  or  keep  any  fence  of  any  description 
upon  or  around,  in  whole  or  in  part,  any  public  square,  park,  place,  ground, 
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or  any  other  public  property,  or  put,  place,  erect,  have,  or  keep  on  any 
such  public  square,  park,  place,  ground,  or  other  public  property,  any  build- 
ing, erection,  or  obstruction,  article  or  thing  whatsoever,  without  the  previous 
consent  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

Any  person  who  shall  violate  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be 
deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor;  and  upon  conviction  thereof,  shall  be  pun- 
ished by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  fifty  dollars  nor  more  than  five  hundred  dol- 
lars, or  by  imprisonment  in  the  county  jail  not  less  than  twenty  days  nor 
more  than  three  months. 

Every  day  such  fence,  building,  or  obstruction  is  maintained  or  suffered  to 
remain  thereon,  after  notice  has  been  received  from  the  Superintendent  of 
Public  Streets,  Highways,  and  Squares,  to  remove  the  same,  shall  constitute 
a  new  offense,  and  be  punished  accordingly. 

[Obstructions  upon  Streets,  Nuisances,  etc.,  Duties  of  Superintendent  of  Public  Streets  and 

Chief  of  Police.] 

SEC.  7.  No  person  shall  place,  maintain,  or  continue,  or  cause  to  be 
placed,  maintained,  or  continued,  anywhere  upon  any  public  street,  alley, 
highway,  or  public  ground,  in  this  city  and  county,  any  nuisance,  or  anything 
which  shall  obstruct  such  public  street,  alley,  highway,  or  public  ground,  or 
any  part  thereof,  or  the  free  use  and  enjoyment  thereof,  or  the  free  passage 
over  and  upon  the  same,  or  any  part  thereof,  for  more  than  one  hour  at  a 
time. 

Any  person  who  shall  violate  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  section,  shall  be 
deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor. 

It  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Streets,  High- 
ways, and  Squares,  and  he  is  hereby  authorized,  required,  and  directed,  to 
summarily  abate  all  such  nuisances,  and  remove  all  such  obstructions,  em- 
ploying such  force  as  may  be  necessary  thereto. 

The  Chief  of  Police  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  provide  such 
police  force  as  may  be  necessary  to  assist  and  protect  the  said  Superintendent 
in  the  performance  of  the  duties  hereby  imposed  upon  him. 

In  the  event  of  any  such  obstructions,  consisting  of  lumber  or  other  thing 
of  value,  said  Superintendent  shall  immediately  remove  the  same  to  such 
place  a*  may  be  designated  by  the  Mayor  of  said  city  and  county. 

[Providing  punishment  for  Prisoners  \?ho  refuse  to  labor  on  the  Public  Works.] 

SEC.  8.  Any  person  undergoing  or  serving  out  a  term  of  imprisonment  in 
the  County  Jail  of  this  city  and  county,  under  a  judgment  of  imprisonment 
rendered  in  a  criminal  action  or  proceeding,  who  refuses  to  labor,  or  does  not 
labor  on  the  public  works  or  ways,  when  so  required,  shall  be  deemed  guilty 
of  a  misdemeanor. 

The  Sheriff  is  hereby  empowered  and  required  to  feed  any  refractory  pris- 
,  oner  or  prisoners  on  a  diet  of  bread  and  water  during  the  time  that  such  pris- 
oner or  prisoners  refuse  to  labor,  or  does  not  labor  on  said  public  works 
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when  required,  or  otherwise  violate  the  discipline  of  the  jail,  and  to  inflict 
upon  such  prisoner  or  prisoners  such  other  and  additional  punishment  by 
solitary  confinement  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  and  proper  in  the  judgment 
of  the  Committee  on  Health  and  Police,  during  the  time  that  such  prisoner 
or  prisoners  remain  refractory.  (Added  to  Chapter,  September  7,  1875,  Order 
No.  1,238. 


CHAPTER  III. 

[As  Amended  December  31,  1874,  Order  1,196.] 

OFFENSIVE   TRADES,    OCCUPATIONS,    NUISANCES   AND    MISDEMEANORS    DEFINED. 

Penalty. 

SECTION  1.  Any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  chapter 
shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  be  punished  by  a  fine  not  exceed- 
ing one  thousand  dollars,  or  imprisonment  not  to  exceed  six  months,  or  by 
both  such  fine  and  imprisonment. 

[Slaughter  Houses,  Hog  Ranches,  Tallow  Factories,  etc.,  Still  Slops  and  Unwholesome 

Milk,  etc.] 

SEC.  2.     No  person  shall  : 

Establish  or  maintain  any  slaughter  house; 

Slaughter  cattle,  hogs,  calves,  sheep  or  any  other  kind  of  animals; 

Pursue,  maintain  or  carry  on  any  other  business  or  occupation  offensive 
to  the  senses,  or  prejudicial  to  the  public  health  or  comfort ; 

Within  the  limits  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  except  within 
that  tract  of  land  described  as  follows  :  commencing  at  the  intersection  of  the 
easterly  line  of  Kentucky  street  with  the  southwesterly  line  of  First  avenue ; 
thence  southeasterly  along  the  southwesterly  line  of  First  avenue  to  the 
northwesterly  line  of  I  street;  thence  southwesterly  along  the  northwesterly 
line  of  I  street  ito  the  southwesterly  line  of  Seventh  avenue;  thence  north- 
westerly along  the  southwesterly  line  of  Seventh  avenue  to  the  southeasterly 
line  of  Railroad  avenue;  thence  northeasterly  along  the  southeasterly  line  of 
Railroad  Avenue  to  Kentucky  street;  thence  northerly  along  the  easterly  line 
of  Kentucky  street  to  the  southwesterly  line  of  First  avenue  and  place  of  com- 
mencement. 

Within  the  tract  of  land  last  aforesaid  no  person  shall  keep  any  number  of 
hogs  or  other  animals  in  such  a  manner  as  to  be  offensive  to  the  senses  or 
prejudicial  to  the  public  health  or  comfort. 

No  person  shall: 

Establish,  maintain  or  keep  more  than  five  swine ; 

Render  tallow; 
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Cure  or  keep  hides,  skins  or  peltry; 

Within  the  limits  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  except  within 
the  tract  of  land  bounded  and  described  as  follows:  commencing  at  the  inter- 
section of  the  easterly  line  of  Kentucky  street  and  the  southwesterly  line  of 
First  avenue;  thence  southeasterly  along  the  line  of  First  avenue  to  I  street; 
thence  southwesterly  along  the  northwesterly  line  of  I  street  to  the  bay  shore ; 
thence  westerly  along  the  line  of  the  bay  shore  to  the  southeasterly  line  of 
Kailroad  avenue;  thence  northeasterly  along  the  southeasterly  line  of  Rail- 
road avenue  to  Kentucky  street;  thence  northerly  along  the  easterly  line  of 
Kentucky  street  to  First  avenue,  and  place  of  commencement. 

No  person  shall  : 

Feed,  or  cause  to  be  fed  to  any  milch  cow  any  still  slops  or  other  food 
calculated  to  render  the  milk  of  such  cow  unwholsome,  or  unsuitable  for 
human  food ; 

Sell,  deliver,  supply  or  furnish  to  any  person  any  milk  from  any  cow  fed  in 
whole  or  in  part  upon  still  slops,  or  other  food  calculated  to  render  the  milk 
of  such  cow  unwholesome  or  unsuitable  for  human  food; 

Sell,  deliverer  supply  to  any  person  any  milk  from  any  sick  or  diseased  cow. 

[To  Prohibit  the  Maintenance  of  Hospitals  within  Certain  Limits.] 

SEC.  3.  No  person  or  association  shall  keep,  erect  or  maintain  any  hospital 
within  that  portion  of  the  city  and  county  bounded  by  a  line  commencing  at 
the  intersection  of  Lewis  and  Laguna  streets;  thence  along  the  easterly  line 
of  Laguna  street  to  Market  street;  thence  along  the  line  of  Market 
street  to  Guerrero  street;  thence  along  the  easterly  line  of  Guerrero  street  to 
Twenty-sixth  street;  thence  along  the  northerly  line  of  Twenty-sixth  street 
to  Potrero  avenue;  thence  along  the  westerly  line  of  Potrero  avenue  to  Chan- 
nel street;  thence  along  the  line  of  Channel  street  to  the  water  front;  thence 
along  the  water  front  to  Laguna  street,  the  point  of  beginning. 

This  section  shall  not  prohibit  the  maintenance  of  hospitals  established  on 
or  before  the  first  day  of  January,  1874,  or  physicians  from  maintaining  rooms 
for  the  accommodation  and  treatment  of  their  private  patients. 

[Privy  Vaults,  Drains,  etc.,  to  be  connected  with  Street  Sewer,  and  Traps  Constructed.] 

SEC.  4.  No  person  shall  construct  or  maintain,  or  suffer  to  be  or  remain 
upon  his  or  her  premises  under  his  or  her  control,  any  privy  or  privy-vault, 
cesspool,  sink  or  drain,  without  connecting  the  same  with  the  street  sewer  in 
such  a  manner  that  it  shall  be  effectually  drained  and  purified,  if  there  be  a 
sewer  in  the  street  on  which  said  premises  may  be  situated,  with  which  the 
same  can  be  connected. 

Every  drain  which  shall  connect  with  a  dwelling  house  or  building,  or  with 
any  privy,  privy-vault  or  cesspool,  shall  be  constructed  with  a  trap  or  appar- 
atus which  will  effectually  prevent  the  escape  of  gases  from  the  sewer  into 
such  dwelling  house,  building,  privy,  privy-vault  or  cesspool.

[Privy- Vaults,  construction  of.] 

SEC.  5.  No  person  shall  construct,  without  consent  in  writing  of  the  Health 
Officer,  any  privy-vault  on  premises  belonging  to  him  or  under  his  control, 
unless  the  walls  and  bottom  of  such  vault  be  of  stone  or  brick,  laid  in  cement, 
and  at  least  eight  inches  in  thickness. 

[Privies,  etc.,  when  foul  or  offensive,  a  Nuisance.] 

SEC.  6.  No  person  shall  suffer  or  permit  any  premises  belonging  to  or  oc- 
cupied by  him,  or  any  cellar,  vault,  privy,  pool,  sewer,  or  private  drain  there- 
on or  therein,  to  become  nauseous,  foul  or  offensive,  and  prejudicial  to  public 
health  or  public  comfort. 

[Night  Carts,  etc.— Time  of  Use  in  certain  limits.— Leaky  or  Uncovered  Swill  Carts,  etc.] 

SEC.  7.     No  person  shall: 

Use  or  drive  any  of  the  vehicles,  commonly  known  as  "  night  carts,"  in  any 
portion  of  the  city  and  county  lying  east  of  Van  Ness  avenue,  south  of  Market 
street,  and  north  of  Seventeenth  street,  except  between  the  hours  of  twelve 
o'clock  midnight  and  five  o'clock  in  the  morning. 

Use  any  night  cart,  or  swill  cart,  at  any  time,  unless  the  same  be  perfectly 
staunch,  tight,  and  closely  covered,  so  as  to  wholly  prevent  leakage  or  smell. 

Use  any  cart  for  the  conveyance  or  removal  of  rubbish,  garbage,  filth  or 
manure  unless  the  same  is  so  constructed  and  has  a  cover  securely  fastened 
over  the  top  of  said  cart,  to  prevent  the  deposit  of  such  rubbish,  garbage, 
filth  or  manure,  in  whole  or  in  part,  in  or  upon  the  streets  through  which  said 
cart  may  be  driven.  [As  amended  May  20,  1875.  Order  1,215.] 

[Night  Soilers  must  obtain  permit  and  exhibit  it  to  Police  Officer  on  demand,  etc.] 

SEC.  8.  No  person  shall  remove  the  deposit  from  any  privy,  vault  or  cess- 
pool, or  use  any  night  cart,  without  first  having  obtained  from  the  Superin- 
tendent of  Public  Streets,  Highways  and  Squares,  a  permit,  authorizing  the 
removal  of  such  deposit,  and  designating  a  place  where  the  same  may  be  dis- 
charged, or  the  use  of  such  night  cart,  designating  the  location  where  such 
cart  may  be  loaded  and  discharged. 

Every  such  permit  shall  be  carried,  if  for  a  vault  or  cesspool,  at  the  work, 
if  for  a  night  cart,  with  the  cart,  and  exhibited  on  the  demand  of  any  police 
officer,  and  be  returned  within  thirty  days  from  issue  to  the  said  Superin- 
tendent. 

No  person  shall  load  or  discharge  any  night  cart  at  a  different  place  from 
that  designated  in  said  permit,  or  alter  any  permit  granted  under  this  section. 

[Night  Carts  under  control  of  Superintendent.] 

SEC.  9.     All  "night  carts"  shall  be   under   the   control   of  the   Superin- 
tendent of  Public  Streets,  Highways  and  Squares  ;  and  the  said  Superinten- 
dent may,  for  good  cause,  revoke  any  permit  granted  by  him. 
52 
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[Prohibiting  the  carrying  of  Business  Signs,  etc.,  or  Posting  or  Painting  Advertisements 
without  consent  of  owner  of  premises,  Defacing  Bills,  etc.] 

SEC.  10.     No  person  shall  : 

1.  Upon  any  sidewalk,  carry,  bear  or  support  any  banner,  sign,  transpa- 
rency, framework,  device  or  emblem  intended,  or  tending,  or  purporting  to  be 
used  as  an  advertisement  or  publication  of  any  trade,  profession  or  business, 
place  of  business,  office,  store,  or  occupation  ;  or 

2.  Post,  stick,  stamp,  paint,  or  otherwise  affix,  or  cause  to  be  posted,  stuck, 
stamped,  painted,  or  otherwise  affixed,  any  bill,  poster,  notice,  or  advertise- 
ment, to,  or  upon  any  house,  or  part  thereof,  wall,  fence,  gatepost,  sidewalk, 
trees,  or  boxes  around  trees,  in  any  part  of  the  city  and  county,  without  first 
obtaining   permission  in  writing  of  the  owner,  agent  or    occupant  of  the 
premises  so  to  do. 

Any  person  or  firm  whose  posters,  notices  or  advertisements  are  stamped, 
painted  or  affixed  to  or  upon  any  house,  wall,  fence,  gate,  sidewalk,  trees,  or 
boxes  around  trees,  in  this  city  and  county,  shall,  upon  the  request  of  the 
owner,  agent  or  occupant  of  the  premises  where  such  poster,  notice,  or  ad- 
vertisement may  be  stamped,  painted  or  affixed,  remove  or  cause  to  be  re- 
moved, the  same,  within  five  days  from  such  notice. 

No  person  shall  obliterate,  deface,  remove,  or  destroy  a  notice,  advertise- 
ment or  bill,  lawfully  posted  by  a  licensed  bill-paster,  within  a  period  of  ten 
days  after  the  same  shall  have  been  pasted  : 

Provided,  that  the  date  of  said  posting  shall  be  intelligibly  written,  stamped, 
printed,  or  painted  on  said  notice,  bill  or  advertisement. 

[To  Prohibit  the  Hauling  of  Loads  Exceeding  Ten  Thousand  Pounds  in  Weight,  and  to  Reg- 
ulate the  Width  of  the  Tires  of  Certain  Vehicles.] 

SEC.  11.  No  person  shall  cause  or  permit  to  be  carried,  hauled,  or  drawn 
on  any  truck,  dray,  or  other  vehicle'  belonging  to  him,  or  in  his  charge,  or 
under  his  control,  any  load  exceeding  ten  thousand  pounds  in  weight;  pro- 
vided, the  hauling  or  moving  of  a  single  article  weighing  more  than  ten 
thousand  pounds,  which  cannot  be  divided  or  reduced  in  weight,  shall  not  be 
prohibited  by  this  section. 

No  person  shall  cause  or  permit  to  be  carried,  hauled,  or  drawn  on  any 
truck,  dray,  or  other  vehicle  belonging  to  him,  or  in  his  charge,  or  under  his 
control,  any  load  exceeding  four  thousand  pounds  in  weight,  unless  the  tires 
to  the  wheels  of  such  truck,  dray,  or  other  vehicle,  shall  be  at  least  four 
inches  in  width,  when  a  load  exceeding  four  thousand  pounds,  and  not  ex- 
ceeding seven  thousand  pounds  is  carried;  and  at  least  five  (5)  inches  in  width, 
when  a  load  exceeding  seven  thousand  pounds  and  not  exceeding  ten  thousand 
pounds  is  carried. 

[Washing  Animals  and  Vehicles,  and  Repairing  Vehicles  on  Streets  within  certain  limits, 

Prohibited.] 

SEC.  12.  No  person  shall  wash,  or  cause  to  be  washed,  any  horse,  mule  or 
other  animal,  or  any  carriage  or  other  vehicle  in  any  public  street  in  this  city 
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and  county,  east  of  the  line  of  Van  Ness  avenue  to  Market  street ;  thence 
along  the  southwesterly  line  of  Market  street  to  Ninth  street ;  thence  along 
the  northeasterly  line  of  Ninth  street  to  the  Bay,  between  the  hours  of  eight 
o'clock  A.  M.  and  ten  o'clock  p.  M. 

No  person  shall  construct  or  repair  any  wheeled  vehicle  ;  or  the  wheels  or 
tires  of  any  vehicle,  upon  a  public  street  within  the  limits  mentioned  in  this 
section. 

[Standing  of  Vehicles  on  Public  Streets,  Lanes,  etc.J 

SEC.  13.  No  person  owning,  driving,  or  having  the  control  of  any  wheeled 
vehicle,  excepting  hand-carts,  shall  allow  the  same  to  stand  or  remain,  while 
unharnessed,  for  more  than  one  hour,  at  any  time  between  the  hours  of  day- 
light in  the  morning  and  sunset,  on  any  sidewalk  or  public  ground,  or  in  any 
public  street,  lane,  alley,  place  or  court,  within  the  limits  mentioned  in  sec- 
tion twelve  of  this  chapter. 

[Horses  afflicted  with  Glanders.] 

SEC.  14.  Any  person  who  shall  keep  or  have  in  his  possession,  within  this 
city  and  county,  any  horse  afflicted  with  the  disease  known  as  the  glanders, 
shall,  within  twenty-four  hours  after  having  knowledge  or  being  notified  there- 
of by  any  person,  kill  and  bury  the  same,  or  remove  it  without  the  limits 
of  this  city  and  county. 

[Horses,  etc.,  must  be  Fastened  and  Wheels  Locked— Fastening  to  Lamp  Posts,  Hydrants  and 
Trees  Forbidden — Trucks,  Drays  and  Carts  must  have  Lock-Chains.] 

SEC.  15.     No  person  having  or  using  any  animal : 

Shall  leave  the  same  without  securely  fastening  the  same  except  it  be  at- 
tached to  a  dray,  truck  or  water-cart ;  or  if  attached  to  a  dray,  truck  or  water- 
cart,  shall  leave  such  animal  without  first  securely  locking  the  wheels  of  the 
vehicle  to  wThich  it  is  attached. 

No  person  shall  : 

Hitch  or  fasten  any  animal  to,  or  paste  any  placard  or  notice  upon,  or  other- 
wise destroy  or  injure  any  lamp-post,  hydrant,  or  any  growing  or  living  tree, 
or  any  box  or  case  around  such  tree  ; 

Drive  or  use  any  truck,  dray,  cart,  or  water-cart,  without  having  attached 
to  the  body  thereof  a  suitable  chain  for  locking  the  wheels  thereof. 

Any  animal  hitched  or  fastened,  or  left  unfastened,  in  violation  of  this  sec- . 
tion,  may  be  impounded. 

[Injuring  Public  Lamp-Posts,  Extinguishing  Lights— Vehicles  or   BeaSls  of  Burden  on 
Sidewalks  and  Crossings.] 

SEC.  16.     No  person  shall  : 
Break  or  injure  any  public  lamp-post ; 

Extinguish  during  the  night  any  public  light,  or  any  light  maintained  at 
any  place  for  public  convenience  or  safety,  or  in  compliance  with  any  of  the 
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provisions  of  law  or  the  orders  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  except  he  be  au- 
thorized so  to  do  ; 

Drive,  wheel,  or  draw,  upon  any  public  sidewalk  any  vehicle,  except  hand 
carriages  for  children. 

No  person  having  the  charge  or  control  of  any  beast  of  burden  shall  inten- 
tionally cause  or  permit  the  same  to  stand  or  go  upon  any  public  sidewalk,  or 
to  stand  upon  any  street  crossing,  or  so  near  to  a  street  crossing,  as  to  obstruct 
the  same. 

[Concerning  the  Fire  Alarm  arid  Police  Telegraph,  Persons  moving  Houses  must  notify 

Superintendent.] 

SEC.  17.  No  person  shall  put  or  place,  maintain  or  suffer  to  be  or  remain, 
any  article,  thing  or  matter,  on  or  upon  the  sidewalk  so  as  to  obstruct  or 
interfere  with  the  free  access  or  approach  to  any  signal  box  of  the  Fire  Alarm 
and  Police  Telegraph. 

Any  person  moving,  or  intending  to  move,,  any  house  or  building  in,  on 
and  through  any  street  or  streets,  shall  give  to  the  Superintendent  of  the  Fire 
Alarm  and  Police  Telegraph,  before  commencing  to  move  said  house  or 
building  a  written  notice  of  the  street  or  streets,  route  and  blocks  through, 
in  and  on  which  the  building  or  house  is  to  be  moved. 

Whenever  said  Superintendent  shall  receive  notice  of  the  removal  of  any 
house  or  building  as  aforesaid,  or  notice  from  any  person  that  it  will  be 
necessary  for  any  purpose  to  remove,  interfere  with,  or  disturb  any  portion 
of  said  Fire  Alarm  .and  Police  Telegraph  so  that  alarms  of  fire  cannot 
be  promptly  given,  he  shall  forthwith  notify  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Fire 
Department  of  the  fact,  or  leave  notice  thereof,  at  his  office. 

[Permit  not  to  be  given  unless  a  Deposit  of  Money  is  made  with  the  Superintendent  to 
Cover  Expense  of  Fixing  and  Repairing  Telegraph.] 

The  Superintendent  of  Public  Streets  and  Highways,  and  the  Chairman  of 
the  Committee  on  Fire  and  Water,  shall  not  give  permission  for  the  moving 
or  removal  of  any  house  or  building,  unless  security  in  coin,  not  exceeding 
twenty-five  dollars,  is  first  given  to  the  Superintendent  of  the  Fire  Alarm 
and  Police  Telegraph  to  defray  all  expenses  of  said  Superintendent  in  taking 
charge  of,  taking  down,  removing,  fixing  and  repairing  said  telegraph,  or  any 
portion  thereof,  or  any  damage  thereto  in  consequence  of  the  moving  or  re- 
moval of  the  house  or  building. 

[Injury  to  Fire  Alarm  and  Police  Telegraph.  Fitting  Key  to  Lock  of  Signal  Box,  False 

Alarms,  etc.] 

No  person  shall: 

Break,  remove,  or  injure  any  of  the  parts  or  appurtenances  of  the  Fire 
Alarm  and  Police  Telegraph  without  authority  or  permission  from  the  Super- 
intendent thereof; 

Make  or  fit  any  key  to  the  lock  of  any  signal  box  of  the  Fire  Alarm  and 
Police  Telegraph; 
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Have  or  retain  in  his  possession,  or  under  his  control,  a  key  belonging  to, 
or  fitted  to  open  the  lock  of  any  such  signal  box,  without  lawful  authority  so 
to  do; 

Pick  or  force  the  lock  of  any  such  signal  box  without  the  authority  or  con- 
sent of  the  Superintendent  of  said  telegraph; 

Wilfully  make,  or  cause  to  be  made,  any  false  alarm  of  fire,  by  means  of 
said  telegraph,  or  otherwise. 

[Notice  of  Removal  of  any  portion  of  Telegraph.] 

Whenever  it  shall  be  necessary  for  any  person,  in  the  pursuit  of  a  lawful 
object  to  remove,  interfere  with,  or  disturb  any  portion  of  the  Fire  Alarm  and 
Police  Telegraph,  he  shall  give,  or  cause  to  be  given,  to  the  Superintendent 
of  said  telegraph,  or  to  the  operator  on  duty  at  the  office  thereof,  a  notice,  which 
shall  be  given  at  least  two  hours  before  it  shall  be  necessary  to  interfere  with, 
or  disturb  any  portion  of  said  Fire 'Alarm  and  Police  Telegraph,  stating  the 
locality  at  which,  and  the  manner  in  which  it  shall  be  necessary  to  remove, 
interfere  with,  or  disturb  the  same;  provided,  no  such  notice  shall  be  given 
between  the  hours  of  four  o'clock  p.  M.,  and  six  o'clock  A.  M. 

If  the  Superintendent  shall  not,  within  six  hours  after  such  notice,  take 
charge  of  and  attend  to  such  removal,  disturbance  or  interference,  the 
person  giving,  or  causing  to  be  given,  the  notice  aforesaid,  may  proceed,  and, 
without  the  authority  or  consent  of  said  Superintendent,  take  down  and 
remove  any  portion  of  said  telegraph:  provided,  that  no  such  removal  or 
taking  down  of  the  telegraph,  or  any  portion  thereof,  by  any  person  or  per- 
sons other  than  said  Superintendent,  shall,  in  any  event,  take  place  between 
the  hours  of  four  o'clock  in  the  evening  and  eight  o'clock  in  the  morning. 

[Providing  for  the  use  of  Lamps  by  Railroad  Companies.] 

SEC.  18.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  locomotive  engine,  tender,  car  or 
train  of  cars,  driven  or  propelled  by  steam,  to  move  in  any  direction  within 
the  limits  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  between  sunset  and  sun- 
rise, without  having  one  or  more  reflecting  lamps,  such  as  are  generally  used 
by  steam  cars,  conspicuously  placed  in  front  of  such  engine,  tender,  car  or 
train  of  cars,  facing  the  direction  in  which  it  may  be  moving,  or  when  backing 
in,  on  the  first  car,  or  of  a  train  of  cars,  facing  the  direction  to  which  the  same 
is  moving,  so  that  the  light  will  be  fully  reflected  upon  the  track. 

Any  engineer,  brakeman,  driver,  conductor,  or  other  person  in  charge, 
running  or  driving  any  engine,  tender,  car  or  train  of  cars,  without  the 
light  provided  for,  shall,  upon  conviction  thereof,  be  fined  in  a  sum  not  less 
than  fifty,  nor  more  than  two  hundred  dollars,  or  shall  be  imprisoned  in  the 
County  Jail  not  less  than  ten,  nor  more  than  thirty  days. 

Upon  such  conviction,  the  company  or  companies  whose  servant  or  agent 
shall  be  so  convicted,  shall  be  fined  in  a  sum  not  less  than  one  hundred  dol- 
lars, and  not  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars. 
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[Brick  Kilns;  Burning  Brick  Prohibited  within  certain  limits.] 

SEC.  19.  No  person  shall  build  or  cause  to  be  built,  any  brick  kiln,  or 
burn,  or  cause  to  be  burned,  any  brick,  within  that  portion  of  the  city  and 
county  bounded  by  Steiner  street,  Church  street,  Twenty-sixth  street,  present 
County  road,  Serpentine  avenue,  York  street,  Twenty-fifth  street,  Yolo  street, 
and  the  waters  of  the  bay. 

[Disturb,  etc.,  Lawful  Procession  or  Assemblage  or  Funeral,  etc.,  Exhibit,  etc.,  Obscene, 
Lewd,  or  Indecent  Books,  etc.,  or  possess  the  same;  Indecent  Exposure,  etc.;  Solicit  or 
Employ  another  to  commit  Public  Oft'ense;  have  any  Slingshot  or  Knuckles;  Lewd  So- 
licitations etc.;  be  Drunk,  etc.;  Urinate  or  Stool  Publicly.] 

SEC.  20.  No  person  shall,  without  authority  of  law,  disturb,  disquiet,  or 
interrupt:  any 

1.  School,  or  school  procession ; 

2.  Funeral,  or  funeral  procession; 

3.  Lawful  procession; 

4.  Assemblage  of  people  met  for  the  purpose  of  a  funeral,  or  attending  a 
funeral,  or  the  burial  of  the  dead. 

No  person  shall : 

5.  Offer  for  sale,  exhibit,  pass,  give,  or  deliver  to  another  any  obscene, 
lewd,  or  indecent  book,  pamphlet,  picture,  card,  print,  paper,  writing,  mould, 
cast  or  figure,  or  have  the  same  in  his  or  her  possession,  unless  it  is  shown 
that  the  possession  is  innocent,  or  for  a  lawful  purpose; 

6.  Circulate,  or  distribute,  or  cause  to  be  circulated,  or  distributed,  any 
pamphlets,  books,  or  circulars,  treating  of,  or  illustrating,  any  of  the  diseases 
of  the  sexual  organs; 

7.  Appear  in  a  public  place  naked,  or  in  a  dress  not  belonging  to  his  or 
her  sex;  or  in  an  indecent  or  lewd  dress; 

8.  Make  any  indecent  exposure  of  his  or  her  person; 

9.  Be  guilty  of  any  lewd  or  indecent  act  or  behavior; 

10.  Exhibit  or  pei'orm  any  indecent,  immoral,  or  lewd  play  or  other  repre- 
sentation; 

11.  Solicit,  employ,  or  engage  another  to  commit  a  public  offense; 

12.  Make  use  of,  or  have  in  his  possession,  any  slingshot,  or  other  instru- 
ment or  device,  by  means  of  which  missiles  of  any  kind  or  description  are 
hurled  or  projected; 

13.  Wear,  or  carry,  any  slungshot  or  knuckles,  or  instruments  of  a  similar 
character; 

14.  Solicit  by  words,  gestures,  or  knocks,  any  person  passing  or  being  on 
a  public  Street,  or  place,  to  enter  any  house  for  lewdvpurposes; 

15.  Be  drunk  in  a  public  place,  or  place  open  to  public  view; 

16.  Be  on  any  public  highway,  or  in  any  public  place  in  a  state  of  drunk- 
enness or  intoxication,  or  be  on  any  private  premises  or  in  any  private  house 
in  a  state  of  drunkenness  or  intoxication,  to  the  annoyance  of  any  other 
person. 
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[Bathing  in  the  Waters  of  the  Bay.] 

SEC.  21.  No  person  shall  bathe  in  the  waters  of  the  Bay  of  San  Francisco, 
\vithin  the  limits  of  the  city  and  county: 

Between  the  hours  of  seven  and  one-half  o'clock,  A.  M.,  and  sunset,  without 
wearing  a  suitable  bathing  dress;  or, 

On  Sunday  within  three  hundred  yards  of  the  shore,  or  off  any  pier  or 
wharf,  between  the  hours  of  seven  and  one-half  o'clock  A.  M.  and  sunset. 

[Discharging  of  Cannon;  Permit  to  be  given  by  the  Mayor,  Discharge  of  Fire  Arms,  etc., 
within  certain  limits,  Prohibited.] 

SEC.  22.  No  person  shall  discharge  any  cannon  within  that  portion  of  the 
city  and  county  lying  between  Larkin  and  Ninth  streets,  and  the  outer  line  of 
the  streets  forming  the  water  front,  except  by  special  permission,  in  writing, 
from  the  Mayor,  which  permit  shall  designate  the  time  and  particular  locality 
of  the  firing,  and  the  number  of  discharges  which  are  authorized. 

A  copy  of  the  permit  shall  be  filed  by  the  person  obtaining  the  same,  in  the 
office  of  the  Chief  of  Police,  at  least  two  hours  before  the  time  of  such  firing, 
and  the  person  or  persons  engaged  in  the  discharge  of  such  cannon,  shall,  on 
the  demand  of  any  citizen  or  peace  officer,  exhibit  the  permit  by  which  such 
firing  is  authorized. 

No  person  shall  discharge  any  fire  arms  of  any  other  description,  or  any 
Ohinese  fire-crackers,  or  Chinese  bomb,  or  any  bomb  of  any  kind,  char- 
acter, or  description,  in  that  portion  of  the  city  and  county  bounded  by  Devis- 
adero,  Fell,  Stanyan,  Frederick,  Fifteenth,  Castro,  Twentieth,  and  Napa 
streets,  and  the  outer  line  of  the  streets  forming  the  water  front,  or  within 
three  hundred  yards  of  any  public  highway,  or  upon  any  ground  set  apart  as 
a  cemetery,  or  public  square,  or  park,  or  within  three  hundred  yards  of  any 
dwelling  house. 

This  section  shall  not  be  construed  so  as  to  prohibit  any  person  from  shoot- 
ing destructive  animals  within  or  upon  his  own  inclosure. 

[Exploding  Blasts.] 

SEC.  23.  No  person  shall  explode  a  blast  without  first  covering  the  same  in 
such  a  manner  as  to  prevent  the  fragments  of  rock  or  earth  from  being  thrown 
against  or  upon  adjacent  buildings  or  lots,  or  upon  a  public  highway. 

[Keeping  or  Storing  of  more  than  Fifty  Pounds  of  Powder  Prohibited.    Proviso.] 

SEC.  24.  No  person  shall  receive,  keep,  or  store,  or  have  in  any  one  place, 
more  than  fifty  pounds  of  gunpowder,  or  shall  erect  and  maintain  any  build- 
ing for  the  storage  or  keeping  of  gunpowder,  except  within  that  portion  of 
the  city  and  county  bounded  by  Railroad  avenue  on  the  west,  Islais  street  on 
the  north,  county  line  on  the  south,  and  the  waters  of  the  bay  on  the  east. 

[Scaffolds,  how  to  construct.] 
SEC.  25.     No  person  shall  erect,  maintain,  or  use,  or  cause  to  be  erected, 
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maintained,  or  used,  any  scaffold,  unless  it  be  of  sufficient  strength  to  support 
the  weight  that  may  be  placed  thereon,  and  of  sufficient  width  to  prevent 
the  persons  working  thereon,  or  the  materials  placed  thereon,  from  falling. 

[Immoderate  Riding  or  Driving,  Kite  flying,  etc.] 

SEC.  26.     No  person  shall: 

1.  Immoderately  ride  or  drive  any  horse  upon  any  public  street,  or  high- 
way, within  this  city  and  county ; 

2.  Kaise  or  fly  a  kite  east  of  Larkin  street  or  northeast  of  Eighth  street; 

3.  Play  at,  or  participate  in,  any  game  of  ball,  in  any  of  the  public  streets 
of  this  city  and  county; 

4.  Engage  upon  a  public  highway  in  any  sport  or  exercise  having  a  ten- 
dency to  frighten  horses; 

5.  In  any  place,  indulge  in  conduct  having  a  tendency  to  annoy  persons 
passing  or  being  upon  the  public  highway,  or  upon  adjacent  premises. 

Whenever  the  free  passage  of  a  street  or  sidewalk  shall  be  obstructed  by  a 
crowd  (except  on  occasions  of  public  meeting),  the  persons  composing  such 
crowd  shall  disperse  or  move  on  when  directed  so  to  do  by  a  police  officer. 

[Theatrical  Performances  after  one  o'clock  in  the  morning,  and  Beating  upon  a  Gong  or 
Gongs,  etc.,  to  Disturb  the  Peace,  Prohibited.] 

SEC.  27.  No  person  shall  participate  in-  any  theatrical  exhibition  or  per- 
formance between  one  o'clock  A.  M.  and  daylight  in  the  morning,  and  no  per- 
son shall  attend  or  be  present  at  any  exhibition  or  performance  given  in  vio- 
lation of  this  section.  No  person  participating  in  any  exhibition  or  perform- 
ance, in  or  about  any  theatre  or  place  of  entertainment  or  amusement  in  this 
city  and  county,  shall,  at  any  time  during  such  exhibition  or  performance, 
disturb  the  peace  or  quiet  of  any  neighborhood,  by  beating  or  playing  upon 
a  gong  or  gongs,  or  by  making  an  unusual  noise  of  any  kind,  nor  shall  any 
person  aid  or  abet  in  making  such  disturbance.  [As  amended  August  3,  1875. 
Order  1,232.] 

[Disturbances  of  the  Public  Peace,  Obscene  and  Profane  Language,  etc.] 

SEC.  28.     No  person  shall: 

1.  Make  in  any  place,  or  suffer  to  be  made  upon  his  premises,  or  premises 
within  his  control,  any  noise,  disorder,  or  tumult,  to  the  disturbance  of  the 
public  peace; 

2.  Utter,  in  the  hearing  of  two  or  more  persons,  any  bawdy,  lewd,  obscene, 
or  profane  language,  words,  or  epithets; 

3.  Address  to  another,  or  utter  in  the  presence  of  another,   any  words, 
language,  or  expression  having  a  tendency  to  create  a  breach  of  the  peace. 

[To  Prohibit  Street  Begging,  and  to  Restrain  Certain  Persons  from  Appearing  in  Streets  and 

Public  Places.] 

SEC.  29.  No  person  shall,  either  directly  or  indirectly,  whether  by  look, 
word,  sign,  or  deed,  practice  begging  or  mendicancy  in,  or  on  any  of  the 
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streets,  highways,  or  thoroughfares  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco, 
nor  in  any  public  place. 

On  the  conviction  of  any  person  for  practicing  mendicancy  or  begging,  if  it 
shall  appear  that  such  person  is  without  means  of  support,  and  infirm  and 
physically  unable  to  earn  a  support  or  livelihood,  or  is,  for  any  cause,  a  pro- 
per person  to  be  maintained  at  the  Alms  House,  such  person  may  be  com- 
mitted to  said  Alms  House. 

Any  person  who  is  diseased,  maimed,  mutilated,  or  in  any  way  deformed, 
so  as  to  be  an  unsightly  or  disgusting  object,  or  an  improper  person  to  be 
allowed  in  or  on  the  streets,  highways,  thoroughfares,  or  public  places  in  this 
city  and  county,  shall  not  therein  or  thereon  expose  himself  or  herself  to 
public  view. 

On  the  conviction  of  any  person  for  a  violation  of  any  of  the  provisions  of 
the  next  preceding  clause  of  this  section,  if  it  shall  seem  proper  and  just 
the  fine  and  imprisonment  provided  for  may  be  omitted,  and  such  person 
be  committed  to  the  Alms  House. 

It  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  the  police  officers  to  arrest  any  person  who 
shall  violate  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  section. 

[Driving  Cattle  through  Streets  Prohibited  during  certain  hours.] 

SEC.  30.  No  person  shall  drive,  or  cause  to  be  driven,  any  cattle,  except 
milch  cows  and  calves,  through  any  public  street  east  of  Larkin  and  Ninth 
streets,  between  the  hours  of  six  in  the  morning  and  twelve  at  night,  from 
the  first  day  of  April  to  the  first  day  of  October;  or  between  the  hours  of 
seven  in  the  morning  and  twelve  at  night,  from  the  first  day  of  October  to  the 
first  day  of  April ;  provided,  that  it  shall  be  lawful,  at  any  hour,  to  drive  cattle 
from  the  landing  at  the  foot  of  Second  street,  through  King  street  to  Seventh 
street;  thence  to  Brannan  street;  and  thence  to  Ninth  street. 

[Concerning  Dogs  Running  at  Large.] 

SEC.  31.  No  person  owning  or  having  the  control  of  any  dog,  shall  suffer 
or  permit  the  same  to  run  at  large  in  any  public  street  ;  unless, 

A  license  tax  for  the  current  year  be  first  paid  ;  and,  unless, 

Such  dog  has  around  its  neck  a  collar,  and  have  attached  thereto  a  metallic 
plate,  issued  by  the  Collector  of  Licenses,  having  thereon  the  number  of  the 
license  issued  for  said  dog,  and  figures  indicating  the  year  for  which  the 
license  tax  has  been  paid. 

Every  dog  found  running  at  large  in  violation  of  this  section  shall  be  im- 
pounded ; 

If  on  the  trial  of  any  person  for  violating  this  section,  it  appear  to  the 
Court  that  any  unregistered  dog,  while  running,  or  being  at  large,  in  any 
street,  lane,  or  alley  of  this  city  and  county,  did  bite  any  person,  the  Court 
may  order  such  dog  to  be  destroyed,  and  the  Chief  of  Police  shall  execute 
such  order. 
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[Prohibiting  Employment  of  Females  in  Bar-Rooms  and  Females  from  remaining  or  being 
in  any  place  where  liquors  are  sold,  between  the  hours  of  six  o'clock  p.  M.  and  six 
o'clock  A.  M. 

SEC.  32.  Every  person  who  causes,  procures  or  employs  any  female  to 
wait,  or  in  any  manner  attend  on  any  person  in  any  dance-cellar,  bar-room, 
or  in  any  place  where  malt,  vinous  or  spirituous  liquors  is  used  or  sold,  and 
every  female  who,  in  such  place  shall  wait  or  attend  on  any  person,  is  guilty 
of  a  misdemeanor. 

No  person  owning  or  having  change  or  control  of  any  drinking  cellar,  drink- 
ing saloon,  or  drinking  place,  or  any  place  where  malt,  vinous  or  spirituous 
liquors  are  sold  and  used,  shall  suffer  or  permit  any  female  to  be  or  remain 
in  such  drinking  cellar,  saloon  or  place  between  the  hours  of  six  o'clock  p.  M. 
and  six  o'clock  A.  M. 

No  female  shall  be  or  remain  in  such  drinking  cellar,  saloon  or  place  be- 
tween such  hours  ;  provided,  that  this  section  shall  not  be  construed  so  as  to 
apply  to  hotels  or  restaurants,  or  grocery  stores  where  the  wife  or  daughter 
of  the  proprietor  may  happen  to  be  in  attendance  ;  or  public  gardens,  or  to 
balls  that  are  not  given  or  held  in  drinking  cellars,  drinking  saloons  or  bar- 
rooms ;  provided,  further,  that  if  the  ball  is  given  for  the  purpose  of  evading 
the  provisions  of  this  order,  then  this  order  shall  be  applicable.  As  amended 
May  20,  1875,  Order  1,215;  August  20,  1875,  Order  1,234. 

[Houses  of  Ill-Fame,  Gambling  Houses.] 

SEC.  33.  No  person  shall,  in  that  portion  of  the  city  and  county  bounded 
by  Larkin,  Market,  Church,  Eighteenth  and  Channel  streets,  and  the  water 
front,  keep,  or  maintain,  or  become  an  inmate  of,  or  visitor  to,  or  shall  in  any 
way  contribute  to  the  support  of  : 

Any  disorderly  house  ;  or, 

House  of  ill-fame  ;  or, 

Place  for  the  practice  of  gambling  ;  or, 

Knowingly  let  or  underlet,  or  transfer  the  possession  of  any  premises  for 
use  by  any  person,  for  any  of  said  purposes. 

Every  person  who  shall  violate  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  section,  shall 
be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  punished  by  a  fine  [of]  not  less  than 
twenty  dollars,  or  imprisonment  not  less  than  ten  days. 

[To  Prohibit  the  Throwing  of  Dice,  and  Games  of  Chance  for  Money  in  places  open  to 

public  view.] 

SEC.  34.     No  person  shall  : 

Draw  numbers,  figures,  letters  or  cards,  in  the  nature  of  a  game  of  chance  ; 
throw  or  count  dice,  or  engage,  or  take  part  in  any  way  therein,  or  in  any 
game  of  chance  of  any  kind  whatever,  for  money,  things  in  action,  property 
or  valuables  of  any  kind  whatever  ; 

In  a  public  place  ;  or, 

Place  open  to  public  view  ;  or, 
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Where  the  same  may  be  seen  by  persons  being  or  passing  upon  the  street;  or, 
In  the  presence  or  view  of  two  or  more  persons,  including  those  engaged 

therein  ; 

No  person  shall  permit  or  suffer  the  same  upon  his  or  her  premises  or  place, 

or  upon  any  premises  or  place  under  his  or  her  control. 

[To  Prohibit  the  "  Strap  Game,  or  Trick  of  the  Loop."] 

SEC.  35.     It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  : 

Win  or  acquire  any  money  or  thing  of  value  by  means  of  the  game  played 
with  a  strap,  and  commonly  known  as  the  "Strap  Game,  or  Trick  of  the 
Loop  ;" 

Advise  or  solicit,  challenge,  or  provoke  another  to  bet  anything  of  value  on 
the  "  Strap  Game." 

It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  having  the  control  of  any  premises  to 
suffer  or  permit  the  "Strap  Game"  to  be  played  for  anything  of  value  on 
such  premises. 

Any  instrument,  of  whatever  texture,  which  shall  be  used  to  play,  or  in  at- 
tempting to  play  the  "  Strap  Game,"  shall  be  deemed  a  "  strap  "  within  the 
meaning  of  this  section. 

[Prohibiting  Cheating  or  Fraudulent  or  Dishonest  Practices  at  Card-playing.] 

SEC.  36.  Every  person  who,  at  a  game  or  play  at  cards,  or  in  betting  on  a 
hand  or  side,  at  such  game  or  play,  shall,  by  fraudulent  or  dishonest  or  cheat- 
ing trick,  art,  practice  or  device,  obtain  or  win  for  himself  or  another,  any 
money  or  personal  property  or  valuable  thing,  with  the  intent  to  cheat  and 
defraud,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  punished  accordingly. 

Every  person  who,  at  the  game  of  "poker,"  or  who,  on  betting  on  a  hand 
at  cards,  as  a  "poker  hand,"  shall,  by  the  claim,  pretence  or  representation, 
that  three  or  four  cards  of  the  same  suit  beat  three  aces,  or  threes  of  any 
kind,  obtain  or  take  any  money,  personal  property  or  valuable  thing,  with  in- 
tent to  cheat  and  defraud,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and 
punished  accordingly. 

[Prohibiting  the  unlawful  possession  of  Gambling  Implements.] 

SEC.  37.  No  person  shall  have  in  his  possession,  unless  it  is  shown  that 
fcuch  possession  is  innocent,  or  for  a  lawful  purpose :  any, 

1.  Faro-box. 

2.  Faro -table. 

3.  Faro-layout. 

4.  Faro-cases. 

5.  Faro-checks;  or, 

6.  Other  implements  for  playing  any  banking  game. 

Every  person  found  in  any  room  or  apartments  where  such  gambling  im- 
plements are  discovered,  shall,  unless  the  contrary  appear,  be  deemed  to  have 
possession  of  the  same ;  provided,  that  the  possession  of  any  of  the  foregoing 
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implements  by  a  manufacturer  of  the  same,  shall  be  deemed  innocent  and  for 
a  lawful  purpose. 

Every  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  Order  shall  be  deemed 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  punished  by  a  fine  not  less  than  twenty  dollars, 
or  imprisonment  not  less  than  ten  days. 

[Prohibiting  persons  from  Taking  Intoxicating  Liquors  into  Public  Institutions.] 

SEC.  38.     Any  person  who  shall,  without  permission  of  the  officer  in  charge, 
bring  any  intoxicating  liquor  into: 
Any  Prison  in  this  city  and  county. 
The  County  Hospital. 
The  Almshouse. 
The  Industrial  School. 
Shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor. 

[Providing  for  the  Punishment  of  Prisoners  Escaping  from  the  City  and  County  Hospital.] 

SEC.  39.  Whenever  any  person  shall  be  arrested,  or  detained,  or  imprisoned 
on  any  criminal  charge,  in  any  prison  in  the  City  and  County  of  San  Fran- 
cisco, and,  on  account  of  sickness,  or  injuries  received,  shall  be  removed  to 
the  City  and  County  Hospital,  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  such  person  to  escape 
from  said  hospital,  and  any  person  so  escaping  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a 
misdemeanor. 

[To  Prohibit  the  use  of  Masks  in  the  Commission  of  Robbery  and  other  Crime.] 

SEC.  40.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  wear,  or  to  have  in  his  or 
her  possession,  with  intent  that  they,  or  any  of  them,  should  be  worn  by  any 
person,  any  mask,  disguise,  or  other  device,  for  the  purpose  of  evading  or 
escaping  discovery,  recognition,  or  identification,  for  robbery  or  any  other 
public  offense  committed,  or  intended  to  be  committed,  under  cover  of  such 
mask,  disguise,  or  other  device;  or  the  concealment  of  any  person  guilty  of, 
charged  with,  arrested  for,  or  convicted  of  any  crime. 

[To  Prohibit  the  Unlawful  Possession  of  Burglars'  Tools.] 

SEC.  41.     It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  have  in  his  possession  any : 

1.  Nippers  of  the  description  known  as  Burglars'  Nippers; 

2.  Picklock; 

3.  Skeleton  Key; 

4.  Key  to  be  used  with  a  bit  or  bits; 

5.  Jimmy;  or, 

6.  Other  burglar's  tool; 

Unless  it  be  shown  that  such  possession  is  innocent,  or  for  a  lawful  purpose. 

[To  Prohibit  Coolie  Servitude.] 

SEC.  42.     It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  : 

1.  To  sell  or  attempt  to  sell,  propose,  threaten  or  offer  to  sell,  any  human 
being; 
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2.  To  claim  the  services,  possession  or  person  of  any  human  being,  except 
as  authorized  by  law; 

3.  To  solicit,  persuade  or  induce  any  person  to  be,  or  remain  in  a  state  of 
servitude,  except  as  authorized  by  law,  whether  such  person  receives  partial 
compensation  or  no  compensation; 

4.  To  be,  enter,  remain  or  dwell  in  any  brothel  or  house  of  ill-fame,  except 
for  a  lawful  purpose; 

5.  On  account  of  any  real  or  pretended  debt  due,  or  pretended  to  be  due, 
by  any  person,  or  any  passage  money  paid  for,  or  money  advanced  to  any 
person,  whether  in  this  State  or  elsewhere,  to  hold  or  attempt  to  hold  the 
person,  or  claim  the  services  or  possession  of  any  human  being,  except  in 
cases  authorized  by  law: 

6.  To  exercise  or  attempt  to  exercise  any  control  over  any  human  being, 
except  as  authorized  by  law; 

7.  To  demand  or  receive,  from  any  person,  any  human  being,  or  any  money, 
or  thing  of  value  for,  or  on  account  of,  any  real  or  pretended  claim  to  the 
person,  possession  or  services  of  any  person,  who  was  bought,  sold,  held, 
claimed,  or  attempted  to  be  held  or  claimed  in  violation  of  this  section; 

8.  To  threaten  any  person  for  receiving,  harboring,  assisting  or  marrying 
any  person  who  was  bought,  sold,  held,  claimed,  or  attempted  to  be  held  or 
claimed  in  violation  of  this  section ; 

9.  To  threaten  any  person  for  not  paying  or  promising  to  pay  any  demand 
for  money,  or  any  thing  of  value,  made  in  violation  of  this  section; 

10.  To  threaten  any  person  for  not  restoring  or  delivering  or  promising  to 
to  restore  or  deliver  to  the  claimant  or  his  agent  any  person  who  had  been 
bought,  sold,  held,  claimed,  or  attempted  to  be  held  or  claimed  in  violation  of 
this  section. 

[Relating  to  the  Duties  of  Pawnbrokers  and  Dealers  in  Second-Hand  Clothing.] 

SEC.  43.  Every  person  engaged  in  the  business  of  pawnbroker,  or  the  pur- 
chase or  sale  of  second-hand  clothing,  wares  or  merchandise,  shall  keep  a 
book,  in  which  they  shall  enter,  at  the  time  of  purchase,  in  the  English 
language  : 

1.  A  true  and  accurate  description  of  every  article  purchased  by  them; 

2.  The  name  and  residence  of  the  vendor; 

3.  The  amoiint  paid; 

4.  The  date  and  hour  of  purchase. 

Such  book  shall  be  exhibited  upon  request  of  any  police  officer  of  the  per- 
manent police  force. 

[Peddler's  License  to  be  Exhibited.] 

SEC.  44.  Every  peddler  of  merchandise,  meat,  fish,  vegetables,  fruit,  game, 
poultry,  eggs,  cheese,  butter  and  produce,  shall,  while  engaged  in  peddling, 
carry  on  his  or  her  person,  an  un expired  peddler's  license,  and  exhibit 
such  license  when  requested  by  any  municipal  officer. 
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[To  Prohibit  Obstruction  of  Street  Eailroad  Cars.] 

SEC.  45.     It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  : 

To  obstruct  the  track  of  any  legally  authorized  Street  Railroad  ;  or, 

To  hinder,  impede,  or  to  delay  any  Street  Railroad  passenger  car. 

[Prohibiting  Entrapping,  Killing  or  Destroying  Birds.] 

SEC.  46.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  or  persons  hereafter  to  entrap, 
kill  or  destroy  any  bird  or  birds  in  this  city  or  county. 

[Deposit  of  Eubbish  and  Filth  on  Streets,  etc— Emptying  of  Drains— Rubbish  and  Filth 
Carried  upon  Sidewalks.] 

SEC.  47.  No  person  shall  throw  into,  or  deposit,  upon  any  public  street, 
highway,  or  grounds,  or  upon  any  private  premises,  or  anywhere  except  in 
such  places  as  may  be  designated  for  that  purpose  by  the  Superintendent  of 
Public  Streets  and  Highways,  any  glass,  broken  ware,  dirt,  rubbish,  garbage 
or  filth  ; 

No  person  owning  or  having  control  of  any  premises  shall  permit  any  drain 
therefrom  to  empty  into  or  upon  any  vacant  lot  or  public  square,  street  or 
highway,  except  by  permission  of  the  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
on  Health  and  Police  ; 

No  person  upon  any  sidewalk  shall  carry  a  basket  or  baskets,  bag  or  bags, 
suspended  from  or  attached  to  poles  across  or  upon  the  shoulders  ;  and  no 
person  on  any  sidewalk  shall  carry  so  as  to  be  offensive  to  pedestrians,  any 
rubbish,  garbage  or  filth. 

[Misdemeanor  at  Common  Law.] 

SEC.  48.  Every  act  or  offense  which  is  a  misdemeanor  at  common  law 
(and  not  defined  by  Statute  of  this  State,  or  Order  of  the  Board  of  Supervi- 
sors), is  a  misdemeanor  in  this  city  and  county. 

[Assemblage  of  Minors  and  Disturbances  of  Minors  on  Streets  at  Night  Prohibited.] 

SEC  49.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  three  or  more  persons  under  twenty-one 
years  of  age  to  congregate  or  assemble,  or  engage  in  any  sport  or  exercise,  or 
make,  or  endeavor  to  make  any  noise  or  disturbance,  on  any  public  thorough- 
fare, or  on  any  street  or  street-crossing,  court  or  alley  in  this  city  and  county, 
between  the  hours  of  eight  (8)  o'clock  p.  M.  and  daylight  in  the  morning. 
(Added  to  chapter,  May  20,  1875,  Order  No.  1,215,) 


CHAPTER  iv. 

[As  Amended  December  31, 1874,  Order  1,196.] 

STREETS   AND   SIDEWALKS. 

[Penalty.] 

SECTION  1.     Any  person  who  shall  violate  any  of  the  provisions  of  this 
chapter,   shall  be  deemed  guilty  of   a  misdemeanor;   and  upon  conviction 
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thereof,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  one  thousand  dollars, 
or  by  imprisonment  in  the  county  jail  for  not  more  than  six  months,  or  by 
both. 

[Sidewalks,  Width  and  Construction.] 

SEC.  2.  Every  sidewalk  in  that  portion  of  the  city  lying  east  of  Sansome 
street  and  north  of  Market  street,  shall  be  one-sixth  of  the  width  of  the  street 
of  which  it  shall  form  a  part: 

Except  where  sidewalks  of  greater  width  have  heretofore  been  ordered  by 
the  Board  of  Supervisors,  and  wholly  or  partially  constructed; 

Provided  further,  that  upon  the  petition  of  the  owners  of  one-half  in  frontage 
of  the  lots  and  lands  fronting  on  any  one  block  in  said  portion  of  the  city, 
the  Superintendent  of  Public  Streets  and  Highways  and  Squares  may  allow 
the  sidewalks  in  said  block  to  be  constructed  of  the  width  and  in  the  manner 
prescribed  for  that  portion  of  the  city  west  of  Sansome  street  and  north  of 
Market  street; 

Also,  provided,  that  all  sidewalks,  constructed  hereafter  on  the  streets  form- 
ing the  water  front  of  this  city  and  county,  shall  be  fifteen  feet  in  width. 

In  all  other  parts  of  the  city  the  width  of  every  sidewalk  shall  be  as  follows: 

In  any  street  less  than  forty  feet  wide,  one-fifth  the  width  of  the  street, 
except  when  otherwise  ordered  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors; 

In  all  streets  not  less  than  forty  feet  and  less  than  fifty  feet  wide,  ten  feet; 

In  all  streets  not  less  than  fifty  feet  and  less  than  sixty  feet  wide,  thirteen 
feet; 

In  all  streets  not  less  than  sixty  feet  and  less  than  seventy  feet  wide,  fifteen 
feet; 

In  all  streets  not  less  thin  seventy  feet  and  less  than  eighty  feet  wide, 
eighteen  feet. 

In  all  streets  not  less  than  eighty  feet  and  less  than  one  hundred  feet  wide, 
nineteen  feet. 

In  all  streets  one  hundred  or  more  feet  wide,  twenty-two  feet. 

Provided,  That  the  sidewalks  in : 

Valencia  street,  between  Market  and  Twenty-sixth  streets; 

In  Mission,  Howard,  Folsom  and  Harrison  streets,  southwest  of  Ninth 
street; 

Alameda,  El  Dorado,  Santa  Clara,  Mariposa,  Solano,  Butte  andNapa  streets, 
from  Potrero  avenue  to  Harrison  street; 

Jersey,  Hampshire,  York,  Florida  and  Columbia  streets,  from  Napa  street 
to  Channel  street;  and 

In  Sixteenth  street; 

Shall  be  fifteen  feet  wide. 

Every  sidewalk  shall  be  constructed  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Superintendent 
of  Public  Streets  and  Highways,  so  as  to  have  an  even  surface,  and  shall  rise 
from  the  curb  at  the  rate  of  one-fifth  of  an  inch  to  every  foot  of  width.  All 
plank  sidewalks  shall  be  constructed  of  plank  at  least  two  inches  in  thickness, 
well  spiked  down  to  each  sill 
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The  sills  of  the  plank  sidewalks  shall  be  of  redwood,  at  least  three  inches 
thick  and  six  inches  wide,  and  shall  be  placed  not  more  than  three  feet  apart. 

[Sidewalks  in  certain  Streets  to  be  of  Brick,  Stone  or  Asphaltum.] 

SEC.  3.     All  sidewalks  which  may  hereafter  be  laid  down  in: 

Kearny,  Montgomery,  Sansome,  Battery  and  Front  streets,  between  Broad- 
way and  Market  streets; 

Jackson,  Washington,  Merchant,  Clay,  Commercial,  Sacramento,  California, 
Pine  and  Bush  streets,  between  Kearny  and  Front  streets; 

Sutter,  Post,  Geary  and  O'Farrell  streets,  between  Market  and  Powell 
streets; 

Second,  Third,  Fourth  and  Fifth  streets,  between  Market  and  Folsom 
streets ; 

Market  street,  between  First  and  Sixth  and  Battery  and  Taylor  streets; 

Montgomery  avenue,  between  Montgomery  and  Stockton  streets; 
Shall  be  constructed  of  the  best  quality  of  stone  nagging,  or  asphaltum. 

[Curbs  of  Sidewalks,  how  Constructed.] 

SEC.  4.  The  curb  of  every  sidewalk  shall  correspond  to  the  official  grade 
of  the  street  of  which  such  sidewalk  shall  form  a  part  except  when  otherwise 
ordered  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  and  the  curb  of  every  angular  corner 
shall  be  constructed  with  a  radius,  so  as  to  meet  and  conform  to  the  curb  of 
intersecting  streets.  In  paved  or  macadamized  streets  within  the  fire  limits, 
the  curbs  of  the  sidewalks  shall  be  of  cut  or  hammered  stone,  every  stone,  if 
laid  on  a  brick  or  stone  wall,  being  at  least  eight  inches  square ;  and  if  not 
laid  on  such  wall,  at  least  six  inches  in  thickness,  sixteen  inches  in  depth, 
and  four  feet  in  length.  All  wooden  curbs  of  sidewalks  shall  be  constructed  of 
redwood  planks  not  less  than  four  inches  in  thickness,  sixteen  inches  in  width, 
and  six  feet  in  length. 

[Buildings  not  to  Extend  over  line  of  Street.    Proviso,  Porches,  Doorways,  Windows.] 

SEC.  5.  No  person  shall  maintain,  or  construct,  or  place,  or  cause  to  be 
constructed  or  placed,  on  premises  belonging  to  him,  or  in  his  possession,  or 
under  his  control,  any  building  which  shall  extend  over  the  line  of  the  street, 
without  permission  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

[Areas  and  Vaults  under  Sidewalks,  Sidewalks  over  Vaults,  etc.,  how  Constructed.] 

SEC.  6.  No  person  shall  construct,  or  cause  or  suffer  to  be  constructed, 
under  the  sidewalk  adjoining  any  premises  belonging  to  him,  or  in  his  pos- 
session, or  under  his  control,  any  area  or  vault,  except  in  conformity  with  the 
following  specifications: 

1:  Areas  shall  be  constructed  and  used  only  for  the  purpose  of  affording  light 
to  basements  or  cellars,  and  for  receiving  and  shipping  goods  and  merchandise, 
and  they  shall  be  securely  enclosed,  and  covered  with  substantial  gratings  con- 
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structed  with  spaces  not  to  exceed  one  inch  in  width  between  the  bars,  or  thick 
dead-light  glass,  permanently  fixed  flush  with  the  surface  of  the  sidewalk. 

2.  No  vault  shall  extend  beyond  the  official  line  of  the  sidewalk. 

The  outer  walls  of  such  vaults  shall  be  constructed  under  or  within  the 
official  line  of  the  sidewalk,  and  shall  be  of  brick  or  stone,  or  brick  and  stone 
together,  not  less  than  twelve  inches  in  thickness  in  any  case;  and  if  the  same 
be  more  than  six  feet  in  height,  then  not  less  than  sixteen  inches  in  thickness 
for  the  lower  half  thereof,  and  not  less  than  twelve  inches  in  thickness  for 
the  upper  half  ;  and  all  such  walls  shall  have  footing  courses  projecting  at 
least  six  inches  on  the  inside  thereof. 

All  sidewalks  over  vaults  or  areas  shall  be  securely  supported  by  arches  con- 
structed of  brick,  stone  or  iron,  so  as  to  be  capable  of  sustaining  at  least  six 
hundred  pounds  weight  to  every  superficial  foot  thereof,  and  the  use  of  wood 
to  sustain  or  support  sidewalks  over  vaults  or  areas  is  hereby  prohibited. 

No  aperture  through  the  sidewalk  into  a  vault  shall  exceed  a  superficial  area 
of  twenty-four  square  feet. 

Every  such  aperture  shall  be  covered  with  an  iron  cover,  and  shall  be  se- 
curely closed  when  not  in  actual  use. 

Every  such  cover  shall  have  a  bearing  of  at  least  one  inch,  and  shall  be  so 
placed  as  to  be  flush  with  the  surface  of  the  sidewalk. 

[Entrance  to  Buildings,  Descent  and  Ascent,  How  Constructed.] 

SEC.  7.  No  person  owning  or  having  the  control  of  any  building  shall 
maintain  any  approach  or  entrance  thereto  from  the  sidewalk,  except  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  following  provisions : 

1.  No  entrance,  which  shall  be  a  descent  from  the  sidewalk,  shall  occupy 
more  than  three-tenths  of  the  width  of  the  sidewalk,  nor  more  than  four  feet 
thereof. 

Every  such  entrance  in  general  use  shall  be  inclosed  with  a  permanent  rail- 
ing at  least  three  feet  high. 

Every  such  entrance  not  in  general  use  shall  be  securely  covered  at  all  times 
during  the  night,  and  at  all  times  during  the  day  when  not  in  actual  use. 

2.  No  approach  to  a  building,  which  shall  be  an  ascent  from  the  sidewalk, 
shall  occupy  more  than  three-tenths  of  the  width  of  the  sidewalk,  nor  more 
than  four  feet  thereof,  nor  be  more  than  five  feet  in  height,  and  shall  be  pro- 
tected by  balusters  and  railing,  built  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Superintendent 
of  Public   Streets,  Highways  and   Squares.     (As   amended   May  20,  1875, 
Order  1,215.) 

[Awnings,  Shades,  and  Balconies,  How  Constructed.] 

SEC.  8.  No  person  owning  or  occupying  any  building  fronting  upon  any 
public  street,  shall  construct  or  cause  to  be  constructed  or  maintained,  any 
awning,  shade,  or  balcony  before  such  building  and  extending  over  the  side- 
walk, except  in  accordance  with  the  following  provisions: 

1.     Such  awning,  balcony,  or  shade,  shall  be  securely  placed  and  supported 
without  posts. 
53 
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2.  The  lowest  part  thereof  shall  be  at  least  ten  feet  above  the  level  of 
the  curb. 

3.  Every  awning,  shade,  or  balcony,  not  extending  to  the  line  of  the  curb, 
shall  have  a  gutter  and  a  spout  to  conduct  the  water  to  the  building  and  thence 
to  the  outer  line  of  the  sidewalk. 

4.  No  awning,  shade,  or  balcony,  shall  extend  beyond  the  outer  line  of 
the  sidewalk. 

[Signs,  Advertisements,  and  Flags,  on  or  over  Streets  and  Sidewalks.] 

SEC.  9.  No  person  owning  or  occupying  any  building  or  premises  fronting 
upon  a  public  street,  shall: 

Place  or  cause  to  be  placed,  or  maintain,  or  suffer,  upon  the  street  or  side- 
walk in  front  of  such  building  or  premises,  any  sign  or  advertisement,  except 
such  as  occupy  no  space ; 

Place  or  cause  to  be  placed,  maintain,  or  suffer,  upon  the  front  of  such 
building  or  premises,  any  sign  or  advertisement  which  shall  project  over  or 
•upon  the  sidewalk  more  than  one  foot; 

Suspend,  or  cause  to  be  suspended,  maintain,  or  suffer,  over  the  street  or 
sidewalk  in  front  of  such  building  or  premises,  any  sign,  advertisement,  or 
flag,  except  upon  holidays,  election  days,  and  days  of  public  parade  or  display. 

[Piling  or  Capping  Street  Forbidden.    Owners  must  not  permit  Dirt  to  Remain  in  the 
Street.    Obstructions  Forbidden.! 

SEC.  10.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  or  persons,  without  permission 
from  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  to  pile,  cap,  or  otherwise  obstruct  any  street 
or  portion  of  any  street,  lane,  alley,  place,,  or  court,  laid  down  and  designated 
upon  the  official  map  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  or  declared 
an  open  public  street  by  any  resolution  or  order  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors, 
whether  such  street  be  graded  or  otherwise. 

Every  day  during  which  any  pile  or  piles,  cap  or  caps,  or  other  obstruc- 
tions, unlawfully  placed  in  any  portion  of  any  of  the  streets  aforesaid,  shall 
be  allowed  to  remain  there  by  the  person  or  persons  so  unlawfully  placing 
them  there,  after  notice  from  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Streets  and  High- 
ways to  remove  the  same,  shall  constitute  a  new  offense. 

SEC.  11.  No  person  shall  put,  place  or  suffer  to  remain  anywhere  upon  a 
public  way,  street  or  highway,  and  no  person  owning,  occupying  or  having 
control  of  any  premises,  shall  suffer  to  be  or  remain  in  front  thereof  upon  the 
sidewalk,  or  the  half  of  the  street  or  way  next  to  such  premises,  any  broken 
ware,  glass,  filth,  rubbish,  refuse  papers,  garbage  or  dirt  at  any  time. 

The  owner  or  owners,  tenant  or  tenants,  occupant  or  occupants,  or  lessee  of 
any  building,  land  or  premises,  if  required  by  the  Superintendent  of  Public 
Streets,  Highways  and  Squares,  shall,  within  three  days  after  notice,  at  his, 
her  or  their  own  expense,  remove  all  earth,  sand,  rock,  stones,  dust,  filth, 
rubbish,  garbage,  and  matter  that  may  have  accumulated  in  front  of  his,  her 
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or  their  said  building,  land  or  premises,  from  the  line  of  said  property  to  the 
centre  of  the  street. 

No  person  shall  place  or  cause  to  be  placed,  anywhere  upon  any  public 
way,  street  or  sidewalk,  and  no  person  owning,  occupying,  or  having  the  con- 
trol of  any  premises,  shall  suffer  to  remain  in  front  thereof,  upon  the  side- 
walk, or  the  half  of  the  street  or  way  next  to  such  premises,  anything  which 
shall  obstruct  the  passage  of  such  street  or  sidewalk  for  more  than  one  hour 
at  a  time. 

[Provisions  of  Previous  Section — When  Not  Applicable.] 

SEC.  12.     The  preceding  section  shall  not  apply  to: 

1.  Goods  or  merchandise  in  actual  course  of  receipt,  delivery  or  removal; 

2.  Lamp-posts  or  hydrants  erected  by  permission  of  the  Board  of  Super- 
visors; 

3.  Ornamental  trees  planted  along  the  outer  line  of  the  sidewalk,  within 
the  curbs; 

4.  Barriers  for  the  protection  of  ornamental  trees; 

5.  Watering  troughs,  placed  by  permission  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
upon  the  sidewalks,  for  the  accommodation  of  the  public; 

6.  Materials  being  used  in  the  construction  or  repair  of  any  building,  if 
such  materials  shall  not  occupy  more  than  one-third  of  the  whole  width  of 
the  street  in  front  of  such  building,  and  if  notice  in  writing  of  the  intention 
of  the  person  by  or  for  whom  such  construction  or  repair  may  be  made,  to 
deposit  materials  upon  the  street,  shall  have  been  previously  filed  in  the  office 
of  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Streets,  Highways  and  Squares. 

[Temporary  Sidewalks  must  be  Laid  in  Front  of  Buildings  being  erected.] 

SEC.  13.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  continue  the  erection  of  any  building, 
within  the  fire  limits,  above  the  first  tier  of  joists,  or  cover  the  same  with 
mastic  or  other  coating  of  mortar,  unless  a  temporary  or  permanent  sidewalk 
shall  be  laid  on  the  outer  half  of  the  width  of  the  sidewalk,  next  the  curb,  for  the 
use  of  foot  passengers,  and  unless  a  good,  strong  fence,  at  least  twelve  feet 
high  shall  be  erected  inclosing  the  inner  half  of  the  width  of  the  sidewalk,  so 
as  to  afford  foot  passengers  protection  from  falling  brick,  timber,  mortar  and 
debris  from  said  building.  Such  sidewalk  shall  be  constructed,  and  all  build- 
ing operations  shall  be  conducted,  so  that  foot  passengers  shall  have  a  free  and 
unobstructed  passage,  over  at  least  the  outer  one-half  of  the  official  width  of 
the  sidewalk  next  the  curb.  No  excavations  of  sidewalks  shall  be  made  unless 
a  permit,  in  writing,  shall  previously  have  been  obtained  from  the  Superin- 
tendent of  Public  Streets.  [As  amended  April  9,  1875,  Order  1,205.] 

[Barriers  in  Front  of  Premises  Below  Grade.] 

SEC.  14.  Any  person  owning,  or  having  the  control  of  any  premises  front- 
ing on  a  public  street,  and  below  the  grade  thereof,  shall,  within  five  days 
after  notice  from  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Streets,  Highways  and  Squares, 
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requiring  him  to  do  so,  and  without  expense  to  the  city  and  county,  erect 
suitable  barricades  upon  the  inner  line  of  the  sidewalk  in  front  of  such 
premises. 

[Barriers  around  Dangerous  Portions  of  Street;  Lighted  Lanterns  to  be  Maintained  at  Night.  ] 

SEC.  15.  Any  person  by  whom,  or  under  whose  immediate  direction,  or  by 
whose  immediate  authority  as  principal,  or  as  contractor  or  employer,  any 
portion  of  a  public  street  may  be  made  dangerous,  shall : 

Erect,  and  so  long  as  the  danger  may  continue,  maintain  around  the  portion 
of  the  street  or  highway  so  made  dangerous,  a  good  and  substantial  barrier; 

Cause  to  be  maintained  during  every  night,  from  sunset  till  daylight,  a 
lighted  lantern  at  the  ends  of  a  portion  of  a  street  so  made  dangerous,  and 
every  side  of  a  street-crossing  so  made  dangerous. 

[Breaking  up  of  Surface  of  Streets— Streets  Broken  Up  to  be  put  in  Good  Condition.] 

SEC.  16.     No  person  shall,  in  any  manner,  or  for  any  purpose: 

Break  up,  dig  up,  disturb,  undermine,  or  dig  under,  or  cause  to  be  dug  up, 
broken  up,  disturbed,  undermined,  or  dug  under,  any  public  street,  highway, 
or  place; 

Tear  up,  break  or  loosen  any  stones,  lumber,  planks,  blocks,  or  materials 
of  a  street  or  alley; 

Take  or  carry  away  any  stones,  lumber,  planks,  blocks,  or  materials  of  a 
street  or  alley,  or  any  free  or  loosened  stones,  lumber,  planks,  blocks,  or  ma- 
terials of  a  street  or  alley; 

Fill  in,  put,  place  thereon,  or  deposit  in  or  upon  any  public  street,  high- 
way, or  place,  any  earth,  sand,  dirt,  clay,  manure,  or  rock; 

Without  the  permission  of  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Streets,  Highways, 
and  Squares; 

Except  the  duly  authorized  agents  of  corporations,  duly  organized  for  the 
purpose  of  supplying  this  city  and  its  inhabitants  with  water  or  gas,  or  rail- 
road corporations,  whenever  the  right  of  way  shall  have  vested  in  such 
corporations,  when  they  shall  find  it  necessary  to  dig  up,  break,  disturb,  dig 
under,  or  undermine,  a  public  street,  highway,  or  place,  for  the  purpose  of 
laying  or  gaining  access  to  their  pipes  and  mains. 

Any  person  who,  being  permitted  or  authorized  so  to  do,  as  aforesaid,  shall 
have  broken  up,  dug  up,  disturbed,  undermined,  or  dug  under,  any  public 
street,  highway,  or  place,  shall,  as  soon  as  possible,  complete  the  work  for 
which  said  street,  highway,  or  place  shall  have  been  so  broken  up,  dug  up, 
disturbed,  dug  under,  or  undermined,  and  shall,  without  delay,  put  the  street, 
highway,  or  place  in  as  good  condition  as  it  was  before  it  was  so  broken  up, 
dug  up,  disturbed,  dug  under,  or  undermined,  and  remove  all  surplus  sand, 
clay,  earth,  dirt,  manure,  or  rubbish. 

[Construction  of  Branch  Sewers  and  Drains;  Permits  required.] 

SEC.  17.  No  person  or  persons  shall  connect  a  branch  sewer  or  drain  with 
the  main  sewer,  without  first  obtaining  a  written  permit  from  the  Superin- 
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tendent  of  Public  Streets,  Highways  and  Squares,  which  permit  shall  desig- 
nate the  kind  of  material  to  be  used  in  the  construction  of  said  branch  or 
drain. 

The  party  or  parties  applying  for  such  permit,  before  receiving  the  sam  e 
shall  deposit  with  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Streets,  etc.,  the  sum  of 
twenty  dollars  in  gold  coin,  as  security  to  the  City  and  County  of  San  Fran- 
cisco, that  said  party  or  parties  so  depositing  will  construct  said  branch  sewer 
or  drain  according  to  the  directions  and  to  the  satisfaction  of  said  Superin- 
tendent of  Streets,  etc.,  and  within  the  time  specified  in  said  permit,  and 
leave  the  street  in  as  good  condition  as  it  was  at  the  commencement  of  the 
work. 

And  in  the  event  that  the  party  or  parties  so  depositing,  or  their  agent  or 
employees,  shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  comply  with  any  or  all  of  the  above- 
named  conditions,  then  it  shall  be  and  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  said  Super- 
intendent of  Streets  to  use  so  much  of  the  above-named  deposit  as  he  may 
find  necessary  to  complete  the  connection  of  the  branch  sewer  or  drain  with 
the  main  sewer,  and  place  the  street  in  as  good  condition  as  it  was  before  the 
commencement  of  the  work,  refunding  to  the  party  so  depositing  any  unex- 
pended portion  of  any  such  money  deposited,  or  all  thereof,  in  event  of  the 
work  being  satisfactorily  performed  without  expenditure  from  such  deposit. 

[Streets:    Certain  Limits,  How  Macadamized.] 

SEC.  18.  When  any  public  street  or  highway  in  that  portion  of  said  city 
and  county  lying  east  of  Jones  and  Seventh  streets,  shall  be  ordered  to  be 
macadamized,  the  road-bed  shall  be  properly  formed  so  that  the  cross-section 
thereof  shall  conform  to  the  cross-section  of  the  street  when  macadamized; 
the  work  shall  be  done  with  blue  gneiss  or  trap  rock,  and  shall  be  fourteen 
(14)  inches  in  thickness  in  the  center  of  the  street,  and  shall  be  ten  (10) 
inches  in  thickness  at  the  sides,  and  shall  rise  at  the  rate  of  one-half  inch  to 
every  foot  from  the  curb  to  the  center  line  of  the  street,  so  as  to  form  a 
proper  crown,  to  be  well  watered,  and  then  to  be  well  rolled  down  with  a 
roller  of  at  least  two  thousand  pounds  in  weight. 

When  any  public  street  or  highway  in  that  portion  of  said  citj-  and  county 
lying  west  of  Jones  and' Seventh  streets  shall  be  ordered  to  be  macadamized, 
the  work  shall  te  done  in  the  manner  aforesaid,  except  that  in  addition  to  said 
blue  gneiss  and  trap  rock,  the  best  quality  of  red  rock  may  be  used. 

No  street  or  highway,  ordered  to  be  macadamized,  shall  be  accepted  by  the 
city  and  county,  unless  the  work  shall  be  performed  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  this  section. 

[Streets  within  Certain  Limits  Not  to  be  Laid  with  Plank,  and  Penalty  for  Violation.] 

SEC.  19.  No  person  shall  lay,  or  cause  to  be  laid  anew,  with  plank,  the 
roadway  of  any  portion  of  a  public  street  or  highway  within  that  portion  of 
this  city  and  county  bounded  by  a  line  commencing  at  a  point  where  the 
easterly  line  of  Front  street  intersects  the  northwesterly  line  of  Market  street, 
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and  running  thence  along  said  easterly  line  of  Front  street  to  the  northerly 
line  of  Vallejo  street;  thence  along  the  northerly  line  of  Vallejo  street  to  the 
westerly  line  of  Battery  street;  thence  along  the  westerly  line  of  Battery 
street  to  the  northerly  line  of  Pacific  street;  thence  along  the  northerly  line 
of  Pacific  street  to  the  easterly  line  of  Dupont  street;  thence  along  the  east- 
erly lirle  of  Dupont  street  to  the  northerly  line  of  Filbert  street;  thence  along 
the  northerly  line  of  Filbert  street  to  the  westerly  line  of  Powell  street;  thence 
along  the  westerly  line  of  Powell  street  to  the  southerly  line  of  Clay  street; 
thence  along  the  southerly  line  of  Clay  street  to  the  westerly  line  of  Stockton 
street;  thence  along  the  westerly  line  of  Stockton  street  and  its  continuation  to 
the  southeasterly  line  of  Market  street;  thence  along  the  southeasterly  line  of 
Market  street  to  the  southwesterly  line  of  Fourth  street;  thence  along  the 
southwesterly  line  of  Fourth  street  to  the  southeasterly  line  of  Harrison 
street;  thence  along  the  southeasterly  line  of  Harrison  street  to  the  north- 
easterly line  of  Third  street;  thence  along  the  northeasterly  line  of  Third 
street  to  the  southeasterly  line  of  Folsom  street;  thence  along  the  southeast- 
erly line  of  Folsoin  street  to  the  northeasterly  line  of  Fremont  street;  thence 
along  the  northeasterly  line  of  Fremont  street  and  its  continuation  to  the 
northwesterly  line  of  Market  street;  and  thence  along  the  northwesterly 
line  of  Market  street  to  the  point  of  beginning. 

Every  day  the  planking  so  laid  anew  shall  remain  in  the  street,  shall  be 
deemed  a  separate  offense. 

[Cobble  Stone  Pavement,  how  Constructed — Inspection  of    Stones   by  Superintendent  of 

Streets.] 

SEC.  20.  Alt  public  streets  and  highways,  when  ordered  to  be  paved  with 
cobble  stones,  shall  be  paved  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  sec- 
tion. 

None  but  well-selected  cobble  stone?,  not  more  than  nine  inches,  nor  less 
than  seven  inches  in  length,  shall  be  u^ed.  The  stones  shall  be  set  upright, 
closely  and  compactly,  with  the  smaller  end  downward,  in  a  bed  of  good,  clean 
sand,  not  less  than  twelve  inches  in  depth.  After  being  set,  the  stones  shall 
be  well  rammed  down,  not  less  than  three  times,  and  shall  be  well  watered  im- 
mediately before  the  last  ramming;  and  after  being  so  rammed  the  paving  shall 
be  swept  clean,  and  again  well  watered,  and  then  covered  to  the  depth  of  two 
inches  with  beach  gravel  or  finely  broken  blue  gneiss  rock. 

Where  repaving  is  ordered,  the  old  cobble  stones  shall  be  used  where  prac- 
ticable. 

The  Superintendent  of  Public  Streets  and  Highways  shall,  before  any  cobble 
stones  are  laid  down,  carefully  inspect  such  stones,  and  throw  out  and  exclude 
all  round  and  imperfect  stone,  and  such  as  do  not  conform  to  the  dimensions 

above  specified. 

[Crown  of  Roadway.] 

SEC.  21.  All  public  streets  and  highways,  when  finished,  whether  paved  or 
planked,  shall  have  a  crown  from  the  bottom  of  the  gutters  to  the  middle  of 
the  roadway  of  at  least  seven  inches. 
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[Street  and  Street  Crossing,  how  Improved,  Portions  of  Streets  Paved,  etc.,  excepted  from 
Order  to  Conform  to  Portion  not  exceptbd.] 

SEC.  22.  In  all  cases  where  a  street  or  portion  of  a  street,  or  street  crossing, 
is  or  shall  be  ordered  to  be  paved,  planked,  or  macadamized,  the  same  shall 
be  so  paved,  planked,  or  macadamized  throughout  the  whole  extent  of  said 
crossing  and  between  the  main  crossings  of  any  portions  of  said  street. 

In  all  cases  where  any  street  or  portion  of  a  street,  or  street-crossing,  has 
been  ordered  to  be  paved,  planked  or  macadamized,  and  any  portion  thereof 
has  been  excepted  from  the  provisions  of  the  Order,  such  excepted  portion 
shall  forthwith  be  made  to  conform  to  the  portion  not  excepted. 

[Superintendent  of  Streets  to  Inspect  Streets  when  Kepaved  or  Replanked  by  parties  laying 
down  Gas  or  Water  Pipes.] 

SEC.  23.  In  case  any  person  or  persons,  corporation  or  corporations,  asso- 
ciation or  associations,  desiring  to  lay  down  in  the  streets  of  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco,  pipes  used  for  the  flow  of  gas  or  water,  shall  take 
up  and  lay  down  any  part  or  parcel  of  street  pavement,  or  planking,  they 
shall  notify,  in  writing,  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Streets;  then  and  in 
that  case,  it  shall  be  and  is  hereby  made  his  duty  to  personally  inspect  the 
work  done,  and  if,  in  his  judgment,  the  same  be  imperfect,  or  the  contour  of 
the  pavement  be  broken,  then  and  in  that  event  he  shall  cause  the  said  por- 
tion of  said  street  pavement  or  planking  to  be  relaid  and  constructed,  and  the 
expense  therefor  shall  be  charged  against  the  person  or  persons,  corporation 
or  corporations,  who  may  desire  or  be  requested  to  lay  down  pipes  used  for 
the  flow  of  gas  or  water.  . 

[Prohibition  Against  Privilege  Being  Granted  in  certain  cases.] 

SEC.  24.  Permission  shall  not  be  given  hereafter  to  any  person  or  persons, 
corporation  or  corporations,  to  lay  down,  in  the  streets  of  the  City  and  County 
of  San  Francisco,  pipes  used  for  the  flow  of  gas  or  water,  if  any  sum  or  sums 
of  money  remain  unpaid  for  the  proper  repair  of  the  street  pavements  injured 
and  defaced  by  the  laying  of  gas  or  water  pipes. 

[Acceptance  of  Streets  and  Crossings,  Requisites  to.] 

SEC.  25.  The  material  hereafter  to  be  used  in  the  construction  of  pave- 
ments, shall  be  stone  blocks,  and  no  street  or  portion  of  a  street  shall  be 
accepted  by  the  Boai'd  of  Supervisors,  unless  such  street  or  portion  of  a 
street,  at  the  time  of  such  proposed  acceptance,  is  properly  curbed  with  stone 
and  paved  with  stone  blocks,  and  also  properly  sewered  with  brick,  or  cement, 
o/earthen  pipe  (where  in  the  judgment  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  a  cement 
or  earthen  pipe  sewer  is  sufficient  and  proper  for  the  locality),  with  suitable 
manholes  and  covers,  having  also  cement  pipe  side  sewer  connections,  made 
at  distances  of  not  less  than  twenty-live  feet  apart  on  each  side  of  said  sewer, 
and  such  cement  pipe  side  sewers  shall  be  at  least  six  inches  in  diameter  in 
the  clear,  and  constructed  and  carried  up  under  the  curb  of  the  sidewalk;

provided,  that  the  owners  of  corner  lots  shall  only  be  required  to  construct 
said  cement  pipe  side  sewer  connections  on  the  front  of  said  lots;  provided, 
that  this  order  shall  not  prevent  the  acceptance  of  any  street,  portion  of  a 
street,  or  street  crossing,  already  paved  or  sewered,  or  under  contract,  either 
public  or  private,  for  paving  or  sewering,  when  done  in  conformity  with  the 
provisions  of  the  Orders,  of  which  this  is  amendatory. 

No  street  cro.-sing  shall  be  accepted,  unless  such  crossing,  at  the  time  of 
such  proposed  acceptance,  is  properly  sewered  with  brick,  having  a  suitable 
manhole  and  cover,  is  properly  curbed  with  stone  and  paved  with  stone  blocks, 
and  has  suitable  sidewalks,  at  the  angular  corners  thereof,  and  has  suitable 
crosswalks,  cesspools,  and  culverts.  The  acceptance  of  all  streets,  portions 
of  streets,  and  street  crossings,  shall  be  by  resolution,  on  the  recommendation 
of  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Streets  and  Highways,  and  the  Committee  on 
Streets,  Wharves,  Grades  and  Public  Squares.  No  gravel,  soil,  or  other  material 
shall  be  put  or  spread  upon  any  newly  paved  stre<  t,  or  portion  of  a  street, 
until  such  street,  or  portion  of  a  street,  so  newly  paved,  shall  have  been 
inspected  and  approved  by  the  Superintendent  of  Streets,  etc,,  and  the  Com- 
mittee of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  on  Streets,  Wharves,  etc.;  provided,  no 
such  new  paving  shall  be  accepted  while  such  gravel,  soil,  or  other  material 
so  put  or  spread  thereon  shall  remain  thereon.  All  materials  used  for  pave- 
ment of  streets  to  be  accepted  by  this  city  and  county,  must  be  of  qualities 
approved  loy  the  Superintendent  of  Streets,  etc.,  and  the  Committee  on 
Streets,  Wharves,  Grades,  and  Public  Squares. 

[Open  Public  Streets  and  Highways.] 

SEC.  26.  All  the  original  streets  now  laid  down  upon  the  official  map  of 
this  city  and  county,  west  of  Larkin  and  southwest  of  Ninth  streets,  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  conditon  of  the  Ordinance  of  the  Common  Council  of  said 
city,  approved  June  20,  1855,  entitled  "An  Ordinance  for  the  settlement  and 
quieting  of  land  titles,"  are  hereby  declared  to  be  open  public  streets  and 
highways,  and  all  the  streets,  lanes,  alleys,  places  or  courts,  as  laid  down  on  the 
map  now  in  the  office  of  the  City  and  County  Surveyor,  which  was  made 
official  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  as  per  Order  No.  684,  January  30th,  1866, 
signed  by  Geo.  C.  Potter  and  Thaddeus  E.  Brooks,  and  on  the  map  now  in 
the  office  of  the  said  City  and  County  Surveyor,  which  was  made  official  by 
the  said  Board  of  Supervisors,  as  per  Order  No.  966,  October  25th,  1870,  and 
all  other  streets,  lanes,  alleys,  places  or  courts,  now  dedicated  or  open 
to  public  use,  are  hereby  declared  to  be  open  public  streets,  lanes,  alley, 
places  or  courts. 

[Destruction  or  Removal  of  Street  Monuments;  Monuments  to  be  Removed  by  the  Surveyor.] 

SEC.  27.  No  person  shall  destroy  or  remove  any  monument  erected  or 
placed  by  the  Board  of  City  Engineers  or  the  City  and  County  Surveyor. 

If  it  shall  become  necessary  for  any  person  in  the  pursuit  of  any  lawful 
purpose,  to  have  any  such  monument  removed,  notice  of  such  necessity  shall 
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be  given  to  the  City  and  County  Surveyor.  Said  Surveyor  shall  proceed 
forthwith,  at  the  cost  of  the  person  requiring  such  removal,  to  remove  such 
monument,  and  place  the  same  in  its  original  position  as  soon  as  the  object 
shall  be  attained  for  which  the  removal  shall  have  been  made. 

[Service  of  Notice  by  Superintendent  of  Streets  Requiring  Improvement  of  Street  Work.] 

SEC.  28.  Whenever  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Streets  and  Highways 
shall,  by  notice  in  writing  duly  served,  require  to  be  improved  any  street 
work  which  by  law  the  Board  of  Supervisors  are  authorized  to  order  to  be 
performed,  the  person  liable  to  be  assessed  for  such  improvements  shall, 
within  five  days  after  receiving  such  notice  commence  such  improvement,  and 
prosecute  the  same  diligently  until  completed. 

[Hitching  Pobfcs  to  be  Erected  when  Ordered  by  Superintendent  of  Streets.] 

SEC.  29.  The  owner  or  lessee,  tenant  or  occupant  of  any  building  front- 
ing on  any  of  the  main  streets  of  this  city  and  county,  when  ordered  by  the 
Superintendent  of  Public  Streets  and  Highways,  shall  erect  and  maintain  in 
good  order,  in  front  of  such  building,  by  securely  fastening  in  the  outer  line 
of  the  sidewalk  along  the  said  street,  a  good,  substantial  hitching  post,  with 
a  ring.  No  such  post  shall  be  less  than  three  feet  in  height,  or  less  than  six 
or  more  than  eight  inches  in  diameter. 

Every  day's  neglect  to  erect  such  post,  after  receiving  from  said  Superin- 
tendent notice  so  to  do,  shall  be  deemed  a  new  offense. 

[Injury  or  Removal  of  Hitching  Posts.] 

SEC.  30.  No  person  shall  break,  injure,  remove  or  displace,  without  lawful 
authority,  any  hitching  post  erected  or  maintained  in  said  city  and  county, 
for  the  purpose  of  hitching  horses  or  "other  animals  thereto. 

[Removal  of  Vehicles  by  the  Chief  of  Police,  etc.;  Disposition  of  Vehicles  and  Proceeds 

of  Sale,  etc.] 

SEC.  31.  At  the  request  of  any  resident  of  this  city  and  county,  the  Chief 
of  Police  shall  take  into  his  custody  or  possession,  and  at  his  discretion  re- 
move or  cause  to  be  removed  to  some  suitable  place,  any  vehicle  or  other 
article  or  thing,  found  in  any  public  highway,  square  or  place,  in  violation 
of  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  order;  and  immediately  advertise  such  vehicle 
or  other  article  or  thing  for  sale,  in  such  manner  and  at  such  designated 
time  and  place  in  said  city  and  county  as  he  shall  deem  proper;  and  shall,  at 
the  designated  time  (which  shall  not  be  less  than  five  days  after  the  com- 
mencement of  such  advertisement)  and  place,  sell  the  same,  or  cause  the 
same  to  be  sold,  at  public  auction,  for  cash,  to  the  highest  bidder. 

He  shall  not  be  required  to  remove  unwieldy  vehicles  or  other  incumbrances, 
but  may  sell  the  same  upon  the  premises  where  found,  in  the  manne^  and 
after  the  advertisements  hereinbefore  provided. 

Such  sale  may  be  had  at  such  place  in  the  City  of  San  Francisco  as  he  may 
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deem  proper,  at  any  time  between  the  hours  of  nine  in  the  morning  and  four 
in  the  afternoon,  Sundays  and  holidays  excepted;  and  one  of  the  conditions 
of  said  sale  shall  be,  that  the  purchaser  shall  immediately  remove  the  vehicle 
or  other  article  or  thing  sold. 

The  proceeds  arising  from  such  sale,  after  deducting  all  expenses  and 
charges  incurred  therein,  shall  be  retained  by  said  Chief  of  Police,  and  paid 
on  demand,  to  the  owner  of  the  article  sold,  upon  proof  of  ownership  to  his 
satisfaction; 

Provided,  that  the  owner  of  any  vehicle  seized  under  the  provisions  of  this 
section,  may  reclaim  the  same  at  any  time  before  sale,  upon  paying  all  ex- 
penses incurred  thereon  up  to  the  time  of  such  reclamation; 

Provided,  also,  that  any  article  sold  under  the  provisions  of  this  section,  may 
be  redeemed  by  the  owner  thereof,  at  any  time  within  two  calendar  months 
after  such  sale,  upon  his  paying  to  the  purchaser  thereof  the  amount  paid  by 
such  purchaser  therefor,  together  with  fifty  (50)  per  cent,  of  such  sum  in  addi- 
tion thereto; 

Provided,  also,  that  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  not  be  construed  to 
prevent  the  imposition  of  any  fine  or  penalty  imposed  for  the  violation  of  anj 
of  the  provisions  of  this  section. 

At  the  expiration  of  six  months  after  any  money  is  received  by  said  Chief 
of  Police  from  the  proceeds  of  such  sales  in  case  the  same  is  not  called  for 
by  the  owner,  the  Chief  of  Police  shall  pay  the  same  over  to  the  City  and 
County  Treasurer,  to  the  credit  of  the  General  Fund;  and  upon  vacating  his 
office,  he  shall  pay  over  to  his  successor  any  sum  in  his  hands  arising  from 
such  sales. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Superintendents  of  Public  Streets  and  High- 
ways, the  Chief  of  Police,  and  Police  Officers,  to  enforce  the  provisions  of 
this  Chapter. 


CHAPTER  V. 

NUMBERING  OF    BUILDINGS. 
[Entrance  to  Building,  Place  of  Number  and  Size  of  Figure.] 

SECTION  1.  All  entrances  from  the  public  streets  to  buildings,  or  separate 
apartments  in  buildings,  shall  be  numbered  as  hereinafter  provided.  The 
number  of  any  entrance  shall  be  placed  upon  or  immediately  above  the  door 
or  gate  closing  the  same,  and  each  figure  shall  be  at  least  one  inch  and  three- 
quarters  in  height  and  of  corresponding  width. 

[Time  within  which  Number  shall  be  affixed.] 
SEC.  2.     The  appropriate  number  of  any  entrance  shall  be  placed  thereon, 
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within  two  weeks  after  the  building  to  which  it  belongs  shall  have  been  com- 
pleted or  occupied. 

[Starting  points  for  Numbers.] 

SEC.  3.  Market  street  shall  be  the  starting  point  for  the  numbers  on  all 
buildings  fronting  on  the  streets  running  therefrom  in  a  northerly  direction, 
and  also  for  those  running  therefrom  in  a  southwesterly  direction.  The 
streets  laid  down  on  the  official  map  of  the  city  as  forming  the  water  front 
thereof,  shall  be  the  starting  point  for  numbers  on  all  streets  running  west- 
wardly  and  southwestwardly  therefrom,  except  upon  such  streets  running 
westwardly  commencing  from  Market  street,  and  upon  all  such  streets  Market 
street  shall  be  the  starting  point  for  numbers. 

[Even  and  Odd  Numbers.] 

SEC.  4.  On  all  streets,  the  numbers  on  the  northerly  or  northeasterly  sides 
thereof  shall  be  even  numbers,  and  on  the  southerly  or  southwesterly  sides 
thereof  shall  be  odd  numbers. 

[Allotment  to  each  Block  and  frontage  for  each  Number — Starting  points  for  Numbers  on 
Cross  or  Intermediate  Streets.] 

SEC.  5.  One  hundred  numbers,  or  as  many  thereof  as  may  be  necessary, 
shall  be  allotted  to  each  block  bounded  by  principal  streets,  numbers  100,  200 
and  300  being  respectively  the  numbers  for  commencing  the  blocks  distant 
one,  two  or  three  streets  from  the  starting  point  on  the  side  designated  for 
even  numbers;  and  numbers  101,  201  and  301  in  similar  manner  for  the 
opposite  side  of  the  street,  throughout  its  extent,  so  that  the  initial  figure  of 
the  number  placed  on  a  building  at  any  street-crossing  shall  indicate  the 
number  of  main  streets  each  street-crossing  is  from  the  starting  point.  Not 
less  than  twenty  feet  in  frontage  of  all  vacant  lots  of  ground  shall  be  allowed 
for  each  number.  On  all  cross  or  intermediate  streets  the  numbering  shall 
commence  where  the  streets  begin,  and  shall  couform  to  the  above  plan. 

[Penalty.] 

SEC.  6.  Any  person  who  shall  violate  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  chapter 
shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor;  and  upon  conviction  thereof,  shall 
be  punished  by  a  fine  not  less  than  five  dollars  nor  more  than  twenty  dollars, 
or  by  imprisonment  in  the  County  Jail  not  less  than  two  days  nor  more  than 
ten  days. 

[Duty  of  Chief  of  Police.] 

SEC.  7.  It  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  the  Chief  of  Police,  upon  receiving 
notice  of  any  violation  of  this  chapter,  to  immediately  notify  the  owner;  and 
if  the  owner  cannot  be  easily  found,  the  occupant  of  the  house  where  the 
violation  occurs;  and  if,  after  three  days,  the  cause  of  complaint  is  not  removed, 
then  the  Chief  of  Police  shall  have  enforced  the  penalty  provided  for  in  section 
six  of  this  chapter.  [As  amended  April  7,  1868,  Order  809.] 
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CHAPTER  VI. 

[As  Amended  July  16,  1874.    Order  1,164.] 

PROTECTION   AGAINST   FIRE. 
[Fire  Limits.] 

SECTION.  1.  The  fire  limits  shall  be  bounded  by  a  line  commencing  at  the 
intersection  of  Market  and  Davis  streets,  and  running  thence  along  the  west- 
erly line  of  Davis  street  to  Clark  street;  thence  along  the  southerly  line  of 
Clark  street  to  Front  street;  thence  along  the  westerly  line  of  Front  street  to 
Vallejo  street;  thence  along  the  southerly  line  of  Vallejo  street  to  Battery 
street;  thence  along  the  easterly  line  of  Battery  street  to  Broadway;  thence 
along  the  southerly  line  of  Broadway  to  Stockton  street;  thence  along  the 
easterly  line  of  Stockton  street  to  Clay  street;  thence  along  the  northerly  line 
of  Clay  street  to  Dupont  street;  thence  along  the  easterly  line  of  Dupont 
street  to  Bush  street;  thence  along  the  southerly  line  of  Bush  street  to  Stock- 
ton street;  thence  along  the  easterly  line  of  Stockton  street  to  Market  street; 
thence  along  the  southeasterly  line  of  Market  street  to  Fourth  street;  thence 
along  the  northeasterly  line  of  Fourth  street  to  Folsom  street;  thence  north- 
easterly along  the  northwesterly  line  of  Folsom  street  one  hundred  feet;  thence 
northwesterly  and  parallel  with  Fourth  street,  to  a  point  within  one  hundred 
feet  of  Market  street;  thence  northeasterly  and  parallel  with  Market  street, 
to  a  point  within  one  hundred  feet  of  Third  street;  thence  southeasterly  and 
parallel  with  Third  street  to  the  northwesterly  line  of  Folsom  street;  thence 
northeasterly  along  said  line  of  Folsom  street  to  a  point  one  hundred  feet 
northeasterly  from  Third  street;  thence  northwesterly  and  parallel  with  Third 
street,  to  a  point  within  one  hundred  feet  of  Market  street;  thence  northeast- 
erly and  parallel  with  Market  street,  to  a  point  within  one  hundred  feet  of 
Second  street;  thence  southeasterly  and  parallel  with  Second  street,  to  the 
northwesterly  line  of  Howard  street;  thence  northeasterly  along  the  said  line 
of  Howard  street,  to  a  point  one  hundred  feet  northeasterly  from  Second 
street;  thence  northwesterly  and  parallel  with  Second  street,  to  a  point  with- 
in one  hundred  feet  of  Market  street;  thence  northeasterly  parallel  with 
Market  street,  to  a  point  within  one  hundred  feet  of  First  street;  thence 
southeasterly  parallel  with  First  street,  to  the  northwesterly  line  of  Howard 
street;  thence  northeasterly  along  the  said  line  of  Howard  street,  to  a  point 
one  hundred  feet  northeasterly  from  First  street;  thence  northwesterly  and 
parallel  with  First  street,  to  a  point  within  one  hundred  feet  of  Market  street; 
thence  northeasterly  and  parallel  with  Market  street,  to  the  northwesterly  line 
of  Beale  street;  and  thence  to  the  point  of  beginning. 
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[Register  of  Fire  Limit  Blocks.] 

SEC.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to 
register  every  block  declared  to  be  a  fire  limit  block,  and  to  notify  the  Chief 
Engineer  and  Fire  Marshal  thereof. 

[Construction  of  Buildings  within  Fire  Limits.] 

SEC,  3.  All  buildings  hereafter  erected  within  the  fire  limits,  shall  be  made 
and  constructed  of  brick  or  stone;  and  every  building  of  brick  or  stone,  or  of 
both,  that  shall  be  newly  roofed  or  covered,  shall  be  constructed  with  side 
walls,  or  party  walls,  of  brick  or  of  stone,  or  of  both,  and  such  side  walls, 
or  party  walls,  shall  extend  from  the  foundation  to  the  top  of  and  through 
the  roof  of  the  said  building,  and  said  roof  shall  be  covered  with  such  materal 
as  will  afford  protection  against  fire,  and  said  walls  shall  be  so  constructed  as 
to  separate  all  wood  work,  thoroughly  and  completely,  of  the  interior  and 
exterior  of  such  building  from  all  and  every  part  of  the  interior  and  exterior 
of  any  adjoining  building;  and  every  such  side  wall,  or  party  wall,  shall  pass 
through  the  roof  of  the  building  to  which  it  may  appertain,  in  such  manner  as 
to  break  entirely  any  communication  of  wood  whatever  between  such  roof 
and  any  other  building.  The  term  building  as  used  in  this  section,  shall  not 
include  privies. 

[Foundation  Walls.] 

SEC.  4.  All  foundation  walls  shall  be  built  of  stone  or  brick,  and  shall  be 
laid  not  less  than  four  feet  below  the  surface  of  the  earth,  on  a  good  solid 
bottom ;  and  in  case  the  nature  of  the  earth  should  require  it,  a  bottom  of 
driven  piles  or  laid  timbers  of  sufficient  size  and  thickness  shall  be  laid  to 
prevent  the  walls  from  settling,  the  top  of  such  pile  or  timber  to  be  driven  or 
laid  below  the  water  line,  and  all  piers,  columns,  post  or  pillars  resting  on 
the  earth,  shall  have  a  footing  course,  and  shall  be  set  upon  a  bottom  in  the 
same  manner  as  the  foundation  walls. 

[Footing,  or  base  course,  under  Foundations,  etc.— Foundation    Walls,  Thickness    and 

Definition.] 

SEC.  5.  The  footing  or  base  course  under  all  foundation  walls  shall  be  of 
stone  or  brick,  and  shall  be  at  least  twice  the  width  of  the  bottom  course  of 
the  foundation  walls,  said  footing-course  to  be  laid  with  five  courses  of  brick, 
or  equal  in  height  of  stone;  and,  if  the  walls  be  built  of  isolated  piers,  then 
there  must  be  inverted  arches,  at  least  twelve  inches  thick,  turned  under  and 
between  the  piers,  or  two-footing  courses  of  large  stone,  at  least  ten  inches 
thick  in  each  course.  All  foundation  walls,  other  than  those  of  dwellings, 
shall  be  at  least  four  inches  thicker  than  the  wall  next  above  them,  to  a  depth 
sixteen  feet  below  the  curb  level,  and  shall  be  increased  four  inches  in  thick- 
ness for  every  additional  five  feet  in  depth,  below  said  sixteen  feet.  Found- 
ation walls  in  dwelling-houses  shall  be  below  the  basement  floor  beams,  four 
inches  thicker  than  the  walls  next  above  them.  All  foundation  walls  shall  be 
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understood  to  mean  that  portion  of  the  wall  below  the  level  of  the  street  curb, 
and  depth  shall  be  computed  from  the  curb  level  downward.  The  depth  of 
fourteen  feet  below  said  curb  level  of  the  street  is  hereby  fixed  as  the  standard 
depth  of  foundations  for  brick  and  stone  buildings.  Any  person  excavating 
for  or  commencing  foundations  at  a  greater  depth  than  the  above  standard 
shall  be  responsible  for  all  damages  to  adjoining  buildings,  the  foundations 
of  which  have  been  constructed  at  the  standard  depth.  No  person  construct- 
ing foundation  walls  down  to.  the  standard  depth  shall  be  responsible  for 
damages  to  contiguous  buildings,  the  walls  of  which  have  not  been  con- 
structed at  the  standard  depth.  [As  Amended  August  6,  1874.  Order  1,168.] 

[Defining  Outer  Walls.] 

SKC.  6.  The  outer  walls,  of  brick  or  stone  buildings,  are  understood  to  be 
the  front,  rear,  and  two  side  walls.  And  in  no  case  shall  studding  against  brick 
walls  be  allowed. 

[Thickness  of  Outer  Walls.] 

SEC.  7.  The  outer  walls  of  all  buildings,  of  either  brick  or  stone,  or  of 
both,  to  be  used  as  dwelling  houses,  sheds,  stables  or  other  outhouses,  here- 
after to  be  erected,  shall,  for  a  two-story  building  or  less,  be  at  least  twelve 
inches  in  thickness  for  the  first  story,  and  at  least  eight  inches  in  thickness 
for  the  second  story;  and  if  more  than  two  stories,  the  walls  of  each  story 
shall  be  at  least  twelve  inches  in  thickness,  except  the  upper  story,  and  that 
shall  be  at  least  eight  inches  in  thickness. 

[Thickness  of  Walls— Stores,  Warehouses,  etc.,  and  Party  Walls.] 

SEC.  8.  The  outer  walls  for  all  buildings  of  two  stories  or  less,  to  be  used 
as  stores,  warehouses,  hotels  and  shops,  shall  be  at  least  sixteen  inches  in 
the  basement  or  foundation,  and  twelve  inches  for  first  and  second  stories: 
the  outer  walls  for  all  buildings,  three  stories  or  less,  the  basement  twenty 
inches,  first  story  seventeen  inches,  second  and  third  stories,  twelve  inches; 
and  for  four  stories,  the  basement  or  foundation  must  be  twenty  inches,  first 
and  second  stories  seventeen  inches,  and  third  and  fourth  stories  twelve 
inches;  the  walls  must  be  of  uniform  thickness  through  the  entire  length  of 
each  wall;  all  party  walls  must  be  twenty  inches  for  basement,  or  foundation, 
and  sixteen  inches  for  each  story  to  the  height  of  three  stories  above  the 
basement  or  foundation,  and  at  least  twelve  inches  to  the  top,  so  as  to  hav« 
four  inches  at  least  of  solid  masonry  between  timbers. 

Party  walls  shall  be  understood  to  be  solid  brick  or  stone  walls,  and  shall 
be  without  openings. 

[Stone  Walls,  Headers,  Brick  Walls,  how  constructed;  Walls  faced  with  Ashlar;  Heading 

Courses.] 

SEC.  9.  All  stone  walls  less  than  twenty-four  inches  thick  shall  have  at  least 
one  header,  extending  through  the  walls,  in  every. six  square  feet;  and  if  over 
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twenty-four  inches  in  thickness,  shall  have  one  header  for  every  six  superfi- 
cial feet  on  both  sides  of  the  wall,  and  running  into  the  wall  at  least  two 
feet.  In  every  brick  wall  every  fifth  course  of  bricks  shall  be  a  heading 
course,  except  where  walls  are  faced  with  brick,  in  which  case  every  fifth 
course  shall  be  bonded  into  the  backing  by  cutting  the  courses  of  the  faced 
brick  and  putting  in  diagonal  headers  behind  the  same,  or  by  splitting  face 
brick  in  half,  and  backing  the  same  by  a  continuous  row  of  headers.  In  all 
walls  which  are  faced  with  thin  ashlar,  anchored  to  the  backing,  or  in  which 
the  ashlar  has  not  either  alternate  headers  and  stretchers  in  each  course,  or 
alternate  heading  and  stretching  courses,  the  backing  of  brick  shall  not  be 
less  than  eight  inches  thick,  and  all  eight-inch  backing  shall  be  laid  up  in 
cement  mortar,  and  shall  not  be  built  to  greater  height  than  prescribed  for 
eight-inch  walls.  All  heading  courses  shall  be  good,  hard,  perfect  brick. 

[Anchoring  Walls,  Stone  Facing,  Beams  to  be  Strapped,  Construction  of  Anchors.] 

SEC.  10.  All  walls  shall  be  securely  anchored  with  iron  anchors  to 
each  tier  of  beams.  The  front,  rear,  side,  end,  and  party  walls  shall,  if 
not  carried  up  together,  be  anchored  to  each  other  every  six  feet  in  their 
height,  by  tie-anchors,  made  of  one  and  three-quarter  inch  by  three-eighths 
of  an  inch  wrought  iron.  The  said  anchors  shall  be  built  into  the  front  and 
rear  walls,  at  least  one-half  the  thickness  of  the  front  and  rear  walls,  so  as  to 
secure  the  front  and  rear  wall  to  the  side,  end,  or  party  walls;  and  all  stone 
used  for  the  facing  of  any  building,  except  where  built  with  alternate  headers 
and  stretchers,  as  hereinbefore  set  forth,  shall  be  strongly  anchored  with  iron 
anchors;  and  all  such  anchors  shall  be  let  into  the  stone  at  least  one  inch. 
The  side,  end,  or  party  walls  shall  be  anchored  to  each  tier  of  beams,  at  inter- 
vals of  not  more  than  eight  feet  apart,  with  good,  strong  wrought  iron  an- 
chors, three-eighths  of  an  inch  by  one  and  a  half  inch,  well  built  into  the 
side  walls  and  well  fastened  to  the  sides  of  the  beams;  and  where  the  beams 
are  supported  by  girders,  the  ends  of  the  beams  resting  on  the  girder  shall  be 
strapped  by  wrought  iron  straps  of  the  same  size,  and  at  the  same  distance 
apart,  and  in  the  same  beam  as  the  wall  anchors ;  all  wall  anchors  used  in 
any  building  shall  be  three-eighths  by  one  and  a  half  inch  wrought  iron,  and 
ahall  hook  over  a  three-quarter  round  bolt  of  wrought  iron. 

[Walls  to  extend  above  the  Roof;  Partition  Walls  carried  up;  Mansard  or  French  Roof  over 
Block;  Division  Walls,  how  coped.] 

SEC.  11.  All  side  or  party,  and  front  or  rear  walls,  not  corniced,  and  where 
no  gutter  is  required,  on  any  building  over  fifteen  feet  high,  shall  be  built  up 
and  extended  at  least  two  feet  above  the  roof;  provided,  that  where  partition 
walls  are  carried  up,  or  where  Mansard  or  French  roofs  are  built  over  a  hotel 
or  block  of  houses,  the  partition  and  division  walls  shall  be  carried  up  at  least 
two  feet  above  the  roof,  and  the  said  roofing  shall  be  covered  with  such  mate- 
rial as  will  afford  protection  against  fire 
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[Mansard  or  French  Roofs.] 

SEC.  12.  No  Mansard  or  French  roofs  shall  be  placed  on  any  brick  build- 
ing over  two  stories  in  height,  unless  the  same  shall  be  constructed  entirely 
of  fire-proof  material. 

[Timbers  near  Flues,  how  placed;  Beams  in  Party  Walls,  how  separated,  etc.;  Wall  Strips, 
Bond  Timbers,  and  Lintels;  Bond  Timbers,  size,  and  how  laid.] 

SEC.  13.  In  no  building,  whether  the  same  be  a  frame  building  or  other- 
wise, shall  any  wooden  beams  or  timbers  be  placed  within  six  inches  of  any 
flue,  whether  the  same  be  a  smoke,  air,  or  any  other  flue.  All  wooden  beams 
and  other  timbers  in  the  party  wall  of  every  building  hereafter  to  be  erected 
or  built  of  stone,  brick,  or  iron,  shall  be  separated  from  the  beam  or  timber 
entering  in  the  opposite  side  of  the  wall  by  at  least  four  inches  of  solid  mason 
work;  every  beam  shall  rest  at  each  end  not  less  than  four  inches  in  the  wall, 
or  upon  a  girder,  as  authorized  by  this  order  No  timber  shall  be  used  in 
any  wall  of  any  building  where  stone,  brick,  or  iron  is  commonly  used,  except 
wall  strips,  bond  timbers,  and  lintels,  as  herein  provided  for,  and  no  wall 
strips  or  bond  timbers  in  any  wall,  shall,  in  width  and  thickness,  exceed  that 
of  a  course  of  brick.  No  bond  timber  shall  be  more  than  three  feet  in  length, 
and  such  bond  timbers  shall  be  laid  eighteen  inches  apart,  parallel  to  each 
other,  and  there  shall  be  eighteen  inches  of  brick  or  mason  work  between  the 
ends  of  the  same.  In  all  buildings  where  the  floor  beams  are  of  wood,  the 
ends  of  all  beams  resting  on  the  wall  shall  be  cut  to  the  bevel  of  three  inches. 

[Openings  for  Doors  and  Windows  to  have  arch  of  stone  or  brick.    Heighth  and  breadth  of 
Lintels,  and  of  what  constructed.] 

SEC.  14.  All  openings  for  doors  and  windows  in  all  buildings,  except  as 
otherwise  provided,  shall  have  a  good  and  sufficient  arch  of  stone  or  brick, 
well  built  and  keyed,  and  with  good  and  sufficient  abutments,  or  a  lintel  of 
stone,  or  iron,  as  follows:  For  an  opening  not  more  than  four  feet,  the  lintel 
shall  not  be  less  than  eight  inches  in  height;  and  for  an  opening  not  more 
than  five  feet  in  breadth,  the  lintel  shall  be  twelve  inches  in  height;  and  of 
an  opening  exceeding  five  feet  in  breadth,  the  lintel  shall  increase  in  height, 
over  and  above  the  twelve  inches  before  provided,  one  inch  for  every  addi- 
tional foot  in  breadth  for  the  opening;  and  every  such  opening  less  than  five 
feet  in  breadth,  in  all  walls  over  eight  inches  in  thickness,  shall  have  a  lintel 
of  stone  or  iron  not  less  than  seven  inches  in  breadth,  and  one-third  the 
thickness  of  the  wall  on  which  it  rests;  and  in  all  openings,  as  aforesaid,  in 
any  eight-inch  wall,  the  lintel  shall  be  one-half  the  thickness  of  the  wall;  and 
on  the  inside  of  all  openings  in  which  the  lintels  shall  be  less  than  the  width 
of  the  wall,  there  shall  be  a  good  timber  lintel  on  the  inside  of  the  other 
lintels,  which  shall  rest,  at  each  end,  not  more  than  four  inches  on  any  wall, 
column,  post  or  pillar,  and  shall  be  chamfered  at  each  end,  and  shall  have  a 
doiible  rollock  arch  over  the  said  lintel;  or  the  said  arch  may  be  turned  on  a 
centre,  which  may  be  struck  after  the  arch  is  turned,  provided  the  piers  or 
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abutments  are  of  sufficient  strength  to  bear  the  thrust  of  the  arch;  and  all 
arches  over  openings  or  fire-places  shall  be  built  of  good  hard  brick,  and  well 
keyed;  all  lintels  over  openings  returned  on  a  corner  building  shall  be  of  iron 
or  stone,  of  the  height  before  provided  for,  and  of  the  full  thickness  of  the 
wall  to  be  supported;  and  where  the  second  story  window  sills  rest  upon  the 
said  lintel  course,  the  lintel  shall  be  of  iron  or  stone,  and  shall  be  the  full 
size  of  the  wall  to  be  supported.  Where  hollow  cast-iron  lintels  are  placed 
over  openings,  they  shall  have  a  brick  arch  of  sufficient  thickness,  with  skew 
backs  and  tie  rods,  of  sufficient  strength  to  support  the  superincumbent  weight, 
independent  of  the  cast-iron  lintel. 

[Building  of  additional  Story.] 

SEC.  15.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  raise,  or  build  upon  any 
building  of  brick  or  stone  an  additional  story,  unless  the  part  already  built 
conforms  to  sections  eight,  nine  and  ten  of  this  chapter. 

[Permission  to  Build  Bay  Window  Over  Street.] 

SEC.  16.  No  person  shall  be  allowed  to  build  a  bay  window,  or  swell  front, 
projecting  over  the  line  of  any  street  more  than  twenty-four  inches,  except 
by  special  permit  granted  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors.  And  no  person  shall 
be  allowed  to  build  a  bay  window  or  swell  frout  projecting  over  the  line  of 
any  street  to  any  less  extent  than  twenty-four  inches  without  permission  from 
the  Chief  Engineer,  approved  by  a  majority  of  the  Committee  on  Fire  and 
Water,  and  no  such  permit  shall  be  given  unless  the  bottom  of  such  bay  win- 
dow or  swell  front  is  at  least  nine  feet  above  the  sidewalk. 

[Swell  Fronts,  how  built.] 

SBC.  17.  No  person  shall  build,  within  the  fire  limits,  any  swell  fronts  for 
windows,  unless  built  of  stone,  brick  or  iron,  except  thfe  window  frame  and 
sash,  which  may  be  built  of  wood,  and  no  brick  or  stone  wall  shall  be  sup- 
ported upon  stringers  of  wood  in  any  part  of  the  city. 

[Smoke  Pipes  and  Furnaces,  how  guarded,  etc.;  Hot-Air  Registers,  etc.,  how  set  and  made.] 

SEC.  18.  No  smoke  pipe  in  any  building  with  wooden  or  combustible  floors 
and  ceilings  shall  enter  any  flue,  unless  the  said  pipe  shall  be  at  least  eighteen 
inches  from  either  floors  or  ceilings;  and  in  all  cases  where  smoke  pipes  pass 
through  wooden  partitions  of  any  kind,  whether  the  same  be  plastered  or  not, 
they  shall  be  guarded  by  either  a  double  collar  of  metal,  with  at  least  four 
inches  air  space,  and  holes  for  ventilation,  or  by  a  soapstone  ring,  not  less 
than  three  inches  in  thickness,  and  extending  through  the  partition,  or  by  a 
solid  coating  of  plaster  of  Paris,  three  inches  thick,  or  by  an  earthenware 
ring,  three  inches  from  the  pipe.  In  all  cases  where  hot  water,  steam,  hot 
air,  or  other  furnaces  are  used,  the  furnace  smoke  pipe  must  be  kept  at  least 
two  feet  below  the  beams  or  ceilings  above  the  same,  unless  said  beams  or 
ceilings  shall  be  properly  protected  by  a  shield  of  tin  plate  suspended  above 
54 
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said  smoke  pipe,  with  sufficient  space  for  the  free  circulation  of  air  above  and 
below  said  shield,  and  the  smoke  pipe  shall,  in  all  cases,  be  kept  at  least  eight 
inches  from  the  beams  or  ceilings,  as  aforesaid;  and  the  top  of  all  furnaces 
set  in  brick  must  be  covered  with  brick,  slate,  or  tin  plate,  supported  by  iron 
bars,  and  so  constructed  as  to  be  perfectly  tight;  said  covering  to  be  in  addi- 
tion to,  and  not  less  than  six  inches  from  the  ordinary  covering  to  the  hot  air 
chamber.  If,  however,  there  is  not  height  enough  to  build  the  furnace  top  at 
least  four  inches  below  the  floor  beams  or  ceiling,  then  the  floor  beams 
must  be  trimmed  around  the  furnace;  and  said  covering  and  trimmers  and 
headers  must  be  at  least  four  inches  from  the  same.  The  top  of  portable  fur- 
nace or  furnaces,  not  set  in  brick,  shall  be  kept  at  least  one  foot  below  the 
beams  or  ceiling,  with  a  shield  of  tin  plate,  made  tight  and  suspended  below 
the  said  beams  or  ceiling,  and  extend  one  foot  beyond  the  top  of  the  furnace 
on  all  sides.  All  hot  air  registers  hereafter  placed  in  the  floor  of  any  build- 
ing shall  be  set  in  soapstone  borders,  not  less  than  two  inches  in  width.  All 
soapstone  borders  shall  be  firmly  set  in  plaster  of  Paris,  or  gauged  mortar;  all 
floor  register  boxes  shall  be  made  of  tin  plate,  with  a  flange  on  the  top,  to  fit 
the  groove  in  soapstone,  the  register  to  rest  upon  the  same.  There  shall  also 
be  an  open  space  of  two  inches  on  all  sides  of  the  register  box,  extending 
from  the  under  side  of  the  ceiling,  below  the  register,  to  the  soapstone  in  the 
floor;  the  outside  of  the  said  space  to  be  covered  with  a  casing  of  tin  plate, 
made  tight  on  all  sides,  and  shall  extend  from  the  under  side  of  the  aforesaid 
ceiling  up  to,  and  turn  under,  the  said  soapstone.  Registers  twelve  by  nine- 
teen inches,  or  less  than  fifteen  by  twenty-five  inches,  shall  have  a  space 
of  three  inches  between  the  register  box  and  casing;  registers  of  fifteen  by 
twenty-five,  and  more,  shall  have  a  space  of  three  and  a  half  inches. 

[Permission  to  alter  Wooden  Buildings  in  Fire  Limits.] 

SEC.  19.  No  wooden  building  within  the  fire  limit  blocks  of  said  city  and 
county  shall  be  altered,  changed  or  added  to  without  permission  of  the  Chief 
Engineer,  approved  by  the  Mayor  and  a  majority  of  the  Committee  on  Fire 
and  Water,  which  permit  shall  express  fully  the  alteration,  change  or  addi- 
tion required;  and  no  permit  shall  be  given  before  the  building  or  buildings 
shall  first  be  examined  by  one  or  more  of  the  Fire  Wardens,  and  reported  on 
in  writing;  and  no  such  permit  shall  be  given  if  any  increase  is  made  in  the 
size  of  wooden  buildings  in  a  fire  limit  block;  and  no  brick,  stoue  or  iron 
building  shall  be  raised,  enlarged  or  built  upon  within  the  above  described 
limits,  except  under  the  provisions  above  set  forth;  a  copy  of  each  of  said 
permits  to  be  kept  on  file  in  the  Chief  Engineer's  office. 

[Removal  of  Buildings  in  Fire  Limits.] 

SEC.  20.  No  building  within  the  fire  limit  blocks  shall  be  removed  without 
the  written  permission  of  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Streets  and  Highways^ 
and  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Fire  and  Water,  and  such  permission 
shall  not  be  given,  except  to  remove  a  building  or  buildings  to  any  portion  of 
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the  same  lot  on  which  it  or  they  may  stand  to  make  room  for  more  perma- 
nent improvements,  or  for  the  removal  of  wooden  buildings  from  within  the 
fire  limits  to  any  part  of  the  city  outside  of  said  limits;  in  which  latter  case 
the  party  or  parties  making  application  for  such  privilege  shall  give  security 
to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Streets  and  Highways, 
that  they  will  leave  the  street  or  streets  over  which  such  building  or  build- 
ings shall  be  moved  in  as  good  order  as  they  were  before  such  removal,  and 
that  they  will  make  such  removal  continuous,  day  by  day,  until  completed, 
kwith  the  least  possible  obstruction  to  the  thoroughfares  thus  occupied;  and 
that  they  will  keep  a  watchman  in  or  around  such  building  from  sundown  to 
sunrise  continuously  during  the  time  of  such  removal;  and  the  said  removal 
shall  be  subject  to  the  control  and  direction  of  the  Superintendent  of  Public 
Streets  and  Highways,  who  may  prescribe  the  mode  and  route  of  said  removal, 
and  notice  of  the  said  removal  shall  be  left  at  the  office  of  said  Superinten- 
dent and  the  Chief  Engineer. 

[Chimneys,  construction  of.    Flues  in  brick  walls.] 

SEC.  21.  All  buildings  now  erected,  or  which  may  be  hereafter  erected  or  al- 
tered, or  changed  within  the  following  limits,  to- wit:  East  of  Goughand  Valen- 
cia streets;  north  of  Twenty-sixth  street;  west  of  Potrero  avenue  and  north  of 
Sixteenth  street;  where  fire  is  to  be,  or  may  be,  used,  shall  have  chimneys  of 
either  brick  or  stone  attached  to  them;  or  in  lieu  of  either  brick  or  stone  all  said 
buildings  now  erected,  or  hereafter  to  be  erected  or  altered,  or  changed  within 
the  limits  herein  designated,  shall  have  chimneys  known  as  Mann's  Patent 
Earthquake  Chimneys  attached  to  them;  provided,  that  whenever  chimneys 
of  either  brick  or  stone  are  used  or  attached  to  buildings  the  same  shall  com- 
mence on  the  ground  and  be  carried  up  at  least  four  feet  above  the  extreme 
height  of  the  building  to  which  they  are  attached;  and  should  such  chimney 
be  deemed  unsafe  to  the  building  or  buildings  adjoining,  by  a  majority  of  the 
Fire  Wardens,  they  shall  be  carried  up  at  least  four  feet  above  the  extreme 
height  of  said  building  or  buildings  adjoining.  All  chimneys  in  frame  build- 
ings shall  be  built  so  as  not  to  increase  in  size  from  the  foundation.  When 
flues  are  built  in  brick  walls  the  same  shall  be  carried  up  at  least  two  feet 
above  the  top  of  the  fire-wall,  and  subject  to  the  same  rule  as  chimneys,  and 
no  flue  or  chimney  shall  have  any  joist  or  timber  resting  on  or  entering  in  the 
same  further  than  will  leave  at  least  six  inches  between  the  end  thereof  and 
the  inside  of  the  chimney  or  flue. 

Every  chimney  or  flue  shall  be  pargeted  on  the  inside  with  good  parging 
mortar,  or  the  joints  shall  be  struck  smooth  on  the  inside. 

[Size  of  Chimneys  and  Flues.] 

SEC.  22.  No  chimney  or  flue  shall,  in  any  case,  be  less  than  8  by  8  inches, 
and  if  intended  for  two  full  stories,  not  less  than  8  by  12  inches,  and  for  three 
stories  or  more,  not  less  than  8  by  16  inches. 
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[Cleaning  Chimney  and  Flues.] 

SEC.  23.  Each  owner,  agent  or  person  having  control  of  any  building  in 
which  is  a  chimney  or  flue  in  use,  shall  have  the  said  chimney  or  flue  cleaned 
at  least  once  a  year,  and  in  case  an  alarm  of  fire  shall  be  caused  by  the  taking 
fire  of  the  soot  in  any  chimney  or  flue,  the  owner,  agent  or  person  having 
control  thereof  shall  be  liable  to  a  fine. 

[Stove  Pipes  and  Chimneys — Duty  of  Fire  Wardens.] 

SEC.  24.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment, and  of  the  Assistant  Engineers,  the  Secretary  of  the  Fire  Department 
and  the  Fire  Marshal,  in  their  official  capacities  as  Fire  Wardens,  to  cause 
every  stove  pipe  and  chimney  to  be  carried  up  at  least  four  feet  above  the  ex- 
treme height  of  the  buildiug  to  which  such  pipe  or  chimney  is  attached;  and 
should  they  deem  them  unsafe  to  the  building  or  buildings  adjoining,  they 
shall  order  the  same  to  be  carried  four  feet  above  the  extreme  top  of  said 
building  or  adjoining  buildings;  and  if,  in  the  opinion  of  a  majority  of  the 
Board  of  Fire  Wardens,  a  sheet-iron  pipe  is  not  sufficient  for  the  safety  of 
the  building  or  buildings,  they  shall  inform  the  owner  or  occupant  thereof, 
and  order  a  brick  chiumey,  which  order  shall  be  complied  with  within  ten 
days;  provided,  that  hotels  and  restaurants  shall,  in  all  cases,  provide  brick 
chimneys  to  be  used  instead  of  stove  pipes. 

[Stove  Pipes,  construction  of.] 

SEC.  25.  All  stove  pipes  now  in  use,  or  that  may  be  placed  in  use  within 
the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  shall  be  constructed  as  follows:  the 
openings  where  the  pipe  goes  through  the  roof  or  side  of  a  building  shall,  in 
all  cases,  be  at  least  four  inches  in  diameter  larger  than  the  size  of  the  pipe, 
and  have  a  double  tin  or  earthen  receiving  pipe  or  register,  and  tin  or  sheet- 
iron  on  the  in  and  outside  of  such  openings;  no  stove  pipe  shall  be  placed 
nearer  than  six  inches  to  the  side  of  the  building  to  which  it  is  attached,  or 
to  the  adjoining  building;  and  all  owners  or  occupants  of  all  buildings  in 
which  there  is  a  stove  pipe,  within  said  city  and  county,  shall,  when  notified 
by  any  of  the  Fire  Wardens,  comply  with  the  above  provisions,  and  also  re- 
place a  bad  or  defective  stove  pipe  with  a  new  one  when  so  ordered. 

[Permission  to  erect  Tent,  or  Steam  Engine,  or  Boilers.] 

SEC.  26.  No  cloth-covered  or  tent-building,  or  cloth-lined  building,  shall 
be  constructed  or  put  up,  or  maintained,  east  of  Gough  and  Valencia  streets, 
and  north  of  Twenty-sixth  streets,  projected  to  the  bay,  except  under  a 
special  license  from  the  Mayor,  for  a  time  limited  in  such  license;  and  no 
person  or  persons  shall  erect,  or  cause  to  be  erected,  or  use,  within  the  above 
described  limits,  any  steam  engine  and  boiler  without  having  first  obtained 
permission  from  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  and  no  such  permit  shall  be 
granted  unless  the  person  applying  for  the  same  shall  file  with  the  Clerk  of 
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the  Board  of  Supervisors  a  certificate,  signed  by  some  competent  Boiler  In- 
spector of  the  soundness  of  the  same. 

[Hoisting  or  Well  Holes.] 

SEC.  27.  Every  person  occupying  or  using  a  building  in  which  there  is  a 
hoistway  or  well  hole  through  the  floor,  shall  keep  such  hoistway  or  well  hole, 
when  not  in  actual  use,  surrounded  by  a  substantial  railing,  and  shall  cause 
the  same  to  be  securely  closed  at  night  by  a  trap  door. 

[Scuttles  in  Roofs.] 

SEC.  28.  All  buildings  over  one  story  in  height,  in  the  City  and  County  of 
San  Francisco,  whether  already  erected  or  hereafter  to  be  built,  shall  have 
scuttle  frames  and  doors  or  bulkheads  leading  to  the  roof,  made  of  or  covered 
with  some  fire-proof  material,  and  shall  have  ladders  or  stairways  leading  to 
the  same;  and  all  such  scuttles  and  stairways,  or  ladders,  leading  to  the  roof, 
shall  be  kept  so  as  to  be  ready  for  use  at  all  times;  and  all  scuttles  shall  not 
be  less  in  size  than  two  by  three  feet. 

x 

[Ashes,  deposit  of.] 

SEC.  29.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  or  persons  to  deposit  any 
ashes,  or  cause  the  same  to  be  deposited  or  placed,  or  to  permit  or  suffer  the 
sirae  to  be  or  remain  in  any  wooden  vessel,  or  upon  or  against  any  wooden 
material,  or  upon  any  wooden  floor  of  any  building,  or  in  or  upon  any  place 
or  premises  belonging  to  or  occupied  by  him,  her  or  others,  unless  the  same 
is  securely  protected  from  the  wind  and  kept  in  or  upon  non-combustible 
material,  entirely  separate  and  removed  from  all  inflammable  substances,  or 
placed  in  a  secure  metallic  vessel,  which  must  be  kept  distant  at  least  two 
inches  on  all  sides  from  all  wooden  material  or  other  inflammable  substances. 

[Removal  of  Dangerous  Walls,  Buildings,  Chimneys,  etc.] 

SEC.  30.  Whenever,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Board  of  Fire  Wardens,  any 
building,  wall,  chimney,  or  smoke  stack  shall,  from  any  cause  whatever,  be 
in  a  situation  to  be  dangerous  to  persons  or  property  or  when  any  wooden 
building  within  the  fire  limits  shall,  in  the  judgment  of  the  said  Board,  be 
damaged  by  fire  to  the  extent  of  one-half  or  more  of  its  actual  value,  the 
Board  of  Fire  Wardens  shall  immediately  give  notice  to  the  owner  or  owners 
of  such  building,  wall,  chimney,  or  smoke  stack,  or  to  his,  her  or  their 
agent,  or  the  person  having  control  thereof,  if  the  owner  cannot  be  found,  to 
remove  the  same  forthwith;  and  the  person  receiving  such  notice  shall,  within 
forty-eight  hours  after  receiving  the  same,  comply  with  the  requirements 
thereof. 

[To  Secure  Building.] 

SEC.  31.  Whenever  any  unoccupied  building  or  buildings  are  not  properly 
secured,  the  Fire  Wardens  shall  immediately  visit  the  premises,  and  notify 
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the  owner  or  owners,  agent  or  agents,  or  the  person  having  the  control  of  the 
same,  of  the  condition  of  such  unoccupied  building  or  buildings,  and  to  have 
it  or  them,  within  twenty-four  hours,  properly  secured,  so  as  to  prevent  evil 
disposed  persons  from  gaining  access  thereto. 

[Permit  to  Build,  Alter,  or  Repair.] 

SEC.  32.  No  wooden  building  within  the  fire  limits  of  said  city  and  county, 
shall  be  altered,  changed,  or  added  to,  without  permission,  in  writing,  from 
the  Chief  Engineer,  approved  by  the  Mayor  and  a  majority  of  the  Committee 
on  Fire  and  Water,  which  permit  shall  express  fully  the  alteration,  change,  or 
addition  allowed,  but  no  permit  shall  be  given  by  which  an  increase  in  the 
size  of  a  wooden  building  shall  be  made,  nor  shall  any  permit  be  granted 
until  the  applicant  shall  have  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Chief  Engineer  a  written 
application  (with  plans  and  specifications  when  demanded),  setting  forth  fully 
the  nature  and  extent  of  the  alteration,  change,  or  addition  required. 

And  no  building  of  brick  or  stone,  or  of  both,  shall  be  raised,  built  upon, 
or  altered,  unless  said  building  has  been  built  in  conformity  with  the  pro- 
visions of  the  order  regulating  the  erection  of  brick  buildings. 

[Erection  and  Repairs  to  Frame  Buildings.] 

SEC.  33.  All  frame  buildings  hereafter  built,  altered  or  changed,  shall  have 
not  less  than  two  rows  of  bridging  in  each  story,  extending  entirely  around  the 
outside  frame  of  single  buildings,  or  a  row  of  buildings,  and  through  all  the 
dividing  partitions  between  two  or  more  buildings,  said  bridging  to  be  in  all 
cases  of  the  same  breadth  as  the  studding,  flush  and  even  ou  both  sides. 
All  main  dividing  partitions  between  two  or  more  buildings  to  be  close  boarded 
below  the  lower  floors  to  the  ground,  and  above  the  upper  ceilings  close  to  the 
under  side  of  roof  boarding,  said  boarding  to  be  so  done  as  to  effectually 
check  all  communication  from  one  building  to  another  at  all  points. 

[Time  for  Commencing  and  Completing  Work  on  Buildings.] 

SEC.  34.  In  granting  permits  to  erect,  alter,  or  change  a  frame  building 
within  the  fire  limits,  the  permit  shall  be  void  if  the  work  is  not  commenced 
within  ten  days  after  the  said  permit  becomes  a  law,  and  be  finished  within 
ninety  days;  and  no  such  permit  shall  be  transferable  to  a  second  party.  All 
such  permits  to  have  the  time  specified  in  them. 

[Openings  in  Street  Doors.] 

SEC.  35.  The  front  or  main  door  of  all  buildings  used  as  warehouses, 
stores,  etc.,  shall  have  openings  in  them  not  less  than  one  by  six  inches,  at  a 
height  of  five  feet  from  the  level  of  the  sidewalk,  or  in  place  thereof  four  cir- 
cular holes  one  inch  in  diameter,  and  not  further  apart  than  one-half  inch 
from  edges,  provided  that  in  buildings  so  occupied,  that  have  a  frontage  of 
over  fifty  feet,  such  openings  shall  be  placed  in  every  door  not  further  apart 
than  twenty -five  feet.  [As  amended  August  3,  1875,  Order  No.  1,231.] 
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[Doorways  for  Public  Buildings.] 

SEC.  36.  All  buildings  hereafter  erected  to  be  used  for  public  assemblages, 
iii  whole  or  in  part,  shall  have  doors  that  are  used  for  the  ingress  and  egress 
of  the  public  to  the  portions  so  used  for  said  assemblages,  so  constructed  that 
they  shall  open  both  inwardly  and  outwardly,  and  in  no  case  shall  they  be 
constructed  so  as  to  open  inwardly  only,  or  to  slide,  and  all  such  buildings 
hereafter  to  be  altered  for  the  use  of  public  assemblages,  shall  be  made  to  con- 
form to  this  section. 

[Aisles  and  Passage  Ways.] 

SEC.  37.  All  the  main  aisles  and  passage  ways  in  buildings  used  for  public 
assemblages  shall  be  kept  free  from  camp-stools,  chairs,  benches,  sofas  or 
other  obstructions  during  any  performance,  service,  exhibition,  lecture,  con- 
cert, ball  or  any  public  assemblage  whatever.  And  all  buildings  hereafter 
erected,  altered  or  changed  and  intended  for  the  above  purpose,  shall  have 
the  main  aisles  and  passage  ways  at  least  four  feet  in  width. 

[Stove  Pipe  Holes.] 

SEC.  38.  In  all  buildings  where  there  is  a  brick  chimney  or  flue  into  which 
stove  pipes  enter,  there  shall  be  either  a  double  collar  of  metal,  with  at  least 
four  inches  of  air  space,  and  holes  for  ventilation,  or  an  earthen  receiving 
pipe,  extending  from  the  inner  side  of  the  chimney  or  flue  and  coming  out 
flush  with  the  outer  side  of  the  plastering. 

[Spark  Catchers.] 

SEC.  39.  Spark  catchers  shall  be  placed  upon  all  chimneys  or  smoke 
stacks  used  for  conveying  off  the  smoke  of  any  steam  boiler  or  steam  engine 
whenever  deemed  necessary  for  the  safety  of  the  adjoining  property  by  a 
majority  of  the  Board  of  Fire  Wardens. 

[Smoke  Stacks  and  Chimneys.] 

SEC.  40.  "Whenever,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Board  of  Fire  Wardens,  or 
upon  the  complaint  of  a  majority  of  the  residents  adjacent  thereto,  any  smoke 
stack,  chimney,  flue  or  stove  pipe,  endangers  the  surrounding  property  by 
fire,  or  annoys  the  residents  in  the  neighborhood  with  smoke,  soot  or  cinders, 
the  Fire  Wardens  shall  cause  the  same  to  be  abated,  altered  or  improved  as 
they  may  think  most  suitable  for  the  protection  of  the  surrounding  property, 
and  conducive  to  the  comfort  of  the  residents  in  the  vicinity. 

[Permission  to  Kindle  Fire  on  Street;  Fire  used  in  Laying  Eoofs  or  Pavements,  and  Engines 

on  Wharves,  etc.] 

SEC.  41.  No  person  shall  kindle,  or  use,  or  cause  to  be  kindled  or  used, 
any  fire  upon  a  public  street  or  highway,  or  anywhere  in  the  open  air,  in  that 
portion  of  the  city  and  county  lying  east  of  Larkin  street  and  northeast  of 
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Ninth  street,  without  first  having  obtained  a  written  permit  so  to  do,  signed 
by  the  Mayor,  and  approved  by  a  majority  of  the  Committee  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  on  Fire  and  Water.  But  this  section  shall  not  include  fire  in 
furnaces  necessarily  used  in  laying  roots  or  pavements,  nor  the  fire  used  in 
the  furnaces  of  engines  necessarily  used  upon  the  wharves  in  the  discharging 
of  vessels,  nor  to  fire  in  the  open  air  upon  private  property,  necessarily  used 
in  setting  tires  upon  the  wheels  of  vehicles,  or  in  heating  tar  or  pitch  in  the 
construction  or  repair  of  boats  or  vessels. 

[Permit  to  Kindle  Bonfire;  Burning  of  Buildings.] 

SEC.  42.  No  person  shall  so  kindle  or  light,  or  cause  to  be  kindled  or 
lighted,  any  bonfires,  without  having  first  obtained  a  written  permit  from  the 
Mayor,  approved  by  a  majority  of  the  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
on  Fire  and  Water;  and  no  person  shall  set  fire,  or  cause  fire  to  be  set  to  any 
building  or  structure. 

[Portable  Lights;  Protection  of  Combustible  Material.] 

SEC.  43.  No  person  shall  use  any  portable  light  in  any  building  or  place 
where  combustible  materials  are  kept,  unless  such  light  be  securely  enclosed 
in  a  lantern;  and  no  person  shall  use  a  light  in  any  place  where  combustible 
materials  shall  be  suspended  above  it,  without  so  protecting  it  as  to  prevent 
such  materials  from  falling  upon  or  coming  in  contact  with  it. 

[Shavings,  Hay,  Straw,  or  Litter.] 

SEC.  44.  Each  person  making,  using,  or  having  the  charge  or  control  of 
shavings,  hay,  straw,  sacks,  bags,  litter,  or  any  other  combustible  waste,  or 
fragments,  shall,  at  the  close  of  each  day,  cause  the  same  to  be  securely 
stored  or  disposed  of  so  as  to  be  safe  from  fire. 

[Prohibiting  the  Manufacturing  of  Matches.] 

SEC.  45.  No  person  shall  manufacture,  erect,  or  cause  to  be  erected,  any 
apparatus,  machinery,  or  building,  for  the  manufacture  of  matches,  within 
that  portion  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  lying  east  of  Ninth 
and  Larkin  streets. 

[False  Alarms — Reward.] 

SEC.  46.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  give  a  false  alarm  of  fire 
by  means  of  the  Fire  Alarm  Boxes.  Any  person  convicted  of  giving  a  false 
alarm,  by  such  means,  shall  be  fined  not  less  than  one  hundred  dollars  nor 
more  than  five  hundred  dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  County  Jail  not 
less  than  sixty  days  nor  more  than  two  hundred  and  fifty  days,  or  by  both 
such  fine  and  imprisonment.  A  reward  of  one  hundred  dollars  will  be 
paid  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  for  such  information  as  will  lead  to  the 
arrest  and  conviction  of  any  person  or  persons  for  giving  a  false  alarm  of  fire 
by  the  above  means. 
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[Obstructing  Hydrants  and  Cisterns.] 

SEC.  47.  No  person  shall  obstruct  any  hydrant  or  cistern  in  such  manner 
as  to  hide  it  from  view  at  any  point,  or  hinder  free  access  thereto  by  an  engine 
or  hose  carriage,  or  construct  any  area  or  other  wall  or  thing  so  as  to  inter- 
fere in  any  manner  with  a  hydrant  below  the  level  of  the  curb. 

[Blockade  of  Street  during  Fire — Requisition  for  Policemen  for  the  purpose.] 

SEC.  48.  Whenever  a  fire  shall  break  out  in  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Chief  Engineer  or  Acting  Chief  Engineer 
of  the  Fire  Department  to  blockade  any  street,  lane,  alley,  court,  or  place,  or 
part  thereof,  as,  in  his  judgment,  may  be  necessary  to  ensure  the  eificient 
working  of  the  men  and  engines  under  his  command,  and  to  protect  the  hose 
of  the  Department  from  injury  by  passing  vehicles;  and  for  that  purpose, 
said  Chief  Engineer,  or  whoever  may  be  acting  in  that  capacity,  is  hereby  au- 
thorized to  require  of  the  Chief  of  Police  a  detail  of  policemen  sufficient 
therefor,  who  shall  act  under  the  instructions  of  said  Chief  Engineer,  or  act- 
ing Chief  Engineer. 

[Penalty  for  breaking  Blockade.] 

SEC.  49.  Any  person  or  persons  breaking  through,  or  attempting  to  break 
through  such  blockade,  or  running  over,  with  any  vehicle,  the  line  of  hose  in 
use  at  a  fire  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor;  and  upon  a  conviction, 
shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  five  dollars  nor  more  than  fifty 
dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  iu  the  County  Jail  of  not  less  than  two  nor  more 
than  thirty  days. 

[Steam-Engines  to  Have  Right  of  Way.] 

SEC.  50.  All  st  am-engines,  and  other  movable  apparatus  of  the  Fire  De- 
partment, shall  have  the  paramount  right  of  way  through  all  streets, 
lanes,  alleys,  places  and  courts  of  the  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco,  when 
running  to  a  fire,  and  such  apparatus,  together  with  all  other  vehicles  con- 
tiguous thereto,  excepting  street  cars,  shall  take  and  keep  the  right  side  of 
the  street,  unless  the  same  be  obstructed.  And  all  street  cars  in  the  vicinity 
of  any  of  such  apparatus  going  to  a  fire,  shall  retard  or  accelerate  their  speed, 
as  occasion  may  require,  in  order  to  give  the  apparatus  of  the  Department 
the  unobstructed  use  of  the  street  for  the  time  being. 

[Penalty  for  Obstructing  Apparatus  of  Department.] 

SEC.  51.  Any  person  or  persons  having  the  control  of  any  vehicle,  wilfully 
or  carelessly  permitting  the  same  to  obstruct  the  progress  of  the  apparatus  of 
the  Fire  Department  going  to  a  fire,  shall,  upon  conviction,  be  punished  by  a 
fine  of  not  less  than  five  dollars  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars,  or  by  imprison- 
ment of  not  less  than  two  nor  more  than  thirty  days. 
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[Penalty  for  Injuring  Apparatus.] 

SEC.  52.  Any  person  or  persons  wilfully  injuring  any  engine  house,  hose, 
engine,  carriage  or  other  apparatus  of  the  Fire  Department  of  this  city 
and  county,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction, 
shall  pay  a  fine  of  not  less  than  fifty  dollars  nor  more  than  three  hundred 
dollars,  or  be  imprisoned  in  the  County  Jail  not  less  than  twenty  days  nor 
more  than  three  months,  or  shall  suffer  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment. 

[Reward  for  Arrest  of  Offender.] 

SEC.  53.  The  Mayor  of  this  city  and  county  is  hereby  authorized  to  offer 
a  reward  not  exceeding  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  for  the  arrest  and  con- 
viction of  any  person  or  persons  committing  the  misdemeanor  described 
in  the  last  section. 

[Prohibiting  Water  being  drawn  from  Hydrants;  Proviso.] 

SEC.  54.  No  person  shall  open,  or  in  any  manner  cause  the  water  to  flow, 
or  draw  water  from  any  of  the  hydrants  erected,  or  hereafter  to  be  erected,  by 
the  authorities  of  this  city,  or,  at  their  request,  by  any  corporation  duly  or- 
ganized to  supply  said  city  and  its  inhabitants  with  water,  except  in  case  of 
fire,  (or  for  other  necessary  purpose  for  the  benefit  of  the  city),  the  Chief 
Engineer  and  the  Assistant  Engineers  of  the  Fire  Department,  or,  in  case  of 
their  absence,  a  foreman  or  enginemaii  belonging  to  said  department,  and 
except  the  foreman  or  acting  foreman  of  any  independent  hose  or  fire  company 
which  exists  by  authority  of  the  paid  Fire  Department.  Any  person  who 
shall  violate  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a 
misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  thereof,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not 
less  than  ten  nor  more  than  one  hundred  dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the 
county  jail  not  less  than  five  days,  nor  more  than  twenty  days,  or  by  both 
such  fine  and  imprisonment.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Chief  of  Police  to 
enforce  the  provisions  of  this  Order. 

[Construction  of  Provisions  of  preceding  Section.] 

SEC.  55.  The  provisions  of  Section  54  shall  not  be  so  construed  as  to  pre- 
vent the  Spring  Valley  Water  Works  from  opening  the  hydrants  therein  de- 
scribed, or  drawing  their  water  therefrom  at  any  time,  when  the  same  are  not 
actually  used  for  fire  purposes,  provided  the  same  shall  not  be  used  for  the 
purpose  of  selling  water. 

[Storing  Gunpowder.] 

SEC.  56.  No  person  shall  receive,  keep  or  store,  or  cause  to  be  received, 
kept,  or  stored,  or  aid  or  assist  any  person  in  receiving,  keeping  or  storing 
gunpowder  in  a  larger  quantity  than  ten  pounds,  into  or  in  any  building,  or 
upon  any  premises,  except  duly  licensed  powder  magazines,  unless  the  person 
receiving,  keeping  or  storing  the  same  shall  be  authorized  and  entitled  to  sell 
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gunpowder,  as  provided  in  Chapter  VIII,  or  shall  be  in  the  daily  use  thereof, 
in  excavating  rock. 

SEC.  57.  No  person  shall  receive,  keep  or  store,  or  have  at  any  one  time, 
in  any  one  place,  except  duly  licensed  powder  magazines,  more  than  fifty 
pounds  of  gunpowder. 

[Gunpowder,  how  kept.] 

SEC.  58.  Any  person  keeping,  storing,  or  having  more  than  ten  pounds  of 
gunpowder  in  any  one  place,  except  duly  licensed  powder  magazines,  shall 
keep  the  same  in  an  air-tight  metallic  vessel — which  vessel  shall  be  marked 
with  the  word  "gunpowder,"  in  plain  Roman  letters,  painted  in  white,  on  a 
dark  ground,  not  less  than  three  inches  in  height  and  of  proportionate  width, 
and  shall  be  kept  at  all  times  conspicuously  in  view,  near  the  entrance  of  the 
premises  where  kept,  and  convenient  for  removal  therefrom. 

[Gunpowder,  conveyance  of.] 

SEC.  59.  No  person  shall  convey,  or  cause  to  be  conveyed,  or  assist  in  con- 
veying in  any  vehicle,  any  gunpowder,  unless  the  same  shall  be  securely  packed 
in  close  packages,  nor  unless  such  packages  shall  be  securely  covered  while 
in  the  vehicle. 

[Gunpowder,  Shipping,  Discharging,  and  Having  it  on  Board;  When  Landed  to  be 
Immediately  Forwarded.] 

SEC.  60.  No  person  shall  discharge  gunpowder  from  any  vessel,  except  from 
ship's  side  or  tackles,  and  before  the  vessel  shall  have  been  hauled  up  to 
the  wharf.  No  vessel  shall  be  permitted  to  remain  at  the  wharf  more  than 
twenty-four  hours  after  receiving  gunpowder  on  board;  and  if  a  vessel  shall 
lie  at  the  wharf  over  night,  a  watchman  shall  be  kept  on  duty  on  board  all 
night.  All  gunpowder  deposited  on  the  wharf  for  shipment,  shall  be  imme- 
diately passed  on  board  the  vessel  which  is  to  receive  the  same.  All  gunpow- 
der landed  or  placed  on  any  sidewalk,  street,  or  public  way  for  forwarding  or 
shipment,  shall  be  forwarded  or  shipped  immediately  after  it  shall  have  been 
so  landed  or  placed. 

[Vessels  having  Powder  on  Board  to  be  Afloat  at  Low  Tide.] 

SEC.  61.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  vessel  to  lie  at  any  wharf,  pier,  or 
bulkhead,  with  powder  on  board,  unless  such  vessel  will  be  afloat  at 
low  tide. 

[Explosive  Substances  other  than  Gunpowder.] 

SEC.  62.  No  person  shall  receive,  keep,  or  store  or  suffer  to  remain  in  any 
place  within  five  hundred  yards  of  any  dwelling  house  or  place  of  business, 
or  within  two  hundred  yards  of  any  public  highway,  any  explosive  substance 
except  Gunpowder,  Hercules,  Dynamite  or  Giant  Powder,  having  an  explosive 
power  greater  than  that  of  ordinary  gunpowder. 
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[Powder— When  to  be  Taken  by  Chief  of  Police.] 

SEC.  63.  The  Chief  of  Police  shall  take  possession  of,  and  safely  store 
all  powder  that  may  be  stored,  placed,  or  deposited  in  violation  of  any  of  the 
provisions  of  the  preceding  sections,  and  shall  keep  such  gunpowder  until 
all  expenses  incurred  by  him  in  removing  and  storing  the  same  shall  have 
been  refunded  or  repaid  to  him.  But  the  acts  of  the  Chief  of  Police  in  re- 
lation thereto  shall  not  relieve  any  person  from  any  penalty  theretofore  in- 
curred. 

[Board  of  Fire  Wardens.] 

SEC.  64.  The  Board  of  Fire  Wardens  shall  consist  of  the  Chief  Engineer, 
the  Assistant  Engineers,  the  Secretary  of  the  Fire  Department,  anjl  the  Fire 
Marshal;  and  any  act  done  by  a  majority  of  said  Board  shall  be  deemed  to 
be  the  act  of  the  whole  Board. 

[Arson — Eeward  for  Arrest  and  Conviction  of  Offender.] 

SEC.  65.  Whenever  a  fire  shall  appear  to  have  been  caused  by  incendiarism, 
or  when  any  bonfire  shall  have  been  kindled,  or  fire  shall  have  been  set  to  a 
building  or  structure,  in  violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  order,  the  Mayor 
may,  at  his  discretion,  offer  a  reward  of  not  more  than  two  hundred  and  fifty 
dollars  for  the  arrest  and  conviction  of  the  offender;  and  any  reward  which 
may  become  payable  under  the  offer  of  the  Mayor,  shall  be  paid  out  of  the 
treasury  of  the  city  and  county. 

[Penalty  for  Violation  of  Provisions  of  Chapter.] 

SEC.  66.  Any  person  or  persons  violating  Sections  36,  37  and  45  of  this 
chapter,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  on  conviction,  shall 
be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  one  hundred  dollars  nor  more  than 
five  hundred  dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  County  Jail  not  less  than 
thirty  days  nor  more  than  one  hundred  days,  or  by  both  such  fine  and  im- 
prisonment. 

SEC.  67.  Any  person  or  persons  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this 
chapter  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  on  conviction  shall  be 
punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  ten  dollars  nor  more  than  five  hundred 
dollars,  except  where  the  penalty  is  otherwise  prescribed  herein,  or  by  im- 
prisonment in  the  County  Jail  not  less  than  five  days  nor  more  than  three 
months,  or  by  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment;  and  each  day  a  maintaining 
or  continuation  of  such  violation,  the  same  shall  be  deemed  a  new  offense,  and 
punished  accordingly. 

[Enforcement  of  Provisions  of  Chapter.] 

SEC.  68.  The  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Fire  Department,  the  Assistant  Engi- 
neers, the  Secretary  of  the  Fire  Department,  and  the  Fire  Marshal,  are  directed 
to  see  that  the  provisions  of  this  chapter  are  enforced,  and  to  make  complaints 
in  the  Police  Judge's  Court  for  the  violation  of  the  provisions  thereof. 
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CHAPTER  VII. 

[As  Amended  May  19, 1875.    Order  1,212.] 

REGULATING  THE   USE    OF   VEHICLES   ON   THE    PUBLIC   STREETS,  AND  BOATS  IN  THE 
WATERS   OF  THE   BAY. 

[Penalty.] 

SECTION  1,  Every  person  who  shall  violate  any  of  the  provisions  of  this 
Chapter  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  punished  by  a  fine  not 
exceeding  five  hundred  dollars,  or  imprisonment  not  exceeding  six  months,  or 
by  both. 

[Hackney  Carriage  Defined.] 

SEC.  2.  Every  vehicle,  except  railroad  cars,  which  shall  be  used  in  this  city 
and  county  for  the  conveyance  of  persons  by  land  from  place  to  place,  for 
hire,  shall  be  deemed  a  hackney  carriage,  within  the  meaning  of  this  Order. 

[Hackney  Carriages,  Chief  of  Police  may  Regulate,  Standing  of,  Route,  etc.] 

SEC.  3.  Whenever  several  hackney  carriages  attend  at  any  place,  for,  or 
with  passengers,  the  Chief  of  Police,  or  any  person,  or  persons,  by  him  au- 
thorized, may  give  directions  respecting  the  standing  of  such  carriages,  while 
waiting  for,  taking  up,  or  putting  down,  their  passengers,  and  the  route  they 
shall  go  when  leaving  any  place  of  entertainment. 

If  any  owner,  driver,  or  other  person,  having  the  care  of  such  carriage, 
shall  refuse  to  obey  any  such  order  or  direction  of  the  Chief  of  Police,  or 
any  person  or  persons  by  him  authorized,  the  person  so  refusing  shall  be 
deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor. 

[Hack  StandB  Specified.] 

SEC.  4.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  having  the  charge  or  control 
of  any  hackney  carriage  to  sufifer  or  permit  such  hackney  carriage  to  stand, 
while  waiting  for  employment,  on  any  street,  square,  or  other  public  place 
not  designated  as  a  hack-stand,  without  first  obtaining  the  written  permission 
of  the  Mayor,  and  consent  of  the  occupants  of  the  premises,  to  use  that  por- 
tion of  the  street,  in  front  thereof,  for  such  purposes. 

The  following  places  shall  be  known  and  designated  as  hack-stands: 

1.  Around  Portsmouth,  Union  and  Washington  Squares,  the  United  States 
Post-office  and  the  United  States  Mint,  and  such  other  public  squares  or 
grounds  as  may  be  designated  by  the  Mayor  from  time  to  time,  but  not  in 
front  of  the  gates  thereof  during  the  time  such  gates  are  open,  nor  on  the 
street  cross-walks,  nor  in  double  line ; 

2.  At  the  Ferries; 
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3.  Steamboat  Landings,  and 

4.  Hallway  Depots ; 

5.  All  the  above  Hack-stands,  except  those  under  paragraph  6,  shall  be 
open  to  all  hacks — the  first  occupant  holding  the  place  till  he  vacates  it,  and 
the  next  in  line  succeeding. 

6.  The  managers  of  each  hotel  may  designate  a  passenger  coach,  with  the 
name  of  the  hotel  conspicuously  placed  thereon,  and  of  capacity  for  six  pas- 
sengers inside,  to  stand  at  all  times  in  front  of  such  hotel,  and  also  designate 
carriages,  not  more  than  two  of  which  at  any  one  time  may  stand  in  front  of 
the  main  entrance  of  such  hotel. 

[Hacks,  Job  Wagons  and  Vehicles  Shall  Not  Stand  in  Certain  Places.] 

SEC.  5.  No  person  having  charge  of  a  hackney  carriage,  job  wagon  or  other 
vehicle  used  for  hire,  shall  allow  the  same  to  stand: 

1.  On  Battery,  Sansome,  Montgomery,  Kearny  and  Dupont  streets,  and 
intersecting  streets  between  Washington  and  Market  streets,  on  which  rail- 
road tracks  are  laid  and  operated,  within  fifty  feet  of  any  street-crossing,  ex- 
cepting therefrom  those  portions  of  Dupont  and  Sutter  streets  in  front  of  the 
Central  Market,  and  also  the  street-crossings  or  corners  around  Portsmouth 
Square,  between  the  hours  of  sunrise  and  sunset;  nor, 

2.  On  other  streets  within  ten  feet  of  any  street-crossing;  nor, 

3.  At  a  greater  distance  than  one  foot  from  the  outer  edge  of  the  sidewalk; 
or, 

4.  On  any  other  public  street,  without  first  obtaining  the  written  per- 
mission of  the  Mayor  and  consent  of  the  occupants  of  the  premises,  to  use 
that  portion  of  the  street  in  front  thereof,  for  such  purpose. 

[Driver  Thrice  Convicted  of  a  Violation  of  Provisions.] 

SEC.  G.  Any  driver  of  a  hackney  carriage  who  shall  be  thrice  convicted  of 
a  breach  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  chapter,  or  of  the  chapter  concern- 
ing licenses,  shall  be  deprived  of  his  license,  and  shall  be  debarred  from  ob- 
taining another. 

[Rates  of  Fare.] 

SEC.  7.  No  person  shall  demand,  collect,  or  receive  a  higher  rate  of  fare 
than  is  specified  in  the  following  schedule,  to- wit : 

For  a  railroad  car,  the  rates  designated  by  law. 

For  a  hackney  carriage,  drawn  by  more  than  one  horse,  for  one  person,  not 
exceeding  one  mile,  $1.50;  and  for  more  than  one  person,  not  exceeding  one 
mile,  $2.50;  for  each  additional  mile,  for  each  passenger,  $0.50;  for  four  or 
less  persons,  when  engaged  by  the  hour,  to  be  computed  for  time  occupied  in 
going  and  returning,  including  detention,  $3  for  the  first  hour,  and  $2  for 
each  subsequent  hour. 

For  a  hackney  carriage  drawn  by  one  horse,  for  one  person,  not  exceeding 
one  mile,  $1;  for  more  than  one  person,  not  exceeding  one  mile,  $1.50;  for 
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each  passenger,  for  each  additional  mile,  $0.25;  for  two  persons,  when  en- 
gaged by  the  hour,  to  be  computed  for  the  time  occupied  in  going  and  return- 
ing, including  detention,  $1.50  for  the  first  hour,  and  $1  for  each  subsequent 
hour. 
No  extra  charge  to  any  passenger  shall  be  made  for  the  ordinary  amount  of 


[Distance  from  Steamboat  Landings.] 

SEC.  8.  From  any  landing  of  any  steamboat  to  any  point  east  of  the  west 
line  of  Larkin  street  and  north  of  the  south  line  of  Brannan  street  and  east 
of  Third  street,  shall  be  estimated  not  to  exceed  one  mile. 

[Number  of  Carriage  and  Rates  of  Fare  to  be  Posted  in  Carriage. 

SEC.  9.  Every  driver  of  a  hackney  carriage  shall  at  all  times  keep  conspic- 
uously posted  within  the  carriage  of  which  he  may  have  charge,  in  such  posi- 
tion as  to  be  easily  read,  the  number  of  such  carriage,  and  also  a  notice 
showing  the  rates  of  fare  which  may  be  lawfully  charged  for  the  use  thereof. 

[Hackney  Carriages  must  use  Lights  at  Night.] 

SEC.  10.  No  person  shall  use,  or  drive,  of  have  upon  a  street  or  stand,  a 
hackney  carriage  at  night,  without  having  a  lighted  lantern  affixed  to  each  side 
thereof,  near  the  driver's  seat. 

[Boats  must  use  Lights  at  Night,  and  Exhibit  on  Demand.] 

SEC.  11.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  be  in  any  boat  at  night  on 
the  waters  of  the  Bay  with  intent  to  use,  or  to  use  such  boat  for  the  convey- 
ance of  persons  from  place  to  place,  without  having  in  said  boat  a  lighted 
lantern  at  least  six  inches  square,  with  the  number  of  said  boat  painted 
thereon  in  plain  Arabic  figures,  of  such  size  and  form  as  to  be  readily  seen 
and  read,  and  which,  upon  the  demand  of  any  person,  shall  be  exhibited. 

[Job  Wagons  defined.] 

SEC.  12.  Every  vehicle  which  shall  be  used  for  the  conveyance  of  goods, 
packages,  or  freight  from  place  to  place  in  this  City  and  County  for  hire 
(except  hand-carts,  and  except,  also,  the  vehicles  used  by  merchants,  dealers 
and  manufacturers  exclusively  for  the  delivery  of  their  wares  to  customers), 
shall  be  deemed  a  job  wagon,  within  the  meaning  of  this  order. 

[Vehicles  or  Animals  shall  not  obstruct  Crossings.] 

SEC.  13.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  the  owner  or  driver,  or  any  person  having 
control  of  any  omnibus  or  railroad  car,  or  of  any  hack,  cart,  or  any  vehicle

whatsoever,  or  of  any  horse  or  animal  whatever,  to  allow,  permit  or  suffer  the 
sa  d  omnibus  or  rail  car,  hack  or  vehicle,  or  said  horse  or  animal,  to  be  or 
remain  in  such  a  manner  as  to  obstruct  the  crossing  of  any  public  street  from 
one  sidewalk  to  another,  for  any  period  of  time  whatever. 

[Boat  defined.] 

Sec.  14.  Every  water  craft,  whether  propelled  by  manual  power  or  by  the 
wind,  and  every  steam  launch,  for  the  conveyance  of  persons  from  place  to 
place  for  pay,  shall  be  deemed  a  boat,  within  the  meaning  of  this  Order. 

[False  Representations  concerning  Ownership  of  Vehicle  or  Boat.] 

SEC.  15.  No  person  having  charge  of,  or  soliciting  patronage  for,  any 
vehicle  or  boat  shall,  for  the  purpose  of  securing  such  patronage,  make  any 
false  representations  concerning  the  ownership  or  employment  of  such  vehicle 
or  boat. 

[Vehicles  and  Boats  to  be  Numbered— Collector  of   Licenses   to   Designate  and   Furnish 

Numbers.] 

SEC.  16.  Every  vehicle  or  boat  which,  by  the  provisions  of  this  order,  is 
required  to  be  licensed,  and  every  vehicle  used  in  the  transaction  of  any  busi- 
ness, shall  have  a  number. 

Such  number  shall  be  designated  by  the  Collector  of  Licenses,  and  shall  be 
permanent,  without  regard  to  the  ownership  of  the  vehicle  or  boat. 

No  two  vehicles  of  the  same  class  shall  have  the  same  number. 

The  Collector  of  Licenses,  upon  designating  the  number  of  a  vehicle  or 
boat  shall  furnish  the  owner  thereof  with  two  tins  with  such  numbers  printed 
(or  painted)  thereon,  in  plain  Arabic  figures,  not  less  than  one  inch  and  a 
half  in  height,  and  of  proportionate  width.  Any  number  for  vehicles  or 
boats  for  which  a  license  remains  unpaid  on  the  books  at  the  office  of  the  Col- 
lector of  Licenses  for  the  space  of  twelve  months,  may  be  deemed  void  by 
the  Collector  of  Licenses,  and  a  new  number  designated,  for  which  one  dollar 
shall  be  paid  in  addition  to  the  license,  also,  the  penalty,  if  any,  may  be 
added  to  the  time  of  taking  a  new  number  and  a  new  license. 

[Number  of  Vehicles  and  Boats,  where  Placed.] 

SEC.  17.  The  number  designated  for  any  vehicle  or  boat  shall  be  placed 
thereon  in  two  places,  either  by  tacking  thereupon  the  tins  furnished  by  the 
Collector  of  Licenses,  or  by  painting  such  number  upon  the  vehicle  or  boat, 
in  plain  Arabic  figures,  not  less  than  one  inch  and  a  half  in  height,  and  of 
proportionate  width,  and  of  such  a  color  as  to  be  readily  seen  and  distin- 
guished. 

The  numbers  of  vehicles  shall  be  placed  as  follows : 
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On  both  sides  of  each  omnibus — on  the  end  of  the  driver's  seat. 

On  both  sides  of  each  truck — midway  between  the  forward  and  hind  wheels. 

On  both  sides  of  each  dray — on  the  side-rail  forward  of  the  wheel,  or  on 
the  shaft,  between  one  and  four  inches  forward  of  the  platform. 

On  both  sides  of  each  wagon  with  a  body — over  the  forward  wheel,  and  not 
on  the  seat  or  rack. 

On  both  sides  of  each  wagon  without  a  body — on  each  end  of  the  rear  side 
of  the  bolster  of  the  hind  axle,  as  near  the  wheel  as  practicable. 

On  both  sides  of  each  water  or  sprinkling  vehicle — on  the  centre  of  the 
cask  or  tank,  between  six  and  ten  inches  above  the  wheel. 

On  both  sides  of  each  cart — 'rear  the  forward  end,  and  not  on  the  sideboard. 

Every  vehicle  which,  by  this  order,  is  required  to  carry  lamps,  shall  have 
its  number,  in  plain  figures,  at  least  two  inches  in  length,  painted  with  black 
paint  upon  each  of  said  lamps,  in  such  manner  that  the  same  can  be  distinctly 
seen  and  known  when  such  vehicle  may  be  standing  or  in  motion. 

The  number  of  each  boat  shall  be  placed  on  both  sides  thereof,  within  two 
feet  of  the  bow,  on  the  outside  of  each  boat,  immediately  below  the  gunwale. 

[Vehicle  or  Boat  not  to  be  used  without  being  Numbered.] 

SEC.  18.  No  person  shall  use  or  drive,  or  permit  to  be  used  or  driven,  any 
vehicle  or  boat  belonging  to  him,  or  under  his  control,  which,  by  any  of  the 
provisions  of  this  order  is  required  to  be  numbered,  without  having  the  ap- 
propriate number  thereof,  and  no  other,  placed  thereupon  in  the  manner  and 
place  provided  in  section  seventeen  of  this  chapter,  nor  with  such  number 
inverted,  covered,  mutilated,  obliterated,  or  obscurely  painted,  or  illegible. 

[Number  to  be  Given  on  Demand.] 

SEC.  19.  Any  person  driving  01  having  the  control  of  any  vehicle  on  which 
a  number  is  required  to  be  placed,  shall  give  the  number  of  his  vehicle  on  the 
inquiry  of  any  person. 

[Boisterous  Conduct  by  Runners  and  Hackmen  Prohibited;  they  must  exhibit  License  and 
Wear  Badges;  Runners  and  Soliciting  Agents  Defined.] 

SEC.  20.  No  person  shall  solicit  patronage  for  any  hotel,  vehicle,  or  other 
business,  in  front  of  the  gangway  of  any  steamboat  within  twelve  feet  thereof, 
nor  within  twelve  feet  of  the  edge  of  such  gangway  or  the  line  thereof  pro- 
duced twelve  feet  from  the  foot  thereof,  nor  in  front  of  the  exit  of  any  wharf, 
depot,  theater,  circus,  public  or  private  ball,  or  place  where  persons  are  as- 
sembled for  amusement,  entertainment,  or  instruction,  within  twelve  feet 
thereof,  nor  within  twelve  feet  of  the  line  of  such  exit  produced  twelve  feet 
from  the  line  of  the  enclosure  of  which  such  exit  forms  a  part.  No  person 
soliciting  patronage  or  employment  for  himself,  or  other  person,  at,  or  in  the 
vicinity  of  any  landing,  wharf,  or  depot,  or  place  of  amusement,  shall  do  so 
in  a  loud  voice  or  boisterous  manner. 

Every  runner  and  soliciting  agent,  and  every  driver  or  proprietor  of  a  hack- 
*55 
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ney  carriage,  mentioned  in  this  section,  shall,  while  engaged  in  such  calling: 

1.  Have  a  license,  and  exhibit  the  same  on  demand  to  any  police  officer; 

2.  Wear  conspicuously  exposed  on  his  hat  or  lapel  of  his  coat,  a  badge, 
showing  by  the  proper  designation,  in  plain  Roman  letters  and  Arabic  nu- 
merals, of  such  size,  form,  and  color  as  to  be  readily  seen  and  read,  and  as 
may  be  designated  by  the  Collector  of  Licenses,  the  particular  establishment 
for  which  he  shall  be  employed,  the  number  of  the  hack,  or  the  character  of 
business  in  which  he  may  be  engaged,  as  aforesaid. 

[Badges.] 

The  Badges  hereinbefore  mentioned,  shall  be  furnished  by  the  Collector  of 
Licenses,  at  cost,  and  only  one  such  badge  shall  be  issued  to  any  licensed 
hackney  coach. 

[Runners  and  Soliciting  Agents.] 

The  terms  "  runners  "  and  "  soliciting  agents"  shall  include  all  persons: 

1.  Soliciting  or  endeavoring  to  influence  or  secure  passengers,  freight  or 
baggage,  for  conveyance,  or  for  any  vehicle,  boat,  vessel,  or  steamboat; 

Except  the  owner,  or  duly  authorized  advertising  agent,  of  such  vehicle, 
boat,  vessel,  or  steamboat; 

2.  Soliciting  or  endeavoring  to  influence  or  secure  boarders,   lodgers,  or 
custom  for  any  hotel,  tavern,  boarding-house  or  restaurant; 

Except  the  owner  or  manager  of  such  hotel,  tavern,  boarding-house,  lodg- 
ing-house or  restaurant; 

And,  except  duly  licensed  drivers  of  hackney  carriages,  owned  by  such 
owner  or  manager,  and  used  only  for  conveying  persons  to  and  from  such 
hotel,  tavern,  boarding-house,  lodging-house,  or  restaurant. 

[Police  Officer  to  enforce  Orders  in  Relation  to  Hackney  Carriages,  etc.] 

SEC.  21.  The  policeman  detailed  by  the  Chief  of  Police  to  visit  the  public 
stands,  and  all  places  where  hackney  carriages  are  permitted  to  stand,  and  to 
enforce  all  orders  for  the  government  of  hackney  carriages,  their  owners  and 
drivers,  shall  order  away  from  the  stands,  and  from  all  other  places,  every 
hackney  carriage : 

1.  Not  provided  with  a  number  as  required  by  law;  or, 

2.  Without  lamps  fixed  up,  lighted  and  numbered  as  required  by  law;  or, 

3.  If  the  same,  in  his  opinion,  shall  be  improperly  obstructing  the  way  or 
streets;  or, 

4.  If  the  horses  attached  thereto  are  unruly;  or, 

5.  If  the  driver  or  person  having  charge  of  any  such  hackney  carriage  is 
intoxicated,  or  shall  solicit  patronage  or  employment  for  the  same  or  any 
other  hackney  carriage,  in  a  loud  voice  or  boisterous  manner,  or  shall  in  any 
way,  for  the  purpose  of  seeking  or  securing  employment  for  the  same,  or  any 
other  hackney  carriage,  molest  any  person. 
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Any  person  refusing  or  neglecting  to  comply  with  any  order  such  policeman 
may  lawfully  make  under  this  section  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  mis- 
demeanor. 


CHAPTER  VIII. 

[As  Amended  May  19,  1875,  Order  1,213.] 
MUNICIPAL   LICENSES. 

SECTION  1.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  engage- in,  or  carry  on, 
any  business,  trade,  profession  or  calling,  for  the  transaction,  or  carrying  on 
of  which  a  license  is  required  without  first  taking  out,  or  procuring  the 
license  required  for  such  business,  trade,  profession  or  calling. 

[Penalty.] 

Every  person  who  shall  violate  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  Chapter  shall 
be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  thereof  shall  be 
punished  by  a  fine  not  more  than  one  thousand  dollars,  or  by  imprisonment 
not  more  than  six  months,  or  by  both. 

[Transfer  of  License  to  be  Recorded.    Individuals,  Firms  or  Corporations.] 

SEC.  2.  No  license  granted  or  issued  under  any  of  the  provisions  of  this 
Chapter  shall  be  in  any  manner  assignable  or  transferable,  or  authorize  any 
person  other  than  is  therein  mentioned  or  named  to  do  business,  or  authorize 
any  other  business  than  is  therein  mentioned  or  named  to  be  done  or  trans- 
acted, or  the  business  therein  mentioned  or  named  to  be  done  or  transacted 
at  any  place  other  than  is  therein  mentioned  or  named,  without  permission 
from  the  Collector  of  Licenses  indorsed  thereon. 

The  Collector  of  Licenses  shall,  at  the  time  of  granting  such  permission, 
immediately  record  such  change  or  transfer  upon  the  proper  registry. 

A  license  for  any  business  conducted  at  a  particular  or  fixed  locality,  except 
those  branches  of  business  mentioned  in  sections  twelve  and  thirteen  of  this 
Chapter,  shall  authorize  the  transaction  of  such  business  by  an  individual,  a 
firm  or  a  corporation. 

Every  such  license  shall  specify,  by  name,  the  person,  firm  or  corporation 
to  whom  or  which  it  shall  be  issued,  and  shall  designate  the  particular  place 
at  which  the  business  shall  be  carried  on. 

[Trial  of  Criminal  Action.    Production  of  License.] 

SEC.  3.  Upon  the  trial  of  any  criminal  action,  brought  under  or  arising 
from  any  provision  or  provisions  of  this  Chapter,  the  defendant  shall  be 
deemed  not  to  have  procured  the  municipal  license  required  for  the  current 
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time,  unless  he  or  she  either  produces  the  same  or  proves  having  paid  for  the 
same  to  the  proper  officer. 

[Evidence  of  Liability  of  Party  to  Pay  License.] 

SEC.  4.  In  any  action  brought  under  or  arising  out  of  any  of  the  provis- 
ions of  this  Chapter,  the  fact  that  a  party  thereto  represented  himself  or  her- 
self as  engaged  in  any  business  or  calling,  for  the  transaction  of  which  a 
license  is  by  this  Chapter  required,  or  that  such  party  exhibited  a  sign  indi- 
cating such  business  or  calling,  shall  be  conclusive  evidence  of  the  liability  of 
such  party  to  pay  for  a  license. 

[Gratuitous  License.] 

SEC.  5.  If  any  person  shall  furnish  such  evidence  as  shall  satisfy  the  Com- 
mittee on  License  and  Orders,  that  he  or  she,  by  reason  of  misfortune  or 
physical  infirmities,  merits  exemption  from  the  provisions  of  any  section  or 
clause  of  this  Chapter,  a  free  or  gratuitous  license  may  be  i-sued  to  such 
party  upon  the  recommendation  of  said  Committee — said  license  to  be  coun- 
tersigned by  a  majority  of  said  Committee. 

[Date  of  Licenses.] 

SEC.  6.  All  licenses,  except  for  owners,  keepers  and  drivers  of  vehicles, 
and  owners  and  keepers  of  boats,  shall  date  from  the  first  day  of  January, 
April,  July,  and  October  of  each  year,  and  expire  in  three  months  from  the 
aforesaid  dates;  provided,  an  application  for  a  license  for  the  first  time,  and 
said  application  being  made  after  the  first  day  of  the  last  month  of  the  afore- 
said quarters,  then  the  Collector  of  Licenses  may  issue  a  license  to  the  end  of 
the  succeeding  quarter  from  the  date  of  issuance. 

This  section  shall  not  apply,  or  conflict,  or  annul  any  other  section  or 
special  provision  of  this  or  any  other  order  pertaining  to  municipal  licenses, 
when  the  time  and  class  of  licenses  is  named  and  designated. 

All  licenses  for  owners  and  drivers  of  hackney  carriages,  and  owners  and 
keepers  of  boats,  shall  date  from  the  first  day  of  January  or  July  of  each 
year,  and  shall  be  issued  for  the  term  of  one  year  from  either  of  the  afore- 
said dates. 

All  licenses  for  vehicles  shall  date  from  the  first  day  of  January  or  July  of 
each  year,  and  shall  be  issued  for  the  term  of  one  year  from  either  of  the 
aforesaid  dates. 

All  licenses  for  railroad  cars,  shall  date  from  the  first  day  of  January,  April, 
July  and  October  of  each  year,  and  shall  be  issued  for  the  term  of  three 
months  from  either  of  the  aforesaid  dates. 

[Licenses  payable  in  Coin;  Receipts  must  be  given.] 

SEC.  7.  All  licenses  shall  be  paid  for  in  advance  in  the  gold  and  silver  coin 
of  the  United  States. 
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No  receipts  for  licenses  shall  be  issued  by  the  Collector  of  Licenses  on  any 
other  blanks  than  those  received  from  the  Auditor. 

No  greater  or  less  amount  of  money  shall  be  charged  or  received  for  licenses 
so  issued  than  is  charged  to  the  said  License  Collector  by  the  Auditor  and 
printed  on  said  license  receipts. 

No  license  receipt  shall  be  sold  or  issued  by  the  Liceuse  Collector  for  any 
period  of  time  exceeding  the  time  printed  on  the  license  receipt,  and  for 
which  time  the  same  was  issued  and  charged  to  the  License  Collector  by  the 
Auditor. 

No  person  required  to  be  licensed  shall  receive  from  the  License  Collector 
or  his  deputies  any  license  receipt  for  a  longer  period  than  the  time  printed 
on  said  license  blank,  or  pay  for  any  license  receipt  any  greater  or  less  amount 
of  money  than  the  amount  printed  on  said  license  receipt. 

No  person  required  to  be  licensed  shall  pay  any  sum  of  money  to  the  Li- 
cense Collector  or  his  deputies  for  a  license,  without  demanding  and  receiving 
therefor  a  license,  receipt  on  which  is  printed  the  time  for  which  said  license 
is  issued  and  the  amount  paid  therefor. 

[License  to  be  Exhibited.] 

SEC.  8.  Every  person  having  a  license  under  the  provisions  of  this  chapter, 
shall  exhibit  the  same  at  all  times  while  in  force,  in  some  conspicuous  part  of 
his  or  her  place  of  business,  and  shall  produce  the  same  when  applying  for  a 
renewal,  or  when  requested  to  do  so  by  any  Supervisor  or  any  officer  of  the 
License  or  Police  Department. 

Every  peddler  while  engaged  in  peddling,  shall  carry  his  or  her  license  and 
exhibit  the  same  if  requested  by  any  municipal  officer. 

[Rates  of  License.] 

SEC.  9.     The  rates  of  license  shall  be  according  to  the  following  schedule: 
[Real  Estate  Agents,  House  Brokers,  Brokers,  Expressmen,  and  Express  Agents.] 

I.  For  real  estate  agents,  house  brokers,  brokers,  expressmen,  and  express 
agents : 

Whose  commissions  or  gross  profits  are  not  less  than  $10,000  per  quarter, 
one  hundred  dollars  per  quarter; 

For  those  whose  commissions,  or  gross  profits  are  less  than  $10,000  and  not 
less  than  $7,500  per  quarter,  seventy-five  dollars; 

For  those  whose  commissions. or  gross  profits  are  less  than  $7,500  and  not 
less  than  $5,000  per  quarter,  fifty  dollars; 

For  those  whose  commissions  or  gross  profits  are  less  than  $5,000  and  not 
less  than  $2,500  per  quarter,  twenty-five  dollars; 

For  those  whose  commissions  or  gross  profits  are  less  than  $2,500  and  not 
less  than  $1,500  per  quarter,  fifteen  dollars; 

For  those  whose  commissions  or  gross  profits  are  less  than  $1,500  and  not 
less  than  $750  per  quarter,  ten  dollars; 

For  those  whose  gross  profits  are  less  than  $750  per  quarter,  five  dollars. 
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[Hotels,  Boarding  Houses,  etc.] 

II.  For  keepers  of  hotels,  boarding  houses,  lodging  houses,  restaurants, 
saloons,  and  places  of  refreshment: 

Where  average  gross  receipts  are  not  less  than  $100,000  per  month,  two 
hundred  dollars  per  quarter; 

For  those  whose  gross  receipts  are  less  than  $100,000  and  not  less  than 
$75,000  per  month,  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  per  quarter; 

For  those  whose  gross  receipts  are  less  than  $75,000  and  not  less  than  $50,- 
000  per  month,  one  hundred  dollars  per  quarter; 

For  those  whose  gross  receipts  are  less  than  $50,000  and  not  less  than  $30,- 
000  per  month,  sixty  dollars  per  quarter; 

For  those  whose  gross  receipts  are  less  than  $30,000  and  not  less  than  $20,- 
000  per  mouth,  fifty  dollars  per  quarter ; 

For  those  whose  gross  receipts  are  less  than  $20,000  and  not  less  than  $15,- 
000  per  month,  forty  dollars  per  quarter; 

For  those  whose  gross  receipts  are  less  than  $15,000  and  not  less  than  $10,- 
000  per  month,  twenty-five  dollars  per  quarter; 

For  those  whose  gross  receipts  are  less  than  $10,000  and  not  less  than  $7,500 
per  month,  twenty  dollars  per  quarter; 

For  those  whose  gross  receipts  are  less  than  $7,500  and  not  less  than  $4,000 
per  month,  fifteen  dollars; 

For  those  whose  gross  receipts  are  less  than  $4,000  and  not  less  than  $3,000 
per  month,  seven  and  a  half  dollars  per  quarter; 

For  those  whose  gross  receipts  are  less  than  $3,000  and  not  less  than  $2,000 
per  month,  five  dollars  per  quarter; 

For  those  whose  gross  receipts  are  less  than  $2,000  per  month,  two  and  a 
half  dollars  per  quarter. 

[Dance-houses,  Ball-rooius,  etc.] 

III.  For  keepers  of  public  dance-houses,  common  ball-rooms,  seventy-five 
dollars  per  quarter  or  ten  dollars  per  night,  in  addition  to  the  liquor  license 
required  by  law  to  be  paid. 

[Venders  of  Gunpowder.] 

IV.  For  venders  of  gunpowder  or  pyrotechnics,  not  having  a  State  or 
county  license,  five  dollars  per  quarter;  and  for  those  having  a  State  or  county 
license,  two  and  a  half  dollars  per  quarter. 

[Keepers  of  Gunpowder  Magazines.] 

V.  For  keepers  of  gunpowder  magazines,  thirty  dollars  per  quarter. 

[Keepers  of  Shooting  Galleries.] 

VI.  For  keepers  of  shooting  galleries,  seven  dollars  and  fifty  cents  per 
quarter,  exclusive  of  powder  license. 
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[Peddlers  of  Merchandise.] 

VII.  For  peddlers  of  merchandise,  from  vehicles  drawn  by  animal  power, 
sixteen  dollars  per  quarter;  and  from  hand,   seven  dollars  and  a  half  per 
quarter. 

[Peddlers  of  Meats,  Vegetables,  etc.] 

VIII.  For  peddlers  of  meats,  fish,  vegetables,  fruit,  game,  poultry,  eggs, 
cheese,  butter,  groceries  and  produce,  from  vehicles  or  baskets,  ten  dollars 
per  quarter: 

Provided,  That  any  person  peddling  from  a  basket  shall  have  a  number  in 
such  place  and  of  such  dimensions  as  the  Collector  of  Licenses  may  desig- 
nate, attached  to  said  basket. 

[Keepers  or  Owners  of  Warehouses.] 

IX.  For  keepers  or  owners  of  any  warehouse  used  for  the  storage  of  any 
goods  or  merchandise  for  pay,  twenty-five  dollars  per  quarter. 

[Butchers  and  Slaughter-House  Keepers.] 

X.  For  butchers  and  keepers  of  slaughter-houses,  if  payment  be  made  be- 
fore the  fifteenth  day  of  the  last  month  in  any  quarter,  one  dollar  per  quarter 
for  every  hundred  or  fraction  of  a  hundred  head  of  large  stock,  and  fifty  cents 
for  each  hundred  or  fraction  of  a  hundred  small  stock  slaughtered  per  quarter, 
and  if  not  paid  before  the  fifteenth  day  of  the  last  month  of  a  quarter,  double 
those  rates; 

Within  the  meaning  of  this  subdivision,  the  term  "large  stock"  shall  in- 
clude all  horned  cattle  over  eighteen  months  of  age,  and  the  term  "  small 
stock  "  shall  include  all  horned  cattle  under  eighteen  months  of  age,  and  all 
calves,  sheep,  lambs  and  hogs;  and  parties  slaughtering  both  kinds  of  stock 
shall  pay  license  for  both. 

[Shipping  Office  Keepers.] 

XI.  For  keepers  of  shipping  offices,  ten  dollars  per  quarter. 

[Passenger  Cars.] 

XII.  For  railroad  passenger  cars,  for  each  car  moved  by  steam,  fifty  dol- 
lars per  annum;  for  each  car  drawn  by  two  horses,  fifty  dollars  per  annum, 
and  for  each  car  drawn  by  one  horse,  twenty-five  dollars  per  annum. 

[Freight  Cars.] 

XIII.  For  railroad  freight  or  dirt  cars,  for  each  car  ten  dollars  per  annum. 

[Hackney  Carriages.] 

XIV.  For  owners  of  hackney  carriages: 

For  each  vehicle  drawn  by  more  than  one  horse,  and  having  seats  for  more 
than  four  passengers,  ten  dollars  per  annum; 
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For  each  vehicle  drawn  by  more  than  one  animal,  and  not  having  seats  for 
more  than  four  persons,  five  dollars  per  annum; 

For  each  vehicle  drawn  by  one  horse,  three  dollars  per  annum. 

[Drivers  Hackney  Carriages.] 

XV.  For  drivers  of  hackney  carriages,  and  boatmen,  one  dollar  per  an- 
num. 

[Trucks  and  Vehicles,  etc.] 

XVI.  For  owners  of  all  trucks  or  box  wagons,  for  each  truck  or  box  wagon, 
drawn  by  two  horses,  five  dollars  per  annum ;  and  for  each  truck  or  box  wagon, 
drawn  by  more  than  two  horses,  ten  dollars  per  annum. 

For  owners  of  all  other  kinds  of  vehicles,  except  private  carriages,  for  each 
vehicle  drawn  by  more  than  one  horse,  two  and  a  half  dollars  per  annum;  for 
each  vehicle  drawn  by  one  horse,  one  dollar  and  a  half  per  annum.  (As 
amended,  August  27,  1875,  Order  1,235.) 

[Assayers,  Melters  and  Refiners.] 

XVII.  For  assayers  of  ores  and  precious  metals,  and  melters  and  refiners 
of  precious  metals: 

Whose  gross  commissions  and  percentage  are  more  than  $2,000  per  month, 
fifty  dollars  per  quarter; 

For  those  whose  gross  commissions  and  percentage  are  less  than  $2,000  per 
month,  five  dollars  per  quarter. 

[Race  Courses  and  Exhibitions.] 

XVIII.  For  keepers  of  race  courses  and  for  persons  engaged  in  public 
exhibitions  of  any  kind  therein,  for  each  exhibition  not  continuing  more  than 
one  day,  and  for  each  day  of  any  exhibition,  five  dollars; 

Provided,  that  the  keeper  of  any  race  course,  by  payment  of  thirty  dollars, 
may  procure  therefor  a  license  for  a  whole  quarter,  or  any  portion  of  a 
quarter,  which  license  shall  exempt  from  further  license  all  persons  engaged 
in  any  exhibition  at  or  upon  such  race  course;  but  no  such  license  shall  be 
granted  unless  applied  for  and  paid  at  least  six  hours  previous  to  the  exhibition 
intended  to  be  included  within  the  license. 

[Laundries.] 

XIX.  For  keepers  of  laundries  and  laundry  offices: 

Who  employ  therefor  one  vehicle  drawn  bj7  animal  power,  two  dollars  per 

quarter; 

For  those  who  employ  two  such  vehicles,  four  dollars  per  quarter;  and 
For  those  who  employ  more  than  two  such  vehicles,  fifteen  dollars  per 

quarter. 
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[Street  Musicians.] 

XX.  For   street  musicians,  ten  dollars  per  quarter  for  each  instrument 
used;  but  no  license  shall  be  issued  except  with  the  consent  of  the  Mayor. 

[Astrologers,  Fortune  Tellers,  Clairvoyants,  etc.] 

XXI.  For  astrologers,  seers,  fortune  tellers  and  clairvoyants,  fifty  dollars 
per  quarter. 

[Owners  of  Boats.] 

XXII.  For  owners  of  boats,  ten  dollars  per  annum  for  each  boat. 

[Bill  Posters.] 

XXIII.  For  bill  posters,  ten  dollars  per  quarter. 

[Petroleum.] 

XXIV.  For  storage  of  petroleum,  or  the  product  of  petroleum,  subject  to 
such  regulations  as  are,  or  may  be  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in 
relation  thereto,  ten  dollars  per  quarter. 

[Runners  and  Soliciting  Agents.] 

XXV.  For  runners  and  soliciting  agents,  ten  dollars  per  quarter. 

[License  on  Dogs.] 

XXVI.  The  license  tax  011  every  dog  shall  be  two  dollars  per  annum. 

[Insurers'  License.] 

XXVII.  Each  person,  firm,  or  corporation  who  shall  be  engaged  in  the 
business  of  insurance,  in  this  city  and  county,  as  agent  or  agents  of,  or  for 
any  insurance  company,  whether  fire,  marine,   life,  or  accidental,  shall  pay 
for  each  and  every  such  company  so  represented  by  him  or  them  as  agent  or 
agents,  a  license  as  follows : 

[First  Class.] 

1.  Those  doing  business  to  the  amount  of  fifty  thousand  dollars  ($50,000) 
and  over  per  quarter,  constitute  the  first  class,  and  must  pay  a  license  of  one 
hundred  dollars  ($100)  per  quarter. 

[Second  Class.] 

2.  Those  doing  business  to  the  amount  of    twenty-five  thousand  dollars 
($25,000)  and  less  than  fifty  thousand  dollars  ($50,000)  per  quarter,  consti- 
tute the  second  class,  and  must  pay  a  license  of  seventy-five  dollars  (175) 
per  quarter. 
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[Third  Class.] 

3.  Those  doing  business  to  the  amount  of  ten  thousand  dollars  ($10,000) 
and  less  than  twenty-five  thousand  dollars  ($25,000)  per  quarter,  constitute 
the  third  class,  and  must  pay  a  license  of  fifty  dollars  ($50)  per  quarter. 

[Fourth  Class.] 

4.  Those  doing  business  in  any  amount  less  than  ten    thousand  dollars 
($10,000)  per  quarter,  constitute  the  fourth  class,  and  must  pay  a  license  of 
twenty-five  dollars  ($25)  per  quarter. 

[Statements  to  be  made  to  Collector  of  Licenses.] 

Each  person  or  firm  liable  to  procure  an  insurance  license  shall,  during  the 
first  ten  days  of  the  last  month  of  each  quarter  thereafter,  render  at  the  office 
of  the  Collector  of  Licenses  a  sworn  statement  of  the  amount  of  business 
done  during  the  prior  two  months,  and  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  the  rate 
of  license,  the  monthly  average  for  the  prior  two  months,  and  thereafter  for 
the  preceding  first  two  months  of  each  quarter,  shall  constitute  the  monthly 
average  for  the  whole  quarter. 

[Not  Applicable  to  Certain  Sub- \gents.] 

This  Section  shall  not  apply  to  sub-agents  of  companies  or  firms,  whose 
principal  agent  shall  have  complied  with  these  provisions. 

[Designations  of  Licenses.] 

All  licenses  issued  under  the  provisions  of  this  subdivision  of  this  Section, 
shall  be  designated  and  known  as  Insurance  Licenses.  [Sub.  27  as  amended 
Aug.  13,  1875,  Order  1,233.]

|  XXVII E.  Each  person  or  firm  who  shall  be  engaged  in  the  business  of 
buying  or  selling  any  meats,  provisions,  produce,  goods,  wares  or  merchan- 
dise, wines  or  distilled  liquors,  drugs  or  medicines,  jewelry  or  wares  of 
precious  metals,  whether  on  commission  or  otherwise  (except  the  agricultural 
or  vinicultural  productions  of  this  State,  when  sold  by  the  producer  thereof, 
and  except  such  as  are  sold  by  auctioneers  at  public  sale  under  license),  shall 
pay  a  license  in  the  amount  of  the  business  done  as  follows : 

[First  Class.] 

1.  Those  doing  business  in  the  aggregate  to  the  amount  of  two  hundred 
and  fifty  thousand  dollars  and  over  per  quarter  constitute  the  First  Class,  and 
must  pay  a  license  of  one  hundred  dollars  per  quarter. 
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[Second  Class.] 

2.  Those  doing  business  to  the  amount  of  two  hundred  thousand  dollars, 
and  less  than  two  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars  per  quarter,  constitute 
the  Second  Class,  and  must  pay  a  license  of  eighty  dollars  per  quarter. 

[Third  Class.] 

3.  Those  doing  business  to  the  amount  of  one  hundred  thousand  dollars, 
and  less  than  two  hundred  thousand  dollars  per  quarter,  constitute  the  Third 
Class,  and  must  pay  a  license  of  forty  dollars  per  quarter. 

[Fourth  Class.] 

4.  Those  doing  business  to  the  amount  of  fifty  thousand  dollars,  and  less 
than  one  hundred  thousand  dollars  per  quarter,  constitute  the  Fourth  Class, 
and  must  pay  a  license  of  twenty-five  dollars  per  quarter. 

[Fifth  Class.] 

5.  Those  doing  business  in  any  amount  under  fifty  thousand  dollars,  and 
over  twenty  thousand  dollars  per  quarter,  constitute  the  Fifth  Class,  and 
must  pay  a  license  of  fifteen  dollars  per  quarter. 

[Sixth  Class.] 

6.  Those  doing  business  in  any  amount  under  twenty  thousand  dollars  per 
quarter,  constitute  the  Sixth  Class,  and  must  pay  a  license  of  five  dollars  per 
quarter. 

[Quarterly  Statements  to  be  Made.] 

Each  person  or  firm  liable  to  procure  a  license  under  this  subdivision  of 
this  section  shall,  during  the  first  ten  days  of  the  last  month  of  each  quarter 
thereafter,  render  at  the  office  of  the  Collector  of  Licenses,  a  sworn  statement 
of  the  amount  of  business  done  during  the  prior  two  months,  and  for  the 
purpose  of  ascertaining  the  rate  of  licenses,  the  monthly  average  for  the  prior 
two  months,  and  thereafter  for  the  preceding  first  two  months  of  each  quar- 
ter, shall  constitute  the  monthly  average  for  the  whole  quarter. 

[Designation  of  Licenses  Issued.] 

All  licenses  issued  under  the  provisions  of  this  subdivision  of  this  section, 
shall  be  designated  and  known  as  "  Merchandise  Brokers'  Licenses." 

[Sample  Sellers'  Licenses.] 

XXIX.  Any  person  or  persons  who  shall,  in  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco,  sell,  or  contract  to  sell,  or  cause  to  be  sold,  or  solicit  for  the  sale 
or  purchase  of  any  goods,  wares,  merchandise,  distilled  liquors,  or  drugs,  or 
medicines,  jewelry,  or  wares  of  precious  metals  or  stones,  or  any  other  prop- 
erty of  any  kind — except  wheat,  wine,  wool,  brandy,  agricultural  productions, 
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in  the  raw  state,  and  imports  of  foreign  goods,  wares,  and  merchandise,  upon 
which  duties  have  been  paid  or  secured  to  be  paid  to  the  United  States,  and 
which  have  never  been  sold  in  the  United  States  and  are  still  in  original  pack- 
ages— whether  on  commission  or  otherwise,  without,  at  the  time,  having  at  or 
in  said  city  and  county  said  goods,  wares  or  merchandise,  or  distilled  liquors, 
or  drugs,  or  medicines,  jewelry,  or  wares  of  precious  metals  or  stones  or 
property,  except  as  aforesaid,  or  a  bill  of  lading  or  a  receipt  of  a  common 
carrier  therefor,  showing  on  its  face  that  the  goods,  wares  or  merchandise 
named  therein  have  been  shipped  and  are  in  transitu  to  said  city  and  county, 
shall  pay  a  license  in  proportion  to  the  amount  of  business  done  by  him  or 

them,  as  follows,  viz: 

[First  Class.] 

1.  Those  doing  business  in  the  aggregate,  to  the  amount  of  two  hundred 
and  fifty  thousand  dollars  and  over,  per  quarter,  constitute  the  first-class,  and 
must  pay  a  license  of  two  thousand  dollars  per  quarter. 

[Second  Class.] 

2.  Those  doing  a  business  of  two  hundred  thousand  dollars,  and  less  than 
two  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars  per  quarter,  shall  constitute  the  second" 
class,  and  must  pay  a  license  of  sixteen  hundred  dollars  per  quarter. 

[Third  Class.! 

3.  Those  doing  a  business  to  the  amount  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  thou- 
sand dollars,  and  less  than  two  hundred  thousand  dollars  per  quarter,  shall 
constitute  the  third  class,  and  must  pay  a  license  of  twelve  hundred  dollars 
per  quarter. 

[Fourth  Class.] 

4.  Those  doing  a  business  to  the  amount  of  one  hundred  thousand  dollars, 
and  less  than  one  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars  per  quarter,  shall  con- 
stitute the  fourth- class,  and  shall  pay  a  license  of  eight  hundred  dollars  per 
quarter. 

[Fifth  Class.] 

5.  Those  doing  business  to  the  amount  of  seventy-five  thousand  dollars 
and  less  than  one  hundred  thousand  dollars  per  quarter,  shall  constitute  the 
fifth  class,  and  shall  pay  a  license  of  six  hundred  dollars  per  quarter. 

[Sixth  Class.] 

6.  Those  doing  business  to  the  amount  of  fifty  thousand  dollars  and  less 
than  seventy-five  thousand  dollars  per  quarter,  shall  constitute  the  sixth  class, 
and  shall  pay  a  license  of  four  hundred  dollars  per  quarter. 

[Seventh  Class.] 

7.  Those  doing  business  to  the  amount  of   twenty-five  thousand  dollars 
and  less  than  fifty  thousand  dollars  per  quarter,  shall  constitute  the  seventh 
class,  and  shall  pay  a  license  of  two  hundred  dollars  per  quarter. 
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[Eighth  Class.] 

8.  Those  doing  business  in  any  amount  less  than  twenty-five  thousand 
dollars  per  quarter,  shall  constitute  the  eighth  class,  and  shall  pay  a  license 
of  one  hundred  dollars  per  quarter. 

Every  person,  or  persons,  who  shall  propose  to  sell,  or  contract  to  sell,  or 
solicit  for  the  sale  or  purchase  of,  in  said  city  and  county,  any  goods, 
wares,  or  merchandise,  distilled  liquors,  or  drugs  or  medicines,  jewelry,  or 
wares  of  precious  metals  or  stones,  or  other  property  of  any  kind — except 
wheat,  wine,  wool,  brandy,  agricultural  productions  in  the  raw  state;  and 
imports  of  foreign  goods,  wares,  and  merchandise,  upon  which  duties  have 
been  paid,  or  secured  to  be  paid  to  the  United  States,  and  which  remain  in 
original  packages,  and  have  never  been  sold  in  the  United  States — without 
then  having  at  or  in  said  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  the  same,  or  a 
bill  of  lading  or  receipt  of  a  common  carrier  therefor,  showing  on  its  face 
that  the  goods,  wares,  or  merchandise,  named  therein,  have  been  shipped  and 
are  in  transitu  to  said  city  and  county,  shall  apply  for  and  obtain  from  the 
Collector  of  Licenses,  in  and  for  said  city  and  county,  a  license  therefor;  and 
upon  such  application,  shall  file  with  the  said  Collector  a  sworn  statement  in 
writing,  showing  the  amount  of  business  proposed  to  be  done  by  such  appli- 
cant, for  the  purpose  of  classifying  and  determining  the  rate  of  license  to  be 
paid  by  such  applicant;  and  if  the  business  transacted  by  such  applicant  at 
any  time  exceeds  in  amount  the  class  for  which  he  or  they  shall  have  obtained 
a  license,  he  or  they  shall  immediately  make  known  this  fact  to  said  Collector, 
and  shall  thereupon  apply  for  and  obtain  a  further  license  for  the  class  to 
which  said  applicant  may  properly  belong  under  this  order. 

Every  fine  collected  under  subdivision  XXIX  of  this  section  shall  be  paid  as 
follows,  viz. :  One-half  thereof  to  -the  person  who  gave  the  fi^st  information 
to  said  Collector  of  the  commission  of  said  offense,  and  the  other  half  thereof 
to  said  city  and  county. 

All  licenses  issued  under  the  provisions  of  this  subdivision  shall  be  desig- 
nated and  known  as  "  Sample  Sellers'  Licenses." 

[Real  Estate  Agents,  House  Brokers,  Brokers  and  Bankers  Defined.] 

SEC.  10.  The  terms  Eeal  Estate  Agents,  House  Brokers,  Brokers  and  Bank- 
ers, shall  include  all  persons,  firms  and  corporations  engaged  in  buying  or 
selling  bills  of  exchange,  drafts,  gold  dust,  gold  bars,  bullion,  evidences  of 
indebtedness  or  stocks;  and  all  brokers  of  bills,  bullion,  exchange,  real  estate, 
houses  or  stocks,  scrip  or  merchandise,  or  collecting  rents;  and  all  persons, 
firms  and  corporations,  except  pawnbrokers,  engaged  either  as  principals  or 
agents,  in  discounting  negotiable  paper,  or  for  pay  or  reward  procuring  such 
paper  to  be  discounted,  or  lending  money  on  securities,  or  for  pay,  or  reward 
procure  for  others  the  loan  of  money  on  securities. 

[Expressman  and  Express  Agent  Defined.] 
1.     The  term  expressman  and  express  agent  shall  include  all  persons,  firms 
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and  corporations  engaged  as  common  carriers  in  expressing,  transmitting  or 
conveying  gold  dust,  bars,  bullion,  coin  or  general  merchandise  from  or  to 
any  place  without  the  city  and  county. 

\ 

[Peddlers  Defined.] 

2.  The  term  "peddlers"  shall  include  all  persons  who  shall  carry  from 
place  to  place  and  sell,  or  offer  to  sell,  any  goods  or  wares,  except  religious 
publications,  newspapers,  periodicals,  water,  flowers,  confectionery,  nuts  or 
matches;  provided,  that  persons  furnishing  to  licensed  retail  dealers  articles 
manufactured  in  this  city  or  county,  from  hand  or  licensed  vehicles,  belong- 
ing to  the  manufacturers  of  such  articles,  shall  not  be  deemed  peddlers  within 
the  meaning  of  this  section. 

[Keepers  of  Shipping  Offices  Defined.] 

3.  The  term  keepers  of  shipping  offices  shall  include  all  persons  engaged 
in  the  ordinary  business  of  shipping  offices,  and  all  persons  providing,  pro- 
curing or  furnishing  seamen  for  any  boat  or  vessel,  or  for  any  person. 

[Astrologers,  Seers,  Fortune  Tellers,  Clairvoyants,  etc.,  Defined.] 

4.  The  terms  astrologers,  seers,  fortune  tellers,  and  clairvoyants,  shall  in- 
clude all  persons  who  may,  by  sign  or  advertisement,  or  notice  of  any  kind, 
purport  to  pursue  any  of  these  occupations. 

[Butchers— Separate  Licenses.] 

SEC.  11.  Every  person  engaged  in  the  business  of  a  butcher,  and  every 
person  or  firm  engaged  in  keeping  or  carrying  on  a  slaughter-bouse,  shall  have 
a  separate  license. 

[Slaughter  House  Keepers — Sworn  Statement.] 

SEC.  12.  Every  person  or  firm  keeping  a  slaughter-house  shall,  during  the 
first  ten  days  of  the  last  month  of  every  quarter,  render,  at  the  office  of  the 
Collector  of  Licenses,  a  sworn  statement  of  the  number  of  each  class  of 
animals  killed  by  the  person  or  firm  making  the  statement,  during  the  first 
two  months  of  said  quarter;  and  for  the  purpo.-e  of  ascertaining  the  rate  of 
license,  the  monthly  average  for  the  first  two  months  of  the  quarter  shall 
constitute  the  monthly  average  for  the  whole  quarter. 

[Charge  for  Furnishing  Number  for  Vehicle.] 

SEC.  13.  At  the  time  of  designating  and  furnishing  the  number  of  a  vehicle 
or  boat,  the  Collector  of  Licenses  shall  collect  from  the  owner  thereof,  in 
addition  to  the  license,  the  sum  of  one  dollar  for  each  number.  No  person 
shall  tise  any  other  number  on  any  vehicle  or  boat  than  the  one  assigned  to 
him  from  the  office  of  the  Collector  of  Licenses.  Transfer  of  any  number 
ishall  not  be  made  without  the  consent  of  the  Collector,  and  on  the  books  at 
his  office. 
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[Delinquent  Licenses.] 

SEC.  14.  All  licenses  on  vehicles  other  than  boats,  hackney  carriages  and 
coaches,  which  shall  become  due  on  the  first  day  of  January  or  July,  shall  be 
considered  delinquent  if  not  paid  within  one  month  after  such  date;  and  for 
every  month  or  fraction  of  a  month  a  license  shall  remain  delinquent,  after 
the  one  month  allowed  from  the  first  day  of  January  or  July,  as  aforesaid, 
there  shall  be  added  to  the  whole  amount  of  such  license,  twenty-five  cents, 
and  for  boats,  hackney  carriages,  and  coaches,  fifty  cents,  which  shall  be 
collected  in  the  same  manner  as  the  license.  But  the  addition  of  any  amount 
to  a  license  shall  not  exempt  the  person  from  whom  the  same  may  be  collected 
from  any  penalty  to  which  he  might  otherwise  be  liable. 

[Driver's  License.] 

SEC.  15.  A  license,  as1  owner  of  a  had-ney  carriage  or  boat,  shall  not 
entitle  the  holder  thereof  to  act  as  driver;  but  such  holder  maj7  take  out  in 
his  own  name  a  license  to  act  as  driver,  which  shall  be  unassignable.  The 
holder  of  each  owner's  license  may  also  have  one  driver's  license  issued  to 
any  one  at  his  request  and  upon  his  recommendation,  and  no  more.  Any 
driver's  license  may  be  revoked  and  annulled  at  the  request  of  the  owner,  or 
assignee  of  the  owner,  at  whose  request  it  shall  have  been  issued;  and  upon 
the  revocation  or  annulling  of  a  driver's  license,  the  same  may  be  assigned  at 
the  request  of  the  person  procuring  such  revocation,  and  provided  the  same 
shall  not  be  assigned  more  than  twice  during  the  year. 

[Only  Licensed  Drivers  to  Drive  Hackney  Carriages  or  Boat.] 

SEC.  16.  No  owner  of  a  hackney  carriage  or  boat,  shall  permit  or  suffer 
any  such  carriage  or  boat  belonging  to,  or  used  by  him  to  be  driven  by  any 
but  a  licensed  driver.  And  no  person  shall  drive  any  hackney  carriage  or 
boat  without  being  at  the  time  licensed  to  drive  that  particular  carriage 
or  boat.  No  driver  of  a  hackney  carriage  or  boat  shall  solicit  passengers  or 
patronage  except  for  the  vehicle  or  boat  of  which  he  is  owner;  and  no  driver 
of  such  carriage  or  boat  shall  solicit  passengers  or  patronage  for  any  vehicle 
or  boat  except  that  for  which  he  is  specially  licensed  as  driver.  And  no  person 
except  the  regularly  licensed  owner  or  driver  shall  solicit  passengers  or  pa- 
tronage for  any  hackney  carriage  or  boat. 

[License  to  state  Number  of  Vehicle  or  Boat.    Sale  or  Assignment  of  License.] 

SEC.  17.  Every  license  for  a  vehicle  or  boat  shall  state  the  number  of  the 
vehicle  or  boat  for  which  it  shall  be  issued.  No  such  license  shall  be  sold, 
assigned,  or  transferred  without  the  consent  of  the  Collector  of  Licenses  in- 
dorsed thereon;  and  the  person  in  whose  name  the  license  is  taken  out  for  a 
vehicle  or  boat,  shall,  for  all  the  purposes  of  this  Order  be  considered  as  the 
owner  of  said  vehicle  or  boat,  and  liable  to  all  forfeitures  and  penalties  herein 
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contained,  until  such  license  shall  be  duly  transferred,  as  provided  by  this 
Order. 

[Applicant  maybe  Examined  and  Reqiiired  to  Subscribe  Sworn  Statement.] 

SEC.  18.  In  all  cases  where  the  rate  of  license  depends  upon  the  receipts 
or  profits  of  the  business,  or  upon  the  amount  of  business  done,  or  upon  the 
number  of  vehicles  used,  or  upon  any  other  matter  peculiarly  within  the 
knowledge  of  the  applicant  for  license,  such  applicant  may  be  examined  in 
regard  to  such  matters,  and  may  be  required  to  subscribe  to  a  sworn  state- 
ment or  affidavit  that  he  has,  to  the  best  of  his  knowledge  and  belief,  truly 
answered  all  questions  touching  the  amount  of  license  for  which  he  applies 
or  is  liable.  And  if  any  person  applying  for  license  shall  make  any  false 
statement  in  regard  to  his  business,  with  intent  thereby  to  procure  a  license 
at  less  rates  than  those  provided  in  this  Chapter,  he  shall  be  deemed  guilty 
of  a  misdemeanor;  and  upon  conviction  thereof ,  shall  be  punished  as  provided 
in  section  one  of  this  Chapter,  and  shall  be  adjudged  to  forfeit  his  license. 

[Certain  Persons  having  State  or  County  Licenses.] 

SEC.  19.  No  banker,  broker,  expressman,  express  agent,  life  insurer  or  life 
insurance  agent,  having  a  State  or  County  license,  shall  be  required  to  pro- 
cure a  license  under  the  provisions  of  this  chapter. 

[Conviction  not  to  Exempt  from  Payment  of  Licenses.] 

SEC.  20.  The  conviction  and  punishment  of  any  person  for  transacting 
any  business  without  a  license,  shall  not  excuse  or  exempt  such  person  from 
the  payment  of  any  license  due  or  unpaid  at  the  time  of  such  conviction. 

[Collector  of  Licenses;  Office.] 

SEC.  21.  The  Collector  of  Licenses  shall  keep  a  public  office  in  the  City 
Hall,  in  as  close  proximity  to  the  offices  of  the  Auditor  and  Treasurer  as  may 
be  convenient,  which  said  office,  together  with  the  necessary  furniture,  books, 
and  stationery  therefor,  shall  be  furnished  by  authority  of  the  Board  of  Su- 
pervisors. 

[Bonds,  etc.,  of  License  Collector  and  Deputies.] 

SEC.  22.  Before  entering  upon  his  official  duties  the  Collector  of  Licenses 
shall  give  a  good  and  sufficient  bond,  in  the  penal  sum  of  twenty  thousand 
dollars;  and  each  Deputy  Collector  of  Licenses  shall  give  a  good  and  sufficient 
bond,  in  the  penal  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars,  each  bond  to  be  given  with 
two  or  more  sufficient  sureties,  conditioned  for  the  faithful  discharge,  by  the 
officer  giving  the  bond,  of  his  official  duties  under  this  chapter,  or  any  subse- 
quent order  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors;  provided,  that  the  bonds  of  the  Col- 
lector of  Licenses  and  the  Deputy  Collectors  of  Licenses  existing  and  in  force 
at  the  time  of  the  passage  of  this  order,  s  all  not  be  rendered  void  and  inop- 
erative by  reason  of  the  passage  of  this  order. 
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[Duty  of  Collector  and  Deputies.] 

SEC.  23.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Auditor  to  procure  and  issue  to  the 
Collector  of  Licenses  the  aforesaid  licenses,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Collector  of  Licenses,  and  Deputy  Collector  of  Licenses,  under  the  super- 
vision and  direction  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  to  attend  to  the  collection  of 
licenses,  to  examine  places  of  business  and  persons  liable  to  pay  licenses,  and 
to  see  that  such  licenses  are  taken  out,  and  that  no  other  business  than  that 
described  in  the  license  is  carried  on  or  transacted. 

[Concerning  Blank  Licenses,  Tags,  Numbers,  Etc.] 

SEC.  24.  The  Auditor  shall  be  furnished  with  all  license  blanks,  dog-tags, 
vehicles,  boat  and  basket  numbers,  by  authority  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors, 
and  shall  number  and  sign  the  license  blanks  so  received,  and  from  time  to 
time,  as  they  may  be  required,  shall  deliver  said  license  blanks,  dog-tags,  vehi- 
icle,  boat  and  basket  numbers,  to  the  Collector  of  Licenses,  charging  him  there- 
with, and  taking  from  him  a  receipt  therefor  (at  each  time  of  delivery),  speci- 
fying both  in  such  charge  and  receipt  the  number  of  each,  and  the  total  num- 
ber and  value  of  license  blanks,  dog-tags,  vehicle,  boat,  and  basket  numbers; 
also,  the  classes,  number,  and  value  of  each  class  of  license  blanks  so  deliv- 
ered; and,  at  the  close  of  each  month,  shall  demand  and  receive  from  the  Col- 
lector of  Licenses  all  such  license  blanks,  dog-tags,  vehicle,  boat  and  basket 
numbers  not  issued  and  paid  for,  and  immediately  credit  him  therewith, 
specifying  the  same  in  the  manner  hereinbefore  provided. 

He  shall,  at  the  same  time,  credit  the  Collector  of  Licenses  with  all  the 
license  blanks,  dog-tags,  vehicle,  boat  and  basket  numbers  issued  and  paid  for 
during  the  month,  specifying  the  numbers,  classes  and  values  as  hereinbefore 
provided,  and  cancel  the  account  in  such  a  manner  as  to  show  a  monthly  set- 
tlement with  the  said  Collector  of  Licenses. 

He  shall,  on  the  first  Monday  in  each  month,  require  from  the  Collector  of 
Licenses  a  sworn  monthly  report,  in  duplicate,  showing  the  number  and  class 
of  each  license,  the  number  of  each  dog-tag,  vehicle,  boat  and  basket  number, 
with  the  total  number  of  each  issued  during  the  month  next  preceding,  one 
certified  copy  of  which,  if  found  correct,  he  shall  immediately  file  with  the 
Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

[Certain  Books  Must  be  kept.] 

SEC.  25.  The  Collector  of  Licenses  shall  countersign,  issue  and  keep  a 
record  of  all  licenses,  in  books  to  be  prepared  for  that  purpose,  as  follows: 

1.  A  book  to  be  designated  a  "  License  Cash  Book  " — General  Fund — in 
which  entries  shall  be  made  under  appropriate  headings,  showing  the  receipts 
each  clay,  the  names  of  the  parties  receiving  license,  their  residence  or  place 
of  business,  the  Auditor's  number  and  class  of  license  issued;  whether  the 
license  issued  is  a  State  and  County  or  a  Municipal  license ;  the  fee  and  the 
amount  received  for  each  license;  the  quarter  and  time  for  which  each  license 
56 
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is  issued,  with  reference  to  number  and  page  of  the  ledger  (hereinafter  pro- 
vided for)  wherein  the  same  is  entered. 

2.  A  book,  to  be  designated  a  "  License  Cash  Book  " — Street  Department 
Fund — in  which  entries  shall  be  made  under  appropriate  headings,  showing 
the  receipts  each  day,  the  date,  the  name  and  residence  or  place  of  business 
of  the  owner  or  payee;  the  numbers  issued  for  vehicles,  description  of  the 
vehicle,  the  amount  paid,  the  number  of  the  license  issued,  the  time  for 
which  the  license  is  issued,  and  a  column  for  remarks,  with  the  number  and 
page  of  the  ledger  (hereinafter  provided  for)  wherein  the  same  is  entered. 

3.  A  book  to  be  designated  "  License  Cash  Book  " — Dogs.— in  which  entry 
shall.be  made  under  appropriate  headings,  showing  the  receipts  each  day, 
the  date  of  the -issuance  of  license,  the  name  and  residence  or  place  of  busi- 
ness of  the  owner,  the  number  of  license,   the  description  of  the  dog,  the 
time  for  which  the  license  is  issued,  and  a  column  for  remarks. 

4.  A  book  to  be  designated  "Index  of  Vehicles,"  in  which  entries  shall 
be  made  under  appropriate  headings,  showing  the  numbers  of  the  vehicles, 
the  names  of  the  owners,  their  location,  a  column  for  class,  columns  showing 
the  number  of  license,  the  amount  paid,  the  date  of  issuance,  and  the  time 
for  which  license  is  issued. 

5.  A  book  to  be  designated  "License  Ledger" — Street  Department  Fund — 
in  which  entries  of  monej^s  received  for  license  and  payable  into  said  fund 
shall  be  posted  from  the  Cash  Book.     In  said  ledger  f-hall  be  entered,  in 
alphabetical  order,  under  appropriate  headings,  the  names  of  the  parties  to 
whom  licenses  have  been  issued,  their  residence  or  place  of  business,  the 
number  and  description  of  vehicles,  the  term  and  the  time  for  which  licenses 
have  been  issued,  the  date  of  payment,  with  lines  numbered  consecutively  on 
each  page. 

6.  A  book  to  be  designate^  "License  Ledger  " — General  Fund — in  which 
entries  of  moneys  received  for  licenses  and  payable  into  said  fund  shall  be 
posted  from  the  Cash  Book.     In  said  ledger  shall  be  entered  in  alphabetical 
order,  under  appropriate  headings,  the  names  of  the  parties  to  whom  licenses 
have  been  issued,  their  residence  or  place  of  business,  the  quarters  for  which 
licenses  have  been  issued,  and  amount  received  for  each  license,  the  class 
and  number  of  each  license,  the  date  of  payment,  with  lines  numbered  con- 
secutively on  each  page. 

7.  Books  to  be  designated  "District  License  Books,"  which  shall  be  num- 
bered consecutively,  according  to  the  number  of  districts  into  which  it  may 
be  deemed  advisable  by  the  License   Collector  to  divide  the  city  and  county 
for  the  collection  of  licenses,  in   which  the  streets  in  each  district   shall  be 
alphabetically  arranged,  and  in  which  shall  be  entered,  in  pencil,  the  names 
of  all  persons  or  firms  in  the  respective  blocks  in  each  street  in  said  dis- 
tricts, following  occupations  or  business  that  require  to  be  licensed,  showing 
under  appropriate  headings  the  names  of  the  parties,  their  occupation  or  busi- 
ness, with  such  other  information  as  will  insure  the  collection  of  licenses  from 
all  persons  liable  thereto. 
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He  shall  also  keep  such  other  book  or  books  as  shall  in  his  judgment  be 
necessary,  or  as  may  be  required  by  the  Committee  on  License  and  Orders  of 
this  Board,  and  all  of  the  books  hereinbefore  provided  to  be  kept,  shall  have 
such  additional  entries  made  in  them  respectively  as  may  be  required  or  ap- 
proved by  the  said  Committee  on  License  and  Orders. 

He  shall  receive  all  moneys  paid  for  licenses,  and  shall,  as  often  as  once  in 
each  week,  and  whenever  the  amount  thereof  accumulated  in  his  possession 
at  any  one  time  shall  exceed  the  sum  of  twenty-five  hundred  dollars,  and  on 
the  last  day  of  each  month,  pay  over  to  the  Treasurer  all  moneys  in  his  pos- 
session so  received,  taking  a  receipt  therefor,  which  receipt  must  be  presented 
to  and  countersigned  by  the  Auditor. 

At  the  close  of  each  month  he  shall  return  to  the  Auditor  all  license  blanks; 
dog  tags,  vehicle,  boat,  and  basket  numbers  in  his  possession  not  paid  for, 
and,  on  the  first  Monday  in  each  month,  he  shall  render  to  the  Auditor  a 
statement,  in  duplicate,  specifying  therein  the  numbers  and  classes  of  license 
blanks  received  from  and  returned  to  the  Auditor;  also,  the  number  of  each 
class,  and  the  total  value  thereof;  likewise  the  number  and  classes  of  licenses 
issued,  and  the  number  of  licenses  of  each  class  issued,  and  the  total  value 
thereof,  together  with  the  amount  of  moneys  paid  over  to  the  Treasurer  dur- 
ing the  month  next  preceding,  which  statement  shall  show  a  monthly  settle- 
ment with  the  Auditor,  and  he  shall  make  oath  to  the  Auditor  that  huch 
monthly  statement  is,  to  the  best  of  his  knowledge  and  belief,  correct  in  every 
particular,  and  that  he  has  paid  over  to  the  Treasurer  all  moneys  so  received 
for  licenses  during  such  preceding  month. 

[Duty  of  Deputies.] 

SEC.  26.  The  Deputy  Collectors  of  Licenses  shall,  under  the  directions 
and  instructions  of  the  Collector  of  Licenses,  observing  the  forms,  rules,  and 
regulations  prescribed  by  the  said  Collector,  make  to  said  Collector  daily 
reports  of  duty  performed,  and  daily  payment  of  moneys  collected  for  licenses; 
and  at  the  close  of  each  month  make  oath  to  the  Auditor  that  they  have  so 
paid  over  to  the  Collector  of  Licenses  all  such  moneys. 


CHAPTEE  IX. 

[An  Amended  May  20,  1872,  Order  1,214.] 

THE   PUBLIC   POUND. 

[Pound.] 

SECTION  1.     A  Public  Pound  is  hereby  authorized,  and  the  same  shall  be 
established  at  a  place  near  to  and  west  of  Larkin  street. 

[Duties  of  Pound  Keeper.] 

SEC.  2.     The  Board  of  Supervisors  shall  appoint   some   suitable   person 
whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  take  up  and  receive  into  said  Pound: 
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All  estrays  and  animals,  except  dogs  licensed,  found  running  at  large  upon 
any  public  street,  square  or  grounds,  within  that  portion  of  the  city  and 
county  bounded  by  Devisadero,  Ridley,  Castro,  Seventeenth,  Church,  Twenty- 
fourth,  Valencia,  Twenty-sixth,  Harrison,  Twenty-first,  Potrero  Avenue  or 
Twentieth  streets,  or  within  the  limits  of  any  cemetery ; 

All  animals  left  standing  upon  a  public  highway  in  violation  of  any  of  the 
provisions  of  Section  15  of  Chapter  3  of  this  Order; 

All  goats  found  running  at  large  upon  any  public  street,  square  or  grounds 
within  that  portion  of  the  city  and  county  bounded  by  Twentieth  street,  Har- 
rison street,  projected  to  Precita  avenue,  Precita  avenue,  Colusa  and  DeHaro 
streets. 

The  further  duties  of  said  Pound  Keeper  relative  to  fees  and  charges,  etc., 
are  hereby  declared  to  be  such  as  are  required  by  this  Chapter. 

[Animals  Trespassing  May  be  Taken  and  Delivered  to  Pound  Keeper.] 

SEC.  3.  Any  animal  found  trespassing  upon  any  private  enclosure  in  this 
city  and  county,  may  be  taken  up  by  any  person  and  committed  to  the  cus- 
tody of  the  Pound  Keeper,  who  shall  hold  the  same  subject  to  reasonable  de- 
mands for  damages,  in  addition  to  the  fees  prescribed  in  section  ten  of  this 
chapter; 

Any  person  may  take  up  and  deliver  to  the  Pound  Keeper  any  animal  which 
the  Pound  Keeper  is,  by  section  tvvo  of  this  chapter,  required  to  take  up;  and 
may  demand  and  receive  out  of  the  moneys  collected  upon  the  release  or  sale 
of  such  animal,  the  same  fees  that  the  Pound  Keeper  would  be  entitled  to 
receive  for  like  services,  with  reasonable  compensation  for  feeding  such  ani- 
mal, not  more  than  twelve  hours. 

[Notice  of  taking  up  any  Animal  to  be  given  to  Pound  Keeper.] 

SEC.  4.  Every  person  taking  up  any  animal  under  the  provisions  of  section 
three,  within  the  limits  prescribed  by  section  two  of  this  chapter,  shall,  within 
twelve  hours  after  taking  up  such  animal,  or  within  four  hours  if  the  same 
be  attached  to  a  vehicle,  give  notice  thereof  to  the  Pound  Keeper  or  Chief  of 
Police;  and  the  Pound  Keeper  shall  thereupon  take  such  animal  into  his 
custody,  and  every  person  to  whom  such  animal  may  be  delivered,  or  who 
shall  receive  the  same  shall,  forthwith  on  demand,  deliver  such  animal  to  the 
Pound  Keeper.  Any  person  who  shall  violate  any  of  the  provisions  of  this 
section  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor. 

[Record  by  Pound  Keeper;  Subsistence  for  Animals.] 

SEC.  5.  The  Pound  Keeper  shall  keep  a  true  and  faithful  record  of  the 
number  and  description  of  all  animals  taken  into  his  custody,  with  the  date 
of  their  receipt  and  the  date  and  manner  of  their  disposal,  and  shall  keep 
conspicuously  posted  at  the  entrance  of  the  Pound  a  list  of  all  animals  therein 
detained.  He  shall  also  provide  necessary  subsistence  for  all  animals  while 
in  his  custody. 
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[Advertisement  of  Animals  Impounded.] 

SEC.  6.  All  animals,  except  dogs,  taken  into  custody  of  the  Pound  Keeper, 
if  not  reclaimed  within  two  days  thereafter,  shall  be  advertised  in  the  official 
paper  of  the  Board,  as  follows: 

Horses,  cows,  bulls,  oxen,  mules,  or  asses,  for  seven  days; 

All  other  animals,  five  days; 

Provided,  that  swine,  sheep,  lambs,  and  goats  may  be  advertised  by  written 
notice  conspicuously  posted  on  the  Pound  gate. 

[Sale  of  Animals ;  Fees  and  Charges.] 

SEC.  7.  Immediately  upon  the  expiration  of  the  time  for  advertisement, 
and  after  due  advertisement  as  provided  in  section  six  of  this  chapter,  the 
Pound  Keeper  shall  sell  all  animals  so  advertised,  and  out  of  the  proceeds  of 
the  sale  thereof,  pay  his  proper  fees  and  charges,  and  all  reasonable  and 
proper  demands  made  under  the  provisions  of  section  three  of  this  chapter. 

Any  balance  of  the  proceeds  of  a  sale  of  any  animal  remaining  after  the 
payment  of  such  fees,  charges,  and  demands,  shall  be  paid  into  the  city 
treasury,  for  the  use  of  the  owner  of  such  animal,  if  claimed  within  six 
months  thereafter;  if  not,  the  same  shall  be  applied  to  the  use  of  the  hos- 
pitals, after  paying  the  expenses  of  said  Pound. 

[Charges  for  Impounding,  etc.] 

SEC.  8.     The  charges  upon  every  animal  impounded  shall  be  as  follows: 
For  every  horse,  mare,  mule,  ass,  bull,  ox  or  cow,  two  dollars,  and  one  dol- 
lar per  day  for  keeping;  two  dollars  additional  if  advertised,  five  per  cent, 
commission  if  sold,  and  one  dollar  for  arresting  and  driving. 

For  every  colt,  yearling  or  calf,  sheep,  goat  or  hog,  one  dollar,  and  fifty 
cents  per  day  for  keeping,  two  dollars  if  advertised,  five  per  cent,  commission 
if  sold,  and  fifty  cents  for  arresting  and  driving. 

[Redemption  of  Animal  by  Owner.] 

SEC.  9.  The  owner  or  person  entitled  to  the  control  of  any  animal  im- 
pounded, may  at  any  time  before  the  sale  or  other  disposition  thereof,  redeem 
the  same  by  paying  to  the  Pound  Keeper  all  proper  fees  and  charges  thereon, 
made  by  virtue  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  Chapter. 

[Dogs  to  be  Impounded,  etc.] 

SEC.  10.  The  Pound  Keeper  and  his  deputies  shall  seize  and  take  or  carry 
to  the  Public  Pound,  every  dog  not  being  led  by  a  string,  rope  or  chain,  found 
running  or  being  at  large  in  any  of  the  streets  or  places  aforesaid,  not  having 
around  his  or  her  neck  the  collar,  and  attached  thereto  the  tag  provided  for 
in  Section  31  of  Chapter  3  of  Order  No.  697,  and  keep  such  dog  for  the  space 
of  forty-eight  hours,  unless  sooner  redeemed  by  the  owner  or  person  having 
control  thereof,  by  payment  of  two  dollars  and  fifty  cents,  or  if  the  dog 
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claimed  be  already  entered  upon  the  books  of  the  License  Collector  as  licensed 
for  the  current  year,  then,  upon  presentation  of  a  certificate  from  said  License 
Collector  of  that  fact,  and  payment  of  the  fees  for  arresting  and  keeping. 

Every  dog  so  taken  up  and  not  redeemed  within  forty-eight  hours,  shall  be 
destroyed  by  the  Pound  Keeper;  provided,  however,  that  he  may  keep  any 
valuable  dogs  and  sell  them,  preserving  a  full  record  of  all  such  sales. 

His  receipt  for  the  sale,  indorsed  by  the  Collector  of  Licenses,  shall  be  a 
valid  title  to  the  purchaser;  and  all  money  so  received  shall  be  paid  into  the 
City  Treasury,  deducting  ten  per  cent,  for  his  commissions. 

He  shall  provide  the  dogs  with  food,  water,  and  the  necessary  attention, 
and  shall  take  such  care  of  them  as  is  consistent  with  humanity,  at  an  expense 
not  to  exceed  ten  cents  per  day  per  dog,  to  be  paid  out  of  the  Urgent  Neces- 
sity Fund,  if  the  money  received  for  the  sale  of  dogs  be  not  sufficient.  The 
Pound  Keeper  may,  in  his  discretion,  remit  any  of  the  above  such  fees  and 
charges. 

[Duplicate  Dog  Tags.] 

SEC.  11.  Whenever  a  dog  tag,  issued  for  the  current  year  by  the  License 
Collector  has  been  taken  and  stolen  by  parties  unknown  to  the  owner  of  the 
dog  for  which  the  same  was  issued,  the  owner  or  person  having  the  control  of 
such  dog,  may,  on  the  payment  of  fifty  cents  and  on  making  and  subscribing 
to  an  affidavit  of  such  loss,  receive  from  said  License  Collector  a  duplicate 
tag  for  the  remaining  portion  of  the  then  current  year. 

[Pound  Keeper  to  make  Monthly  Keport.] 

SEC.  12.  The  Pound  Keeper  shall  make  a  true  and  correct  report  to  the 
Board  of  Supervisors,  under  oath,  on  the  first  Monday  of  every  month,  of 
the  number  of  dogs  taken  by  him  to  the  Public  Pound,  and  also  of  the 
number  redeemed,  sold  and  destroyed,  and  by  whom  redeemed  and  purchased, 
and  of  the  amount  received  in  each  case. 

[Fee,  Impounding  Dog.] 

SEC.  13.  The  Pound  Keeper  shall  be  entitled  to  receive,  for  every  dog 
taken  by  him  to  the  Public  Pound,  fifty  cents,  to  be  audited  by  the  Board  of 
Supervisors,  upon  the  sworn  statement  of  the  Pound  Keeper,  and  paid  out 
of  the  Urgent  Necessity  Fund,  if  the  money  received  for  the  redemption  of 
dogs  be  not  sufficient. 

[Deputies  of  Pound  Keeper.] 

SEC.  14.  The  Pound  Keeper  may,  at  any  time,  appoint  deputies  or  pound 
drivers,  at  his  own  proper  expense,  for  driving  any  animal  to  the  Pound. 

[Badges,  Pound  Keeper.] 

SEC.  15.  The  Pound  Keeper  and  deputies,  while  engaged  in  the  execution 
of  their  duties,  shall  each  wear  a  plain  circular  metallic  badge  on  the  left 
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breast  of  the  outer  garment,  with,  for  the  Pound  Keeper,  the  words  "  Pound 
Keeper,"  plainly  engraved  thereon,  and  for  the  deputy  and  pound  drivers, 
the  words  " Deputy  Pound  Keeper."  Any  person  who  shall  violate  any  of 
the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor;  and 
on  conviction  thereof,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  five  dollars,  or  by  im- 
prisonment in  the  County  Jail  two  days. 

[Bond,  Pound  Keeper.] 

SEC.  16.  The  Pound  Keeper,  within  five  days  after  his  appointment,  and 
before  entering  on  his  duties,  shall  execute  an  undertaking  in  the  sum  of  one 
thousand  dollars,  conditioned  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duty  as 
Pound  Keeper,  with  two  or  more  sureties,  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Mayor, 
which  undertaking,  when  approved,  shall  be  filed  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board 
of  Supervisors. 

[Account  and  Payment  of  Fines.] 

SEC.  17.  The  Pound  Keeper  shall  keep  a  correct  and  true  account  of,  and 
pay  into  the  treasury  once  in  each  month,  all  moneys  received  by  him  for 
fines  or  forfeiture,  from  which  the  salary  of  said  Pound  Keeper  shall  be  paid 
by  the  Treasurer  on  his  demand. 

[Salary,  etc.,  of  Pound  Keeper.] 

SEC.  18.  The  Pound  Keeper  shall  receive  for  his  services  (in  addition  to 
the  fees  allowed  by  Section  13),  seventy-five  dollars  per  month,  besides  which 
he  may  collect  from  persons  redeeming  animals,  and  retain  the  driving  fees 
and  fees  for  keeping;  and  also,  from  the  proceeds  of  sales  of  animals  sold, 
he  may  retain  the  driving  fee,  fees  for  keeping  and  advertising,  and  the 
commission  on  the  sale. 

[Resisting  Pound  Keeper  in  Performance  of  Duties.] 

SEC.  19.  No  person  shall  resist,  obstruct,  or  prevent  the  Pound  Keeper, 
or  any  of  his  deputies,  or  assistants,  in  exercise  of  his  duties  as  such.  Any 
person  who  shall  violate  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  Section,  shall  be 
deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor. 


CHAPTEE  X. 

OF    THE    DISPOSITION    OF   UNCLAIMED   PROPERTY. 

[Custodian  of  Properly  Lost  or  Stolen.] 

.SECTION  1.  The  Chief  of  Police  shall  be  the  custodian  of  all  lost,  stolen, 
and  unclaimed  property  which  may  now  be  in  his  possession,  or  under  his 
control  or  which  may  hereafter  come  into  the  possession  of  any  police  officer. 
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[Delivery  of  Money,  etc.,  to  Property  Clerk,  and  His  Duties.] 

SEC.  2.  Every  police  officer,  upon  taking  or  receiving  into  his  custody,  in 
the  discharge  of  his  duty,  any  money  or  property,  shall  forthwith  deliver 
such  money  or  property  to  the  Prop-  rty  Clerk  of  the  Police  Department;  and 
the  Property  Clerk,  under  the  direction  and  control  of  the  Chief  of  Police, 
shall  particularly  register  all  such  property  delivered  to  or  received  by  him, 
in  a  book  to  be  kept  for  that  purpose,  stating  the  name  of  the  person  from 
whom,  and  by  whom  each  article  or  parcel  shall  have  been  taken,  the  names 
of  all  claimants  of  each  article  or  parcel,  the  time  of  seizure,  and  the  final 
disposition  thereof. 

[Return  of  Property  to  Persons  erroneously  suspected  of  obtaining  it  Feloniously.] 

SEC.  3.  Whenever  money  or  property  shall  have  been  taken  from  a  person 
on  suspicion  that  such  person  feloniously  obtained  the  same,  if  upon  exam- 
ination of  the  person  suspected,  the  examining  magistrate  shall  be  satisfied 
from  the  evidence  that  he  is  innocent,  and  that  the  money  or  property  right- 
fully belongs  to  him,  such  magistrate  shall,  in  writing,  order  the  Property 
Clerk,  or  officer  having  charge  of  such  money  or  property,  to  return  the 
same,  and  to  deliver  the  same  to  the  person  accused,  and  not  to  any  agent, 
attorney,  or  clerk. 

[Report  of  Chief  of  Police  of  Property  lost  or  stolen.    Delivery  of,  to  Treasurer.] 

SEC.  4.  The  Chief  of  Police  shall,  at  the  expiration  of  each  fiscal  year,  and 
every  six  months  thereafter,  make  a  report  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  all 
lost,  stolen,  and  unclaimed  property  which  may  be  in  his  possession  or  under 
his  control;  and  within  thirty  days  after  the  date  of  each  report,  he  shall  turn 
over  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  City  and  County,  all  property  and  money  men- 
tioned in  such  report,  and  take  his  receipt  therefor. 

[Notice  of  Sale  by  Treasurer.] 

SEC.  5.  The  City  and  County  Treasurer  shall,  in  the  month  of  January  in 
each  year,  cause  to  be  published  for  thirty  days,  in  a  daily  newspaper  having 
the  largest  circulation,  an  advertisement,  setting  forth  that  on  a  certain  day, 
and  at  a  specified  time  and  place,  he  will  proceed  to  sell,  at  public  auction,  all 
property  in  his  possession,  by  virtue  of  the  provisions  of  this  Chapter,  giving 
a  fair  and  just  description  of  the  same.  * 

[Sale  and  Proceeds.] 

SEC.  6.  After  having  duly  published  the  advertisement  provided  for  by  the 
last  section,  the  Treasurer  shall,  at  the  time  and  place  designated  in  the  ad- 
vertisement, proceed  to  sell  at  auction,  to  the  highest  bidder,  for  gold  or  silver 
coin,  the  property  described  in  said  advertisement;  and  after  having  paid  the 
just  and  reasonable  expenses  of  storage,  advertising  and  sale,  shall  keep  the 
proceeds  for  one  year,  subject  to  any  lawful  claim  which  may  be  made  by  the 
owners  of  any  of  the  property  sold. 
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[Disposition  thereof.] 

SEC.  7.  The  Treasurer  shall,  at  the  expiration  of  one  year  after  every  sale 
made  under  this  Chapter,  pay  into  the  General  Fund  all  moneys  remaining 
in  his  hands  on  account  of  such  sale. 

[Hearing  of  Complaint  by  Police  Judge.] 

SEC.  8.  The  Police  Judge  may  hear  and  determine  at  chambers  any  com- 
plaint made  by  a  person  interested  in  the  disposition  of  any  money  or  prop- 
erty mentioned  in  this  section;  and  may,  upon  hearing,  direct  the  delivery  of 
any  money  or  property,  or  the  payment  of  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  any 
property  to  the  person  entitled  thereto. 

[Expenses  to  be  deducted  from  Payment  to  Owner.] 

SEC.  9.  Upon  the  payment  of  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  any  property  to 
the  person  entitled  thereto,  the  Treasurer  shall  deduct  from  the  amount  of 
such  proceeds,  the  just  proportional  share  of  the  expenses  of  storage,  adver- 
tisement and  sale . 


CHAPTER  XI. 

[As  amended  November  12,  1872,  Order  1,074.] 
CONCERNING  THE  PUBLIC  HEALTH. 

[Report  of  Sniall-pox  Cases.] 

SECTION  1.  The  Health  Officer  shall  visit  and  examine  all  cases  of  Asiatic 
cholera  and  small-pox  that  may  be  brought  to  his  notice. 

[Gratuitous  Vaccination.] 

SEC.  2.  The  Health  Officer  shall  keep  an  office  in  some  convenient  location, 
and  shall  keep  the  same  open  for  gratuitous  vaccination  during  certain  hours 
of  each  day,  of  which  he  shall  give  public  notice,  by  advertisement,  from  time 
to  time,  in  two  daily  newspapers.  He  shall  give  his  personal  attention  and 
services  to  the  work  of  gratuitous  vaccination,  selecting  and  preserving  the 
vaccine  virus  with  his  utmost  care  and  skill,  and  shall  so  perform  his  duties 
as  to  promote  the  physical  well-being  of  all  who  shall  apply  at  his  office. 

[Prosecution  for  Violation  of  Orders.] 

SKC.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Health  Officer  in  every  practical  way  to 
impress  upon  the  citizens  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  the  im- 
portance and  duty  of  revaccination  in  the  case  of  all  persons  who  have  passed 
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a  period  of  more  than  seven  years  since  the  time  of  their  first  vaccination. 
The  Health  Officer,  in  addition  to  the  duties  specifically  mentioned  in  this 
Order,  shall  be  prompt  and  active  in  seeing  that  all  Orders  concerning  the 
public  health  are  properly  executed,  and  shall  be  vigilant  and  active  in  detect- 
ing and  removing  all  causes  of  disease,  and  shall  see  that  all  persons  violating 
said  Orders,  in  relation  'to  the  preservation  of  the  public  health,  are  duly 
prosecuted. 

[Police  Officers  ex-officio  Health  Inspectors.] 

SEC.  4.  Every  regular  and  special  police  officer  having  a  regular  beat  shall 
be  ex-officio  Health  Inspector,  and  in  case  said  regular  or  special  police  officer 
shall  observe  at  any  time  that  any  building,  street,  alley,  court  or  lane  in  said 
city  and  county  is  in  a  condition  offensive  to  the  public  health,  he  shall 
immediately  make  a  report  thereof  to  the  Health  Officer.  Said  ex-officio 
Health  Inspector  shall  serve  without  pay.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Health 
Officer  to  report  to  the  Police  Commissioners  any  neglect  of  the  duties  required 
in  this  Order  of  ex-officio  Health  Inspectors. 

[Keports  of  Physicians.] 

SEC.  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  physician  in  this  city  and  county  to 
report  to  the  Health  Officer,  in  writing,  every  patient  he  shall  have  laboring 
under  Asiatic  cholera  or  small-pox,  immediately  after  he  shall  be  satisfied  of 
the  nature  of  the  disease,  and  to  report  to  the  same  officer  every  case  of  death 
from  such  disease  immediately  after  it  shall  have  occurred. 

[Report  of  Householders.] 

SEC.  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  householder  in  this  city  and  county 
to  report,  in  writing,  to  the  Health  Officer,  immediately,  the  name  of  every 
person  boarding  at  his  or  her  house,  whom  he  or  she  shall  have  reason  to  be- 
lieve to  be  sick  of  cholera  or  small-pox,  and  any  deaths  occurring  at  his  or 
her  house  from  such  diseases. 

[Vehicles  Used  for  Removal  of  Small-pox  Cases.] 

SEC.  7.  No  person  shall  drive  or  use  any  vehicle,  or  suffer  or  permit  any 
vehicle  belonging  to  him  or  her,  or  under  his  or  her  charge  or  control,  to  be 
driven  or  used  for  the  conveyance,  transportation  or  removal  of  any  person 
infected  with  the  small-pox,  or  the  body  of  any  person  who  may  die  of  the 
small-pox,  without  the  written  consent  of  the  Health  Officer,  nor  drive  or  suf- 
fer or  permit  the  vehicle  to  be  use'd  or  driven  for  the  purpose  aforesaid. 

SEC.  8.  No  person  shall  use  or  drive,  or  suffer  or  permit  any  vehicle  au- 
thorized by  the  written  consent  of  the  Health  Officer,  to  convey,  transport  or 
remove  persons  infected  with  the  small  pox,  or  the  bodies  of  persons  who  may 
die  of  the  small-pox,  to  be  used  or  driven  for  the  conveyance,  transportation 
or  removal  of  persons  uninfected  with  small-pox,  without  the  written  consent 
of  the  Health  Officer. 
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[Persons  Infected  with  Small- pox.] 

SEC.  9.  No  person  attending  upon  or  otherwise  coming  iu  contact  with 
any  person  affected  with  small-pox,  in  such  a  manner  or  to  such  an  extent  as 
to  render  him  liable  to  communicate  the  disease,  shall  go  upon  any  public 
street  or  in  any  way  mingle  with  people  not  affected  with  the  disease. 

[Health  Officer  to  Place  Person  in  Charge.] 

SEC.  10.  Whenever  a  case  of  small-pox  shall  exist  in  any  house  or  tene- 
ment, and  for  any  reason  the  person  affected  shall  not  be  removed  to  the  Small- 
pox Hospital,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Health  Officer,  when  directed,  to 
place  some  competent  person  in  charge  of  such  premises,  whose  duty  it  shall 
be  to  see  that  the  provisions  of  Section  9  are  strictly  observed,  so  long  as  may 
be  deemed  necessary  for  the  public  safety,  and  until  no  danger  from  contact 
can  reasonably  be  apprehended. 

[Power  to  Fumigate.] 

SEC.  11.  The  Health  Officer  shall  have  power,  during  the  prevalence  of  an 
epidemic,  to  fumigate  and  disinfect  any  premises  which  in  his  judgment  re- 
quire disinfecting. 

[Physicians  Exempt  from  Provisions  of  Sections  9  and  10.] 

SEC.  12.  Nothing  contained  in  Sections  9  and  10  shall  be  so  construed  as 
to  apply  to  physicians. 

[Removal  to  Hospital.] 

Sec.  13.  Whenever  a  case  of  small-pox  is  reported  to  the  Health  Officer,  it 
shall  be  his  duty  to  immediately  visit  the  premises  where  the  person  so  affected 
resides  or  may  be  stopping,  and  the  said  Health  Officer,  upon  the  personal 
inspection  of  himself,  shall  immediately  cause  to  be  erected  a  yellow  or  Quar- 
antine Flag,  in  a  conspicuous  place,  on  said  premises,  or  to  post  upon  the 
doorway  of  houses  infected  with  the  small-pox,  a  placard  setting  forth  the  fact, 
the  same  to  remain  during  the  continuance  of  the  disease  on  said  premises. 

[No  Removals  without  Consent.] 

SEC.  14.  No  person  shall  remove  a  small-pox  patient  from  any  house  or 
place  within  the  limits  of  the  city  and  county  to  any  other  house  or  place 
without  the  permission  of  the  Committee  on  Health  and  Police  of  this  Board. 

[Prohibiting  Removals,  except  to  Hospital.] 

SEC,  15.  The  Health  Officer  is  hereby  prohibited  from  removing  or  author- 
izing the  removal  of  any  small-pox  patient  from  any  place  in  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco,  to  any  place  therein  except  the  Small-pox  Hospital. 

[Removal  of  Persons  with  Contagious  Diseases-  Permit  required.] 

SEC.  16.  No  person  shall,  without  a  permit  from  the  Health  Officer,  carry 
or  remove  from  one  building  to  the  other,  or  from  any  railroad  depot  to  any 
house,  or  through  the  public  streets,  or  from  any  boat  to  the  shore,  any  per- 
son sick  of  any  contagious  disease. 
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[Butchers'  Offal  or  Garbage.! 

SEC.  17.  No  butchers'  offal  or  garbage,  nor  any  dead  animals,  nor  any 
putrid  or  stinking  animal,  or  vegetable  matter,  shall  be  allowed  to  remain  on 
the  premises  of  any  person,  or  be  thrown  into  any  street  or  alley,  place  or 
receiving  basin,  or  into  any  standing  water  or  excavation,  or  upon  the  grounds 
or  premises  of  any  other  person  in  the  city. 

[Dangerous  or  Detrimental  Pursuits.] 

SEC.  18.  No  person  shall  be  permitted  to  pursue  any  business  or  occupa- 
tion in  the  city,  that  is  dangerous  or  detrimental  to  life  or  health,  and  every 
such  business  or  pursuit  shall  be  promptly  discontinued. 

[Generating  of  Unwholesome  Odors.] 

SEC.  19.  The  rendering,  heating,  or  steaming  of  any  animal  or  vegetable 
product  or  substance  generating  noisome  or  unwholesome  odors,  or  gaseous 
vapors,  shall  be  conducted  in  steam-tight  kettles,  tanks,  or  boilers,  and  such 
method  adopted  as  shall  entirely  condense,  decompose,  deodorize,  or  destroy 
the  odors,  vapors,  and  gaseous  products.  And  no  person  shall  be  permitted 
to  burn  upon  his  premises,  street,  alley,  or  other  place,  any  animal  or  vegeta- 
ble substance  which  will  create  noisome  or  unwholesome  odors. 

[Removal  of  Manure.] 

SEC.  20.  Every  owner,  lessee,  tenant,  and  occupant  of  any  stable,  stall,  or 
apartment,  in  which  any  horse,  cattle,  or  swine,  or  any  other  animal,  shall  be 
kept,  or  of  any  place  in  which  manure  or  any  liquid  discharge  of  such  animals 
shall  collect  or  accumulate,  shall  cause  such  liquid  or  manure  to  be  removed 
to  some  proper  place,  and  shall  at  all  times  keep  or  cause  to  be  kept  such 
stalls,  stables  and  apartments,  and  the  drainage,  yards  and  appurtenances' 
thereof  in  a  cleanly  and  wholesome  condition. 

[Adulterated  Milk.] 

SEC.  21.  No  persons  shall  offer  or  have  for  sale,  in  the  city,  any  unwhole- 
some, watered,  or  adulterated  milk,  or  milk  known  as  swill  milk,  or  milk  from 
cows  (or  other  animals)  that  are  fed  on  swill,  garbage  or  other  like  substance, 
nor  any  butter  or  cheese  made  from  such  milk. 

[Sale  of  Unwholesome  Food  Prohibited.] 

SEC.  22.  No  person  shall  expose,  or  offer  for  sale,  or  sell  for  human  food, 
any 

1.  Blown,  meager,  diseased,  or  bad  meat,  poultry,  or  game;  or 

2.  Unsound,  diseased,  or  unwholesome,  fish,  fruit,  vegetables,  or  other 
market  produce. 
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[Unwholesome  Meat  Denned— Sale  Prohibited.] 

SEC.  23.     No  person  shall  bring  into,  expose,  or  offer  for  sale,  or  sell,  any 

1.  Any  sick  or  diseased  animal;  or 

2.  The  flesh  of  any  animal  which,  when  killed,  was  sick  or  diseased,  or 
that  died  a  natural  or  accidental  death. 

[Slaughter  or  Sale  for  Food  of  Immature  Calves  Forbidden.] 

SEC.  24.  No  person  shall  slaughter,  expose  for  sale,  or  sell,  in,  or  bring  for 
sale,  for  human  food,  any  calf,  unless  it  is  in  good,  healthy  condition,  and 
four  weeks  of  age. 

[Articles  or  Animals  Exhibited  in  Market,  etc.,  to  be  Deemed  Offered  for  Sale.] 

SEC.  25.  Any  article  or  animal  that  shall  be  offered,  or  exhibited,  for  sale, 
in  any  market,  or  elsewhere,  as  though  it  was  intended  for  sale,  shall  be 
deemed  offered  and  exposed  for  sale,  within  the  intent  and  meaning  of  this 
order. 

[Forfeiture  and  duty  of  Market  Inspector.] 

SEC.  26.  Any  person  who,  in  violation  of  the  preceding  sections  of  this 
Order,  shall  bring  within  the  city,  slaughter  or  sell,  or  expose  for  sale,  any 
article  or  animal  (therein  prohibited  from  sale),  or  which  is  unfit  or  unsafe 
for  human  food,  shall  forfeit  the  same  to  the  city,  and  the  Market  Inspector 
shall  seize  and  forthwith  remove  the  same  at  the  expense  of  the  owner,  in 
such  manner,  under  direction  of  the  Health  Department,  as  will  insure  safety 
and  protection  to  the  public  health. 

[Penalty  for  Resisting  Market  Inspector.] 

SEC.  27.  Any  person  who  shall  resist  or  obstruct  the  Market  Inspector  in 
the  legal  exercise  of  his  duty,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and 
on  conviction  thereof  shall  be  punished  accordingly. 

[Market  Stalls  to  be  kept  Clean.] 

SEC.  28.  Every  owner  or  occupant  of  a  market  stall,  shall  use  due  care  and 
attention  to  maintain  cleanliness  thereat,  by  the  prompt  removal  of  all  rub- 
bish or  other  matter  tending  to  create  a  stench  or  generate  disease. 

[Prohibiting  the  Removal  of  Quarantine  Flags.] 

SEC.  29.  No  person  shall  remove  a  yellow  or  quarantine  flag  or  placard 
from  any  building  where  the  said  flag  or  placard  shall  have  been  placed  by 
the  Health  Officer  or  his  deputies,  without  the  permission  of  the  said  Health 
Officer  or  his  deputies. 

[Health  Officer  and  Police  Officers  to  enforce  Provisions.] 

SEC.  30.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Health  Officer  or  any  of  his  deputies. 
or  of  any  police  officer,  to  arrest  any  person  guilty  of  violating  any  of  the 
provisions  of  this  Order. 
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[Penalty  for  Violation.] 

SEC.  31.  Any  person  who  shall  violate  any  of  the  provisions  of  this 
Chapter  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  there- 
of shall  be  punished  by  a  tine  of  not  more  than  five  hundred  dollars,  or  by 
imprisonment  in  the  County  Jail  not  more  than  six  months,  or  by  both  such 
fine  and  imprisonment.  [Sections  22  to  31  inclusive,  added  to  Chapter,  May 
20,  1875,  by  Order  1,215.] 


CHAPTER    XII. 

BELATING  TO   THE   CAKE    OF   THE   INDIGENT   SICK. 
[Hospital  Committee  and  Duties.] 

SECTION  1.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  shall  appoint  a  Committee  of  three 
of  its  members,  to  be  known  as  the  Hospital  Committee.  Such  Committee 
shall,  at  such  hours  and  upon  such  days  as  they  may  select,  visit  the  City  and 
County  Hospital,  without  previous  notice  to  the  person  having  charge  of  said 
hospital;  and  at  every  visit  make  a  thorough  inspection  of  all  the  different 
wards,  as  regards  their  cleanliness  and  order,  and  the  condition  of  the  patients 
therein,  and  of  the  diet,  as  regards  the  quality  and  sufficiency  thereof.  Said 
Committee  shall  also  carefully  observe  and  watch  the  conduct  of  the  officers 
and  employees  of  said  Hospital.  [As  amended  April  7,  1874,  Order  1,140.] 

[Appointment  and  Removal  of  Hospital  Employees.] 

SEC.  2.  The  Hospital  Committee,  with  the  consent  of  the  Mayor,  shall 
have  full  power  to  appoint  or  remove  any  of  the  officers  or  employees  of  the 
City  and  County  Hospital,  except  the  Attending  Physician  and  Surgeon  and 
the  Resident  Physician;  provided,  that  neither  the  number  of  the  officers  or 
employees,  nor  the  amount  of  their  compensation,  nor  the  character  of  their 
duties,  as  fixed  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  shall  be  changed,  except  by 
order  of  said  Board. 

[Orders  for  Admission  of  Sick  Persons.] 

SEC.  3.  The  Mayor,  the  Resident  Physician,  the  Attending  Physician,  or 
Surgeon,  and  any  member  of  the  Hospital  Committee,  may  issue  orders  for 
the  admission  of  sick  persons  into  the  hospital;  and  every  order  issued  by 
either  shall  be  complied  with,  and  the  person  therein  designated  shall  be 
admitted,  unless  the  Mayor  or  Resident  Physician,  for  good  and  sufficient 
reasons,  shall  otherwise  direct. 

[Discharge  of  Patients  from  Hospital.] 

SEC.  4.  The  Resident  Physician  shall  discharge  patients  from  the  Hospital 
when,  in  his  judgment,  such  patient  no  longer  requires  the  charity  of  the 
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city,  unless  objected  to  by  the  medical  or  surgical  attendant;  and  in  case  of 
such  difference  of  opinion,  it  shall  be  referred  to  the  Mayor,  whose  decision 
shall  be  final. 

[Duties  of  Resident  Physician.] 

SEC.  5.  The  Kesident  Physician  of  the  City  and  County  Hospital  shall  be 
charged  with  the  care  of  all  patients  in  the  Hospital,  subject  to  the  direction 
of  the  Attending  Physicians  and  Surgeons,  in  all  matters  relating  to  the  med- 
ical and  surgical  treatment  of  said  patients.  He  shall  see  that  all  the  patients 
have  the  proper  quality  and  quantity  of  nourishment,  and  that  the  nurses  and 
other  employees  perform  their  duty  faithfully.  He  shall  guard  the  property, 
and  keep  an  inventory  of  the  same.  He  shall  take  charge  and  keep  account 
of  all  moneys  and  valuables  of  every  patient  upon  admittance,  and  restore 
the  same  upon  dismissal;  and  once  in  every  three  months  he  shall  deliver  to 
the  Mayor  (taking  his  receipt  therefor)  all  moneys  and  valuables  in  his  hands 
belonging  to  deceased  patients.  He  shall  keep  an  accurate  register  of  all 
patients  admitted  into  the  hospital,  which  shall  state  the  name  of  every  pa- 
tient, the  date  of  his  admission,  his  place  of  nativity,  and  the  date  of  dis- 
charge or  death;  and  on  the  first  of  every  month  he  shall  make  a  report  to 
the  Mayor,  in  writing,  under  his  hand,  showing  the  whole  number  of  patients 
admitted,  the  number  that  have  been  discharged,  and  the  number  that  have 
died  during  the  month,  and  the  number  remaining  in  the  hospital  at  the  date 
of  the  report.  The  Resident  Physician  shall  have  exclusive  charge  of  the 
patients  in  the  small-pox  departments  and  the  pest-house,  and  shall  bestow 
upon  them  all  necessary  medical  and  sanitary  attention.  He  shall,  also, 
when  required  by  the  Mayor  or  the  Chief  of  Police,  attend  upon  all  patients 
in  the  county  jail  and  station-house. 

[Advertisement  for  Proposals;  Schedule  of  Supplies;  Letting  of  Contracts.] 

SEC.  6.  The  Hospital  Committee  shall,  in  the  month  of  May,  in  each  year 
prepare  a  schedule  of  the  proper  diet  and  necessary  supplies  required  for  use 
of  the  City  and  County  Hospital  for  the  ensuing  fiscal  year;  and  shall  cause 
the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  advertise,  in  the  usual  form  and  man- 
ner, for  proposals  to  furnish  such  diet  and  supplies  as  by  said  schedule  All 
bids  for  furnishing  such  diet  and  supplies  shall  be  opened  in  open  session  of 
the  Board  of  Supervisors,  and  all  contracts  therefor  shall  be  let  to  the  lowest 
responsible  bidder,  to  be  ascertained  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

RELATING   TO    THE    ALMS   HOUSE. 
[Superintendent  to  Keep  Register  of  Inmates  and  Report  Monthly.] 

SEC.  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Superintendent  of  the  Alms  House  to 
keep  an  accurate  register  of  all  inmates  admitted  into  the  Alms  House;  which 
register  shall  state  the  day  of  admission,  and  the  name,  age,  sex,  color  and 
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occupation  of  the  party  admitted,  the  place  of  nativity  and  how  admitted, 
and  the  date  of  the  inmate's  discharge  or  death,  from  which  an  accurate 
report  shall  be  made  on  the  first  day  of  every  month,  to  the  President  of  the 
Board  of  Supervisors,  showing  each  of  these  facts,  and  showing,  also,  the 
whole  number  admitted,  discharged,  died  during  the  month,  and  the  whole 
number  of  inmates  then  remaining  in  the  Alms  House.  Said  report  shall  be 
signed  by  the  Superintendent,  and  delivered  to  the  President  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors,  a  correct  copy  of  which  shall  also  be  kept  on  file  in  the  Alms 
House. 

[Daily  Record  to  be  kept,  and  Report  to  be  made  Weekly.] 

SEC.  8.  The  Superintendent  shall  keep  a  daily  record,  wherein  shall  be 
entered  all  transactions  and  business  of  and  concerning  the  Alms  House, 
and  all  events  therein  occurring  necessary  and  proper  to  be  made  public; 
and  he  shall  accurately  report  to  the  Mayor  in  regard  to  such  transactions, 
business  and  events,  as  shown  by  said  daily  record  on  Saturday  of  each  week. 
Said  report  shall  be  in  writing,  and  signed  by  the  Superintendent. 

[Diet,  Farm,  and  Daily  Ration  Books.] 

SEC.  9.  The  Superintendent  shall  keep  a  diet-book,  farm-book,  and  daily 
ration-book,  and  shall  accurately  report  in  regard  to  said  diet-book,  farm- 
book,  and  daily  ration-book,  on  the  first  day  of  every  month,  to  the  President 
of  the  Board  of  Supervisors.  Such  report  shall  be  in  writing,  and  signed 
by  the  Superintendent. 

[Duplicate  Vouchers  to  be  Kept.] 

SEC.  10.  The  Superintendent  shall  take  duplicate  vouchers  for  every  de- 
mand upon  the  Treasury  arising  from  or  out  of  all  the  current  expenditures, 
and  accurately  report  the  same  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  on  the  first  day 
of  every  month. 

[Admission,  how  Obtained.] 

SEC.  11.  The  Mayor,  or  the  Hospital  Committee,  may  issue  orders  for  the 
admission  of  persons  into  the  Alms  House,  and  every  order  issued  by  either 
shall  be  complied  with,  and  the  person  therein  designated  shall  be  admitted, 
unless  the  Mayor,  for  good  and  sufficient  reasons,  shall  otherwise  direct. 

[Superintendent  to  Execute  Bond.] 

SEC.  12.  Before  entering  upon  the  duties  of  his  office,  the  Superintendent 
of  the  Alms  House  shall  make  and  execute  to  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  a  bond,  with  at  least  two  good  and  sufficient  sureties,  in  the  sum  of 
five  thousand  dollars;  the  same  to  be  approved  by  the  Hospital  Committee  of 
the  Board  of  Supervisors.  [Sections  7  to  12,  inclusive,  added  to  chapter 
May  20,  1875,  by  Order  1,215.] 
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CHAPTEK  XIII. 

[As  Amended  May  20,  1875,  Order  1,215.] 

RELATING  TO   THE   EFFECT   Oi    THIS   ORDER. 

[Construction  of  Order.] 

SECTION  1.  Nothing  contained  in  this  order,  or  any  of  the  amendments 
thereto,  shall  be  construed  as  rendering  vacant  any  office,  or  discharging 
any  employee  of  this  city  and  county,  or  as  in  any  manner  altering  the  rela- 
tion or  responsibility  of  any  such  officer  or  employee,  or  as  discharging  from 
custody  any  person  heretofore  convicted  of  any  offense,  and  for  every  offense 
committed  prior  to  the  passage  of  this  Order,  or  the  amendments  thereto,  in 
violation  of  any  of  the  provisions  of  any  order  or  section  amended  or  repealed 
by  this  order,  or  of  any  of  the  amendments  thereto,  any  person  guilty  there- 
of, shall  be  prosecuted  and  punished  in  the  same  manner  as  if  such  order  or 
section  had  not  been  amended  or  repealed,  and  as  to  every  such  offense,  such 
order  or  section  amended  or  repealed,  shall  be  deemed  to  be  continued  in 
force. 

But  this  Order  shall  take  the  place  of  the  former  Orders  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors,  and  operate,  so  far  as  it  concerns  officers,  employees,  and  muni- 
cipal establishments  of  all  kinds,  in  the  same  manner  as  if  such  officers  and 
employees  had  been  appointed,  and  such  establishment  organized  under  the 
provisions  of  this  order.

PROHIBITING   PERSONS   FROM    MAKING    IMPROPER    REPRESENTATIONS. 
[Approved  May  11, 1875.] 

The  People  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  do  ordain  as  follows: 

[Improper  Representations    to  persons  in  regard    to  Supervisors  or    School    Directors; 

prohibited.] 

SECTION  1.     Every  person  who  obtains,  or  seeks  to  obtain  money,  or  other 
thing  of  value  from  another  person,  upon  any  pretense,  claim,  or  represen- 
57 
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tation  that  lie  can,  or  will  influence  in  any  manner  the  action  of  any  member 
of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  or  Board  of  Education,  or  any  Committee  of  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  or  Board  of  Education,  in  regard  to  any  vote,  appoint- 
ment, or  action,  is  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine 
not  exceeding  one  thousand  dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  not  exceeding  six 
months,  or  by  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment;  provided,  that  this  Order 
shall  not  be  deemed  to  apply  to  any  person  who  appears  before  any  such 
Board  or  Committee  in  a  public  manner  to  advocate  any  claim  or  action. 


ORDER  NO.   1217. 

FOB   PROTECTION    AGAINST   FIBE    AND   BELATING  TO  THE  STOBAGE    AND    SALE  OF  PE- 
TBOLEUM,  GASOLINE  AND    HYDBO-CARBON   LIQUIDS. 

[Approved  June  17,  1875.] 

The  People  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  do  ordain  as  follows  : 

[Regulating  Storage  of  Refined  Products  of  Petroleum,  and  providing  for  keeping  the  same 
in  metal  cans,  etc.] 

SECTION  1.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  or  persons,  firm  or  corpo- 
ration, to  store,  permit  the  storage  of,  or  keep  for  sale  within  the  corporate 
limits  of  the  city  and  county  of  San  Francisco,  in  a  larger  quantity  than  one 
thousand  gallons,  to  be  always  kept  in  metal  cans  or  iron  tanks,  in  auy  one 
building,  any  refined  products  of  petroleum,  which  shall  emit  an  inflamma- 
ble vapor  at  a  temperature  below  100  degrees  Fahrenheit,  except  as  provided 
in  Section  2  of  this  order,  unless  the  same  be  stored  in  a  building  or  ware- 
house licensed  for,  used  for  and  devoted  exclusively  to  the  storage  of  such 
substance. 

[Regulating  the  Storage  of  Gasoline,  Products  of  Petroleum  and  Hydro-carbon  Liquids,  and 
providing  for  keeping  the  same  in  metal  cans,  etc.] 

SEC.  2.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person,  persons,  firm  or  corporation 
to  store  or  permit  the  storage  of,  or  keep  for  sale  within  the  city  and  county 
of  San  Francisco  in  a  larger  quantity  than  one  hundred  gallons,  to  be  always 
kept  in  metal  cans,  in  any  one  building,  any  gasoline  or  any  product  of  petro- 
leum, or  hydro-carbon  liquids  which  shall  emit  an  inflammable  vapor  at  a 
temperature  below  100  degrees  Fahrenheit,  unless  the  same  be  kept  in  metal 
cans  or  iron  tanks  and  stored  in  a  building  or  warehouse  specially  licensed 
for,  used  for  and  devoted  to  the  storage  of  gasoline  and  other  products  of  pe- 
troleum, or  hydro-carbon  liquids,  which  emit  an  inflammable  vapor  at  a  tem- 
perature below  100  degrees  Fahrenheit. 
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[Buildings  for  Storage  of  Petroleum,  Gasoline,  etc.,  to  be  licensed.    How  granted  arid 
amount  to  be  paid,  etc.] 

S-EC.  3.  No  building  or  warehouse  shall  be  licensed  for  the  purposes  stated 
in  this  order,  except  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the 
Fire  Department,  the  Fire  Marshal,  and  a  majority  of  the  Fire  and  Water 
Committee  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  as  being  suitable  therefor,  in  which 
case  the  License  Collector  shall  exact  for  such  license  the  sum  of  one  dollar 
per  month,  payable  quarterly  in  advance;  provided,  that  no  such  warehouse 
shall  be  used  for  storage  of  gasoline  or  other  products  of  petroleum  which 
shall  emit  an  inflammable  vapor  at  a  temperature  below  one  hundred  degrees 
Fahrenheit,  unless  such  warehouse  shall  be  specially  recommended  for  such 
storage,  as  hereinbefore  provided,  and  shall  be  specially  licensed  for  such 
storage,  and  have  prominently  painted  externally  on  the  front  thereof,  in 
plain  Koman  letters,  at  least  five  inches  in  length,  the  words  "  Licensed  for 
the  storage  of  Gasoline." 

[Prohibiting  Adulteration  of  Oils  used  for  Illuminating  Purposes.] 

SEC.  4.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person,  persons,  firm,  or  corporation 
to  mix  or  adulterate  any  oils  used  for  illuminating  purposes,  with  benzine, 
naphtha,  gasoline,  or  any  other  substance;  and  all  oils  or  fluids,  manufactured 
from  petroleum  or  its  products,  to  be  used  for  illuminating  purposes  in  the 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  shall  be  required  to  stand  the  fire-test 
hereinbefore  mentioned. 

[Case  or  Package  of  Illuminating  Oils,  etc.,  to  be  stamped  with  name  of  manufacturer  and 

seller,  etc.] 

SEC.  5.  Every  person  or  persons  manufacturing  or  selling  illuminating  oils 
or  fluids  made  from  petroleum  or  its  products  for  consumption  or  u?e  within 
this  city  and  county,  shall  be  required  to  have  stamped  upon  the  case  or  pack- 
age the  name  of  the  manufacturer  and  seller  thereof,  and  his  place  of  busi- 
ness, together  with  the  words,  "  Warranted  to  stand  a  fire-test  of  100  degrees 
Fahrenheit  before  emitting  an  inflammable  vapor  that  will  burn,"  and  any 
person  disposing  of  five  gallons,  or  more,  shall  furnish  a  certificate  of  the 
test  as  above. 

[Character  or  Quality  of  Oils,  etc..  to  be  tested  by  Fire  Marshal  and  Chief  Engineer  of  Fire 

Department.] 

SEC.  6.  Any  questions  arising  under  the  provisions  of  this  order,  as  to  the 
character  or  quality  of  the  oils  herein  mentioned,  the  same  shall  be  tested  by 
the  Fire  Marshal  and  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Fire  Department,  in  the  presence 
of  the  owner,  and  if  the  test  is  unsatisfactory  to  such  owner,  he  may  employ 
the  services  of  an  expert  to  make  the  test,  which  shall  be  made  in  the  presence 
of  the  Chief  Engineer  and  Fire  Marshal,  and  the  result  of  such  test  shall  be 
final. 
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[Tagliabue's  Instruments,  etc.,  to  be  used  in  testing  and  determining  quality.] 

SEC.  7.  All  said  articles  shall  be  tested  and  their  quality  determined  by 
the  above  designated  persons,  using  G.  Tagliabue's  instruments,  or  such  other 
improved  instruments  as  may  be  agreeable  to  both  parties. 

[Penalty  for  Violation  of  Provisions  of  Order.] 

SEC.  8.  Any  person  or  persons  violating  any  of  the  provisions  contained 
in  Sections  1,  2,  3,  4,  and  5  of  this  order,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misde- 
meanor, and  upon  conviction  thereof  shall  be  punished  b}r  a  fine  of  not  less 
than  fifty  dollars,  nor  more  than  three  hundred  dollars,  or  by  imprisonment 
in  the  county  jail  not  less  than  thirty  days  nor  more  than  one  hundred  days, 
or  by  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment. 

[Fire  Wardens  to  Enforce  Provisions  of  Order.] 

SEC.  9.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Fire  Wardens  to  carry  ont  the  provisions 
of  this  order,  and  they  may  enter  upon  the  premises  where  such  oils  are  manu- 
factured, stored,  kept,  or  sold,  for  the  purpose  of  examining  such  oils;  and 
any  person  hindering  or  obstructing  the  Fire  Wardens  in  carrying  out  the 
foregoing  provisions,  on  coliviction  shall  suffer  the  same  penalty  or  penalties 
provided  in  Section  8  of  this  order. 

[When  Order  took  Effect.] 

SEC.  10.  This  order  shall  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and  after  July 
1,  1875. 

[Repeal  of  Orders.] 
SEC.  11.     Orders  Nos.  1,086  and  1,093  are  hereby  repealed. 


ORDER  No.  1,225. 

PROHIBITING  THE  TRANSPORTATION  OF  LIQUID    NITRO-GLYCERINE    AND  REGULATING 

ITS  MANUFACTURE,   AND  THE  STORAGE  AND  TRANSPORTATION  OF  HERCULES, 

DYNAMITE  OR  GIANT  POWDER,  AND  OTHER  EXPLOSIVE  SUBSTANCES. 

[Approved  July  la,  1875.] 

The  People  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  do  ordain  as  follows  : 
[Prohibiting  the  Transportation  of  Nitro-Glycerine.] 


1.  No  person  shall  convey,  or  cause  to  be  conveyed,  or  assist  in  con- 
veying, from  one  place  to  another,  in  this  city  and  county,  any  liquid  nitro 
glycerine;  and  no  person  shall  manufacture,  or  cause  to  be  manufactured,  or 
assist  in  manufacturing,  any  liquid  nitro-glycerine,  except  within  that  portion 
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of  the  city  and  county  where  the  manufacturing  works  of  the  Giant  Powder 
Company  .and  the  Hercules  Powder  Company  are  respectively  located,  and 
no  greater  amount  of  liquid  nitro -glycerine  shall  be  manufactured  by  said 
companies,  or  either  of  them,  than  is  required  for  the  immediate  manufacture 
of  Hercules,  Dynamite  or  Giant  Powder,  and  no  liquid  nitro-glycerine  shall 
be  kept  or  stored  in,  about  or  on  either  of  the  said  companies'  manufacturing 
works  or  premises,  for  a  period  to  exceed  three  hours. 

[Prohibiting  Storage  of  Percussion  Caps  in  Premises  where  Gunpowder,  etc.,  is  kept.] 

SEC.  2.  No  person  shall  receive,  keep  or  store,  or  aid  or  assist  any  per- 
son in  receiving,  keeping  or  storing  any  package  containing  "percussion  or 
detonating  caps  in  or  upon  any  building  or  premises,  where  Hercules,  Dy- 
namite or  Giant  Powder  is  kept  or  stored,  unless  such  packages  and  caps  are 
contained  and  kept  in  metal  boxes  or  cans  and  secured  in  a  fire-proof  vault 
or  safe. 

[Prohibiting  Conveyance  of  Gunpowder,  etc.,  in  Vehicles  Transporting  Hercules,  Dynamite 

or  Giant  Powder.] 

SEC.  3.  No  person  shall  receive  or  convey,  or  cause  to  be  received  or 
conveyed,  or  assist  in  receiving,  conveying  or  transporting  percussion  or  de- 
tonating caps  or  gunpowder,  or  other  blasting  powder,  or  any  other  explosive 
substance,  in  or  upon  any  vehicle  at  the  same  time  in  which  Hercules,  Dy- 
namite and  Giant  Powder,  or  either  of  them,  are  being  transported,  carried  or 
conveyed. 

[Prohibiting  the  Storage  of  Hercules,  Dynamite  and  Giant  Powder,  etc— Proviso.] 

SEC.  4.  No  person  shall  keep  or  store,  or  cause  to  be  kept  or  stored,  or 
aid  or  assist  any  person  in  keeping  or  storing  Hercules,  Dynamite  or  Giant 
Powder  into  or  upon  any  building  or  premises,  in  greater  quantities  than  fifty 
pounds  at  any  one  time,  except  in  or  upon  the  premises  of  the  Hercules  or 
Giant  Powder  Companies,  where  the  same  is  manufactured,  or  in  duly 
licensed  magazines,  or  in  vessels,  railroad  cars  or  vehicles  receiving  and  keep- 
ing the  same  in  the  course  of,  and  for  the  purpose  of  transportation;  and  no 
person  shall  keep  or  store,  or  cause  to  be  kept  or  stored,  or  aid  or  assist  in 
keeping  or  storing  any  percussion  caps,  gunpowder  or  other  blasting  powder, 
in  or  upon  the  manufacturing  works  and  premises  of  the  Hercules  or  Giant 
Powder  Companies,  within  a  distance  of  200  feet  of  the  place  where  the  said 
Hercules,  Dynamite  or  Giant  Powder  is  being  manufactured,  kept  or  stored. 

[Penalty.] 

SEC.  5.  Any  person  who  shall  violate  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  Order 
shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and,  upon  conviction  thereof,  shall 
be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  eight  hundred  dollars,  nor  more  than 
one  thousand  dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  County  Jail  not  less  than 
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four  months,  nor  more  than  six  months,  or  by  both  such  fine  or  imprisonment; 
and  one- half  of  any  fine  that  may  be  collected  for  a  violation  of  any  of  the 
provisions  of  this  order,  shall  be  paid  to  the  persons  making  the  complaint. 


OEDER  NO.  1,226. 

PROHIBITING   THE    CARRYING   OF    CONCEALED   DEADLY   WEAPONS. 

[Approved  July  9,  1875.] 

The  People  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  do  ordain  as  follows  : 

SECTION  1.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person,  not  being  a  public  officer 
or  traveler,  or  not  having  a  permit  from  the  Police  Commissioners  of  this 
City  and  County,  to  wear  or  carry,  concealed,  in  this  City  and  County,  any 
pistol,  dirk  or  other  dangerous  or  deadly  weapon. 

Every  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  order  shall  be  deemed 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  punished  accordingly.  Such  persons,  and  no 
others,  shall  be  termed  "  travellers"  within  the  meaning  of  this  order,  as  may 
be  actually  engaged  in  making  a  journey  at  the  time. 

The  Police  Commissioners  may  grant  written  permission  to  any  peaceable 
person,  whose  profession  or  occupation  may  require  him  to  be  out  at  late 
hours  of  the  night,  to  carry  concealed  deadly  weapons  for  his  own  protection.

PARK   COMMISSIONERS'  ORDINANCES. 


ORDINANCE  No.  1. 
[Adopted  October  27th,  1870.] 

The  Park  Commissioners  do  ordain  as  follows: 

No  person  shall  trespass  on  the  grounds  within  the  limits  of  the  Avenue, 
Golden  Gate  and  Buena  Vista  Parks. 

No  person  shall  cut  or  remove  from  said  Avenue  and  Parks,  any  trees, 
shrubs,  stakes,  wood,  turf,  grass  or  soil. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  custodian  of  the  Park  to  arrest  all  trespassers, 
and  all  parties  violating  this  Ordinance. 
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ORDINANCE  No.  2. 

[Adopted  September  24th,  1872.] 

AN  ORDINANCE  TO  PROVIDE  FOR  THE  REGULATION  AND  GOVERNMENT  OF  THE 
AVENUE  AND  PUBLIC  PARKS  IN  THE  CITY  AND  COUNTY  OF  SAN  FRANCISCO, 
IN  CHARGE  OF  THE  PARK  COMMISSIONERS. 

SECTION  1.  The  objects  of  this  Ordinance  are  those  grounds  which  are 
known  as  Golden  Gate  and  Buena  Vista  Parks,  and  the  Avenue  leading  to 
said  Golden  Gate  Park,  all  particularly  described  in  the  first  section  of  an 
Act  of  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  California,  entitled  "An. Act  to  provide 
for  the  improvement  of  Public  Parks  in  the  City  of  San  Francisco,"  approved 
April  4th,  1870. 

SEC.  2.     Within  the  said  grounds  all  persons  are  hereby  forbidden: 

1.  To  turn  in  or  let  loose  any  cattle,  horses,  goats,  sheep,  or  swine. 

2.  To  carry  and  especially  to  discharge  firearms. 

3.  To  cut,  break,  or  in  any  way  injure  or  deface  any  trees,  shrubs,  plants, 
buildings,  fences,  or  structures  of  any  kind. 

4.  To  bathe  in,  or  otherwise  pollute  the  water  of  any  pond,  lake,  or  pool. 

5.  To  chase,  set  snares  for,  catch,  or  destroy  any  rabbits,  quails,  or  other 
wild  quadruped*  or  birds. 

6.  To  make  or  kindle  a  fire  of  any  kind. 

7.  To  camp,  lodge,  or  tarry  over  night. 

8.  To  ride  or  drive  any  horse  or  other  animal,  with  vehicle  or  without, 
elsewhere  than  on  the  roads  or  drives  for  such  purposes  provided. 

9.  To  indulge  in  riotous,  boisterous,  or  indecent  conduct,  or  language. 

10.  To  drive  or  ride  at  a  furious  speed. 

SEC.  3.  No  dray,  truck,  wagon,  cart,  or  other  vehicle  carrying,  or  if  not 
carrying,  employed  regularly  in  carrying  goods,  merchandise,  manure,  soil, 
or  other  articles,  shall  be  allowed  to  travel  upon  the  drive  of  said  avenue  for 
any  other  purpose  than  to  cross  immediately  at  the  regular  street  intersec- 
tions, nor  upon  the  drives  of  said  parks.  For  the  present  the  road  now  and 
heretofore  commonly  traveled  to  and  from  "  The  Central  Macadamized  Toll 
Road,"  is  excepted  from  this  rule.  But  all  such  vehicles  shall  be  driven  over 
the  least  worked  portion  of  such  excepted  road  as  directed  by  the  Superinten- 
dent or  any  of  the  Park  police  officers  hereinafter  mentioned,  unless  com- 
pelled to  turn  out  in  obedience  to  the  "rule  of  the  road,"  as  hereinafter 
laid  down. 

The  provisions  of  this  subdivision  shall  also  apply  to  light  vehicles  regularly 
driven  for  business  purposes  between  the  country  beyond  the  parks  and 
the  city. 

SEC.  4.  The  rule  of  the  road  for  equestrians  or  vehicles  meeting  upon  the 
avenue  or  park  drives  shall  be :  PASS  TO  THE  RIGHT. 
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SEC.  5.  There  is  hereby  established  a  Pound,  to  be  located  within  the 
Park  limits,  for  the  impounding  of  the  animals  mentioned  in  the  first  sub- 
division of  section  two  of  this  ordinance,  and  of  all  strays  found  trespassing 
upon  said  grounds.  All  such  animals  shall  be  driven  or  carried  to  the  Pound 
and  there  kept  enclosed  at  a  charge  to  their  owners  at  the  rate  of  one  dollar 
per  day  or  fraction  of  a  day,  for  each  animal  so  impounded.  No  animal  thus 
in  custody  shall  be  released  except  on  proof  of  property  and  on  production  of 
a  receipt  signed  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Park  Commissioners,  coun- 
tersigned by  the  Park  Superintendent. 

If  unclaimed  for  three  days,  all  such  animals  shall  be  impounded  in  the 
City  Pound.  [This  Section  amended  by  Ordinance  No.  5.] 

SEC.  6.  All  moneys  accruing  from  the  Pound  charges  aforesaid,  and  also 
from  fines  collected  from  offenders  against  any  of  the  provisions  of  this 
ordinance,  shall  be  placed  in  the  "Park  Improvement  Fund,"  and  duly  ac- 
counted for.  [This  Section  amended  by  Ordinance  No.  5.] 

SEC.  7.  1.  When  the  number  of  participants  in  any  picnic  or  other 
organized  party,  about  to  enter  these  grounds  will  exceed  ten  persons,  they, 
or  one  of  them,  shall  communicate  their  intention  to  the  keeper  of  the  gate- 
way at  which  they  enter,  or  to  the  keeper  of  the  Stanyau  street  entrance, 
pending  the  appointment  of  keepers  for  the  other  gates. 

2.  Any  company,  society  or  organization  of  any  kind,  being  desirous  of 
resorting  to  these  grounds  in  a  body,  the  number  of  individuals  in  which  will 
exceed  twenty-five,  for  the  purpose  of  picnicing;  any  military  or  other  or- 
ganized company  desirous  of  parading  within  the  same;  any  base  ball,  cricket, 
or  sporting  club  desirous  of  using  the  grounds  set  aside  for  their  peculiar  pur- 
poses, shall  at  least  one  day  prior  to  the  proposed  date  of  the  excursion, 
report,  or  cause  to  be  reported,  such  intention  to  the   Secretary  of  the  Park 
Commissioners,  or  to  the  Superintendent  of  the  Purks  and  Avenues. 

3.  All  waste  material,  scraps,  litter  or  rubbish  of  any  kind  brought  upon 
these  grounds  by  such  picnic  or  other  parties,  shall  be  promptly  collected 
and  removed  by  them  or  their  employees.     In  the  event  of  the  non-observance 
of  this  regulation,  the  actual  cost  of  thoroughly  performing  the  necessary 
duty  by  the  Park  force  shall  be  charged,  and  a  bill  for  the  same  be  presented 
to  the  representatives  of  the  organization  so  offending. , 

4.  The  representatives  of  any  such  organized  party  which  shall  have  re- 
sorted to  these  grounds  will  be  held  responsible  for  the  damage  done  through 
any  transgression  of  these  ordinances  by  any  member  of  the  same,  when  the 
offending  individual  in  person  cannot  be  identified. 

SEC.  8.  The  Superintendent  of  the  Parks  and  Avenue  is  hereby  instructed 
to  enforce  and  cause  to  be  enforced  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance. 

SEC.  9.  Power  and  authority  are  hereby  given  to  the  Park-Keeper,  the 
Head  Gardener,  the  Foreman  and  the  Foreman  Teamster,  to  arrest  and  detain 
and  deliver  to  the  proper  authorities,  or  in  their  discretion  eject  from  the 
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grounds,  all  persons  wilfully  or  knowingly  offending  against  the  provisions 
of  this  Ordinance,  or  any  other  Ordinance  hereafter  to  be  passed  by  said 
Board  for  the  regulation,  use  and  government  of  said  Parks  and  Avenue. 

SEC.  10.  The  Superintendent  is  herby  clothed  with  the  powers  enumerated 
in  Section  9  of  this  Ordinance. 

SEC.  11.  Whenever  it  may  be  necessary  to  appoint  assistant  keepers,  there 
shall  be  delivered  to  each  of  them  a  certificate  of  appointment,  signed  by  a  ma- 
jority of  said  Board,  sealed  and  attested  by  the  Secretary.  Said  Assistant  keepers 
shall  possess  all  the  powers  enumerated  in  Section  9  of  this  Ordinance,  but 
shall  exercise  the  same  under  the  direction  of  the  Superintendent,  and  report 
to  him  forthwith  any  action  which  they  may  take  under  the  same. 

SEC.  12.  The  Park  Keeper,  the  Head  Gardener,  the  Foreman  Teamster, 
and  such  assistant  keepers  as  may  be  appointed  as  aforesaid,  shall  constitute 
the  Park  Police,  and  shall  provide  themselves  with  a  badge  of  office  consist- 
ing of  a  metallic  star,  inscribed  with  the  words  "Park  Police,"  and  the 
initials  of  the  words  indicating  their  particular  office.  A  roll  number  shall  be 
added  to  the  initials  on  the  badges  of  the  assistant  keepers. 

SEC.  13.  The  Secretary  of  said  Board  shall,  within  five  days  after  the  pas- 
sage of  this  ordinance,  make  and  certify  an  accurate  copy  of  the  same,  and 
cause  the  same  to  be  published,  as  required  by  law,  for  ten  rlays,  Sundays 
excepted,  and  this  ordinance  shall  take  effect  fifteen  days  after  its  passage. 


ORDINANCE  No.  3. 
[Adopted  May  23, 1873.] 

SECTION  1.  The  object  of  this  ordinance,  is  that  ground  known  as  the  Golden 
Gate  Park,  as  described  in  the  first  section  of  an  Act  of  the  Legislature  of  the 
State  of  California,  entitled  "  An  Act  to  provide  for  the  improvement  of  Pub- 
lic Parks  in  the  City  of  San  Francisco,"  approved  April  4th,  1870. 

SEC.  2.  All  vehicles  used  regularly  for  business  purposes  in  hauling  mate- 
rial or  produce  over  the  roads  in  the  said  Park,  shall  rest  upon  tires  at  least 
three  and  one-half  (3%)  inches  wide. 

SEC.  3.  All  trucks  or  wagons,  other  than  those  fitted  with  steel  springs, 
used  regularly  in  transporting  heavy  loads  of  material  of  any  description 
over  the  said  roads,  shall  rest  upon  tires  at  least  five  (5)  inches  wide. 

SEC.  4.  The  Secretary  of  said  Board  shall,  within  five  days  after  the  pas- 
sage of  this  ordinance,  make  and  certify  an  accurate  copy  of  the  same,  and 
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cause  the  same  to  be  published,  as  required  by  law,  for  ten  days,  Sundays  ex- 
cepted,  and  this  ordinance  shall  take  effect  fifteen  days  after  its  passage. 


OKDINANCE  No.  4.

[Adopted  May  29,  1874.] 

SECTION  1.  The  object  of  this  Ordinance  is  those  grounds  known  as  the 
Golden  Gate  Park  and  the  Avenue  leading  thereto,  as  described  in  the  first 
section  of  an  Act  of  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  California,  entitled  "An 
Act  to  provide  for  the  improvement  of  Public  Parks  in  the  City  of  San  Fran- 
cisco," approved  April  4th,  1870. 

SEC.  2.  All  the  gates  of  the  said  Golden  Gate  Park,  and  of  the  Avenue 
leading  to  the  same,  shall  be  closed  on  and  after  July  1,  1874,  at  8  o'clock  of 
each  and  every  evening,  and  opened  at  5  o'clock  of  each  and  every  morning, 
and  any  travel  upon  the  roads  or  other  use  of  £he  grounds  aforesaid,  while 
the  gates  thereof  are  so  closed,  shall  be  deemed  a  misdemeanor. 

SEC.  3.  The  Secretary  of  the  said  Board  shall,  within  five  days  after  the 
passage  of  this  Ordinance,  make  and  certify  to  an  accurate  copy  of  the  same, 
and  cause  the  same  to  be  published  as  required  by  law,  for  ten  days,  Sun- 
days excepted,  and  this  Ordinance  shall  take  effect  on  and  after  the  first  day 
of  July,  1874. 


OKDINANCE  NO.  5. 

[Adopted  June  8,  1874.] 
AN   ORDINANCE   AMENDATORY   OF   ORDINANCE    NO.    2    Olf   THIS    BOARD. 

SKCTION  1.  Section  5  of  Ordinance  No.  2  of  this  Board,  duly  adopted  Sep- 
tember 24,  1872,  shall  hereafter  be  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows:  Sec.  5. 
There  is  hereby  established  a  pound,  to  be  located  within  the  park  limits,  for 
the  impounding  of  the  animals  mentioned  in  the  first  subdivision  of  section  2 
of  this  Ordinance,  and  of  all  strays  found  trespassing  upon  said  grounds.  All 
such  animals  shall  be  driven  or  carried  to  the  pound,  and  there  kept  enclosed 
at  a  charge  to  their  owners  at  the  rate  of  one  dollar  per  day,  or  fraction  of  a 
day,  for  each  animal  so  impounded.  Animals  thus  impounded  may  be 
released  only  upon  proof  of  property?  and  payment  of  the  full  charges 
recorded  against  them  to  the  Superintendent  or  Park  Keeper,  who  shall  give 
a  receipt  in  writing  for  each  such  sum  collected.  If  unclaimed  for  three  days, 
all  such  animals  shall  be  impounded  in  the  City  Pound,  and  the  Siiperinten- 
deut  or  Park  Keeper  shall  collect  the  legal  fees  for  such  impounding. 

SEC.  2.  Section^  of  said  Ordinance  No.  2,  shall  hereafter  be  amended  to 
read  as  follows;  "All  moneys  accruing  from  the  poiind  charges  and  fees 
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aforesaid  shall  be  delivered  to  the  Secretary  of  this  Board,  and  such  moneys, 
as  well  as  those  collected  as  fines  from  offenders  against  any  of  the  provisions 
of  the  Ordinance,  shall  be  placed  in  the  'Park  Improvement  Fund,'  and  duly 
accounted  for." 

SEC.  3.  The  Secretary  of  said  Board,  shall,  within  five  days  after  the  pas- 
sage of  this  Ordinance,  make  and  certify  to  an  accurate  copy  of  the  same, 
and  cause  the  same  to  be  published,  as  required  by  law,  for  ten  days,  Sundays 
excepted,  and  this  Ordinance  shall  take  effect  fifteen  days  after  its  passage. 


OKDINANCE  NO.  6. 

[Adopted  June  8,  1874.] 

SECTION  1.  The  object  of  this  Ordinance  is  those  grounds  known  as  the 
Golden  Gate  Park  and  the  Avenue  leading  thereto,  as  described  in  the  first 
section  of  an  Act  of  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  California,  entitled  "An 
Act  to  provide  for  the  improvement  of  Public  Parks  in  the  City  of  San  Fran- 
cisco," approved  April  4,  1870. 

SEC.  2.  No  dray,  truck,  wagon,  cart,  or  other  vehicle  carrying,  or  if  not 
carrying,  employed  regularly  in  carrying  goods,  merchandise,  manure,  soil, 
or  other  articles  of  commerce  or  trade,  shall  be  allowed  to  travel  upon  the 
drives  of  the  said  Avenue  for  any  other  purpose  than  to  cross  immediately  at 
the  regular  street  intersections,  nor  upon  any  of  'the  drives  of  the  said  Park, 
except  such  regular  tranverse  traffic  road  as  may  hereafter  be  provided  for 
such  use. 

SEC.  3.  The  Secretary  of  the  Board  shall  cause  this  Ordinance  to  be  pub- 
lished in  compliance  with  the  terms  of  the  law,  above  mentioned,  and  it  shal* 
take  effect  on  and  after  the  first  day  of  July,  A.  D.  one  thousand  eight  hun- 
dred and  seventy-five  (1875.) 


OEDINANCE  No.  7. 
[Adopted  March  1,  1875.] 

SECTION  1.  The  object  of  this  Ordinance  is  to  regulate  the  rate  of  speed 
at  which  it  may  be  lawful  to  ride  or  drive  upon  the  roads  within  the  grounds 
known  as  the  Golden  Gate  Park,  and  the  Avenue  leading  thereto. 

SEC.  2.  All  persons  are  hereby  prohibited  from  riding  or  driving  upon  the 
said  roads  at  a  rate  of  speed  exceeding  that  of  a  mile  in  six  (6)  minutes,  or 
t~  ten  CIO)  miles  per  hour.
